I, Of the Jewiſh Anrtiquiries. 


HT E Title alone of this Fiftory ſeems to recommend the ſame more than 
any Preface could do ; inaſmuch as, profeſſing to deduce things from the 
Creation of the World; to reach as high as the Reign of Nero, and to de- 
rive the greateſt part of its Relations from the Records of the Old Te- 
ſtament, #t implies that no other can equal it, in Antiquity, in Continu- 
t ance and in Authority. 

But that which further renders it ( after the Holy Scripture ) preferable to all other. Hi- 
ſtories, i; That whereas thoſe have no othet ground-work but the Ations of Men, this repre- 
ſents to us the Attions of God himſelf. There i ſeen reſplendent every where in it his Power, 
his Government, his Goodneſs and his Fuſtice. His Power opens Seas, and divides Rivers, 
to give.a dry paſſage to whole Armies, and cauſes the Walls of the ſtrongeſt Cities to fall down 
without. battery. His Government regulates all things, and gives ſuch Laws as may be ftil'd 
the Fountain from which has been drawn whatever Wiſdom there i in the World. Fis Goods 
neſs makes to fall from Fleaven, and to "iſſue from the boſom of Rocks. * wherewith to ſatisfie 
the Hunger, and: allay the Thirſt of a great People in the drieſt Deſarts. And all the Ele- 
ments being as the Miniſters of the Decrees which his Juſtice pronounces, the Water deſtroys 
by a Deluge thoſe which it condemns; the Fire conſumes them, the Air overthrows them by 
its Tempeſts, and the Earth opens it ſelf to devour them. His Prophets foretell nothing, but 
they confirm the ſame by Miracles. -+ y who command his Armies, undertake nothing but 
they utchiove it. clnd the Looders ef tbi-Poopt, tceng wa with his Spirit, at liker Angels

Wherefore, ſmce a great part of this Hiſtory may' in ſome fort be ſaid to be 
the Wark of that inc rable Lawgroer, becauſe the ſame 15 wholly taktn out of him, it ought 
to be read not only with Eſteem, but alſo with Reſpett ; and the beads fo the end of what i 
contained in'the Bible deſerves no leſs," In regard it was diftated by the ſame Spirit {of God 
which guided the Pen of Moſes when he writ the five"firſ® Books of the Sacred Hiſtory.

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Tet not only Princes, but Princeſſes alſo may find in this Book Examples both to avid and 
to imitate. (Queen Jezabel is a diſmal one both of Impiety and Puniſhment. And Queen 
Eſther #s a rare one of all the Perfeitions, and of all the Rewards which can render the Ver- 
tue and Felicity of a great and holy Princeſs admir d. 

If great Perſonages find ſo great Examples here to lead them to awoid Vice, and embrace 
Vertue, there is no Perſon of any Condition whatſoever, but may profit likewiſe by ſo uſeful a 
Book. "Tis of general benefit for all, ſo proper to imprint a reſpett of the Divine Majeſty, 
by the view of ſo many effetts of his infinite Power, and of his adorable Providence, that his 
Heart muſt be very hard that is not affefted therewith. 

And how can Chriſtians but be mov'd with ſuch a holy reſpe,fince the ſame Hiſtory teaches 
us, that thoſe illuſtrious and fo celebrated Conquerors, Cyrus, Darius and Alexander, though 
Tdolaters, could not forbear having a Veneration for the Majeſty and the Ceremonies of that 
Temple which was but a Figure of the Chriſtian Church. 

But if this Hiſtory be ſo excellent in it ſelf, it muſt be conſeſs'd that no man was ſo fit to 
write it, as he that gave it both to his own Age and to Poſterity. For who could be better in- 
form'd of the Cuſtoms and Mannets of the Jews, than a Jew? Who could be better inſtructed 
of all the Ceremonies and Obſervations of the Law, than a Prieſt > Who could better re- 
late the Events of ſo many Wars, than a great Captain > And who could better __ 
things, and make judicious Reflections upon them, than a man of great Quality, and a great 
States-man 2 Now all theſe Qualifications center in Joſephus. He was a Jew by Birth. He 
was not only a Prieſt, but of the firſt of the four and twenty Races of the Prieſts, who held 
the chief rank amongſt thoſe of their Nation. He was Tbs from the Almonzan. ings. 
His great Exploits in War had made him admir d even by the Romans: And the ſeveral 
great Employments, of which he ſo worthily acquitted himſelf, leave no room ts doubt. of bis 
Experience in Afﬀairs. 

Laſtly, His Life written by himſelf, joind with his Hiſtory of the Jewiſh Wars, - make 
him Tuftcientl known. And as for his manner of writing, I think it needleſs to commend it, 


_fince this Work manifeſts it ſo excellent every where ; pdrticularly in the Nineteenth Book, 


where he relates the Aftions and Death of the Emperor Caligula, which no Roman Author 
has done ſo accurately ; IT think I may ſay, without fear, that there is not in Tacitus any Hi- 
ſtory which ſurpaſſes that eloquent and judicious Narration. I know ſome will wonder, that 
after having mention'd the greateſt Miracles, he diminiſhes the belief of them, by ſaying, 
That he leaves every man at liberty to have ſuch Opinion thereof as he thinks fir." Bur 
in my Judgment he does it only on this account, That having compos d this Hiſtory chiefly for 


the Greeks aud Romans, as 'tis eafte to gather, by. his writing the ſame in Greek, and not 
in Hebrew, he fear'd their tmere chiliey mould ang A it Suſpefted to them, if be afforni Poſf= 
tively the truth of things which ſeem'd to them impoſſible. 


But whatever Reaſon induc'd him to uſe that Caution, T pretend not to defend him either in 
thoſe places, or any others, where he is not conformable to the Bible, This alone is the Divine 
Fountain of written Truths, which cannot be ſought elſewhere without hazard of Error ; and | 
one canot excuſe himſelf from condemning. whatever -is found contrary thereunto. I do it 
with all my Heart ; and there is no Perſon but ought to do it, in order to read this excellent 
Hiſtory with Satisfaftion, and without $cruple. . 

Neither yet do T pretend to juftifie this Author, in ſome places where he ſpeaks of the ſe- 
weral ſorts of Government ; nor as to ſome other particular Sentiments, which no body is ob- 
lig'd to follow. Nor do 1 engage my ſelf in any matter of Criticiſm, the conteſts whereof 1 
leave to ſuch as are exercisd in_ that ſort of ſtudy. | 

If in ſome places, as amongſt others, in the deſcription of the Tabernacle, and of the Table 
of Shew-bread, ſome. difference be found between this Tranſlation and the Greek, the. cauſe 


thereof is, that thoſe paſſages are ſo corrupted in the Greek. Text, that all T could do,-\was to 
bring them into. the condition wherein they are. | | 


II, Of the Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans, &e. 


if, the Hiſtory of the Jews, advances its Author into the rank of the beſt Hiſtorians, "tis 
plain that in that of their War againſt the Romans, he has ſurpaſs d hiniſeIf;*$everal reaſons 
have concurr d to render this Hiftory a Maſter-piece ; the greatneſs of the Subjeft ; the Senti- 
ments excited in his breaſt, by the ruin of his Countrey ; and the ſhare he had in the moſt-con- 
fiderable Events of that bloody War. For what other Subjetts can equal this great Siege, 
which manifeſted to all the\ Earth, that one City alone would have been the Rock of the Ro» 
man Glory, had not God, for puniſhment of its fins, overthrown it by: the ftorms of his wrath ? 
What ſentiments of Grief can be more lively, than thoſe of 'a Jew; and of -t Prieſt, who ſaw 
Jubverted the Laws of his own Nation, whereef no other was ever ſo jealous, and that magnifi- 
cont 
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cent Temple, the objeft of his Devotion and of his Zeal, reduc'd to Aſhes 2 And what greater 
Intereſt can an Hiſtorian have in his Work, than to be oblig d to bring into it the principal 
Atlions of his own Life ; and to labor for his own Glory, by an unflattering advancement of 
that of the Conquerors; and by acquitting himſelf at the ſame time of what he ou'd to the 
Generofity of thoſe two excellent Princes Veſpaſian and Titus, to whom the honour of ha- 
wing finiſh'd this great War was due. 

But foraſmuch as there are ſo many remarkable Occurrences in this Hiſtory, T think to do 
the Readers a pleaſure, in preſenting them here with an Abſtratt thereof, from which general 
Idea they may afterwards proceed to the particulars depending thereupon. It is divided in- 
to ſeven Books. 

The firſt Book, and the ſecond, to the twenty eighth Chapter, are an abridgment of the Jew- 
iſh Hiſtory, from Antiochus Epiphanes Xing of Syria ( who ſpoiled the Temple, and went 
about to aboliſh Religion.) to Florus, Governour of Judea, whoſe Avarice and Cruelty were the 
chief eccaſion of that War which they maintain'd againſt the Romans. This abridgment is ſo 
delightful, that _ ſeems to have defign'd to ſhew that he could, like excellent Painters, 
repreſent the ſame objefs in different manners, with ſo much Art, that it ſhould be hard to 
know to which to give the Preference. For whereas theſe Hiſtories are ſometimes interrupted 
by the Narration of things hapned at the ſame time, they are here written in a continued ſeries, 
and give the Readers the pleaſure to behold in one T, alle what they ſaw before ſeperately in 
ſeveral. From the twenty eighth Chapter of the ſecond Book to the end, Joſephus relates what 
paſs'd in conſequence of the Troubles rais'd by Florus, till the defeat of the Roman Army 
commanded by Ceſtius Gallus, Governour of Syria. 

In the beginning of the third Book, Joſephus ſhews the Conſternation of the Emperor Nero 
upon this ill ſucceſs of his Arms, which was _ to be follow d with a revolt of all the Faſt ; 
and how caſting his Eyes on all fides, he found only Veſpaſian fit to bear the weight of ſo impor- 
tant a War, and accordingly gave him the Condutt thereof. Herelates afterwards in what man- 
ner this great Captain, accompany d with Titus his Son, eater d into Galilee, whereof our Au- 
thor himſelf was Governor, and befieg'd him in Jotapat ; where, after the greateſt reſiſtance 
imaginable, he was taken and led Priſoner to Velpaſian : and how Titus. took divers other Pla- 
ces, and perform'd Adtions of incredible Valor. | 

The fourth Book brings in Veſpaſian conquering the reſt of Galilee ; the Jews Heginning to 
tumultuate in Jeruſalem, the Factiaus, who taok the Name. of Zealots, hecoming Maſters of 
the Temple under the Condutt of John of Giſcala, Ananus the High-Pricft' ſtirring up the 
People to befrege them there ; the .Idumzans coming. ta;their aſſiſtance, w——_— horrible 
Cruelties, and afterwards retiring ; , Velpaſian taking. ſundry Places in Judea, blocking up Je- 
ruſalem, in erder to bofroge 5+ y. und forbours ehs-tefign, by, reaſon of the 7! roubles riſen in 
the Empire, before aud y the death of the. Emperers, Nero, Golba. and Otho; Simon, Son 
of Gioras, another Head of the Factious,. receiv fy the People into Jeruſalem; Vitellius, 
who had ſeiz'd upon the Empire after. Qtho's death, .rendring himſelf. odious and contemptible 
for his Cruelty and Debauchery ; the Army-commanded by Velpaſian, declaring him Empes+ 
ror-: And laſtly, Vitellius aſſaſſinated\at Rome, after' the defeat of his Forces, by Antoni-. 
us Primus, who had embrac'd Velpalian's Party;.\;. - - | {0 

The fifth Book relates hom a third Faction, of which,Kleazar was Head, was form'd in Jeru- 
ſfalem'; That afterwards thoſe three Factions were again reduc'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againſt another. J1t..contains alſo the. Deſcription of Jeruſalem, of the 
Towers Hlippicos, Phazael and Mariamne, of the Caſt/e Antonia, of the Temple, of the High 
Prieſt, and f ſundry other. remarkable; things ; the Siege of that great City form'd by Titus ; 
the incredible Works, and prodigious Exploits of Valor done on both fides ; the grievous Fax 
mine wherewith the City was afflicted, and the ſtrange Cruelties of the Factious. 

* .The fixth Book repreſents the horrid Miferies wheretnto Jeruſalem was reduc'd ; the conti- 
nuation of the Siege, with the ſame ardor. as before ; ard how, after many Fights, Titus having

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This is in general what this Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans contains. Aud 
| there are no Ornaments wherewith this great Perſon has not enrich d it. He has omitted no 
| occaſion of "ever! ig by elegant Deſcriptions of Provinces, Lakes, Rivers, Fountains, 


Mountains, ſeveral Rayities and Buildings, whoſe Magnificence would ſeem fabulous, if what 
* he relates thereof could be call d in doubt, when we ſee no Perſon found that has dar'd to con- J 
tradict him, though the Excellence of his Hiſtory, rais d no ſmall Envy againſt him. a 
- It may be ſaid with Truth, that whether he ſpeaks of the Romans Military Diſcipline, or 
whether he repreſents Battels, Tempeſts, Shipwracks, a Famine or a Triamph, every thing is ſo _— oY 
lively ſet forth, that he charms the Attention of his Readers. And T fear not to add that no i 
other, not excepting even Tacitus himſclf, has excell'd more in Orations ; they are fo noble, | 
ftrong and perſuaſrve, always reſtrain d within their own ſubject, and proportion'd both to the 
Perſons to ſpeak, and to thoſe that are ſpoken unto. bk 
Moreover, can the Fudgment and Fathfulneſs of this Hiſtorian be too much commended, for 
the Moderation which he uſes between the Praiſes deſerv'd by the Romans for finiſhing ſo great 
a War, | and thoſe due to the Jews for having withſtood the ſame, although vanquiſh'd at laſt, 
LT ith invincible courage ? ſo that neither his Gratitude for the Ob! 'zations he had to Veſpaſh 
4 == Titus, nor his love for his Countrey, biaſs'd him contrary to Juſtice more on the one 
fide than the other. 
' But that which I account moſt eſtimable in him, is, that he never fails upon any occaſion to 
praiſe Vertue, to reprehend Vice, and to make excellent reflections upon the admirable Provis 
dence of God, and upon the fear which we ought to have of his dreadful Judgments. 
It may be boldly affirmd, That never was ſeen a greater Example thereof, than the ruin of 
that ungrateſul Nation, of that proud City, and of that venerable Temple ; ſince although the 
Romans were Maſters of the World, and that this Siege was the work of one of the greateſt 
Princes they glory to have had for Emperors, the power 'of this viitorious People, and the he- 
roical Valor of Titus, mould have in vain undertaken this dejign, if God had not choſen them 
to le the Executioners of his Fuſtice. The blood of his Son ſhed, the moſt horrid of all Crimes, 
was the only true cauſe of the ruin of that unhappy City. The heavy hand of God upon that 
wretched People,caus'd that how terrible ſoever the War was that-aſſaulted them without, it was 
yet much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thoſe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, deftroy'd by the Sword and the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 1100000 
"Perſons ; and reduc'd the remainder -to that paſs, that they could hope for no ſafety but from 
their Enemies, by caſting themſelves into the Arms of the Romaia Such prodigious effects of 
vengeance for the death of a God, might paſs for incredible with thoſe who have not the happi= 
neſs to be enlightned with the light of the Goſpel, if they were not related by a Man of that wery 
fame Nation, as conſiderable as Joſepnus was, for vt3-Bt#rh, for 11s (Zuatity of Prieſt, and for his 
Vertue.'' Aud methinks*tis vifible, that God minding to make uſe of his Teſtimony to autho- 
rize ſuch important Truths, preſerv'd him by a Miracle, when after the taking of foiphat of

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WORKS of FOSEP HUS. 


All theſe thmgs bad been foretold by our Saviour; and written by the Evangeliſts before 
the revolt of the Jews, and at that time when there was not yet the leaſt appearance of ſo 
ſtrange a Revolution. . < 

Now inaſmuch as Prophety is the greateſt of Miracles, and the moſt powerful way whereby 

J God Almizhty authorizes his Doftrine, this Prophecy of Jeſus Chriſt ,to whith no other is compa- 

' * rable, may be juſtly accounted the chief and moſt irrefragable evidence to Mankind of his Di- 

wine Birth and Miſſion. For as no other Prophecy was ever more clear, ſo neither was any 

= more puntually accompliſh d. Jeruſalem was deſtroy d to the ground by the firſt Army that be- 

fiea'd it ; there remain'd not the leaſt footſteep of that proud Temple, the wonder of the 

Univerſe, and the objet of the Jews vanity ; and the Calamities which ruin'd them, anſwer d 
preciſely to that dreadful Prediftion of our Saviour. 

But: to the end ſo great an Event might ſerve as well for the Inſtruftion of thoſe that were 
ro be born in after=times, as for thoſe that were Spedators of it, it was neteſſary, as T have ſaid, 
that the Hiſtory ſhould be written by an irreproachable Witneſs. To which Purpoſe *twas fit the 
Writer ſhould be a Jew, and nt a Chriſtian, leſt he might be ſuſpefted to have accommodated 
the Events to the Propheſies. "Twas fit he ſhould be a Perſon of Quality, to the end he might be 
fully inform'd of all things. Twas fit he ſhmld ſee with his own Eyes the wonderful things 
which he was to relate, to the end he might be capable of credit. And laſtly 'twas fit he ſhould 
be a Man, whoſe Eloquence and Judgment might be ſuitable to the ws of ſuch a ſubjef. 

All which Qualifications, ſo neceſſary to render this Hiſtory compleat in all points, meet ſo 
perfetly in Joſephus, that 'tis evident God Almighty choſe him expreſly to perſuade all rea- 
ſonable perſons of the Truth of this marvellous Occurrence. | 

'Tis certain, that having contributed in this manner to the Confirmation of the Goſpel, it ap= 
pears not that he made any benefit thereof for himſelf, or that he had any ſhare in the bleſſings 
fo plentifully poured down in his time upon all the Earth. But if there be reaſon to conſe - 
rate his unhappineſs in this point, there is ſome alſo to bleſs the Providence of God, who has 
made his blindneſs ſerve to our Advantage ; fince the things he writes concerning his own Nas 
tion, are, in reſpect of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for Confirmation of the Chri- 
than Religion, than if he had embrac'd Chriſtianity ; ſo that we may apply to him in particu- 
lax what the Apoſtle ſaith of all the Jews. 


_ Hi. Joſepbus's Anſwer to Appion. 


The next of the Works of Joſephus, beſides his Life written by himſelf, is an Anſwer in 
two Books to what Appion and ſome others had wyitten againſt his Hiſtory of the Jews, againſt 
the Antiquity of their Race, againſt che Furity ®f®their Laws, and againſt the Condudl of 
Moſes. Nothing can be more ſolid than this Anſwer, wherein Jolephus proves invincibly the 

+ Antiquity of his Nation by the Egyptian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek Hi- 

A orlans themſelves. He ſhews that all which Appion and thoſe other Authors have alleds'd 
to the diſadvantage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their Gods ; 
and he excellently ſets forth the greatneſs of the Attions of Moſes, and the ſanttity of the 
Laws which God gave the Jews by his Intervention. 


4 IV. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees. 


The Martyrdom of the Maccabees follows next. 'Tis a piece which Eraſmus, fo famous 
among the Learned, calls a Maſterpiece of Eloquence ; and 1 confeſs I underſtand not, why ha-

wing with reaſon ſo advantagious an Opinion of it, he 24 «gun it, and not tranſlated it. 


Never was Copy more different from its Original. 'Tis hardly any of its principal Lineaments ; 

and, if I miſtake not, nothing can more advance the Reputation of Joſephus, than to ſee that ſo 

able a Man intending to embelliſh his Work, has, on the contrary, ſo much diminiſh'd the beau- 

ty of it, and thereby ſhew'd how much Jolephus is to-be eſteemd for writing, not after the 

manner of mot of the Greeks in a long-winded ſtyle, but cloſely and compendiouſly, as affecting 

) to ſay nothing but what 1s neceſſary. And I cannot ſufficiently wonder, that no perſon hitherto 

; has made a Tranſlation of it from the Greek either into Latin or French, at leaſt ro my know- 

ledge. For Genebrard, inſtead of Tranſlating Joſephus, has only Tranſlated Eraſmus. For 

my part I have faithfully adhered to the original Greek, without following that Paraphraſe «f 

mus any where which invents Names that are neither in Joſephus, nor the Bible, for the 

V Mether of the Maccabees. 1t ſhould ſeem Joſephus did not write this famous Martyrdom, 

| authoriz'd by the Holy Scripture, but to prove the truth of a diſcourſe which he makes in the 

beginning, to ſhew that Reaſon is the Miſtreſs of Paſſions ; and he attributes to it a power 

over them, which there would be reaſon to wonder at, if it were ſtrange that a Jew ſhould be 

#guorant that this power belongs only to the Grace of Jeſus Chriſt. He is contented to declare 
that he means only a Reaſon accompany d with Juſtice and Pietv.

- This is a brief Account of all the Works of Joſephus. Now becauſe Philo, although a Jew 
as well as he, writ alſo in Greek. upon part of the ſame Subjects, but handles the ſame rather 
as a Philoſopher, than an Hiſtorian; and becauſe none amongſt all his Writings is ſo efteem'd 
as that of his Embaſſage to the Emperor C. Caligula, of whom Jolephus ſpeaks particularly in 
the 10th Chapter of the 18th Book of the Jewilh Antiquities, / conceiv'd that this Piece ha- 
wing, ſo great Afenity therewith, it would not be amiſs to ſhew by a T1 rarſlation of it, the dif- 
ferent manner of writing of theſe two great Perſons. That of Jolephus is undoubtedly more 
compendious, and has nothing of the Aſiatic Style ; ſo that he expreſſes that in few words, 
which Philo doth ſometimes in as many Lines. The Hiſtory of that Emperor may be made up 
from the Writings of theſe two famous Authors, inaſmuch as Philo relates as particularly and 
eloquently the Actions of his Life, as Joſephus has written nobly and excellently the paſſages of 
his Death. Both the one and the other were ſo extraordinary, that 'tis an advantage there 
remains ſuch Images thereof to Poſterity, to animate good Princes to merit by their Vertue as 
great Afﬀection for their Memory, as People have horror for thoſe who have ſhew'd themſelves 
unworthy of the rank which they held in the World. 

It remains only to add, That as this Volume comprehends all the ancient holy Fiſtory, ſo the 
Readers are defir d to peruſe it not only for Divertiſement or Curioſity, but alſo with an aim to 
profit by the uſeful Conſtderations for which it affords ſo much matter. And that whereas the 
old Tranſlation of Doctor Lodge was not undeſervedly, complain'd of on many accounts ; much 
Pains hath been taken in this Edition to amend it, as the Reader will eafily find by compa- 
ring it with the former. If it be mot ſo complete. as could Bt wiſh'd, the Reader is Thrd to

After I had in 
this fort eſcap&d, I came to Diczatchia, which the Naltars talFat this daf..Putegi, and 
grew acquainted with /iturus a Jew bor \whotwas a .Comallian,/ and in godk repy- 
tation with Nero; by whoſe means inſinuating my ſelf into the Empreſs Poppea's 
knowledge, I determined to beſeech her to pfbcure the liberry of thoſe Prieſts with 
all expedition, which ſhe accordingly did ; and being gratified likewiſe by her with 
_—_ great gifts, I returned into my Country. There I found the Commonwealth I 
mu 


diſquieted with FaCtions and Troubles, and divers todo prone and tcalfy” 1 Re- 


bel,, and withdraw their Allegiance from the Romans. I inforced 'my. ſelf to rapteſs 
the ſeditious, and exhorted them ro change rheir Opinions, reprefenting, blfare Their 
Eyes, the quality of thoſe, againſt whom they enterprized War, with whom they dobld 
neither compare in experience of War, nor in good Fortune.: For this cauſe I a 
them, not to hazard the overthrow of themſelves, their Children, and their Countrey, 
by their raſhneſs and rage. To this effect I ſpake to thern, and inſtantly intreated them 
to defiſt from theit unhappy Reſolution, for that I foreſaw that the end of this War 
would prove ro our utter Ruine, but I prevailed nothing with them. The fury of 
deſperate and diſfolute men prevailed above reaſon : for which cauſe fearing: leſt by K 
continual inforcing of one thing, I ſhould grow into hatred and ſufpition amongit 
them, as if I favoured their Enemies, and they ſhould put me tv- death ; feeing that 
the Fort of Antonia was already ſeized upon- by the ſeditious,. I retired my ſelf into 
the Sanftuary. From whence, after Manahem, and the cheifeſt Revolters were to 
death, I came out again, and join'd my ſelf with ' the Prieſts, and chiefeſt Phariſees ; 
whom I found furprized with great fear, when they ſaw the People in Arms, 'and un- 
ccrtain what to do, wanting the means to pacifie theſe murtinies. But apparchtly per- 
ceiving the danger, both I and the Phariſees feign'd our felyes of their Mind, and 
countelled them to contain themſelves in Peace, and let the ;Roman Forces depart, in 
bope, that Geſſius would, with all Expedition, draw out great Forces, and chaſtiſe theſe L 
Peace-breakers. But as ſoon as he arrived, and fought with them, he was overcome, 
and a great number of his men lain ; whereupon follow'd the utter ruine of our 
whole Nation. For ſuch as deſired the War, were puffed up with that Victory, and 
conccived aſſured hope, that in the end they ſhould overcome the Romans. Beſides, 
this enſuing occaſion preſented it ſelf : The Inhabitants of the Cities that border upon 


Syria, laid hands. on: rhaſe Tews them, and flew them, with their 
committed by them. For they 


had not conſpired any ways, or intended to revolt from the Romays, or to uſe any 
Hoſtility, or any ſecret gee 4 __ any of thoſe, with whom they were con- 
vefſant. But amongſt all the reſt, the 
Impiety and Wickednefs. For being beſieged by certain of the Jews, they inforced 
thoſe Jews that inhabited amongſt rhem to take Arms, and fight againſt thoſe of their 
own Nation -( which is exprefly prohibited by our Laws ) and having- overcome, by 
their Aſſiſtance, they, by a deteſtable perfidiouſneſs, forgot the Obligation: they had, 
the Faith which they had engag'd to them, and flew every. one 'of them, to the number 
of many Thouſands. The like misfortune alfo fell upon thoſe Jews that inhabit:d 
Damaſcus. But of this we have more amply ſpoken in thoſe our Books, which we 
have written of the Wars of the Jews: and ar this preſent I make mention hereof, 
only to ſignifie to the Reader, that our Nation became engaged in War with the Ro- 
mans, not out of voluntary intent and purpoſe, bur in great part by necellity and con- xy 
ſtraint. | bs

Which when I was certificd of, I-was much diſpleaſed, and went:down 4c;;prorareth 
to Tiberjas, to ſecure the King's Moveables, for fear they ſhould be carried away by the the &tcry of the 
Robbers ; and having recovered. divers Candleſticks of Corinthian work, rich Tables, wok 
and no {mall quantity of maſſive Silver; I reſolved with my ſelf. to reſerve it -to the 
King's uſe. Calling therefore ten of the chiefeſt Senators, and'Capella, Son of Antillus, 
ro me, I delivered the Veſlcls into their Hands, charging them to deliver the ſame to 
Cc no Man but my ſelf. | | 
From thence, with mine Aſſociates, I went to John at Giſchala, to know what his Mind 
and Reſolution was, and I preſently diſcover'd, that he affected Innovation and Tyran- 
ny. For he defir'd me to grant him Liberty to Tranſport Cz/ar's Wheat that was ſtored 
up in the Villages of higher Galilee, telling me, that he would beſtow the -price of the 
ſame, in re-cdifying and repairing the Walls of his City. Burt I percciving his drift, de- 
nied him that Liberty. For I thought that that Wheat would either ſerve the Romans, 
or the Province; the care of which was committed tro my Hands by the City of Feruſa- 
lem. When therefore he could get nothing at my hands, he addreſſed ro.my Compa- 
nions, of whom not foreſeeing thoſe Troubles that were likely ro come, and greedy of 
D Rewards, he obtained a Liberty to diſpoſe of all the Corn that was in. the Province, in 
that I my ſelf was unable to contradidt them both.

wholly afterwards in preparing Arms, and fortifying Cities. In the mean time, calling pak ns Com

But the Townſmen, who were reſolved ro continue faithful rowards the 
Roman People, fearing my approach, endeayourd to divert me elſewhere. To ,,;, canis 
which purpoſe, ſending a Meſſenger to Jeſus the Captain .of cight hundred © Thieves. | 
B Thieves, that kept upon the Confines of Polemais, they promiſed him a great 
Summ of Money, if with his Army of eight hundred Men, he would make 
War againſt me. He, allur'd by their Promiſes, refolvd to ſurprize me unawares ; 
to which end, he deſfird me, by a Meſſenger, to grant him lcave to come and 
{alute me ; which when he had obtained, for that I was wholly ignorant of his 
Treaſon , he rook with him a Troop of his Thieves, and haſted ſpeedily to- 
wards me ; yet failed he of his purpoſed Treaſen ; - for when he was not far 
off from me, a certain Fugitive of his Troop diſcovered his intent towards me. 
Which when I heard, I went out into the Market-place, feigning that [ knew 
nothing of his ſacred Fraud, being attended with a multirude of armed Galileans, 
C and among them with certain 7zberians. I ſent abroad certain, parties to guard 5: ſeeks eg 
che High-ways, and commanded the Keepers of the Gates, that they ſhould on- ***Y 794% 
ly ſuffer Jeſus to enter with the foremoſt of his Company, and exclude rhe reſt : 
and it they attempted to break in by force, they ſhould beat themr off. Jeſus en- Joſeph politics 
tering with a few, -was requir'd, by: me, preſently to lay down his Weapons, ex- /,jun** 
cept. he deſir'd to be ſlain ; he, fecing himſelf invironed with armed Souldiers, 
obeyed. Whereupon, they that follow'd him, and were excluded, pom that 
their Captain was apprehended, ſuddenly berook themſelves to flight ; and lead- - 
ing Jeſs apart, I told him I was not ignorant of thoſe Treaſons which he intended 
againſt me, nor by whoſe Provocations he attempted the ſame. Yet I told him that Hſepl's Bouny 
D I would pardon him, if ſo be by changing his manners, he. would be faithful ro "T7 
me hereafter. He promiſed - me. all that I demanded, and I diſmiſſed him with his 
Weapons; yet threatned to puniſh the Sephorites, except hereafter they defiſted from 
their Trealons. About the ſame time there came to me two. Noblemen, who were 


Subjects to the King of T7achonites, bringing with them both Horſemen, Armor and 4 
Money : whom when the Jews would have conttrain'd ro be circumciſed, if fo be they 


would remain amongſt them ; I would not. permit them to be troubleſom to the 7ra- 
chonites, aliedging, that every Man ought to ſerye God —_— to his own Mind, py; Care 
and not by other Mens Impulſion : and that it was not to be ſuffer'd, that they, 'who Religion. 
for their Security fled unto us, ſhould repent themſelves of the truſt they pur in ns. 
F And thus having perſuaded the Multitude, I freely and abundantly furniſhed theſe 
Men with all things neceſſary. - 
In the mean ſpace, 4grippa ſent out his Forces under the Condu&t of Equus 
Modius, to take the Caſtie Magdala by force ; which for that they durſt not a(- 
{ault, they beſet the ways, and only troubled Gamala by placing Forces upon the 
Avenues. But FEBbutizs Decadarcus, who had the Government of the great ' Plain, zurins againt 
hearing that I was come to a certain Village called S;mzas, ſcituate on the Con- 797% 
fines of Galilee, and diſtant from the {ame ſome ſixty furlongs, took with him by 
Night an hundred Horſe that attended him, and about two hundred  Footmen, with 
certain Inhabitants of the City of Gaba their Aſſociates, whom he conducted by 
F Night, and beſet the Borough where I was. Againſt whom, after I had drawn 
forth a valiant Band of Men, Ebutius laboured all he could, to toul us into the 
Field, for that he truſted very much in his Horſemen : but 1 would not give him 
that advantage ; conſidering we were but Foot-men, and reſolv'd to fight in the 
place where we were , and accordingly Ebutius charged ws for a while very vali- 
antly. Art length, perceiving that he had no uſe of his Horſemen in that place, Zuriws depat- 
he ſounded a Retrcat, and deparred back again with loſt labour to Caka, having jergrnnn 
only loſt three Men in the Bartel. Bur I preſently purſued him with rwo thoy- *y we. 
{and Men : and when I came to Beſara, which is ſ{cituare on the Confines of Prole- 
mais, tome twenty furlongs from Gaba, where Ebutms encamped at thar- time ; I 
G beſet all the Patlages with Corps of Guard, whereby we might be more ſecure 
from the Excurſions of our Enemies, till we had carried out the Wheat , whereof

N: «uf many mels and Aſſes, which to that end I had brought wich me, I ſent the ſame into 
| Galilee. Having finiſhed this buſineſs. I offtered EZutius Battel : and whereas he d&- 
trated the ſame, being terrified by our boldneſs, T took my courſe to encounter 
with Neopolitanus, who ( as it was reported ) was in the Territory of the 77beri- 
ans, 'and” foraged rhere. This Neopolitanus was a Captain of Horſemen, and had 
undertaken to defend Scythopolis againſt rheir Enemies. I hinderd him from do- 
ing any wrong in the Country belonging to the 7iberians, and provided for the 
Security of Galilee. 
yolm Malieneth But John the Son: of Levi, who ( as I faid ) lived at Giſchala, after he heard | 
25/ep'rs good that. all things fell out fortunately with me, that I was loved by the People, and 
feared by mine Enemies, he conſider'd my good Fortune as an obſtacle ro his own, 
and being filled with no {mall Envy, and greater hope ro hinder my good Succels, , 
if ſo be he could bring me in hatred with the People ; he follicited thoſe of 77- 
berias and Sephoris, and the Gabarenians, to revolt to him, which Cities are the 
chicfeſt in. Galilee. For he told them, that under his Conduct, they ſhould be 
more happily govern'd. Bur amongſt the reſt, the Sephorites gave leaſt ear unto him, 
and neglecting us both, only held for the Romans. 
As for the 77zberians, they would not conſent to Rebel ; yet promiſed him ſome 
id fone nth Friendſhip. But the Gabarenians wholly addifted themſelves to John, by the means g 
Yohr's Perſua- of one Simon, a principal Citizen, who was John's Friend.” Yet did -they not 


openly declare for him, becauſe they feared rhe Galz/ears, whoſe good will towards 
me they were long time aſſured of, but privily they ſought other means to entrap 
me. And truly I fell into great danger upon this occaſion. For. when certain De- 
barrittenians ( being audacious young Men ) had Intelligence that Prolomys Wife the 
King's Steward, was travelling along the great Plain with a great Equipage, out of 
the King's Countrey into the Roman Government, they ſuddenly ſer upon her, and 
putting the Woman to flight, they ſeized on all the Baggage which ſhe carried 
with her. Which done, they came to Taricheas, where I then was, with four 
Mules laden with Apparei, and Houſhold-ſtuff of divers ſorts ; among which were 
divers filver Veſſels, and five hundred pieces of Gold. Intending therefore to re- 
ſerve theſe things for Ptolomy, as being a Jew ( becauſe out Law permitteth not © 
take any from thoſe of our own Nation, though they be our Enemies ) I told 
thoſe 'that brought the Goods, that rhe ſame ſhould be kept to be fold, and the 
price beſtowed upon repatring-rh<-Wallo- of Zonyalou This motion of mine, 
the young men interpreted very hardly, becauſe they were depriv'd of the prey 
which they hoped for. For' which cauſe, diſperſing themſelves in the Streets of 
Tiberias, they {pread a Rumor, that I deſign'd to betray the Countrey to the Ro- 
mans, and” that I only feigned that the Prey was deſtinated .to repair the Walls 
of Jeruſalem ; bur the truth was, I kept the ſame, to the intent to reſtore it to Pro- 
lomy. In. which matter they were not deceived. For after the departure of the 
young Men, I called to me two chief Citizens, Daffan and Farnzus the Sons of 
Levi, true Friends to the King, and commanded them, to take the Houſhold-ſtuff, 
and convey it to the King, threatning them with Death, if they revealed this ſecrer 
to any Man. 

But when the rumor was ſpread thorow Galzlee, that I would deliver the Pro- 
vince into the hands of the Romars, all the People were incens'd againſt me, and 
reſoly'd to deſtroy me. They of Taricheas alſo giving credit to the young Mens 
feigned Speeches, perſuaded my Guard, and the reſt of the Soldiers, to take a 
time whilſt I was aſleep, and come to the Horſe-race ; there to conſult with others 
how to efle& their deſign. Ar the appointed place, they found many others al- 
ſembled ; and all of them determin'd with one Conſent, ro treat me as a Traytor, , 
But he that moſt of all incited them to this, was Fe-

Man given over to all Wickedneſs, and born to breed Troubles and Sedition.

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*The LIFE of *POSEPHUS 


A As ſoon as I returned to 7arichea, and-the 7rberians underſtood what ſtratagem I had 
uſed with them, they were all amazed; feeing how I had puniſhed their ingratitude and 
diſobedience without any bloodſhed. Afterwards I ſent for ſuch of wont 10s of 7i- 
berias as wetein Priſon,amongft whom was: Juſtus and his Father Piftus,and invited them 
ro ſup with me: And during the repaſt, I rold them that T was not ignorant, that the Ro- 
man Army excelled all Men of the Worldinpower and force :. Notwithſtanding, that I 
kept my-ſelf ſilent, in reſpe& of the ' Seditious that, were | round about, 'and I coun- 
ſelled them that they alfo would do the like'in expectation of better days ; and yer that 
in the mean time they would not think amiſs of my Government, becauſe no other could 
creat them better. I reminded Juſtus allo, that before I came from Jeruſalem, the Galile- 

B ans had cut off his Brothers hands,' accuſing him to have forged falſe: Letters before rhe 
War ; and that after Phi/ip's:deparrure, the Gamelites, being at odds with the Babylonians; 
ſlew Cares, Philip's own Kinſman ; whereas I had moderately puniſhed his Brother-in-law Teſephdifinifſerh 
Jeſus, who had married his Siſter. After this diſcourſe during ſupper time, I ſet Juſtus ie Phriow. 
and his Friends, early in the Morning, at liberty. Bur before this canieto pals, it hapned of Jacimm 
that Philip the Son of Fatim de from. the Fort of ' Gamala upon this occaſion : As 
ſoonas he underſtood that Yarus was revolted from King Agrippa,andtharMedius Equus, 
who was his Friend, wasſenr to ſucceed'/him, he certified him of his Eſtate by his Let- , oy 
ters : which when he had received,he highly rejoyced at Philip's ſafery, and {eht thoſe kindnes and 
Letters tothe King and Queen, who livedat Berytus. Whereupon the King underſtand- Wm"73,1h. 

C ing the falſe rumor that- ran touching Philip, that he was the Chieftain of the Jews Army, 
who undertook the War againſt the Romans 4 ſent certain Horſemeh to- Philip to bring 
him to his preſence : before whom heno ſooner arrived, but he embraced him very kind- 
ly, and ſhewed him to the Roman Captains, telling rhem, that that was Philip of whom 
it was commonly reported, that he was in Rebellion againſt rhe Romans. After which, 
he ſent him' with a party: of Horſemen, in all diligence to the Fort of Gamala; to draw —_ 
his houſhold ſeryants from thence, and're-eſtabliſh the Babyloniars in Batanza, and travel, ** | 
to his uttermoſt power, that the Subjes might be conitnued in obedience and peace.

'A © Afﬀer I had hearditheſe words, and ſ{cerr the deſolatiort of the People, my heartwas 
melted-with Compaſſion, and I reſolved'in my ſelf, thatin reſpe& of fo great a multi- 
tude, my Life could not+be better hazarded than for "their Preſervation. ' I therefore 797 conſen- 
gave my conſent to remain with them, and gave 'order that fire'tliouſand of the" beſt Fo ky 
Soldiers, with fit Proviſions, ſhould attend me: as for the reſt, I-ſent them back ty theit 

own Houſes. When theſe five thouland' preſented themſelves, I join'd them to the other 

three thouſand that I had with me;- and' drew our- with -them fourſcore Horſemen, ' and 

marched on towards Chabalon, a Borough upon the marches of Ptolemais, where I un- 

dertook to prepare them' for the Bartel,-expecting ſome allault from Placidus, who WAS piucidu againlt 
come with two Companies of Footmen, 'and one of 'Horſemen, ſent by Ce/tius Gallus to 7926. 
B burn the Countrey-towns of Galilee, and other little Boroughs that border on Prelemais. 
And for that he was entrenched before the Ciry of Ptb/emazs, T encamped my Army like- 
wiſe not far from the Borough Chabaloz, ſome ſixry ſtades off : and divers times drew I 

out my Forces to bid him Bartel, but there paſs'd nothing bur Skirmiſhes. For Placidus, 
perceiving my forwartdnefs ro fight, was diſmay'd thereat, and retited himſelf : yet he 
departed not from Prolemais. 

About this time came Jonathan, with the other Ambaſſadors, who ( as we have here- 
rofore declared ) were ſent by Simon, and the High Prieſt Ananus ; they labour'd to en- 
trap me by Policy, for that they durſt not aſfail me\in open field. To which purpoſe 
they 'Wtit a Letter to me to this effe&t : Jonathan and>the Ambaſſadors with him, who ymortnrs Les 
C are ſent'by thoſe of Feruſalem, to Foſeph, Greeting. The chief Men of Jeruſalem being in- * 2 799% 
formed, that John of Gilchala hath oftentimes ſought to betray you, we are ſent to repreſs his 
Malice, 'and to exhort him hereafter: to ſubmit bimſeq unto you. And being defirous to confer 
with you, touching what toncerneth the publick good, we pray you to reſort to us as ſoon as you 
car, with ſome few Attendants, becasfſt the Borough is not able to entertain many. To this 
eftect they writ to me, hoping that one of cheſt two things would fall out : cither that 
coming diſarmed, I ſhould be eaſily furprized by them ; or elſe bringing with me a grear 
Company, I ſhould be condemned for an Enemy to my Countrey. The Meſſenger that A Horſeman 
brought- me this Letter, was a valiant young Man, mounted on Horſe-back, and had in Lens. = 
times paſt born Arms for the King.” The time at which he came to me, was two hours 
D within night,when I was banquerting with my Friends,and the chief Governors of Gal/lee. 

After that, one of my Houſhold Servants had cerrified me, that a certain Jew on Horle- 
back was' come to ſpeak with me, I commanded he ſhould be brought in ; who falured 
me bur coldly, and delivering me-the Letter, ſaid unto me, 7hey that are come from Je- 
ruſalem, ſend you this Letter ; give them a ſpeedy anſwer : For I am commanded to make a 
ſpzedy return : They that fare ar rhe Table wirh me, were amazed art the Soldiers Inſo- 
lence. Bur for my elf, I willed him to fit down and ſup with us : but he refuſing the 
ſame, I open'd the Letter without the obſervation of any preſent, and having ſeen what ir 
contain'd; I folded 'it up again, and held it in my hand, in ſuch manner as I had recei- 
ved it, ' and began to talk with my Friends of other Afairs : and not long after riſing 
k from Supper, and diſn:iffing the reſt to their repoſe, I only retained with me ſome of my 

moſt intimare Friends, and gave order that the Soldier ſhould receive twenty drachms to 

bear the charges of his Voyage. He having received the ſame, and giving me thanks, 

I perceived well that he lov d Money, and conſequently might eaſily be wrought upon 

with ir. Whereupon Tfaid unto him, if thou wilt drink with me, thou ſhalt have a drachm 

for every glaſs rhou drinkeſt. To this the Soldier liſtned willingly, and having drunk 

good ſtore of Wine, ro get the more Money, he became drunk ; fo that he was unable 

any _ ro conceal his Secrets: but of his own accord he declared the Treaſon that was 

prepared, and how the Sentence of death was given by them againſt me. Which when I 

underſtood, I anſwer'd' them to rhis effe&t : Foſeph to Fonathan, and thoſe thar accom--J0:21: —_

After I had written this anſwer, and deliver'd it to the Soldier to carry it to them, I 

{ent with him thirty of my moſt approved Friends of Galilee, commanding them to ſalute 

the Deputies, without any further ſpeech of any buſineſs wharfoevyer. 1 aſſigned allo to 
G each of theſe, one of my molt reſolute ang beſt Soldiers, ro watch carefully ,if any of 

thoſe I ſent ſhould confer with Foxathan's Men. They therefore ſer forward on their way : 
and Jonathan and the other ſeeing their firſt purpoſe failed them, they ſent me another 
; Let- 
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Galilee. 
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Letter to this effe&t : Jonathan and his Company to Joſeph, Health. We command you that 
within three days, you make your appearance before us, without any of your Soldiers, in the 
Borough of Gadara, to the end we may take Cogniſance of the Crimes whereof you have accu- 
ſed John. As ſoon as they had written this, and received thoſe Gali/eans whom I had ſent, 
they went to Fapha, which is the greateſt Town of Galz/ce, fenced with ſtrong Walls, and 
peopled with many Inhabitants. 'The People of that City, with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, .came forth to meer them, , exclaiming againſt them with loud crycs, and charging 
them to return back,. and not to deprive them of the good Governor they had. Jonathan 
and his Companions, though diſpleas'd with theſe words, yet durſt not make any open 
ſhew of their diſpleaſure, but without returning them any anſwer, they reſorted to other 
Towns, where they met with no leſs peremptory Exclamations from the Mulrtitude, 
who proteſted plainly, that they would have no other Governor but Joſeph. Whereupon 
Jonathan with his Followers departed without any further ſpeech, and went to Sephoris, 
the greateſt City of Galilee. The Inhabitants thereof being affeted to the Romazs, went 
forth ro mcet them : bur they (aid nothing at all concerning me. Departing from Sepho- 
ris, they went ro A4ſochim, where the Citizens ſung the ſame Song that the Fapheans did. 
Whereuponthey bcing unable to contain rheir diſpleaſure, commanded their Shldiers to 
beat with their T'runcheons thoſe that exclaimed againſt them, and defir'd me for their 
Governor. And when they. drew near Gabara, John came out to meet them , accompanied 
with 3090 Soldiers :"and [ having intelligence by rheir Letters, that they were reſolved 
ro make War againſt me, departed from Chaha/on, accompanied with 3000 Soldiers ; and 
having committed the Camp to the charge of one of my truſtieſt Friends, I went to F- 
tapata , becauſe | would be within forty ſtades of them, and ſent them this Letter : 7f your 
Mill be that I muſt needs come unto you, there are im Galilee two hundred and four Cities and 
Boroughs, I will meet yoa in any one of them, which you pleaſe, except Gabara and Giſchala: 
for that the one is the place of John's Nativity, and the other is Confederate with him. 
Aﬀecr Fonathaa had received this an{wer, he replied no more, but ſought means to en-

, that this his Reſolution ſhould be ſent to Jeruſalem, to the end that thole of the City 
underſtanding that I was adjudged an Enemy by the Gali/eaxs, might in like fort confirm 
that thcir decree by their Opinion. For he ſaid, that by this means it would come to pals, 
that the Galileans, who were well affteted towards me, would forſake me, for the fear 
they ſtood in of them. This Advice of John's greatly pleaſed them all, and was preſently 
brought unto me about the rhird hour of the Night, by one Sacchzas, who flying from 
them, came and brought me rhe News, and particularly related to me their intent. Fot 
which cauſe, perceiving that the time requir'd no Jonger delay, I commanded Facob, who 
was one of my molt aſſured and truſty Servants, to take two hundred Men with him, 
and to beſet rhe ways between Gabara and Galilee, and to ſend me thoſe Paſſengers whom 
he ſhou!d take, and eſpecially thoſe that carried Letters. I ſent. Feremy alſo, who was 
one of my Fricads, to the marches of Galilee, with-ſix hundred Men at Arms, .to keep 
the paſſages that way toward Jeruſalem, commanding him to ſeize on all thoſe that car- 
ricd Lettcrs, and to commit the Men tp Priſon, and to ſend me their Packets. q 

After T had in this ſort inſtructed thoſe whom I ſent, I commanded the Galilears the 
next day following to take their Arms, and to furniſh themſelves with Victuals for three 
days, and to attend me at the Borough of Gabaroth. Thoſe Soldiers that I had, I diſtri- 
buted into four Companies, and kepr thoſe with me, in whom I repoſed moſt confidence, 
flor the guard of my Perſon ; and having appointed Captains over them, and commanded 
them to be carcful, I charged them to {utter no unknown Soldier to enter in among them. 
The next day I came to Gabaroth, at the fifth hour of the day, where I found all the 
fields about the City full of armed Gali/eans, who reſorted thither to aſſiſt me, according 
as I had commanded them. Thither alſo came a multitude of. other Men from other 
Boroughs. As ſoon as I came amongſt them, and was ready to ſpeak to them, all of rhem 

2gan to cry our, calling me their Benefa&tor, and the Maintainer of rheir Countrey. 
After T had ſolemaly given them thanks for this favor they ſhewed me, TT charged them 
to do no wrong, nor attempt any ſpoil in the Countrey, bur to encamp amidſt the fields, 
contenting themſelves with/that Proviſion they had brought with them, becauſe I was 
deſirous to extinguiſh rheſt Troubles without effufion of blood. Ir hapned the ſame day, 
that Joxathan's Meſſengers and Letters fell into their hands, who had the guard of the 
pallages by my appointment ; and, according to my direction, the Men were pur in Cu- 
ſtody, as I gave order : and finding the Letters thar were brought me, to be full of no- 
ching but ſlanders and lycs written by the Ambaſſadors ; I ſaid not a word to any Man,

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fired me to give them leave to puniſh with all rigor thoſe who had committed this ſlan« H 
derous act. -'Burt'T laboured all I could to perſwade them to lay no hands upon them, 
_ knowing full well that whatſoever _ it be, it cannot but breed prejudice to the 
{ph piciieth Commonweal. + This notwithſtanding, the multitude would by no means be fatisficd, 
out bloadthed, but all of them ran in crouds with great fury to the Lodging, where Jonathan and rhe 
Ambaſſadors were. Whereupon ſeeing that it was impoſlible to reſtrain their fury, 1 
incontinently betook me to my Horle,and commanded the People to follow meto Sogan a 
Borough of the Arabian;, diftant from thenice ſome twenty ſtades. By this means 1 
brought to paſs, that the beginning of a Ciyil War might not be imputed to me. 
7p ads one When I arrived at Sogay, I made a halt, and admoniſh'd my Followers not to give way 
hundred Am- xo their froward dilpleafures, nor entertain any deſire of revenge; and I commanded them f 
'2 7 to chooſe'out an hundred of the chiefeſt and eldeſt amongſt them, who ſhould repair to 
the City of Ferſaſalem, and there complain unto the People againſt thoſe that had kind- 
led Sedition in their Province. And I faid unto them, If the People be favourable and 
liften to your diſcourſe, you ſhall perſwade them to write unto me, that by their authority I re+ 
-main_in Galilee ; and that John and his Followers depart from hence. After 1 had given 
them this charge, and that they were furniſhed with all things neceſſary for their Journey, 
with all , expedition on the third day I diſpatched them, and ſent five hundred armed 
Men with them. IL writ alſo to my. Friends in Samarza, ſo to provide for rheir paſlage, 
that they might finiſh their Journey in all ſecuriry. For Samaria was already in ſub- 
jection to: the Romans'; and it behoved my Men, of neceility, in order to make a ſhort xg 
Journey, to: pals that way.

They uſed this Speech, ſuppoſing that under pretext of 
reſcuing the Country, they might ſend me abroad, and {6 remairi Maſters of the Ci- 
ty, by getting the aftection of the Inhabitants to my prejudice. | 
Now although I knew yery well their intent,yet I gave eac to them, leſt I ſhould bring 
the 7;berians into an Opinion,that I was negligent and careleſs of their ſecurity. I there- 
fore rode out,and came to the place of which they had ſpoken, where finding no footſtep 


B<f appearance of an Enemy, I returned ſpeedily without delay to 7zberias. When I ra Accular;

came there, I found the whole Council aſſembled with-a Multitude of People, and Fora- 
than making againſt me a very vehement. InveQive, that I, made no account to telieve 
them in their Wars, and ſtudied nothing bur mine own Pleaſure. And whilſt they ſpake 
theſe words, they produced four Letters, as written unto them by thoſe who liye up- 
on.the Marches of Galilee, requiring ſuccor of them ; for that the Roman Horlemen and 
Footmen would within three days forage and ſpoil their Countrey. The 77berjans 
hearing theſe Allegations, and ſuppoſing chem true, cryed out, ſaying, That it behoved 
them not in that manner to delay time, but to'go and ſuctor their Countrey-men invironed with 
great dangers, Whereupon I anſwer'd, That I was ready to obey them, and promis'd to 
Cc march forth againſt the Enemy with all expedition. Now I knew well the pretence of 
Jonathan, and declar'd my Opinion, that ſinee thoſe Letters ſaid, that the Romans gather” 

head in diyers places,it was requifite to divideour Power into five Companies,appointing 
cyery one -of them a Chieftain over them, each of the Ambaſſadors to commarid one. 
For it is an honour for good Men not only to give counſel, but alſo when need requireth, 
to be firſt in aCtion ; and it lay not in my power to lead any more than one Company. 
This my advice was pleaſing to all the People, who preſently conſtrain'd theſe Men to 
march out to the War : whereby it came to pals, that they were greatly confuled-go 
ſee tbat rhey could not finiſh that which they had imagined, becaule I croſſed all their

or pil ter ; but becauſe he affected the Tyranny, and by his words hath deceived the People of Ga- 
lilee, and gotten the Sovereignty to himſelf. As he ſpake theſe words, lie and thoſe of his | 
Fa&tion offer'd to- lay hands on me, intending ro murther me. But thoſe two, whom 1 
had with me, perceiving their intent, drew their Swords, threatning thoſe who attempted 
ro offer me- violence.

As I was getting away,.I ſaw Joh 
coming with his Troops ; whereupon croſſing down a private way that led'me to the

to inveigh againſt the wickeder ſort too vehemently ; not for that they are worthy 
of this favour, but that he may keep himſelf within the bounds of Prudence and Mo- 
deration. 

Tell me therefore Juſtus ( for thou defireſt to be held for the man of greateſt credit 
amonzſt all other Hiſtorians ) tell me, I pray thee, in familiarity ( for I muſt ſo talk with 
thee as if thou wert preſent before me ) how [ and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Country began both againſt the Romans, and their King. For before 7 
was choſen Governor of Galilee by the _ of Jeruſalem, both thou and all the Tiberians 
were uot only 7 in Arms, but had already made War againſt thoſe of Decapolis in Syria. 
Thy ſelf hadſt bu 
mot I alone witneſs this, but it is extant alſo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Veſpa- 
ſian, how the Inhabitants of Decapolis ſupplicated Veipaſian then in the City of Prolemais, 
that thou mighteſt be puniſhed, as the Author of their miſchiefs : and aſſuredly thou had{ſt 


' been puniſhed by the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who received Commiſſion to execute thee,

upon the inſtant requeſt of his Siſter Bernice, ſpared thy Life, and kept thee bound in Priſon 

or a long time. But the ſequel of thy attions efficient ly ſhews what the reft of thy Life hath 
been, and how thou didft cauſe thy Countrey to rebel againſt the Romans : whereof I will pro- 
duce hereafter moſt evident Arguments, ' and for thy cauſe will I urge ſomewhat againſt thoſe 
other Tiberians, and will make it plain to ſuch as ſhall read theſe Hiſtories, that thou haſt 


been no friend to Rome, nor faithful to thy King. And I firſt inſtance in the greateſt Ci- K 


ties of Galilee, Sephoris and Tiberias, i» which thou Juſtus wert born. The former is 
ſeituate in the heart of Galilee, having round about it a number of Villages, and being eafi- 
ly ahle to make a revolt at pleaſure ; yet notwithſtanding the Citizens thereof reſolved to 
obſerve their faith to the Romans, and would not receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 
And through the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants ſurpriz'd me by their artifices, and 
oblig'd me to encompaſs their City with a Wall : and that done, they willingly entertained a 
Garriſon which was ſent them from Ceſtius Gallus, who was General of the Roman Legjons 
in Syria, and deny d me entrance, becauſe at that time he had a great power, and terri- 
fd the Countrey round about. Tea, when oar great = of Jeruſalem was beſieged, and the 


Temple common to all our Nation, was in danger to fall into the Enemies hands, the Sepho- 


rites ſent no Succors, to the end it might not be ſaid that they took Arms againſt the Romans : 
But thy Countrey, Juſtus, being ſcituate upon the Lake of Genazareth diſtant from Hippos 
thirty ftades, from Gadara Pact from Scythopolis fixſeore, in a Country obedient to the 
King, having not any Gi of the Jews round about it, might have very eafily kept their faith 
to the Romans, if they had pleas'd. For both the City and People were fonifted with Mu- 
wition in all abundance. But as thou ſayeſt, I was the cauſe at that time. And who after- 
wvards > For thou knoweſt that before the frege of Jeruſalem, 7 was in the Romans hands ; 
and that Jotapata was taken by force, and divers other Caſtles; and that a great number of 
Galileans had been loſt in divers Battels. At that - time ſhouldeſt thou have delivered thy 


rut their Villages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter. Tet |

' ſelf of that fear thou hadſt of me, laying thine Arms afide, and pre = thy ſelf to the Mx

like Enemies to the Roman Empire. Do not you remember how often-T obtained the wittory 
againſt you, and how ſeldom you could complain of Bloodſhed > But you falling at diſſention 
one with another, became the inſtruments of your own ruine ; and not for the love you bare 
either to the King, 'or the Romans, but Fl ur own malice you flew an' hundred eighty five 
Citizens, at ſuch a time as I'was befieged 

true, that during the ſaid fiege of Jeruſalem, there were more than -two thouſand Tiberians 
Jain, or taken Prifoners > But perhaps thou wilt alledge, that 'at 'that time thou wert no 
Enemy, becauſe thou wert fled to the King : but I tell thee that'thou fleddeſt thither for 
the fear thou hadft of me. T am a wicked man, as thou fayeſt'+' bat what art thou'#'\'whom 
King Agrippa delivered from puniſhment, at ſuch time as thou wert condenmed by Veſyaſian

B contained therein. And if thou art ſo confident, that thy Hiſtory is truer than others, why qupus priticwa 
didſt thou not publiſh it during the Lives of Veſpaſian and Titus, who were the Generals of Po when 
that War ; or caring the Life of King Agrippa, and his Relations who were all of them very ſafes were 
expert in the Greek Tongue? For thou haſt kept it written by thee above twenty years, and © 
mighteſt have produced witneſs of thine exact diligence before them,who were privy to all things. 

But now when they are dead, and thou thinkeſt that no man liveth that may reprove thee, 
thou haft taken the boldneſs to publiſh thy Work. I have uſed no ſuch Policy in my Books, 

but preſented them to the Emperors themſelves, who were Eye-witneſſes and Actors thereof.

ftis Gallus the ſecond time ; defiring him ro come to 


Town, and left nothing unſpoiled; neither was thete any kihd' of miſtty which they H 


commanded them to give -over ; telling them it was impiety in them, to ſhew tliem- 
ſelves fo favage towards their Countrymen. And ſeeing that neither by any prayer 
or command I could draw them to obedience ; for thar their animoſity was fo violent, 
[ commanded thoſe that were about me, and whom I moſt truſted, to ſpread a rumor 
that the Remans ' were entring on the othee—fide of the City with a great Army. All 
which I did, to the end that by this rumor, I might reſtrain the fury of the Gal#eans, 
and fave the City of Sephoris. © And this policy took good effect ; For when they heard 
this news they were afraid, and forſook their = ce, to truſt to their heels, becauſe 
l who was their General did the like. For I made a thew, that I believed the rumor to be f 
true, as well as they : and by this ſtraragem the City Sephoris was ſaved beyond all hope: 

Tiberins allo hardly eſcaped from being ſpoiled by the Galzleans, through this oc- 
caſion which enſuerh : The chicfeſt of theit Council writ to the King, to deſire him 
ro come and take poſſeſſion of their Ciry. The King promiſed to fatisfie them very 
ſhortly, and deliver his Letters 'to one of his chamber, called C7iſpus a Few born, to 
catry the ſame to the 7iberiar. The Galileans took rhis meſſehger on the way, and 
brought him unto me : Which when the common People underitood, of meer ſpleen 
they fell to Arms, and the hext day divers of them affembled' themſelves from all 
parts, and came to the City of Aſach, where T made my abode; and made great ex- 
clamations, calling the 77ber;avs Traitors, and the Kings Ftiends, and —_— of me 
liberty to repair to 7iberias, and razc it ro rhe ground, being as tiuch dipleaſed againſt 
the 7 iberians, as they were againſt the Sephorites. [ | 

Which when I heard, I ſtood in great doybr how to deliver.the 7zheriars from that 
diſpleaſure, which the Galileans had conceived againſt them : for I could nor deny bur 
thart-the 7ibertans had written and ſent for the King : For the anſwer which he made 
them, did evidently expreſs the ſame. Having a long while debated the matter wirh 
my elf, I ſaid unto them ; I know as well as you : A the T:herims have” offended ; 
neither will I hinder you from ſpoiling their Ciry, but you muſt proceed ro the Exe- 
cution thereof with ſome prudence. For the 77berians alone do not bettay the publick 
liberty, but others alſo, who are more accounted of in the Country of Ga/zlee. Stay 1, 
therefore until ſuch time as I am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 
this Treaſon ; and then you ſhall have them all under your hands, with. all fuich you 
particularly think worthy puniſhment. By this diſcoutſe I _—_ the People, who 
departed fronrme- contented.

Ar the ſame time Juſtus, the Son of Pi/tus, fled to theKing without my knowledpe; the 

caufedf which flight, I will orderly expreſs. As foon as the Romans had begun'the Wat 


aganiſt rhe Jews, the Tiberias concluded to obey the King, and ih no ſort to rebel, againſt 


Juſtus defireth the Romans. But Juſtus perfaaded them to take Arms, thirſting after alteration, ahd ho- 


ping to uſurp the Government of Galilee, and of his 6wn Country : But/ his hope failed 
him; for the Galilzans being taviouſly benr againſt the 734+r7ans, for thoſt fyuries they 
had ſuffered at rheir hands before the War, would not allow Jyfus to be'their Governor.

B 
number of my Souldiers, and became Maſter of the berrer part of the City; from O © © 
whence notwithſtanding we were afterwards conſtrained to. retire, becaufe we knew \ 
not all the ways, killing before our departure rwelye Roman Footmen and two Hotſe- Y

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men, with ſome Sephorites, with the loſs of one of ours. Afcerwards a Fight napning 


berween us and their Horſemen in open field, we fought for a long time with diſadvan- 
rage : For the Romans having invironed me on all ſides, my Reerward, through the fear 
they conceived, began to retire.. In this Skirmiſh I loſt one of my Guard, cailed Juſtus, 


who in times paſt had ſerved in the very fame place under rhe King. After this, the King's 
Forces both of Horſe and Foot came thither, under the Government of $725 Captain 5:7, Capriir 
of the Guard, who encamping ſome five ſtades off from Julius, beſer the High-ways that hone ae 
lead towards Cana with Men of War, and the Fort of Gamala, to hinder the Inhabitants | 
from recciving any Commodities from the Countrey of Galilee. 

As ſoon as I received News hereof, I {ent out two thouſand Soldiers under the com- 
mand of Feremy, who lodging themſelves within a ſtade of Fuljus, near the River For- 
dan, oftercd nothing el{e but light skirmiſhes, until ſuch. time as I had gathered three 
thouſand Soldiers more, and came to them. The next day, having planted an Ambuſh 
in a certain Trench near the encloſure of their Camp, I touled out the King's Soldiers to 
Skirmiſh, having firſt forewarned my Soldiers to feign a flight, till they had drawn their 
Enemies as far as the Ambuſh ; which they cunningly executed. But $/as ſuppoſing 
that our Men fled ſor Cowardice, {ct forward to follow them as faſt as he could : bur 
they that lay in Ambuſh charged him on the back, and diſcomfited his Army : and I pre- Joſeph putrerh 
ſently turning, and making head againſt them, conſtrained the King's Forces to truſt giers ts flight. 
to their hcels ; and I ſhould have got a ſignal Victory, had not Fortune crols'd my 


C ſucceis. For the Horſe whereon I rode, falling into a certain Bog, caſt me on the ground ; 


whereby my hand being put our of joint about the wriſt, I was carried to the Borough 
of Cepharnom. My Soldiers hearing thereof, and fearing leaſt ſome worſe Misfortune had 
befaln me, than indeed there had, reſtrained themſelves from purſuing the Enemy any 
further. Having therefdre ſent for Phyſitians, and cauſed my {elf to be dreffed, I ſtayed 
there for that day ; and being ſeiz'd with a Feaver, I was carried by Night to Tarichea, 
accerding to the advice of my Phyſitians. 
Silas and his Soldiers having News of my accident, recovered their courages ; and 
underſtanding that-we kept but ſlender watch in our Camp, they laid an Ambuſh by ;

And after the City of Jeruſalem 
was taken, Titus often ſollicited me to take what I lik'd among the Ruins of Jerſalzm, 
promiſing to give it me. But 1 making {mall account of any thing after the Ruin of 
my Country, . pray 'd him only to give me the liberty of ſome Perions, and the Sacred 
Bible, which I receiv'd for a great Conlolation in my Miſeries. All which he graciouſly 
granted me. Not long after, having beg'd my Brother, and fifty other of my Friends, 
Joſeph diſcharg- they were given me ; and I was refuſed in nothing. Entring into the 'Temple by 7itus's 
of Captives. Permiſſion, 1 found a great number of Priſoners ſhut up therein ; and all thoſe Women 1 
and Childrea of my Friends and Familiars, whom I knew, I deliver'd, to the number of 
190, without paying any Ranſom : and I reſtor'd them to their former free Conditiori. 
Being ſent with Cerealis and a thouland Horle into the City of 7icoa by the Emperor 77- 
tas, to ſee if the place were fit for a Camp : in returning from thence, I ſaw divers Pri- 
Joſeph deliver ſoners Crucifi'd, amonglt which, were three of my Familiars ; whereat I was griev'd in 
Rh Over, my Soul, and I came and fignifi'd the fame to-77t#5 with Tears: who incontinently com- 
manded that they ihould be raken down, and as carefully dreſt and cured as might be ;

her good AﬀeCtion towards me. Behold-here rhe ſhort Recital of my whole Life ; where- 
by let each Man conjecture of my Manners. As for you, O thrice excellent Epaphrodi- 
tus, after I haye- dedicated to you the Continuation of my Antiquities, T will forbear to ſay 
more thereof. 
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HT ET who apply themſelves to write Hiſtory, have not all one and the ſame 

intent and motive, but oftentimes very different cauſes of their labours. For 
 fome are led to this ſtuly, by a defire to fhew their Eloquence, and to gain 

Reputation : Others do it, to oblige the perſons whoſe ations they relate ; 
and they ſtrive to the uttermoſt to pleaſe them. Others engage upon it; be- 
rauſe having born a part in the Events which they deſcribe, _ are willmg that the Pub- 
lick ſhould have knowledge of the ſame. Laſtly, others employ themſelves this way, for 
D that they carmnot ſuffer; that things worthy to be known by all the World, ſhould remain buri« 
ed in ſilence. Now of theſe forenamed cauſes, the two laſt are theſe that incited me to write. 
For on the one fide, in regard I was an Adtor in the War againſt the Romans, and a Wit- 
neſs of the Attions which paſs'd therein, and alſo know what were the ſeveral Events there- 
of, I conceivd my ſelf oblig'd, and, in a manner, forc'd to write the Hiſtory of the ſame, to 
the en to manifeſt the unfaithfulneſs of thoſe, who having written concerning this Subjeft 
befe# me, have diſguis'd and perverted the Truth. And on the other fide, I have reaſon 
to believe that the Greeks will be well pleas'd with this Work, Becauſe it will afford them 
an Account of the Antiquity of our Nation, 'and the Form of our Common-wealth, Tranſlated 
out of Hebrew into their own Tongue. When I began the Hiſtory of the foreſaid War, I pur< 
E poſed to lay open to the World, Fow and whence the Jews had their firſt original ; What als 
terations in Fortune they had fal'n into ; By what Law-maker they had been inſtrufted in 
Piety, and incited to the exerciſe of Vertue ; What Wars they ſuſtained through ſeveral 
Ages'; and finally, Flow, againſt their Will, they became engaged in this laſt againſt the 
Romans. But for that this Subjett was too ample and copious, to be treated only in paſſing, 
T thought fit to make a ſeparate Work after it, and accordingly ſet upon this Treatiſe. After- 
wards ( as it uſually hapneth to thoſe that attempt matters of great difficulty ) T fell into a 
certain flothfulneſs, whith made me very backward to reſolve upon the T1 4 Fells of ſo long a 
Hiſtory, into a Foreign Language. Tet ſome there were, who inflam'd with a deſire of knows 
ledge, animated me to this ation? and eſpecially Epaphroditus, a man enamor d of all Leary- 
þ ing, and particularly Hiſtory ; which is not to be wonder d at, ſince himſelf hath had very confe- 
derable Employments, and experienc d ſeveral Accidents of Fortune ; in all which he hath ſhew= 
ed a marvellous magnarimity of courage, with an unmoveable reſolution to follow Vertue. Be- 
ing thus perſuaded by him, who is accuſtomed to encourage thoſe whom he perceives diſpos'd to 
performi things profitable. and honeſt ; and ( which is more ) being aſhamed in my ſelf, that 7 
ſhould rather take delight to follow zdleneſs, than additt my ſelf ts fo laudable an exerciſe; I 
refunt'd my Work, and with ſo much the greater cheerfulneſs, when T conſider d with my ſelf, 
that our Anceſtors never made any difficulty to communicate matters of this nature to ſtran- 
gers ; and that the moſt famous among the Greeks, have been curious to underſtand what paſ- 
fes amoniſt us: For Ptolomy Xmng of Egypt, the ſecond of the Name ( highly affetioned 
G togood Letters; and deſirous to ſtore and gather Books at incredible charge ) caus d our Laws 
and Cuſtoms, and Manners of living, to be Tranſlated into the Greek Tongue. And our High 
Prieſt Eleazar { who was not ſecond in Vertue to any other whatſoever ) thought nat - to 
| D eny 
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deny this ſatisfation to that Prince, as he would without doubt have done, had it not been the A 
ordinary courſe of our Anceſtors, not to conceal from,ather men, ſuch things as are good and 
laudable. For which cauſe I have held -it a natter-no ways undecent for me, to follow the 
goodneſs and generoſity of that worthy High Prieſt ; and the rather, for that even at this day 1 
gp many are*no leſs well affettetgo good Letters,than that great King, Tet the Copy of all 
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the. Bloly Scripture was not given him; but thoſe Tranſlators who were ſent unto him to Alex- 
andgia, did only communicate that uyto him which belongs to our Law. But the things that 
are found written in the Sacred Books of Holy Scripture, are inviumerable; being the Hiſtory 
of five thouſand years ; in which divers extraordinary Events and Revolutions, ſundry great 
Wars, and many glorious Attions done by excellent Captains are deſcribed. In ſum, if any one 
have a deſire to read this Hiſtory, he ſhall principally learn and obſerve,That all things fall out \ 
happily,and beyond their expetlation;to thoſe men who obſerve the Will of God,and are afraid 
to tranſgreſs his Commandments ; and, that God hath prepared for. ſuch the crown and reward 
of Felicity ; as on the contrary, that thy who depart from the diligent obſervance thereof, in- 
ftead of ſucceeding in their defigns' ( how juſt ſoever the ſame may ſeem to themſelves ) fall 
into all fort of misfortunes, and into miſeries without recovery, For which cauſe I exhort all 
thoſe that ſhall read theſe Books, to conform themſelves to the Will of God, and to obſerve in 
Moſes dur excelteir Law-giver, how worthily he-hath ſpoken of his Divine Nature ; how he 
hath manifeſted that all his Warks are proportionalle to his infinite Greatn'ſs ; and how his 
whode. Narration thereof is pure and free from the pauity of Fables, wherewith all other Hi- 
ſtaries are poyſoned.: For the Antiquity alone of his Hiſtory ſecures him from, the ſyſpition g 
that one might entertain of his having mingled any thi ng fabulous in his writings ; inaſmuch 
as he was born more than two thouſand years ago, which 1 a continuance of Azes, to which 
the Poets neither durſt refer the original of. their Gods ; neither the deeds or laws of Men, 
whereof they make mention. But in purſuit of our Hiſtory, the ſequel of our Diſcourſe ſhall 
declare all things exailly, and in the order which is obſeru'd in the Sacred Books. For in com- 
piling this Work, TI have | pagy > neither to add,nor to pretermit any thing : And for that all 
whatſoever .we ſhall declare,doth almoſt wholly depend. on the knowledge which the wiſdom of 
our Law-maker Moſes hath given us thereof ; it u neceſſary before all other things,that I ſpeak 
ſomewhat of himſelf ; leſt perhaps any man ſhould wonder, that in a Hiſtory wherein it may 
ſeem that I ought to relate nothing but Attions paſs'd, and Precepts concerning manners never-y , 
theleſs I intermix ſo many things which concern the knowledge of Nature. We ought therefore 
to know, that Moles thought it moſt eſpecially neceſſary, for him that will either virtuouſly diſe 
poſe bis own Life, or impoſe Laws to other men, tobegin with the knowledge of God ; w « after 
having attentively confider d all his Works, to ſtrive as much as in him. lieth, to imitate his 
moſt perfett example,and follow him with-all_ diligence. For it us impoſſible, that a Law- 
g/%er being void of this contemplation, ſhould have good ſenſe ; or that h1s writings ſhould be of 
any moment to induce them unto vertue whe ſhould receive thoſe Laws, except before all things 
they learn,that God who is the Father, and Lord of all,gnd that ſeeth po er happy life un- 
ro thoſe that follow him; and contrariwiſe invironeth them with great Calamities, orſake 
the way of vertue and righteouſneſs. Moles therefore intending to inſtruft his Citizens in M 
this. doctrine, began not- his Ordinances with the Treatiſe of Contracts and Covenants, which 
we practiſe one with another, as other Lawgjvers are accuſtomed to do, but he hath raiſed their 
minds to the knowledge of God, taught them in what manner this World was made by him, and 
ſhew'd them that the principal work among all thoſe things which God made in the World, is 
Man. And after that he had made them capable of things coucerning Prety,then might he more 
eafily perſuade them in the reſt. Whereas other Lawgjvers, addicting themſelves unto Fables, 
have in their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy of fins committed by men, and by that 
means have brought to paſs, that the wicked ſort are yet more wicked,and addicted to evil do- 
ing. But our admirable Lawgiver, after having declared that God is in himſelf all vertue 
pure and unſpotted, he ſhews that men alſo ought to endeavor to imitate the ſame ; and on thoſe 
that neither conceive nor believe thoſe things, he inflicted a grievous and inevitable puniſhment. 
Texhart the Reader therefore to examine our Writings according to theſe Rules : for to thoſe 
that confider after this manner, nothing ſhall ſeem either afar] or unworthy the Majeſty of 
Ged, or of his love to men ;, by reaſon that all things have their diſpoſition conformable to the 
univerſal nature, which our Lawgiver hath declared ſometimes obſcurely, ſometimgg in conve- 
 - nient Allegories gravely; and elſewhere expreſſing that manifeſtly, and publiſhing that in plain 
words, which ought openly to be made known. The cauſes whereof, if any man would ſearch, 
he might find need of a moſt deep and philoſophical contemplation ; which 7 overſlip at this 
preſent, without ſlaying longer thereon : but if God ſhall give me time, I will inforce my ſelf 
to compoſe it in a Volume,as ſoon as I ſhall have finiſhed this Work. For this preſent then TO 
will apply my ſelf, to relate thoſe things which have been done, beginning, at the Creation of the 
World, according as Moles hath taught us, and Thave found written in the Holy be 3G

1/mael was born to Abraham when he was fourſcore and ſix years 
iG17. old: but in the fourſcore and ninetcenth year of his age God appeared unto him, and 
1{aac promiſed, LOld him, that he ſhould have a Son by Sara, charging him to call him ſac, and giving 4 
Ge. 7.>:: him to underſtand, that great Nations and Kings ſhould iſſue from his Loyns, who by 
"force of Arms ſhould conque?'mil the Country of Canaan, from Sidou even unto Fgypr. 
Commanding him alſo, that his Poſterity ſhould be circumciſed in their privities, and 
that this circumciſion ſhould be made the cighth day after the birth, by reaſon that he L 
would not have 44raham's Poſterity intermixed with other Nations. But hercafter I 
will declare another cauſe of our circumciſion. Abraham alſo asked counſel of God | 


touching 1/hmael, whether he ſhould live or no ; and God told him, that he ſhould flou- 
riſh many years, and that he ſhould become a Father of many worthy Nations. Then 
gave Abraham thanks unto God, and preſently circumciſed himſelf, and his Son 1/hmael, 
with all his Family ; and 7/mae! at that time was thirteen years old, but Abraham abour 
fourlcore-and nineteen years of age.

"IF"? Bout that time the Inhabitants of Sodom became immeaſurably proud, by reaſon of 
- neg Hgs their Affiucnce, Proſperity and great Riches ; and committed outrages againſt men, 
The lins of the and impieties againſt God : in fuch manner as they had forgotren the benefits which they 
A had received at his hands, hating ſtrangers, and giving up themſelves to the Practice of 
unnatural and abominable Luſts. Whereat God being diſpleaſed, decreed to puniſh 
; their intolerable Pride, to ruine their City from the Foundations, and in ſuch fort to 
make deſolate their Country, that from thenceforward it ſhould neither »ouriſh, plant, 
Air tory er wor Lring forth Fruit. After God had pronounced this ſentence againſt the Sodomtes, 
nn m9 Alraham ( as he fate under the Oak at Mambres before the door of his Tent ) beheltl 
v.i,2.2.45. three Angels, and ſuppoſingthem ro be Men and Strangers, he aroſe and falured them ; 
and approaching ncar unto them, he defired them that rhey would accept of his enter- 
rainmenr, and lodge with him. Whereunto when they had condeſcended, he com- 
manded his Servants to bake them bread of the fineſt flower ; and having'killed and 
roaſted a Calf, he ſet it before them ( as they fate under the Oak) which it ſeemed to 
him they did cat ; but they enquired of him where Sarah his Wife was 2 to whom he 
AS anſwered, that ſhe was within on the Tent. They told him then that they would return 
ike jeer « the again, and that they ſhould find her a Mother. Burt when his Wife ſmiled therear, and 
b{ire Cirſt's Maid that it was impoſlible for her to bear Children, eſpecially in that her ſelf was at

Then did God ſhoot the arrows of his vengeance upon the [9,065.02 
City, burning it, and all the Inhabitants therein : and delolating by the ſame fire all the 
Countries round about ; in ſuch fort as hath alrcady been declared by me in the Hiſtory 
C writ of the Wars of the Jews. But Lor's Wite, as they retire thence, looking back 
rowards the City, and more curiouflybeholding rhe deſtruction thereof, contrary to the 
Commandment of God, was transformed into a Pillar of Salt, which is to be ſeen, even | 
until rhis day. Lot himſelf and his Daughters fled, and dwelt in a little Country 7: gu rs 207, 
which the fire had ſpared, called Zoar (which in Hebrew fignifieth /jre/e :) In this 375955; 
place (which was void of Men, and ſcant of Vidtuals) Lot dwelt a long time, leading 
a ſolitary and poor life;and his Daughters ſuppoſing that all Mankind was extinguiſhed 
upon the-carth,ſubrilly circumventing their Father, lay with him when he leaſt ſutpe&ted 
it. By this their approachment, they bare him two Sons ; the eldera Son named Moab Th* Interpreta- 
(which is.a5 much as 'to lay ,of my Father) this is he that was the Father of the Moabites, names of Moab 
Tn Which even at this day are a great Nation: the younger, Ammon (which ſignifieth the Sou ** mu 
of my Race or kind)from whom the Ammonites delcended, and both theſe two Nations in- 
habit the Country of Cz/oſyria. In this fort Lot eſcaped from the burning of Sodozr. | 
As for Abraham, he went and dwelt in Gerar, in the Country of Paleſtine, leading Hedio && Ref- 
—with him his Wife Sara in quality of his ſiſter ; (uſing the ſame ſubrilty which before gen ere? 
he had practiſed for fear of the Egyptians) for he feared AZimelech the King of thar +, , __ 
Country, who falling in love of Sara would have raviſhed her, had he not been hin- prized with the 
dred by a moſt grievous ſickneſs, which God inflicted upon him ; fo that being out ENG 
of all hope of recovery, at ſuch time as he /{ept,there appeared unto him a viſion, which 
rold him that he ſhould take heed leſt he offered any outrage to the Strangers Wie, 
E who was come into his Country : and after he was ſomewhat recovered; he told his 
Friends how God had ſent him that fickneſs in favour of the Stranger, and to preſerve 
his Wife from violence, for that ſhe was not his Siſter, but his lawful Wife ; and he bid 
Abraham thenceforward be of good chear,promiſing him that the honour of his Wifehad 
remained inviolated. This ſaid, he diſmiſſed Abraham by the counſel ef his Friends ; 
and told him, that he necded not to ſuſpeft his Wife, by reaſon ſhe had ſuffered no vil- 
lany : Afſuring him, that God had care of her , and that he delivered her in ſafety to, 
him (being to that cnd protefed by his mighty power) and in confirmation thereof 
he called God to record, and the Womans conlcience, vowing that he would not have 
raken hcr from him if he had known ſhe had been Married ;:-Morcovyer, he deſired him 
F to be at Peace with him, and by his Prayers to yu Gods wrath, which was kind- 
led againſt hum : And faid that if thenceforward he would ſtay with them, he ſhould 
want nothing ; or if he liſted to depart, he promiſed him Guides, and all other things 
for which he came into his Country. Abraham anſwered him, that he had in no fort 55: 
ditſembled with him in calling his Wife his Siſter,for that ſhe was bis Brothers Daughter; 
and that he thoughr he could nor ſafely travel through his Country, except he had uſed 
this ſubtilty ; avowing moreover, that he was ſorry to have been the caule of his ſickneſs 
which had befain him; that he heartily wiſht his health,and was ready to abide with kim. 
Whereupon Abimelech beſtowed on him both Lands and Money, and accorded to con- 
verſe with him in all uprightneſs, and without offer of offence, and made a Covenant 
G and (ware unto him art a certain Pit which was called Berſabe (that is to ſay , the Pix 
of Swearing or Cotenant) which name that place retaineth until this day. Not long after, 
Abraham had_a Son by Sara his Wife,according as God had promiſed him,and he called 
EN ; his 
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| his name 7ſrac, (which in the Zebrew Tongue ſignifieth Laughter) becauſe Sara laugh- 
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ed ar {ich time as God ſaid unto her ſhe ſhould bear a Son, having in her ſelf no likeli- 
hood of conceiving, by reafon ſhe was ſtricken in years. For at that time ſhe was nine- 
fy years old, and Abraham one hundred when the child was born ; and on the cighth day 
after his birth he was Circumciſed ; which cuſtom is yet continued amongſt the Jews, 
who Circumciſe on the cighth day.

Of Iſhmael, Abraham's Sox ; and of the Arabians Polterity. 


Ur the Arabians Circumciſe not till rhe age of thirteen years : becauſe mae! their 

Anceſtor,and Abraham's Son by the Concubine, was Circumciled in the thirteenth 
year after he was born.Of which 7/mazl it behoveth to ſpeak more exactly in this place. 
Sara loved Iſhmael (begotten on her Servant Agar) from the beginning, with no leſs 
aftetion than if he had been her own Son ; ſo that he was brought up as Abraham's 
heir. Bur after ſhe had brought forth Zfaac, ſhe thought it no more requiſite that /hmae/ 
ſhould be brought up with her Son, becauſe he was elder, and might after his Father's 
deceaſe, become. the Maſter. She incited 44raham therefore to ſend both him and his mo- 
ther to ſome other place : but at firſt he gave no ear to Sara's requeſt,thinking it more 
than barbarous cruelty,to drive away a tender Child and his Mother, deſtitute of all ne- 
ceſſarics. Ar length by the Commandment of God he liſtened to his Wife's counſel, and K 
committed the Child unto his Mother, (being of himſelf as yet unapt to travel) and gi- 
ving them a Pitcher of Water and Bread, he commanded them to go thither , whither 
their ncceſlity ſhould drive rhem. And when their Victuals failed them, and their Water 
was conſumed,ſhe laid the Child, being faint and weak, under an Oak ; and to the end 
that in her preſence ſhe ſhould not breathe his laſt, ſhe went a little way from him. Ar 
that time an Angel of God appeared unto her,ſhewing her a Fountain hard by thar place, 
and charging her to look to the careful education of her Child ; becauſe that by rhe 
conſervation of 7ſhmae!, ſhe was to expect great happineſs. Upon thele promiſes ſhe 
rook comfort, and falling into the company of Shepherds ; ſhe by their bounty was 
relieved in her diſtreſs. 

Afterwards, when /hmae/ had attained Mans eſtate, he Married a Wife of the Nation 
of the Fzyptians, (from whence his Mother had her original) by whom he had rwelve 
Sons: namely, Nabaioth, Cedar, Abdeel, Edumas, Maſſam, Memas, Maſmes, Chodam,The- 
man, Tetur, Naphes, Calmas, (all which inhabit the Lands which are berween Euphrates 
and the Red-Sea, the name of which Country is Nabathza,) Thele are they r= be- 
gan and made famous the Nation of the Arabians as well in re{pect of their proweſs, as 
of the dignity of Abraham.

- Of aac, Abraham's Legitimate Son. 


S rouching [ſaac, Abraham loved him with gn entire and Fatherly affeQion, as his 
only begotten Son born in his old age br tl goodneſs of God. The Child alſo 
addicting himtelf unto all vertue, careful ro honour his Father and Mother, and ſtudious 
of the {crvice of God, invited both his Parents the rather to affe& and love him. So that 
Abraham was very dcſirous to forlake this preſent life, provided that he might leave 


Wes behind him all the goods weich he had, unto his Son; which through the mercy of God

he happily effected. Whercupon (under trial and conformity of his faith) God appear- 
cd unto him, and reckoned up all the benefits which he had beſtowed on him ; how 
he had granted him victory over his enemies, and how he had eſtabliſht and bleſt him 
with preſent felicity by his favour ; for which cauſe he required him to ſacrifice, and 
make an oblation unto him of his Son ſaac ; commanding him to conduct him to the 
Mountain of Morez, and there to facrifice him. In doing whereof, he ſhould manifeſt 
the deſire he had to (erve him, (in preferring that which was agreeable to God, before 
rhe life of his Son.) Abraham {uppoling that ir was no ways lawful to diſobey God, 
bur that he ought to ſubmit himſclf to his will, (as to him by whoſe Providence all 
things had their being) ſaid nothing to his Wife, concerning that which God had com- 
manded him, neither how he had determined the dearth of his Son ; neither did he make 
ir known to any of his houſhold-ſervants, leſt they might have diverted him from his 
reſolution. He therefore !0ok-us $24 Haac, with two Servants, (loading an Afſe with ſuch O 
things as were requiſite for ſacrifice) and travelled towards the Mountain, his Servants at- 
rending him for rwo days ; and on the third day,as foon as he perceived the Mountain,

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A he-left the reſt of thoſe that accompanied him in the Plain, and attended only by his 
Son, lie aſcended up the Mouritain-(upon which afterwards King Davi4 appointed that VN 
the Temple ſhould be builded.) They carried with them allo the reſt of tlioſe rhings —£-xx- tag 
which were requiſite for ſacrifice, - (fave only the Beaſt that was to be offered :) Abour ahh FH 
this time, /ſaac was ffve ard twenty.years old; and did himſelf prepare the Altar, and cn- WIE 
quired of his Father what he ſhould offer, conſidering that as yet they had jw ſheep for OB 
facrifice. Abraham an{wered him that God would: furniſh-them ; (being of power tufficient years old when 
to give Men that in abundanet, whereof they have hecd, ahd ro deprive them of tht wie rarf nd 
they have, and whereof rhey held themſelves poſſeſſed) if he wete well pleaſed with 
their ſacrifice : Now as ſoon as the Altat was made ready, and the Wood prepared and 

p laid-upon the ſame;and all things in readineſs) he addreſſed his ſpeech utno his Son,in this ,, ,* 
manner-My Son,T beg'd thee of God with very earneſt Prayers ; and ever fince thou wert born tion at ſuch 
into the worid, I have intermittet no care and diligence in thine education ; neither have I ſhould gy 
thought that any thing could make me more happy, than dt departing out of this World,toſee thee been faniticed, 
at mans eftate,and to leave thee the Htir and Lord of all my ſabſtance:But fince it hath plea- 
ſed God,that I ſhould be thy Father, and that the ſame God likewiſe now thinketh goo# that I 
ſhould deſtroy theegeneronſly ſubmit, and be cohtented to be ſacrificed to him : For in fo doinz 
1 fulfil the Commandments of God, who requireth at our hands that we dv hint this hononr, 
for the favours which he hath beftowed upon tas in affſting us, both in War and Peace. Since 
therefore being born, thou art to dit,4 deem it teaſonable,that in regard it ſeemeth good anto 

C God that theu depart out of this dife, (not by ſickneſs, nor by War, mor by any other inconveni- 
ence, that naturally hapneth nnto Men) but by being offer d in ſacrifice to him by thine own

and the ſame Father and Mother. He now ſendeth me unto you,deſiring you to give this | 
Virgin for Wife to his only Son and Heir of all his ſubſtance: whom although he might The year of the 
have matcht with the richeſt of his Country, yet hath he refuſed all of them, deſiring b eat, 
rather to render this reſpect to thoſe of his kindred and Nation : ſet not light therefore guts 
by his good affection and deſire. For,beſides all other bleſſings and good fortunes which 
have happily befallen me in this my journey, I have, by Gods eſpecial Providence, found 
out both the Maid and your houſe. For, at ſuch time as I drew near the City, and be- 
held many Virgins going to fetch Water, I beſought God that I might light upon this Ss 
Maiden, and he vouchſafed me my defire : ratifie therefore on your part this Marri- {G9 © ut 
age favoured by Gods Providence ; and honour Abraham in granting your conſent to Gen. 4 
this your Daughters Marriage , which I am ſent to requeſt at your hands, with moſt 
entire affection. Now they, in that they both allowed a thing ſo adyantageous, and 
perceived alſo that it was conformable to the will of God, ſent their Siſter unto him 
under the conditions demanded : and 7ſaac Married her, being alrcady in poſleſlion of 58, 59, >. 
all his Fathers goods, by reaſon that the other Sons of Abraham were already departed 
to eſtabliſh rheir Colonies in other Provinces.

Few days after /ſaac's Marriage Abraham deceaſed,a Man full of vyertue to his laſt

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Flow Jacob fled into Mcſopotamia for fear of his Brother, Gen. 28. 
Ut Jacob being ſent into Meſopotamia by his Mother,in order to Marry the Daugh- 


ite) paſſed through the Country of Canaar. And for that there was a declared and 
opcn enmity berwixt 7ſaac's People,and the inhabirants' of Canaar, he would not take up 
his lodging among(t them, but lay abroad in the felds, reſting his head upon /tones,which 
he had heaped together inſtead of a Pillow : and during the time of his reſt, this Viſion 
B was preſented unto him. It ſeemed unto him that he ſaw a Ladder, that reached from 
che Earth, up into Heaven, on the ſteps whereof there deſcended certain perſons more 
excellent to look on, than the ordinary part of humane kind, and on the top thereof 
God manifeſtly appeared, and calling him by his name, ſpake unto him after this man- 
ner : Jacob, Thou art the Son of a good Farther, and deſcended from a Grand-father re- * 
nowned and famous for his great vertue ; thou muſt not therefore be daunted, or dif. 
mayed by thy preſent travels, but rather be encourag'd with the hope of a future hap- 
pineſs.

. manded him to ule no violence, neither rowards his Son-in-law, nor his Daughters ; but from his pay- 
rather to liſten to a peaceable accord berwixt himſelf and Facob: afluring him that if in Ny 
contempt of Jacobs weakneſs he ſhould lift up his arm to aſſail him, that he himſelf 
would join with Jacob to protect him. |

that he had received him into his houſe, at ſuch time as he came unto him being poor 
and naked of all means, and had giren him great abundance of Goods. 4 have ( faith 
he ) given thee my Daughters in marriage, hoping by that means ro increaſe thy love 
rowards me more and more ; but thou halt had neither reſpe& of rhy Mother, ncithec 
of the acquaintance or parentage betwixt thee and me, neither of the Wives which 
thou haſt married, nor of thy Children, whole Grand-Father I am; but haſt dealt with 
me after an injurious and hoſtile manner, driving away that which appertained unto me,

what none, but men of War, would have done unto their Enemies, that haſt thou done 

f unto me: yca, thou that art my Kinſman, my Siſters Son, the Husband of my Daughters, 

| my pledge, and my familiar Servant, haſt dealt thus with me. On the other ſide, Jacob sr. 

alledged for himſelf, that God had not only made impreſlion in his heart, bur that all men {7% auver 
allo are poſlelt with the love of their Country ; and that after ſo long ſpace of time, je<tiv. 
ir {cemed good unto him to viſit his native foil. - And concerning that crime ( ſaith 
he ) which thou objecteſt againſt me, touching the prey, if any orher bur thy {clf be 
judge, thou ſhalt be convicted to have dealt unjuſtly with me : for whereas thou 
oughteſt to have rewarded me, for the maintenance and increaſe I have made of thy 
F goods, haſt thou not done us great wrong to envie us a little part and portion thereof 2 
And for thy Daughters ; know this, that they have not followed me as perſons con- 
N veighed away by tubrilty, but under that love and duty which married Wives bare unto 
ther Husbands: they do not therefore only follow me, bur they come after rheir Chil- 
dren. Theſe things alledged he for himſelf. Further he replied, and accuſed Laban, becauſe 
that being his Mothers Brother, and having given him his Daughters to Wife, he had 
notwithſtanding bitterly vexr. him by his tevere commandments to which he had been Ts 4 S 
obedicnr during the ſpace of twenty years ; that the toyls he had endured in order to ton againit 
his Marriage with Rachel had been grievous unto him ; notwithſtanding that ic was but 
a trifle in reſpeC&t of that which he {uffkered afterwards ; which had he born him an en- 

G vious affection or hoſtile hatred, he could very well have cſcaped. In truth, Laban 
had cealt moſt unjuſtly with Facob. For ſeeing that God afliſted him in all that he enter- 7.94!'s fibril

nant with Jacob. {er+ did increaſe, then did not Laban perform his promiſe unto him, but turned him 
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over to the next years increale, by reaſon he had always Cu of the greater flock, 
and promiſed that which he hoped would not come to pals ; and which if it fell cons 
trary, he was rcady to infringe. And as touching the Gods, he told him he might make 
ſearch for them. | 

This condition did Laban accept : but Rachel underſtanding the ſame, thruſt the Gods 
into a Sack, and made them to be carried on a Camels back, and ſhe fate upon them, 
ſaying, that ſhe was indiſpoſed, by reaſon that at that time ſhe had her natural —__ 
And for this cauſe Laban deſiſted from ſearching any further, ſuppoſing his Daughter be- 
ing ſo affeted would not conceal or er her ſelf {o near things that were fo ſacred: and x 
he made a covenant with Jacob, that neither of them ſhould call ro remembrance the un- 
kindneſſes that had paſt betwixt them, bur that he ſhould cheriſh his Daughters; all which 
they bound with an Oath. This covenant was made upon a certain mountain, where 
they reared a Pillar in the form of an Alrar: whence it came to pals that this Pillar was 
called Galaad, that is to ſay, the hill of witneſs, from whence the Country of Galaad bears 
that name even until this day : and after that the alliance was made, and that they had 
banqueted together, Laban returned back again into his own Country. 

But as Jacob travelled rowards rhe Country of Caraay, he had ſeveral viſions, which 
preſaged unto him good hope of happineſs ro come; and he called the place where this 
thing hapned, The field of God. And being defirous to know how his Brother Eſau was K 
affected rowards him, he ſent meſſengers before him to bring him the exact truth thereof, 
by reaſon he ſtood in fear leſt the memory of his old diſcontent ſhould be renewed : charg- 
ing his meſſengers to ſignifie unto Eſau, that Facob deeming it a thing inconvenient ro 
live with his Brother, who was dilpleaſed with him, had of his own tree Will forſaken 
the Country, and that at this preſent he was upon his return, . conceiving that length of 
time might have extinguiſh'd his diſpleaſure. He therefore led with him his Wives and 
Children, with all thoſe riches which God had given him; offering himſelf unto Eſau, 
with all which he had of moſt eſteem, by reaſon rhar he thought ir the greateſt benefit 
that might happen to him to impart unto his Brother a part of thoſe commodities which 
he had news at Gods hands. All which they ſignified unto Efas who rejoyced very L 
much thercat, and went forth to meet his Brother, accompanied with four hundred ar- 
med Men. But Jacob hearing that he marched forward to meet him, attended by fo 
many Men at Arms, was very much afraid : yet fixing his confidence in God, he pro- 
vided for the time, leſt any detriment ſhould happen unto him, ſtudying every way to 
defend both him, and his, from invaſion. To which end dividing his Troops, he cauſed 
ſome to march before, and the reſt ro follow cloſely after : ſo that if any did aſſault the 
firſt, they might retire themſelves to the Troop that followed. 

After this manner having ordered all things about him, He ſent certain Servants with 
preſents to his Brother, namely, with Beaſts of charge, and a great number of divers 
kinds of four-footed Beaſts ( which for their rarcnels might give more content and M 
admiration to thoſe to whom they were preſented. ) All thefe marched one after another, 
to the intent, that being beheld thus in ranks, they might fecm to be a greater number 
than they were : to the end, that if as yet there remained any diſcontent in the heart 
of Eſau, theſe preſents might ſerve to mitigate the ſame. He commanded them alſo 
that marched foremoſt, that they ſhould uſe courteous falutation rowards Eſau. Ha- 
ving thus all the day diſpoled his Troops, as {oon as the night was come, he cauſed all - 
his companies to march, who paſled the River of Faboch : but Jacob, who was left 
hindmoſt, had a viſion, in which he wreſtled with an Angel, and he became vietor. 

Now the Angel ſpake unto him, exhorting him to rejoyce at that which had hapned 
unto him, aſſuring him that he had not atchieved an eaſie matter, but that he had 
ſurmounted an Angel of God, which was a fign of great good which would befal 
him, and that his -Poſterity ſhould be invincible, and that no man whatſoever, ſhould 
overcome him : commanding him to call his name 7ſrael, that is to ſay, according to 
the Hebrews, a refiſter of an Angel. Thele things were foretold unto Facob upon his 
requeſt ; who perceiving alſo that he was an Angel of God, prayed him to inform him 
of that which ſhould happen unto him: which the viſion did, and afterwards vaniſhed. 
Jacob took great pleaſure rhercat, and called the place Pharuel, that is. to fay, the face 
of God: and for that in wreſtling he had hurt a- part of his thigh, he afterwards ab- 

ained from eating of the ſame, and by reaſon thereof our Nation do never cat that 
part. , fe” oO 

Now when he had intelligence that his Brother approached, he commanded his 
Wives to march forward ſeyerally with their kand-Maids, to the end that they might

Afterwards departing from thence, he ſacrificed in Bethel, where he had feen the Vi- 
fion, ar ſuch*titme as he firſt of all took his Journey into Meſopotamia : and as he tra- 
velked inthe Land of Ephrata, Rachel died in Childbed, and was hiried there (and ſhe 
alone-enjqyed not the honor of being buried in Zebron with thoſe of her Parentage. )

He became the Father of five Children, of 
whom he had three by his Wiſe 4/;bama, whoſe names were Faus, Folam and Chore : 
of the other two, Aliphates was the Son of Ada: and Raguel, of Moſametha : theſe 
Children had Eſau. Aliphates had five legitimate Children, Theman, Omar, Opher, Jo- 
tham, Cenez ( for Amelech was illegitimate, born by one of his Concubines, whoſe 
name was Theſma.) Theſe dwelt in the part of /dumea, which is called Gobolits ; and _ 
in that part, which by reaſon of Amelech, is called Amalechitis, For Idumea being in 
times paſt a Land of great extetit, continued the name of 7dumea thorow the whole 
Country : 2nd the particular Provinces of the ſarhe, kept the names of thoſe thar firſt 
mhabited them.

ONE j+ UT Faces attained to that felicity, that ſcarcely any other in all that Country was 
tborld, 2205, {o'happy ; for he ſurpaſſed all the Inhabitants of ir in riches ; and by r of 
Ne V4;8. the Virtues of his Children, he was both exvied and regarded. For, they were accompli- 
«Ds jhed in all perfections, endowed wirh ſtout hearts, apt to execute any work of the hand, 
#:4, > 2:4- and to endure all forts of Travel : finally, all of them were furniſhed with knowledge 
"+,0p-- and providence. But God had ſuch care of him, and fo graciouſly procured and further. 
el his good fortunes, that that which ſeemed unto him to be grievous and contrary, he 
brought to a proſperous iſſue for him, to the encreaſe of his riches; and cauſed that 
both he and his Children were the firſt motive to our Anceſtors to forlake the Land of 
7:r.3, 4 Feypt, on that occaſion which here enſucrh. Facob having begotren Foſeph of Rachel, loy'd 
Ja-o5 556 12- him entirely, both in reſpect of the beauty of his body, and of the ornaments ayd virtues of 
ther 59/z/9. his mind ; as allo his prudence, wherein he exceeded all his other Brothers. This cordial 
affedtion of his Father, moved cnvy and hatred amongſt his Brothers towards him : ro- 
gether with the Dreams which he had ſeen, and rold both to his Father and Brethren, O 
which preſag'd unto him a fingular felicity. For, it is the common cuſtom of Men to 
be jealous of their proſperity, with whom they are familiar.

in the company of his-Brothers, to recap Corn in the time of Harveſt, he taw a viſion (far Toſeph's Dream 
different from thoſe which commonly happen in fleep) which (as {bon as he awoke) he 

told unto his Brethren,,.to the end they might interprer it. He told them, that he thought 

in his dream the night paſt, that his Sheaf of Corn ſtood upright in a place where hc had 

fixcd-it, and that theirs-run towatds his, to bow down and reverence the ſame. Which 

viſion of his, {cemed to forotel him his ample fortune : and how he ſhould obtain the 

Lotdſhip over. all of them. Bur they concealed all theſe things from Foſeph ; making 

thew, that they could in no fort interpret the dream: bur being by themſelves apart, they 

breathed forth contrary Imprecations, wiſhing that nothing of this prediQion, might take 

B effect, bur perſevered more and mote in envy and hatred towards him. . But God ( op- SA/v/4 
poſing his power againſt their envy ) lent Joſeph a ſecond and more. ſtrange viſion : for L564 ug 
he dreamed, that the Sun,' the Moon, and eleven of the Stars deſcended down to the before Chriſt's 
Earth, and humbled themſelves before him. Which viſion he revealed to his Father in 
the preſence of his Brethren ( without ſuſpition of any hatred in them towards him) and 9.5, «1. 
deſir'd him to interpret unto him the meaning thereof, | Facob greatly rejoyced at this A __— 
dream, by reaſon he conceived in his-mind the interpretation thereof, and ( in comparing Moo 4nd Sars. 
and alluding his conjeQures not rafþly, but with prudence.) he rejoyced at thoſe great ton of 54p/'s 
masters which were ſignified by that dream : which foretold that his Son Joſeph ſhould 

be very fortwnate and happy ; and that the: time ſhould come, in which his Father, Mo- 

C ther and: Brethren ſhould honor him, and do him homage. , For, he compared the Moon 

( which ripeneth and encreaſerh all things that grow) to his Mother ; and the Sun (which 

giveth form and force) to his Father, And as touching his Brothers, who, were cleven 

in number, he compared them to the e/evex Stars ( which-receive their force both from 

the Sun and the Moon.) - Neither did Face without judgment and conſideration, ſo in- 

rerpret. this viſion. Bur Joſeph's Brothers were highly grieved at this preſage, conceiving «. ir, 

as envioufly and. hatefully thereof, as if this felicity had been portended to a ſtratiger, 
and not ro their Brother, with whom they might equally partake his-good fortunes, be- 
ing as well Allied in felicity unte him, as. in conſanguinity. Whereupon they reſolved 
on his death and deſtru@Fion : and having complotted theſe counſels amongſt themſelves, 779549 
D and gathered in their Harveſt, they retired themſelves with their flock, cowards Sichem death, a 

( which was a part of that Country very fit to feed their Cattel ; ) where they kept their place to graze 
fiocks withour giving any notice of their departure to their Father. - But. he perceiving * © tf

care and compaſlion at thcir hands, than hate and tyranny: - Beſides that, the cauſe of 
his ſlaughter would aggravate their offence, if ir ſhould be known, that for envy of his 
future felicity rhey ſhould take away his Life ;*all which good'hap they likewite might 
paiticipate, by rcalon of conſanguinity : and that it was their dury to think, that what- 
loever bleſſing God imparted to Foſeph, was theirs, and that for that cauſe they were to 
conſider, that God would be more diſpleaſed againſt them, if they ſhould endeavour to 
deprive him of his Life whom he had eſteemed and adjudged worthy of proſperity to p 
come. Rhenbenalledging theſe and many other things,diſſuaded,and labourcdto divert them 
from ſhedding their Brother's Blood. Burt ſeeing that all theſe his motives could inno ſort 
mollifie them, and that they haſtened the rather to perpetrate rhe Murther ; he counſelled 
them,that ar leaſtwiſe they ſhould allot him ſome milder kind of death : telling them, that 4 
he endeavourcd all what in him lay at the firſt ro diſſuade them ; Bur fince it was through- | 
ly reſolved among them, that he ſhould not live ; thar leſs miſchief ſhould follow of ir, if 
they would be ruled by his counſel :. for by that means their will ſhould have effect, yct a

Which counſel of his 
being commended by them all, they. drew Joſeph out of the Pit, and fold him to the Ara-

Ng cometh Ape. Now had Rheaben reſolved in himſelf to fave Foſeph without his Brothers privity ; 
for which cauſe coming by night unto the Pit, he called him with a loud voice; and ſeeing 
that he gave him no anſwer, he began to conjecture with himſelf, that his Brethren had 
put him to death ; he. reproved them therefore very bitterly : but afrer they had told 
him what was become of him, he gave over his mourning. After theſe things were thus 
aſſed, the Brethren conſulred among themſelves, in what ſort they might clear them-

We come not hither ( ſaid he ) 
Na-cuity, 17:6: ag Spits, but dire famine ( whoſe furie we feck to prevent) hath compelled us to, come 
LY > ;nto this Countrey, hoping in your humanity 3 who ( as we have heard )hawvenot only 
made ofler of fale of Corn, and means of ſuſtenance to your own Citizens, ; but alſo 
to all {trangers. That we are Brothers, and born of the ſame Father, our very.,counte- 
nances tcltifie, in that they "oy not very much the one from the other. OurFÞather 

1s called Jacobz by Nation an Hebrew : who begat us,bis twelve Sons,on four women: N 
and while we were all living our affairs were fortnnate and proſperous; but fince the 
death of one of us, whoſe name was Joſeph, our domeſtic fortunes began to grow ta 
ruine. Our Father languiſheth in continual lamentations; and his Tears do no leſs 
afflict us, harin times paſt the untimely death of our deareſt Brother did affe& us, 
Now are we come to buy Corn, having left in our Fathers cuſtody the youngeſt 
of our Brothers, called Bexjamin., That thus it 1s, if thou pleaſe to ſend any 
one unto our houſe, thou' mayeſt be aſſured. Thus ſpake Ruber, both on his 
own and his Brothers behalf, to remove Joſephs (iniſter opimion of them : who knowing 
that both his Father and Brother were 1n health, commanded them to be ſhut in Priſon, 

under pretence to call them to further examination, at better leiſure. Some three days O 
| after { calling them betore him ) he began thus - Since ( faith he ) you proteſt, that 
prac. YOU CALNC NOL hither into this Kingdom on purpole,cither to prejudice the King,or work

A Treaſons. towards the State, and that you pretend your ſelves to be the Sons of one Fa-, 


ther: you ſhall induce, me to believe, that your allegations be true, if leaving ſome one 
with me as. pledge of your loyalties ( who ſhall be well entertained ). you bear hence 
your deſired Corn to your Fatber, and return again unto me, bringing with you. your 
Brothcr, whom ( as you ſay ) you left behind you : for this ſhall be an Argument thar: 
you lye not. Amazced at theſe words, and ſuppoſing, that their extreme calamity was 
at hand, they lamented their misfortune ; oftentimes expoſtulating amongſt themlelyes, X 
that God did now puniſh them for their cruelty towards Joſeph. But Rheuben reprehend- 
ed their too late and unprofitable repentance, : ſaying, That thoſe afflictions which God 
( the juſt revenger of innocency)) had inflicted on his impious Brothers, ought patient-

Bur Jacob's Sons returning into Canaan told their Father all that had hapned unto them 
in Fgypt, and how they were taken for Spies, and Traitors to that Country : and that 
when they proteſted, that they were all Breathren, and that the eleventh was left at home 
with their Father, the Government would nor believe them. Moreover, that Simeon was «,..7:3*. 
left pledge. with the Governor, until Beyjamin ihould come rhither to give teſtimony grieved tor St 
of their truth : whereupon they deſired their Father withour fear or finitter conceit, to ond becanld 
ſend their younger Brother with rhem. Bur Facob was diſplealed with that which his 671 
Sons had done; and whereas he was not a little grieved that Simeon was left behind, he mn __ 
with his Prayers (offering his Sons for pledges, that if any ſiniſter fortune ſhould fall 
upon Benjamin by the way, the Grandfather might revenge it on his Children ). per- 
ſuade Facob to yield conſent : but they uncertain what ro do, were more and mare 
terrified, in that they found their Money incloſed in their Sacks of Corn. Now when 74:5: Sons, but 
Corn began alrcady to fail. them, Facob being compelled by force of Famine, delibera- * </pecial Fuas,

Tuda, a Man vehement by nature, began more freely to tell his Father that he was, too 


F careful of his Brother Benjamin, to whom nothing could happen without the will of 


God, whither abroad or at home ; and that withour this ſupcrfluous care of his Son 
Benjamin, endangered his own and all their, lives,which could not ſubſiſt but by: the re; = 
lief which. was to be had out of Pharaohs Country ; that he ought alſo, to, have carc Fwd pk 
of the life of Simeon, leſt whilſt he delayed ro ſend Benjamin on the Journey, Simeor Ned, > 
in the mean time ſhould be ſlain by the Egyptians. Moreover he exhorted him to.com- 
mit the care of his Son to God, promiſing to bring him back again in ſafety, or elſe £0,705 lack 
dic together with him : and propoſing, that certain Fruits of Cayxaar, as Balm, State, $9» with 
Terebinth and Honey, ſhould be ſent as Preſents to.

yet alive, whom he faw among them, he ask'd whether that were their younger Brother: 4 


and hearing that it was, he only uttered theſe words, That God's Providence Was ovet 
all things, and departed from theth, being unwilling that any of them ſhould fee him 
ſhed Tears, which he could' not any longer contain. Inviting them afterwards unto a 
Banquet, he commanded them to ſir down in order, according as they were wont to 
do when they were with their Father ; and whereas he kindly entertained all of them, 
he honoured Berjamin with a double ſhare, After the Banquet, when they were all 
laid down to reſt, he commanded the Steward to meaſure out the Wheat which every 
one ſhould bear away with him, and ro hide the price thereof again in their Sacks : but 
in Benjamin's Sack, he commanded him to put his Cup which he ordinarily made uſe of. 


they would ſtick ufto him, being accuſed of Theft, or leave him behind as a MalefaCtor, 
and return unto their Father, as if the matter no ways rouched rhem. © Which being 
done according as he had commanded, early in the morning all Faco#'s Sons aroſe, and 
taking with them Simeon, departed onwards of their journey ; rejoycing as well at his Re- 
ſtirution, as Benjamin's return, whom they both promiſed and proteſted to bring back 
again to their Father ; when behold, ſuddenly a Troop of Horſemen belcr them round ; 
amongſt whom, was that Servant who had hid the Cup in the Sack. They being troubled 
by this ſudden incurſion, and asking, why they {et upon them whom they fo lately 
had both invited and entertained fo honourably 2 The Egyptians an{wered, 'and exclaim- 


ed againſt rhem, calling them wicked Men, who forgetting the late benefits received, K 


and Joſeph's gentleneſs and humanity, were fo wicked, as to return him Injuries for his 
Courteſies ; threatning them that they ſhould be puniſhed for their Theft : and telling 
them,thrt although for a time they had deceived the Officer of the Table, yet could they 
not deceive God; and again asking them, whether rhey were well in their Wits, in 
ſuppoſing har for this offence they ſhould not be incontinently puniſhed ? with theſe, 
and the like ſpeeches, the Servant infulred over them. But they, who nothing ar all 
ſuſpected this ſubrilry, accuſed him, ſaying, Thar they wondred at the Mans unrealonable- 
nels, in ſo raſhly accufing them of Theft, who had nor kepr back rhe price of their Corn, 
which they found in their Sacks, whereas none but themſelves knew of that Money ; ſo 


far were they from purpoſely offering any wrong. Yer in that they thought the ſearch- L 


ing would better fatisfic them, than denial, they bid them ſearch their Sacks ; offering 
rhemlelves,cach of them,ro ſuffer puniſhment,if any one of them were found guilty of the 
Theft. This ſearch which they offered, the Egyptians accepted ; yet agreed the puniſh- 
ment ſhould be inflicted only on him who had done rhe Injury. Afterwards beginning 
ro ſearch, and orderly looking into each Mans Sack, art length they came to Benjamin ; 
not that they were ignorant the Cup was hid in his Sack, bur that they might ſeem to 
diſcharge their duty more exatly. Now all the teſt being ſecure in themlelves, they 
were only careful of their Brother Bexjamin ; and they hoped that he would not be found 
guilty of falſhood: for which cauſe, rhey more freely upbraided their Perſecutors; ob- 


jeQting unto them, how, through their importuniry, they had been hindred a good part M 


of their Journey. Now as they ſearched Benjamin's Sack, _ found the Cup; where- 
upon all the Brothers began to mourn and lament, both bewailing their Brother's mis- 
fortune; who was preſently to ſuffer death for rhe Theft ; and their own miſhap, who 
having plighted their Faith unto their Father for Benjamn's ſafe return, were compelled 


- ro falſifie the ſame'through this accident. And that which further increaſed their grief,

was, that when as they moſt of all hoped to be free from dangers, they were, * by for- 
runes envy, thruſt into fo great Calamity ;, confeſſing themſelves to be the Authors 
both bf their Father's, and this their Brother's misfortune ; in that they had never ceaſed 
ro-/importune and compel their Father ( although he were unwilling, and reſiſted ) to 
fend the Child with them. | | FT OY | 
''Now the Horfemen having laid hands on Berjamij, led him unto Foſeph, and his Brothers 
flowed him. Feſeph beholding his Brother in the other hands, and the reſt bemoaning 
hit rotind about «fig Have you, faid he ( O moſt wicked Men ) either ſo contemned 
my Hutnanity, or Gods Providence,. as that thou durſt attempt ſuch a hainous injury 
apainſt him who entertained you with hoſpirality, and diſmiſſed you with benefits? 


"To whom they anſwered, that they were ready to luffer puniſhment for Benjamin,calling 


again ro rheir remembrance, Joſeph's injuries, ſaying ; that he was happy who delivered 
by death from life was exempr from all calamities: and that, (if he lived ) God inflict- 
ed'thar plague on them for his ſake. They faid alſo, that they were the plague and 


great misfortune of their Farher, becauſe thar to the former ſorrow, which he had endur'd O 


ever ſince the time'of Joſeph's death, they had alſo annexed this new miſery : neither 
did Rewben defift toreproach them in bitter manner with the wickedneſs which they had 


committed. * 
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A committed. But Joſeph rold them that he diſmiſſed them all (ing that their innocence 
was proved to him ) and would be contented witch the Lads puniſhment : for ( ſaid he ) 
neither is it reaſonable that he ſhould be delivered for the fake of thoſe who have not 
offended : nor they puniſhed for him that hath done the Theft : He commatided then 
therefore to depart, and promiſed them ſafe conduct on their way. 


Whilſt all of chem were grievouſſy wounded with theſe words ( {o that ſcarcely 4 5. :8. ad 
one of them could ſpeak for forrow ) Juda ( who had perſuaded his Father ro ſend dais orator 


Benjamin with them, and who above the reſt was a Man of confidence ) purpoſed to ex- 
poſe himſelf to all danger in that reſolution to deliver his Brother : whereupon he ad- 
dreſſed himſelf ro Foſeph, and ſpake thus, My Lord ( {aid he ) we confeſs that we are all 


8 B ready to ſuffer puniſhment, though we have not all of us committed the offence, but only the 


youngeſt ; and though we fuppeſe his life to be almoſt deſperate, yet our only hope reſts in your 
goodneſs and clemency. We beſeech you therefore, that you will have compaſſios of us, and be 
pleaſed to take counſel, not of your juſt indignation, but your native goodneſs ; ſince tis proper 
to great minds, as yours is, to ſurmount thoſe paſſions, to which only vulgar Souls give way, 
and are wont to ſubmit. Confider, I pray you, whether it ſtand with your dignity to #11 thoſe, 
who preſent themſelves to be puniſhed,and defire in no ſort to live; except it be by the beneft of 
your mercy? Suffer not 7 oy ſelf to be deprived of this bonor, after you have delivered us 
from Famine, and liberally furniſhed us with Corn to carry to our Family, labouring under the 


unty Jeſeph

fame calamity. For *tis one and the ſame bounty to continue them in life, who are afflicted - 


C with Famine ; and not to take it from them, who have merited death; And yoa ſhall ſave 
thoſe whom you have fed ; and that life which you would not ſuffer to fail by Famine, reſtore 
and give again : whereby your clemency will be more commendable, whil'/t you give both life; 
and thoſe things likewiſe whereby life is maintained. Moreover, *1 rhink that God himſelf hath 
given you this occaſion to declare your virtue, that it may appear that you ſet lighter by the in- 
zuries offered unto you, than by your will to do good ; and that you are not only liberal to then 
who are poor and innocent, but merciful to thoſe that are guilty. For although it be a glorious 
thing to yield ſuccor in adverſities; yet 1s a Prince no leſs honoured by his clemency, eſpecially 
in a cauſe that concerneth his particular intereſt ; for if they that remit ſmall offences, are fol- 
lowed by deſerved praiſe ; what is it to reſtraint a Man's anger in a capital Crim? ? Doth it wot 
D very near approach the Divine clemency > And had I not good experience by Joleph's death, 
how grievouſly my Father taketh the want of his Children, 7 would not ſo earneſtly iatreat for 
bis ſafety who is ſo dear to him : or if I did, it ſhould be only to contribute to the praiſe of your 
clemency ; and were there not ſome to whom our death would bring both grief and diſcontent, 
we were willing all of us to ſuffer puniſhment. But now whereas we have not ſo much commi- 
ſeration of our ſelves ( though as yet we are but young, and have not much taſted the pleaſures 
of life ) as of our diſconſolate Parent, who is oppreſs d not only with Age, but Grief, we beſeech 


younot for your own ſakes,but for his,to grant us life,though at this day we are under your juſtice ; 


for our offence. Aſſuredly he is a good Man,and hath omitted nothing to render us like himſelf; 
worthy he is never to taſte or be tryed by any ſuch talamity,who now,through our alſence,is dif. 
E cruciated with care and ſorrow, Now if hs ſhould receive tydings of our death, and the cauſe 
thereof he will not endure any more to live : the infamy of our deaths will ſhorten hit days,and 
make his death by this means more unhappy ; yea rather than hear the rumor of our ſhame,he 
would defire to te beforehand. All theſe things conſidered ( although you are juſtly moved by 
this offence) remit the revenge unto our Father, and rather let your pity towards him, than 
our iniquity towards you, prevail. Grant this favor to his old age ; ſince if depriv'd of our 
preſence,he neither will;nor tan defire to live : yea;grant it to the very name of a Father where- 


with you are honoured your ſelf: ſo God, the Father of all men, will bleſs you in that nitime, and 
proſper your Family ; whom alſo you ſhall honor, if in reſpect of that common name, you take 
compaſſion of our Father, in conſidering the ſorrow that he ſhall endure, if he be deprived of 
F his Children. It now lieth in your power to give us that which you may deprive us of, by that

power which God hath given you : and in doing us this favour, you fhall imitate the Nature of 


God, and in this reſpet# become like unto him. For, frace it lieth in your power to do both the ,. _ wy 


one and the other,it were better you did good than evil; and contenting your ſelf with your woe. 


power, not remember then to urge your revenge : bat only think that your power was given you 
ro keep and preſerve men; and that the more:inercy you extend towards many; the more honor 
you redouble on your own head. Now it lieth in your power, by forgiving our Brothers error, to 
give us all life. For neither can we be ſafe except he be ſaved ; neither may we return home 
* wnto our Father except, he return; but here muſt we ſuffer whatſoever our Brother ſuffereth. Nei- 
ther do we crave any othet mercy at your hand if we be repulſed in this,but that you will inflit 
G one and the. ſame puniſhment on us, in no other manner, than as if we had been partakers of the 
Felony : for this were better for us,than thas we our ſelves through ſorrow, ſhould offer violence 
to our own Souls; I will not alledge or urge his youth;or judgment ,as yet unripe; neither ag F4 
z alleage. 
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alledge, that pardon 1s uſually granted to ſuch ; but here will T make an end, That whether pq 
we Lo.condemned, in that I have not ſufficiently pleaded his cauſe, or whether we be abſolved, 
we may wholly aſcribe this grace to your favour and clemency : to whoſe praiſe, this likewiſe 
ſhall be-ndded, That not only you have ſaved us, but alſo, ia pardoning us the puniſhment 
which we have juſtly deſerved, you have had more care of us, than we our ſelves. If therefore” 
it be your pleaſure to adjudge him to die, let me ſuffer for him, and ſend him back unto our 
Father or if it pleaſe you to retain him for your flave, I am more fit thaw he to do all 
ſorts of ſervices, as you may perceive ; and 1 am ready to ſuffer all that which 'may be in- 
fiked on meg. When Jada had ſpoken thus, he humbled himſelf at Fo/eph's feer, endea- 
vouring, as much as in him lay, to mollifie and appeaſe his anger : in like fort alſo all rhe 
other Brothers proſtratcd themſelves, oficring themſelves to dic for Benjamin. [ 
But Foſeph moved with pity, and unable any longer to perlonate a diſpleaſed Man, 
ſent away all thoſe that were preſent ; and being alone with them, diſcovered himſelf 


ut commend the piety and love which you bear unto your Brother which 1 find to be greater 
than I did expeit gathering my conjectures from thoſe things which in times paſt. have hapned 
unto me. For,to this end have 1 done all this,that\ \\might make trial of your brotherly affecti- 
on: whereof fiuce-you have given me a frznal proof, [ will not aſcribe that which you have Aone 
unto me t0 your aatures,but rather whelly to the Will of God,who hath at this preſent farniſhed 
you with all 7 hings which are profitable for you, and. I hope will hereafter give you greater 


things by his ſpecial grace. Seeing, therefore I underſtand my Fathers rather defired than ho- 
ped health, and find you to be ſuch as I defired you ſhould be towards your Brother, ] freely for- 
get thoſe injuries which in 1imes paſt were done unto me : rather making choice to give you 
thanks, as the Miniſters of God's Providence, that againſt this time provided for our common 
60d thin remembring your forepaſt malice. I therefore pray you, that forgetting thoſe things 
which are paſt, you will be of good courage, and rejoyce that it hath pleaſed God to produce a

mighty and famous for many Ages,and ſhall poſſeſs that Land,the Empire whereof I have pro- 
miſed them. Encourag'd and made confident by this dream, he more willingly haſtried 
p towards Fgypt with his ſons, and his Family, whoſe number amounted to Threeſcore and 
ten, Their names, in that they are ſomwhar hard, I ſhould not mention, were it not 
to latisfie ſome, who contend that we are Egyptians, and not Meſopotamians. The Sons ;.,.- ed 26 
of Jacob therefore are rwelvein number, of whom Joſeph came thither long before them, 7-6 with his 
The reſt are theſe with their Sons. Reaben had four Sons, Enoch, 'Phales, Aſſalon and. CORES 
Charmis. Simeon had ſix, Fumilas, Famin, Puthod, Fachen, Zoar and Zaar. ' Levi had alſo yd, TN 
three, Gelſem, Chaath, and Marari. Fuda had likewiſe three, Sala, Phares and Zara , 
with two Sons of Phares, Efron, and Amyr. Tſſachar had four, Thulas, Phruſas, Job and 
Samarov. Zabulon had three, Surad , Elon and Fanel. Theſe were the Children which 
Facob had by Leah, who alſo led with her Dinah her Daughter : The number of whom 
amounted to Thirty three. But Rache! had two Sons , of which the elder was called 
Foſeph, who had likewiſe two, Manaſſes, and Ephraim. Benjamin had ten, Boloſſus, Bacc4- 
ris, Aſabel, Gela, Naman, Tſes, Aros, Nompthis, Optatis and Sarod. Theſe fourtcen ad- 
ded to thoſe abovenamed , make up the number of Forty ſeven. And this was the le- 
gitimate iſſue of Facob. But by Bala, Racheſs Handmaid, he had Dan and Nepthalim ; 
this latter had four Sons, Elin, Gunnes, Sares and ZHelſim. Dan had only one Son called 
Uſs. Now if thele be added to the abovenamed, they make up the number of Fifty 
four. But Gad and Afer were born by Zelpha, Leah's Handmaid ; Gad was attended by 
ſeven Sons : Zophonias, Ugis, Sunis, Zabros, Erines, Erodes and Arnel. Aſſer had one 
[. daughter and ſix Sons, whoſe Names were Foarnes,Bſſus,Juba,Baris, Abars,Melmiel. Theſe 
D fifteen being added to the aforeſaid Fifty four, make up the number Seventy, rogether 7-3. 
with Jacob. Bur Foſeph underſtanding that his Father was at hand ( for Juda poſted be- {55% araoit 


eceaicd tor 
fore to give him notice thereof ) went out to meet him, and did fo, near a Town called bh ol 
Heros. Jacob was fill'd with ſuch extream and unexpected Joy, that he had almoſt expi- —_. 
red ; and that of Joſeph was little leſs. He defir'd his Father to march onwards by eaſie E===> 
journies, and taking with him his five Brethren, haſted unto the King, ſignifying unto 
him, that his Father with all his Family were Arrived. The King no fooner underſtood 
it, bur he joyfully asked Jofeph in what employments he rook delight : Who anſiver'd 
him, that his Exerciſe was in keeping of Cattel, and that he had no other 'Trade. This 
M anſwer he made, to the intent they might not bedivided one from another, but that li- 
ving all together, they mighttake care of their Father : Another Reaſon was, leſt emula- 
tion ſhould happen betwixt them and the Egyptians, if fo be they ſhould be Converſant 
in the ſame profeſſion ; whereas this people had little experience in the keeping of Cate 
tel. Now when Facob was brought into the King's praliincs, and had done him Reye- 730715 
rence, and pray'd God for the proſperity both of him and'his Realm, Pharoah ask'd him with Pharao;, 
how old he was? And he anſwer'd , that he was an hundred and thirty years old ; at —— 
which when the King admir'd,he added, rhat his Anceſtors had lived far longer. Then *#*92%%+ 
Pharoah appointed him andhis Sons to dwell in Z7elzopolrs, where alſo the King's ſhepherds 
had their paſtures. But the Famine increaſed in Egypt, and the calamiry was without re- 
medy, by reaſon that N7/us did not overflow the earth after it's uſual manner ; and on The famine in 
F the other ſide, God rained not upon the earth. Moreover, in rhat the ſterility was = 
; foreſeen, it was more grievous eſpecially to rhe Commonalty, who had laid up nothing, 
ncither did Joſeph give them Corn without ready money : Which when they began to 
want, they exchang'd their Cattle and Slaves for Corn ; and they that had Lands, fold a ;-.15,15, 2. 
portion thereof unto rhe King for their proviſion. And when by this means all theſe $I 
poſſeſſions came into the King's hands, they went to inhabit here and there , as they rhe King by 
could, ro the end that the King might be more aſſured of the poſſeſſion of their Land ; **mn* 
the Prieſts only were excepted, to whom the Lands which they had , remained intire. 
Finally, this neceſſity reduced both the minds and bodies of the whole Nation into ſer- 
vitude , after ſuch a manner, that they eſteemed no Labour or Means unſeemly, that 
G might ſerve them towards their ſuſtenance. But when the Famine ceas'd, and the earth 
water'd by the overflow of the River, began to recover her former fertiliry ; Joſeph 
viſiting every City of the Kingdom, and aſſembling the multitude in cyery one of them, 
G reſtored 
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Well 9%," ed them to manure the ſame in no worſe manner than they would do their own, on con- 
Kay: /'s dition to pay the fifth part unto the King, which was due unto him by his Prerogative and 
1653 , Kingly Right. ThePcoplerejoicing at this unexpected reſtitution, carneſtly intended and 
Tp comman. proſecuted their Tillage : And by this means, not only Joſeph's Authority, but alſo rhe 
Nah roP2Y. Pcoples Hearts were not a little-tied unto the King; and the Inheritahce of the kfth parr 
their Profits ro of the profits remained with the Kings that ſucceeded, and all their Poſterity. 


Hats iS pug. But Jacob, after he had lived 17 years in Egypt, ended his life in the arms of his Sons, 
::1, cap.8. having firſt prayed God to give them Prolperity and Abundance ; and propheſied, that 
every one of their Poſteritics ſhould attainto rhe Poſleſſion of a part of the Land of Clanaay, 
as in proceſs. of time it came to pals. Beſides, praiſing his Son Joſeph, for that forget- 
ting the Injuries done unto him, he had beſtowed divers Benefits on his Brethren, yea, 
and ſich as well beſeem'd his BenefaCtors, he commanded his Sons, that they ſhould ad- 
Gen. 49.33. mit Joſeph's Sons, Ephraim and Manaſſes, into their number, at ſuch time as they ſhould 


Ce divide the Land of Canaan, as hereaftcr it ſhall be declar'd. Laſtof all, he pray'd them to 


years old bury him in Hebron. He liy'd x50 years wanting three, being ſecond to none of his An- 
7acob is buried ceſtors in Piety, and obtain'd the ſame Bleſſing, in that he was a Man adorn'd with cqual 
mHrm. Vertues. Joſeph, by the King's permiſſion, tranſported his Fathers Body ro Hebron, and 
there buried it very magnificently. Bur his Brothers fearing ro return with himinto Fzypt, 
in that they ſuſpected leſt their Father being dead, he ſhould be revenged on them, 1n that 
they had not any Friend left alive, under whole Favour they might hope for pa:don, he 
commanded them, that laying their ſ{uſpitions adſic, they ſhould fear noevil : And having 
brought them back again with him, he gave them great Poſleſſions : Neither did he CVer 
Joſ-py Gieth "Ceaſe to entertain them with brotherly Kindneſs. Bur he likewiſe died, when he had liv'd 
110 years old. ITO YEAarsz a Man endow'd with admirable Vertue, prudent in all Afﬀairs, and moderate 
in his Govertiment : By which mcans it came to pals, that neither his forcign Birth, nor 
his Calamities, whereof we have ſpoken, did any ways hinder him, but that he was ex- 
Gen. 55.22, ad Alxed and continued in high Dignity. Thereſt of his Brothers alſo, having ſpent their 
26. . Ives in Happinels, died in Egypt, whole Bodies their Sons and Nephews tranſported and 
tranſlated imo buried in ZZebron ; but Foſeph's Bones were afterwards tranſlated by the Hebrews into Ca- 
SO naan, at {uch time as they departed out of Egypt into Canaan ; for hereunto had he 
bound them by an Oath. But being obliged ro declare rhis, and orher actions of this Na-

Hedio & Rift. Brews, and enyying their Happinels, they were very evilly diſpoſed toward them. For ſce- 
5, cap. ing the Race of the /ſraelites flouriſh and abound 1n Riches, which they got by their La- 
&c. *'  bour and Induſtry, they conceiv'd an Opinion that their advancement and increaſe, would 
por rf 0iih® be the overthrow and decreaſe of the Fgyprians ; ſo that at length they forgot the Be- 
wards the He- nefits whith Joſeph had done to them : And after the Royalty was tranſported into ano- 
| ther Family, they committed divers Outrages againſt the /ſrae/ites, and complotred againſt 
them in what manner they might more grievouſly afflict them. They enjoyn'd them there- 

yers. 11. fore to cut Nilus intodivers Trenches, and to environ their City with Walls, and to build 
no Row of Fortifications and Banks, whereby the Inundations of the River might be diverred. They 
ſerynude. alſo employ'd our Nation in building their high and Fain Pyramides, compelling them to 
learn divers Arts, and to accuſtom themſelves to en Labour ; and in ſuch Afﬀlictions 


liv'd the 1ſraelites for the ſpars of 400 years, the Egyptians ſtudying nothing elſe but to xy 


The Prophecy VEX them With continual Labour, and our Countrymen endeayouring always to ſurmount 
ny %- all theſe Difticuties. Living in this eſtate, there grew afterwards another occaſion,which 
| inſtigated them. the more to ſeek the ruine and deſolation of our Nation. For one of the 
Sacred Secretaries ( to whole PrediCtions thoſe kind of People do very much attribute) 

forctold the King, that abour that time there ſhould be One born among the 7/raelires, 

that ſhould grievouſly afflict the eſtate of the Egyptians, and wonderfully enhance the 

Glory of the ſraclites, and {urpaſs all other in Vertue, and purchaſe to himſelf immoral 

Glory, if to be he ſhould attain no Man's Eſtate. Wherewith the King being greatly ter- 

pr410 fied, publiſhed an Edit, by the advice of this Secretary, that whatſoever Male-child 
wandcd tha all ſhould be born among the {/raelites, it ſhould be caſt intothe River to be drown'd ; he

He Enactcd allo a Law with a penalty, that if any ſhould be ſo bold to con- AN 
ceal their Children, both they and all their Family ſhould be put to death, Great was 21a hog 
their Calamity, pot only becauſe they were deprived of their Children, and the Parents 4/9 17s 
themſelves made the Miniſters to murther their own Children ; but al{o becauſe they ag) 
foreſaw hereby, the certain and infallible extirpation of their whole Nation, by reaſon 
that when the Children were ſlain, the Parents themſelves, not long after, were aſſured **%*+ * > 4. 
to die : thus lamented they in themlelyes rhe extreme misfortune whereinto they were 
fallen. But no man whatſoever, though he complot never ſo many Stratagems, can re- 
ſiſt-the Will of God. For both the Child, of whom the Sacred Secretary had fore-pro- 
pheſied, was ſecretly brought up undiſcovered by the Kings Spies ; and proved by the 2mm, 

3 events of his Life, that he was no falſe Prophet. Amram, an Hebrew bora, and a Noble Moſes Father, 
Man among(t his Nation, fearing both the publick Peril, leſt the whole Nation ſhould be mercifui to 
be brought to nothing by the want of Ifſue ; and his own private Misfortune, whoſe OR 
Wiſe at home was big with Child, and ready to lie down, was troubled in his Mind, and 
uncertain what to do, For which caule he made his recourſe unto God, beſeeching him 
that at rhe length he would have Mercy on that People by whom only he had been per- 
petually honoured ; and that it would pleaſe him to bring to an end the preſent afflicti- 
on, which threatned the whole Nation with utter Ruin and Deſtruction. God being 
moved to Mercy by his moſt humble Prayer, appeared to him in a Dream, and comforted 

' him, commanding him to be of good Courage, telling him, 'That he had in Memory the 

C Piety of his Anceltors, and that he would reward them for it, eyen as in times pat he 
had been gracious to their Fore-fathers. For it was he that had increaſed their Poſte- 
rity, and multiplied them to ſo mighty a Nation, that by his favour 4braham departing 
alone out of Meſopotamia into Canaan, beſides other Felicities, had Iſſue by his Wife thar 
was formerly barren, and left ample Poſſeſſions to his Succeflors : to Tmael, Arabia; to 
Chetura's Children, Trog/ottite ; and to Iſaac, Canaan. Nor could they ever forget with- 
out Impiety and Ingratitude, the attempts alſo which were happily atchieved in War by 
his Aſhiſtance ; that Jacob's Name is renowned amongſt Foreign Nations, both in reſpect 
of the Felicity wherein he lived, and that which by hereditary Right he left to his Po- 
ſterity ; who taking their Original from 70 Men that accompanied their Father into Ezypr, 

D were now increaſed ro the number of 600000: and vr 2 him that now alſo, he 
would take care of them all in general, and of him in particular. That this Child, for 
fear of whoſe Nativity, the Egyprzans have condemned all the Hebrews Children to death, 
ſhould be born ta him : that he ſhould not be diſcovered by the conſtituted Spies; and 
having eſcaped beyond all expectation, ſhould he be brought up, and in due time deli- 
ver the Hebrews from the Thraldom of the Egyptians, and obtain an eternal Memory for 
this his famous Action, nor only amongſt his own Nation, bur alſo amongſt Strangers : 
that he ſhould alſo have a Brother, that ſhould deſerve both in himſelf, and in his Poſteri- 
ty, to inherit the Prieſthood for ever. After theſe things were declared in a Viſion unto Ea. 2 1,2, 3, 
Amram, he awak'd, and told it to his Wife Fochabel; and notwithſtanding the PrediCtion Meſs vith. 

E of this Dream, their Suſpition and Fear the rather increaſed more and more; for they 

M were not only penſive in reſpect of their Child, bur alſo by reaſon that the future grear 

good fortune that was promiſed them, ſeemed incredible. - Burt foon after, rhe Woman 
being brought to Bed, gave credit to the Oracle, haying had fo caſie and gentle a Labor, 
that the beguiled the Overſeers and Spies, in that ſhe felr nane of thoſe Throes which 
commonly affli& ſuch as are in Labour : fo that ſhe nouriſhed the Infant three Months 
ſecretly it her Houle, without being in any ſort diſcovered. Bur afterwards, Amram fear- 
ing to be {urprized, and doubting leſt he thould incur the Kings diſpleaſure, if the mar- 
rer were diſcover'd, whereby both he, and the Child ſhould be made away, and Gods 
Promiſes ſhould be fruſtrate, he choſe rather wholly to commit the ſafery of his Son to 
F his Providence, ſuppoſing that if the Boy were hidden, which notwithſtanding would 
N be hard to effect, yer it would be troubleſom unto him to live in continual peril both of 
his own and his Son's Safety : morcover, he thought that God would provide ſome means 
of Preſervation, to the intent that nothing of that which he had forerold, might be pro- 
ved falſe. Having taken this Reſolution, they prepared and made a C » ©; 
after the manner of a Couch, ſo great, thar it was ſufficient to lay the Child at caſe ; 
and having pitched it on every fide, leſt the water ſhould pierce the ſame, they put rhe 
Child into it, and ſuffering him to float along the Stream, committed him to the Mercy 
of God,. Whilt in this manner it was born down by the Stream, Mariam, the Siſter of ,,.77*;., 
the young Infant, by her Mothers command, went along the Bank on the other ſide of the Flood.

who for thcir Profit, and particular Security, ſeck the Ruin and DeſtruQtion of ethers H 
with never ib much Subtilty, Care and Diligence, yet are oftentimes deceivin their 
Expectations : And that rhey that {ubmit their Wills unto Gods Will, are ſecured from 
all Wrongs by ſuch ntcans as were never thought on, as may moſt manifeſtly be per- 
ccived by this Child. | 

Thermuthis, the King's Daughter, walking along the River ſide; eſpied this Basket car- 
ried away by the courle of the Stream, and preiently commanded certain Swimmers to 


be fetch it ro Land, and bring it before her : who executing her Command, ſhe opened the 


taken out of thc 


Basket, and beheld the Child ; who, in that he was fair and well featured, did greatly 
delight her. Thus God fo loved and favoured Moſes, that he cauſed him both to be 
nouriſhed and brought up by them, who, for fear leſt he ſhould be born, had decreed to 1 
deſtroy all the reſt of the Race of the Zebrews. Thermuthis therefore commanded them 
to fetch her a Nurſe who might give the Child ſuck : who refuſing the ſame, as all other 
Nurles did that were ſent for to fuckle him, Mariam, as if by good fortune, and not of 
{et purpoſe, ſhe had light into their company, began to ſpeak thus unto Thermuthis : In 
waia ( laid the ) O Princeſs, doſt thou ſtrive to give this Babe ſuck by any but an Hebrew 
Nurſe, for he will wot accept it : for if thou call unto thee a Nurſe of the ſame Nation, and 
agreeable with his Nature, doubtleſs he will take the Nipple. This Speech of hers being both 
heard, and plauſibly accepted, rhe Princeſs commanded her to bring her an Zebrew Woman 
that gave ſuck ; which ſhe diligently performing, returned, and brought her Mother with 
her, whom none of the Alliſtants knew ; and who prefenting her Breaſt unto the Child, 
he willingly took the dug ; ſo that upon the Princels command, the ſuckling of the Child 
was wholly committed unto her. By reaſon of this accident, and for that he was caſt 
into the River, he was called Moſes ; for the Egyptians call water, Mo ; and ſaved, Yles ; 
{o this Name, compoſed of theſe two words, was impoſed on this Child ; who afterwards 
{ without Exceptions ) became rhe -wiſeſt Man among the Hebrews, according as God 
had forctold : He was the ſeventh after 4braham; for he was Amrams Son, and Amram 
Son unto Cathrs, and he to Levi, and Levi to Facob ; who was the Son of Tfaac, who was 
the Son of Abraham. He had a Judgment riper than his Age; for even amongſt his 
childiſh Delights, he ſhewed himſelf more diſcreet than all his Equals; and whatſoever 
he did, it gave Teſtimony, that at ſuctrtime as he ſhould attain to Mans Eſtate, he would 
be capable of great things. When he was bur three years old, God adorned and endowed 
him with an admirable beauty. He was ſo fair and amiable, that there was not any, how 
auſtere and inhuman ſoever, but in beholding him, would be aſtoniſh'd. Yea, divers who 
met him, as he was carried through the Streets, turned themſelves about to behold him, 
and intermitted rheir other Afﬀairs,. only to look upon him ; for the admirable beauty of 
this Infant, did ravith' all thoſe that ſaw him. Whence it came to pals, that Thermuthis, 
in that ſhe had no other Iſſue, adopted him for her Heir; and carrying him to the King 
her Father, ſhe.preſented him to him, ſaying, 7hat ſhe was careful of a Succeſſor, by reaſon 
God had not vouchſafed him to have any Iſue ; for '( laid ſhe) 7 have brought up this Infant 
no leſs excellent in Wit, than divine in Beauty, having received him miraculouſly from the \, 
River Nilus, and have decreed to adopt him my Child, and to eftabliſh him as Succeſſor to thee 
in thy Ki:zdom. This ſaid, ſhe delivered the Infant into her Father's Arms; who, after 
he had embraced and hugged:him ar his Breaſt (to give his Daughter the more content) 
he pur his Diadem upon the Child's Head : . but Moſes pulling it from his Head, after a 
childiſh manner; caſt it on the ground, and ſpurned it with his Feet; which Act of his was 
{uppoſed ominous to the Realm, and dangerous for the King. Whereupon the ſacred 
Secretary ( who had foretold, that his Nativity would be the deſtruction of the Egypri- 
ans) willed them to kill the Child, crying out with a loud Voice, to the King, after rhis 
manner: O Xing, this Child, by whoſe death God promiſeth us Security hath already confirmed 
the Preſage,inſulting over thy Kingdom, and Jpurning thy Diadem : Take from the Egyptians xx 
that fear which they haze concetved of him, by his death ; and from the Hebrews that hope 
which. they build on his Courage and Life. But Thermuthis haſtily conveyed him thence,and 
the King was inot overforward to lay hands on him, by reaſon that God diſpoſed all things 
in this manner, in:that he had a” care of Moſes's Preſervation. He was therefore very 
carefully brought-up ; and by reaſon of. him, the 7/ebrews in general were repleniſhed 
with good hope; 'bur by the Eaypciaes, his Education both was ſufpeCted- and grudged 
ar ; 'yct by reaſon. thar if the Lad ſhould have been ſlain, rhere was not any one, either 
akin, or adopted, that could pretend to the Succeſſion of the Crown of Egypt, they ab- 


. . ſtained from-his ſlaughter. Being therefote. thus born and brought up, when he increa- 


{ed in years, he evidently, by his Vertuc, made it known unto the Egyptians, that he was 
born to abaſe their Pride, and to cxalt the Hebrews, by this occaſion which enſaeth. The

Ethiopians proud with this gapd fortune,inſtantly purſued them : and ſuppoſing it a cow- The Z2yptrars 

ardly part, not to take the benefit of their preſent good fortune, and conceiving ari al- 2:40am. = 
ſured hope of conquering Fgypt, they enter'd the Country, anil generally waited the 
ſame : and having taſted of the {weernefs of pillage, withour any temper or modcrati- 
on int their Victory, they were encouraged to attemPt greater matters. And whercas 

B they perceived, that having waſted all the Neighbour-regions, no man durſt fally out, to 
encounter them! in Arms, they marched forward roward Memphis, even to the Sea, arri- 
ving ncar no City that had the heart, or durſt make head againſt them. By which cala- 
mities, the Egyptians being much oppreſſed, they {end one to ask counfel of rhe Oracle, 
by what means they might redreſs their miſeries ; and when an anſwer was given them, 

7 hat they ſhout chooſe an Hebrew to aſſiſt them in the Wars , the King commanded his 
Daughter to give them Meſes; who, togerher with the Empire, might govern the whole 
Army. She taking an Oath of the King, that no injury or violence ſhould be offered 
him,delivered him into his hands; eſteeming it to be a great good fortune for Moſes,that 
he was called to the fuccor of her Country : and, on the other ſide,blaming the Prieſts, 

C Who werenot aſhamed to demand his aid and aſſiſtance, whom they had adjudged to be The zgyprians 
ſlain as their common Enemy. Bur Moſes, exhorted by Thermuthrs, and the King, wil- Wir Gp © 
lingly cook the charge upon him. Whereat the Prieſts of both Nations were very joy- tn 
ful : for the Fgyp1ians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their 
Enemies,thzy afterwards might more eaſily diſpatch and murther him, by ſome, treaſonable 
and ſiniſter means ; and the Zebrews conceived an hope, that they might get out of Fgypt, Moſer marcheth 
by reafon that Moſes was the General of the Army. Moſes therefore making haſte, before Kr hrepicns, 
ſuch rime as the Enemies had any notice that he was diſlodged, he levied his Army, and 
conducted them, not along the Banks of the River, but through the main Land ; wherc- 
in he made manifeſt his moſt admirable prudence. For the journey by Land being very 

D dangerous, by reaſon of the multirude of Serpents (which the Country thereabours 
breeds of all forts, and fome of that kind,thar the like thereof are nor ſecn in any other 
place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and ſome winged ones,who not only 
oftend thoſe rhat they-encounter on the carrh very privily,bur alſo rowre very high inthe 
Air, and hover about ro hurt thoſe that are nor aware of rhem ;) he, for the ſecurity of 
his Army, and to the end he might march without any inconvenience, invented this 
marvellous and admirable ſtratagem : He cauſed two Paniers of Sedge to be made, in 
form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called 7bis, who are mortal Enemies 
to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flec ; and ſometimes, in flying from them 
like Harts,they are laid hold of, and ſwallowed by them. Otrherwile theſe Birds are ma- 

FE naged and made tame,and are not harmful to any but to Serpents: of whom 1 will now 
ceaſe to write any further,becauſe thet5reeks do already know whar kind of Bird it is. | 

When therefore he arrived in the Country of Serpents, he let flic his 74s againſt the The Vidory | 
venomous Beaſts, and made ule of them ro encounter the other. And having marched is, Yan 
in this ſorr, he ſurprized the Ethioptans, before they fuſpefted him; and ſuddenly char- had ag2init the 
ging them, he overcame them in Battel, ſpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer 
Egypt : and entring the Towns-of Erhiopia,he razed them, and made a great ſlaughrer of 
the Inhabitants. The Egyptian Army having taſted this happy ſucceſs under the conduct 
of Moſes, omitted not the purſuit ; eſpecially, for that they ſaw that the Frhiopzans were 
well nigh conquered, or rather wholly deſtroyed : and. in the end having driven them $-b-rheir Chief 

F even to Saha, the chief City of Ethiopia (which Cambyſes called Meroe, for the love eats 
which he bore unto his fiſter, who was ſo called) they beſieged them. The City was 
ſtrong, and'very hard to be aſſailed by reaſon of the River Nilus which environs it 
round about : on the other ſide, the Rivers of 4/tapus and Aſ/taobora,flow in fo fiercely, 
that they could'neirher break the courſe of the water, nor wade over the ſtream : for 
the City is built in an Iſland, environed with a ſtrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts bertwixt the Rivers and the Walls built,ro reſiſt the inundations of the waters : 
by reaſon whereof, that rhe City could be very hardly taken, although the oppoſite Ar- 
my had found means to paſs the water. Now, when Moſes was much troubled that his Gs 
Army profited nothing,by reaſon thar rhe Enemy durſt not encounter them in open field, £9; if x5:

They accuſed him therefore of Murther bc- 
fore the King, who alrcady of himlelt had him in ſuſpition, as well through the hatred 


he bare him tor his noble carriage and courage, whilſt he was General, as alſo through 


Exod.

For whercas the Region is much troubled with want of watcr, the Shep- 

herds had a cuſtom, to ſtrive which of them ſhould firſt poſſeſs the Pits, for tear leſt the 

water would be quite conſumed by others, before they and their Cattel had quenched 

their thirſt. To this Fountain therefore there came ſeven Virgins, which were Daugh- 

ters of Rague/, otherwile called Jethro, the Pricſt (whom the Inhabitants of that place 

held in great eſtimation) who had the charge to attend their Fathers flocks ; for that is 

the exerciſe wherein the 7 rog/odites arc wont to employ their Women. Theſe haſted to 

1 wera6. 2719, draw ſufficient water for their flocks into the Troughs, expreſly made to reccive the wa- 
Re ter ; and when in the mean time the ſhepherds came and turprized them,and drove away 
Wi apeinſt | the Virgins,to the end they might be Maſters of the water, Moſes judging it a ſhame to 
"© himlelfto ſuffer this outrage, drove away the ſhepherds, who would have enjoyed that 
which appertained not unto them, and gave a juſt aſliſtance to the diſmayed Maidens ;

who, as ſoon as they were returned ingo their Fathers preſence, rold him the outrage M4 


that was done them by the ſhepherds, and the help that they found by the hands of a 

ſtranger, beleeching him that the courteſie which he had thewn unto them,might not be 

forgotten, bur that he might receive ſome roken of gratitude. The Father commending 

his Daughters thankfulneſs cowards their Benefactor, commanded them to bring Moſes 

into his preſence, to the end he might thank him according as he deleryed. As ſoon as 

he was come, Rague/ told him, That his Daughters had given him to underſtand,how kind- 

ly he had aſliſted them : and having his vertue in admiration, he ſaid, that he had not ad-

good fortune at Jethro's hands (for ſuch was Ragael s Sirname) he abode there with him 

and attended his flocks.Burt nor long after he led his Catrel to graze ncar the Mountain 

Sinai, which is the higheſt of all thoſe thar arc in that quarter, and good for Paſturage, 

by reaſon of the wholtom Herbs that grow thercabours : which notwithſtanding was not 

fe upon before rhattime, becauſe the ſhepherds durſt not frequent ir, in regard of an 

opinion of thole that dwelt in that Country, That God inhabired thar Mountain. There

Moreover, that hc 

ſhould uſe thele ſigns before all Men, to the end (faith God) that all may belicve,that 

being ſent by me, thou doeſt all this according ro my Commandment. Furthermore, I 

enjoyn thee, That without any further delay, rhou haſte into Egypt ; and that thou tra- 

vel day and night, without loſing time,withourt delaying any more, to {uccour the poor 

Hebrews, gricvoully aiflited in Egypt. Moſes having no caule to diſtruſt that which God 
E had promiſed him, and being confirmed by thele things, whereof he was both an eyC- 

witnels and hcarer, he prayed God, that if there. were any occaſion to exprels the like 

power in Egypt, he would vouchſafe to further the effect : beſceching him further, that 

he would not conceal his name from him,to whom he had participated the hearing of his 

voice,and the ſight of his preſence : rhar it might pleaſe him therefore to declare unto 

him his name, to the end, that when he ſhould offer ſacrifice unto him, he might call up- 

on the ſame. - God declared unto him his name, which before time had been concealed 

among(t Men, and of which allo it is not lawful for me to ſpeak. Moſes wrought theſe 

ſigns notonly at that time, bur alſo when or whereloeyer he thought ir requiſite : by all 

which he gave further credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and aſſured him- $ 
F (elf, that God would behis favourable Defender, that he would deliver his Brethren, and Hedio Rufi- 

involve the Egyptians in great calamities. And after that he underſtood, rhat Pharoab all to. © 'T 

King of Egypt was dead (during whole lite, he fled from thence) he requeſted Ragye!, 

to give him leave to depart into Egyp?,for the profit of thoſe of his Nation ; and taking 

with him Sephora (who was Raguels Daughter, and his marricd Wife) and Ger/o» and 

Eleazar, his Children, which he had by her, he departed into Egypt. Now this name of 

Gerſon,in the ZZebrew Tongue,fignifieth Foreigp : and FEleazar ſignifierh favoured by God; 

in memory, that Moſes had eſcaped from amongſt the Egyptians, by the aſtiſtance of the 

God of his Fathers. And as he approached near the Mountains, Aaron, his Brother, by cap. 4 v. 5.

God had in that place with him ; andthe ſigns in particular which had been ſhew'd unto

{truſt orreſiſt the Will of God. The King hearing this, began to mock him : but Moſes 
made him ſee,in eftec&t,the ſigns which he had ſhewed ncar the Mountain of Sizai. Bur 
the King, inſtead of being mov'd therewith, waxed angry, and grievouſly reviled him ; 
accuſing him, for that in times paſt he fled away, for fear to be ſlain in Ezypt,and at this 
preſent returned thither, under a {ubrile pretext,cloaking his Craft with Magick and In- 
chantment, the more to afiright him. And at the ſame inſtant he called into his preſence 
the Prieſts of Fgyp?,to ler him ſce thoſe ſigns,and to make it manifeſt, that the Egyptians j- 
were $kill'd in thoſe Sciences ; and that he alone was not Maſter in thoſe things , the 
which he boaſted to perform by Gods power, but that they were deceits and ſhadows of 
maryels, to deceive the multitude. Whereupon the Prieſts caſt down their Rods, and 
they became Serpents. Moſes being moved herewith, ſaid, O Xing, I deſpiſe not the wiſ- 
dom of the Egyptians ; but [ proteſt,that that which I have done,doth ſo far ſurpaſs all their 
Magick and Art, as there is d;fference between druine and humane things. 1 will therefore 
».. Jhew you, that that which 1 dogis not by Inchantment,nor with a falſe appearance of verity,but 
Meſzs Rod de- by the providence and power of God. "This ſaid, he caſt his Rod on the ground,command- 
_—_ ing it to change it ſelf into a Serpent: whereupon it obeyed, and wandring here and 
Exyp7zanr. there, it devourcd all thz Rods of the Feyptians, which ſeemed to be fo many Serpents ;

New i form; bur the King being never the more aſtoniſhed (bur the rather incenſed at rhar 
more grievous which was done) f{aid, That this wiſdom and ſubtilty of Mokes,which he fed in diſgrace of 
the Egyptians, /hould profit him nothing. He commanded therefore the Overſeer of the 
Works,who had the Government of the Febrews, that he ſhould remic nothing of their 
labour,but that he ſhould oppreſs them with more tedious and grievous tasks than they 
were wont to be put unto : whereupon (where he was wont to allow them ftraw, to 
make their 'Tyle with) he forbare, after that rime, to give them that allowance ; and 
raxing them in the day-time to follow their work, he appointed them by night to ſeek 
their ſtraw, doubling thereby the weight of their former Labour. Notwithſtanding all 4 
this, Moſes would neither defift from his purpoſe, in regard of the Kingsthreatning, or 
the continual cry of his Coumrymen,neither was he in any fort diſmayed thereat ; bur 
Exod 6.6. 4 , . 
Muſe; once more With a confident and undaunted mind, he reſolutely proceeded to reſtore his Country- 
py ae men to their defired liberty. He therefore once again addrefs'd to the King, perfwading 
the Hebrews. him to diſmiſs rhe Hebrews,to rhe end they might repair to Mount $7naz,and facrifice to 
God in that place : For no leſs (faith he) hath he commanded, neither can any reſiſt his 
Will. That whilſt God was yet favourable to him, his own intereſt oblig d him to grant the 
people the liberty which he demanded. That if he deny'd the ſame,he could not accuſe him as 
the cauſe of the Calamities which he ſhould draw upon himſelf by his diſobedience when he ſhould 
ſee himſelf without Children,the Air,Earth,and all the other Elements become Enemies to him, 
and Miniſters of the Divine Vengeance. That nevertheleſs the people of the Hebrews ſhould 
(in deſpite of their reſiſtance) depart out of their Country; but the Egyptians ſhould not eſ- 
cape the puniſhment of their hardneſs of heart. The King deſpiſed theſe words of Moſes, 
and would not be preyailed upon, wherefore moſt grievous Plagues fell upon the Land of 
Ezypt;all which I will particularly ſer down,by reaſon that ar that time the Fgyprians ſuf- 
fered thoſe things, which never before hapned to any other People; and likewiſe that I 
may manifeſt, that Moſes erred not in any of his Predictions: and beſides, for that ir is 
The firſt Plague expedient for Men to learn and do thoſe things which arc agreeable ro Gods Will, for 
one 27 fear leſt he being provoked and incenſed againſt them, ſhould puniſh them for their inju- 
ncd into blood. ſtice, For firſt of all, by rhe commandment of God, the River of Ni/us was turn'd into O 
© Blood, neither was it impoſlible for them to drink of it (notwithſtanding they had no 
other Fountain of water) neither was the water only coloured like blood, but when 
2 any 
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A any one drank thereof, it cauſed in him divers pains and gripings. Such was the water RALLY 
to the Exyptians, but to the Hebrews it ſeemed good and {weet in taſte, without any wt, - + 4g 
ways changing the Nature thereof: Hereupon the King ( not knowing what to do, 7 = 4h 
and-ſeeing this ſtrange accident, and being afraid, in behalf of his Subjects ) permitred | 

the Z7ebrews to depart. But no ſooner was this Plague ceaſed, bur he preſently changed 

his Mind, arid would not permit them liberty to go away. For which cauſe, God ( fee- 

ing his Ingratitude, and that he would not be warned, notwithſtanding he had delivered ,_, _ 
him from the former Calamity ) inflicted another Plague upon the Fgyptians. He ſent 1nother Plague 
at! infitire number of Frogs among them, which cover'd the whole Countrey; and the ***# 

© River was fo ſtored with them, that they that drew water to drink, found ir altogether 
B infected with the Putrefaftion of them, dying and rotting in the waters ; ſo that the 

whole Country was full of filthy Mud, by reaſon of the Frogs that dyed on the ſame. 
They corrupted alſo their Meats, entring into their Houles, amidſt their Meat and Drink, 
and creeping in their Chambers ; from whence an odions ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the: 
multitude of Frogs that lay dead. Now when the Egyptians ſaw themſelves fo ſore 
prelied with thete Evils, the King commanded Moſes to depart with the H7ebrews,whither 
he pleas'd. And as ſoon as he had ſpoken this, the multitude of Frogs vaniſhed, and 
appcared no more, neither on the Earth, nor in the Water, but they retained their ac- 
cultomed Nature. No ſooner was the Earth delivered from this Curſe, but Pharaoh for- 
got the cauſe thereof, and retained the Hebrews ſtill : and (as if he deſir'd to experiment 
© yer greater Miſcries) he denied them that Liberty which before he had granted them, ra- | 
ther out of fear than good will. For this cauſe, God once again punithed his falſhood, 1 hi” 
by ſending him another Plague: for a multitude of Lice {warmed .on the bodies of the P25 *t Lice. 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miſerably devoured; neither could they exter- 
* minate that Race cither by Bathings or UnCtions. "The King troubled with this Calami- 
ty, and fearing the ruin of his People, and berhinking him of the ſhameful end there- 
of, was conſtrained to permit the People: to depart : bur (after the Plague was appea- 
{ed ) he required, that they ſhould leave their Wives and Children. behind them for 
Pedges, till they return : and by this-means he provoked: God's Wrath more heavily 
againſt him, -in that he ſuppoſed to delude-his Providence, as if it had not been God, 
D who ( in the ZZebrews behalf ) had puniſhed them, bur. Moſes, that had plagued the Egys 
Ptians, '' For God filled their Country with divers forts -of Inſects ( the like whereof, 7: +. 
beſore that time, had not been ſecn there ) which cover:d'the Earth, that it became deſo- Plague, veno- 
late and untilled, and many Perſons'dy!d by. them ; and thoſe that remain'd alive, they * _— 
were infected with the Poyſon exhaling from the number of dead and ſick Bodies.

He therefore commanded Moſes, to lead 
away the Hebrews with their Wives ; bur that they ſhould leave rheir Subſtance behind 
them for a Prey to the Fgyptians, to recompenſe them for what they had loſt. Moſes 
anſwered, That he demanded an unjuſt thing, fence that hereby they would not have wherewith 
to offer Sacrifice ta God, Now while the time pals'd in thele Conſultations, a moſt diſmal , _ _ 
darkneſs overſpread the Land of Egypt, by reaſon of which, many perilh'd after ſundry The ninth 
manners, and others fear'd to run the ſame fate, living in the moſt diſconſolate condition ov Dark- 
imaginable. This darkneſs being diſperſed, after three days, and fo many nights, Moſes 
lecing that Pharaoh would nor repent, nor let the People of 1ſrae! depart, came unto

commandeth you to ſuffer the Hebrews to depart ) there is no means, whereby you may be ex+

as he had commanded his Sons. But the Egyptians repented that they had ſuffer'd the He- Exypr. 
brews to depart : The Kingalſo was very much moy'd ; ſuppoſing,that which was fallen jm,c514. i 
upon them, had hapned by Moſes's Inchantments; and it was concluded to perſue them. Ihe £539” 
They therefore arm'd, and furniſh'd themſelves with all their abiliments of War, intend- wews. 
ing to purſue them, with the intent to bring them back,if they overrook them ; for they ſaid, 
that God would no more be diſpleas'd againſt rhem,for that already they had given them 
leave to depart. They hoped likewiſe very eaſily to bring them under ſubje&tion, becauſe 
they were all of them diſarm'd,and wearied with Travel. And having inquir'd which way © _ 
they held , they haſted to follow them, although they knew the Region was very hard to } > bp orb 
Travel in; not only for thoſe that were to march in Troops, but alſo for thoſe that were thorow?1e/t-ne 
to journey one by one. Now Moſes conducted them this way,to the end,thar if the Feypti- 
ans ſhould repent of their diſmiſſion, and haſten to purſue them, they might receive the 
reward of their wickednels,and the breach of their promiſe. He choſethis way likewile, 
leaſt the Philiſtines ſhould underſtand their departure, by reaſon they were diſpleas'd 
againſt the ZZebrews,upon an ancient grudge which they bear them; and Paleſtine confines 
and borders upon Egypt: Wherefore he led them not by the way that dire&tly leadeth thi- 
ther,but he intended to bring them intoCanaan,by conduQting them far about,and thorow 
many calamities; to the end,that afterwards he might lead them ro Mount Sinaj,there to 
offer Sacrifice,according to Gods commandment. As ſoon as the Egyptians overtook the The ijrarite; 
Iſraelites, they prepar'd themſelves to fight, truſting to the number which they had : For ty ric z53prian 
with them, there ſerved 600 Chariots,with 50000 Horſemen,and 200000 armed Footmen. juni, ind 
They alſo ſtopped the paſſages where they thought the Hebrews might eſcape, encloſing 5: 
them betwixt unacceſſibleRocks,and the Sea : On which place there abutteth aMountain, ***'*'* 
unfrequentcd, by reaſon of the dangerouſneſs of the way 3 and by this means they ex- 
cluded them from all hope of eſcape,or flight : For on the onefide they were ſhut in by 
the Mountain,that extended it ſelf even to the Sea : And on the other f{ide,by their Camp, 
pirched and embarrelled before their faces, to cut them off from the Champion, if ſo be 
they intended to flie that way. Seeing therefore that they were in no ſecurity, bur were 
hemmed in by the ſtraitne(s of the place,and by reaſon of want of proviſion, could not 
endure a ſiege, nor yetfind any ways to flie from their Enemies ; ncither, although they 
greatly defird to fight, had they means to defend themſclves,becauſe they were difarm'd. 


Finally, perceiving that there was no hope of ſafety left them, but only by their abject 


x ſubmiſſion, they began to accuſe Moſes ; forgetting thoſe Prodigies which God had done , 7+ 1, 12.

to ſer them ar liberry : And their incredulity proceeded fo far, that they were upon the ofthe 1#actzes 

point to ſtone Moſes, and voluntarily to yield themſelyes ſubject to their former Thral. qr ononoty 

dom. For they were much moy'd by the Tears of their Wives and Children,who expect- | 

ed nothing bur death,ſeeing themſelves begirt with Rocks, Seas,and Soldiers, and left de- 

ſtirute of all hope of flight. But although the multitude were exaſperated againſt Moſes, 

yet ceaſed he not to take care of them,and to have recourſe to God ; recounting to them 

what he had ſaid in times paſt,touching their deliverance ; and affuring them, that after 

{o many Miracles, God would not ſuffer them to be ſubjeted or overthrown by their 

Encmies. And ſtanding up in the midſt of them, he ſaid, If your affairs had hitherto been . po.1z. 
F maxaged by Men only,it were not amiſs = to diſtruſt them, leſt hereafter they ſhould not aſer oO. 

bring them to their determined and your defired iſſue. But in that at this time you diſtruſt the therrrultin&od 

Providence of God, this ſheweth you to be without ſenſe,or underſtanding ; conſidering it is he 

that hath-made you ſee all thoſe things which he promiſed you by me,concerning your deliverance, 

even at that time when you your ſelves expetted it not : Tou rather ought to hope,that God will 

help and aſſiſt you in theſe difficulties,who hath brought to paſs,that you are now in this ſtrait,to 

the end that when he ſhall have delivered you from theſe extremities,from which neither you your 

ſelves,nor your Enemies ſuppoſe you can eſcape he may ſhew his pawer and Providence in your bes 

half : For God is not accuſtomed to yield hw favourable afſiſtancegvhen the dangers are only eaſte 

and ſupportable; but in thoſe wherein all human hope 1s loſt and extinf. Therefore reſt your ſelves, LA 
G your fortunes upon ſuch a Helper,who can make great things ſmall,and the ſtrongeſt feeble. Fear moſt readyt © 
not the force and power of the Egyptians ; and though you have the Sea and Mountains before ** = 
you which permit you nat to flie from them,deſpair not of your lives : For God ( if he pleaſe ) 
can turn the Mountains into Plains, and change the Sea into dry Land, CHAP, 
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CHAP. VII. 


The Hebrews are purſued by the Egyptians, the Red Sea divideth it ſelf, and giveth paſſage 
to the Hebrews, but overwhelmeth the Egyptian Army. 
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His ſaid,he conducted the Z7ebrews towards the Sea,inthe ſight of the Fzyptians ; 
who being very much wearied with purſuit and travel,thought beſt to forbear rhe 
Combax till the next day. But when Moſes was arriv*d upon the bank of the Sca,he took 
his Rod, and called upon God,and implored his aid and fuccor in theſe words : 0 Lord, 
Thou too well knoweſt, that it is impoſſible for us by human force or policy, to eſcape theſe ex- 
tremities: But thou art he only that canſt ſave this company,who have forſaken Egypt,follow- 1 
ins thy Commandment. And fince of our ſelves we have not any hope or means,we only recom- 
mend our ſelves unto thy Providence,being aſſur d that by that means only we can be delivered 
from the purſuit and fury of the Egyptians : Send us therefore ſpeedily thine aſſiſtance,to the 
end that thy Power may be known inour weakneſs. Relieve,encourage and hearten thy People, 
aſſuring them of their ſafet y,vho through their diſtruſt have finned againſt thee : We are envi- 
roned with difficulties, which notwithſtanding thou canſt make eaſie, For the Sea is thine, and 
this Mountain that incloſeth us ; which ſhall open, and the Sea divide it ſelf, if thou comman- 
deſt. We may likewiſe flee thorow the Air,if it pleaſe thy Power to deliver us in that manner, 
Having made this Requeſt unto God after this manner, he ſtrook the Red Sca with his 
Rod ; which ſuddenly dividing it ſelf art the ſtroke, and retiring backwards, left a dry x; 
aſſage thorow the midſt rhereoh,, for the FZebrews to eſcape, Moſes {eeing how God had 
| wor his Prayers, and how the;Sea had left irs Channel, he firſt of all entered into the 
{ame,and commanded the /Zebrewsto follow him,marching thorow that way, which God 
had by his Divine Power provided for them, willing them to rcjoyce at the danger which 
attended their Encmics , and togive God thanks for the unexpected ſuccors he had ſent 
them : Wherzupon they were not negligent, but marched boldly forward. Ar firſt, the 
Egyptians ſuppoſed them mad , and that they caſt themſelves headlong into manifeſt per- 
dition : But when they percciv'd that they were entred a good way without hurt, and 
that they encountred no danger or let, they diſlodg'd, and follow'd them, believing the 
Sea would have given them paſſage alſo; and having ſer their Horſe in the Vauntguard , x 
they entered into the Sea. Bur the Ezyprians having ſpent ſome time in arming them- 
{clyes,the Hebrews in the mean while got to the oppotite ſhore, without any diſturbance ; 
which made their Enemies more bold,ſuppoſing that no evil ſhould happen unto them. 
But they knew not that God had made this path expreſly for the Zebrews ; but entred 
the ſame, as if it had been a common beaten way, forgetting that it was made to fave 
the ZZebrews from danger,and nor themſelves, who ſought to deſtroy them. Bur as ſoon 
as all the Egyptians Army was entred,the Sea returned to his old courſe, and with winds 
and waves overwhelmed the Fgyptians. - The ſhowres from Heaven fell upon them, ve- 
hement Thunders ratled from the Air, intermixt with flaſhings and lightnings. In bricf , 
there was nothing that by the wrath of God could be inflicted upon men, which at that 
time hapned not unto them. For beſides all that which hath been {poken, an obſcure and 
dark Night ſurpris'd them, in ſuch ſort, as they were all of them drowned, and there re- 
mained not one of them to bear back the tydings of their misfortune. The Hebrews could 
not contain themſelves, for rhe joy they conceiv'd at this their unexpected deliverance , 
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and the total ruin of their Enemies : when they ſaw that they who deſign'd to make them 
ſlaves again per force,were exterminated, and that God had been ſo viſibly aſſiſtant unto 
them. When they had eſcap'd this danger,and perceived that their Enemies were puniſh- 
ed after ſuch a manner, as the like puniſhment had never been heard of amongſt Men ; 
they all of them,during the whole Night,ſung Hymns and Songs of Thankſgiving. Mo- 


ſes likewiſe compos'd a Song in Verle,containing the Praiſes of God, and a Thankſpiving 


for the favour he had done unto them. All rheſe things have I particularly declared, accor- 
ding as I have found them written in Holy Scriptures. Neither ought any man to marvel | 
at this ſo wonderful a Diſcourſe, that thoraw the Sca there ſhould be a paſſage found, to 
{ave ſo many perſons in times paſt, and they rude and ſimple, whether it were done by 
the Will of God, or it chanced of it ſelf; fince not long time ago, God fo thinking it 
good,the Sea of Pamphylia divided it ſelf,to give way to Alexander the King of Macedon's 
Soldiers, having no other paſſage to deſtroy the Empire of the Perfrans.The next day the 
Feyptians Arms, carried by force of the Stream,were caſt aſhore where the Army of the 
Hebrews was encamped, which when Moſes perceiv'd that it was done by the Providence 
of God, to the intent they might not be diſarmed , he gather'd them together, and fur. 0 
niſh'd the Zebrews therewith; and afterwards led them to Mount S;zaz to Sacrifice to-- 


God,and to give him thanks for their deliverance, in the befalf of the People, according

CHAP. I, 
How Moſes condufted the People out of Egypt to Mount Sinai. 


HE joy which the ſraelites had to ſee themſelyes thus deliver'd by the 
help of Almighty God, was not a little diminiſh'd, by the wearineſs and 
rediouſneſs of the difficulties which they endured in. their travel. rowards 
the Mountain of Sizaz : by: reaſon that the Country was a Deſart, and un- 

inhabitable, deſtitute of Vidtuals and Water ; and -not' only barren; of 

whar ſerves for the ſuſtenance of Men, but alſo every where. wanting Paſturage and 

Proviſion for Cattel ; ſo that they were conſtrain'd ro bear with them the: water which 
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they had drawn before they entred the-Deſart, according as their. Captain and:Cow- - 


ductor had commanded them : which. being. ſpent, .they dig'd Pits, our of which' they : * 
drew water with great difficulty, by reaſon of the hardneſs of the ground : and -fur- © 


ther, the water which they found in thoſe places was bitter, and no ways fit to drink } 


E and, which- was worſe, very little in quantity. Travelling. onwards: of -their Journey 


after this manner a long time, they arriv'd about Evening in a Certaih place, which by 
reaſon rhe waters were brackiſh, they called Marah, that. is to ſay, Bitterneſ3. There, 
wearied with Travel, and their Proviſion failing them, they began. to be pinch'd- with 
necſlity;} ſo that they refoly'dto ſtay inthat place; . and: the rather, in that they found 
a certain Pit there, which although it were ſufficient to ſatisfie ſo great an Army, yet 
for that they found it in that Country, it yielded them no little conſolation. For they 
were given to underſtand, that if they travelled onwards, they ſhould find no water; 
aad for the water of that Pit, it was fo bitter and unfic for drinking;'ithar ir neither' was 
agreeable to the taſte, nor ſupportable for their very Cattel. Whereupon Moſes (eging 


F them ſo diſcomforred,. and not knowing how to ſatisfie them, in thar he had not to deal 


with an Army or Enemy, whom he might repel with Valour ; but chat hunger and thirſt 
alone reduc'd all this great multirude of Men, Women and Children,. to great diſtreſs; 
be was greatly. perplex'd,: and reſented in himſelf the calamity of them all, as if it had 
b2en all his own : for all of chemi had rheir recourſe unto him, and to no Man elſe ;' the 
Women beg'd for their Children, and the Husbands intreated for their Wives, beſccch- 
ing him to-take compaſlion of their diſtreſs, and to furniſh them with' ſome means to 
eſcape their Miſery. He addreſſed - himſelf therefore in moſt humble manner: to'' Al- 
mighty God;' praying that:it would pleaſe him to amendithe evil quality of rhe; water, 
and to make it potable. *'Which grace' and favour he no ſooner obtaind, but he took'a 


G piece of Wood, which he cleft in two, and caſt into the Pit. : giving the Z7ebrews to'un- 


derſtand, that God had heard their Prayers, and that he had promis'd to'give them the 
water they defir'd, if fo be.they would obey him, and with alacriry and diligence per- 
H form, 
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FPAALD) form that which ſhould be commanded them. And when they were inquiſitive what H 
1117.9 they guight to do, , to the ingeng; the water might. be changed ; lie enjoined eycry one of 
before Crit them that was of belt ſtrengrli ng ability amongſt them, ro draw watcr ; giving them 
Mis. to underſtand, - that {o {oon as they had drawn out great ſtore” of water from the Pit, the 
OSD reft that ſhould remain, would be very good and convenient to be drunk. They obey'd, 
The Zraelites and the water agitated and purifi'd' by often drawing, became potable, and rcfrcſh'd the 
ws they bo: weary Multitude, Hereupon diſlodging from that place, they came to Helim, a Coun- 
gan tome” Fry that afar off ſeem'd very pleaſant, by reaſon that ir was planted with Palmetrees : 
tor wantot hyt the nearcr they approached it, the more tedious they found it ( for there' were no 
St. nant more than Seventy Palm-Trres in that place, and they nor very rall, or well-prown, by 
reaſon of the drineſs and barrennels of the Soil. ) They found alſo twelve Springs I 
there, which were ſo ſmall, that they did nor flow, bur only. drop. Whereupon falling - 
to dig up the Sand.,, they could light of no Veins of water ; and if perhaps any little 
appear'd, it was {0 rroubled by the Sand, that ir became unfit to be taſted : neither did 
the Trees bear any ſtore of Fruit, by reaſon of the want of water. For which cauſe, rhe 
whole Multicude began to murmur againſt their Guide, aſcribing all the cauſe of their 
Calamitics ang Miſeries unto him. '. For having marched for the ſpace of thirty days, 
they had conſum'd all the Provifion which they brought. with them ; and conceiving 
that there was no remedy, they were wholly overwhelm'd with deſpair. Conſidering 
therefore only the evil which was before their Eyzs, and forgetting the Marvels which 
God, by the Miniſtry of Moſes, had made them both fee and partake, they conceiv'd In- K 
dignation againſt him, and were ready to ſtone him to death, as if he had been the Au- 
thor of that Calamity which oppreſſed them. Bur he perceiving the Multitude fo .cnrag'd, 
and incenſcd againft him, ſtrengthned himfelf in God ; and warranted by the teſtimony 
of a good Conſcience, and the.uprightneſs of his Actions, he came our into the midſt of 
thoſe who revil'd him, and had gather'd Stones to caſt at him. And for that he was adorn'd 
with a ſingular Grace and majeltick Countenante, and endued with pleating Eloquence, 
he began to appeaſe their Wrath ; exhorting. them to. bear their preſent Difficultics, by rc- 
membring their forepaſſed bleſſings; and not to permit the Travel which they endur'd 
at.that time, to-drive our of their remembrance the Graces'and Favours whichrthey had 
Exod. 16.3, Tecciv'd at God's:Hands.: He willed them likewiſe diligently to expeCt their deliverance L 
2 from that Extrcmity,: by the Providence of God, who (as'it feem'd /) made trial of their 
Pew > Patience and Gratitade; or whether they kept- in remembrance thoſe things which had 
remember thoſe hapned: unto them ::or whether forgetting their forepatied Pleaſures, they would fuffer 
had received at. themlelves to be 1wallowed. with their preſent. Miſery. . He willed them therefore to. take 
ere heed,” leſt through their Tmparience and Ingratitude,; rhey ſhould; be found unworthy of 
up uno the co God's favour, it they negleRted his Will, by whoſe dircction' rhey were brought our of 
firs whit God Egypt; and threatned and hated him, .who. was God's Miniſter ; eſpecially ſince hitherto 
md.con- 39 they could no ways complain of him in anything which he had undertaken to execute 
Sg by the Commandment of God. '-' Then reckon'd he: up particularly unto them, how the 
Ezxyptians were plagued and deſtroyed, whil'ft contrary to God's Will, they endeavour'd M4 
ro detain them: chow the ſame River, which of it-ſelf was bloody. and unprofitable to 
drink'of, to themſelyes became both ſweer and potable: likewiſe, how the Sea retu'd it 
_  felf;- and further'd both their flight and paſſage, wherein they ſaw themſelves ſecure and 
 free-from-danger ;:and contrariwiſe, :their Enemies deſtroy'd,' overthrown and drowned ; 
and how,” even until that day; being dilarm'd, they were by God's Providence both fur- 
niſh'd: and fortified abundantly. : Moteover, how often God: had deliver d them from 
apparent death arid danger, 'befides.all Mens Opinion ; who always Omnipotent, gave 
them at:that:time:not the leaſt cauſe-to deſpair. of his affiſtance. For which cauſe, they 
ought to ſuffer all things patiently; and to:imagine.,with themſelves, that the ſuccour, al- 
though: deferred, was'never too:late, which: was recciv'd before {uch time as the danger N 
had prevail'd :;-and fo to'think, ' thar' God contemn'd not their Perils, but made trial of 
their Fortitude and Conſtancy,: to ſee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want:of Meat and\Drink ; or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beaſts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of {ervitude, to be fed'only to be made the better able ro en- 
dure 'labour. : As for'himlelf, he nothing feard his Life ( becauſe that being unjuſtly ſlain, 
no eyil could happen unto. him) -bur that he was careful of their fafety, leſt lifting up

'.- - -.. ant:to much prevaild he, that they repented of. that Enterprize whereby they fought to 
Co! pork deſtroy him. _. And for that: he knew that they-hag ſome reaſon-to; be thus moy'd, he ad- © 
_drely'd himſelf to Prayer and Supphcation ; and aſcending a certain-Rock, he deſir'd God's 
help to relieve their Infirmiries, Wants and Afiction (in whoſe hands only the Salvation 
of 
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A of the People conſiſted ; ) belecching him in Mercy to forgive the People,” being exaſþe- TRA, 
raced with extream Miſeries, and by reaſon thereof diſtracted and- withdrawn from tlidir 19,7; 7,7 
duty. Whereupon God promis'd him to have care of the People, promiſing him to-ſefid %* ©» + 
them a ſpeedy and preſent deliverance. Which when Moſes underſtood, he came down .WVRy 
to the Multitude ; who perceiving Joy in his Countenance, by reaſon of thoſe Promiles 'M 
which he had receiv'd from God, exchang'd their doleſom Lamentations into Gladneſs. 

He therefore ſtanding up in the midſt of them, told them, that he brought unto them a 
moſt ſpeedy Remedy for their Neceſſity. And not long after, a number of Quails (which 
abour the gulf of Arabia multiply and encreaſe more than any ſort of Birds) flew croſs © $0 uh 
the Sea; and being wearied in their flight, came and fell amidſt” the Camp of the */te- Quails into che 

B brews ; who caught them, as a Proviſion prepar'd for them by God; and {eng th rdliche 7 amt 
their Famine. Whereupon Meſes once more addrefied himſelf ro call upon God; yield- 
ing him thanks for the preſent and future good he had promis'd .him.: The People be- 
ing after this manner fed and refreſhed, were ſoon after ſupplied with a new kirid of © - 
Food. For as Moſes ſtretched out his hands, and. pray'd to God, a-dew deſcended from G4 feedeth the 
Heaven, which thickned betwixt his hands: nd for that he ſuppos'd it to be another | hong 

kind of ſuſtenance ſent them by God, he taſted the fame, and found it very pleaſant. 
Then addreſſing to the People, who knew not what it was, but thought it ro-be Snow 
which fell in that place, according to the ſeaſon of the year, he told them, that it was no 

, ordinary dew falling from Heaven, as they ſ{uppos'd, but that God had ſent it them, for 

C the Preicrvation and Nourtriture of their Bodies: and having eaten thereof before them, 
he gave them of ir, to the end he might ſtrengthen their belief ; who taſting rhe ſame in 
like manner as he had done, were greatly refreſh'd. with the fuſtenance : for in Sweet- 
neſs and Pleaſure, it equal'd Zoney ; .in Odor, Bdelium ; and in Form and Greatneſs the 
Grain of Corjander : ——_— every one gatherd of it.

E ſome few Springs, bur afterwards they found the Land wholly deſtitute of Water.i They bed with 
therefore once more were incens d againſt Moſes. But he withdrawing himſelf apart-from 3» 
the fury of the People, berook himſelf ro God in Prayer ; beſeeching him, that *s he 
had given them Food in their Neceſſity, he would now alſo give them Drink, ſinee they 


were ready to periſh with Thirſt ; and praying him to provide them Drink alſo, - other- 


: wiſc their Meat was unprofitable to them, God preſently granted his Prayer ; promi- 
. ſing Moſes, that he would give him.'a- Fountain, and abundance! of Water, from that 
p place from whence he leaſt expected it. To which ead, he commanded him to ftrike 
: with his Rod the Rock which was there ard by, and promis'd to make the water cotne 
op forth immediately, ſo that the People fhould have ſufficient withour taking pains to 
NN F ſeck for it. Which command when Moſes had receiv'd, he return'd to' the People, who 
expected him, and had their Eyes fixdupon him, with great impatience, as he deſcended 
F from the Rock, where he had made his Prayer. No-ſooner was he arriv'd, but he told 


them that God would deliver them from the neceſfity wherein they were, and would gra- 


We ciouſly grant them an unexpected relief, by cauſing a ſtream ſuddenly to break from that 
Þy Rock.. Burt they being amaz'd at that which they heard, and-doubring, leſt tyred with ap; driketh 
M4 Thirſt, and ſpent with Journeys, they ſhould be enforced'to hew and cleave the Rock ; <a wh 
" Moſes ſtruck the fame in ſuch fort with his Rod, that it divided aſunder, and there ifſu'd there iſueth 
ah out moſt clear and pure water in great abundance.” The People were greatly aſtonifh'd ar *** 
T this ſo ſtrange accident; and no leſs rejoyced. They fell ro drink of the Water, and 
Pl 0 G found it very {weet and pleaſant, as being a miraculous Water, and a Preſent -of the 

4 Goodneſs, Divine Bounty and Power:of God. . For this cauſe they highly eſteem'd Mo- 
= ſes, ſeeing that God had/honour'd him in this fort ; and they acknowledged God's Provi-

tow the Amalekites and their Aſſociates were overcome, and how great a Prey te 
Iſraelites obtained thereby. 


U T when the Renown of the Hebrews was become great, and ſpread abroad in 
The year of the all parts, it came-to paſs, that the Neighbouring Nations were in very great fear [ 
befre ch of them : whereupon (ſending Ambaſſages the one unto the other ) they mutually con- 
arivity,1510 ſpir'd to expel, and, if poſſible, utterly extirpare the whole People. 

Hedio and Ra Amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the Country of Cobol, and the City Petra, who are call'd 
hw. coap, >. Amalekites (a Nation very Warlike, and more active than the reſt ) were the chief 
The Amale1e! Apents in this Expedition : whole Kings both encourag'd one another, and ſtir'd up the 
Jj acer Neighbour Nations to the /ſraelites deſtruftion, telling them;that a Foreign Army, fly- 
ing from the Thraldom of the Egyptzans, had invaded their Country, whoſe multitudes 
were not a little tro be ſuſpeted ; counſelling them ( before they had  gather'd head, 
and recover'd more means, and a Country to dwell in, and grew more confident, by 

their forbearance ) to charge them firſt, rather than to expect rheir increaſe, and fo to K 
opprels them ; eſteeming it a better point of Wiſdom, to repreſs their Inſolency and For- 
wardncls in the Defart, than to expect whilſt rhey were, poſlc(s'd of ſtrong and rich 
Cities. For this (aid they ) is the. part of wiſe men, to reſiſt the beginnings of power 
of their Adverſaries, and not to-expeR, till by daily Exploits they more and more in- 
creaſe; and rather to provide to prevent, than deliver rhemſelves from Peril. After 
theſe Ambaſſages, it was decrecd by general Council, That they ſhould endeavour to 
invade and aſlault the F7ebrews. Theſe determinations and deſigns of theirs, troubled 
Moſes very much, for that he expected no Hoſtiliry. When therefore he perceiv'd that 
the People were affrighted and amaz'd, to ſee themſelves ( being wholly unprovided ) 

to be charg'd by ſo ſtrong and well furniſh'd an Army, he re-comforted them, and will'd L 
them to bethink themielvyes of God's Promiſes, who by his Power had ſet chem art Liber- 
ty ; aſſuring them, that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made head againſt rhem, ro 
eſtroy them ; wiſhing them to think, that though they were inferiour to their Enemies 
- in Weapons, Wealth and Munition,and the like ; yer ſince they had God to their friend,and 
- ready to fight for them againſt their Enemy, they ought to be of good courage, as being 
furniſh'd with more than human Supplies. Alledging further, that they were nor ig- 
norant how great-an Aſſiſter God was, having had 1o often tryal of his goodneſs in 
their greateſt dangers, as an Enemy to their Enemies, and favourable to their Proccedings : 
which favour of his he moſt manifeſtly expreſs'd, by his miraculous deliverance of them 

from Hunger and Thirſt ; by procuring them free eſcape, when they were ſhut in by the M 
Sea and Mountains ;. And that which thould moſt animate them to the Fight and Victo- 
ry, was, That if they came off victorious, they ſhould want nothing that appertain'd to a 
more commodious and peaceable Life. Moſes thus having encourag'd the People by his 
words, call'd unto him the chiefeſt of the Tribes, and every one of them that had the 
charge of them, both in private and publick Aſſembly, commanding the younger ro 
obey the elder, and. the Elders to be obedient ro their General. Hereupon rhe People 
contemn'd their danger, and were defirous of Fight, hoping that this Conflict would 
prove the end of their Calamities: For which cauſe, they earneſtly deſir'd Moſes to lead 
them forth againſt the Enemy, and not to dull the Alacrity of the Souldiers by any un- 
Ver.s. timely delay. Whercupon ( chuſing out among the whole multitude ſuch as were 
Ja ms molt fit for War) he appointed the Son of Navews the Ephramite, to lead them, a Man 
the Jraclires. Valiant in Arms, and prudent in Counſel, . and of great Piety, as having been train'd up 
therein by Meſes his Maſter. He alfo in ſuch fort deſpiſed certain Bands, that he mighr 
not be cut off from Water : he left ſo many as might guard the Camp and weaker Com- 
pany. Thus ſtood they all Night long in Arms, expecting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral,” and the Order of their Captains, to attack their Enemies. On the other ſide Moſes 
ſlept not, but inſtructed Fo/uah how. he ſhould condudt the Army. And as ſoon as the day 
appear'd, he encourag'd Foſuah to ſhew himſelf ſuch an one in that Battel, as both the 
Place wherewith he was honour'd, and the Caule for which they fought, requir'd ; wiſh- 

ing him, by his.Prowels and good Conduct, to give Life and Courage to his Souldiers O 
that follow d him. He likewiſe exhorted the chiefeſt of the ZZebrews in particular, and 

in, general heartned/and emboldned all others that entred the Barrel. 
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' Gall were out of an Opinion of his Ability and Integrity, ſo that even they that were con-

After he had thus diſpos'd the Army, and given all neceſſary Orders, he, committing won 

, . , a 9 : pg The 'v0ar of of 

the Army to God's ProteCtion, and Foſuah's Condut, retir'd upon a Mountain. Then waty is 

encountred the Armies on both ſides, and every one fought molt valiantly ; neither $9: <5 

wanted there encouragement on cither ſide. And as long as Moſes lifted up his hands, LVL 
the Hebrews had the better againſt the Amaleites. Bur A chat he was unable continu- 
ally to ſupport the ſame ( and becauſe he®bſery'd, that as often as he held down his 
hands, ſo long the Enemies drove the /ſrae/ites to retreat ) he willed his Brother Aaroy, 
and Uron his Siſter Maries Husband, to ſtand on each fide of him, and ſuſtain his hands. 
Which when they had perform'd, the Z/ebrews by main force overcame the Amalekites ; 
{o that all of them had been ſlain, if the Chaſe had continu'd, and had not bzen cut off 


pg by the approach of the Night. Thus our Anceſtors obtain'd a moſt happy and advai- 


tagious Victory : For beſides the glory they got in having overcome to porent Ene- 
mies, and caſt a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, ro whom they have 
ever ſince been formidable, they became Maſters of the Enemies Camp, and both in Fe- 
neral and in particular got Riches 5 whereas before that time they had not neceſſary 
means to maintain themſelves. And this Victory of theirs, was the caule of thgir very 

reat gooc| fortune, not only for the June, bur alſo for the time to come : For nor 
only had they their Enemies bodies under their SubjeCtion, bur alſo rheir Spirits,ſo as rhey 
were fear'd by all the Nations round about. And they multiplied both in Strength and

The ſucceſs whereof ſo exalted the courage of the of $pails 
Iſraelites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoſſible to rhgn. The © 
next day, Moſes cauſed the Encmics that were ſlain, to be rifled, and the featter'd Arms 

of thole that fled to be gather'd up. He honour'd them alſo, that had bravely demean- 

ed themſelves in the Battel, and praiſed the Captain Foſuah in publick ; whoſe honour 

was confirm'd by the applauſe of the whole Army. There was not one Hebrew that pe- 


riſhed that day : though ſo many of the Enemies were there pur to the Sword, as rheir 


D number cannot be expreſs'd. He offer'd likewiſe a Sacrifice of Thankigiving unto God, 


and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated ir 7o God, the Viftor. He prophefied more- The pret ton 
over, that all the Amalekites ſhould be utterly extinguiſhed, fo that none of them ſhould of 2 
be left alive, in that they had aſſaulted the Z/ebrews, and that in rhe. Delart, and art fiich 4c 
time as they were in Afiction. After which, he made a Feaſt for the General, to teſti- 

fie rhe joy he had for his ViEtory. - This Ifſue had this Batrel, which was the firſt that 

they fought after their departure out of Egypr. Bur as ſoon as Moſes had celebrated a rhe 1j-2c/ires 
Feaſt in Memory of the Victory, to the end he might give the Hebrews fome refreſhnient 2 52 the 


after the Battel, he cauſed them to march in array ; for now the Arms gotten from the $m-:.

E Thus paſling onwards by little and little, they arriv'd the third Month after their depar-

and ſhalt oxdain Governours over them, who dividing them by thirties, twenties, and tens, 
may coadutt and rule them. And let ſome be appointed amongſt them, who may receive Titles, 
according to the number and Names of thoſe they commanded ; who being approved by the 
whole Company, to be of good Fame and upright Conſcience, may hear and determine all their 
Differences. And if any Controverſre ſhall fall out amongſt any of them in Authority, they 
ſhall refer the deciding of that difficulty to thee.

Laws advice. Wiſe Written-3n his Books that Ragzel was the Aurhor of this Government : accounting 
it no leſs honour, to attribute Praiſe to thoſe that deſerve it, than Shame to uſurp upon 
another Mans Merit; {o that hereby you may conjecture his Virtue : of which, hereafter, 
in many places we have more to ſay. Moſes afterwards aſſembling all che People, rold 
them that he would aſcend the Mountain of $a, to talk with God ; to the end, thar 
he might afterwards return to them, and impart to them whatſoever good things he E 
ſhould reccive from him on their behalf. He likewiſe commanded rhem to pitch their 
Tents about the Mountain, and to have it in reyerence, by reaſon of the Preſence of

CHAPIV.. 


Moſes aſcends the Mountain, and receives the Tables of the Ten Ten Commandments from 
| God, and gives them to the People. 


| " T "HIS faid, he aſcended the Mountain $7zai ( which is the higeſt, beyond compari- 
— a ſon, of all that Country ; and which, by reaſon of irs ſteep and inacceſſible rag- 
Anger akendeth ged Rocks, is not only unfrequented by Men, but alſo cannot be beheld, without ſome 
of Sinar. tear. ) Beſides, it being reported, that God commonly dwells on the ſame, it is held ſa- 
ee $3 cred by the Inhabitants, and dreadful and inacceſſible to all that behold ir. Bur the 
Hebrews, according to the Commandment of the Prophet, removing their Tents, pitched 
them art the foot of the Hill, being full of hope of the Favours which he had promiſed 
them to obtain of God for them. And in the mean ſpace, while they expected their 
Guid, they kept Holy-day, and feaſted, and purifid themſelves for the ſpace of three 
days, with all forts of Puritication, and abſtinence from the Company of their Wives, as N 
Moſes had commanded them. They beſought God alſo, that he would favourably re- 
ceive Moſes, and by his means bleſs them with the favours of which he had given them 
hope. They banquetted alſo in great Pomp, and their Wives and Children were richly 
attired. Now, on the third day, before Sun-riſing, a Cloud cover'd all the Hebrews 
Camp ( a thing before-time unſeen by them ) and environ'd all the place where they 
had pitched rheir Pavilions. And though all the reſt of the Country had a clear and 
[!onible Ligke. Untroubled Sky, yet thercabout violent Winds were rais'd, which hideouſly roared, and 
nings aboutthe a tempeſtuous Rain ſucceeded them ; and Thunderclaps dreadful to hear, and Lightnings 
Sina, v. 16, horrible to behold, ſignifi'd that God was there preſent. Ler thoſe that read this, judge 
rherefore, as it ſhall pleaſe them; as for my elf, it is not any ways lawful for me to depart O 
in any fort from that which is written in Holy Scripture. That which the Hebrews 
both heard and {aw, bcing ſtrange and unaccuſtomed to rhem, troubled them greatly.

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A Furthermore, the report that was publiſh'd touching the mountain. That God dwelt on 
the ſame, marvellouſly amaz'd their ſpirits. They therefore ſad and penſive, contain'd 
themſelves within their Tents, thinking that Mofes was deſtroy'd by the wrath of God 
and expecting no leſs miſery themſelves. But whilſt they were thus troub!ed_in mind, 
Moſes preſented himſelf ro them (with a countenance full of pleaſing majeſty, an4 looks 
ſo contented, that they teſtified the inward fatisfaftion of his mind ) whom they no 
ſooner bcheld, but ſuddenly all their fear vaniih'd, and in place thereof a hope of ſome 
great good ſucceeded ; and withal, the Air, upon his arrival, recover'd its former clear- 
neſs and ſerenity. Hereupon he ſymmon'd the People to a ſolemn and gencral Aſſembly, 
to the end he might report, and they hear, what Commandments God had given them by 

B him. No ſooner were they aſſembled, but he ( from an high place, from which all the 
People might both ſee and hear him ) ſtood up, and ſpake after this manner : 

Know ( laith he ) you Hebrews, that Almighty God, as he hath never deſpiſed my Prayers 
hitherto, ſo at this time alſo hath he entertained me very graciouſly : and behold he hath vouck- 
ſafed to honour your Camp with his Preſence, and to preſcribe to you by me, the moſt happy man- 
ner of living th can be imagin'd. I conjure you therefore by him, and by the many admirable 
works which he hath done for you, to hear with the reſpect you owe to him, that which he hath 
commanded me to tell you, without ſticking at the meanneſs of the Perſon whom he hath em- 
ploy'd for this purpoſe. Do not conſider that 'tis but a Man that ſpeaks to you ; but reflett ra- 
ther upon the Advantages which you ſhall receive, by obſerving the Commandments which I 

C bring to you in the Name of God; and reverence the Majeſty of him who bath not diſdained to 
make uſe of me for procuring you ſo great os Ls 1 For it 1s not Moles the Sou of Amram 
and Jocabel that is going to give you thoſe admirable Precepts, but he it is that conſtrained 
Nilus to flow with Blood, and that through divers Plagues tamed the pride of the Egyptians : 
it is he that gave you paſſage thorow the midſt of the Sea : it 1s he that furniſhd you with 
Meat prepared from Heaven, when you were in Extremity: it is he that made Water ſpring 
out of the Rock, to quench your Thirſts : it is he that put Adam into Poſſeſſion and Fruition 
both of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Fiſhes of the Sea : by him, Noah eſcaped from the De- 
luge : by him, our Fore-father Abraham, of a wandring Pilgrim, became an Inhabiter of the 
Land of Canaan : Ly him, Wſaac was born, at ſuch time as his Father and Mother were old : 

D by him, Jacob became the Father of his Sons ſo accompliſh'd in all ſorts of Vertue : by him Jo- 
ſeph became Lord over all the Forces of the Egyptians: he it is that graciouſly imparteth 
theſe words unto you, by me his Meſſenger. Let therefore theſe wholſom Laws of his be holy 
and inviolable amongſt you, and more Ter to you than either your Wives and Children: for in 
obſerving the ſame, you ſhall lead a happy Life, enjoy a fruitful Country, a calm Sea, and. a 
numerous Iſſue, and be always dreadful to your Enemies : for I have talked Face to Face with 
God, and have heard his immortal Voice ; ſo dearly beloved are you unto him, and ſo care- 
ful is he of the Proſperity of your Nation. This ſaid, he conducted the People ( both 
Men, Women and Children) to the end they might hear God talk unto them, and teach 
them what to do, leſt the Law ſhould have been of leſs regard, if it had been preſented 

E to their Underſtandings by a human Tongue. They all of them therefore heard his 
Voice deſcending from the Mountain, ſo that every one underſtood the Precepts which

Xmnowing therefore ( (aid he ) 
eneY Judges thy Vertue, and how worthily thou haſt behaved thy ſelf toward the People, being the Miniſter 
Ijraclites of God, for their Safety ; ſuffer them to determine amonzſt themſelves thoſe differences that 
atiſe among ſt them, and reſerve thy ſelf wholly to intend the ſervice of God, to the end thou [ 
may.ſl more eafily aſſiſt the People in their important Neceſſities. If therefore thou giveſt credit 
to my counſel in human Affairs, thou ſhalt muſter thy whole Army, and eſtabliſh Chieftains, 
that ſhall command over ten thouſands, and thouſands, and five hundreds, and over fifties ; 
and ſhalt oxdain Governours over them, who dividing them by thirties, twenties, and tens, 
may coadutt and rule them. And let ſome be appointed amongſt them, who may receive Titles, 
according to the number and Names of thoſe they commanded ; who being approved by the 
whole Company, to be of good Fame and upright Conſcience, may hear and determine all their 
Differences. And if any Controverfie ſhall fall out amongſt any of them in Authority, they 
ſhall refer the deciding of that difficulty to thee. By this means. neither ſhall any of the He- _ 
brews be defrauded of his right, and thou thy ſelf ſerving God without Moleſtation, may t N 
render him more and more favourable unto thine Army. 
Hedio & Rult= This Counſel of Rage! highly plealed Moſes, fo that he order'd all things according to 
Fir.24. his Advice ; not concealing the Author of it, nor attributing it to himſelt, but declaring 
1: aloweth publickly to all. Men, that his Father-in-law was the Inventor thereof. He hath like- 
Laws advice. Wile Written.3n his Books that Ragael was the Aurhor of this Government : accounting 
it no leſs honour, to attribute Praiſe to thoſe that deſerve it, than Shame to uſurp upon 
another Mans Merit; {o that hereby you may conjecture his Virtue : of which, hereafter, 
in many places we have more to ſay. Moſes afterwards aſſembling all the People, rold 
them that he would aſcend the Mountain of $xaz, ro talk with God ; to the end, thar 
he might afterwards return to them, and impart to them whatſoever good things he L 
ſhould reccive from him on their behalf. He likewiſe commanded them to pitch their 


Tents about the Mountain, and to have it in reverence, by reaſon of the Preſence of 


God. 


CHAP. IV. 


gzad 19. Moſes aſcends the Mountain, and receives the Tables of the Ten Ten Commandments from 
God, and gives them to the People. 


| "THIS ſaid, he aſcended the Mountain Sinai ( which is the higeſt, beyond compari- 
Matte 33 2 ſon, of all chat Country ; and which, by reaſon of its ſteep and inacceſſible rag- 
Atoſes akcendeth ged Rocks, is not only unfrequented by Men, but allo cannot be beheld, without ſome 


the Mountain 


of Sinai. tear. ) Beſides, it being reported, that God commonly dwells on the ſame, it is held ſa- 
mo $3 cred by the Inhabitants, and dreadful and inacceſſible to all that behold ir. Bur the 
Hebrews, according to the Commandment of the Prophet, removing their Tents, pitched 
them at the foot of the Hill, being full of hope of the Favours which he had promiſed 
them to obtain of God for them. And in the mean ſpace, while they expected their 
Guid, they kept Holy-day, and feaſted, and purifi'd themſelves for the ſpace of three 
days, with all forts of Purification, and abſtinence from rhe Company of their Wives, as N 
Moſes had commanded them. They beſought God alſo, that he would favourably re- 
ceive Moſes, and by his means bleſs them with the favours of which he had given them 
hope. They banquertted alſo in great Pomp, and their Wives and Children were richly 
attired. Now, on the third day, beforc Sun-riſing, a Cloud cover'd all the Hebrews 
Camp ( a thing before-time unſcen by them ) and environ'd all the place where they 
had pitched rheir Pavilions. And though all the reſt of the Country had a clear and 
Ionible Ligke- Untroubled Sky, yet thercabour violent Winds were raisd, which hideouſly roared, and 
nings abourthz a rempeſtuous Rain ſucceeded them ; and Thunderclaps dreadful to hear, and Lightnings 
Sur, v. 16, horrible to behold, ſignifi'd that God was there preſent. Let thoſe that read this, judge 
rherefore, as it ſhall pleaſe them; as for my {elf, it is not any ways lawful for me to depart O 
in any fort from that which is written in Holy Scripture. That which the Hebrews 
both heard and {aw, being ſtrange and unaccuſtomed to rhem, troubled them greatly. 


Furrher- 
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A Furthermore, the report that was publiſh'd touching the mountain. That God dwelt oa _——\ 
the ſame, marvellouſly amaz'd their ſpirits. They therefore fad and penſive, contain'd 11,14, 2, 
themſelves within their Tents, thinking that Mofes was deſtroy'd by the wrath of God, {47 
and expecting no leſs miſery themſelves. But whilſt they were thus troubled.in mind, CFVRS 
Moſes preſented himſelf to them (with a countenance full of pleaſing majeſty, an4 looks 
ſo contented, that they teſtified the inward fatisfaftion of his mind ) whom they no 
ſooner bcheld, bur ſuddenly all their fear vaniih'd, and in place thereof a hope of ſome 
great good ſucceeded ; and withal, the Air, upon his arrival, recover'd its former clear- 
neſs and ſerenity. Hereupon he ſymmon'd the People to a folemn and gencral Aſſembly, 
to the end he might report, and they hear, what Commandments God had given them by 

[ B him. No ſooner were they aſſembled, but he ( from an high place, from which all the 

People might both ſee and hear him ) ſtood up, and ſpake after this manner : 

Know ( laith he ) you Hebrews, that Almighty God, as he hath never deſpiſed my Prayers Ve.2y. 
hitherto, ſo at this time alſo hath he entertained me very graciouſly : and behold he hath vouch- CANES 

ſafed to honour your Camp with his Preſence, and to preſcribe to you by me, the moſt happy man- 
ner of living har can be imagin'd. I conjure you therefore by him, and by the many admirable 
works which he hath done. for you, to hear with the reſpect you owe to him, that which he hath 
commanded me to tell you, without ſticking at the meanneſs of the Perſon whom he hath em- 
ploy'd for this purpoſe. Do not conſider that *tis but a Man that ſpeaks to you ; but refleft ra- 
TR ther upon the Advantages which you ſhall receive, by obſerving the Commandments which 1 
K C bring to you in the Name of God; and reverence the Majeſty of him who hath not diſdained to 
make uſe of me for procuring you ſo great Happineſs. For it 1s not Moles the Son of Amram 
| and Jocabel that is going to give you thoſe admirable Precepts, but he it 1s that conſtrained 
Nilus to flow with Blood, and that through divers Plagues tamed the pride of the Egyptians :

both of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Fiſhes of the Sea: by him, Noah eſcaped from the De- 
luge: by him, our Fore-father Abraham, of a wandring Pilgrim, became an Inhabiter of the 
Land of Canaan : by him, Iſaac was born, at ſuch time as his Father and Mother were old : 

L D by him, Jacob became the Father of his Sons ſo accompliſh'd in all ſorts of Vertue : by him Jo- 

ſeph became Lord over all the Forces of the Egyptians: he it i that graciouſly imparteth 

theſe words unto you, by me his Meſſenger. Let therefore theſe wholſom Laws of his be holy 

and inviolable amongſt you, and more þ ah to you than either your Wives and Children: for in 

obſerving the ſame, you ſhall lead a happy Life, enjoy a fruitful Country, a calm Sea, and. a 

mumerous Iſſue, and be always dreadful to your Enemies : for I have talked Face to Face with 

God, and have heard his immortal Voice ; ſo dearly beloved are you unto him, and ſo care- 

ful is he of the Proſperity of your Nation. This ſaid, he conducted the People ( both The Ree 

Men, Women and Children) to the end they might hear God talk unto them, and teach {pcaking unto 

them what to do, leſt the Law ſhould have been of leſs regard, if it had been preſented * va 


M E to their Underſtandings by a human Tongue. They all of them therefore heard his Sina i F 
, Voice deſcending from the Mountain, ſo that every one underſtood the Precepts which 13.” © ** 
L Moſes gave them afterwards writcen in the two Tables of the Law. I may not relate 


the very words of them, but I will expreſs the Senſe.

[ow when all things were thus prepar'd,and the Veſſels of Gold and Brafs,the ſun- ' 
dry Ornaments" ind Pontifical ments finiſhr, Moſes commanded them to Feaſt, 73. 4: eh, 
and Urifie, each one according to his ability, and ſer forward the building of the Ta- on + 2415: 
bernacle. Firſt of all therefore he meaſur'd the outward Court, whichin breadth contain'd Nrwsry 7+09. 
fifty, and in length an hundred Cubirs, in ſuch manner as followeth. He raiſed twenty nA 
B Columns or Pillars, five Cubits high on cach of the longer ſides, and ten on the ſhorter ; 8, ad finem. 
in the backſide to every one of theſe Pillats;” there were faſtned Rings-of Silver ; their ms cap. - "6 
Corniſhes were alſo Silver, and the Baſes Braſs gilded, the lower parts of which reſem- *,or-vteth 


bled the point of a Spear, the better to fix them in the Earth. Thorow the Rings there bn the, Define 
paſs'd certain Cords of five Cubits length, which on the one ſide faſtned-in the ground o ve Tempe. 
with brazen Nails of a Cubits lengrh, did faſten each of the Pillars, and «defended the 
Tabernacle againſt rhe force of Winds. "Then was there a curtain 6f' yery fine Linnen 
drawn about the ſame, which hanging from the Chapters to the Bales and incloſing all 
the place, ſeem'd to differ in nothing from a Wall. And after this manner were the three 
ſides of the inclofure ſurrounded. But the fourth ſide, being of fifry Cubits, was the 
C Front of the whole Frame. the Door whereof was twenty Cubits wide, having on 
both ſides double Pillars ;-and-thele alſo were of Braſs cover'd with Silver, except the 
Baſes ; and more inward,” -there ſtood three Pillars well faſtned, which were alſo hung 
round about with a Curtain'of fine"Lirnen ; bur at the Gate there hung a Veil of twenty 
Cubits long, and five deep, woven of Purple and Violet, fine Linnen embroyder'd with 
divers Figures,but none- of any living creature: Within the Gates there wasa brazen Ewer, 
with a foot of the ſame metal;-wherein the; Prieſts might waſh their hands and fect. Af- 
ter this manner was the -incloſure of the Court ; in the midſt hereofhe plac'd the Taberna- 
cle,turning it toward the Eaft,that the-rifing Sun might ſhine upon it : the length thereof 
was thirty Cubits, and the'Breadth twelve; one of-the Walls thereof lookt towards 
D the South, another rowards the North; but'the hinder part was towards the Weſt; and 
it was as high as long ; and on cach fide there were twenty wooden Planks fourſquare , 
and joyn'd rogether four Fingers thickand4"Cubir and an half broad, lined both within 
and without, with plates of Gold ; and every Boardhad\two Hinges, which were pur 
thorow the two Baſcs that were of Silver, and in their Sockets receiv'd the Hinges of the 
Boards ; the planks of the Weſk-Wall were ſix in number, -and gilded both within and 
without ; all of them {© cofeio ther;'-as4r-ſeem'd ro be but one Wall. Bur on both 
ſides there were certain Boardsclole joyn'd together,which in breadth conmtain'd one Cubir 
and an half, and in thickneſs, the third part of an harids breadth, and'fomade up thirty 
Cubirs ; but ſix Boards made up the nine Cubits ofthe. hinder Wall, xo which were 
E joyn'd other two Boards half a Cubit broad, which they\plac'd in the Corners inſtead of 
whole ones: Every Board had” Rings of Gold faſtned ro the outward Front: thereof, ri- 
vetted in order, and anſwering one another on every ſide. \Thorow theſe Rings were put 
certain Bars which were cover'd with Gold, eyery one five Cubits long, which joyn'd 
che Boards together : And the end of every Bar was put into the beginningof the other, 
after themanner of a Box. , And on the backſide of the Walls of the Tabernacle , rhere 
was one rank of Bars plac'd long ways, paſſing thorow all the Planks,in which by Hooks or 
Haſps,the ſides of it were held togerher and riverred and faſtned one within,the other ; 
by which means the Tabernacle was ſecur'd from the force of Winds,and kept fteddy and 
unmoveable. Within,the length thereof was divided into three parts : Next to one part 
F thereof, containing ten Cubits, on the inſide, were plac'd four Pillars made of the {ame 
work and matter, planted on like Baſes, and diſtant one from the other by5equal ſpaces 
overthwart, bcyond theſe was the fſecter place; The reſt of the Tabernacle was for all Ty. Taverns. 
the Prieſts; and this tripartite diviſion of the Tabernacle , reſembled the nature of the % 
World ; for the third part (which was contain'd within the four Pillats, to which 
the Prieſts *had no acceſs) did, in a manner, repreſent Heaven, the :Seat of God : 
bur the ſpace of twenty Cubits (which was only permitted tro the Prieſt , and was 
unacceſlible to others) reſembled the Sea and Land. In the Front where the en- 
trance was, they plac'd five Pillars upon brazen Baſes; after theſe, the Curtains 
were ſpread about the Tabernacle , woven of Silk ; and embroyder'd with Purple, 
G Violet and Scarlet Colours; the firſt of rheſe was ſpread ten Cubits every way, 
and was drawn about the Pillars, which ſeparated the Adyr . from the other ſpace , 
and from the ſight of men ; and all this Temple was cali'd Holy- As for the wy

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A that was ſituate beyond the four Pillars, it was called the Sanctum -Sanctorum, or Hoiy ,”

Earth bringeth forth ; but there were no. Figures of living Creatures to be found there- 
in. The tecond Vail equalled the firſt in greatneſs, workmanſhip and colour, and itr- 
compatſed. the five Pillars of tle Entry ; ,which reaching from the top to the midſt. of 
them, and faſtned to each of them by :a - certain Ring, gave acceſs tothe Prieſts that en- 
tred the ſame. To this was there anhex'd on the outlide, another Vail of like higlineſs, 

and woven of Linnen, drawn upon Cords from the one ſide to the other, by mcans of 
certain Rings ; which was ſometimes ſpread, and other times ( eſpecially on the Holv- 
days) unſpread, leſt ir ſhould hinder the peoples fight : On the other days ( eſpecially 
B ſuch as were cloudy) it was ſpread, and feryd for a coverture to defend the painted 
Vail from the weather, which cuſtom hath continued fince the building of the Temple , 
that the like Vail ſhould be ſpread in the entrance. Beſides this, there were ten other 
Vails, four Cubits broad, and twenty eight Cubits long, with certain Golden Hooks, cn- 
chaſed the one within the other, to t x & end to conjoyn them, ſo that they ſeemed to be 


one ; Which being ſpread, did cover the Tabernacle in the upper part, and the Walls The Sanduzry 


on the ſides, and behind, not extending to the Earth by a foot. Moreover, there were 
eleven other Hangings of equal breadrh,but longer ; namely, every one of them of thirty 
Cubits, woven, with as great Art, of Hairs, 25 the other of Wool ; which covering all 


C ſerv'd to cover the Entrance. Theſe alſo were cover'd with certain Skins ſewed together 
which protected the {ame againſt the injuries of the weather. For which cauſe tothem 
char beheld it from far, it ſeemed a thing moſt worthy of admiration, For the Colours 
of the Tabernacle did in no other ſort , than as if a Man ſhould have beheld rhe 
Heavens. Bur the Vails of Hair and Skins hung after ſuch a manner abour the Entrance 
of the Tabcrnacle, that they ſerv'd to reſiſt the force and outrages of Storms and Tem- 


peſts,

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whole Wood, and thorow them certain Bars of Gold were thruſt, that whenſoever there x 
were need,it might be carried any ways : For never was it born on Beaſts backs, but the 
Prieſts bare it on their ſhoulders. On the Cover thereof there were two Figures of Che- 
rubins, having Wings,according as Moſes ſaw them near the Throne of God ; for no Man 


before him ever had any knowledge of them. In this Ark he placed the Tables, contain” 
ing the Ten Commanaments, in cach Table five, two and an half in one Column, and 
two and an half in the other ; and this Ark he plac'd within the Sanctuary. 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the Table, and Candleſtick of Gold, gnd of the Altar of the Taternacle, 
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rhe Tabernacle he placed a Table, not unlike to that at De/phos, two Cubits in 

length, and one in breadth, and of the height of three hand breadths, the Feet 
thereof, from the midſt downwards, were like thoſe, feet which the Doriexs {ct to their 
Beds ; but that which aſcended from the other half upwards, was ſquare. The body of 
this Table was ſuxrounded with a Border, ſtanding our four Fingers: And in every of 
the ſcer, there were Rings faſtned about thetop of the foot, through which' were pur 
Bars of Wood, gilded, and framed of. moſt firnr Wood, which were not thruſt thorow 
the Circle on both ſides, but with-a-Button took hold of the upper Border of the Table, 
and beneath reſted upon another upright Bar, and fo ſery'd ro caray it whitherſoever 14 
need required. This was wont to be plac'd in the Temple towards the North-Wall, nor 
far from the SanCuary : and on it were placed twelve unleavened Loaves,ſct ſix by ſix,the 
one over againſt 'the other, and made of two Afars of the pureſt Wheat, which meaſure 
of the Hebrews, contained ſeven Cotylas of the Athenians ; and above theſe Loaves, two 
golden Pots filled with Frankincenſe ; bur after ſeven days, other Loaves were ſet in 
their place on the Feſtival day, which we call the Sabbarh. The cauſe of which Cere- 
mony {hall hereafter be declared. Hard by the Table near the South-Wall, was placed 
a Candleſtick of gold (but not Maſſi) of an hundred pound Weight ( this Weight 
the Hebrews call Cinchares, the Grecians name it a Talent intheir Tongue) and it was 
wrought with Bowls, Lillies, Pomegranates, and little Cups ; then ariſing upwards from N 
one Baſe, it was divided into ſeven Branches, according to the number of the Sun, and 
the reſt of the Planers ; ir ſtretched our likewiſe into ſeven Heads, having orderly cor- 
re{pondence the one with the other, on which were planted ſeven Candles, according to 
the number of the ſeven Planers, which branched out toward the Eaſt and South, the 
Candleſtick being ſer-ſide-long. Berween this and the Table (as is ſaid) was a little Altar 
erected for Incen(e, made of laſting Wood likewiſe, and cover'd on every fide with a 
ſolid Plate, being a Cubit broad from every Corner, and twice as high, on which there 
ſtood a litrle hearth environ'd with a Golden Crown, 4n which, were Rings with their 
Bars and Staves,whereby it might be born by the Prieſts in the. way. There was another 
Altar of Wood alſo before the door of the Tabernacle, cover'd, with Plates of Braſs, five O 
Cubits ſquare, 'and three high, decked with gold in like ſort, and plated with Braſs,the 
hearth Fhercof was made after the manner of a Grate, {ſo that the Earth received whar- 
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ſocver hre fell from Cy by reaſon there was no Baſe —_— ; bur near unto the Altar 
there were Tunnels and Pots, and Cenfſors, and Cups, with other Inſtruments, made

colours (not unlike the former) but that it is ſtudded with Gold: the $kirt of the © 3 
Veſt is bordered with Fringes, to which are tied certain Pomegrarates, and Golden 

Bells intermix'd; fo that between two Pomegranates, there is placed a Bell, and be- 

tween two Bells one Pomegranate. This Coat is all of one piece without ſeam, open in 

the Collar, not athwart, but long-ways, from the Breaſt to the middeſt of the Back. 

To it is a Riband or Hem faſtned, leaſt the opening ſhould be perceived - it is likewiſe 
open in that place where the Hands ſhould be put out. Beſides theſe veſtures, he hath ©. 35. 2. 
a third called an Ephod (reſembling the Grecian Garment call'd Epomis, and made after £24 

this manner.) It is woven of divers colours, intermixed with Gold ; in the midſt of 

the Breaſt there is a ſpace left open (the Sleeves, and all the reſt are in ſuch ſort compo: 
fed that it ſeemeth to be a Coat;) in this void ſpace there is a piece enchaſed of the 

length of a ſpan, embroidered with the ſame Colours, Gold and Flowers, as the Ephod 
is. This piece is called Eſſen, which: ſignifieth Rational (and wholly filleth the pace _v. g. 

that was left void by them that wove the Ephod.) And it is joyned with the Ephod, and 55" /*+ £4 
to every Corner thereof, with Buckles of Gold, which are tied withea, Lace of Hyacinth® y 
applied to tie them together with theſe Buckles. And to the end the __ between the 

Buckles be not ſlack, the opening is filled with a Hyacinthine Riband : but on either 

ſhoulder are two Sardonyx Stones enchaſed in Gold (inſtead of Buttons) to tie the 

Hood or Ephod; in theſe are ingraven the names of Facob's Sons, in Hebrew Characters, 

in either Stone ſix: ſo that the elder of them were placed on the right ſhoulder. 

Moreover twelve precious Stones diſtinguiſh the Eſſex or Rational it (elf, of excellent 

greatneſs and beauty, which for their ineſtimable price could not be bought by any 

private Man. They were enchaſed three and three in four ranks in certain Crowns 

of Gold, to the end they might not fall out : inthe firſt order was a Sardonyx, a Topaz, 

and a Smarads : in the ſecond a Carbuncle, Faſpis, and a Saphire: in the third,a Lincurius, 

an Amethyſt,and an Agate: in the fourth, a Chryſolite, an Oxyx, and a Beril Stone. In theſe »v, to, 11, &c. 
were the names of Facob's Sons engraven, whom we effocm for the firſt Authors of 

our Tribes; every Stone being honoured with a ſeveral name according to the order 

of their Birth. But whereas theſe Rings (whereof before we have ſpoken) were too 

weak, to ſuſtain the weight of the Precious Stones, they faſtned two greater in the 

top of the Rational toward the neck, being eminent above the texture, which might 

receive the Golden Chains which met at the top of the ſhoulders to be faſtned with the 

little Chains, the end whereof was crooked, and conveighed certain Pipes, put thorow 

the Rings, and were more prominent than the brim behind the Ephod, ro faſten the 

Rational, to the end it ſhould neither ſway this way nor that way. To rhe fame Rational 

allo was there a Girdle ſewed, diſtinguiſhed with the ſaid Colours and Gold ; which com- 

paſſing the whole; and again knit upon the ſeam; was ſuffered to hang downwards. And 

as touching the Fringes, they were faſtned to hollow loops of Gold trom the one end to - 

the other. Now his Hat was ſuch as the other Prieſts uſed, on which there ſtood ano- 

ther ſewed thereto, and flouriſhed with Zyacinthine: this was invironed with a Golden - 
Crown, in which there were divers Cups of Gold made after fuch fort as may be ſeen 

in that Herb which we call Daccar, and the Grecian Herbaliſts, ZZenbane. And leſt any ». go. _ 
Man that hath not heretofore ſeen the ſame, ſhould be ignorant of the nature thereof, oe. __ 
I have thought good to ſet down the deſcription.in this place. This Herb is of the ldencrontl 
height of three ſpans, hath a root like a Turnep or Navew, and Leaves that reſemble 

Smallage or Rocquet : out of the ſtem it putteth forth a certain bud cleaving to the 

branches of it, inveſted with a Coat, which it caſteth oft when the Fruit waxeth ripe. 

This bud is as big as the joynt of a little Finger, having a circumterence like unto a Cup; 

which I will deſcribe more plainly, that the ignorant may the better comprehend it. 

In the lower part thereof about the bottom it reſembleth in roundneſs a half- bowl x 

and according as it groweth up it is ſtreightned, until being again dilated inthe extre- 

mity or brim, it ends 1n a Partitzon,not muchunlike to a Pomegranate cut in the middeſt, 

to which there is annexed and groweth a round Cover, as if turned and 'framed -on 

purpoſe, having theſe eminent Clefts (as I ſaid) like to the middeſt of a Pomegranate, 
reſembling the pointed and ſharp Thorns, and pricking Blades. Now it. containeth a 

certain fruit under the Cover, and the whole Cup is like to the Seed of rhe Herb S7deritzs; Sideriri:; 
its Flower is not much unlike that whichſpringeth from the Poppey. This Mater yoreye 
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Bo, thy. the back part of the head, and the two temples; for theſe Cups came not near the front H 
ol oy oy or brow. Foron the fame' there was as it were a plate of Gold, on which the Name of 
before Chrift's God was engraven. Such were the Ornaments of the High-Prieſt. | | 
Ws I cannot therefore but greatly wonder at the ſtrange and cauſeleſs malice whicl 
other Nations have conceived againſt us, as if we were injurious againſt the Divine 
Majeſty, which (they fay) they ſo much honour. For,if a Man mark the compoſition 
of the Tabernacle, and examine the habit of the High Prieſt, and conſider all the Sacred 
Veſſels which we uſe in celebrating the Divine Service, he ſhall find, that our Law-giver 
was a Man of a Divine Spirit, and that we without any cauſe are injured by other Na- 
tions, For, if without partiality a Man will duly examine it, he {hall find, that all 
things have been done to repreſent and figure the World. For the Tabernacle is of [ 
thirty Cubits, divided into three parts ; whereof two are left for the Sacrifice, as 
places prophane, and common, ſignifying the Land and Sea,wherein all ſorts of Creatures 
v.3t. are converſant; but the third part is ſequeſtred, and reſerved for God alone; in like 
an bt fort, as the Heaven is unaccefſible by Men. The Table on which the twelye Loaves 
brick of the Were placed, ſignifieth the Year divided into twelve Months. The Candleſtick, made 
Tabernacle, of ſeventy pieces, ſignifieth the twelve Signs, thorow which every one of the ſeven 
—— paſs: the ſeven Lamps that were therein, repreſent the ſeven Planets. The 
v. 6. ad 14, Veils made of four ſeveral kinds of ſtuff, reſemble the four Elements: for the Li- 
15-2; 5. hen ſeems to repreſent the Earth, from whence it was drawn and derived : the Purple 
reſembles the Sea, becauſe the Purple colour is made of the blood of a Shell-fiſh, called K 
Marex : the Hyacinth, ſignifieth the Air: and the Scarlet, denoteth the Fire. The Tunicle 
likewiſe of the High Prieſt typifies the Earth, for it is made of Linen, The Zyacinth 
which enclines to Azure, ſhews the Heaven, the Pomegranates, reſemble the Lightning, 
as the Be/s the noiſe of the Thunder. The Sarcot ſheweth, that the whole World is 
compoſed of four Elements, reſembled by its four colours: to which Gold is annexed 
(as I interpret it) for that Light is annexed to all things ; Eſſen alſo is planted in the 
middle thereof, in ſuch fort, as the Earth obtaineth the middle place of the World. 
Likewiſe the Girdle wherewith he his girt, reſembleth the Sea, which enfoldeth and be- 
girteth all things. The 2wo Sardonyx Stones (ſet as Buttons or Loops in the High-Prieſt's 
Garment ſignifie the Sun and Moon. The number of the Gems allude to the number L 
of the Months, or the twelve Houſes, or the equal number of parts of rhat Circle, which 
the Grecians call the Zodiack, The Thiara or Mitre likewiſe hath an alluſion to Heaven, 
by reaſon of its Azure or Hyacinthine colour ; for otherwiſe the Name of God might not 
be placed therein : and the 7riple Crown of Gold, by its brightneſs, repreſents his glory 
and Sovemign Majeſty. Let this ſuffice for the preſent ; for that which we will diſcourſe 
hereafter, will furniſh us with ſufficient and ample matter, to ſhew and ſet out the Wiſ- 
dom of our Law-giver. | 


CHAP. IX.

bernacle, God appeared to Moſes, commanding him ro eſtabliſh Aaror, his Bro- 
23. ther High-Prieſt (who, in reſpe& of his vertue, deſerved that Title of Honour above 
5 ot all the reſt.) For which cauſe Moſes (aſſembling the Congregation) diſcourſed unto 
Aaron, Moſes's thEM Þis vertues, and diſcovered his good affeQtion, and reckoned up unto them, how 
Brother, for many dangers he had ſuffer'd in their behalf. Every one approved this choice, decla- 
High-Prieſt, ring the forward zeal and love they always bare unto him. Whereupon he ſpake unto 

them after this manner: The work is now-brought unto ſuch an end as it hath pleaſed 

God, and hath been poſſible for us: and for that you know we are to receive him into 1y 

this Tabernacle, we ought above all things to have a ſpecial care in the EleQion of 

fuch an one, who is to make ſacrifice and ſupplication for us. Touching my ſelf, if the 
matter depended on my private choice, I ſhould eſteeem no Man more worthy than my 
ſelf to execute this FunCtion, both for that naturally Men love themſelves, and for that 
I am well aſſured, how many travels I have ſupported for your fake. But God him- 
ſelf hath judged Aaro» worthy of this honour, and hath choſen him for his High Prieſt, 
in that he excelleth all other in equity and juſtice; commanding, that he ſhould be in- 
veſted with the Sacred Robes, and take charge of the Altars and Sacrifices. He ſhall 
make Prayers for you unto God, who will hear them willingly ; by reaſon that he hath 
care of your Race, and will receive them, proceeding from a perſon whomhe himſelf 5 
hath ele&ted. Theſe words of his were gratefull unto the People, and they all approved 
the Eleftion which God had made. For Aaron was more capable of that honour than any 
. other 
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A other, both by reaſon of his race, and in regard of the gift of Prophecy which he had

receiv'd, and alſo for the eminence vertue of his Brother. He had at that time four Sons, welt ad, "y 


Nadab, Abihif*Fleazar, ind [thamar. But whatſoever remained of thoſe things which before Chriſt , 
were gathered for the building of the Tabernacle, was imployed to make Veils Ow 
cover the Tabernacle, Candleſtick, Altar, and the other Inſtruments, to the end, that Azrcns Sons, 
in their travel they might not be ſoiled either by rain or duſt. And having once ©***: 36-8. 
more aſſembled the People together, he commanded them to offer every one of them «<.;. 
half a Sicle; (the Sicle is a kind of Hebrew Coin, that is as much in value as four Athenian - 
Dreams) whereunto they obeyed willingly ; The number of them that offered, was 
ſix hundred five thouſand five hundred and fifty. And they that brought this Money 
were fuch as were of a free condition, and betwixt the years of twenty and fifty; and Th number 
that which was received, was imployed in the neceflaries of the Temple. ' Then did gh 
he purifie the Tabernacle, and the Prieſts in this manner. He took the weight of five tventy and 
hundred Sicles of choſen Myrrh, an the like quantity of Jreos ; of Cinamon, and of 37 395 Of 
Calamas ( which is a moſt Odoriferous Drug ) the half of the faid weight; and he F 
cauſed all theſe to be beaten and infuſed into a Zin of Oil of Olive; (this Hin is one of 
our Meaſures, containing two Choas of Athens) all which he mixed and boyled toge- 
ther, according to the Art of Perfumers, and he made thereof a moſt Odoriferous Oynt- 
ment; which he took, and anointed the Prieſts therewith, and all that which belonged The Holy 
to the Tabernacle, to the intent to purifie them : offering many and ſundry forts of ©/ ments 
3 Perfumes, of great price, upon the Altar of Gold, (whereot I forbear to ſpeak any fur- 
ther, for fear I ſhould grow-tedious to the Readers.) Twice a day before Sun-riſe and 
Sun-ſet, they were to burn Incenſe, and ſupply the Lamps of this puriff'd Oy/; whereof, The Sacrifices. 
three were to burn every day upon the facred Candleſtick, in honour of God, and the 
reſt were lighted in the Evening. Amongſt them that wrought and finiſhed che things, 
Beſeleel and Eliah were the moſt excellent and expert Workmen ; for whativever had 
been enterprized by others, they in their Art poliſhed arid perfe&ted. And they found ,, , 
out many new things, of their own invention : yet was Beſelee! judged the moſt excel- Beſeleet 
lent of the two. 
All the time imployed in this work, was ſeven Months; and at that time was the Year 
accompliſhed, which began at their departure out of Egypt. In the beginning of the ſe- 
cond Year, in the Month which the Macedonians call Xantichus, and the Hebrews Niſan, 
upon the new Moon, they dedicated the Tabernacle, with all things belonging there- 
unto, according as I have made mention.

He reduc'd- into writing the Laws and Ordinances touching policy, in due perfor- 
mahce whereof if they liv'd they ſhould be both agreeable to God, and live in Union 
and Peace amongſt themſelves. And all this he eſtabliſhed, following thoſe direQtions 
which God inſtructed him in. But now will I return and bend my ſtile to ſpeak of that 
which I omitted in-the Ornaments of the High-Prieſt ; for this Apparel of theirs leaveth 
not any occaſion to falle Prophets, to execute their wicked impoſtures: and if there 
' be any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to God's Majeſty, this 
habit maketh them know, that God never honoured their Sacrifices with his preſence; 
but he gave- viſible ſigns thereof not only to the ZZebrews, but to all thoſe ſtrangers K 
who by any occurrence might be Eye-witneſſes of the fame. For of thoſe Stones which 
Prieſts veſt- the High-Prieſt bare on his Shoulders (which were Sardonyxes, whoſe nature is fo well 


known to all men, that it were unneceſlary to ſpeak of it) that which was faſtned 


on his riglit ſhoulder, ſhined very clearly at ſuch time as God was preſent at the Sacri- 
fice, and caſt its rays afar off, that it might be perceived by thoſe that beheld the ſame 
contrary to its nature and cuſtom : which truly deſerveth admiration amongſt all Men, 
except thoſe who through contempt of Religion, de hunt after an opinion of Wiſdom. 
But that which I will now ſpeak of, is more to be admired at, which is, that by 
the twelve Stones which the High-Prieſt bare, Enchaſed in his Rational in the 
midſt of his Breaſt, God was wont to fore-ſignifie Victory to thoſe that were prepared L 
for Battel. For ſuch brightneſs lightned out of them, even before ſuch time as the 
Army did diſlodge or enter Skirmiſh, that it was manifeſtly known to the People, that 
God was preſent and ready to aſſiſt them: for which cauſe the Greeks that have no 
averſion for our -myſteries, and are convinced by their own Eyes of the truth of this 
miracle, call it Zogion, 7. e. Oracle, which we term Eſſen. This Rational and the Stone 
Sardonyx gave over to ſhine two hundred years before I began to write theſe Antiqui- 
ties, by reaſon of God's wrath which he had conceived againſt us for the breach of his 
Laws (of which at another time I will more fitly treat, and at this time continue and 
proſecute my intended diſcourſe and purpoſe.) After the Tabernacle had been thus con- 
ſecrated, and that which appertained to the Prieſts was ſct in order, the People tran- M 
ſported with joy that God dwelt with them in his Tabernacle, began to Sacrifice and to 
ſing Hymns of Praiſes, as to him that haddriven far trom them all fear of evil, and from 
whom they expected in time to come, far better and more proſperous things, and both 
and gifes of in general and in particular they offered gifts unto God according to their Tribes: and 
the Governours of the Tribes (aſſembling themlelves together two by two) prepared a 
Chariotand a Yoke of Oxen, fo that there were ſix Chariots to bear the Tabernacle by 
- the way. Furthermore, every one of them offered a Vial of the weight of ſeventy Sicles, 
and a Cenſor containing ten Dariques, and a Cofter or Baſin, weighing a hundred and 


thirty Sicles. The Cenſor was filled with Odoriferous Perfumes, and the Coffter and Vial 


;: ſerved to hold the Meal and Oyl which they were wont to uſe at the Altar, at ſuch N 
time as they offered Sacrifice: They offer'd likewiſe a Calf and a Ram, with a Lamb 
of one year old, for a Burnt-facrifice; and a Goat for a Sin-offering. All the other Go- 
vernours likewiſe brought every one: of them. their Sacrifice called Salutary, for every 
day two Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and facrificed 
them during the term of twelve days, every .one his day. But Moſes aſcended no more 
Miſes asketh to the Mountain of Sai, but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inſtructed by 
God of thar which he had to do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are ſo good 
and laudable as they ought not to be attributed ro humane wiſdom: So that our An- 
ceſtors obſerv'd, them {ſo religiouſly during ſome Ages, that they thought that neither 
the pleaſures of Peace, nor the diſtreſſes of War could render them exculable if they 
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violated the ſame, But Iwill now'ceaſe to ſpeak of theſe Laws, being reſolved to com- 
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The Ordinances of Sacrifices and Purifications, Levit. 1. Nativity,t $09. 


Will here mention only ſome few Laws touching Purifications and Sacrifices ( in Hedio & Ruti;- 
that we have begun to ſpeak of Sacrifices.) The Sacrificesare of two forts: ſome _—_ 1 
particular, others publick ; and theſe are made after two different manners; for Twokinds of 
in the one, all is conſumed which is upon the Altar, -which for that cauſe are called Ccrifces, 
Holocauſts, that is to ſay, Burned. The other are of thankſgiving, and they are made 709m; 
with Banquets of thoſe that Sacrifice. But firſt of allT will ſpeak of the firſt kind. 
The particular perſon that offers a Burnt-offering brings an Ox, a Lamb, and a Goat 
of one year old, (yet it is lawful to kill Oxen that are older.) But all thoſe Crea- 
tures which muſt be conſumed by Fire, ought to be Males; and after their Throats are 
cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Altar round about with the Bloud ; then dreſs the Beaſt 
and cut it in pieces, and powder it with Salt, and lay it on the Altar, already Charg: 
ed with cleft Wood, already kindled : after they have well cleanſed the feet and 
entrails, they lay them with the reſt; and the Prieſts take the Skins. Such is the man- 
ner of a Burnt-offering or Holocauſt. They that offer Sacrifices of Thankſgiving, Kill 
likewiſe ſuch ſort of Beaſts without ſpot, and more than' a. year old, both Male and A facrifice of 
Female; and after they have cut their Throats, they ſprinkle the bloud on the Altar ;  >p"o"*s | 
then take they the Reins, the Caul, and all the fat, with the lobe of the Liver, and the © 
tail of the Lamb, and lay it on the Altar; but the Breaſt and the left Leg is left to 
the Prieſts: and as touching the reſt of the fleſh, the Prieſts Banquet therewith for 
the ſpace of two days; and if then there remain any thing thereof, it is burned. The 
ſame Cuſtom and Ceremony likewiſe is obſerved in the Sacrifice for ſins: but thoſe 
that are not of ability to offer the greater Offerings, offer two Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Prieſts have to feaſt withal, and the other is conſumed with fire. 
We will treat more -expreſly of the Sacrifice of ſuch Beaſts, at ſuch time as we ſhall 
diſcourſe of Sacrifices. For he that hath ſinned through ignorance, offereth a Lamb, 
and a She-Goat at the ſame time. The Prieſt befprinkleth the Altar with the bloug Tl ſacritce 
thereof, not in ſuch manner as is ſaid before, but the Horns of the Altar only: and on * = 
the Altar they offer the Kidneys, and the reſt of the far, with the lobe of the Liver: the 
Prieſts carry away the Skins, and eat the fleſh within the Temple the very ſame day ; 
becauſe the Law permitteth them nor to reſerve any thing till the next Morning. He The cacrifice 
that hath ſinned voluntarily but ſecretly offereth a Lamb, according as the Law com- 2* Sn 
mandeth, the fleſh whereof is in like fort eaten by the: Prieſts the fame day. Bur if ur =" a 
the Governours offer for their ſins, they Sacrifice in like manner as private Men do, and £*». 4+ 5 
are different from them in that they bring a Bull, or a Male-Kid. . The Law alſo or- 
daineth, that in Sacrifices both private and publick, there ſhould be fine Flower 
brought for a Lamb, the meaſure of an A4ſfer; for a Ram, the meaſure of two; for a heed 
Bull, three ; which Flower is firſt of all mingled and wrought with. Oyl, and ſet upon ETD 
the Altar to be ſanified. They that Sacrifice likewiſe do bring Oyl; the half part of a facrifices- 
Hin for a Bull; for a Ram, the third part of the ſame meaſure; and for a Lamb, the 
fourth part: This Hin is an Hebrew meaſure, which containeth two Attique Choas. 
They bring alſo the like meaſure of Wine as of Oyl, and pour out the Wine abour 
the Altar. Andif any one to accompliſh a vow, without facrificing offer up fine 
Flower, he putteth the Firſt-fruits upon the Altar, that is to ſay, one handful and the 
reſt is taken by the Prieſts for their maintenance, either fryed by kneading it in Qyl, 
or making Cakes thereof: but whatſoever the Prieſt offereth, all that muſt be burned. 
The Law likewiſe forbiddeth to offer the young of any Beaſt whatſoever with its Dam, 
if it hath not fed eight days at leaſt. There are alſo other Sacrifices made for de- 
liverance from ſickneſs, or for other cauſes; in which' Sacrifice they imploy Wine to. 
make Cakes, which are eaten with the fleſh of the Beaſts; of which it is not lawful to '-- 
reſerve any thing againſt the next Morning when rhe Prieſts have taken that: portion * 
which belongeth to and fufficeth them. The Law commandeth, that on the cemmon'g,,;. .g; ,; 
Purſe there be every day killed a Lambof a year old, the one in the Morning, the other 3,4: 
at the ſhutting up of the Evening : and on the ſeventh day, which iscalled the Sabbath, 
that two beoffered in that manner as. hath been declared. And on the new Moon, 'be- 
ſides their daily Offerings, they Sacrifice rwo Oxen, ſeven yearling Lambs, and a Wethex 
and a Kid, for the abolition of thoſe ſins which are committed through forgetfulneſs.

Theſe are the Ceremonies of the Tabernacles which 
April, have been always obſerv'd by thoſe of our Nation. In the month-Xantque (which we 
called Njſan) which is the firſt Month of the Year, the fourteenth day after the new 
Moon, the Sun being in Artes, (for at that time were we delivered out of Egypt) he 
ordained, that every Year we ſhould renew the Sacrifice, which we call the Paſsover, 
and which (as I faid,) was celebrated the fame time that we departed out of Egypr. L 
We celebrate this Feaſt according to our Tribes, without reſerving any thing of that 
which is offered, till the next day; which is the fifteenth day of the Month, and the 
firſt of the Feaſt of unleavened Bred which followeth that of the Paſsover ; and during 
ſeven days, it is unlawful to eat any leavened Bread: and every day are flain two 
Bulls, one Ram, and ſeven Lambs, which are all conſumed with fire ; to which there 
is added a Kid, for a Sin offering which the Prieſts eat. The ſecond day of of this Feaſt 
of unleavened Bread (which 1s rhe ſixteenth of the Month) they begin to enjoy the 
Lev.

which induced him to ordain, that ſome were proper to feed upon, and for what cauſe and ts.

C gations, he ſequeſtred them for the ſpace of ſeven days, after which, it was lawful for 


them to converſe with Men. The like decreed he of thoſe that had aſſiſted at the 
burial of a dead Man, whom he permitted not to converſe with the other till ſeven 
days were expird. It was alſo decreed by Law, that he that had a Flux of Seed be- 
yond ſeven days, ſhould Sacrifice two Wethers, one of which ſhould be facrific'd, and 
the other given to. the Prieſts. Alſo that he that hath unnatural pollution, ſhould 
waſh himſelf with Cold Water. The like muſt Husbands do after they have had uſe of Gmrrbea. 
their Wives. He likewiſe order'd that the Leprous ſhould be ſeparated for ever, not %* L<pers: 
permitting them to frequent any Mans Company, but eſteeming them as little dif- 
ferivg from the dead: And if any one by his Prayers made unto God was delivered 


D from this Diſeaſe, and his Skin reduced to its native colour, ſuch an one preſented him- 


ſelf before God with divers Oblations and Sacrifices; of which, we will ſpeak hereafter. Againſt chem 
Whence it appears how ridiculous a Fable it is, that Moſes fled out of Agypr, becauſe he > aſs 
was a Leper, and that all the Z7ebrews whom he conducted with him, and brought into and his Fol- 
the Land of Canaan weretroubled with that Diſeaſe. For if that were true, Moſes would _ = 
not have made theſe Ordinances, to his ſhame: and if any other had propoſed them The for 
he would have oppoſed himſelf againſt them; eſpecially, ſince among, divers other Na- Leproſie. 
tions there are Lepers, whoare held in great honour, and who are ſo far from diſdain and 
contempt, that they have been made Generals of Armies, and Elected for Governours of 
Common-wealths,having liberty to enter the Temples, and to be preſent at the Sacrifices. 

What therefore hindred Moſes (if he had been infected with this malady) to make ſuch 

Laws, and ordain ſuch Statutes among thoſe People, who honoured and obeyed him ; 

whereby ſuch as were therewith infeted, might be preferred 2 By which it is manifeſt, 

that thoſe things that are objected againſt him, are rather of malice than probability. 

But Moſes being clean from ſuch ſicknels, and converſing amongſt his Country-men which 

were untainted, made theſe Ordinances for them that were ſick, having regard to the 

honour of God. But of theſe things let each Man cenſure as beſt liketh him. 

He forbad Women to enter into the Temple ſoon after their Deliverance, or to aſſiſt Hedio& Ruth. 
at the Sacrifice, until forty days were expired (if they had been brought a-Bed of a 7 _— » 
Son; ) but if it were a Daughter, he appointed that the number of the days ſhould be women har 
doubled; and that when they ſhould enter, they ſhould preſent their Offerings to God, ae brovghe 
whereof one part was conſecrated, and the other belonged to thePrieſts. And if any one ww. 5. ». 15, 
ſuſpected that his Wife had committed Adultery, he brought an Afar of Barly Meal and 4 frem. 
caſt an handful thereof upon the Altar, and the reſt was reſerved tor the maintenance of _ 
the Prieſts; and then the Prieſt placing the Woman in the Porch which is right over jealouſie. 
againſt the Tabernacle, and taking the cover from her Head, writeth the name of God 
upon a Parchment, and maketh her ſwear that ſhe hath not violated her faith to her Huſ- 
band; and wiſh if ſhe had tranſgreſſed the bounds of Chaſtity, that her right thigh might 
be put out of joint, her Belly burſt, and death follow thereupon : but if her Husband 
had been inconſtderately drawn into that ſuſpicion through exceſs of love, then it plea-

Wa He condemn'd alfo as a horrid crime for a man to have the uſe of his Mother or his 
Father's Wife, his Aunt, or his Siſter, or his Son's Wife : and deteſteth it as a moſt heinous 
and hideous oftence. He prohibited alſo the uſe of a Woman when ſhe hath her Monthly | 
ſickneſs; alſo the lying with Beaſts or Boys, by reaſon that ſuch afteQtions are abomina- 
ble: and againſt the tranſgreſlors of theſe Laws he eſtabliſhed Capital puniſhments. He 
willed alſo that the Prieſts ſhould be more chaſte than the reſt, for he not only forbad 
them that which he prohibited others; but moreover heenjoyned them not to marry Wo- 
men that had been caſt of, or Slaves, or Priſoners, or ViCtuallers and Taverners,forſaken 

1-» 1.2.8.0, by their Husbandsfor any occaſion whatſoever. And toucaing the High-Prieſt,he permit- 

what Wife ted him not to match with a Widow, (although'it were lawtul for the other Prieſts) and 

Prieſt Snveht granted him only liberty to take a Virgin to his Wite, and to keep her. Theſaid High-

Prieſt is alſo forbidden to approach a dead Man (although the other Prieſts are not tor- 


bidden to approach their Brothers Fathers, and Mothers, and Children deceaſed) re- K 
quiring that they ſhould. be fincere and true in all their words and aCtions. 

He likewiſe ordained that rhe Prieſt which had any bodily defe&t, ſhould be main- 
tained by the orher Prieſts. but in the mean time that he ſhould not approach the Altar, 
nor enter into the Temple: willing that not only they ſhould be pure in that which 
concerned the divine ſervice, but alſo that they ſhould ſtudy and endeavour to be fo 
in all the actions of their life, ro the end that no Man might reproach them. For which 
cauſe, when they wore the habit of Prieſts, beſides their general obligation to be always 
pure and ſober, they were forbidden to drink Wine; and they were to offer up entire 
Sacrifices, and no ways maimed. Theſe Statutes did Moſes make in the Defart, and 
causd to be obſerv'd during his life. Afterwards he made others alſo, which both the L 
People might praQtiſe in that place; and then alſo when they ſhould poſleſs the Land

very ſercach Of Cannan, He gave reſt unto the Earth every ſeventh Year; fo that it was neither tilled 

year. nor planted (in like manner as he had commanded them to reſt from their labours on 
the ſeventh day of the Week) and he ordained, that the fruits which the earth of it 
ſelf brought forth, ſhould be common to all thoſe that would make uſe thereof, as well 
to thoſe of the Country, as ſtrangers, without any forbidding, or reſervation. He 
likewiſe decreed that the ſame ſhould be done after ſeven times ſeven years, and that the

not put to death ; and to thoſe, who from the beginning had been poſſeſſors of Lands, 
the ſame were reſtored in this manner following. The Jubilee being at hand (which 
word ſignifieth Liberty) both he that ſold, and he that bought the Land, met together, 
and caſt up the account of the profits and expences that had been reaped and beſtowed 
on the Land: and if it were found that the profits exceeded the expences, he that fold 
the Land repoſſeſſed it : but if the charges exceeded the value of the profits, he payed 
the ſurpluſage to the Buyer, and retained the Land to himſelf. And if the profits and 
expences were cqual, the reſtitution was made to him that had the ancient inheritance. 
He ratifiea likewiſe the ſame Law in Houſes that were bought in Villages or Cities. For 
if he thatſold, counted down the money he had received before the Year were finiſhed, N 
he compelled the Purchaſer to reſtore him his Houſe ; but if he ſtayed till the Year were 
fully finiſhed, rhe poſſeſſion and free purchaſe remained unto him that bought it. Moſes 
received all theſe Laws from God, upon the Mountain of Sinai, and he gave themin wri- 
ting to the Hebrews, that they might obſerve the ſame.

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Ato take a preciſe view and muſter of thoſe Men that were able to bear Arms (for the 
Levites were Sacred, and exempt from thoſe Futidtions) and the ſearch being made , Wea” _— 
there were found 603650 fighting Men,betwixt the years of twenty and fifty. But in the $7 Cir 
place of Levi, he-put the Tribe of Manaſſes the Son of Joſeph and Ephraim, in the place LPR 
of his Father Joſeph : According as Facob had eritreated Joſeph to give him his Sons,that he 
might adopt them (as hath bcen before declared.) When they pitched the Tabernacle , 
it was planted in the midſt of the Camp, guarded and defended with the Tribes, which wy 
were encamped. three by three on every fide. There were certain ways or paths likewiſc 7 #o/ron 
laid out between them, and a Market-place, .and Shops«for all ſorts of Merchandize dif © 
poſed by order, and Workmen and Artizans of all Occupations , travelling in their 
B Shops ; ſothar to lgok upon it, ir reſembled a City. * 
The Prieſts firſt were placed-next the Tabernacle, and after them the Levites ( for 
there was a view alſo made of them, accounting all the Males exceeding the Age of thirty 
days; and they were found to be 23880.) During all the time that the Cloud before- 
mention'd cover'd the Tabernacle, as a token of God's preſence, the People remain'd al- A194 07 the 
ways in the ſame places;and if it departed from the fame,then remov'd they likewiſe. Mo- n+. 9. 15- 
ſes invented allo a certain kind of Trumpet made of Silver,after this manner. In length 
it was almoſt a Cubit, and it was like the narrow whiſtle of. a Fife, bur a little thicker ; 
it had bur one hole at which it was to be blown, and the end rhercof was like a littlc 
Bell, in form of an ordinary Trumpet. They call it in the Zebrew Tongue Aſofra. There Numb. 1. 2. 
C were two of them, whereof the one ſery'd ro call the People to Publick Aſſemblies ; mat: o Svc: 
and the other, to ſummon the Princes of the Tribes, when they were to conſult about 
Afﬀairs of State ; and if both of them were ſounded; then all in general gather'd roge- 
ther. When the Tabernacle was remov'd, this manner was obſery'd ; as ſoon as the fir{t 
Charge was ſounded, they that were incamped towards the Eaſt, diſlodged 3 at the ſc- 
cond Charge, they to the Southward, diſincamped ; then was the Tabernacle unpitched, 
and carried in the midſt,ſix of the Tribes marching before,and fix after: The Levites were 
all about the Tabernacle. And when they ſounded the third time, the three Tribes 
roward the Weſt removed : And at the fourth ſounding, thoſe. on the North follow'd 
them. They made vle alſo of all theſe Trumpets in the Divine Service,both on the Sab- 
D bath and other days. Then alſo was:the firlt Paſsover Celebrated by our Forefathers 
with ſolemn Offerings after their departure our of Agypt, they being in the Deſart, 
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CHAP. XII. 


Sedition againſt Moſes, through the ſcarcity of Viituals: And the puniſhment 
of the Rebellious. 


OT long after this, they remov'd their Camp from the Mountain of S7zai : And yaw & rug. 
after certain encampings (of which we will ſpeak) they came to a place which ms chap. 16. | 
E is call'd ſeremeth : There the people once more began to murmur, and to revive their Sedition agar 
Seditions,and lay the fault of their laborious Pilgrimage upon Moſes ; charging him, ** 
That by his pertwaſion, they had left a fertile Country ; and now not only were deſti- 
cute of the plenty thereof, bur alſo inſtead of hoped felicity, forc'd to wander here and 
there in extream miſery, ſo that they had not ſo much as water to drink ; and thar if 
Manna likewiſe ſhould fail them, rhey muſt all inevitably periſh for wanr of {uſtenance, 
Hereunto added they divers Contumelies, which were every where caſt upon him, though 
a man of fo great deſert and conſequence. Mean while there aroſe one amongſt the Peo- 
ple, who (admoniſhing them of the forepaſs'd benefits receiv'd by the hands of Moſes ) 
counſell'd them to be of good courage; aſſuring them, that at that time they ſhould not 
F be fruſtrate either of that hope, or help, which they expected at God's hands. But.the 
People were the rather_incenſed by thele words,and more and more whetred rheir Splecas 
againſt the Prophet: Who ſeeing them ſo deſperate, exhorted them to be of a good cou- 
rage : promiſing them, that although by injurious ſpeeches he had undeſervedly been 
oftended by them, yer he would obtain of God for them ſtore of Fleſh, not for one day 
only, but alſo for many. Bur they being incredulous, and ſome one amongit them 
demanding,. how he could make proviſion tor ſo many thouland men? God ( faith he) mw. 4 
and I,although we be evil ſpoken of by you, yet will we never defiſt to be careful for you,and that ovrain Quaii 
ſhall you ſhortly perceive. Scarce had he ſpoken this, bur rharall the Camp was filled with {257 gm 
Quails, of which every one took as many as he would. Yer God, tio long after puniſh- ie 
G ed the inlolency and mutiny of the Hebrews, by the death of no {mall number ; From Convpiſere 
whence at this day the place hath its name, which for that cauſe was impoſed thercon,and 
it is called Cabrothaba ; that is to ſay, The Sepulchres of Concupiſcence. IS

CHAP. XIll. 


Of the Spies that were ſent to ſearch the Land of Canaan : And how returning to the Iſraclites, 
they diſcourag'd them with fear. | 


U T after Moſes had led them out of that place, and brought them into: a Coun- 
try not ſo apt for habitation, - not far from the Borders of 'the Canaamites ,, call'd 
Pharon ; he called the People to' a Council., and ſtanding up in the midft' of them , 
{pake after this manner : | 
God (faith he) having decreed to grant you two great Benefits, Liberty, and the Poſſeſſion 
of a happy Country, hath made you already enjoy the one, and will ſhortly make you Maſters of 
the other. For we are upon the borders of Canaan; from whence both the Cities and Kings 
are ſo far from driving us, that the whole Nation being united together ,is not of power to expel 
us, Let us —_— addrefs our ſelves very confidently to attempt the matter ; For neither 
without fight, will 
can we obtain the Palmof Viftory. Let us therefore ſend out certain Spies, to diſcover the 
Forces of the Country,and how great their power is : But abov?2 all things,let us be at unity one 
with another, and let us honour God, who aſhſteth us in all dangers, and fighteth: for us. 
After Moſes had ſpoken this , the People (applauding his Counſels) chofe Twelve 
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they refign the Title of their Country unto us ; nor without great conflicts, 


out of the Nobleſt Families of the Tribes, to go and view the Country ; out of every K 


Tribe one ; who beginning from the parts extending towards Fgypr, viſited all the Coun- 
try of the Canaanites, until they came to the City of Amath, and the Mountain of Li- 
banus, And having conſider'd both the Land, and the nature of the Inhabitanys, they 
return'd home again, having ſpent forty days in this Journey. Moreover, they broughc 
with them ſuch fruits as the Country yielded ; and. by the beauty thereof, and by the 
abundance of riches (which they reporred to be in that Country ) they encourag'd 
the hearrs of the People to fight valiantly : But on the other ſide, 'they difmay'd them 
with the difficulty of the Conqueſt, {aying, that there were certain great Rivers uapaſia- 
ble, both for their wideneſs and depth ; that there were therein alſo unacceſſable Moun- 
rains and Cities, fortifi'd both with Walls and Bulwarks. Moreover, they told: then , 
that in ZZebron they faw a race of Gyants ; and that they had ſeen norhing fo terrible 
ſince their departure our of Fgypt. Thus the fear of theſe Meſſengers, brought the reſt 
of the multitude into a dangerous conſternation and perplexity : Who conjefturing by 
their diſcourſe, that it was impoſſible to conquer the Land, diflolving the Aſſembly, re- 
turned each to their Houſes, lamenting with their Wives and Children, faying, That 
God had only in words promis'd many things, but that they ſaw no effets of them. 
Morcover, they blam'd Moſes, and revil'd both him and his Brother Aaron, the High- 
Prieſt. And thus ſpent they all the Night in diſquier , venting their difconcents both 
againſt the one and the other. But on the morrow they re-aflembled their Council} tu- 
multuouſly,with intention to ſtone Moſes and his Brother, and then return back again to 
Fgypt, from whente they came. But two of the diſcoverers (namely Foſuah the Son of 
Nave, of the Tribe of Ephraim and Caleb, of the Tribe of Fuda) ſeeing this diforder , 
and fearing the conſequences of it, they went into the midſt of them, and appeas'd the 
multitude : Praying them to be of good hope, and not to accuſe Almighty God of unfaithful- 
neſs, by yielding certain ſlight belief to ſome, who ſpreading vain rumours of the affairs of 
Canaan, had terrified the credulous multitude ; but rather, follow them, who both would be 
the Attors and Conductors alſo of them in the Conqueſt of the Country : And that neither 
the greatneſs of ths Myuntains, nor the depth of the Rivers, could hinder thens,that like Vali- 
ant men were prepared to attempt eſpecially God being their Guide,and ready to fight for them 
in that Battel, March forward therefore (ſaid mags and laying aſide all fear ( aud be- 
inz aſſured of the divine ſuccors) follow us with a bold courage whitherfoever w2 lead you. 
With thele words Izbour'd they to appeaſe the rumultuous' multirude. In the mean 
while, Meſes ana Aaron falling proftrate on their faces, belought God, nor for their own 
{afery, bur that it would pleaſe him to reſtore the deſpairing multitudeto a better mind, 
who were troubled with ſo many” preſent neceſſiries, and vain apprehenfions. of the fu- 
rure. Whereupon ſuddenly a Cloud appcar'd on the Tabernacle, and gave teſtimony, 
that God was there preſent. Which when Moſes perccivid ( being full of confidence ) 
he prels'd into the midſt of the multirude, and rold them, 7hat God was provoked to take 
puniſhment of the outrage which they had committed againſt him ; yet not ſe ſeverely, as the 
zniquity of their fins deſerved, but in that diſcipline which fathers are accuſtomed to uſe, for 
the amendment of their Children. For at ſuch time as hs ſtood befare God in the Tabernacle, 
and Lefought him with tears for the ſafety of the maltitude, God had: recounted unto him how 
manv 
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many benefits aud favours they had received from bim, and how ungrateful they ſheived them- = 7 \ 
" Gioas uy rect and eu at the preſent being tranſported with paſſion a fear, they had Ther = - 
given more credit to the reports of 'the Spies, thay to his promiſes. Notwithſtanding all before Chrit's 
which, he would not utterly conſume them all, nor exterminate their whole Race, (ihom he 7; 
had honoured above all the Nations of the earth). Eut for puniſhment of their ſin, they ſhould wer. 23.33 
not poſſeſs the Land of Canaan, nor taſte the ſweetneſs and plenty of its fruits ; but they | nu? 60mg

(hould live in the Deſart, without Houſe or City, for the ſpace of forty years. Tet hath he der in the 
promiſed (faid he) to give the Country to your children, whom he will make Lords of the Pelart torty 
Goods, and Heirs of thoſe Poſſeſſions of which you have rendred your ſetves unworthy by your ** © 
murmuring and diſobedience. x | | 
B After Moſes had diſcourſed theſe things in this manner, the People .were in great ſor- The repen- 
row and Calamity, and beſought Moſes, that he would appeaſe God's wrath conceiyed _— _ 
againſt them, beſeeching him, that forgetting their faults that were paſt in the Deſart, 
he would make good: his promiſes to them. Moſes anſwered them, That God was not 
incenſed againſt them according to the manner of humane weakneſs, but that he had 
given 2 juf ſentence againſt them. In this place it is not to be ſuppoſed, that Moſes 
(who was but a man only ) did appeaſe ſo many multitudes of difpleaſed men, bur that 
God aſſiſted him, and brought to paſs, that the People were wrought upon by. his 
words (having by divers difobediences, and by the calamities whereinto they were fal- 
len, known, that obedience was both and profitable.) But what greater proof cati ,. ; mr 
C be defired of the eminent virtue of this Law-giver, and of the ſtrange Authority he of grear au- 
acquired thereby, than that not only they who lived in his time, but even at this day, *horiry- 
there is not any one amongſt the Hebrews, but takes himſelf obliged to obey the Or- 
diances made by him, and reguards him as preſent and ready to puniſh the Tranſgreſ- 
ſors of the ſame? There are beſides, divers great and evident ſigns of the more than 
humane vertue which was in him: and amongſt the reſt, this was not the leaſt, That

was brought to the Feaſt of Azymes the quantity of ſevetty Cores, (which make thirty pire of Clas- 
Sicilian and forty Athenian Medimnz, almoſt two Buſhels of ours) none of the Prieſts 4 
E were ſo bold as to eat one grain of it, (notwithſtanding the Country was in that extre- 
mity) fearing the Law, and God's diſpleaſure extended always againſt ſins concealed. 
For which cauſe, we ought not to wonder at that which hapned at that time, conſider- 
ing, that the Writings left by Moſes, are in ſuch force, even at this day, that they 
themſelves who hate us, confeſs, that God inſtituted our Government by the meansand 
rang x of Moſes, and his vertue, But of theſe things, let every man think as it plea-

And whereas the People promiſed thencetforward to be obedient to him, (being taught 
by their own miſery, that nothing would fall out proſperouſly unto them, without the 


bef;re Chriit 's

counlcl and conduct of their Guide) they diſincamping themſelves, retired into the De- Mes retirerh 


fart with this reſolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againſt the Canaanttes 

till they reccived a ſign of their good ſucceſs from Heaven. But even as in a great Army 

it accuſtomably falleth out (eſpecially in time of trouble) that the common multitude 

wax head ſtrong and diſobedient to their Governours, ſo did the like alſo happen amongſt 

the Jews. For whereas they were in number 600000, and even in their better Fortunes 
B ſufficiently diſobedient to their Governours, ſo much the more were they exaſperated by 
their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and againſt rheir Governour. For 
which cauſe there aroſe ſo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greeks or Barbarians 
the like was ever heard. Which things, without doubr, had overthrown them, being 
brought into ſo deſperate an eſtate) had not Moſes (forgetting the injury he had re- 
ceived, which was no leſs than a purpoſe to ſtone him to death) ſuccoured and relieved 
their diſtreſſed Fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them : but al- 
though they were contumelious againſt their Law-giver, and tranſgreſſed alſo againſt the 
Laws which he had delivered them by Moſes, yet delivered he them out of that danger; 
of which (without his ſpecial Providence) there could be expe&ted no other but a la- 
C mentable iſſue. This Sedition, as alſo how Moſes governed the eſtate when the troubles 
were ended, we will now declare, having firſt exprefled the cauſe thereof.

out the ſuffrage and approbation of the People. That this injury done by him, was not to be en- 
dured, by reaſon that ſo covertly he had infinuated himſelf mto the Government ; that before it 
could be obſerved, the People would be brought into ſervitude. For he that knoweth himſelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavours to obtain the ſame by the conſent of the People, and not 
E by force and violence ; but they that deſpair by good means to attain thereanto, do notwithtand.- 
ing abftain from force, leſt they ſhould loſe the opinion of their goodneſs and honeſty ; yet endea- 
wour they by malicious ſubtilties to attain thereunto. That it concerned the Commonueal to 
check the attempts of ſuch men, leſt of private, they at laſt grow publick Enemies. For what 
reaſon (faid he.) can Moſes give, why he hath beſtowed the High- Prieſthood on Aaron and his 
Sons > If God had decreed, that this honour ſhould be beſtowed on one of the Tribe of Levi, 
there were more reaſon that I ſhould have it, who am of the ſame Kindred with Moſes, and who 


ſurpaſs him both in riches and age. On the contrary, if this honour appertain to the moſt amci- 


ent of the Tribes, that of Reuben ought by right to enjoy it, namely, Dathan and Abiram, aud 
Phalal, who are the moſt ancient of that Tribe, and the moſt powerful in riches. Theſe things 


anto murmur and complain to the Levites, (which were of the ſame *- 


F ſpake Chore, under colour and pretence of the good of the Commonwealth, but in et- 4/as Balzs.

had governed the eſtate uprightly, and well aſlured, that his Brother obtained the 
Prieſthood, not by his favour, but God's eleRion, he came into the Congregation ; where 
he uttered not one word againſt the People, but addreſſing himlelt to Chore, he expo- 
ulated with him, and accuſed him with great vehemency, being (beſides his other 
qualities) by nature eloquent and fit ro ſpeak in publick Aſſemblies. 

I think (faith he) Chore, that both thou and every one of theſe (pointing with his finger at 
the 250 Men of his fattion) are worthy of honour ; yea, I contenin not the reſ# of this Aſſem-|[ 
bly, although they are not to be compared to you in Riches, and other endowments. But 
neither doth Aaron therefore poſſeſs the Prieſthood, becauſe he is richer (for thou haſt more 
ample poſſeſſions than either of us) neither becauſe he is more noble, (for God hath equally 
imparted the ſame wito us all, having given us one and the ſame Grandfather) neither have [ 
been moved thereunto by Brotherly afettion, to beſtow that on him which was due unto others. 
For had I confidered any thing but God, and the obedience I owe to him, I ſhould rather 
bave taken this honour to my ſelf, than have given it him; ſince there is no man more near 
to me than my ſelf. For what wiſdom had it been in me, to expoſe my ſelf to thoſe dangers 
which they incur, who commit an injuſtice, and ſuffer another man to reap the advantage 
of it ? But God forbid that my Conſcience ſhould be ſtained with any ſuch ſin ; were I guil-K 
ty of this fault, God would not leave me unpuniſhed, who had contemned him, nor you ig- 
orant of what ye ought to Ao, in order to pleaſe him. *Tis he, not I that choſe the High- 
Prie(t; and by this means he hath acquitted me of that accuſation, which in this reſpect 
might be brought againſt me. But though Aaron hath obtained this degree, (not by my fa- 
vour, but by God's own appointment) yet nothwithſtanding he referreth and remitteth the mat- 
ter to the publick diſpoſition and order of you all ; neither requireth be any prerogative, for 
that he hath already exerciſed the charge, but eſteemeth it to be the greateſt good fortune that 
may befal him, to ſee your Mutinies and Seditions ceaſe, although with the loſs of that ho- 
nour which he hath received from your own eleftion. For neither have we been guilty of diſ- 
reſpett towards God, in accepting that which it pleaſed him to give us; nor on the contrary x 
could we refuſe it without impiety.. But ſince it is a thing moſt reaſonable, that he who 
gives, ſhould confirm the gift which he hath given; God therefore ſhall once again deter- 
mine, who amongſt - you, ſhall be choſen, to offer Sacrifice unto him, and to take charge of 
thoſe things which appertain to Religion. And ſurely Chore will not &e ſo bold as to pre- 
tend by the defire he hath to this dignity, to deprive God of the Authority to diſpoſe the ſame 
as beſt liketh him. 

Ceaſe therefore to mutiny among ſt your ſelves, and to be tumultuous upon this occaſion ; 
let every one of you that defire the Prieſthood, to morrow bring, each of you his Cenſer with 
perfumes, and fire from his houſe. And thou, O Chore, be not aſhamed to yield unto God, M 
and to expett his judgment, without going about to raiſe thy ſelf above him: but come thou 
alſo amongſt the reſt of the Competitors in this honour, to hear the deciſion. Neither ſee I 
cauſe, why Aaron ſhould not be there alſo preſent, to be judged with thee, in that bitherto he 
hath wvertuouſly and uprightly behaved himſelf in the execution of that office, and is likewiſe 
of the ſame Tribe and Race that thou art of. Te ſhall all offer Incenſe in the preſence of the 
People, and let him whoſe offering ſhall be moſt acceptable in God's fight, be declared and 
eſtabliſhed High-Prieſt : fo ſhall I be acquitted of that ſlander which is wrong fully urged a- 
gainſt me, of having (by my particular grace and favour) beſtowed the office of the Prieſt- 
hood on my Brother. 

After Moſes had ſpoken in this manner, the People gave over murmuring, and the 
ſuſpicions which they had conceived againſt Moſes; approving in themſelves all that N 
_ =- been ſpoken, as being profitable for the Commonwealth. So the Aſſembly 
eparated. 
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Flow the Authors of the Sedition were ſlain by God's judgment, and the Prieſt hogd 
confirmed to Aaron and his Sons. 


H E next day the People re-aſſembled, to affiſt at the Sacrifice, and to ſee the con- rufn. chap. i 
troverſie decided amongſt the Competitors; neither was this Aſſembly withotit X=nb. 16.31. 
3 ſome tumult ; for the whole multitude were in ſuſpence, in expeAatior of the event ; 3* 37 
and ſome of them were defirous that Moſes might be convidted of deceit. But the wiſer 
ſort, defired to ſee an end of the Sedition; for they feared leſt the Commonwealth 
ſhould be utterly ruined, if the Tumult ſhould proceed any further. The multitude 
likewiſe ( teing naturally deſirous of novelty, and prone to ſpeak evil of their Magi- 
Rrates) were diverſly diſpoſed upon every occurrent. Moſes ſent hisſervants to Abiram 
and Dathan, to ſummon them to appear (according to the accord) to attend the iſſue 
of the Sacrifice. But their anſwer was, that they would not obey him, nor any longer Dathan and 4: 
permit him to aſſume to himſelf a Soveraign authority over them. Which when Mo- *#4n rebelli- 
ſes underſtood, he took divers of the Elders of the People with him ; and though he 
C was eſtabliſhed by God to command over all in general, yet he diſdained not to go in 
perſon to theſe Revolters. Now when Dathan and thoſe of his faftion underſtood that 
Moſes with the Nobles were coming unto them, they, their Wives and Children came 
out of their Tents to wait for him reſolutely, having with them alſo their Servants; who 
were armed to oppoſe themſelves againit Moſes, if fo be he ſhould offer them any vio- 
lence. He no ſooner drew near to them, but lifting up his hands unto Heaven, he cti- 
ed out with a loud voice in the hearing of the whole Multitude, and prayed after this 
manner: O God ( faid he) Thou art Lord over all that which either Heaven or Earth, or woſess prayti 
Sea containeth ; thou art a ſufficient witneſs to me of all mine aftions, for that I have ma- unto God, 
naged all things by thy will ; and thou art he who haſt given me power to execute my pur- © Bol 
D Poſes thou that always in commiſeration of the Hebrews haſt been my perpetual help and 
aſſiſtance, hear this my prayer. For nothing that is either done, or thought, is hidden from 
thee : for which cauſe I hope thou wilt not diſdain to teſtifie and juſtifie my truth, and ma- 
nifeſt the ingratitude of theſe Men. Thou knoweſt, Lord, every thing that hath paſſed in 
the firſt years of my life ; not for that thou haſt heard it, but for that thou haſt ſeen and been 
preſent at it 5 Thou Knoweſt alſo all that hath hapned to me fince, nor is this People ignorant 
thereof ; But becauſe they maliciouſly interpret my management of affairs, be pleaſed, O my 
God, to give them a rary'® of my innocence. At ſuch time as I ted a peaceable life. 
and that by thy help and my labour, and my Father-in law Raguel's favour, I lived quietly 
1 and happily, 1 forfok the poſſeſſion of my goods, and the fruition of my peace; to ingage my 
E ſelf in theſe miſeries which I have ſuffered for theſe Men : and particularly for their berry - 
and now likewiſe for their ſafety, I have moſt readily undertaken grievous travels. Now 
therefore fince I am grown into ſuſpicion among, thoſe Men, who by my care and providence have 
eſcaped ſo many miſchiefs and miſeries ; thou that appearedſt unto me in that fire on the Moun- 
tain of Sinai,and vouchſafedſt both to ſpeak unto me, and to confirm me by the fight of miracles ; 
who in thy Name didſt ſend me a meſſenger into Egypt ; who haſt abated the pride of the Egy- 
ptians, aud haſt given us means to eſcape from their Servitude ; and haſt humbled Pharaoh's 
power, when we were ignorant of our way,by giving us a paſſage thorow the Sea,in whoſe bottoms 
af:erward the Egyptians were drowned ; who gaveſt us Arms, when we were naked ; thou 
madeſt the bitter water ſavory, and fit to be drunk of ; and in our ſcarcity of water, enfor- 
Y F cedſ/t drink for us out of the bowels of the hard Rock; and when we found no meat on the 
Land, didit ſend it us from the Sea; Moreover (as a thing never before heard of ) afford- 
edſt us meat from Heaven, and haſt eſtabliſhed our eſtate with admirable and holy Laws : Be 
thou, O Lord, my Fudge in all things, and my unpartial witzeſs, that T have not been corru- 
pted by any bribe of any particular Hebrew; to favour injuſtice, nor ſuffered a poor Man, in 
his juſt cauſe, to loſe his right againſt a rich adverſary. And'now having cminifred the Com- 
monwealth with all ſincerity,Þ am called in queſtion for a crime whereof I am altogether guiltleſs, 
as if I had conferred thy Prieſthood on my Brother for private affeftion,and not by thy command: 
mats it known that all things are diſpoſed by thy providente,aud that nothing. is brought to effect 
by caſualty but by thy ſpecial ordinance : And to ſhew that thou haſt care of the Hebrews,teſtifie 
the ſame by thy juſt puniſhment inflifted on Dathan and Abiram,who accuſe thee to be inſenfible, 
and boaſt that thou art circumvented by my ſabtilties. But thou ſhalt make thy revenge moſt 
notorious upon the unbridled detraftors of thy glory, if they periſh after no common my 
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PFaRNL but ict the earth, which they unworthily tread upon, open it ſelf and ſwallow them up with all H 
RE "heir Families and ſubſtance. By this means both thy power wilt manifeſtly appear unto all 
before Chrill's men, and thou ſhalt leave an example #0 fuſterity, that no Man hereafter ſhall dare to think 
Vatrvit,1$©9- oherwiſe of thy Majeſty than becometh him ; and my Miniſtry ſhall be proved to proceed 
dine. from thy diretion. But if thoſe Crimes be truly urged which are enforced againſt me, then 
tet the curſe return and light on mine head ; and let thoſe whom T have curſed, live in ſafety. 
But, Lord, after thou haſt inflifted puniſhment upon thoſe that diſturb thy People, keep the 
reft of the multitude in peace, concord, and obſervation of thy commandments ; ſmce it is con- 
trary to thy juſtice that the innocent multitude of the [[raclites ſhould anſwer their miſdeeds 
and ſuffer their paniſhments. Whilſt te ſpake theſe words, and intermixed them with 
tears, the earch preſently trembled, and ſhaking, began to be agitated (after ſuch al 
manner as the waves of the Sea.are by the winds in a great Tempeſt.) Hereat were 
all the People amazed; and ſoon after with a dreadtul noiſe the earth opened, and 
DN. and 4- ſwallowed up the ſeditious, with their Families, their Tents, and all their Goods, fo that 
_ [wallow- nothing remained of theirs to be ſeen. Whereupon in a moment the earth cloſed again, 
v. Ng IR and the vaſt gaping was ſhut, fo that there appeared not any ſign of that which had 
happned. Thus periſhed they all, leaving behind them an example of God's power and 
judgments. This accident was the more deplorable, in that-there were none of their 
kindred or allies; that had compaſlion of them : ſo that even thoſe that had ſided with 


them, praiſed God's Juſtice with joyful acclamations, eſteeming them unworthy to be 


bemoaned, but to be held as the plague and perverters of the People. After that Da- K -- 


than with his Family was extinguiſhed, Moſes aſſembled all thoſe that contended for 
the Prieſthood together, committing again theelection of the Prieſthood unto God, con- 
cluding that that honour ſhould be ratified to'him, whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable 
in God's ſight. For which cauſe the two hundred and fifty Men afſembled themſelves, 
who were both honoured for the virtue of :their Anceſtors, for their own abilities ; 
with thele alſo ſtood: Haro ahd Chore, and all of them offered with their Cenſors be- 
fore the Tabernacle, ſuch Pertumes as they brought with them ; when ſuddenly fo great 
a. fire ſhone, as the like was never ſeen, either breaking forth from the bowels of the 
burning Earth,. kindled in Forefts by the Sun.and Winds, but ſuch an one as ſeemed to 
be kindled by God himſelf moſt bright and flaming : by force and power whereof thoſe L 
Chire with two hundred and fifty (together with Chore ) were ſo conſumed, that there ſcarce ap- 
whe ma —b peared the leaſt relique of theircarcaſſes; only Aarox remained untouched, to the end 
is conſumed 1t Might appear that this fire came from Heaven. Theſe things thus brought to paſs, 
with fire. Moſes ( intending to leave a perpetual memory to.poſterity of that puniſhment) tothe 
end they ſhould nor be ignorant thereof, commanded Eleazar the Son of Aaron to con- 
ſecrate their Cenſors, and faſten them to the Brazen Altar ; that by reaſon of this Mo- 
nument, -all Men might be terrified, who think that the Divine power can be circum- 
vented by humane policy. 
CHAP. IV. 


What things hapned in thirty eight years ſpace to the Hebrews in the Deſart. 


Fter that by ſo evidentan Argument it appeared ſufficiently, that Aaron, neither 

by ſiniſter infinuations, nor by the favour of his Brother, but only by God'sele- 
tion, had obtained the Prieſthood; he ever after held it without any contradiQion. 
Another ſedi. LE! for all this, a new ſedition brake out among the People with greater fury than at 
tion againſt firſt, -by reaſon of the Subje& which occaſioned it. For though they were perſwaded, 
Moſes. that all that had happened was brought to paſs by God's order and will, yet they 
imagined that God wrought theſe things in favour of Moſes ; to him therefore imputed 

they all theſe things, as if God had not puniſhed thoſe Men through indignation N 
againſt their ſins, but only upon Moſes ſollicitation : and they alledged, that Moſes 
( having given this maim unto the People, by the loſs of ſo many Noble Men, who, 
as they faid, periſhed only for the zeal they bare to God's Service ) not only had 
done them open wrong ; but, which was more, had aflured the Prieſthood to his 
Brother after ſuch a manner, that henceforward no Man durſt pretend to the ſame, 
ſeeing how miferably thoſe others were puniſht by a violent death. Moreover, 
the Kinſmen of thoſe that were ſlain, follicited and ſtirred the People, praying them 
to reſtrain the Pride and over great power of Moſes, in that it lay in their power 
eaſily to perform the ſame. But Moſes perceiving that the People were incenſed, 
and fearing leſt once: more they ſhould fall upon ſome Innovation, whereby ſome O 
great miſchief might ſucceed, he aſſembled them . together, and gave audience to 
their accuſations: and without replying any ways { for fear he might the -more

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A incenſe them) he only commanded the heads of the Tribes, to bring every one a rod TYAL 
whereon the name of each Tribe ſhould be written, promiſing that the Prieſthood 1/4 ,%,* 

ſhould remain with them, in whoſe rod God ſhould ſhew any ſign. Which propofal before Chris 

being allowed by all, both they and Aaro» brought their rods with their inſcriptions; "©9159 

and Aaron had written on his the name of the Tribe of Levi, Theſe Moſes laid in the Aaren's Red 

Tabernacle, and the next morning brought them forth every one, (which were eafily fuWtibcrh, 

known by the People to be the fame which 'rhe Princes of the Tribes had brought, 

by the marks which they had made upon them) and they faw that all theirs remained 

in the ſame form which the day before they retained, when Moſes took them ; but 

out of Aaron's Rod there grew Branches and Buds: and which is more to be wondred 

Bat, it bare ripe Almonds, becauſe it was of the Wood of the Almond-tree. The 

People amazed at the ſtrangeneſs of this ſpetacle, changed their hatred againſt Moſes 

and Aaron, into admiration of the judgment which God gave in their tavour; and 

forbare any more to repugn againſt God, or to oppoſe themſelves againſt Aaron's /. 8. 

Prieſthood. Thus three times confirmed by the approbation of God, by all mens Hed & Ruff 

conſent he remained High-Prieſt ; and the People of the ZZebrews turmoiled with long Wo" tb-34: 

ſeditions, at laſt by this means became letled in peace and quietneſs. But after Moſes ad 20. 

had made the Tribe of Levi (which was dedicated to God's ſervice) free and exempt ©** 1413.23. 

from warfare ; (for fear leſt they ſhould employ themſelves in providing neceſfaries for 

their maintenance, and ſo grow. negligent in the ſervice of God) he ordained, that 

C.Aafter the Land of Canaan ſhould be conquer'd, Forty eight of the beſt Cities, with their The revenues 

Lands within two Miles compals, ſhould be given to the Levites. Moreover, he com: of che Prieſts, 

manded that the Tenths of all the yearly Fruit that was gathered by the whole People 

ſhould be given to the Levites and Prieſts ; which hath been ever ſince inviolably ob- 

ſerved. Now muſt I declare what things are proper to the Prieſts. Of the forty 

eight Cities which were granted to the Levites, he commanded them to give thirteen 

to the Prieſts, and the tenth part of the Tythes. Beſides, he ordained that rhe Peo- 

ple ſhould offer to God the firſt-fruits of whatſoever the earth yieldeth : and riuat the 

firſt born of four-footed Beaſts allowed for facrifice, if a male, ſhould be delivered to 

the Prieſts to ſacrifice, to the end they might be nouriſhed with all their Family in 

D the ſacred City of Feruſalem ; and that for thoſe which the Law forbids to eat, there 

ſhould be paid by the owners, in lieu of a firſtling, a Sicle and a half; and for the firſt- 

born of a Man, five Sicles. He allotted them likewiſe the firſt-fruits of Sheep ſhearing; 

and thoſe that baked Bread of new corn were to give them Cakes. But when they ,,,z « , 

who are called Nazarites (becauſe they let their Hair grow and taſte no Wine) have ad 13. 

accompliſht their vow, and come to preſent themſelves in the Temple to cauſe their ® *b< Nara: 

Hair to be cut, the Beaſts which they offer in facrifice belong to the Prieſts. Ang 

as for thoſe that have conſecrated themſelves to the Service of God, when they de- 

ſire to be diſmiſſed from that miniſtery (whereunto by voluntary vow they bound 

themſelves) they muſt pay money to the Prieſts; a Woman, thirty Sicles, a Man 

E fifty ; and thoſe that have not ſo much money, reter themſelves to the diſcretion of the 

Prieſts. And when any Man kills a Beaſt to eat in private, and not to offer to God, 

he ought to give the Prieſts the fat Gut, the Breaſt and the right Shoulder. This is 

the allowance which Moſes aſſigned to the Prieſts, beſides what the People offer for ſins, 

as we declared in the precedent Book : and whatſoever is contributed by the People 

to the order of the Prieſts, he commanded that both their Wives, Children and Servants N*"*: 29, 14, 

ſhould be made partakers of the ſame, except thoſe things which are offered for ſins © ** 

of which only the Men which are employed in Divine Service may eat, and that in 

the Tabernacle, and the very fame day that ſuch Sacrifices are offered. After all 

theſe Conſtitutions were made by Moſes, and the Mutiny appeaſed, he removed the Moſes Embaſ- 

F Camp to the borders of /dumea, where he ſent Ambaſſadors to the King: thereof, {78 © we 

deſiring him to grant them free paſſage, on condition to give him what aſſurance he 

would demand, that no violence or injury ſhould be offered to his Country, and that 

he would pay for whatſoever vitual or water either he or his Army ſhould receive. 

But the King ſetting light by the Ambaſlage, denied them paſſage, and with a well 

furniſhed Army marched forth againſt Moſes to withſtand him, if contrary to his will, 

he ſhould attempt to paſs thorow his Country. Moſes asked countel of God, who _ 

forbad him to begin the War firſt, and commanded him to retire back again into-the Adriew, Abd 

Deſfart. At that time died his Siſter Mary, the fortieth year after their departure our fiſter dieth.

before Chriſt's with the Skin and Intrails, caſting in alſo a branch of Cedar, with a little Hyſſop, and 
Nativity, 1473 Scarlet Wooll. A man clean and chaſt gathered up all the aſhes, and put them in a 
clean place; and all that needed to be purified, either for having toucht one dead, or 
been preſent at a Funeral, caſt ſome of theſe aſhes into Fountain-water, wherein they 
dip a Branch of Hyſſop, and therewith beſprinkled themſelves the third, and the ſe- 
venth day ; after which - they paſſed for purified. Moſes likewiſe ordained, that the 
like Ceremony ſhould be uſed, when they had conquered the Country whereof God 

had promiſed them the poſſeſſion. 
Numb.25,v.23, But after the Army (that had ſo long mourned for the dead Siſter of the General) 
"_ were thus purified, he led them thorow the Defart, into Araia: and arriving in a place 
(which the 4rabians account for their Metropolitan City, in times paſt called Arce, and 
at this preſent Petra) he ſpoke to Aaren to alcend up a high Mountain, which ſerves 
for bounds to the Country ; becauſe it was the place where he was to yield up his foul 
to God. Aaron went up, and in the ſight of all the Army, ſtanding on a High place 
he pur off his Prieſtly ornaments, and gave them to his Son Eleazar, to whom by elder- 
ſhip the ſucceſſion appertained. And thus (in the ſight of the People) he died in the 
Ruffnus,c.4, hundred twenty and third year of his age, on the firſt Moon of the month of 4uzuft 
Hedin, ©-5» called by the Athentans, Hecatombeon ; by the Macedonians, Lous ; and Sabba, by the 
ple mourned for him thirty days. After this Moſes removed his Camp from thence, 
and pitcheth his Tents near unto a River called Armor (which ſpringeth from the Moun- 
tains of Arabia, and runneth along the Deſart, and then entreth into the A/phaltique 
Lake, ſeparating the Region of the Moabites from that of the Amorites.) The Coun- 
try is lo fertile, that it ſuffices to maintain all the inhabitants, though very numerous, 
Miſes et. To Sehon, King of this Country, Meſes ſent Ambaſſadors, deſiring paſſage thorow his 
ro Sehon, King Kingdom, under ſuch aſſurance as ſhould beſt pleaſe him, that no wrong ſhould be of- 
OG 4m fered, neither to his Country, nor the Inhabitants thereof : and he would pay the price 
; of whatſoever his Shouldiers took either in Victuals, or Water. But Sehox refuſed him, 


(which had never yet born the yoke) and dipping his finger in the blood thereof, he H

Hebrews. Thus Moſes loſt in the ſame year his Siſter and his Brother, and all the Peo- K

CHAP. V. 


Moſes overcometh Sehon and Og, Kings of the Amorites, and diſtributeth their Country 
by Lot, unto two Tribes and an half of the Hebrews.

UT when Moſes faw the Amorites diſpoſed to hoſtility, he judged that the injury 
Thy On and contempt was-not to be endured, and conſidering the Z/ebrews were an un- 


ſcives vo light tractable kind of Men, and ſuch, as idleneſs, and want together, might perſwade to

__ renew their former ſeditions and tumults; in order to prevent all the occaſion, he M 


aisked counſel of God, whether he would permit him to force his paſſage by the Sword 2 
God not only allowed his purpoſe, but alſo promiſed him Victory ; whereupon he de- 
termined upon a War with great confidence, and animated and encouraged his Troops ; 
. telling them, that the time was now come, wherein they might enterpriſe their long 
deſired War with God's approbation and encouragement. They rejoicing at this li- 
berty that was granted them, preſently too Arms, and being ranged in Battle, haſted 
to charge the Enemy. On the other ſide, the Amorite (as ſoon as he faw them march 
forward, and begin the onſet) forgetting his former fierceneſs, was both himſelf ter- 
rified; and his Souldiers (who betore the ſight of their Enemies, were as cruel and 


pho 35 os £190dy as Lyons) now waxed as fearful and as meek as Lambs. So that they ſcarcely y 


overthrow the Bad endured the firſt aſſault, but they fled ; repoſing the whole hope of their fafery 
Amwites,and jn their retreat to their Walled Towns (which notwithſtanding did nought at aſl 
q—_ ' avail them.) For no ſooner did the Hebrews perceive, that their Enemies began to 
flie, and that their ranks were broken, but they more eagerly charged them, and put 
rhem to the rout. And being extremely nimble, and lightly Armed, and beſides very 

expert in uſing the Sling, and all other Weapons proper for fighting at diſtance, 

either they overtook ſuch as fled, or with their Slings, Darts and Arrows, ſtopt 


the flight of thoſe whom they could. not overtake. So that there followed 


wm 127," a very great ſlaughter, eſpecially near the River; becauſe thoſe that fled being no

all his Forces were defeated. This was the deſtruftion which hapned to the Amorites,who Nattvity,1473; 
neither uſed their Counſel prudently, nor managed their War valiantly. But the Febrews Pſal. 135. 11, 
poſſetled their Country which is incloſed between three Rivers, after the manner of an Os 
Iſland.

(which flowing into Fordan, loſeth its name) the Weſtern Coaſts are water'd by the Ri- the 4morires 
ver of Jordan. Amidft this proſperity of the ſraelites, there aroſe a new Enemy againſt The 1:11.w; 
them; Og King of Galaad, and of the Country of Gaulanitis, was coming as a Friend and poſſefs the 
B,Companion to aſſiſt Sehoy, and underſtood the loſs of the Battel; yet being very da- pre _ 
ring, he was in hope to obtain a Victory, and determined to make tryal both of his own The firuation 
Mens and his Enemies valour: which hope of his failed him, for he both died in the Bat: bee Land of 
tel, and his whole Army was likewiſe deteated. Moſes no ſooner paſſed over the floud 0gKing of Ba- 
of Fobac, but entring Og's Kingdom, he overthrew one City after another, and deſtroy- an, 15 ſlain 
ed all the Inhabitants thereof, who were exceeding rich. Og wasa man of a moſt gigan- —y 
tick ſtature, and prodigious ſtrength; his Bed which was of Iron, and which was tound 

in his chief City called Rabatha, was four Cubits in breadth, and nine in length. This 

ſucceſs did not only bring preſent advantages to the Hebrews, but alſo opened them a way &«fin. cap. 5. 
to greater Conqueſts; for they took ſixty well fortified Cities which were under his Go- mr _—_ 
C vernment: ſo that there was not any of the meaneſt Souldiers but were greatly enriched 

with pillage. After this, Moſes removed his Camp toward Fordan, and pitched it in a 

broad Plain near the City of Fericho (which is rich and fruitful, and aboundeth with 
Palm-trees and Balm.) And now were the minds of the 7ſraelites in ſuch fort confirmed, 

that they deſired nothing more than War and Battel; and Moſes thinking good to make 

uſe of this their forwardneſs, (having ſacrificed to God in way of Thankſgiving, and 

teaſted the People) he ſent part of them armed to deſtroy the Country of the Madia- 


nites, and to force the Cities of that Region : which War had this Original. 


CHAP. VI. : 
Of the Prophet Balaam. 


Hen Balac King of the Moabites (who was both an old Friend and Confederate Xnb. 22, 23, 
with the Madianites) ſaw the progreſs of the 7ſraelites, he began to ſuſpet the *+ 7" 17%" 
ſecurity of his own fortune and eſtate: for he knew not that God had inhibited the /Ze- 
brews to attempt the Conquelt of any other Country but the Land of Canain. And 
therefore more raſhly than prudently, herefolved to oppoſe them: and for that he durſt 
not aſlail them in Battel, whom he knew elevated with the ſucceſs of many Victories ; 
yet defirous to hinder them from proceeding any further, he ſends Ambaſladors to the 
E Madianites to conſult with them what was fit to be done. The Madianites knowing that Cap. 22.1,at 5. 
' beyond Euphrates there lived a famous Prophet called Ba/aam (who was their eſpecial 54/-c, King of 
Friend) ſent ſome of their moſt honourable Princes together with Balac's Ambaſtadours, ET 
beſecching him that he would come unto them, and curle the 7ſraelites.

rm Fr 0g No other Nation ſhall equal you in the love of virtue ; your Succeſſors alſo ſhall ſurpaſs you, 
people of 1j- becauſe amongſt men God only favoureth you, and taketh care that no Nation under the Sun 
Rt ſhall either exceed or equal you in happineſs. Tou ſhall likewiſe poſſeſs that rich Land which he 
hath promiſed you : and your poſterity ſhall be perpetual Lords thereof; and the glory of your 
name ſhall fill both the whole Earth and Sea; and ſo {hall your Nation be multiplied, that there RK 
{hall be no place of the World where it ſhall not be diffuſed. Bleſſed are you (moſt worthy Ar- 
my) and deſerving great admiration, being compoſed of the deſcendants of one fingle Man. 
The Land of Canaan at this preſent will ſuffice you, but know that hereafter, the whole World 
will uot be too great for your inhabitation; ſo that both in the Iſlands, and inthe Continent, 
you ſhall live in ſu great number, that you ſhall equal the Stars of the Firmament. And though 
you are like to grow ſo innumeratle, yet notwithſtanding God will furniſh you with all ſort of 
good things in abundance, in Peace, and in War, he will render you vittorious. Wherefore we 
ought to wiſh that our Enemies may reſolve ta take Arms, and to aſſault yoa, fince they cannot 
do it without their own total deſtruftion. So greatly are you favoured and loved by God, who 
takes pleaſure to abaſe the proud and great, and to raiſe the weak and humble. 

Thus ſpake Balaam in his prophetical ſpirit, being inſpired by the Spirit of God. But 
verſ, 11, 12. Balac was much incenſed againſt him, exclaiming that he had not kept his promiſe ; 
Ti cis for by great Rewards he had been by his Confederates drawn thither to curſe them, 
prehendech and inſtead of Execrations againſt them, he had given them the greateſt BenediCtion. 
Balaam. The Prophet thus anſwered. 

Balzan's An- Thinkeſt thou (ſaid he) that it lieth in our power, as often as deſtinies are to be diſcove- 
ſer. red, to ſpeak or conceal what we liſt, at ſuch time as God ſpeaketh in our mouths > No, he 
. himſelf cauſeth us toutter thoſe words which pleaſeth him; and be publiſheth thoſe Oracles by 
us, which neither we know, nor ever thought upon. I have not forgotten the Requeſt of the 
Madianites; and I came hither, to execute that which they deſired at my hands; but God 
is more powerful than my will, who contrary to the will of God, and for the particular favour 
of men, had purpoſed to ſpeak otherwiſe : but as ſoon as he entreth into our hearts, he be- 
comes abſolute maſter of them. Truly I had determined in my ſelf to ſpeak nothing in 
their praiſes, neither was it in my mind to reckon up what God had decreed to beſtow upon that 
Nation, but becauſe he hath purpoſed to advance their felicity and glory, he put theſe words 
into my mouth. Nevertheleſs (ſince it is my deſire to gratifie both thee, and the Madianites, 
whoſe Prayers I ought to conſider) let us erect new Altars, and prepare other Sacrifices, and 
make tryal if God perhaps will be moved tb grant me licence to carſe this People. Hereunto 
Nw b. 14.34. Balac gave conlent; the Sacrifices were renewed: but Bal/aam could not obtain of God 
monws '9- permitſion to curſe the /ſrae/ites. On the contrary, falling on his face, .he predi&ted N 
_ to the misfortunes of thole Kingdoms and Cities which ſhould oppoſe them, of which ſome 
come, are not as yet built ; bur by ſuch things as have already hapned to rhoſe that we know 
both on the Continent, and in Iſlands, even to our days: we may gather moſt aſſuredly, 
that what remaineth of this Prophecy to be tulfilled, will ſurely take effe&t. Balac bes 
ing much diſpleaſed, that the /ſraelires could not be curſed, ſent Baliam back again 
without honour : who, as he came near Euphrates, deſired to ſee the King and the Princes 
verſ. 10,11, Of the Madianites, to whom he ſpake thus: Since it is your defire, O King, and you Princes 
vga eo of Madian, that 7 gratifie you, although it be againſt the Will of God, you ſhall bear ail that 
Fo. an me 7 can ſay to you. Flope not that any thing can extinguiſh the Race of the Hebrews, either by 
War or Peſtilence, or Famine, or any other chance; for God hath care to preſerve that Nati © 

from all evil, ſo that no miſchief can fall upon them, whereby the whole multitude may be ex- 
tinguilhed :

Whereupon the young Men earneſtly in- 
treated them 'to tarry, and promiſed to marry them, ſwearing, that they would not only 
love them as their Wives, but render them abſolute Miſtreſſes of themſelves and 
their Goods. Theſe promiſes they ſealed with Tears; and the Women anſwered after 
this manner : Valiant young Men, we want not at home either riches, or the affeftions of our 
Parents and friends ; neither come we hither to you for want of theſe things, or to make ſale of 

C onr beauties : but conſidering you as ſtrangers, for whom we have great eſteem, we have not diſ* 
dained to ſhew you this civility. Now therefore becauſe you ſay you love us; and are ſo trox: 
Bled at this our departure, we have thought good not to gainſay your extreaties; if therefore 
you will plight yoer faith, and promiſe us marriage (which is the only condition that can des 
tain us) we will willingly lrve with you as your lawful Wives; but we fear leſt when your 
luſts are ſatisfied, you will with ſhame and contumely ſend us back again to our Parents; which 
ſo reaſonable apprehenſron of ours you ought to pardon. Thele paſſionate Lovers promiſed 
to give their faith in what manner ſoever; and refuſed no condition (by reaſon of their 
extreme love.) Well then (faid the Virgins) fince you are ſo pleaſed, and that you have 
Cuſtoms ſo different from other Nations, that you uſe only certain meats and drinks ; it is ww

The Hebrews blinded with the love hich che bare to the Virgins, liked well their _ 
words, and conſented to that which they faid, ſuffering themſelves to he ſeduced accord- _—_ 
ing as they were invited ; ſo that they tranſgreſſed tle Ordinances of their Fathers in blinded wich 
following ftrange gods, to whom they offered Sacrifice, according to the manner of the deg 
x Country. , They alſo fell to cat all thoſe meats which were prohibited them by the Law; volcfrom the 

and addicted themſelves to all kinds of pleaſare, according as the Women perſwaded Las of cheic 
them ; ſo that the whole Army was infected with diſſoluteneſs arid diſorder ( amongſt ****" 

the younger ſort) and a worſe mutiny aroſe thereby than the precedent, by reaſon

But Moſes (as I began to fay) ſent an Army of 12000 Men a- 
gainſt the Madzanites, chuſing out of every Tribe a Thouſand, and appointed Phinees 
Captain over thoſe. Forces, by whoſe courage (as a little before I have declared) both 
the Laws were-vindicated, and Zambrias, that brake them, puniſhed.

Cand that their defire was to poſſeſs that Land which was conquered by the Valour of 

the whole People, to the end they might lead their lives in idleneſs and pleaſure; and 

not to bear Arms with the reſt of the Hoſt, to help them to poſleſs the Land beyond 

Fordan, which God had promiſed them, by overcoming thoſe Nations which he com- 

manded them to account for their Enemies. Theſe Tribes, leſt he ſhould ſeem to be 

deſervedly incenſed againſt rhem, anſwered, that neither through fear rhey fled danger, 

neither through floth ſhunned labour, but only deſigned to leave their prey in commo- 

dious places, to the end they might be more fit to follow the War: ſaying, that they 

were ready (if ſo be they might receive Cities for the defence and -receipt of their 

Wives, Children, and Subſtance) to follow the reſt of the Army whitherſoever they 

p were conduted, and to adventure their lives with them, for the common intereſt. 

Moſes fatisfied with their reaſon in the preſence of Eleazar the High-Prieſt, and Foſhua, 

with the reſt of the Magiſtrates, granted them the Land of the Amorites, with this con- 

dition, that (together with the reſt of the People) they ſhould march againſt their com- 

mon Enemies, till the War were accompliſhed according to their deſire: accordingly Numb. 35. 34, 

having received that which they demanded, they built them walled Cities, and lett & Ee 

their Children, Wives and Subſtance in the fame.

«ch che people other Nations in War, and be invincible by your enemies : for by God's aſſiſtance all things are 
cone ovedient eoſible. Moreover there are great, rewards (in all the courſe of life) propoſed unto virtae, 
' which is alſo to it ſelf a great reward: befides, by it all other bleſſings are eaſily obtained ; 
and if you prattiſe it among your ſelves, you ſhall both lead a bleſſed life, and obtain im- 
The promiſe ,ortal zlory, not only amongst ſtrangers, but alſo to all poſterity. Theſe things are you to 
ot Gud's afſi- ; o_ . 
ſtance, hope for, if neither you your ſelves violate thoſe Laws, (which by God's command, and my 
means) are preſcribed to you, nor ſuffer any other to violate the ſame, but in your ſelves con- 
tinually meditate upon the underſtanding and uſe thereof. As for my ſelf, I depart this life 
in fulneſs of joy, and the comfort to leave you in great proſperity, commending you all 
Obedience to to the Laws of piety and prudence, and the virtue of your Guides and Magiſtrates, who here- 
oe Migi-o after are to take care of your ſafety and felicity. God likewiſe, under whoſe conduit you 
have lived, ( aud to whoſe favour you owe whatſoever you have received by me) will 
. wot fail to take care of you; but as long as you ſhall honour both him and piety, ſo long ſhall 
you remain in ſecurity under his proteftion; neither ſhall you want ſuch men, who ſhall geve 
you excellent inſtruttions ; whoſe counſels if you obey, you ſhall be fortunate (namely Eleazar 
the Hieh-Prieſt, and Joſhua, with the Senate and Magiſtrates of the Tribes) towards whom 
beware left you grow ſtiff-neck'd'; knowing and remembring this, that he that is inſtrutted 
to obey well, will, when he ſhall attain unto dignity, govern well, Neither imagine to your 
ſelves that liberty conſiſteth in diſobeying your Superiors, as hitherto you have done; from 
which fin if hereafter you ſhall keep your ſelves, you ſhall ſee your eſtate become [till more 
flourilhing and fortunate : And God forbid that you ſhould ever be ſo exaſperated againſ# 
them, as you have been ſometimes incenſed againſt me.

For vated the or- 
all thoſe things are extant which this Man wrote, fo that we need not feign or affix/{<* *t ve 
any thing by way of ornament: we have only changed the order; and thoſe Laws 

which he ſcatteringly ſet down according as he received them from God, we have ge- 

nerally digeſted into their places: whereof I thought good to admoniſh the Readex ; 

for fear leſt hereafter any of our Tribes coming to the view hereof, ſhould raſhly ac- 

cuſe me, of not having faithfully delivered the Writings and Inſtitutions of Moſes. Firſt 


will I reckon up thoſe Laws particularly which appertain to the publick inſtitution and 


D policy of our Nation; but thoſe that concern private cuſtoms and contraQts, either

24+ dwell with him that hath accuſed her, who may not any more refuſe her, except ſhe give 
him great occaſion, whereunto ſhe cannot contradict. But he that without cauſe, and 
raſhly ſhall accuſe and ſlander his Wife, ſhall be puniſhed with thirty nine ſtripes; and N 
in way of amends ſhall pay fifty Sicles to her Father. Bur if it be proved that ſhe hath 
been deflowred, and hath been common, then ſhall ſhe be ſtoned to death, for that ſhe 
hath not chaſtly conſerved her Virginity, till the time of her lawtul marriage; and if 
ſhe be of the Race of the Prieſts, ſhe ſhall be burat alive. 

If any man have two wives, the one of which he holdeth in greater honour and ami-

The firſt be- more loved, demand to have the prerogative of the elder, which is a double portion of 
Fo Ris thi his Father patrimony, (for ſo much import our Ordinances) and challenge the ſame, 

* by reaſon that his Father more dearly loveth nis Mother than the other, let it not be 
granted him; For it is againſt juſtice, that the eldeſt ſhould be deprived of that which O 
appertaineth unto him by birth-right, becauſe his Mother's condition is inferior to thar 
of the other, on account of his Father's afteCtion.

B narily happen amongſt married couples, let him confirm it in writing, That he will ne- ay ot a Vir- 
ver more entertain her again ; and then ſhe may marry again unto another, and refuſe mm 
the former. Husband : and if it happen that ſhe be ill uſed by the ſecond, or that, he 
being dead, the firſt would take her again in marriage, it is not lawful for the Wite to 
return to him.

name, and be brought up as the ſucceſſor of his inheritance. For it is advantageous Thc _- 
to the Commonwealth, that Families ſhould not come to ruine, and that the goods - wok SORT 
remain to thoſe of the ſame kindred. Afid it will be a comfort to the Widow to 

Cjoyned in marriage with one ſo near akin to her firſt Husband. But if the Brother 

will not take her to Wife, ſhe - ſha'l repair to the Senate, and make this proteſtation, 
that the Brother of her deceaſed Husband will not marry her, (although ſhe had de- 
fired to remain in that line, and bring forth children to it) and that by him only the 
memory. of her decealed Husband is diſhonoured. And when the Senate ſhall have 
examined the cauſe, why he declineth this marriage, his excuſe ſhall be allowed of, 
how great or flight ſoever it be; and then ſhall the Widow unlooſe his ſhove, and 
ſpit in his face, and tell him, that he hath deſervedly ſuffered theſe things, in that 
he hath injured the memory of his dead Brother. And thus ſhall he depart out of the 
Court, being defamed for his wholelife-time, and the Woman may marry whomſoever 
D ſhe pleaſe. 
It any man take a Virgin priſoner, or ſuch an one as hath been already married, and md 
be deſirous to take her to his Wife, it is not lawful for him to touch or approach her a Bondwo- 
till ſhe is ſhaven, and (having put on her mourning apparel hath bewailed her Pa- 7": | 
rents, or Friends ſlain in Battel : but after ſhe hath in this ſort aſſwaged her ſorrow, 12, -- a 
ſhe may afterwards addiCt her ſelf to mirth and marriage. For it is a matter both ho- 
neſt and juſt, that he that entertaineth her, to have iſſue by her, ſhow!d condeſcend 
unto her will, in all wherein he may gratific her ; and that he ſhould not only addi 
himſelf to the purſuit of his pleaſure ; but when the thirty days of mourning ſhall be The lamenta- 
expired, (for that time 1s ſufficient for the Wife to bewail her Friends) then may ſhe *9n and 
x hearken after marriage. And if after he hath had his pleaſure with her, it happen = yy " 
that he miſlike her, and will not accept her for his Wife, he can no more make her his 
ſlave, but (he may go whitherſoever ſhe pleaſeth, for that ſhe beareth with her, her 
liberty. 

All thoſe Children that ſhall make no reckoning of their Fathers and Mothers, nor 

ſhew them that honour which belongeth to them,but contemn them, and behave them- — hs 

ſelves infolently towards them, the Parents, whom Nature hath made their Judges, ſhall Diſobedience 

begin by remonſtratingz to them, that they were matched together in Matrimony, not @3dg3a. 
for rheir pleaſure ſake, or that by uniting their poſſeſſions, they might become the 

richer, but to the end they might beget Children, who might nouriſh them in their 

i F age, and miniſter unto- them in their neceſſities ; that they had received them at God's 

hands with great thankſgivings and infinite joy, and brought them up with care and 

diligence, ſparing nothing that conduced to their ſuſtenance or inſtrution. But ſince 

ſome-pardon is to be allowed to the follies of youth, let it ſuffice, my Son, that hitherto 
you have forgotten your duty, recollect your {elf and grow wiſe; remembring that 
God is grievouſly offended againſt thoſe who diſobey or diſdain their Parents, becauſe 
he is the Father of all mankind ; and takes himſelf -to be concerned in that diſhonour 
which is done unto thoſe that bear that 'name, when they receive not ſuch duty from 
their Childrens hands as he commandeth ; and that the Law likewiſe infliteth an in- 
evitable puniſhment againſt ſuch, which I ſhould be very ſorry if thou ſhouldeſt be fo 

J G unhappy as to incur. lt by theſe remonſtrances the child amend, it is fit to pardon him 

the faults committed by him, rather out of ignorance than malice ; for in fo doing, 
the Law-giver ſhall be accounted wiſe, and the Parents ſhall be held havpy, when they

H 
dog But if ſuch ſpeeches and inſtrufions of the Father are ſet light by the Son, let the Laws 
before Chr be irreconcilable enemies againſt ſuch continual outrages, and let him be dragged out 
Narivity,1471- of the City, in the ſight and preſence of all the people, and there let him be ſtoned to 
death : and after tte offender hath lain a whole day 1n the fight of the people, let him 
be buried by night. In like manner ought they to be buried, who for any occaſion 
whatſoever are condemned and executed by Juſtice. 
Enemy tobe Let the Enemy alſo be interred after the ſame manner, and let no dead man lie un- 
—_— buricd, after fuch time as he hath been judged, and hath ſatisfied the Laws. 
Dent. 23. It is not lawful for any ZZebrew to lend upon Ulury, neither money, nor meat, or 
That which is drink; for it is an unjuſt thing to make profit of the miſery of thoſe of our Nation: I 
ont be paid, but it is better to ſuccour their neceſſities, and expect God's retribution, as a gain to 
Exod. 24, 14. them, who practiſe ſuch kind of benefits. But they that have borrowed either money, 
or any fruit, dry or moiſt; when by the favour and aſſiſtance of God, they ſhall reap 
their own harveſt, and gather their fruit, let them make a willing reſtitution to thoſe 
that have lent them, as if they had laid them up for themſelves, to poſſeſs at fuch time 
as they had need of them. Burt if there be any ſo ſhameleſs as they will not makefarif- 
faction, yet let not the Creditor enter into their houſe to take a Pawn, before the Judges 
have given order, that the pledge be demanded at their door; and then the debtor 
without contradiction ſhall bring it to him, becauſe it is nat Jawful for him to vuppoſe 
& pledgz. him that comes armed with the Law. If he, of whom the Pledge is taken, have ſuffi- K 
Deut- 24. 11; cient ability, the Creditor may retain the Gage, till ſuch time as he be paid: but if 
TO he be poor, he ſhall reſtore him his Pawn before the Sunſet, and eſpecially if it be 
Garments with which he may cover himſelf in the night; for God hath compaſſion on 
thoſe that are Poor. It is not lawful to receive in way of Gage either a Mill, or ought 
elſe that belongeth thereunto, leſt any Debtor ſhould be deprived of the neceſfary In- 
ſtruments to provide his ViQtuals with, and endure any miſery through want of the 
means to get his living. Let him that retaineth a Free-man in Bondage be puniſhed 
with death ; but he that hath ftoln either Gold or Silver, let him reſtpre it twofold. 
Theft. If any man kill ſuch as break into houſes, to rob, or that break walls; let not ſuch 
an one be puniſhed. Whoſo ſhall ſteal a Beaſt. ſhall reſtore four times the value for x, 
Exod. 21. 2, jt; except it be an Ox, for which he ſhall fatisfie fivefald : and if the Thief want 
7: brep MEans to pay this penalty, let him be their ſlave againſt whom he hath treſpaſſed, and 
flare is to be at whoſe ſute he is condemned. If any one be fold unto one of his own Tribe, let 
- 14 ye him ſerve him fix years; and in the teventh year, he ſhall depart with liberty. But 
Dent. 15.12, if during the time that he remaineth with the buyer, he beget any Child upon a fe- 
ad 19, male fellow-ſlave, and that he be willing to ſerve, by reaſon of rhe good affeRion that 
he beareth unto the houſe; in the year of Jubile which hapneth every fiftieth year) 
let him be ſet at liberty, leading away with him his Children, and Wife, with free- 
Goods thaa dom. If any man find Money or Gold by the way, let him ſeek out him that hath 
xe found. loft it, and make known the place where he found it, to the intent he may reſtore it ; M 
knowing that the profit is not good which cometh by another man's injury. The like 
is to be done with Beaſts : for if any man find them ſtrayed in the Deſart, and find not 
out the owner, let him preſently keep them by him, taking God to witneſs, that he 
hath no defign to detain with him another man's goods. If any man find another 
mans Beaſts mired or bog, let him not paſs further, bur ſuccour them, and help to 
fave them, as if they were his own. 
Let each man dire the ignorant Traveller in his way, and ſet him in the right path, 
if he wander, without deluding him, or hindring him in his neceſſity, or miſleading 
Devt, 22, him in his journey. Let no man ſpeak ill of him that is either abſent, or deaf. It 
The Law of any man be ſtrucken in a quarrel, and it be not with a weapon, let him that ſtruck x 
Nolence. him be preſently puniſhed, by receiving the like number of blows as he hath given. 
But if he be carried into his houſe, and lie fick upon it divers days, and in the end 
die thereof, he that ſtruck him ſhall not be puniſh as a Murderer. And if he eſcape, 
and during the time of his ſickneſs, hath been greatly hindred, and charged; then 
let him that ſtruck him, pay all the charges he hath been at during the time he kept 
his Bed, and fatisfie the Phyſicians. He that with his foot ſhall ſtrike a woman wirh 
Child, if the woman miſcarry, he ſhall be, by the Judges, amerced in a fumm of mo- 
ney, for that he hath leſſened the number of the people, by the lols of him that'is dead 
in his Mothers Womb. Let him likewiſe be condemned to pay a fumm of money unto 
the Husband : but if che Woman die of the ſtroke, he rhat offered the violence, ſhall O 
be puniſht with death ; becauſe the Law juſtly requirerh, that Life be ſatisfied with 
Life.

2*39147% 
ed, being deprived of the ſame member of his body whereof he hath deprived another Poyſon. | 
man; except he that is maimed, had rather have a pecuniary amends: for the Law F*** 2": 23- 
remitteth it to the ele&ion of the offended, to eſtimate his injury ; and if he will be Talions Law 
more ſevere, he may. If any one have an Ox that ſtriketh with his horn, let him kill Pee. 19+ 21, 
him : and it the ſame Ox ſtriketh and killeth any man in the Field or Mow,let him be 
ſtoned to death, and let no man eat the fleſh thereof. And if it be proved, that the 
B Maſter hath heretofore known the quality of the Beaſt, and hath not taken order he 
ſhould do no harm, let him alſo be put to death, as being the author of the murder 
committed by the Ox.

33, 
ſtern, muſt be careful that they incloſe and fence it with Planks or Bars, not to hinder Fo 
any man from drawing water, but leſt any man by misfortune fall into the ſame. And 
if any man's Beaſt fall into the ſame unfenced Pit, the owner of the Pit ſhall pay to 
C the owner of the Beaſt the price thereof : Allo a Wall ſhall be made round the roofs 
of houſes, to the end no body may fall from thence. Let him that receiveth any 
thing in truſt, keep it carefully, as a thing facred ; and let neither man nor woman 
attempt to alien that which is committed to his cuſtody, although thereby he might 
gain much Gold, and although there were no man that could convince him thereof. 
For ſince the conſcience knoweth the fame, every one ought to endeavour to deal up- 
rightly ; and ſuppoſing himſelf a ſufficient witneſs apainfi himſelf, let him do thoſe, 
things which are laudable in the fight of men, but eſpecially that which is pleaſing to 
God, from whoſe fight no wrongful dealing is concealed. If notwithſtanding he to 
whom this truſt is committed, ſhall chance (without any fraud on his part) to loſe the 
D thing that is fo left in truſt, let him preſent himſelf before ſeven Judges, and there ;, the c@ne 
take an oath, that nothing is loſt by his will, or conſent, and that he hath not corn: place. 
verted any part thereof to his own uſe; whereupon let him be diſſmiſſed, without any 

further inquiry. But if he have made uſe of the leaſt part of that which hath been 
committed to his charge and truſt, and that he happen to loſe it, he ſhall be condemn- 

ed to reſtore all that was committed to his keeping. As it hath been ordained in matters , . 

of truſt, the like is decreed touching Hire due unto the Labourer: let each man take p72! '® 23: 
heed leſt he defraud a Poor man of his Hire; knowing that God gave him his Hands Dex.24.18,19. 
inſtead of Lands and other Poſleſſions. For which cauſe, the payment of Hire ought __ _ 
not to be deferred, but fatisfied the fame day; by reaſon, that God permitteth nor, aiſhed bo 
that the Labourer ſhould loſe the fruit of his travel. The Children ſhall not be pu their Parents 
niſhed for the miſdeeds of their Parents; for if they-be virtuous, and are begotten by Ta 
lewd Fathers, they rather deſerve that men ſhould have compaſſion of them, than 

hate them: neither are the offences of the Children to be imputed to the Parents, by 

reaſon that youth oftentimes engageth it ſelf in thoſe follies, which it never learned 

by examples, and for which it endureth not to be reproved. Voluntary Eunuchs are Eunuchs, 

to be deteſted, and their company to be fled, becauſe they have deprived themſelves P*# 23. 7: 
of the means which God hath given'to men, for the increaſe of mankind. Such peo- 

ple therefore are to be driven tar from us, and eſteemed wholly inexcufable, as having 

killed their children before they be born.” For it is a matter very manifeſt, that their 

ſpirits being effeminate, their bodies allo are degenerate. Each thing alſo that is mon- 

rous to behold, is to be driven away: neither is it lawful to Geld either Men or 

Beaſts. Let this be the diſpoſition of thoſe Laws, wherewith you ſhall be Policied 

and Governed in time of Peace; to the end God may 'be favourable unto you, and 

I befeech him to give you grace to uſe them in good order, and without alteration. 

And ſince it cannot otherwiſe be, but that humane affairs muſt ſometimes fall into 

troubles and dangers, ſometimes beyond defire and expectation, and ſometimes of ſer 

aria I will briefly give you ſome advice touching that point ; to the intent, that 

being fore-inſtruted ot that which you- ought to do, you may prevent, and not fall 

into any danger and calamity. 
G I wiſh that when you have conquered the Country which God hath deſigned for 
you, by his aſſiſtance and your labour, you may poſſeſs the ſame in ſecurity and peace 


and that ſtrangers may not levy Armies to overthrow you, nor any civil —_——— 
| raile 
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raiſed amongſt you, which inay cauſe what hath been well ordered and decreed M 
by your Anceſtors, to come to nought, when you ſhall abandon the Laws which God 
hath given you. Live therefore, and perſiſt to conform your ſelves to thoſe Laws; 
which both God hath approved for good; and hath alſo given you. But it perhaps 
you or your ſucceſſors hereafter, ſhall be obliged to undertake a War, [ wiſh it may 
happen without the Confines of your Country : but if the matter muſt needs be tryed 
by the Sword, you ſhall ſend certain Heralds to your declared Enemies. For before 
you enter battel, it ſhall be requiſite firſt of all to parley with them, and to declare 
unto them, that you have a great Army, and Horſes, and Weapons, and (beſides all 
theſe) that you have God's favour and aſſiſtance ; and you ſhall defire them, that you 
may not be enforced to War againſt them, nor to make booty of their Goods; and to f 
carry them away captive. If they condeſcend to any reaſonable conditions, then 
entertain Peace ; but if they contemn this propoſal, you ſhall lead forth your Army 
221inſt them, having God for your General, and Soveraign Conductor; and for his 
Licutenant, him whom you your ſelves ſhall chuſe, ſurpaſſing all the reſt in Valour. 
For when thcre are divers Commanders, it falleth out, that that which ought readily 
to beexccuted, is hindred, and commonly the i{lue is unfortunate. Let your Army 
generally conſiſt of men that are ſtrong in body, and hardy in courage; and remove 
trom your Army him that is fearful, leſt ſuch men hapning to fly when they ought to 
ſight, give your Enemies the advantage. Let them allo be free from War, who having 
built a new houſe, have not enjoyed the fame for a years ſpace ; as alſo he that hath K 
planted a Vinevard, and hath not gathered the fruit thereof; and beſides theſe, he 
that hath wedded a Wife, and hath not as yet brought her home to his houſe - leſt 
through the deſire of theſe things, and of reſerving themſelves to their dear forſaken 
plealures, they fight but faintly and coldly. 

But when you have brought your Army into the field,. take heed you commit no 
outrage : and when you ſhall aſſault any Cities, if you fortune to need Wood to 
make Engines of, ſee you cut not down Fruit-trees, but ſpare them; remembring, that 
they are planted for the good of men; and that if they could ſpeak, they would 
accuſe you ; that without cauſe they are ill treated, againſt all right; and that if they 
had the power to depart from thence, they would tranſplant themſelves into another x, 
Country. 

But when the Battel is ended, and the day is yours, kill all thoſe Enemies that re- 
ſiſted you in the Fight; the reſt reſerve as your Tributaries (except the people of the 
Land . of Canaan, for they, with. all their Families, are to be exterminated.) Beware 
allo (but eſpecially.in War) that neither a Womanuſe a Mans apparel, nor a Man that 
of a Womans. 

Theſe are the -Laws which Moſes lefr. He gave them likewiſe certain Inſtitutions, 
(which he had written forty years before,) whereof we will ſpeak in another Treatiſe. 
Some few days after (for he aſſembled the people fix days together) he gave them his 
bleſſing, and pronounced his malediCtions againſt thoſe which ſhould not live accord- 
ing to his Laws, but ſhould trangreſs the determinations thereof: He read alſo unto 
them a Canticle of ſix meaſures (which he had regiſtred inthe holy Book) containing 
a prediction of things to come, according to which, all things have and do fall our, 
without varying any ways from the truth. Theſe Volumes and the Ark he gave to the 
Prieſts ; in which. he alſo placed the Ten Commandments written in the two Tables. 
He committed alſo unto them the cuſtody of.the Tabernacle. He likewiſe exhorted 
the people that (when by force they had conquered the promiſed Country, and where 
planted therein) they ſhould not forget _ the injury which the Amalekites had done 
them, but that they ſhould lead forth their Army againſt them, and take vengeance of 
the wrongs they had done them, at ſuch time, as they were in the Delart. And he yy 
commanded them that as ſoon as they had taken the Country of Canaan, they ſhould 
exterminate and extinguiſh all the people. 

He commanded them alſo to erect an Altar towards the Eaſt not far from the City of 
Sichem, between the two Mountains, Garizim on the right hand, and the other called 
Gebal on the leſt, and that diſtributing the people into two parts (ſix 7ribes in every 
part) they ſhould place them. on thele Mountains. And he commanded that the Le- 
vites and Prieſts ſhould be with them, and that they that were upon the Mountain of 
Garizim, ſhould pray to God, to multiply his bleflings upon them that are zealous of 


- his ſervice, and careful of rhe conſervation of his Laws which had been given them 


by Moſes. The Six 'other alſo were appointed to anſwer them: and when thele fix 
laſt had prayed, the fix firſt were toanſwer them : and confirm that whichthey had pro- 
nounced. This done, they pronounced malediCtions againſt the tranſ{greſſors (each one 
anſwering 


_— 
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A anſwering the other) in ratification of that which had been ſpoken. He reduced alſo Ye 
into writing theſe bleſſings and curſes, to the intent that the memory thereof might Works 2094. 
never be ſuppreſſed or extinguiſhed by time which he a!ſo (being near his death) cau- before Chriſt's 
id to be written on the Altar, on the two fides thereof, and permitted the people to w——_4 
come near it only that day, and there to offer burnt-offerings ; which is forbidden to 

them by the Law. Theſe Ordinances did Moſes eſtabliſh, and theſe the ZZebrew Nation 

obſerve inviolably, even unto this day. 

On the next morning he re-aſſembled all the people, with their Wives and Children ; Deur. 29.1, ad 
he likewiſe commanded, the laves ſhould be preſent, binding them by an oath to main- 35. \;,.4e.1 
tain and keep the Laws; and that diligently tying themſelves to the will of God, they the Hebrews 
B ſhould not lo wuch eſteem either their kindred, or means, or perils, or any other cauſe Þy ** cath to 
whatſoever, as t hereby to be driven to negle& the Laws ; or depart from the ordinan- POE 
ces thereof : but whether any one of their kindred, or any City whatſoever, ſhould 
feek to alter and diſturb the ſame, or ſtrive to weaken the Authority thereof, that both 
in particular and publick, they ſhould expoſe themſelves and endeavour to puniſh 
them : and if they ſhould fortune to take ſuch a City, they ſhould raze and utterly 
deface the ſame; and if it were poſſible, not leave one ſtone upon another, but de- 
roy . the foundation. But if they were too feeble to take ſuch a revenge, yet, that 
they ſhould make it known, that they were not conſenting to their impiety* Hereunto 
the whole multitude conſented, and promiſed with an oath. He afterwards told them; 

C how the. people ſhould know when the Sacrifices were agreeable unto God; and how 
rhey ought to march out to Battel, taking a ſign from the ſtones of the High-Prieſt's 
Rational), of which I have fore-ſpoken.

Live therefore, and perſiſt to conform your ſelves to thoſe Laws, 
which both God hath approved for good, and hath alſo given you, Burt if perhaps 
you or your ſucceſſors hereafter, ſhall be obliged to undertake a War, I wiſh it may 
happen without the Confines of your Country : but if the matter muſt heeds be tryed 
by the Sword, you ſhall fend certain Heralds to your declared Enemies. For before 
you enter battel, it ſhall be requiſite firſt of all to parley with them, and to declare 
unto them, that you have a great Army, and Horſes, and Weapons, and (beſides all 
theſe) that you have God's favour and aſſiſtance ; and you ſhall deſire them, that you 
may not be enforced to War againſt them, nor to make booty of their Goods; and to f 
carry them away captive. If they condeſcend to any reaſonable conditions, then 
entertain Peace ; but if they contemn this propoſal, you ſhall lead forth your Army 
224inſt them, having God for your General, and Sovera;gn Conductor; and for his 
Licutenant, him whom you your ſelves ſhall chufe, ſurpaſſing all the reſt in Valour. 
For when there are divers Commanders, it falleth out, that that which ought readily 
to be executed, is hindred, and commonly the iſſue is unfortunate. Let your Army 
generally conſiſt of men that are ſtrong in body, and hardy in courage; and remove 
trom your Army him that is fearful, leſt ſuch men hapning to fly when they ought to 
ſight, give your Enemies the advantage. Let them alfo be free from War, who having 
built a new houſe, have not enjoyed the ſame for a years ſpace; as alſo he that hath K 
planted a Vinevard, and hath not gathered the fruit thereof; and beſides theſe, he 
that hath wedded a Wife, and hath not as yet brought her home to his houſe - leſt 
through the deſire of theſe things, and of reſerving themſelves to their dear forſaken 
plealures, they fight but taintly and coldly. 

But when you have brought your Army into the field,. take heed you commit no 
outrage : and when you ſhall aſlault any Cities, if you fortune to need Wood to 
make Engines of, ſee you cut not down Fruit-trees, but ſpare them; remembring, that 
they are planted for the good of men; and that if they could ſpeak, they would 
accuſe you ; that without cauſe they are ill treated, againſt all right; and that if they 
had the power to depart from thence, they would tranſplant themſelves into another x, 
Country. 

But when the Battel is ended, and the day is yours, kill all thoſe Enemies that re- 
ſiſted you in the Fight; the reſt reſerve as your Tributaries (except the people of the 
Land of Canaan, for they, with all their Families, are to be exterminated.) Beware 
allo (but eſpecially.in War) that neither a Womanuſe a Mans apparel, nor a Man that 
of a Womans. 

Theſe are the -Laws which Moſes left. He gave them likewiſe certain Inſtitutions, 
(which he had written forty years before,) whereof we will ſpeak in another Treatiſe. 
Some few days after (for he aſſembled the people ſix days together) he gave them his 
bleſſing, and pronounced his malediftions againſt thoſe which ſhould not live accord- yg 
ing tohis Laws, but ſhould trangreſs the determinations thereof: He read alſo unto 
them a Canticle of ſix meaſures (which he had regiſtred in the holy Book) containing 
a prediction of things to come, according to which, all things have and do fall our, 
without varying any ways from the truth. Thele Volumes and the Ark he gave to the 
Prieſts ; in which. he alſo placed the Ten Commandments written in the two Tables. 
He committed alſo unto them the cuſtody of.the Tabernacle. He likewiſe exhorted 
the people that (when by force they had conquered the promiſed Country, and where 
planted therein) they ſhould not torget the injury which the Amalekites had done 
them, but that they ſhould lead forth their Army againſt them, and take vengeance of 
the wrongs they had done them, at ſuch time, as they were in the Delart. And he yy 
— them that as ſoon as they had taken the Country of Canaan, they ſhould 
exterminate and extinguiſh all the people. 

He commanded them allo to erect an Altar towards the Eaſt not far from the City of 
Sichem, between the two Mountains, Garizim on the right hand, and the other called 
Gedal on the leſt, and that diſtributing the people into two parts (fix 7ribes in every 
part) they ſhould place them on thele Mountains. And he commanded that the Le- 
vites and Prieſts ſhould be with them, and that they that were upon the Mountain of 
Garizim, ſhould pray to God, to multiply his bleſſings upon them that are zealous of 


- his ſervice, and careful of the conſervation of his Laws which had been given them 


by Moſes. The Six other alſo were appointed to anſwer them: and when thele fix 0 
laſt had prayed, the ſix firſt were toanſwer them : and confirm that which they had pro- 
nounced. This done, they pronounced malediQtions againſt the tranſ{greſſors (each one

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SSA) although he were afluredly perlwaded, that a man is not to lament at thc inftant of H 
Wiwld, 2 þ fox his death, (becauſe. it happens to him both according to the Will of God, and the Law 
before Cbriſt's of Nature) yet beholding the afte&ion of the People, he could not refrain himlelf 
Nam) 1471: from tears. After which, he walkt towards the place were he was to dic, and they 
all followed him weeping. Then did Moſes (beckning with his hand) warn them 
from atar oft that they ſhould ſtand ſtill, and keep their places; and he deſired them 
that were neareſt him, by word of mouth, not to afflit him any longer, by following 
him with ſo many-teſtimonies of afte&tion. Accordingly, to obey him, they ſtood (till, 
and: all together bewailed their calamity. in ſo great and fo general a loſs, only the Se- 
nators Eleazar the High-Prieſt, and the chief Captain Joſhua accompanicd him. And 
when: he wasarrived on the Mountair called' Abarim (which is very high, and ſituate I 
near Fericho, from whence he might diſcover the greater part of the Land of Caraay) 
he diſmiſſed the. Elders, and whilſtwith mutual embraces he took his laſt leave of Flea- 
zar'and Joſhua, and. diſcourſed with them, a Cloud fuddenly environed him, and he 
was carryed away intoa certain Valley : butthe Holy Books which he left us, fay that 
he died, fearing leſt for the excellency of his virtue, they might report that he was 
taken up into. Heaven. The whole time of his Life was 120 years, the third part 
_ when te whereof wanting a month, he ſpent in government of this great People. ' He died the 
_ 1d. a. laſt month of the year, and the firſt day of that month which the' Macedonians call Dy- 
mongſt the ſtros; and our Country-men, Adar. He was; of all men that ever lived, the wiſeſt; 
Hebrews, Ad®r nd who, in execution of his good counſels, had 'no man to equal him. Moreover, in K 
month, bur elbquence he was.incomparable, and in dexterity and grace to entertain and perſwade 
_— the People, he had no ſecond ; and fo were his paſſions always governed by his wiſf- 
March. dom, that he ſeemed utrerly to want them; and only to know the names of thoſe paſ- 
um fions of which he' ſaw the effefts in other men. - His $kill in War may give him a rank 
-ood Gover- 2MoNglt the greateſt Captains, and no man ever had the gift of Prophecy in ſo higha 
nor, and a degree; for his words ſeemed ſo :many Oracles, and that as inſpired to him by God 
great Prophets 1;;mſelf. The'People mourned for him 3o days: nor- were they ever ſeized with fo ex- 
treme grief, as they were at this time, when the Prophet died ; neither did' he only 
leave behind him a preſent deſire of him, but a great eſtimation amongſt all-men, who 
have ever chanced to-read and examine his Writings, and by them cfſtimated'his virtues. L

For being unknown and unſuſpeed, upon the firſt 
N F arrival they obſerved and viewed the walis and ſtrength of the City at their pleaſure, 
ſearching which of them were more or leſs defended, and which of the gates were eaſieſt 
or hardeſt to aſſault; neither di$ any that met them, offer any offence unto them: for 
whilſt they thus pryed into, and viewed every place, the Citizens rather interpreted 
their diligence tobe the curioſity of ſtrangers, than ſuſpeRted that they intended any ho- 
ſtile ſtratagem. About the ſhutting in of the evening, they retired themſelves intoa cer- 
tain Hoſtery that joined to the walls, whither they had been direfted to take their repaſt; 
and whilſt after Supper they conſulted about their return, the King advertiſed, that cer- 
tain Spies ſent out of the Hebrews Camp, had ſurveyed the City, and taken up their 
Lodging in Rahad's houſe,with intent to conceal themlſelves,till they might get opportu-

ſae them. . No ſooner was the Tumult appeaſed, . but Rahab called forth the Spies, and 
told them the dangers to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelf tor: their ſecurity (for had ſhe 
been convinced to have concealed them, both ſhe and all her family had miſerably pe-1 
riſhed.) She therefore defired them, to ſwear to her that when they ſhouid take Feri- 
cho, and kill all the inhabitants with the (word, (as God had told her they ſhould) they 

would fave the life of her and her family as the had ſaved theirs. 

This faid, ſhe diſmiſſed them, to the end they might return home again. © After they 
had with many thanks proteſted, and ſwore to her, to acknowledge her kindneſs not

C relief to ſuccour them: and fo great was the ſlaughter, that they neither ſpared Women 2a 
nor Children. but filled the City with dead Carcafles, which at length being ſet on fire bers reſerved, 
ſerved for a Funeral flame to conſume them; and with like fury they ravaged and burnt 
the houſes of the Country ; only Rahab and her houſhold, (who kept themſelves with- 
in her houſe) were ſaved by the Spies: and being brought to Foſhua's preſence, he gave 
her thanks, for ſaving his Spies, and promiſed her that he would reward her courteſies, 
and ſoon after he gave her poſſeſſions, and ever held her in great honour. All of the 
City which the fire ſpared, the Sword conſumed. And Joſhua pronounced Curſes againſt 
thoſe, who ſhould afterward endeavour to ere&t that which he had ruined: namely, 
that he that ſhould lay the firſt foundation, ſhould be deprived of his firſt begotten Son; 

D and he that ſhould finiſh the work, might loſe his youngeſt Son ; and it hath pleaſed 
God that this imprecation hath not been fruſtrate, as hereafter ſhall be ſhewn. At the 
ſurprize and fack of the City, there was gathered an infinite quantity of Gold, Silver, 
and Braſs: and none but one man brake the Edict, or ſought any prey or lucre for him- 
ſelf. Theſe ſpoils Joſhua delivered to the Prieſts to be laid up in the Treafury ; and after 
this manner was the-City of Fericho deſtroyed. But Achar the Son of Zeledias of the

to flight, loſt thirty ſix of their company. The news of which diſaſter being brought 4nites. 
to the Camp, the 1ſraelites were ſeized with exceeding grief, not only for the men 
they had loſt (which were all of them valiant men, and worthy of honour) but alſo 
by reaſon of the deſpair they conceived of their future ſfuccels. For whereas they had 
x perſwaded themſelves that they were already Maſters of the field, and that their Army 
ſhould be always Victorious, according as God had promiſed them, they ſaw, on the 
contrary, that this ſucceſs had raiſed the hearts of their adverſaries; fo that cloathing 
themſelves with fack-cloath, they ſpent three days in tears and lamentations without 
taſting any meat ; ſo grievouſly were they afflicted with the defeat that had hapned, 
Foſhua ſeeing the Army dejected after this manner, falling on his face to the earth, ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to God, faying, We have not been induced by our own temerity to attempt 
the conqueſt of this Land by force: but we have been hereunto encouraged by thy Servant J:ſhasprayer 
Moſes, to whom thou haſt promiſed, by divers ſigns, (that thou wouldſt give us this Country 7,q, -p" : 
to inhabit in, and that our Army ſhould have always the viftory in Battel, and of theſe thy 8, 5. 
G promiſes we have oftentimes experienced the event. But now, beyond all expeitation (having 
received an overthrow, and loſt ſome of our Souldiers) being terrified by this accident, and 


ſuſpicious of thy promiſes to Moles, we both ah - from War, and ( after ſo many enterpriſes

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PS/ASLD of War) we cannt hope any fortunate or ſucceſsful proceedings. But be thou aſſiſtant unto us H

Joſhua having made this prayer, God 
C78: preſently commanded him to ark, and purge the Army of that facrilege that had

to 7ſhua's 2s to violate and conceal thoſe things which were conſecrated to him, affuring him, that 
prigete © that was the cauſe of the preſent calamity : but as ſoon as he had ſearched out, and 
puniſhed the facrilege, the 7ſraelites ſhould become fortunate, and obtain the viRtory. 

This Oracle Fo/haa declared to the people, and calling for the High-Prieſt and the Magi- 

ſtrates, he caſt lots upon the Tribes; and when the lot had fallen on the Tribe of Jacks, 

it was again caſt by Families ; and when again the Sacrilege was found to be commit-[ 

ted in Zachariahs Family, they caſt the fame once more man by man, and it fell upon 

Achar ford Achar : who unable to hide what was diſcovered by God himſelf, confeſſed the fact, 
nalihed. "7 and brought forth - thoſe things which he had concealed : whereupon being preſently 
16, 17, 18, put to death, he was by night buried after an ignominious manner, according as he de- 
ſerved. Bur Foſhua having purified the people, led them forth againſt 4x, and laying 
Ambuſcado by night above the City, early in the morning he drew the Enemy out to 

fight, who boldly broke forth (being encouraged by their former victory ;) but Fo- 

ſhua making, a ſhew of Retreat, drew them farther off from the City, imagining that 

the 7/raelites fled, and that they ſhould gain a ſecond viRtory over them. But when 

| Foſhua faddenly made a ſtand, and charged them, and gave a Signal unto thoſe that lay K 

in ambuſh, they march all together towards the City, and eaſily entred the gates;

nongft t© much Cattel, and gathered a great quantity of Silver (for the Country was rich.) All 
; which Joſhua upon his return to Gilgal diſtributed amongſt the Souldiers. But the Gz- 
beonites (who dwelt not far from Feruſalem) underſtanding what had hapned to them 

of Jericho and the Ainites, and fearing leſt the like misfortune might fall upon them- 

ſelves, thought it to no purpoſe to endeavour to move him by their prayers, becauſe 

they knew that he warred with a reſolution, utterly to root out and extinguiſh the 

Joſh. 9.3- Nation of the Canaanites from off the earth. They therefore perſwaded the Cepherites 
and Cathierimites their neighbours to join with them, in order to contract an alliance

Elders; and it was reſolved not to infringe tae Oath made to them, butthat they ſhould fore chris 
be obliged to ſerve for the publick works ; Whereupon they were adjudged to attend wo <p 
on theſe ſervices: and by this means delivercd they themſelves from their imminent pe- werj; 21, 24 
ril. But the King of Jeruſalem was much incenfed againſt the Gibeonites, for that they Ie Gibromre 1 
had revolted and ſubmitted to Joſhua; and he aſſembled together the Kings of his neigh- to pablick ahi- 
bour Nations, to make War againſt them. The Gibeonires perceiving the danger they niſterics, 
were in, and how the Enemy prepared to aſſault them, and to that end had-pitched their © af off 
Tents near a certain Fountain not far from the City, they defired Foſhia to Afift and Jer-ſultem mo- 
B defend them. For their affairs were in that ſtate that they expeRed death from tlie cog. Apt 
hands of their Friends: and contrariwiſe hoped for help from thoſe - Hebrews, with Fomte,, 
whom they had contraQted amity, notwithſtanding that they arrived-in that Country to 
deſtroy the whole Nation of the Canaanites. Foſhua therefore (haſting onward with 
his whole Army to give them aſſiſtance, and marching both day and night)early in the Wi 9, 10H, 
morning charged the Enemy (at ſuch time as he intended his aflault) and having put os 
them to flight, he purſued them by a ſteep tra, which place is called Bethora, where /al*m co flight, 
he ſaw manifeſtly that God fought for him by the Thunder, Lightning and Hail rhat 
fell, at that time, far bigger than was accuſtomed. The day alſo (the like whereof was _ we-/. rz. 
never heard before) valluthared, leaſt by the ſpeedy approach of the night the Enemy qje *» ſtood 
C ſhould eſcape from the Vitor: and Foſhua took all thoſe five Kings in a certain Cave Five kings 
near Makkedah, where they were hidden, and condemned them all to death. And that Ore iS 
this day was longer than ordinary, it 15 regiſtred in the ſacred Volumes, which are re- 8. nes 
ſerved inthe Temple.

Land of Cazaan.) The whole Army conſiſted of three hundred thouſand Footmen, teri The hope "a 
thouſand Horſemen, and twenty thouſand Chariots. This great multitude of the Enemy my of che £a- 
aſtoniſhed Foſhua and the 1/aelites, fo that they conceived little hope of obtaining the "49** 
Vidtory : but God reproached and upbraided them for their timidity, and for that the 
ſuſpeted themſelves -to be unſecure under his proteftion; he promiſed them likewiſe, 
that he would overcome their Enemies, and make their Horſes unprofitable, and con- 
ſume their Chariots by fire. Foſhua emboldened by theſe promiſes from God, marched 
out againſt his Enemies, and came upon them the fifth day. The encounter was ſtrong, 
and the ſlaughter fo great,that they who heard the ſame,would ſcarcely believe it. Many 
5E were ſlain in the purſuit; ſo that (a few only excepted) the whole Army was put to the 
Sword. The Kings alſo were all ſlain; Foſhaa allo commanded that their Horſes ſhould 
be ſlain: and he burnt their Chariots, and Victoriouſly marched thorow the whole «. 7. ad finem. 
Country ; ſo that no man durſt come out, or make head againſt him. He beſieged like- An che Tings 
wiſe their ſtrong places, and killed all thoſe that fell into his hands.

ther matter wherein we have need to employ you) that we diſmiſs you home, to enjoy ſome _ ; ig 
quiet, not doubting, that if hereafter we ſhall have need of you, you will, with no leſs wil- 
lingneſs, be as induſtrious to do us kindneſs. We therefore yietd you hearty thanks, for that 
you have tvouchſafed to be companions in our perils : and we deſire, that you will continue 
your mutual affettion, remembring us as your friends, and how you have gotten your poſſeſſions 
by our help, as we (by God's favour and your aſſiſtance) have attained to this our preſent fe- 
licity. Neither have you adventured, without ſome reward of your travels ; for in this your 
C warfare you are enriched, and ſhall bear away with you a great quantity of Gold and Sitver ; 
and beſides all theſe, our benevolence and love, tyed unto you with all ſincerity, whenſoever 
you ſhall have cauſe to uſe us. For you have neither forgot, nor ſet light by Moſes's command 
before he departed out of this life, and have ſpared no endeavour, whereby you might tye our 
affections to you. We therefore diſmiſs you to your own poſſeſſions, in ſulneſs of contentment , 
praying you to remember theſe things, and never to put any bounds to the inviolable amity 
which is between us ; and let not the River Jordan, which is betwixt you and us, hinder you 
from conſidering us as Hebrews. For all of us (both thoſe that dwell on this fide, and on the 
other ſide of Jordan) are the poſterity of Abraham ; and one and the ſame God gave life both 
to your and our progenitors; whoſe Laws and Religion (inſtituted by Moſes) are diligently 
n fo be obſerved : for by this means,he will become our helper and favourer ; as on the contrary, 
if we ſhall degenerate from his Statutes, he will be our Enemy. 


After he had ſpoke to them aſter this manner; he embraced in particular, the chief Hediogy Ruffi- 
of theſe Tribes, who returned, and their whole people with them. This done, he 7 7 han wh Bi 
ſtayed in that place ; but the reſt of the people accompanied them onward with tears, 11, 12. ' 
and they ſeparated the one from the other, with great grief. But after the Tribe of T7 Jractirer 
Reuben and of Gad, and the reſt of the Manaſiites, had paſſed over Fordan, they built polled = 
an Altar upon the Bank of the River, that might ſerve for a memorial to poſterity, of Zordan, build- 
the alliance which they had with thoſe that dwelt on the other ſide of Forday. When ©9 Þ Atar 
the tidings hereof came to their cars that dwelt on the further ſide of the River, that thereof, 
they had built an Alrar, but they were ignorant of the cauſe of building it, they ſup- 
poſed, that ſeeking to innovate their Religion, they would introduce the ſervice of 
foreign and falſe gods. And being raſhly ſtirred up with this ſuſpicion of the violation 
of their Religion, they pur themſelves in Arms, with a reſolution, to revenge them- 

{elves of thoſe who had built that Altar, for that they had forſaken the Laws and Or- 

dinances of their Forefathers. For they ſuppoſed, that they were not fo far to reſpect 

their parentage, or dignity, as to forget the will of God, and that ſervice which was 

agreeable in his fight. For which cauſe, being (in this manner incenſed) they prepa- | 

red themſelves to. the expedition.

upon you, we may take revenge of the ſame, according as reaſon requires. For ſcarcely could 
we believe, that you (who are well-grounded in the knowledge of God, and hearers of thoſe 
Laws which he bimſelf hath given you) ſhould (fince your departare from us, and upon your 


arrrval in your own Patrimony whic 


þ you have obtained by lot, by his favour, and peaceably 


enjoy by his providence) forger him fo ſoon, as toforſake the Tabernacle, Ark and Altar, and 
introduce ſtrange gods, to the intent to be partakers of the impieties of the Canaanites. But | 
if you repent of your miſdced, and perſevere no longer in ſo great madneſs, but reclaim your 
ſelves, and return to your ancient Religion, a Pardon is granted you : but if you obſtinately 
perſiſt in your wickedneſs, there is nothing which we will not do for the maintenance of our Re- 
lizion, and paſſing the River for defence of it , ( or to ſpeak more fitly) of our God; and ac- 
counting you no leſs hateful and impious than Canaanites, we will treat you after the ſame 
manner as we have treated them. For do not ſuppoſe, that becauſe you have paſt the Ri- 
ver, you are exempt from God's power; becauſe God is in all places, and it is impoſſible for you 
to avoid either his power, or his vengeance. If the Province which yoa poſſeſs is an impedi- 
ment to your ſalvation, it were better for you to make a new diviſion of Lands, and leave this 
Region, how plentiful ſoever. Tt behoveth you therefore to renounce your Error, as ive con- K 
jure you to do, by that Iove which you bear to your Children and Wives, and by the reſpet you 
hold of that which is moſt dear unto you, that you inforce us not to wage War againſt you. 
Reſolve your ſelves therefore in this preſent matter, aſſaring your ſelves that therein con- 
fiſteth the iſſue, whether you had rather perpetually enjoy your peace and ſafety Ly our per- 


ſwaſion, or expoſe both you and yours to the peril of a bloody War. 


 Aﬀter Phinees had finiſhed this his Oration, the chief of the aſſembly anſwered him 


verſ.21, 1N this manner : 
The Reube- 
nites anſwer, 


We never thought of altering the Union which joins us ſo near together, or of innovating 
any thing in that Religion of our Fathers ; we will always perſevere therein : we Know that 
there is one God, the common Father of all the Hebrews, and none but the Brazen Altar T: 


which is before the Tabernacle, ſhall receive our Sacrifices. As for that which we have now 
erefted, and which breedeth in you at this preſent a cauſe of ſuſpicion, we built it uot to the 
intent to offer Sacrifices upon it, but only to remain as a perpetual monument of our alliance 
and of our obligation to continue firm in the ſame belief ; but not to the end to make any alte- 
ration of Religzon. And that this was the only cauſe which induced us to build the ſame, we 
call God to witneſs: wherefore inſtead of continuing to accuſe us, you ought, for the future, to 
have a better opinion of us, than to ſuſpef us of a Crime, of which none of Abraham's Po- 


fterity can be guilty, without deſerving to loſe his life. 


As ſoon as Phinees had heard theſe things, and praiſed their conſtancy, he returned

Then he exhorted 


them to obſerve his Commandments moſt Religiouſly, to the end God might continue 


his merciful hand over them ; ſince they knew that his favour could be kept to them xy 


by noother means; but by their obedience. He further told them, that he thought him- 
ſelf obliged, before he departed out of this lite; to admoniſh them of their duty. Laſt 
tha 62 of all, he deſired them to accept well of that his good admonition, and to be perpetu- 
Foſhua's death, ally, mindful of the fame. As he ended theſe words, he gave up the Ghoſt, and died in 
the 110. year of hisage, whereof heſpent 4o, as Miniſter under Moſes, their chief Ma- 
giſtrate; and after his death, governed the Commonwealth 25 years.

Againſt theſe, the two 'Tribes of Fadah and Simeon fought 
very valiantly, and ſlaying 10000 of them in the purſuit, they took Adoni-Bezec Cap- 
tive, who having his hands and feet cat off, acknowledged 
feſſed that he had uſed 72 Kings before times after the ſame manner. In this condition 
C they conducted him near Jeruſalem, where departing out of this life, they buried him. 
Then they over-run the Country, ſacking and taking the Cities: and after they had 
divers of them in their poſſeſſion, they beſieged Feruſa/em, andentring the lower City, 
they pur all the Inhabitants to the Sword. But the higher Town was very hard to be ef- 
faulted (by reaſon of the Fortreſſes, and ſtrength of the Walls, and the naturally ſtrong 
ſituation of the place) which was the caule that rhey raiſed their Camp to go and be- 
ſiege Hebron, which they took,and flew all that were therein. Amongſt whom there were 
ſome of the Race of the Giants, whoſe ſtature was fo prodigious, their aſpeCt (o terrible, 
and their voice ſo dreadful, that it can ſcarce be believed; their Bones are ſtill to be ſeen 
at this day. This City being very conſiderable, was given to the Levites, with 2000 
D Cubits of Land round about: the reſt of the Country was freely given to Caleb, accord- 
ing as Moſes had commanded, he having been one of thoſe Spies which Moſes ſent to 
view the Land of Canaan. They gave lands and poſſeſſions likewiſe to the poſterity of 
Jethro the Madianite (who was Father-in-Law to Moſes) for that they had forſaken their 
own Territories, and joined themſelves to the ſraelites,and been with them in the Defart. 
The Tribes of Judah and Simeon took thoſe Cities of the mountainous Country of Ca- 
. #aan, and alſo thoſe that were in the Plain near the Sea-coaſt, namely, Aſcalon and Azoth. 
But they could not take Gaza and Accaron; for thoſe Cities being in the Plain, and de- 
fended with a great number of Chariots, repelled thoſe thar aſſaulted the fame to their 
diſadvantage. So theſe two Tribes having had good ſucceſs in Wars, retired to their 
E Cities, to enjoy in peace theſpoils which they had taken.

At laſt one of the Inhabitants COT 

x (who was carring Proviſions thither, fell into their hands) whom they promiſed, that 

if he would let them into the City, they would fave him, and grant life and liberty like- 

wiſe to all his Family. He was perſwaded, and by his means they became Maſters gf the 

place; he and his wereſpared, but all the reſt of the Inhabitants were put to the Sword. 

From that time forward, the Iſraelites ceaſed to make War, and employed themſelves in 

Tillage of their Lands, and husbanding their Fruits: and being grown rich, they fol 

lowed the delights and pleaſures of the World in ſuch fort as they became diſſolute, and 

had no regard either of their ancient Diſcipline, or the Laws of their Forefathers. Where- 

upon God was highly incenſed againſt them, and he gave them to underſtand, that con- xg & nufi- 

trary to his Command, they had ſpared the Canaanites; and that thofe Canaanites, 1n ns, cap.

by reaſon of his weakneſs and age, was not able to defend her, went and knockt at his 
door. The old man deſired them to depart, and not to offer him ſuch a diſpleaſure. Bur 
they importuned him to deliver them his Gueſt; which done, they promiſed him in no 
ſort to cauſe his further moleſtation. | But though the old man alledged that ſhe was his 
Kinſwoman, and that her Husband was a Levite; and that they ſhould commit an hei- 
nous offence, in ſinning, for the fake of rheir corrupt pleaſure, againſt the Laws: yet had 
they no regard of equity, but mocked him, and menaced to murder him, becauſe he hin- M 
dred them from ſatisfying their luſt. Finally, he was driven to that exigent, that (to 
avoid the doing violence to his Gueſt, and a ſtranger) he offered to abandon to them his 
own Daughter, chuſing rather to let them fatisfie their unbridled concupiſcence on her, 
than that his Gueſt ſhould ſuffer any villainy. Notwithſtanding all this, they ceaſed not 
to urge the delivery of the Woman; and they ſeconded their diſordinate deſires with 
violence, taking her by force, and leading her to their own lodgings.

In the mean time (whilſt enraqroar 
the other half that made head againſt the Bexjamztes, retired themſelves, to the intent 25 if chey | 
their Enemies ſhould aſſault them) the Benjamites ſuddenly iſſued, and ſet upon them 7 nll 
that orderly retired, and the more they retired (on purpoſe to draw them the further they retired 
from the Town) the more eagerly the Enemy inſiſted: ſo that all thoſe who through 27 ,*< = 
age and weakneſs were left in the City, fallied out to be companions and ſharers in the 4 
future prey. But when they weredrawn far enough from the City, the Hebrews ſtaid, 
made head, and fought againſt them. Then gave they a fign to thoſe that were in am- 
E buſh, as was accorded amongſt them, who ſuddenly iſſuing out together, ruſhed upon 
their Enemies witha great cry. The Benjamites themſelves ſo furprized, knew not what 
to do, but retiring into certain Barricadoes, defended themſelves with Arrows ; but 
all of them were ſlain except ſix hundred: who making head, and cloſely filleted and 
embattled together, thruſt themſelves deſperately into the midſt of their Enemies, 
and by this means eſcaped to the neighbouring mountains, where they encamped. All . 
the reſt ro the number of twenty five thouſand, or thereabouts were ſlain. And the/ſrae- 
lites burned Giba utterly, and flew both the Women and Children. They exerciſed no leſs 
ſeverity on the other Cities of Bexjamin (lo much were they -tranſported with fury.) 
And for that Fabes (a City of Gilead) would not joyn with them in Battel againſt the g;*7:35- 
F Benjamites, they ſent twelve thouſand choſen men out of their Companies to deſtroy thouſand Ben- 
the fame, who flew all thoſe that bare Arms, with their Wives and Children, except ang pt wp 
four hundred Virgins. So much rage and fury had they conceived upon the accident that handred e- 
chanced to this woman,againſt the Beyjamites for provoking them unto Arms: which fury p< alive. 
being ſomewhat appeaſed, they were toucht with compaſſion, ſeeing themſelves deprived ws Soba of 
of one Tribe: wherefore though they thought they had juſtly puniſhed them for having *b< Benjamites 
offended againſt the Laws of God; yet they appointed a Faſt; and ſent to recal thole ; gh - 
600 that were fled, and that held a certain Rock in the Defart which is called Rhos. © 
Thele meſſengers repreſented to them the concern that the other Tribes had for their 5% 13- af fo 
misfortune; but ſince there was no remedy, they ought to bear it with patience The 1j.elites

Was at hand, the 200 Benjamites (of whom we have ſpoken) came two by two, and 
viſh them three by ti:ree, and lay in ambuſh, near the City (amongſt the Vines and other Thickets, 
werek and cloſe places, in which they might hide themfelves) to ſurprize the Damfels ; who, 
ſuſpeting nothing, ſecurely and pleaſantly wantoned on their way . but the y 
men breaking from the ambuſh, laid hold of them (being ſcattered and- divided here 
and therez) and after they had--married them, they departed home to labour their 
Land, and began to: ſtudy anew how to recover their former proſperity. Thus the 
Tribe of Benjamin (which was well-nigh utterly exterminated) was preſerved, by the 
wiſdom of the Iſraelites: and it flouriſhed and increaſed in a little time, as well in

Hebrews with ſome memorable overthrow, they might more ſecurely inhabit their Ci- 
ties for the future. They brought into the Field a great number of Footmen, and 
Chariots, and they drew Aſchalox and Acharon (two Cities within the lot of Judab) 
into their Confederacy, and divers other Cities of the Champian Country: fo that the 
Tribe of Dan was driven into the Mountains, having no place in the Champian where M 
they might peaceable inhabit; and (for that they were neither able to recover their 
Lands trom the Enemy, nor had ſufficient habitation for their number of men) the 
ſeat five men of their Tribe into the Champian Country, to fee if they could find any 
place that were fit and convenient for them to eſtabliſh and fix their Colonies. Theſe 
men travelled a days journey not far from the Mountain of Libawzs, and lower than the 
forces of Forday, bordering upon the great Plain of the City of S:dov. In which 
place (having obſerved that the Land was good and fertile in all ſorts of fruits) they 
made their report to their People, who travelling thither with their Army, built a 
They of Dan CY in that place called Dax (by the name of the ſon of Fareb lo called, and of their 
ſcekoura OWN Tribe.) Many adverlities befell the /ſraelites from that time forwards, both by x 
place ro ioh- reaſon they were unexerciſed in Travel, and for that they contemned Piety. For ha- 

5 ving once forſaken the obſervation of their Ordinances, they abandoned themlelves to 
Pleaſures, living according to their own appetites : ſo that they polluted themſelves 
with thoſe Vices which were moſt uſuatamongſt the Canaanites.

OR thiscaule the wrath of God was kindled againſt them, in ſuch fort that he aban- 
don'd them, and through their luxury they ſoon loſt the felicity which they had Fa 
gotren by infinite pains. For Schiſart King of the Aſſyrians levied an Army againſt them, n 20 OY 
killed a great number of their men in fight, and either by force, or compoſition, took The Iſraelires 
divers of their Cittes,and brought them under his ſubjetion. Many alſo willingly ſubmit- -4 Hargy w 
p ted themſelves to him through fear, and paid great tribute, enduring all kind of outrage 


for the ſpace of eight years; after which they were delivered by thele means following. 


CHAP. IV. 
Their Liberty reſtored by Cenez. 


| Certain man of the Tribe of Fadah called Cenez,a man of underſtanding and courage, 
was advertiſed by a voice from Heaven, that he ſhould not permit the 1ſraelires P19mc 3 

to be reduced into ſo extream neceſſity, without taking care for them, but adventure Cenizzs, or as 
himſelf to ſet them at liberty. Upon which calling to him ſome few whom he knew *<noly oor 
C generous enough to fear no danger when a yoke ſo inſupportable was to be ſhaken off; topdgo ed 

hey began with cutting the throats of the Aſſyrian Garriſon which Schifart had placed nie! reigned 
over them. This firſt ſucceſs, causd the number of his followers to increaſe a little more *8"* 15% 
and more, fo that in a little time«they ſeemed ſufficient to equal the enemy in open 
field : whereupon encountring him.in one battel, they overcame him and recovered 
their liberty ; and the reſt of the ſcatteyed and confuſed Army retired towards Euphrates. 
After Cenez had by this ation given-proof of his valour, he received the Government 


at the peoples hands; and exerciſed the office of Judge forty years, and died. 


CHAP. V. 


How the people were made ſubjef to the Moabites, and how by Jodes they 
were exempt from ſervitude. 


Fter his death (the Government being void) the affairs of the /raelites began again Hedio oy Ruffi- 
to fall to ruine, and rhe rather, for that they neither yielded due honour to God, 7,7," 4 
or obedience to the Laws: whence it came to paſs, that Eg/on» King of the Moabites ad 15. 
(ſeeing the diſorder of their policy) made War againſt them, and defeated them many m—_ Au 
times. And for that he was a Prince of greater puiſſance than any of his Predeceſlors, conquererh 
he weakened their Forces, ſo that he conſtrained them to pay tribute. the Iſraelites. 
This man! removing his Court to Fericho, and proud of his Vitories, omitted no 
x means whereby he might vex and moleſt the people: fo that they lived for the ſpace of 
18 years in great miſery. But God (being moved with compaſſion of their calamities) 
delivered them from their intolerable thraldom after this manner : Jodes the Son of 
Gera of the Tribe of Benjamin (a young man, endow'd with Valour of mind and ſtrength 
of Body to attempt any worthy action, dwelt at Fericho. This man inſinuated himſelf 74:5 or Fbud 
into Fglor's familiarity ; and by preſents courted him' in fuch ſort, that he was well himſelf into 
beloved and eſteemed amongſt all the Courtiers, and had frequent acceſs to the Palace. £2/»'s fami- 
It chanced one day that- bearing certain Preſents unto the King (attended by two of "*77; 
his Houſhold ſervants) he ſecretly hid a: Dagger under his cloaths, at ſuch time as he 
entred in to the Ring. Now it was Summer and Mid-day likewiſe; and the watch was 
pgrown more careleſs, partly by reaſon of the heat, and partly for that the guard were at 
their dinner. The young man therefore offering his preſents unto Eg/or (who at that 
time refreſhed himſelf in' a certain Summer Chamber) - began to diſcourſe with him, 
Now they - were both alone (by reaſon that the King reſolving to talk familiarly with 
Fodes, had ſent away his Guard) but Jodes fearing, leſt he might miſs-his blow as the 
King fate upon the Throne, defired himtoriſe, telling him that he had a Dream to relate 
to him by the commandment of God. Whereat he rejoycing, aroſe -from his ſeat 
and Jodes ſtabb'd him to the heart: and leaving the Poynard fticking in the wound, 
locked the door atter him, and eſcaped; For the Guard ſuppoſing the King laid down 
to reſt, let him paſs. But Fedes giving private notice thereof to the /ſ#aelrtes, offered 
G- himſelf to be their Leader for recovery of their liberty: and they willingly accepting 
thereof, preſently took Arms, and ſent Trumpets about to ſummon the reſt of their 


Country-men. They that were about Fg/on were wholly ignorant of what had =

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dy ned, but about Evening (tearing leſt ſome miſhap had betaln him) they entre! into the x 
World, 2641. Chamber where he was, and tound him dead; whereat they were greatly aſtonithed, 
before Chriſt's ſo that they knew not what courſe to take; ſo that before they had aſſembled their 
Narrvit), 1359: Forces together, the 1ſraelites came upon them, and kill'd ſome; the reſt; being Ten 
Ver. 29, 30. thouſand 1n number, fled, in hope to recover their Country of Moab : but the Hſraelites

Whereupon they charged the Ene- 
my, and- thcre ſuddenly fell a ſtorm of Rain, mixed with Hail, which the wind drove 
againſt the taccs of the Canaanites, and took away their ſight, rendering thoſe that carried 
Darts, and ſerved with the Sling, unprofitable in the ſervice; Jikewile thoſe that were 
heavily arm'd, having their hands benumb'd with cold, could not wield their Swords. x 
But the Tempeſt beating on the backs of the /ſraelites, not only gave them leſs offence, 
but made them alſo more courageous (as being a manifeſt ſign of Gods favour and pre- 
ſence.) Whereupon diſfaraying and breaking thorow their Enemies Battel, they made

6.1t,»2, 
Angel exhorted him to be of good courage, and to endeavour to recover his Countries 3 

liberty. Gideon anſwer'd; That it was impoſlible, by reaſon that the Tribe whereof he 

was deſcended, had very few men in it; and that he was too young and incapable of 

affairs of that conſequence.

and there were found but Three hundred Men that lifted water to their mouths with 

their hands, without fear and trouble.

Gideon with yided it into three Bands, and in every Band he put an Hundred Men: all of thele bare 
"4 the fight. in their hands empty Pots, in which were hidden burning Torches, 1in ſuch fort, that 
the Enemy could not diſcover them, when they fallied out. Moreover, they bare Rams 
Horns in their right hands, which they uſed inſtead of Trumpets. The Enemies Camp 
took up much ground, by reaſon they had a great number of Camels; and though dr1 
{tributed by Nations, were all of them comprehended in one incloſure. 

The Hebrews having had inſtruQtions from their Captain what to do, at ſuch time as 
they approached near their Enemies, and the ſign of the Battel being given, they found- 
ed their Horns, and broke their Pots, and with their flaming Lights, tell into the Enemies 
Camp, crying, YViftory, Vittory, by the aſſiſtance of God, and the ſtrength of Gideon. 
Trouble and Fear ſurprized the ſleeping Enemy, for this ation was in the Night-time, 
and God diſpoſed all things to this iſſue, that few of them fell by the Zebrews Sword, 
but they themſelves ſlew one another in great numbers (by reaſon that they werediffe- 
rent in language.) For confuſedly encountring one another, they Maſlacred all they

This 'Tribe was pu- 
before Chriſt's niſhed for this outrage offered to ſo noble a Perſonage, as we will declare hereafter in y 
LA due place. Gideon deſiring to diſcharge himſelf of the Government, was conſtrain'd 
to continue the ſame, and ruled the ſraelites for the ſpace of Forty years, doing ju- 
Cider ſtice to every one that defir'd it at his hands, with ſo great integrity, ability and wi: 
40 years dom, that the People never fail'd to confirm the judgments which he pronounc'd, be- 
cauſe none could be more equitable. He died when he was very old, and was buried 
inthe Country of Ephraim.

At 
laſt they addreſsd to the Bramble, (whoſe wood is good only to burn) which anſwer- 
ed, If you unfeignnedly defire me for, your King, repoſe your ſelves under my ſhadow; but 
if it be only in mockery, and to deceive me, there ſhall a fire iſſue from me, and conſume you. 
Theſe things (ſaid Jotham) 7 report to you, not to move you to laughter, but for that, you 
(having received many benefits at the hands of Gideon) ſuffer Abimelech, who in ſpirit 
differeth nothing from fire, to uſurp the Government, after the ſlaughter of my Brethren. 
When he had ſpoken after this manner, he departed, and for three years lived hid a- 


D mongſt the mountains, flying the fury of Abimelech. After ſome time the Shechemites 


(being moved with compaſſion and juſt revenge, of the murther committed upon the 
Sons of Gideon) drove Abimelech out of their City, and the whole Tribe. 
he reſolved to do ſome miſchief both to the City and the Citizens. And though their 
Vintage was at hand, yet they durſt not go forth to gather the fruit, for fear of him. 
It hapned at that time a certain great man called Gaa/, arrived there with a Troop of 
Souldiers, and his kindred : The Shechemztes deſired him to grant them a Guard, whilſt 
they gathered their Harveſt; which requeſt of theirs being granted by Gaal, they iſſued 
out with their Forces and ſecurely brought in their fruits: and feaſting one with another 
in companies, they were ſo bold as to ſcoff at Abimelech, and the chief of his Follow- 


E ers. And ſome of thoſe ſtrangers,. that came into their City to their aſſiſtance, ſurpriſed,

Zebul, That he had diſcovered the enemy ; Zebul replied, that it was nothing, but the ſhadow 
of Rocks. But Gaal drawing nearer them, and ſeeing apparently who they were,anſwered 

Hy ors but ambuſhes of men. Zebul replied, Doſt thou not objeft 
cowardiſe to Abimelech > Why therefore ſheweſt thou not thy great valour in fighting with him ? 


Gaal confuſedly amazed, bore the firſt charge of the Souldiers of Abzmelech: in which 
conflict, ſome of his Followers were ſlain, and he himſelf fled into the City, giving ex- 


ample to the reſt to follow him. Hereupon' Zebul laboured, that Gaal might be expelled 
out of the City; accuſing him of cowardiſe in his encounter with the Souldiers of 4/+- 
melech, Now, when Abimelech had afterwards gotten certain intelligence, that the 
Shechemites would go out again to gather their YO: he laid an ambuſh near to the 
City. And no ſooner were they come forth, but a third part of the Troops ſurprized 
the Gates, to cut off their return; the reſt ran after thoſe that were ſcattered here and 


G there: fo that there was a great ſlaughter on every ſide; and the City was ruined to

5,6, fully objeed againſt them, that they had abandoned him, when his Brothers did him 
Fothriscrea- OPER wrong by driving him out of their Family, by reaſon he was not their Brother by 
red the Judge the ſame Mother, but begotten on a woman which their Father had entertained for 
of Iſrael. his Paramour; and it was to revenge this injury that he had lived in Galaad, receiving 
all thoſe into wages which came unto him, of what place ſoever. But after they had 
preſſed him, and ſworn to him, he joyned his Troops with them, and became their 
General: and ſpeedily providing whatſoever was neceſſary, he encamped near Maſpha, 
and ſent Ambaſſadors to the Ammonites, acculing them for invading a Country that 


belonged not to them. They on the contrary blamed the 7ſraelites, for that they com- 


ing out of Agypt had uſurpt that Country from his Anceſtors, who were lawful Lords N 


of it. Feptha anſwered, that they had no reaſon to accule their Anceſtors in reſpe& of 
Ammorrhza : but rather they were beholden to them, for that they had permitted them 
toenjoy the Country of Ammon; it being in Moſes's power to have conquered the ſame. 
In a word, they were refolved not to forlake the Country which God had given them, 
and they had held in their poſſeſſion for the ſpace of three hundred years; and would 
defend againſt them by dint of Sword. With theſe words diſmiſſed he the Ambaſſadors 
of the Ammonites. Then Feptha prayed to God that it would pleaſe him to grant him 
victory: and he made a vow that if hereturned to his houſe in fatety, he would ſacrifice 
the firſt living creature that he ſhould meet with at his return. After this, encountring

He ,,: 3 4: 5- 
loved his Wife very paſſionately, and not without ſome jealoufic , on a day as the wo- forecelleth 
man was there by her ſelf, an Angel of God appeared to her in form of a young man $-mſin'sbicch, 
of incomparable beauty and ſhape; and told her that he came from God, to inform her 
that ſhe ſhould be the mother of a child, perfe&ly beautiful ; and whoſe ſtrength ſhould 
be ſoextraordinary, that as ſoon as he was entred into the vigour of youth hz ſhould 
'G humble the Phil;tines ; but God forbad her to cut his Hair, and commanded l:kewiſe 
that he ſhould taſte no other drink but water ; and after he had faid thus, he departed. 
As ſoon as her Husband returned home again, ſhe told him all that the Angel had faid

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Well 2.94, peared unto her, that theſe praiſes increaſed -his jealouſie; which ſhe perceiving, and 


before Chriſt's being no leſs chaſt. than fair,prayed to God once more to ſend his Angel, that her Husband 
Nativi, 1131- might ſce him, and be cur'd of his unjuſtſuſpicion. Her prayer was heard; and the Angel 
v.9, ad 13. prelented himſelf again to the woman being (apart trom her Huſband.) But ſhe'defircd 
The Angel him to ſtay till ſhe called her Husband : which when ſhe had obtained. ſhe went and ferch- 
appearerN ed Manoahy who notwithſtanding was not delivered from his ſuſpicion; but deſired him 
unco Manaabs to relate to him all that he had ſignified to his Wife. The Angel anſwered, that it ſufticed 
that ſhe knew it: whereupon he asked him what he was, to the end that when his Son 


ſhould be born, he might give him preſents,and thanks. The Angel anſwered, that he had 


no need thereof, by reaſon that he had nct.brought rhe good news of the birth of his [ 


Son for any neceflity that he had. Manoah entreated him to ſtay and receive ſome to- 
ken of kindneſs ; but he would not conſent. Finally, being inſtantly preſſed to abide and 
receive ſome gift ; Manoah killda Kid, and commanded his Wite to roaſt it. And when 
all things were in readineſs, the Angel commanded them to lay the Bread and Fleſh up- 
on a Rock without diſhes : which being done, he touched the Fleſh with a wand which 
he had in his hand, and ſuddenly a flaming fire conſumed both the Bread and Fleſh ;

withall her kindred, as the cauſe of the loſs that had hapned to them. After Samſon had truic. 

ſlain divers Phili/tizes in the Country, he went and dwelt at Eram (which is a ſtrong _ . 

Rock in the Tribe of Jada.) For which cauſe the Philſtines aflailed that Tribe, who 

B repreſented to them that there was no reaſon why they ſhould ſuffer for thoſe offences 

which were committed by Samſon, and eſpecially ſince they paid them tribute. The 

Philiſtines replied, that unleſs they would be maintainers of his aCt of injuſtice, they 

muſt deliver Samſon unto them. They (deſirous that the Philitizes might have no 

cauſe of quarrel againſt them) came to the Rock to the number of 3000 men, and there 

blamed Samſon for thoſe aQtions which he had done againſt the Phzlifines, becauſe they 

were a people that might endamage the whole Nation of the Hebrews : concluding that 

they came to take, and deliver him into. the Ph1;/tines hands, and praying him to ſubmit 

himſelf voluntarily to that their reſolution. Samſon made them {wear that they would do 

him no other injury, but deliver him only to their enemies ; which done, he deſcended 

C fromthe Rock, ſurrendring himſelf to the hands of thoſe of Jada, who bound him ,,,,,. ,, 

with two cords, and led him away to deliver him to the Philitines. Now being arrived 12, 13: _ 

in a certain place, which at this preſent is called the Faw (þy reaſon of what hapned $71 is - 

there at that time) and approaching near the Philiſtines Camp ; which ſhooted for joy philiftines.

Thisextraordinary and unparallel'd exploit ſo puft'd up Samſor's heart, 5,6 wich 

that he forgat to attribute it to the aſſiſtance of God, but aſcribed the fame to his own the Jaw-bone 

ſtrength. But it was not long before he was puniſht for his ingratitude: For being ſeized 92" AG Kill 

with exceeding thirſt, and finding himſelf faint, he acknowledged and confeſſed that mes, 

mans force was nothing but weakneſs, and that all ought to be aſcribed to God: whom he 


prayed that he would not be diſpleaſed with what he had ſpoken, nor deliver him to his 


Enemies, though he had deſerved it, but aſſiſt him in the preſent danger. God. heard GH his 
* hisprayers, wr cauſed a pleaſant Fountain to ſpring from the foot of a Rock : for which prayers cau- 
cauſe Samſon called the place Maxilla or Faw, which name continueth even unto this f? 2 Foun- 
day. After this battel, Samſon ſet light by the Philiftines, and went to Gaza, where he ourof a Rock.

ber of three thouſand men: with theſe alſo died Samſon, who finiſhed his days in this 
ſort, after he had commanded over 1ſrael for the ſpace of twenty years. He was a man 
of great vertue, ſtrength and magnanimity : even to his latter hour, was fatal to the 
Philiſtines. And whereas he was allured and befotted by a woman, 'tzs an effect of the 
infirmity of lumane nature, which is prone to ſuch faults: in all other things, we can- 
not too much admire his vertue. His Kindred took his body and buried it-in Saraſa 
his Country, in the Sepulchre of his Anceſtors.

After ten years, Elimelech and his Sons 
died. By which affliction Naowz being caſt intogreat ſorrow,and deſtitute of their com- 
pany, whoſe dear familiarity ſhe had preferred before the loveof her Country : chang'd M I © 
her reſolution (according to thoſe occurrences that had happned to her) and determi- 
ned to return to her Friends, by reaſon ſhe had received intelligence, that her Country 
at that time was in better eſtate than when ſhe left it. Her Daughters-in-law would not 
endure to be ſeparated from her ; but would needs accompany her : but ſhe wiſhing 
them a more happy marriage than that which they enjoyed with her Sons, and proſperity 
in all other things, and proteſting unto them that ſhe had no ability to do them good; 
ſhe deſired them to ſtay in thac place, and not by following their wretched Mother-in- 
law in an uncertain event, loſe the certain pleaſure and peaceable fruition of-their Coun- 
try.

_ Oe whole People. At length, a grievous Plague not only ranged in the City of Azot, but 
the fruir of allo ſeized on all the Inhabitants of the Country. For the People being ſuddenly taken 
che country with the Elux, died in great Torment, and ſome of them vomited up their Bowels, 
mw being corrupted and corroded with the diſeaſe. Beſides this, the whole Land ſwarmed 
with Mice, which deſtroying all things, neither ſpared the Corn, nor any other Fruit. 

The Azotians being afflicted with theſe Calamities, and unable longer toendure the ſame, 
underſtood that the Ark was the cauſe thereof,and that neither the Victory,or the taking 


of the tame, had any ways procured their advantage. They therefore ſent to the Aſca- 


lonites, deſiring them to receive the Arkinto their City ; who willingly condeſcending N 


to their Embatiage and Demand, received the Ark, and were preſently plagued with 
the ſame ſickneſſes which the Azotzans had ſuffered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamitics alſo were tranſported; for which cauſe it was likewiſe fent from this place to 
another, whkre it remained but a little while; for the Inhabitants of the place being at- 
flited with the ſame Maladies which the other endured, ſent it to the Neighbour Cities: 
and after this ſort the Ark was conveyed to five Cities of the Philiſtines, (exating as 
it were, by thoſe Plagues, a Tribute of every one in puniſhment of the Sacrilege which 
they committed, by retaininga thing conſecrated to God.

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Aſulted among(t themſelves what was beſt to be done; and firſt of all it was propos'd to edge 
ſend back the Ark to thoſe to whom it appertain'd, ſince God ſcourg'd with ſo many jywiz, _— 
Plagues thoſe that receiv'd it into their Cities, to teſtific his indignation for the taking before Chri?'s 
of it, and to execute his vengeance of the Crime. But. ſome ſaid, -that.this refolution RE 
was unfit to be executed, denying that thoſe evils were to be imputed to the Captivity Conſuiratip 
of the Ark, (whoſe power, if it were fo great as they imagin'd, or it God had any care og me 
of the fame, he would never have permitted it to have fallen into the hands of men of © 
a contrary Religion) and perſwading them to bear theſe Misfortunes with an equal mind; 
and to account all theſe Calamities as eftets of Nature,which at certain periods of times 
is wont to produce in Mens Bodies, in the Earth, and in Plants, and in other tliings 
B ſubject to her power, ſuch kind of alterations and changes. Others, more prudent and 
intelligent, proposd a third way, which was, neither to ſend away the Ark, nor yet tc 
retain it, bur to offer to God in the name of the five Cities, five golden Statues in tefit- 
mony of their gratitude, becauſe they had been preſerved by his favour from that Plague, 
from which, by humane remedies, it was impoſſible to eſcape ; and to offer alſo as many 
golden Mice, like thoſe that had ſpoiled their Country. All theſe to be locked in a 
Cheſt, and laid upon the Ark; and the Ark tobe plac't upon a new Cart made. purpoſe- 
ly, to which they ſhould yoke and tie two Kine that had new calved, locking up their 
Calves from them, leſt they ſhould be an impediment to their Dams, and to the intent, 
that through the deſire to ſee their young, they might haſten the faſter. That done, that 
C driving the Chariot to a place that had three ways, they ſhould ſuffer them to draw 
that way that they liſted; and if they took the way of the Zebrews,and travell'd towards 
their Country, then they ſhould aſſure themſelves that the Ark was the cauſe of their 
evils; but if they drew another way, let them (laid they) be driven back again, being x4. nm. 
moſt aſſured, that the Ark hath no ſuch virtue in it. This council was approved by on of che 
every one of the Aſſembly, and preſently executed : having prepared all things, they Gneiia5 our 
brought the Chariot into a high way that lookt three ways, and leaving it there, re- ered Ark.

Which when the Philiſtines ſaw, they 
returned back into their own Country to carry the News. But God's indignation and 
diſpleaſure was kindled againſt the Bethſamites : ſo that 7o of them were ſlain, becauſe ,,,, ..

ed to ſuſtain it. The Inhabitants lamented their loſs, and mofirned, for that their Coun- _— __ 
try-men were extinguiſhed by no common death, but by a puniſhment and plague ſent the grexceſt, 
F from God. And acknowledging that they were unworthy that the Ark ſhould remain 2nd $0000 of 
with them, they ſent Meſſengers to the Governours, and the reſt of the Hebrews, tolet promm—__ 
them underſtand that they had recovered the Ark out of the hands of the»Philiſtines. 1 Sam, 6. 21. 
Whereupon order was given to place the'fame in Cariathiarim, a City bordering upon ad a 
the Bethſamites.

He 
was very ſtrong both in Horſe and Chariots; and againſt whatſoever Enemy he march- 
ed forth, he always returned with victory : ſo that he reduced the Aﬀairs of the ZHe- 
Ver 47- brews to a happy ſtate, and ſo much increaſed their power, that they were feared by 
oa: all thoſe Nations that neighboured upon them. Bur the chiefeſt of the youth, thar 
cxcelied either in ſtrength or beauty, he choſe to be of his Guard.

19, This cruel and deteſftable att perpetrated by King Saul(in ſhedding the blood of all the ſacer- 
A manifeſt dotal Race, without either compaſſion of Infants, or reverence of old age, and his deſtroying 
exempincati® 'f hat City, which God had choſen to be the refidence of the Prieſts and Prophets) manifeſtly 
Proverb, ſhews how far the pravity of the mind of man may proceed. For fo long as men are low, 
nmnoonang varg* 1nd limited by a private eſtate, becauſe they neither dare nor can give ſcope to their wicked 
"inclinations, they ſeem good and juſt, and make ſhew of great love of juſtice, and of a ſenſe 
Note dili- of pity, and are perſwaded that God is preſent in all our Attions, and diſcerneth all our cogi- 
gent'y. tations. But no ſooner do they attain to Power and Empire, but they lay afide their former 
fair ſemblances, they take upon them as it were a new part, and another perſonage, becoming M 
audacious and inſolent, and contemners both of Divine and Humane Laws. And though the 
height of their ſtation expoſing even their leaſt attions to the view of all the World, ought to 
make them comport themſelves irreprehenſibly ; yet as if they thought that God ſhut his eyes, 
or feared them, they will needs have him approve, and men account juſt all that their Fear, 
Hatred or Imprudence ſuggeſts to them, without troubling themſelves what will be the iſſue.

D name to return with ſpeed, becauſe he had forgot to ſpeak to him about ſome affairs of 
great 1MPportance. 

When Abzer heard the words of theſe meſſengers (who overtook him in a place 
called Befira, ſome twenty Furlongs off of Febron) he ſtruck out of the way without 
ſuſpeRting any trezchery ; and Foab going before him, embraced him with great kindneſs, 
and like an affetionate friend, and ſingling him from his other company, and making as 
if he would inform him of certain ſecrets, and having drawn him into a by-way beſide 
the wall, accompanied only with his Brother Ab4iſai, he drew his ſword, and thruſt it 
into his ſhort ribs; of which wound A&zer died, ſurpriſed by the Treaſon of Joab, who 
coloured that act of his, with the revenge and death of his Brother Azae/, whom Abner 

FE had ſlain whilſt he was purſued by him in the firſt War at Hebron; but in truth it was 
but the ſuſpicion of his greatneſs and honour, fearing leſt he ſhould be deprived of his 
Place, and Abner obtain the next degree of honour unto David. Hereby may a man fe" nchops 
perceive how many and how mighty things men attempt and hazard for their avarice and avarice, 
and ambition ſake, and to the end they may not be inferiour unto any others. For when real things, 
they deſire to attain riches and honours, they atchieve it by ten thouſand miſchiets; and 
at ſuch time as they fear to be diſpoſleſſed, they ſtrive to continue their eſtates by 
means more pernicious, becauſe they think it to be the leſs fin; and that the unhap- 
pineſs is leſs, rather not to have obtained to any greatneſs and power, than after the 
poſſeſſion thereof, to fall from it. Thence it cometh, that all of them intend and pratiſe 

F many hazards and difficulty through the fear they have to forfeit their Grandeur. But 
it ſufficeth to have briefly touched this point. David having notice of the murther of 
Abner, conceived a great grief in his heart, and called all his friends to witneſs, lifting 
up his hands unto God, and proteſting that he was no partaker of the nwrther, and that 
Abner had been ſlain without his knowledge. He likewiſe uttered moſt grievous curles 
againſt the murtherer;his houſe and accomplices, praying that they might be overtaken by Fe 
that vengeance which uleth to purſue the murtherer : for he greatly ſuſpected leſt he paid with 
thould be thought to be a party in that which had hapned unto AZzer, contrary to his the whole R 
Faith, and promiſe, which he had paſt unto him. Moreover, he commanded that all the prope —_— 
people ſhould weep and lament tor him, and that his Funerals ſhould be honoured ac- ncur his tune 

G cording to the accuſtomed manner, in renting of Garments and putting on Sack cloth : 
and that the ſame ſhould be done the Coffin being carried before, which both he and 


the chiefeſt Governours of the /ſraelites followed, beating on their Breaſts, and ſhedding 


rears, 
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rears, and teſtifying the love which they bareunto him during his liſe, and their ſorrow for H 


* his death, who had been murthered contrary to their will and-intention. He was En- 


tombed in Febron with great Magnificence, and Epitaphs compoſed in his praiſe by David 
hirnſelf, who ſetting himſelf on the Tomb firſt of all lamented, and gave others an ex- 
ample to follow him. And ſo much was he troubled at the death of A44rer, that he for: 
bore all kind of meat until the Sun ſet, notwithſtanding the- iriſtances of his friends, 
who urged him to take meat: which act of his purchaſed hirm much love amongſt the 
pcople. For they that loved Abner, were very glad to be witneſſes ot that honour which 
he did him at his death, and that faith which he maintained in honourinsz him, as if he 
had been his Kinſman or friend, and not embaſing him with a vile and contemptible 
Tomb, as if he had been his Enemy. And in general, all of them were ſo much poſ-| 
ſeſled with the ſweetneſs and Royal nature of Kind David, that they believed he would 
have the like kindneſs for them, as they ſaw him expreſs for deceaſed Abner. And 
by this means David happily maintained his credit, and increated the peoples good opi- 
nion of him, eſcaping thereby the ſuſpicion that he might in tome ſort have been acceſlary 
to his death. He proteſted alſo unto the people, that he conceived no ſmall grief art 
the loſs of fo good a man, declaring that it was a great prejudice to the State to be de- 
prived of him, mantained their peace by his good advice, and ratified the ſame by his 
executions and Warlike valour: But God (faid he) who hath care of all things, ſhall 
not ſuffer him to die unrevenged: and he it 1s that ſhall bear me witneſs, that it lieth 
not in my power to puniſh Foab and A4biſai, who have greater credit in the Army than x 
my ſelf; yet ſhall they not eſcape God's juſtice tor this fault. Thus ended the life of 
Abner. 


CHAP. IL 


Iſhboſeth 7s ſlain through the Treaſon of his followers : the whole

Hen 1/Þbeſeth, Saz!s Son, had notice of Abner's death, he was much troubled, not 
only that he was deprived of his near Kinſman, bur alſo of fo great a perfonage 

as had ſettled the Crown on his head. Neither did he himſelt long time remain alive 
after him: but by the Sons of Jeremon Banaoth and Than, he was Traiterouſly lain. 
Theſe two being Benjamites, and of the chiefeſt Nobility amongſt them contrived to 
make away 1ſhboſeth, and thereby obtain a great reward from David; ſuppoſing that 
ſuch an a& would merit the chiefeſt place and dignity in the Army. For which cauſe 
finding 7/hboſeth alone in his houſe about mid-day, laid on his bed and-afleep, and un- 
attended by any of his Guard, and perceiving likewiſe that the Porter was aſleep: they 
entred into the lodging where ſboſeth was aſleep, and flew him : and having cut off his 
head, they travelled all the night and day, as it they fled from thoſe whom they had 
offended, and ſought for reſcue. . And when they came to Hebron, they preſented David

himſelf of the injuries, which were offered unto his Grandlather, led forth his Army 
againſt the Jews, and deſtroyed the Country called at this day Samaria, Wherein he 
in Samaria, during the Reign of Achab King, of 1ſrael, of whom we will ſpeak hereafter, 
But when David had led forth his Army againſt Damaſcus, and againſt the reſt of the 
Country of Syria, he reduced them all under his obedience placing Garrifons in their 
Country and impoſing Tribute upon them. He dedicated alſo to Gud in the City of 
Feruſalem, the Golden Guin and Arms of Adad's Guard: which afterward Syſac,King 
of Egypt, took when he vanquiſhed Roboham his Nephew, & carried away great Riches out 
of the Temple of Fer»ſalem,as it ſhall be declared hereafter,when we come to treat of that 
matter. This King of the Hebrews being inſpired by God (who made him profperous 
in all his Wars)encamped before the chiefeſt Cities of Adrezar,thar is toſay,Betha,and Mar- 


con, which he beſieged, took and ſpoiled, where there was found great ſtore of Goldk 


and Silver and of Braſs, which was more precious than Gold, whereof Solomon made 
that great Veſſel called the Sea, and other fair Lavers at ſuch time as he adorned and 
furniſhed the Temple of God. When Thoy King of Amoth underſtood all which had 


his own Eſtate, and reſolved to enter into a League and Confederacy with David, before 
he ſhould come out againſt him: and to that intent he ſent his Son Adoram unto him, 
to Congratulate his Succeſs againſt Adarezer his Enemy, and to contract an Amity with 
him. He ſent him Preſents alſo, namely Veſſels of Antique Work of Gold, of Silver, 
and of Braſs, whereupon David made a League with him, and received the Preſents 


that were ſent unto him: and afterwards honourably diſmiſſed his Son both for the onel, 


and the other: and conſecrated that to God which he had preſented him (together 
with the Gold and Silver, which he had taken from the Cities and Nations that were 
ſubje&t unto him.) For God did not only ſo far favour him, as to make him victorious 
and happy in his own Wars; but having alfo ſent Abiſat Foab's Brother the Lieutenant 
of his Army againſt the /dumeans, he likewiſe granted him Victory : for 4&/ai flew in 
the Battel about eighteen thouſand of them,and filled all /dumea with Garriſons, impoſing 
a Tribute throughout the Country by the Poll. This King loved Juſtice of his own 
nature, and the judgment which he gave was .always moſt equitable. He had for his 
Lieutenant General of his Armies Foab, and appointed Foſaphat the Son of Achilles chief 


over the Regiſters. After Abiathar, he eſtabliſhed Sadoc of the Houſe of Phinees for 


High-Prieſt, who was his Friend. Sia was his Secretary, Banaza the Son of Jozada was 
Captain over his Guard, and all the Elders were ordinarily about him to guard and at 
tend him. He remembring himſelf alſo of the Covenants and Oaths that paſt *twixt 
him and Jonathan the Son of Saul, and of their amity and affeQion (for amongſt 
his other excellent qualities he was always moſt eminent for his gratitude.) He cauted 
inquiry to be made, 1f any one of the Houſe and Family of Forathax were left alive, to 
the intent he might return the Friendſhip he had received from Joxathay. Whereupon 
a certain man named Ziha, was brought unto him (who was entranchifed by Sau!) that 
might inform him what one of his Race was alive: who asked him if he knew any 


of Fonathan's Sons then living, to whom he might make fome return of the kindnels) 


which he had formerly received from their Father. Who antwered him, That he had on: 
Son remaining, whoſe name was Mephiboſheth, who was Lame of his Legs, for when the 
news came that both his Father and Graudfather were ſlain, his Nurſe haſtily ſnatching up the 
Child, let him fall from her Shoulders, and ſo hurt him. When he heard where he was 
brought up, he ſent unto the City of Labath to Machir, with whom Mephiboſheth, was 
kept, and commanded him to be brought unto him. Now when he came to David's 
preſence, he caſt himſelf on his Face betore -him ; but the King exhorted him to be of 
00d courage, and to hope hereafter for better fortune, 'and gave him his Father's Houle 
with all the poſlefſions, that were purchaſed by Sau! his Grandfather, appointing him to 


herirance, for the Royal Offers he had made him. Art that time David called for Z3ha, and told

 _ __ Lehaved Himſelf very valiamly, and got grear reputation: for he ſlew divers of them 
Bus 21, © that vaunted themſelves to be of the Race of the Giants, and that were very proud and 
ant Captain, puffed up with prefumption of their valour, and was the chief author of that victory, 
S008 which the Hebrews obtained. 

After this laſt defeat, the Philitines once more hazarded their fortunes, againſt whom 
when' David tent out an Army, Nephan his kinſman ſhewed himſelt very valiant. For 
fehting hand to hand againſt him that was accounted the molt valiant Champion 
amonegtt all the Fhiliftines, he ſlew him, and put the reſt to flight, very many of them 
dving in the Battel, in proceſs of time they re-incamped near unto a City not far from 
the trontie:s of the Countrey of the 77ebrews : In this Army there was a man ſix Cubits 
high, who had on either toor ſix tos, and on either hand fix fingers. Againſt whom 
Jonathan the Son of Sama {one of thoſe that were ſent by David in this Army) fought 
hand to hand, and flew him: ſo that approving himſelf to be the means of that victory, C 
he bare away the honour of the Batrel, and praiſe of his valour; for this Philiſtine 
boaſted likewiſe that he was deſcended of the Race of the Giants. After this Battel, 
they warrcd no more on the 1/r-azlites. Hereupon David, delivered from War and danger, 

and ever after enjoying perie& peace, compoſed Odes and Hymns in praiſe of God, 
2 Sem.

IONS. The noble ations of five of which 1 will declare, which will give ſome ſpecimen of 
that extraordinary and heroick courage by which rhey were able to conquer whole 
Iſem. Nations. The firſt of them was ſem the Son of Achem, who having thruſt himſelf 


into the midit of his diſordered Enemies, never gave over fighting till he had ſlain nine 
Eleazar. - hundred of them. After him was Fleazer the Son of Dodeias, who had accompanied 
the King in Sarphat : He, in a certain Batrel (wherein through the multitude of the 
Enemies, the 1ſrae/ites were aftrighted and put to flight) kept his place, and faced the 
Enemy, and ruſhing in among them, made a great ſlaughterof them, ſo that thorow the E 
great quantity of blood which he ſhed, his Swerd ſtuck faſt to his hand ; and the 1ſrae- 
lites ſeeing the Philiſtines put to flight, by him, came down and ran upon them, and 
obtained a great victory over them. For Eleazer ſlaughtered thoſe that. fled, and 
the reſt of the Army followed and ſpoiled thoſe that were ſlain. The third was the Son 
of lus called Sebas, who fighting againſt the Phil;tines, in aplace called the Faw, (and 
ſecing the Hebrews to be atraid of their power, and almoſt out of heart) reſiſted them 
alone, as if he had been an Army, and flew ſome of them, and purſued and put the 
relt to flight, in that they were unable to ſultain- his force and violence. Theſe three 
perform:d, with their own hands, theſc great atchivements. About that time that the 
King lived in Feraſalem, the Army of the PhilifFmes came out to make War upon' him; F 
and David (as we have declared heretofore) was gone up into the higher City ro ask 
countel, of God, what the event of that War ſhould be ; and the Enemies being encamp- 
ed in that Valley (that extendeth it ſelf as far as Bethleem, a City ſome twenty Furloogs

of, but he porred it out as an oblation uito God, giving him thanks becauſe he had delivered 
his Servants. After theſe three followed Abiſat Foabs Brother, who {lew ſix hundred 
of the Enemy in one day. The filth was Bezaza of the race of the Levites, who be: 
ing defied by certain Brothers, famous amongſt the 4o0abztes for their valour, over- 
came them. Moreover a certain «#zyptias of a wonderful ſtature, having defied him 
(notwithſtanding the faid Bazs/z was naked and the other Armed) yet charged he 
him, and rook away his Javelin and flew him. To thele foreſaid AQts of his, a man 
may annex this as the molt valiant, or very nearly e£qualling the reſt, For it came to 
pa's, that afrer a certain Snow, a Lyon fell into a pit (whoſe mouth was ſo narrow, 
B that a man could not diſcern where it was, eſpecially fince it was at the ſame time cover- 
ed with Snow) where being inclofed, and ſeeing no means to eſcape, he roared out : 
which when Bax4iz who paſſed that way heard, he followed the voice, and drew near 
unto the p'ace; and afterwards went down into the pit, where with a ſtaff he bear in his 
hand, he fought with, - overcame and flew thc Lyon. The thirty three other were of 
like valour and courage. But King Davzd being deſirous ro know how many thouſand 
men he could number among(t the people, and forgetting the Commandment or- 


dained by Moſes (who had given order that if the people ſhould be numbred, there 7 
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ſhould be pail unto God for every head half a ſicle) he commanded Joab to go Helis & Ruf- 
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and number all the people: And although Fob repreſented it unto him as 
C no ways neceſlary ; yet could he not perſwade him, but that he enjoyned him with 

all expedition to ſet forward on his way, and muſter the people of the Hebrews. 
Hereupon Fob took with him the principals of the Tribes and the Scribes, and went 
about the Countrey of the Hebrews, ro know how many there were ; and at the end 
of nine months and twenty days, he returned to Jeruſalem to the King, and preſented 
him with the liſt of the people, the Tribe of Beajamin only excepted (for he neither 
numbred that Tribe, nor the Tribe of Levi.) The King when it was now too late, per. 
ceiving that he had diſpleaſed God, was very forrowful and penſlive. The number of 
the other 1/raelites was of goo thouſand men, able to bear Arms, and to follow the 
War, belides that the only Tribe of Fudzb contained 400 thouſand men. When the 
D Prophets had certified David how. God was diſplealed with him, he began to pray and 
beſeech him, thar it might pleaſe him to appeale his wrath, and to pardon his offence. 
Hereupon God ſent the Prophet Gad unto him, who brought him the choice of three 
things, willing him to make choice which of the three he would endure : either that Fa- 
mine for ſeven years ſpace ſhould reign in his Countreys; or that War for three Moneths 
{pace ſhould aMiQ the fame; wherein he ſhould always have the worlt ; or that che Plague 
and Peſtilence ſhould rage for three days amongſt the Hebrews. Being thus troubled 
by reaſon of his difficult choice, amoneft theſe imminent Miſeries ; and the Prophet 
urging him to return a ſhort Anſwer, whereby God might be ſatisfied : the King be- 
thinking him that if he ſhould ask Famine, he ſhould rather ſeem to reſpe& his own 
E ſecurity, than the Common- Wealth, in that no danger might by that means touch him, 
for that he had great ſtore of Corn in his Barn, and they were unfurniſhed ; and if for 
three months he would make choice to be overcome by the enemy, in that caſe alſo he 
might ſeem to have care of himſelf in that he had many ſtrong Caſtles, and a valiant 
Guard of men, to attend his perſon ; he therefore made choice of a Plague, that was 
both as incident to the Prince as the SubjeAs; wherein each man is equally concerned 
in the danger: ſaying, That it was better to fall into the hands of God, then into the hands of 
his enemies. When the Prophet had received this Anſwer from him, he reported it un- 
to God ; who ſent a Plague and mortality amongſt the Hebrews, which afflicted them 
lo variouſly , ſo that it was very hard to diſcern the Malady ; which being but one 
F kind, yet notwithſtanding it diſcovered it ſelf with great variety of Symptomes. For 
one of them died after another, and the ſickneſs ſeizing them unawares, brought a ſudden 
diſſolution of the Spirits, and ſwooning upon them ; ſo that ſome of them gave up the 
Ghoſt with grievous torments, and ſtrange dolors. Others were preſently parched up 
through the burning Agonies they endured, and (irrecoverable by any Counſel or Re- 
medy) departed in the midſt of their Tortures. Others died ftrangled, having their 
eyes ſuddenly darkned and blinded. Others giving order for the burial of their hou- 
thold Servants, died before they were thoroughly interred ; and from the day-break (ar 
which time the peſtilent Mortality began to rage) until dinner time, there died ſeventy 
thouſand perſons. And now had the Angel of God ſtretched out his hand over Fers- 
G /alem ready to infli&t-punilhment thereon, when the King pur on ſack-cloth,and proſtrated 
himſelf on the ground, beſeeching God that it would pleaſe him to appeaſe his ang2r, 
and be content with the number of thoſe that were already conſumed with the Peltt-

For he was valiant beyond compariſon, and in thoſe battels which he fought 
Did, © for his Subjects, he was the firſt that thruſt himlelf into danger, and exhorted his Soldiers 
to behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like rheir Governour, but fighting 
with them as their fellow-ſoldier. He was very well qualified by his knowledge and ex 
perience to make the beſt uſe of the preſent, and to manage his future occaſions: he was 
moderate and juſt, courteous and favourable to thoſe that were afflited ; which are thoſe 
ornaments which-are worthy of a great Prince, and in this great Authority wherein he was 
placed, he ſtept not afy ways awry, but in the caſe of Zria's Wife. He left as much or 
rather more riches behind him, than any other King of the Zebrews, or other Nations had 
done. His Son Solomon buried him moſt Royally in Jeruſalem, with all thoſe ceremonies 
which were accuſtomed in Royal obſequics, and amongſt other things, he buried a great 
quantity of riches with him ; the incredible eſtimate whereof may be conjectured by 
The ſumptn- that which tolloweth.

E have declared in the former Bock what David was, how great his 
virtue hath been, what profits and benefits thoſe of his Nation recei- 
ved by him, what Wars he undertook, what Victories he obtained, 


VV and how happily at laſt (through extremity -of age) he departed

D out of this life. But after that So/omon his Son (being at that time very young)

had obtained the Kingdom, and was -placed in his Fathers Throne (according as 
David had determined, and the divine power had decreed) the whole people (accord- 


ing to the common courſe in the eleftion of new Princes) with many Acclamations 


withed him a long and proſperous Reign. But Adoxias, who during his Fathers life-time, 
thought to poſſeſs and ſeize himſelf of the Royal eſtate, -came unto the Kings mother, 
and with all humility and reverence faluted her. To whom Bethſabe ſaid, T hat if there 
were any thing wherein ſhe might ſerve him, he ſhould let her know it, and that ſhe would wil- 
lingly apply her ſelf unto it. Whereupon he began to ſay, That it was a thing very well 


known, that the Kingdom appertained unto him, both inregard of his age, as alſo in reſpett of 


E the favor and good liking of the people : but fince that it had been transferred unto Solomon, 


her Son, by the Will of God, he was content therewith, and would be his ſervant, being very glad 
of the fortunate ſucceſs of his Afﬀairs. He therefore beſought her, thatſhe would ſollicite So-

C After that Solomon had received theſe bleſſings from God, and was made happy by 
theſe Promiſes, he forſook his Bed, and worſhipping God, returned unto Fersſa/em, where 
he offered great Sacrifices before the Tabernacle, and magnificently feaſted all thoſe of 
his Houſhold. About the ſame time a very difficult Caſe was brought him to decide, the 
Reſolution whereof was very hard to be diſcovered. And I have thought it neceſſary to 
declare the occaſions whereon at that preſent the debate was grounded, to the end that 
the Readers may underſtand the difficulty of the thing in queſtion, and that if they hap- 
pen at any time to be concerned in ſuch affairs, they might by his example learn to dif- 
cover the truth.

#inate, and feareth not to be convitted by any, ſhe perfiſteth in ker denyal of the ſame. 

After the King had heard her requeſt, he enquired of rhe other if ſhe had any thing 
Eto anſwer to this Accuſation. But ſhe denying the AQ, and averring that the Child which 
remained alive was hers, and that the dead one appertained to the other; and beſides 
that, ſince no man appeared that might determine rhe Controverſie, but all that ſtood by 
were amazed at the obſcurity and difficulty of the Debate; the King art laſt found out this 
expedient of diſcovering the Truth: He commanded that both the Children ſhould be 
brought before: him as well the living 'as the dead; and calling one of his Guard unto 7.

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Neither do 1 only. intreat thee for the Hebrews when they ſhall have offended thee : but if 
it happen that if any ſtranger of what Countrey ſoever he be, ſhall from hence implore thine 
aſſiſtance, hear thou him, J pray thee, and grant his requeſt : For by this means all men ſhall 
know, that it is thy will that thy houſe ſhould be built in this place, and that we are not ſo in- 
humane as to envy this beppineſe wnto others, but that we have defired that thy help, and the 
communication of thy bleſſings ſhould be beſtowed, not only on thoſe of our Nation, but alſo 
on all the World, This faid, he caſt himſelt on his face, and continued in Prayer a long 
time, and afterwards riſing again, he offered ſacrifices upon the Altar ; and having filled 
the Temple with oftcrings, he knew molt evidently that God did graciouſly accept of 


of all men, conſumed and devoured the facritice. When this Viſion had hapned, the people 
maniſeſtly conjectured that Gods abode ſhould be in that Temple, and with great joy 
humbled themſclves on their faces, and lay proſtrate on the Pavement. But the King 
began to praiſe God, and incited the people to do the like, conſidering they had already received 
the teſt imonies of his mercy; exhorting them to pray that he would be always merciful unto them, 
and that he would keep them for ever in cleanneſs and uncorrupt minds, and that they might 
juſtly and religiouſly lead their lives in obſerving thoſe commandments which he had given them 
by Moſes. For in ſo doing, the people of the Hebrews ſhould proſper and grow more happy, 
than all the Nations of the World, Moreover he exhorted them to keep in their remembrance 


thoſe means, by which the benefits they poſſeſſed had been gotten ; aſſuring them that by the ſame C 


they ſhould be continued, increaſed and multiplied, For they ought to think that they received 
them not, but for their piety and juſtice ; and that thoſe bleſſings were not to be preſerved, but 
by the ſame means by which they were firſt required, When the King had ſpoken after this 
manner to the people, he diſmiſſed rhe Afſembly Chavinfg firſt of all accompliſhed the 
ſacrifices both for himlelf and the people, by offering up twelve thouſand Oxen, and ſix- 
ſcore thouſand ſheep. ) For then firſt of all was the Temple embrewed with the blocd 
of the ſlaughtered ſacrifices, and all the Zebrews with their Wives and Children were 
entertained therein. The King alſo feaſting with the whole people, celebrated the So- 
lemnity of the Tabernacles for the ſpace of fourteen days in great Pomp and Maganiti- 
Cence. 
the Service of God, every one (diſmiſſed by the King) departed to his ovvn dwelling- 
place, giving him hearty thanks ſor the care he had taken of them, and for the Works he 
had done for them ; praying God that it might pleaſe him to grant their King a long lite. 
And thus they returned home vvith joy, praiſing and ſinging Hymnes unto God, ſo that 
they arrived at their ovvn habitations, vvithour being ſenſible of the toil of their Journey. 

Aftcr they had conducted the Ark into the Temple, and beheld the greatneſs and 
Lcauty ofthe ſame, and had celebrated moſt excellent ſacrifices,and made great ſolemniries, 
they returned every one unto His City. But a Viſion that night appeared unto the King 


during his ſleep, vvhich gave him aſſurance that God had heard his Prayer, and that he 


vvould guard his Temple and dvvell in the fame for ever (if his Poſterity and all the 


people ſhould obſerve his Commandments) promiſing him, that if he continued in the ob- F 


ſervation of thoſe commands vvhich vvere given him by his Father, he vvould ſecure 
his bleſſing unto him, that none but his Poſterity ſhould 1vvay the Scepter, and rule over 
the Tribe of Jadah for ever ; provided that they kept his Statutes and obſerved his Lavvs: 
bur if he forgot the Lord and follovved ſtrange gods, he vvould pluck him up by the 
roots, without leaving any Remainder to reign atrer him; neither ſhould the people of 
1/rael remain unpunithed, but ſhould be exterminate by infinite Wars and Adverſities, and 
be caſt out of the Countrey which he had given unto their Anceſtors, and become baniſht 
men, and Runagates in a foreign Land. And concerning the Temple which is built at 
this preſent, I will (faid he) deliver it to the Enemies to ranſack and burnt it, and theF 
City ſhall be deſtroyed by the hands of the Enemies : And their miſeries ſhall be fo 
notorious through the World, and to ſuch extremity ſhall they bedriven, as ir ſhall hardly 
be believed: ſo as their Neighbours round about them, hearing of their Calamities, ſhall 
be aſtoniſhed, and ſhall ſeek out the cauſe why the Xebrews are' thus hated by God, who 
before time have been ſo advanced by him in Riches and Honours,and they ſhall be inform- 
ed by thoſe that ſurvive, that thoſe calamities are brought upon them by their ſins; and 
the tranſgreſſions which they have committed againſt the ordinances of their Forefachers. 
Theſe rhings that were declared unto him in a dream, are regiſtred in the ſacred Letters. 
Seven years after the Temple had been thus built (as it hath been heretofore decla- 
red) he began the building of his Palace,: which he ſcarcely finiſhed in thirteen years 
ſpace ; ior he was not ſo intent and earneſt in building thereof, as he was in the ſtru- G 
cture of the Temple. For although the Temple was very great,and of incredible and marvel- 
lous magnificence,yet ſo it is that God(for whom it was made)aſliſting the workmen,it was 
thoroughly 
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Athroughly fintihed within the term of the years aforeſaid. But the Royal Palaces, be- Po 
ing far leſs than the Temple, were built more ſlowly, becauſe the ſtuff had nor been "ops bv 
prepared ſo long time before, nor with ſo great diligence ; and the rather, becauſe the before Chri#: 
Palaces that were,ywere not for God, but tor Kings: notwithſtanding, this Houſe was ore 
built very magnificently, according as the Wealth of the Countrey, and the power of —— 
the Hebrew King required. But it will not be amiſs if I declare all the order and dif- 
polition of the ſame Houſe, that by the deſcription thereof, the Reader may be inſor- 
med of irs capacioulneſs, Ir was a great and goodly Fabrick, ſuſtained by divers Pillars, 
prepared to receive and contain much people at the time of their Aſſemblies, wherein 
they treated of Afﬀairs, and held Pleas. It wasan hundred Cubits in length, and in breadth

hanging in fuch ſorr, rhat ro. behold them, a man would have thought that they ſhook, 
the Workmanihip was ſo exquiſite and curious that covered the ſtone. The reſt, as far 
as the Roof,, was enchaſed, and flouriſhed with divers Antiques and Piftures. Further- 
more, he built other places of Pleature, with very long Porches to beautific the Palace ; 
among(t-which, there was one moſt magnificent to make Banquets and Feaſts in, which _ 
was throughout adorned with Gold : and all the neceſlaries tor entertainment were of * Xu: 10. 
Gold. It would be difficult to give an exa& account of the Variety, the Capaciouſneſs 

D and Magnificence of theſe (truttures, whereof ſome were of a greater, and ſome of a 

leſſer bulk ; ſome under ground, and others raifed to a great height : The pleaſant Arbors 

likewiſe, and the Gardens, which were to faſhioned that they afforded a pleaſant proſpeCt 

to the eye, as well as refreſhment from the heat.

Moreover, the Sacrifices that were every day offered up unto 
God, and the care and diligence of the Prieſts in diſcharging their Offices, pleaſed her 
more than all the reſt, when ſhe obferved them daily : And being not able ro contain her 
ſelf, ſhe expreſſed how wonderfully ſhe was afte&ed ; and her admiration (till encreaſing, 
ſhe could not but expreſs it to the King, after this manner : 
We may very well doubt of things extraordinary, when we have no opportunity of being ac- t.4,5,6 7, 
quainted with them but by report : But the fame of your riches, both thoſe which you have in Tho 508 0 
E your ſelf (7 mean your Wiſdom and Prudence) as thoſe alſo which your Kingdom hath brouzht ſeth preincg 
you, is neither falſe nor feigned ; but yet 1 muſt confeſs, that the happineſs which 1 hve ſeen, wiſlom- 
1s much more excellent than that which was repreſented to me : for report dependeth only on 
hearſay, neither giveth it ſo certain a notice of things as the ſight diſcovereth, when one is near 
unto the ſame. For mine own part, Igave no credit to what Theard, but Ihave ſeen far more 
than I could expett, and repute the people of the Hebrews to be moſt happy ; and your ſervants 
and friends moſt blefſed, who are continual witneſſes and Heaters of your Wiſdom. And each 
one of you ought to give God thanks, that he hath ſo much loved this region, and the Inhabitants 
thereof, that be hath eſtabliſhed you in the Royal Seat, 1 ſhall relate alſo, how ſhe expreſſed 
her afſetion ſhe bare unto the King, by divers Preſents which fhe offer'd unto him. For 
ſhe gave him twenty Talems of Gold, and aninnumerable quantity of ſweet Odorsand 77% 1% 37 
precious Stones.

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AL ments of muſick likewiſe, as Harps and Cymbals, on which the Zewvizes might praiſe H 
ns av Y God. Amonglt all the gifts that were ever preſented unto Ss/omon, that which was given 
before Chrit's him at that time, was moſt excellent in gn and beauty. But let no man think, thar 
Nativily, the Pine-wood (which we ſpeak of) had any reſemblance with that which we call by 
Wa that name at this day, or which the Merchants, to delude their Chapmen,, ſell for the 
ſame. For they are like unto fig-trees, but that they are more white and clearer: which 
I thought good to take notice of in this place, leſt afty man ſhould be deceived through 
ignorance, in not diſcerning the one from the other, becauſe the affairs of Solomon haye 
drawn us to make mention of this matter. The weight of Gold which this Navy brought 
unto the King, was ſix hundred ſixty and fix Talents : beſides that which the Merchants 
bought themſelves, or that which the Kings and Princes of Arbia had ſent unto him by I 
way of Preſent. This Gold cauſed he to be molten down, and made thereof Two hun. 
dred Targets, each one weighing ſix Hundred Shekels; and three Hundred Bucklers, 
each one of them weighing three Hundred mines of Gold, and placed and hung them 
in the Hall; called the Forejt of Libanus. Re cauſed alſo divers Veſlels of Gold and preci- 
ous ſtones to be made for the uſe of his Table, all curiouſly wrought ; the reſt of his 
neceſſaries alſo were of Gold: for nothing was either bought or fold tor Silver. For the 
King had many Ships upon the Sea of Thayſis, which upon his command carried divers 
Merchandize into remote Countries, by vent whereof they brought him home much Gold 
and Silver, and much Ivory and Ethiopian Moors and Apes; and this Navigation in fail- 
ing too and fro, was finiſhed in three years. The renown and fame alſo of Solomons Vir- 
tues and Wiſdom, ſpread far and near throughout all Nations : ſo that Kings of the remo- x 
teſt Countries had a deſire to ſee him, becauſe they believed not the Report, and deſired 
om = to manifeſt their afteQtion to him by magnificent Preſents. They therefore ſent him veſ- 
5 thts iro ſels of Gold and of Silver, ſcarlet Robes, and all forts of Aromatique Drugs, Horſes and 
ney. Many Chariots, Mules and Sumpter-Horſes, wherein ( as it was reported unto them ) the King 
Kings Pretent rook pleaſure, by reaſon of their ſtrength and beauty : ſo that to the number of Horſes 
ſundry Pre- and Chariots which he had before, there were annexed four Hundred more, which had 
ſents 14'© been ſent him as Preſents. For before that, he had a Thouſand Chariots, and twenty 
ther zifts pre. thouſand goodly Horſes, excellent for ſhape and ſwiftneſs: ſo that the like were not to 
ſented to Sole- be found, that were comparable to them for beauty and pace. And that which gave[ 
ave them the greater Grace was, that they were backed by young Men of goodly perſonage 
to behold, and ſurpaſſing all other in height, having long locks, which they dayly inter- 
mixed with wires of Gold, that when the Sun ſhould ſhine upon their Heads, they might 
appear more glorious and bright. The King mounted on his Chariot, and apparelled 
in a whire Rayment, was accuſtomed to ride abroad about the Sun-riſe, guarded with 
theſe young armed Men, having Bows and Quivers. 

There was a certain place called 7#taz, ſome eight leagues diſtant from Feruſalem, de- 
lightful and enriched with Gardens and pleaſant Fountains of Water, whither he uſually 
retired himſelf for his pleaſure, He forgot not likewiſe to make Cauſeys, but cauſed 
the high-ways that led to Fer»/alem ( where he made his abode) to be paved with black)

New alrhough he were the moſt magnificent and entirely beloved of God, ſurpaſſingN 
both in prudence and riches all thoſe that before him had the government of the Hebrens; 
yet continued he not in this ſtate until the end. For, forſaking the Obſervation of the 
Ordinances of his Fathers, his latter years were not correſpondent to his former : for he 
grew altogether diſſolute, and immoderately given over to Women; and was not con- 
1 Xing. 13-1, tent only with thoſe of his own Countrey, but took alſo ſtrange Women for his Wives, 
At Mac. AS Sidonians, Tyrians, Ammonites, and Idumeans, whereby he tranſpreſſed the Laws of Mar- 
rying ſtrange Tiage inſtituted by Moſes, who inhibited to Marry with thoſe of foreign Nations. Afﬀer- 
er ne [e- wards he began to honour their gods alſo, that he might the more atteQionately expreſs 
oye the love which he bare unto them : which thing the Law-maker foreſeeing, he had for- 
bidden the 1/rae/ites to marry with thoſe that were not of their own Nation, for fear leſt 0 
conforming themſelves unto foreign Faſhions, they ſhould tranſgrefs the Ordinances of

came and dwelt in Jeruſalem. For they could not endure to be obliged to adore thoſe Spc _

dren, and was afterwards Married alfo to Maacha the daughter of Thamar daughter to © 
Abſalon, who was of his Parentage likewiſe, of whom he begat a ſon called 4b;4h. He 
had alſo divers other children by other women ; but above all the reſt, he loved Mza- 

C cha moſt intirely, He had eighteen wives married unto him according to the Law, and 
thirty concubines ; he had eight and twenty ſons, and threeſcore daughters, and decla- 
red for his ſucceſſor in the Kingdom, Abi4h the ſon of Maacha, and committed all his 
Treaſures and ſtrong Forts unto his hands. But Men mot uſually are corrupted by the 
flatterics of fortune, as appeareth by this King. For Rehoboam ſeeing his Kingdom thus 
increaſed, bent himſelf to all unjuſt and impious actions, and contemned the ſervice of 
God : the people alſo conformed themſelves to his impieties, For the lite of the Subjet 
is oftentimes perverted, by reaſon of the corrupt and diffolute lite of their Princes ; and 
thoſe that are inferiors, beholding the riot of their ſuperiors, will eafily be withdrawn 
from all modeſty, and follow thoſe vices they profeſs, as it they had been their proteſ@= 

p fed virtues ; for thould they do the contrary, they would ſeem to miſlike the a&tions of 351,97 
their Princes : And thus it hapned under the Government of Rehoboam, where the Sub- corpmits 
jets addicted themſelves to all manner of impiety : for they would not make proteſſion

For this S»ſac in the fifth year of Rehoboam's Reign, ailem- wich yrear 
bled a huge Army of many thouſands, and brought them out againſt Rehoboam : wherein Forces: 
it is reported, that he had twelve hundred Chartots, threeſcore thouſand horſemen, and 
four hnndred thouſand footmen. 'The greater part of theſe were Lybiars and Ethiopi-

B U T Aſa King of Jeruſalem, was a man of an upright and honeſt life, and one that 
feared God ; neither propoſed he to himſelf any other rule of his Actions, than the 
Divine Law, He corre&ted whatſoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- K 
ing it from all impiety, He had an Army of three hundred thouſand men of the "Tribe x | 
of Jada, armed with Buclers and Javelins, and two hundred and fifty thouſand of the | 
{'ribe of Benjamin, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, Agreus | 
King of Erh:opia came out againſt him,with a greatArmy of nine hundred thouſand foot- 
men, and one hundred thouſand horſemen, with three hundred chariots, and deſtroyed 
all the Land as far as Mareſa, a City of Jada: in which place A/a met him, and ſet his 
The Erhiopjns ATI IN aray againſt him, in the valley of Sapharh, not far from the City. Where 
war againſt ſeeing the great number of the Erhiopians, he beſought God that he would give him the 
” victory over his enemies: becauſe he had not come forth againſt ſo formidable a power 
but in confidence of his aſſiſtance, who had the power to make a few men ſuperior unto 
many, and the feeble to overcome the mighty. CT: 
2 Chron. 14.9, WhiPſt Aſa prayed thus unto God, a certain ſign of victory was given him; . ſo bei 
ad 14, confirmed in that 50d had given him a token that he would affiſt him, he aſſailed his 
enemies,and {lew a great number of the Ethiopians : as for the reſt that were put to flight, 
he purſued them as far as the Countrey of Gerar ; and after they had conquered their 
Enemies, they ſacked the City of Gerar, and brought from thence a great maſs of gold, 
and much ſpoil, with Camels, Dromedaries, and Herds of divers kinds of Cattel.

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ſo much truſted in) yea, though only each of them ſhould bring but an handful of earth with , 
them ; (which boaſt he uſed to terrify him, and to exprels thereby how great a multi. 
tude of Men he had to oppoſe againſt him.) But Achab anſweted, That he ought not x 
glory in his Army, but in thoſe actions that ſbould determine the War, When the Ambaſſz. 
dors were returned back, they found the King at dinner with two and thirty Kings his 
Allies, to whom they made report of Achab's anſwer. Hereupon Adad gave command. 
ment to begirt the City with Paliſadoes, and to raiſe bulwarks of earth,and to ſtreighten 
the ſiege. Whilſt theſe things were in hand, Achab was grievoully troubled, and all the 
People with him : but at length he grew confident, and caſt off all his fear, — the 
arrival of a certain Prophet, who ſaid unto him, That God promiſed to deliver all thoſy 
thouſands of Soldiers, and his Enemies,which he beheld, into his hands. The ſame Prophet B 
being afterwards asked, By whoſe means this vittory might be gained? He laid, That it ſhoul4 
be by the Sons of the Governours,whom the Kjng himſelf ſhould lead for;h. Achab therefore 
calling unto him the Governours Sons, found that their number amounted to 23 2;and ha. 
ving notice that the Syriaxs intended nought elle but pleaſure and banquetting, he open- 
ed the City-gates, and ſent theſe, young Men out againſt them. Now when the Centi- 
nels of the adverſe part had diſcovered them, they certified Adad thereof, who ſent out 
certain Soldiers againſt them,commanding them, That if they were come out 11 warlike ſort 
ro bid the battel, they ſhould bring them unto him faft bound , and if they came in peace, they 
ſbould do the like, Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army,and kept them 
in a readineſs, When therefore the young Men had charged the Syria» guard, and flain 
a great number of them, and had purſued the reſt even unto their own Camp, Ach 
ſpying his preſent victory and advantage, cauſed his whole Army to ſally forth ; who 
giving an unexpected charge upon the Enemies,diſcomfited the Syrians, (who little ex- 
pected ſuch a _ from the Hebrews) and aflailed them diſarmed and drunken: 
{o that they lefr both armour and weapons behind them,and fled from their Camp ;and 
their King likewiſe was ſo hotly purſued, that-he ſcarcely had opportunity to fave him- 
ſelf by the ſwiftneſs of his Horle. Achab made a long chaſe in following the Syrjaw,

reat riches,and an huge quantity of gold and filver. He took Adad's Chariots and Hor- 
Le alſo, and with them returned back into the City. 

But whereas by the advice of the ſaid Prophet,he was perſwaded to prepare and k 
an Army in readineſs againſt the next year, (for that the Syriaxs were reſolved toaſſault 
him again) the King omitted no preparation that concerned the War. For Adad (bei 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few Forces that remained after the battel) conſulted 
with his friends,how he might war againſt the 1/raelites. Who adviſed him from thence. 
forth,never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for that their God was pow-. 
erful upon the Mountains,and for that cauſe ay four been overcome by them : but ifhe 
tought with them in rhe Plain, both he and his ſhould be aſſured to have the upper hand, 
Moreover,they counſelled him,that he ſhould diſmiſs thoſe Kings _- he had confedera- 
ted with him, to the end that each of them might return into his own Country, and that 
in their ſtead he ſhould retain their Forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chieftains ; be- 
ſides, (to ſupply their places that were loſt) they adviſed him to levy Horſemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Country. Aadad ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had adviſed, And as ſoon as the 
Spring was come, he aſſembled his Army, and led them forth againſt the 1/rae/ires ; and 


Forces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were fat 
interiour both in force and number, To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 
That God would once more give him the victory, to make it known, that his power was not only 
in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perſuaded themſelves) but in the Plains alſo. Thus conti | 
nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againſt the other, for the ſpace of ſix days. 
On the ſeventh, when the Enemy forſook their Trenches carly in the morning,and placed 
themſelves in battel-array, Achab drew out his Army and faced them, and preſently char- 
ged them : where after a long and dangerous Fight between them, the Enemies were 
pur to flight, and many of them ſlain in the chaſe, For ſome of them were inta 
with their own Chariots, others {lew thoſe of their own party, and ſome few of them 
tound the means to fly unto their City of Aphec, who periſhed likewiſe to the number 
of ſeven and twenty thouſand (being ſlain by the walls that fell upon them) belides 
One hundred thouſand Men that verified in the fight. But Adad, attended by ſome of 
his prncepes Officers, went and hid himſelf in a Cave under the ground ; and they re- G 
preſenting unto him, that the Kings of 1/-ael were merciful, and that there was hope 0 
pardon to be had (if after the manner of Suppliants they, ſent unto him) - Adad permit- 
rc them, Whereupon they incontinently preſeated themſelves-to Ahab Cloathe? 4

Aro have we ſpoken of Achab, but now I mult return unto Jehoſhaphat King of 

Jeruſalem ; who having enlarged his Kingdom, and planted Garifons in thoſe Ci- Z**hajhar's 
ties that were ſubjeQ unto him, (and in thole likewiſe which his Grandfather Abiah , ©. 2s 
had poſſeſſed in the Tribe of Ephraim, at fuch time as Jeroboam reigned over the ten 

Tribes) the King had perpetual aſſiſtance and favour at God's hands, in that he was 
a juſt and vertuous Prince, ſtudying day and night for nothing more than how he 
might pleaſe and honour God. The Kings, his Neighbours, round about him, honour'd 
lum with Preſents : ſo that his Riches and Reputation were very great. 

In the third year of his Reign, he aſſembled the Governours and Prieſts of his Coun- 
try, enjoining them to ride their Circuit about the Provinces, and to teach the Inhabi- 
tants of every City the Law of Moſes, training them up in the obſervance thereof, and 
in the {tudy of Piety. Which all the Citizens embraced and entertained {o willingly,that The peace in 
they ſcemed to emulate and ſtrive one with the other, which of them ſhould exceed the 15 : 
relt in the Service of God. The Nations likewiſe that dwelt round about him, loved 7:bybaphat's 
Jehoſhaphar,and were at peace with him.'The Ph:li/tizes alſo payed thoſe Tributes which *7- _ 
were impoſed on them. And the Arabiaxs furni{l?d him every year with {ix hundred ah 4 
and threeſcore Lambs, and the like number of Horſes. He fortified alſo other great

have liberty to live in peace. The other Foram King of Feruſalem, ( for he likewiſe 
was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared ) by murthering of his Brethren and his 
Fathers Friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became ſo wicked and 
impious, as he differed in nothing trom the Kings of //rae/,who tranſgreſſed the firſt Laws 
and Ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the ſervice of God. For Athaliah Achabs 
Daughter, (his Wife) taught him to execute divers mifchiefs, and, amongſt the reſt, to 
adore ſtrange gods. This notwithſtanding, God would not altogether aboliſh his Race, 
by reaſon of his promiſe made unto David : yet he omitted not dayly to introduce new 
impietics, and corrupt the ancient Laws of his Fore-fathers. Mean- while it came to paſs, 
that the /dumeans revolted, and flew their King, who had been before-time ſubject unto 
Tehoſaphat, Forams Father, and in his place eſtabliſhed another to their own liking. For 
which cauſe, Joram invaded /dumga by Night with his Horſes and Chariots, and ſpoiled 
the Country round about his Kingdom, without paſſing any further: yet profited he 
nothing in ſo doing ; tor all of them revolted from him, and, amongſt the reſt, the Inha- 
bitants of the Country of Labia. Bur fo great was the fury of this Man, that he con- 
ſtrained the People to aſcend the high mountains, and adore ſtrange gods. Yet whilſt 
he behaved himſelf in this manner, and utterly rooted out of his thoughts the Laws of 
his Fore- fathers, there was a Letter brought unto him from the Prophet £/z5, which certt- 
fed him that God would do juſtice upon him, becauſe he had forſaken the ways ot his 


Fore-fathers, and followed the impieties of the Kings of //rael, conſtraining the Tribe of 


Juda, and the Inhabitants of Feruſalem, to forſake the ſervice of their God, to ſerve 
Idols, as 4c-ab had conſtrained the 1ſrat/ites to do : Furthermore, becauſe he had mur- 
thered his Brethren, and {lain upright and virtuous Men. The Prophet likewiſe certified 
him by Letters, what puniſhment he ſhould ſuffer; namely, the ruine of his People, the 
death of his Wives and Children, and laſtly his own death : which ſhould happen unto him 
by a ſickneſs in his belly, wherewith he ſhould be fo tormented, thar his intrails ſtrange- 
ly rotting within him, ſhould drop out, and that he himſelf ſhould ſee his miſery, which 
ſhould be fuch, as neither might be recover'd by medicine, or ſhould ever leave him, until 


Mhe had finiſhed his days. Theſe things did Elias denounce-unto him by his Letters.

CHAP. YV.

Fer.17. ad 23: T H E Men of War were very joyful to execute this his command, and guarded the 
ways, that no Man might ſecretly ſteal into Jezrae/, and bear tydings of that which 
had hapned. Mean-while, FJehs, attended by his choiceſt Horſemen, and mounted in his 
Chariot, marched towards Fezrae!. And when he drew near unto the City, the Ceatinel 
that was appointed by Foram to diſcover thoſe that repaired to the City, perceived Fehs 
reſorting thither with a multitude of attendants, and told Foram that a Troop of Horſe- 
men were at hand. VWhereupon a Scout was ſent out to diſcover who they were ; who 
| drawing near unto Fehn, asked him what News there was in the Army ? telling him, that 
j the King was delirous to know the ſame. Fehu willed him to rake no care thereof, bur 
ro follow after him. The Ceatinel perceiving this, certified Foram, that the Meſſenger 
whom he had ſent, went along with them that came, and followed their General. Wherc- 
upon the King ſent out a Meſſenger the ſecond time, and Fe» commanded him to attend 
him, as he did at firſt: which the Centinel ſignified co Foram likewiſe, who thereupon 
took his Chariot to mect them, accompanyed with O:hoz7as, King of Feruſalem, who ( as 
we have ſaid ) was come to the City, to ſee how the King was recovered of his hurt, be- 
cauſe he was allied unto him. But Feb» marched on in good array, till Foram meeting 
him in the field of Naboth, asked him how the Army did ? who inſtead of returning an 
Anſwer, reviled him bitterly, and called him the Sox of a Poyſorer, and of an Harlot. For 
which cauſe, Foram: ( fearing his turbulent ſpirit, and ſuſpeQtiing he deſigned ſome Trea- 
ſon againſt him) fled away as ſwiftly as his Chariot cculd be driven; telling 0chozics,F Ml 
that they were both of them betrayed : but Fehs flung a dart at him, and pierced him tho- 
tate TOW the heart. Whereupon Fora: inſtantly fell on his knees, and dyed. Hereupon Febu 
py 5” commanded Badac to caſt Foram's Body into Naboth's Field, remembring him of the 
Ycr.25, 26. Prophecy of Elias foretold to Achab, who murthered Naboth : namely, That he and bis 
{1 donned Race ſhould dye in that field, For ſitting behind Achabs Chariot, he heard theſe words 
fi. — Pronounced by the Prophet: in effeCt it fo fell out as he had propheſied. When Foram 
was fallen down, 0choztas was afraid to be ſlain: for which cauſe, he turned his Chariot 
T1.

He looking upward, asked her what ſhe was, commanding her to come down 
unto him: at length he charged her Eunuchs to caſt her down from the Top of the Tower : 
in her Fall ſhe bzſpringled the Walls with her Blood, and as ſoon as ſhe came to »v. 10.30, 3r- 
| ground her body was trampled under the horles feet, until ſhe dyed. That done, Jehs re- CES 
paired to the Palace with his Friends, and repoſed himſelf there, commanding his ſervants judgment, 
that they ſhould bury Fezabel,; (in reſpeCt of the Royal Race from whence ſhe was deſcend- 
ed) but they to whom the Charge of the Obſequies were committed, found no part of 
her body, but her hands and head, for all the reſt was devoured by dogs. Fehr certified 
hereof, wondred at the Prophecy of E//as, who had foretold that Je£abe! ſhould dye in 
that fort in Fezrael, 
Now Achabs ſeventy Sons being brought up in Semaria, Jehu ſent two Letters, the one 243%: 19+ + 
unto the Maſters of the Infants, the other to the Governours of the City, giving them © ” 
to underſtand, that they {houuld chooſe one of the moſt Vertuous among(t 4chabs Chil- 
- dren, to reign as King over them, becauſe they had a multitude of ſtrong Chariots, Horſes, 
' Armor, Men, and ſtrong Cities; to the end, thar in ſo doing, they might take revenge 
on thoſe that flew their Lord and Maſter. ( This did he under a colour to found how 
the Samaritans were aftected towards him. ) When the Governors and Tutors had 
received theſe Letters, they were afraid, and made account that they could prevail 
nothing againſt him, who had prevailed already againſt rwo mighty Kings. For which 
cauſe they wrote back unto him ; acknowledging him for their Soveraign; and oftering 
themſelves in all dury, to be under his ſubje&ion. Whereupon Fehs ſent back unto them 
again, commanding them, that ( to expreſs their obedience) they ſhould ſend him the 
heads of 4chabs Children, divided from their ſhoulders. Which command of his they 4cbabs 7 ** 
'L failed not to execute, but preſently packed up the heads in panniers, and ſent them un- nyc mo 
to him to Fezrael. As ſoon as they were brought thither, tydings thereof were carryed _ 
to Jeb, as he fat at Supper with his Friends, who commanded that they ſhovld be laid 
in two heaps, at the City Gates, on either ſide thereof. Which done, he iſſued out as 
ſoon as it was day, to ſee them ; and beholding them, he began to tell thoſe, that ac- 
companyed him, that he had voluntarily armed himſelf againſt his Maſter, and {lew him : 
but as touching thoſe whom they ſaw there, he had no ways layd hands on them. His | 
only intent was, that all men ſhould know, that all chat which hapned unto Achabs Race, T"* r90tws 
was done by the Ordinance of God, and that his houſe was deſtroyed according, as Fl/as Line. 
had foretold. And after he had ſlain and diſpatched both theſe and all thoſe that were »:. 2:13.14." 
Mfound to be of 4chabs Race amongſt the 1/7aelites, he went unto Samaria: and meeting by FC onEher 
the way with Ochozzias houſhold Servants ( who was King of Jer»/alem) he asked them, fervancs, 
whither they went ? Who anſwered him, That they went to ſalute Joram and their King 
Ochozias, ( for they knew ot as yet that they were both of them ſlain.) Hereupon Jeb 
commanded his Servants to lay hands on them,and put them to the Sword,notwirhſtand- 
ing, they were forty two in number. After them, he met with a Vertuous Man called 
FJonadab, ( who in times paſt had been his ancient Friend ) who embracing him, praiſed 791444 
his forwardneſs, in that he had performed all things according to the Will of God, in 
aboliſhing 4chabs houſe. Fehu cauſed him to come up to him, into his Chariot, and ac- 
company him to Samaria, telling him, 7hat he ſhould ſee that he would ſpare 20 wicked man, 
N but would puniſh all the falſe Prophets, and tellers of lyes, and abuſers of the people, who had 
made them forſake the true ſervice of God, and adore ſtrange goas : becauſe that which ts 
moſt acceptable to a good man is to behold the puniſhment of the wicked, Fonadib perſwaded 
by theſe words, mounted up into his Chariot, and went with him to Samara; and after 
Jehu had ſought out Achabs kindred, he put them to death ; and intending that no one 
of his falſe Prophets and Prieſts ſhould eſcape his hands, he aſſembled them together 
by a ſubtle policy. For gathering the People together, he proteſted that he would have 
twice as many gods as 4Achab had : willing that all the Prieſts that belonged unto them, 
ſhould preſent themſelves, for that he intended to celebrate moſt magniticent Sacrifices 
to Achabs gods; proteſting that whatſoever: Prieſt ſhould be abſent, he ſhould loſe his 
0 head. Now this god whom Achab honoured, . was called Baa/. Having in this fort 
aſſigned a day wherein he would offer Sacrifice, he ſent thorow all the County of 7/ra:!, 


charging all Baals Prieſts to repair unto him, and commanding that each of them

Athalia re!2ed five years in Jeruſalem: and after ſhe was ſlain by the High Prieſt, Joas ( k

aye th Son 0choztas, together with the utter ruine of all the Royal Poſterity, bethought 
A919 her felf to extinguiſh David's Memory, and in ſuch ſort to root it out, that no ones

ſide, whoſe Nawie was Foſabetha,who was marrycd to Joiada the High-Prieft ; who entring 
into the Kings Palace, and finding Joas at that time but one year of age, hidden with0 
his Nurſe among the dead, ſhe took both him and his Nurle, and locked them up in a clot 
within the Temple, where Jo/ada her Husband and ſhe did ſecretly preſerve them for the 
ſpace of five years, during which time Athalia reigned in Feruſalem over the two Tribes. 
Abour- the ſeventh year, FJoiada conferred with five Centurions, and perſwaded 
them to oppole themſelves with mutual conſent againſt Athal:zs proceedings, and to 
ſecure the Kingdom for little Foas. Whereupon giving and receiving promiſes of ſecrecy 
the one unto the other, they confidently addreſled themſelves ro exccute their intended 
purpoſes, after this manner. They whom the High-Prieſt had choſen to execute this fad, 
went thorow all the Country, and gathered the Prieſts and Levites together, with al 
the Governors of the Tribes, and afterwards returned and brought them to Jer»/alenl 
to the High-Prielt, who made them take an Oath, that they would keep ſecret that which 
he ſhould inform them of, as a thing that required ſecrecy, and men of courage and 
reſolution to perform the ſame. As ſoon as he'had aſſured them by Oath, he brought 
torth the little Child whom he had till that time preſerved, and faid unto them : Behold 
your King, who is of that Race, which ( as you know ) was choſen by God to reign over 
you for ever: [I therctore think it fit that the third part of your Guard ſhall keep him 
within the Temple, and that the fourth make their watch round about the ſame. Another 
Company ſhall have the Guard of the great Gate that leadeth ro the Palace: as for the 
reſt of the People, let them remain diſarmed within the Temple, and ſuffer no armed 
men to enter thereinto, except the Prieſt only. He appointed alſo another Companyt | 
of Prieſts and Levites to be about the King, with Javelins and drawn Swords, charging 
them that whoſocver durſt be ſo bold to enter the Temple armed, they ſhould preſently 
put him to the {word, and laying all fear aſide, to attend the ſafety and guard of the Kings 
Perſon. They being obedient to that which the High-Prieſt had commanded them in 
efteQ expreſſed their readineſs : whereupon Fo444a opening the Arſenal, ( which in times 
paſt was prepared by David) diſtributed amongſt the Centurions, Levites and Prieſts, all 
the javelins, quivers, and all other fort of Arms that were therein, and diſpoſed all them 
that were armed, round about the People, joyned hand in hand to hinder any one from 
entering in among them that were not of that faction. Afterwards bringing out the 
Infant Foas into the midſt of the Company, they ſet the Royal Crown on his head and 6 
Joiaaa, after he had anointed him with Oyl, proclaimed him King: whereupon all the 
people rejoyced, and clapping their hands, cryed out, God ſave the King.

This Zgchary did at his death 
call God to witneſs to judge of thoſe Calamities he endured, fſnftering a violent Death

foretold unto Azaz/,at ſuch time as he prophelied unto him,that he ſhould reign over the 
Syrians, and them of Dzmaſcus, after that he had murthered his Maſter. Foachas being 
in this Extremity, had hits recourſe to God in Prayer and Supplication, beſeeching him 
that it might pleaſe him to deliver him trom the hands of Azae/,and not ſuffer hitn tobe 
under Subtection and Thraldom unto him. 

God (thar regardeth the Penitent as if they had been innocent, and that gently cha- 
ſtiſeth thoſe whom he might utterly exterminate, 1f he ſo pleaſed) gave him Aſſurance 
againſt the War and Danger, ſo that the Country (having obtained Peace) recovered 
her former State and Proſperity. When Joachas was dead, his Son ſucceedef him in the G 
Government, and began to reign over the 1/raelites in $amaria in the 37th Year of Jos 
King of Jada, (For this King of Iſrael was called Joas, as well as he that reigned in 


TFeruſa- 
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«7 Jeruſalem : ) he governed the Kingdom ſixteen Years. He was a good Man, and was not CYAN 
foe unto Joachas his Father, About this time Elzzews the Prophet was very old, and x 9-8 "of 
fell ſick ; the King of 1/rae/ came to vifit him, and finding him in the Extremity, and 6sfere + cart -N 
paſt hope of Recovery, he began to weep and lament, calling him his Father, and his Yativit 911. 
Armour ; becauſe that during his Lite, he had never occaſion to uſe the Sword againſt | 
the Enemy ; but that by means of his Predictions he had always the upper hand of oa -o 
them without fighting : that now he departed this Life, and left him diſarmed to the muis, © 
Mercy of the Syrians, and other his Enemies ; fo that he was not ſecure of Liberty nor 
Lite, bo that he rather wiſhed to die with him than live in thoſe Daupers. 
Elizews being mov*d with theſe Complaints,comforted the King that lamentediin this Elizeus fore- 

1 ſort,and commanding him todraw his Bow that he had brought with him (for the King telleth char 
had bent the ſame, Elizexs ſaid unto lum, Draw; and he ſhot three Arrows, and gave No 
over at the fourth : Oh, ſaid Elizems, if thou hadit ſhot more Arrows, thou hadst utterly S'rians thrice. 
ruined the Kjngdom of the Syrians ; and ſince thou hait contented thy ſelf with ſhooting thrice ? "85 13, 
only, thou ſhalt overthrow the Syrians in three Battels, which thou ſhalt fight againit them, pF 26, 
and ſhalt recover the Country they have taken from thy Father, After the King underſtood 18, 4 25. 
theſe things, he departed, { and not long atter the Prophet died) who was renown'd for Gn 
his Juſtice, and beloved of God, who ſhew'd miraculous and incredible Works by his 
Prophecies; and ſuch as the Hebrews ought to keep in perpetual remembrance, and was Elizex;'s death 


buried magnificently, according as it behov*d a Man who was fo highly favoured by ———

k God. ; CO, ; to life, that 
It chanced about that time, that certain Thieves having catt the Body of a Man that was caſt imo 


was murthered by them, upon the Body of the Prophet where he lay buried, the dead VP 
Body returned to life : Which made it appear, that God had given him a Power of 
working Miracles not only in his Life-time, bur-alto after his Death. After the Death 

of Azael King of Syria, Adad his Son obtained the Kingdom, againſt whom Jos King 

of 1/rael made War, and having overcome lum three times, he recovered all that Coun- 

try, and thoſe Cities and Towns, that Azael his Father had conquered before him. (All 

which came to paſs according as E!/:zzes had propheſied.) Atter that Fozs was dead, 

the Kingdom fell to Jeroboarr his Son.

Amaſias making War againit Joas King of Iſracl, is overcome, 


HE tenth Year of the Reign of Joas King of 1/rael, Amaſias reigned over the wa, i: x. 
Tribe of Juda, in Jeruſalem; his Mother was called Jzdah, and was a Citizen of fi. cap. g. 
Jeruſalem, He was very careful to maintain Juſtice, (notwithſtanding he was very _ 7 arm, 
young ; ) and having taken upon him the Government of the Kingdom, he reſolved »lince ap" 
with himſelt, that he ought fir{t of all to revenge the Death of his Father 7Jozs, who 
was traiteroully ſlain by his Friends : he theretore laid hands on them, and put them 
Mall to the Sword, (yet extended he not his Diſpleaſure ro their Children, but conformed 
his Actions according to the Laws of Moſes ; which laith, that it is not lawful to puniſh 2 Kings 14- 
their Children for their Fathers Offences.) He afterwards levied an Army of the Tribes 2 2+ 16 
of Jada and Benjamin, and chole ſuch as were in the flower of their Years, and about 
twenty Years ot Age ; the number of which amounted to three hundred thoufand Men, 
whom he divided into Centuries. He ſent alſo to the King of 1/razl, and hired an hun- 
dred thov/and of his arm*d Men for an hundred Talents ot Silver, becauſe he intended 
to make War upon the Amalechites, Idumzans, and Gabelites, Now while he made this 
Preparation,and was in a Readineſs to undertake this Exploit, a certain Prophet counſel- 
led lin to difiuils the Iſraelites that he had with him, becaule they were wicked Men 
N lignifying uico aim, from God, That it he were followed by them in that War, he 
ſhould be overcome : and on the other ſide, That he thould have the upper hand over 
lis Enemies it he tought with a few Men, according to God's Direction. Hereupon the 
King was moved (becauſe he had alrcady paid theI/raelztes their Wages) but theProphet 
ceaſed not to 2Xhort. him to do that which was plcating in God's fight, who would o1Ve 
him Silver in abundance. Hereupon he di{raified them, telling them, that he freel gave The DiſiniH- 
them their Py ; and he with the Forces of his own Kingdom march'd out againſt thoſe on of the 7- 
Nations, and fought with them, and overcame them, and {lew ten thouſand of them, "*%%** 
and tooi; no leſs number of Priſoners, (whom he afterwards cauſed to be led to a high 1, +l 4 
Rock that bounded upon Arabia,and from thence caſt them down headlong ; ) and from 476" Vi- 
all theſe Nations he recover'd a great Booty, and brought home much Riches. pact Area 
Whilſt Amaſias ſtood upon theſe terms, the 1/raelires (that had taken Wages of him, 
and were caſhiered by him,( conceived a diſpleaſure againſt him, ſuppoſing themſelves 
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to be injured by him, as if he had diſmiſſed them for want of Courage. For which 
The year of the cauſe they invaded his Country, and ſpoiled it as far as Berhſemer, and carried away a 
o_ 3195, great quantity of Cattel, and ſlew three thouſand Men. Burt the Victory and Succeſs 
Nativity, $94: made Amaſias proud, ſo that he began to forget God, who was the Author thereof, and » 
LY WY gave Honour to thoſe Gods which he brought from the Country of the Amalechires . 
and 5... Whereupon a Prophet came unto him and ſaid, That he wondred that he jhould eſteem 
prehended by them for Gods, who had fo little availed them who honoured them, and had delivered 
a Propher for them into his hands, ſo that divers of them were put to Death, and divers led awa 
ms 1dvary-  prifoners, which they themſelves had brought unto Jere/alem, according to the Cy- 
{tom of War. Thele words moved the King unto di{pleaſure, ſo tit ize commanded 
the Prophet to keep ſilence, threatning him to puniſh him, it he entermedled with his 3 
Afﬀairs any.more. Who anſwered him, "That he would no farther urge him, yet withal 
he fore-propheſied unto him, 'That God would not ſuffer this his Innovation to reſt 
unpuniſhed. Anon after Amaſtas (not able to keep a Moderation amidſt his Affluence 
and Proſperity, but waxing more infolent againſt Almighty God, by whom he polleſſed 
the Bleſſings he enjoyed,) in the height of his Pride wrote to Joas King of Iſrael, com- 
manding him to yield him Homage according as in times paſt the {rae/ites wereſubje& 
to David and Solomon ; threatning him, that if he retuſed to do lum Service, he would 
enforce him to decide the Controverly by Arms; to whom the [/raelzte replied thus: 
Kine Joas to Kzng Amalias : T here was in the Mountain of Libanus a Cypres-tree of great 
height,to whom a little] hiſ{le wrote, demanding of him his Daughter in Marriage, for hisSon, 
But daring this Treaty, there came a certain wild Beait that trod down the T hiſtle, Let this 
Example admoniſh and diſſmade thee from attempting of too mighty Matter s,neither grow proud 
of thy lat I/ittory againit the Amalechutes, let thro* thy Preſamption, thou expoſe both thy 
Wife and Fortune to the uncertain hazard of War. When Amaſias had peruſed this Anſwer 
of his, he was more inraged : (God allo as it ſeemed pricked him forward, to the intent 
tochaſtiſe thoſe iniquities that were committed by him.) When therefore he had drawn 
Abi ds his ray into the held, and both the Armies were upon the point to joyn Battel, a 
dinon again; {udden fear and diſcouragement ſeized him ({uch asGod in his diſpleaſure is accuſtomed 
Fear King of to inflict) which made Amaſias's Army turn their Backs : fo that (by the apprehenſion 
on WI they had conceived) they were ſcattered before they came to handy {ſtrokes ; and D 
' Amaſias being left alone, wasrtaken priſoner. Joas threatned that except he perſuaded 
the inhabitants of Jeru/a/zm2 to open their gates, and to receive both him and his Army 
into the City, he would put him to Death. For which cauſe Amaſeas (conſtrained by 
neceſſity and fear of Death,) wrought ſo far that Is enemies were received into Jeraſa- 
Op lem, who madea breach of three hundred Cupits1n their wall; thorow which Amaſias 
Amaſias taken Was led captive into Jeruſalem. In this manner Joas was made Maſter of the City, who 
priſoner by the afterwards carryed away the Treaſures of the Temple, and took away the Gold and 
lem rk Silver that Amaſias had in his Palace : and having '1n this ſort ranſomed him from capti- 
nated. vity, he returned back again into Samaria, Thus hapned in the fourteenth year of the 
er bo ai reign of Amaſias, who atterwards fled into tie City of Lachzs to avoid the conſpiracy 
x" ;, of his domeſtick friends, by whom notwithſtanding he was ſurpriſed, and {lain : lus 
Body was Royally intombed in Jeruſalem. I hus died Amaſias, for introducing inno- 
vations in contempt of God, he lived fifty tour years, and reigned twenty and nine : and 
his Son Oz#as ſucceeded him in the Kingdom.

Bur 
whiPt he was intent on theſe ſtudies and preparations , he grew Inſvlent and Proud, 
and being puffed up with Arrogance, he contemned that which endureth for ever ( that is

At that very time the Aſſjr:az wrote Letters to Ezechias, in 
whici hecalled him fool and mad-man, to think that he could ſecure himſelf from being 
his {lave,yea,his ineſpecial, who had conquered divers and far greater Nations :-threzt- 
ning him withutter ruine at ſuch time as he ſhould ſurprize the City,it he opened not the 
gates of Jern/alem willingly, to entertain his Army. When Ezechias had readthelſe Let- 
ters, he ſet light by them, by reaſon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them, he ſpread them im the Temple. And whiPſt he renewed his prayers unt) 
God for the ſalvation of the City and his Subjects, Eſay the Prophet told him, That his) 
prayer was heard : that hereafter likewiſe they ſhould manure their lands in peace and ſecurity, © 
2nd ſhould enjoy their poſſeſſions without fear .Not long after, the King of Aſſyria having 
but cold ſuccels in his expedition againſt Egypr, turned back again without doing any 
thing, for this cauſe that enſueth.

with theſe Scourges, yet were not their Reſolutions broken, nor did the Enemics Inven- 
tions aſtoniſh them, nor their Engines alright them ; f{o that all the Bartel betwixt the 
Babyloaians and Jews, {eenv'd to be a 'Try::l both of Valour and Art, whillt theſe do af 
ſuredly hope to lurprize the City, and the other thought their Satety conſiſteth herein, 
i they ceaſed not by rew Inventions to fruſtrate ther Encmies Endeavours, And in \ 
this State continiPd they both for the ſpace of eighteen Months, until they were CON- p 
ſumcd by Famine, and by the Darts that were {hot againſt them by thoſe that ſhot 
from the Towers.

Gotlias, Man, who during the Siege of the City, had retired himſelf to Bazhat, King of the 
Ammonites,and had ſojourn'd with him during all the Troubles. W hen they were come 
together, Godolias advis'd them to remain in that Country, without any tear of the By. 
bylonians, promiſing that in manuring their Land, they ſhould incurr no Inconvenience: 
all which he confirm'd unto them by an Oath; adding further, That if any Diſturbance 
were oftered to any Man he would readily affift him. He gave each one this Advice 
likewiſe, To inhabit any City that they liked beſt ; promiſing them to ſend them thi. 
ther, with ſuch things as appertained to them, to build them Houſes, and furniſh their C 
Habitations,promiling that when time ſerved, he wonld make Proviſion of Corn, Wine 
and Oi] for their Maintenance during the Winter : and when he had thus advis'd them, 
he gave them leave to depart, and inhabit the Country. Now when the Rumor was 
ſpread amongſt the People of Jadea, that Godolias had thus courtcoully entertained 
thoſe that were Fugitives ; and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Country (provided that they paid their Tribute to the Babylonians) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Country. And John and the other Governors be- 
ins with him, and aſſured of his Clemency, began intirely to love him : Wheretor: 
they told him, 'That Bathal King of the Ammonztes, had ſent Iſmael to murther him by 
ſome Treachery,that by that means he might have the Dominion over the 1/raelzres that 
remained, in that he was of the Bloud Royal ; perſuading him, that the _- means to 
eſcape this Treaſon, was, to permit them to kill T/-zael 1n ſecret : aſſuring him onthe 
contrary, that they feared, that if T/mael! ſhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter Ruin. But Godolizs replied, That it was not pre- 
bable that T\mael, who had received nothing but Kzndnefs from his hands, ſhould make any 
attempt upon his Life ; and that having never been guilty of any unworthy Action in the time 
of his Neceſſity, he ſhould now make —y zuilty of ſo great aVillany againit his Benefattor, 
whom he ought, even with rhe hazard of his own Life, to ſecure from the Attempts of others: 
Tea, ſaid he, although thoſe things were true, which you inform me of, yet had I rather aj, 
than murther a Man that had committed his Life to my Trait, For which cauſe, Jobs 
and the reſt (ſeeing their Perſuaſions were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty 
days after, Iſmael (accompanied with ten Men) came to Maſphath to Godolias, wito re 
ceived them with Preſents and magnificent Entertainment ; ſo that to expreſs to 1/mel 
and i1s Companions, how heartily they were welcome, Godol:4s drunk fo hard, that 
ne was ſomewhat overcome with Wine, Now when I/zzael perceived him over-load- 
en with Drink and Sleep, he ſtept unto him with his ten Aſſociates, and cut both lus 
throat, and theirs who kept him company at the Banquet ; 'after which Murther, heif 
thed our by night, and flew all the Jews that were [ef in the City, and thoſe Babyloni 
#1; Soldiers allo that were left in Garriſon in that place. The next day there came four- x 
icore Men of the Country to Godolias with Preſents, being utterly ignorant of that 
which had happened : 1/zzael knowing them, called them unro him, as if he intended 
to bring them to Godolizs; and as ſoon as they were entred, he locked the Court-Gates, 
and flew them, and afterwards caſt their Bodies into a. deep Ditch, to the intent 
rey might not be diſcovered.

Whilſt the 
Prophet thus warned them from God , they would not believe him, in that he com- 
manded them ro remain in that place, but they imagined, that under a falſe pretext of 
x Gods command , he had counſelled them thereto, but that in effect , he ſpake in favor 
of his Diſciple Baruch, perſuading them to ſtay there, to the end they might be con- 
ſumed by the Babylonians : Contemning theretore the counſel which God gave them by 2 
the Prophet ; both John and the reſt of the multitude went into Fgypt , and led with F*r- 42-fer 
them both Baruch and Jeremy.

| and twentieth year of the Reign of Nabachodonoſor ) Nabuchodonoſor in his own perſona 
L ld his Army into Celoſyria, and having conquered the ſame, he made War upon the 
Ammonites and Moabites, And after he had brought theſe Nations under his obeyſance, 
he went and fought againſt the King of Egypt, and overcame him: And after he had 
ſlain their King that Governed at that time, and planted another in his place, heafterwards 
took the Jews that he found in that Country, and carried them priſoners into Baby:os. 
By this means we have learned, that the eſtate of the Zebrews, hath been tranſlated rwice 
to the other ſide of Exphrates. For the people of the ten Tribes, during the Reign of Oſeas ; 
were carried away captive by Salmanazar, King of the Afſyrians, atter he had takeg Sa- 
maria; and the two Tribes by Nabuchodonofor, King of the Babylonians and Chaldees, upon 
the taking in of Feruſalem, True it is, that Salmanazar , after he had diſplaced the 
MIFaelites, planted the Catheans in their place, who before-cime inhabited the innermoſt 
of the Countreys of Perfia and Media, and were called Samaritans, according torhe name 
of the place which they inhabited ; but the Babylonian having led the Two Tribes priſo- 
ners, hath not planted any other people in their places. 
For this cauſe, Fudea, Feruſalem, and the Temple, remained deſart for the ſpace of ſe- 
venty you! and all the rime that paſſed between the Captivity of the Zſraelites, untill 
the deſtruQtion of the two Tribes, was an hundred and thirty years, fix moneths and ten 
days ; but Nabuchodonoſor choſe the nobleſt young men among the Jews ( and ſuch as 
were allied to King Zedechias, and eſteemed likewiſe for the good diſpoſition, and fair 
proportion of their Bodies and Faces ) and committed them to Maſters to be inſtru- 
Ned, commanding that every one of them ſhould be gelded, according as they were ac- 
cuſtomed to deal with young Children. of other Nations, whom he ſubdued by force.

And when he had ta- 
ken the Adminiſtration of the Kingdom upon him ( which in his abſence , was in the hands of 
the Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſerved untill his return, unto his uſe ) he became 
Lord of all his Fathers Empire. When his Priſoners were arrived, he aſſigned them conve- 0 i 
nient dwelling places in the Countrey of Babylon; and with the ſpoils of War , he magnife 
cently repaired and decked the Temple of Bell, and other places. He enlarged the old City, and 
repaired and beautified it with other buildings ; by means whereof, they that would beſiere 
the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the River, to the prejudice of the 
Iyhabitants. He invironed it within with a terrible Wall, and outwardly with as mighty 
and as many encloſurs, and made all of Burnt Brick. The Walls were magnificiently build- 
ed, andthe Gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He cauſed a Palace to be builded 
near unto his Fathers ancient Palace : The Magnificence and Ornaments whereof, I am not & 
ble to expreſs ; only this thing moſt memorable, T have thought good to note, that theſe 
great and pompous Buildings were finiſhed in fifteen days. Tu this Palace be had Vaults) 
raiſed ſo kigh, that in oxtward appearance they ſeemed to be Mountains, on which all 
forts of Trees were planted. Fe deviſed and prepared alſo a goodly Garden, and ak 
2tageithenes Jed it the hanging Garden, becauſe ( his Wife having been bronght up in the Countrey 
— of Media ) defired at Babylon, to ſee ſome reſemblance of her own Countrey, Megaſthe 
Diccles. nes, in the fourth Book of his Indian Hiſtory, maketh mention of this Garden in that 
Y Hiloſftrziu%* place, where he enforced himſelf to prove, that this King ſurpaſſed Hercules in wvalour and 
execution of worthy attionus, For he ſaid, that Nabuchodonofor overcame the chief City if 
Lybia, and a great part of Spain. Diocles in» the Second Book of the Perſian Hiſtory, 
and Philoſtratus i# his Phaenician and Indian Hiſtory, make mention of this King, ſq: 
ing, that he overcame the Cityof Tyre, at the end of thirteen years, at ſuch time as Itizobal 
Rergned over the Tyrians. This is the ſum of all that which the Hiſtoriographers write, as 
gorching this King.

At which time (to ſhew his Magniticence ) before 
he cauſed thoſe Veſſels to be brought out of the Temple of his God, which Nabuchodono- oy _— 

{or his Predeceſſor ( fearing toemploy to his own uſe ) had ſtored up-in his Idols Temple. CZ, 
But Balthaſar was ſo pufted with pride, that he drank out of them, and employed them P#n.5. 5,6. 

ro his own uſe, Now came it to paſs; that whilit he quaffed, and- blaſphemed rhe 
Name of God, he taw a hand iſſuing from a Wall, which wrote on the ſame certain words: 
By which Viſion being fomewhar terrified, he aſſembled his Magicians and Chaldee, and 
all that ſort of People ( who amonglt thoſe barbarous Nations made profeſſion to inter- 

1 pret Prodigies and Dreams ) to the intent chey might ſignifie unto him the meaning and Syllabies- 
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ſignification of that Writing. Now when theſe Magicians had told them that they 
could not give an interpretation of it , the King was fore vexed and troubled at this 
unexpected Viſion : Whereupon he cauſed it to be proclaimed thorow his  Countrey , 
thar whoſoever ſhould read that Writing, and declare the meaning thereof, he would 
give him a Golden Chain, and a Purple Robe ( ſuch as the King of the Chaldees wore) and 
beſides all this, the third part of his Empire. After this Proclamation the Magicians af- 
ſembled together with a great concourſe,and were far more diligent and inquiſitive to find 
out the ſignification of the Writing : But they advanced nothing more than at the firſt. 
Mean while, the Kings Grandmother ſeeing him wholly dejected in mind, began to com- 


k fort him, and to tel] him that there was a certain man amongſt the Priſoners of Jada, led 


thicher at ſuch time as Nabuchodonoſor deſtroyed Feruſalem, whoſe name was Danel, ,a 
man wiſe and expert in ſearching out of things that were only known unto God, who 
evidently expounded that which Nabuchodoneſor required, at ſuch timeas noother man 
could fatisfie his demand. Whereupon the King called him into his Preſence , and tel- 
ling him what proofs he had heard of his Wiſdom, and of that Divine Spirit that was 
in him, and how he only was fit to interpret thoſe things which were concealed from 
other mens knowledge ; he prayed him to inform him what that hand-writing ſignificd, 
promiſing him in reward thereof, a Purple Garment, a Golden Chain, and the third part 
of his Empire : To the end, that being honoured with theſe rewards for his Wiſdom, 


[ hemight grow famous amongſt all men, who demanding the reaſon, ſhould know rhe 


intent why he was honoured. Bur Danze! ( retuſing all theſe Preſents of his, in that the 
wiſdom that is given from above, is not corrupred thereby, but it is freely unparted to 
thoſe that have need thereof ; ) rold him that that Writing did foretell the end of his 
life, becauſe he had not learned to fear God, neither to lift up his thoughts higher 
than humane nature, notwithſtanding he had fecn the chaſtiſement wherewith his Per- 
deceſſlor had been puniſhed, for the outrages he committed againſt God. For that Na- 
buchodonoſor having been driven ta' lead his life amongft Beaſts, by Reafon of his'Impi- 
eties, after divers requeſts and ſupplications, had obtained mercy, and was returned 
unto humane converſation, and into his own Kingdom , for which cauſe all the time of 


Mis life, he praiſed Almighty God, the Governour of all things: whereas he had omitred 


to do the like, and had blaſphemed the Name of God, and had debauched himſelf 
with his Concubines in the Veſſels dedicated to God : For chis cauſe, God was diſpleat- 
ed with him, and certified him by his Writing, what end he ſhould expe. Where- 
upon he expounded the Writings after this manner : Mane ( which 15 as much to fay; 
aSnumber ) ſheweth that God had numbred the days of thy Lite and Reign , which 
ſhall. endure but a little while ; Theke! ſignifieth a balance ; God therefore ( faid he ) 
weighing the Goverament, ſheweth that it ſhall be overthrown : Phares, this word 
lignifieth a fragment, God {hall break thy Kingdom, and divide ir among the Medes 


and Perſians, When the King had heard this interpretation, he was very forrowtul (ac- »: 2.44 23: 
N cording as the nature of things fo diſaſtrous and ſo apparent required. Notwith- 


ſtanding he delayed not to beſtow thoſe Preſents which he had promiſed the Prophet, 


although ( as he well perceived ) the words boaded him ill, yet he gave him all rhar King. 
which he promiſed him, conſidering with himſelf, that it was his own deſtiny that he Tye king per- 
Ought to accuſe, and not Daniel, who like an honeſt man had declared rhe Truth, formed his 


Notwithſtanding it were very unwelcome to his ear.

It is faid, that being at Suſa, the Metropolitan City of Perfia, at ſuch time as he walk- 
&d abroad, attended by his Familiars, that there happened an Earthquake, with a great 
noiſe: So that he was left alone, and all his Companions fled from him. And that 
x thereupon, being fore troubled , he fell upon his Face, and both his Hands: At which 
time ſome one touched him, and commanded him to ſtand up, and to fee that which pas. 7. 4.44 
ſhould happen to his Country-Men after divers Ages. Being therefore raiſed upright, 27 _ 
there wasa great Ram ſhewed unto him, that had divers Horns, the laſt whereof was —_— 
the greateſt of all. Afterwards he looked towards the Weſt, and perceived a Goat and Goat, by 
carried thorow the Air, that butted at the Ram, and having encountered him twice, 9m the | 
had beaten and trampled him under his Feet.

Daziel writeth that he ſaw theſe things in the field of Suſa, and hath declared that God 
himſelf told him what that Viſion Ggnified ; which was, that the Ram ſignified the 
Kingdoms of the Perfians, and the Medes : His Horns ſignified the Kings that were to 
Reign in thoſe Kingdoms ; and that the laſt Horn ſignified the laſt King , who ſhould 
ſurpaſs all the reſt in Riches and Glory. That the Goat ſignified that there ſhould come 
2 certain King among the Greeks, who ſhould fight ar two ſeveral rimes with the Per/zan, 
142nd ſhould overcome him in War; and afterwards poſſeſs the whole Government : And 
that by the great Horn that grew- in the forehead of the Goat, the firſt King was repre- 
ſented ; and how that after he was taken away, four other ſhould ſpring our of it. And 
whereas every one of theſe turned themſelves towards the four corners of the World, it 
was a ſign, that after the death of the firſt, he ſhould have four ſucceſſors, that ſhould part 
the Kingdom between them, who never ſhould be his Allies or Children; yet ſuch 
notwithſtanding, as ſhould command the World for many years: That from them, there 
ſhould ariſe a certain King, that ſhould oppoſe himſelf againſt the Zebrew Nation , and 
their Laws, and ſhould overthrow their Policy, ſpoil their Temple, aad be a lert that for 
three years ſpace, the Sacrifice ſhould not be Solemnized.

For he hath declared my name by his Prophets, before Twas born, and hath ſaid, that I ſhoull

Prophecy of Nations, ſhall ſend my people back into their a6 pa of Judea, and ſhall build my 
_— Temple. Theſe things did Elay foretell one hundred an i forty years before the ruine of the 
Temple. Cyrus in reading theſe things ( being raviſhed in admiration of the Majeſty of 
God ) was carried on with a great affeition and zeal, to finiſh that which was written, He 
therefore called for all the Men of greateſt account among the Jews that were in Ba 
ues IH bylox, and told them that he gave them Licence ts return into their Countery , 
teth the Fews and to repair the City of Jeruſalem, and to rebuild the Temple of God ; promiſing 
co return into chem that he himſelf would affiſt them. And to that effet he wrote unto his Gover- 
treyto bujlg NOUS, and Princes of thoſe Countries that confined upon Fudea: Charging them to 
their Temple contribute both Gold and Silver towards the building of the Temple , and to furvilh G 
and City them with Cattel for the Sacrifices. After that Cyrus had certified the 1ſraelites ofthis 
his intent, the Princes of the two Tribes of Juda and Benjamin, with all the oy - 
| teſts, 
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Prieſts departed thence, and repaired to Jeruſalem : Nevertheleſs, divers of the Jews re- 
mained in Babylon, becaule any were loth to abandon thoſe Poſlefſions they had got- 
ren, Thoſe unto whom Cyr«s had directed his Letters, afforded them their Aſſiſtance, 
and furniſhed them with all things neceſſary to build the Temple, ſome of them with 
Gold, others with Silver, and the reſt with a certain number of Oxen and Horſes. "Thus 

ayed they their Vows unto God, and offered Sacritices according to the ancient Cu- 
ftom,as if they had but now firſt begun to build the City ; and this were the third time 
of praiſing thoſe Ceremonies, which our Fathers had obſerved, Cyras ſent them

ecify their City, and erect the Temple of God in Jeruſalem, in the ſame place where it ſtood be- 
fore. I have alſo ſent my Treaſurer Mithridates,and Zecrobabel,che Prince of the Jews, with 
expreſfſ Charge and Authority, to lay the Fonndation of the ſame, and to build it ſrxty Cubits in 
tercht, and as many in breadth, making three Iſles of hewea Stone, and another of ſuch Timber 
« the Country affordeth * the Altar likewiſe, whereupon they may offer Sacrifice unto God : 
And my pleaſure is, that the charge of all theſe things be defrayed out of my Coffers. TI have 
allo ſeat back thoſe Veſſels which N abuchodonoſor took out of the Temple, and have deliver- 
ed them to the Treaſurer Mithridates, 4nd to Zerobabel the Prince of the Jews, to be co 
vetohea 10 Jeruſalem, and reſtored to the Temple of God; the number whereof I have here 
»nder ſubſcribed : Fifty Lavers of Gold, and four hundred of Sitver ; fifty Pots of Gold, 
1nd four hundred of Silver ; fifty Golden Steves, and five hanared of Silver ; thirty Ewers 
of Gold, and three hundred of Silver ; thirty great Viols of Gold, and two thouſand four hun- 
red of Silver : and beſides all theſe, one rhouſand other great Veſſels, We grant alſo unto the 
Jews, the ſame Revenues which their Predeceſſors have enjoyed ; and we av allow rhem 
205200 Drachmes, for the purchaſing of Catret, Wine, and Oit ; and we give them 2500 
Me-:ſures of Wheat, to make fine Flower, which we appoint to be taken out of the Country of 
Samaria ; ard the Prieſts ſhall offer up the Sacrifices, iz Jerulalem, according to the Ord:- 
nance of Moſes : and during their Sacrifice, they ſhall make Prayers unto God, for the Pre- 
ſervation of the Kyng and his Houſe, to the end, that the Empire of the Perlians may be /till 
Permanent. And my Will is, That they that diſobey and oppoſe theſe Commands, ſhall bs 
b1n2ed on a Gibbet; and that their Goods ſhall be confiſcate, "Theſe were the Contents of 
his Letters, Now the Number of thole rhat returned from the Captivity into Feraſa- 
km, was, Forty two thouſand four hundred ſixty two.

lhe Jews begin to build the Temple at Jeruſalem ; but after the Death of Cyrus, the Sa- 
maritans, azd other Neighbouring Naticns writ to Kjnz Cambyles, his Son, to cauſe 
him to put a ſtop to the Work, 


Hilſt according to the King's Order, the Fews laid the Foundation of the Tem- 
ple, and were very bufie about the building thereof, the Nations that bor- 
dered upon them, and eſpecially the Chatheans, (whom Salmanazar, King of Aſſyria, 
N {ent from Perſia and Media, to inhabit in Samara, at ſuch time as he carried away the 
People of the ren Tribes,) incited the Princes and Governors, to hinder the Jews from 
repairing their City, and re-edifying the Temple. Thele Men, corrupted with Stver, 
fold their N egligence and Delay to the Chutheans, which they uſed in thoſe Buildings : 
For Cyras intending his other Wars, was ignorant hereot, and having conducted his 
Army againſt the Maſſagetes, he ended his days in that Expedition. W hen as therefore

Cambyjer's An- Semelius, Scribes, and to all his other Counſellors and Inhabitants of Samaria and Phnicia, 
meer, wheel Ftealth : Having read your Letters, I have commanded the Records of mine Anceſtors tobe 
the Jews from examined ; and I find that the City of Jeruſalem hath been always an Enemy to their Kings, 
—_— and that the Inhabitants thereof always raiſed Sedition and Wars : T have likewiſe found, 

ple. that their Kjnzs have been Mighty, and that they have exatted from Syria and Phoenicia con- ( 
tinual Tributes. For this cauſe I have ordain'd, That the Jews ſhall zot be permitted to Re. 
Hedr & Rafe edify their City, for fear, leit the Boldneſs of that People being _ encourag*d, they ſbould, 
od 4. accoriing to their former Cuſtom, prattice a new Rebellion.

The Second Year after their arrival in Jeruſalem, the Fews aſſembled together in the ſe- 
cond month, and began to build the Temple, having laid the Foundation thereof on 
the firſt day of December. Over this Work, thoſe Levites that were above 20 Years of 
Age, were Overſeers : With them alſo was Jeſus, and his Sons and Brothers joined, and 
Zolimiel Brother of Juda the Son of Aminadab, and his Sons. And through the diligence 
that theſe Overſeers of the Temple uſed, it was ſooner finiſh'd, than it was expeRed. As 
ſoon as the SanfAtuary was built, the Prieſts, Apparelled in their accuſtomed habits ; and 
the Levites, and the Sons of Aſaph aroſe, and with Trumpets praiſed God, and ſung 
ſeveral Hymns and Pſalms compos'd by King David. The Prieſts and Levites, with

; the Elders of the Tribes, calling to mind how great and magnificent the firſt Temple was, 
| and beholding that which was built at preſent, far interior to the former, and perceiving 
how much the ancient wealth and dignity of the Temple was abaſed ; they were ſo fen- 


ſibly touched with the conſideration thereof, that they could riot bur burſt forth into Ja- 
mentations and tears. But the People were contented with that which they beheld, and 
without any mention of the former Temple, they troubled not themſelves in comparing 
the one with the other ; neither thought they upon the difference betwixt the preſent, 
andthat which ſtood in times paſt: But the Elders Lamented, and the Prieſts Complain'd, 
that thenew ereQed Temple was far leſs than the former; yet the noiſe of the Trumpets 
drowned their Lamentations, and the joyful Applauſes of the People their Mournings.

to the Treaſurers of Syria and Phanicia, and have written to them, that whatſoever Eſdrs 
the Prieft, and Reader of the Law of God ſhall require, they ſhall preſently deliver it to him, 
And to the end that God may be favourable to me and my Poſterity, my will is, that an bundred 
meaſures of wheat be offer'd unto God, according to the Law. '1 command you. alſo that ar 
Magiſtrates, that you exatt nothing, neither impoſe any - taxations on the Prieſts, Levitt 
Sing ing-men, Porters, or Holy Officers.

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_ 16,1415 When Eſdras had received this Letter, he was well-pleaſed, and gave Thanks unto 
bled the Fews, God, confefſing that it was he, who was the Author af chat favour: he had receivedat 
that dwelt in the Kings hand : and after he had read this Letter unto the Fews that were at that time 
RS reſident in Babylon, he kept the original, but ſent a Copy to all thoſe of his Nation, beiag 
in the Country of the Medes: who being inform'd of the Kings zeal to the ſervice of 
God, and his favour towards Eſdras, were very joyful; and divers amongſt them cook 
their goods, and came unto Babylon, deſiring to return to Feruſalem: - but the reſt of theF 
Iſraelites would not abandon or leave their dwelling. Whereupon it came to paſs, that 
two Tribes were under the Obedience of the Romans in 4fia and Eirope': but the ten 
Tribes were on the other ſide of Euphrates, even until this day ; and it is incredible, how. 
exceedingly they are there multiplyed. With Eſdr4s there departed a great numberof 
Prieſts, Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and ſervants of the Temple. Now after he 
allembled thoſe of the Captivity, that inhabited on this ſide Euphrates, and ſojourned 
there three days, he commanded them to ſolemnize a Faſt, and to. pray unto!God for his 
preſervation, that no evil might happen unto him ; and that. neither their Enemiss, 
nor any other might do them any violence : For Ear had foretold the King, that God 01 
would be their ProteCtor, and that therefore he required no Convoy of Horſe-men af G WD 
his hand for his ſecurity. After that they had recommended themſelves unto God, they N

We 
owe unto E/dras the honour of this Tranſmigration, for he not only layd the deſign of it, 
but his virtue and piety were undoubtedly the cauſe that God gave him fo good ſucceſs 
in the undertaking. { | 
Not long after, there came certain men unto him, complaining that ſome of the Peo- 
ple, Priefts and Levites, had tranſgreſled againſt their Ordinances, and broken the Laws of 
the Country, in that they had eſpouſed certain ſtrange Women, and corrupted the purity 
of the Sacerdotal Race; requiring him, that he would have a regard to Gods Ordinances, 
WS «for fear leſt he (being diſpleaſed with them) ſhould caſt them again into that miſery from 
which he had ſo lately delivered them. E/aras hereupon was ſo much afflited, that he 
rent his cloaths, and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caſt himſelf upon the ground, 
becauſe the chief among the People were concerned in that offence. And becauſe he 
feared left if he ſhould command them to forſake their Wives, and thoſe Children which 
they had begotten by them, he ſhould not be obey'd, he continued in grief, and lay con- 
tinually upon the ground. Whereupon, all thoſe reſorted unto him who were-not guilty, 


D WL heinows; and that they had ſo ſoon loſt the Memory of thoſe Calamities wherewith their Fore- 
fathers had been viſited for their ns, Nevertheleſs, O Lord, ({aid he) ſince thy mercy is in- 
finite, have pity, I beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity, and which 
thou hait brought back into their native Country. Spare them, O Lord ; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear, in the ſparing of their Lives, Whilſt thus both he 
and thoſe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their Wives and Children, a cer- 
tain man called Achonias, one of the principal men of Feruſalem, came to him, and ſaid, 
That they had ſinned becauſe they had eſpouſed ſtrange Women , and perſwaded Eſaras to com- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and the Children begotten by them; adviſing, that 
they who obey'd not the. Law, might be puniſh'd, E/aras ( perſwaded by theſe words) 
Mmade all the Princes of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of 1ſrae/, ſwear, That they would 
diſmiſs their wives and Children, according to the counſel of Achonias. And as ſoon as he 
had received their Oaths, he departed from the Temple unto John's houſe the Son of Elia- 
#6, and there ſpent heall the day, without taſting-atiy meat, by reaſon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edi& was oublifh'd That all they that were returned from 
the captivity, ſhould repair within two or three days to- Jeruſalem ( under the penalty that 
they who defaulted, and came not within the 'prefixed time, ſhould be held as excommunicate, 
end their goods confiſcate to the publick Treaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Prieſts: 
They of the Tribes of J#da and Benjamin came thither within three days, on the 20 day 
of the Ninth Month, call'd by the Hebrews, Thebeth;, and by the Macedonians, Appellaus. 
And as ſoon as they were ſeated in the-upper. part of the Temple in the preſence of the 
Elders, E{aras aroſe and reproved them; becauſe they: had tranſgreſs'd the Law, in taking 
Wives who were not of their Nation : For which cauſe he told them, that if they would 
do that which were agreeable unto God, and profitable for themſelves, they ſhould diſ- 
mils ſuch Wives.

ne, Nehemias and the people offered Sacrifices unto God, and ſpent eight days in feaſting. 
Ie When the rumor was ſpread abroad that this building was finiſhed, the Inhabitants of 
20d Syria were ſore diſpleaſed. But Nehemzas perceiving that the City was weakly manned, 
jp beſought the Prieſts and Levites to forſake their dwellings withont the City, and to Proviſion fo 


come and dwell within, and to that intent he built them houſes upon his own charge. He SO 
ordained likewiſe, that they that intended -their Husbandry, thould bring the Tenths of 

their fruits unto Jeruſalem, to:the intent that the Prieſts and Levites by enjoying their 

continual maintenance, might omit no time in-the ſervice of God :- wherein he was readily {en Os 
obey'd. By this means, the City of Jeraſalem was very well peopled. - After that Ne- y.pmp,.* 
hemias had honourably accompliſh'd divers other worthy ations deſerving praiſe, he died | 
in a good old age. - He was4 man fo good, fo juſt, and highly affectionate towards his 
Countrey : and one to whom they are ſo much obliged for the benefits which they have 
receiv'd, that his memory will. remain for ever among the Fews, 
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before Chriif's | 
Nativiy, =Artaxerxes Succeeds his Father Xerxes in the Kingdom of Perſia,he Repudiates Queen Vaſhti 
CE bis Wife, and Eſpouſeth Eſther the Niece of Mardocheus. Haman perſuades Artaxerxes 


to baniſh all the Jews, and to apprehend Mardocheus ; but he is hanged, and 
Mardocheus eſtabliſhed in his place. 


Om the death of Yerxes, the Kingdom fell to Cyrus his Son, who by the Greciax 
was call'd Artaxerxes. Under his Government all the Race of the Jews, both Men, 
Helios Ruf- Women and Children, were in danger to be utterly exterminated : The cauſe whereof, 13 
fines, cap-6- will hereafter declare. But firſt of all I muſt ſpeak ſomewhat of the King, and declare 
E/ber 1,2. how itcame to paſs, that he Married an Hebrew Woman of the Blood Royal, by whoſe 
means (as it is faid ) our Nation wis preſerv'd. After that Artaxerxes had taken the 
Kingdom upon him, and eſtabliſh'd Governours over 127 Provinces, from dia as far; 
Ethiopia : In the third Year of his Reign, he entertain'd and feaſted all his Friends with 
great Magnificence, the Nations of Per/ia likewiſe with their Governours tor 180 days, 
He feaſted after this, for the fpace of ſeven days, the Ambaſſadors of all Nations in the 
City of Saſa, after this manner. "There were ſeveral Pavilions Ere&ed, whoſe Pillars 
were of Gold and Silver, cover'd with Linnen and Scarlet Vails, which were of that cx 
tent, that divers thouſands of Men might take their — "oy All the enter: ( 
tainment was ferv'd up in veſſels of Gold, enriched with precious Stones, very glorious 
to Behold. The King likewiſe commanded his Servants ( that attended the Feaſt ) that 
they ſhould enforce no Man to drink, by filling continually, according to the manner of 
the Perſcans, but to permit every one of the Gueſts to drink according to his diſcretion. 
He ſent alſo chroughout all the Countrey, commanding a Ceſlation from all Labour, and 
that every one ſhould make Holy Day tor many days, and think of nothing but rejoy- 
cing, and wiſhing him an happy Reign. The Queen Yaſhtt alſo made a Banquet unto 
a. her Women in the Royal Palace. Now whereas the King was deſirous to ſhew,that ſhe ſur- 
Abajuerus ſen. Paſled all other Women in Beauty,he ſent unto her, commanding her to come to the Ban- 
deth for Vaſþ1i quet in more Royal manner than the reſt of her Attendants: But ſhe, too curiouſly tiedp

Feaſt : ſhe re. £0 The obſervation of the Law of the Perfrans, (which forbiddeth Women to be ſeen by 


fuſeth, and Strangers ) went not unto the King ; and notwithſtanding he ſent his Eunuchs divers times 
peo unto her, yet perſiſted ſhe in her refuſal to come unto him. Whereupon the King ( me 
ved with diſpleaſure ) gave over his Banquet, and ariſing, he call'd unto him his ſeven 
Counſellors, to whom. (according to the cuſtom of the Perfrans ) it belonged to &- 
pound the Laws; and accuſed his Wife, telling them how much he had been lighted by 
her, ſince having ſent for her divers times to accompany him at his Banquet, ſhe hadre 
fizs'd to obey him: He therefore commanded them to declare their opinion, what pi- 
niſhmenc appertain'd to her. One amongſt them, call'd Machexs, anſwer'd, That the in 
jary was not only offered unto him but toall the Perſians, who ſhould likewiſe be all in danger WM 
of being after that manner deſpiſed by their Wives ; for that no one of them would acknowledzt 
duty towards their Husbands,. taking their example from the Queens diſobedience, which fie 
fbewed towards him, who was the Governour over all, Whereupon he concluded, That ſhe tht 
had thus diſhonoured him, ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed : Which done, he thought fit that this 0r- 
dinance of the Kings, might be publiſhed thorow all Nations, that Queen Vaihti fhoald be ſept 
rated from bis bed, and another Woman choſen in her place. This determination, confirmed 
by the conſent of the reſt of the Magi, very much afflicted the King, becauſe on theone 
ſide he was unwilling to a@ contrary to the Laws of his Countrey, and on the other, he 
knew not how to put away his Queen, for whom he had fo great a paſſion, by reafonoi 
- her Beauty. Which when his Friends perceived, they counlſel'd him to forget the memo-? Bi N 
ry. and love of a Woman ſo unprofitable, and to fend and ſeek our thorow all his Cour 
tries for the Faireſt Womanamongt them, whom he might chooſe and take t6 Wife, that 
by the Socjety of another Woman;the great affection which he bare unto /Yaſh:3,might be 
extinguilh'd,”.' The King approving of this Counſel, ſent out certain Meſſengers and D& 
puties, commanding them-to'bring unto him the Faireſt Virgins that were to be found 
in his Kiogdom: When therefore they had aſſembled a great number ofthem, they found 
in Babylon a Young Orphan ( without either Father or Mother ) who was brought UP 
under her Uncle ( whoſe name was Mardocheus ) of the Tribe of Benjamin, and one \ 
the greateſt men among the Fews.

And uſing theſe, or ſuch like ſpeeches, be came unto the Kings Palace, and ſtood betorethe 
Gate, becauſe it was unlawful for him to enter thereinto in that habit : The like alfo did 
the Jews that werein the Cities, where thoſe Edicts had been publiſh'd againſt them, 
weeping and lamenting their miſeries. But when the News hereof was brought untothe 
neen, that Mardocheas ſtood before the Palace Gate in a deplorable condition, the was 
much troubled, and lent certain of her Servants unto him to command him to change his 
Attire, but they could not perſuade him to put of his Sackclorh,for the cauſe of his ſorrow 
{till remaining, he could not think of laying aſide the marks of it. She therefore called 
unto her Eunuch Acrathexs, and ſent him uato Mardocheus, to know what accident had 
befaln him, that made him put on his mourning habir, and to afflift himſelf after that 
manner, and not at her intreaty to lay aſide thoſe marks of his forrow. Hereypot 
Mardocheus told the Eunuch of the Edict made againſt the Fews, and feht by the King 
unto all his Provinces ; the offer of the money that Zaman likewiſe had tender'd to the 
King, whereby he had bought the utter ruine of his Nation at the Kings hands; moreover, 
he gave him the Copy of that which had been proclaim'd in Sufa, to be deliver'd unto 
Eſther, whom he intreated to beſeech the King, and to eſteem it no diſhonour to become 
a Suppliant, to ſave her Nation, and preſerve the Fews from that death whereuntoat 
that rime they were expos'd, ſince ZZamarn, the next in honour to the King, had accuſed 
the Jews, and incens'd his Majeſty againſt them. When Eſther underſtood this, ſhe (ent 
again urito Mardocheus, giving him to underſtand , That ſhe was not talled for by the King; 
and that whoſoever entered unto him, and was not called, ſhould die, except the King would 
ſecure him, by ſtretching out his Golden Sceptre ; for he, unto whom the King was pleaſed tt 
grant that favor, although he were not called unto him, yet ſuffered he not death, But obtained 
pardon. When theſe things were reported by the Eunuch from Eſther unto Mardiche, | 
he commanded him to tell her, That ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſpeit of 
her life, as the Ives of her whole Nation ; aſſuring her,that if at that preſent ſhe had not care 
them, their ſuccor ſhould only proceed from God by fome other means than this : But ſhe and 
her Fathers houſe ſhould be deſtroyed by them whom ſhe had contemned, Upon thisreply, 
Eſther ſent the ſame Meſſenger back again unto Mardoecheus, commanding him to repair 
unto Suſan, and tocall a General Aſſembly of all the Jews that remained there willing then 
for three days ſpace to faſt and abſtain from all kind of meat for ber ſafety, and that both itt 
ſelf and her ſervants would lo the like ; promifing them, that at that time fhe would preſent 
her ſelf unto the. King, notwithſtanding his contrary Edift ; and that if ſhe muſt needs die (be 
would willing ſuffer it. c 
Mardocheus obſerv'd her orders, cauſed the people to faſt, and to pray unto God for 
her latery ; he likewiſe himſelf belought him, That it might pleaſe him at that preſent t0 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation, as he had done oftentimes heretofore : 
and that as he had pardoned them at ſuch times as they had offended, ſo now alſo at this preſent 
he would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againſt them. . For that they 
were not in danger to die infamouſly for any offence of their own, But becauſe he only had in- 
cenſed Haman, in that he would not adore him, or perform that honour unto him, which is only 
due to God : For which cauſe, in revenge, he had contrived this miſchief againſt them,who would 
not tranſgreſs the divine ordinances. The People likewiſe pray'd to the like effeQ, b&

Throne,and embracing her with both lis arms, he raiſed her up,and kitled her,and fpake 
( comfortably unto her, praying her to be of good conrage, and not to ſuſpeF any misfortune,

mAMardihews, Cloathed in Sackcloth, he appointed him to lay his mourning Habit afide, and to cloath 
himſclt in purple. But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and) 
ſuppoſing that he mock'd him) ſaid, O thou moſt wicked amongſt men, doſt thou thus mit 
at our afflicFions ? Notwithſtanding being afterwards inform'd,that the King had beſtoy- 
ed this honour on him, for ſaving his Life, and diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs 
that would have (lain him, he put on the purple Robe that the King wore ordinarily,and 
put the chain about his neck,and afterwards mounting on his Horſe,he went round about 
the City, Harman walking before him, and crying, Thws ſhall it be done to the Man whon 
the King ſhall think fit to honour. Now, after they had gone round the City, Mardoches 
gave-his attendance on the King,but Hamar came not into the preſence, ſo much washe 
aſhamed at that which had hapned ; but going home, he told his wite and friends,with 
tears, all that which had hapned 3 who told him, That it was no ways poſſible for him tore-l 
venge himfelf as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God did viſibly afford him his aſſiſt ance, 

Eſther 7.1 Whilſt they were thus ſpeaking, Eſther sEunuchs came to haſten Haman to the banquet, 
and Sabuchadas, one of the Eunuchs, ſeeing the Gibbet erected in Humar's Lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardochews) demanded of one of the ſervants,where- 
fore it was raiſed up? And underſtanding that it was for the Queens Uncle, whom H*- 
71an would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might put him to Death, for that 
time he held his peace. But when the King being ſeated with Hazrar at the Banquet,re- 
quired the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began 
to lament the danger of her People, ſaying, That ſhe, with her whole Nation, were made 4 
prey to the Sword, and that for that cauſe ſhe brake ont into that diſcourſe : For (ſaid ſhe) ;

Many Men being puffed up with Pride, by reaſon of the many benefits and honors which they 4». 5,ad finem 
receive through the liberality of their Benefattors, do not - only exerciſe their Pride towards their Te Kings 
Inferiours, but alſo are not afraid to wax inſolent againſt thoſe who are the Authors of their Bo 
benefits, extinguiſhing as much as in them lieth, all manner of Gratitude ampngit Men, and of che Jews: 
believing that it is in their Power to deceive God himſelf, and rob him of his Juſtice : So 
that when the favour of their Princes hath given them power and authority in the Government 
if their Affairs, inſtead of applying themſelves to the Benefit : Fey Publick,, they have given 
place to the hatred they have conceived againſt ſome particular Men, and deceived their Princes 
by falſe accuſations and detraFions, and provoked their Wrath againſt thoſe who have not done 
amiſs : whence it cometh to paſs, that they have been ſometimes in extreme danger to loſe their 
Life. The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancient Hiſtories ( the knowledge whereof we

mies. habit, and adorned with a Crown of Gold on his head, and a Chain of Gold about hi; 
neck, came forth, and the Jews of S»ſaz, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King, ſip. 
poſed that his good Succeſs was an affurance of their own : And when the King's Let. 
ters were publiſhed 3 the Fews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 
rortended their deliverance, and their enemies were in ſo great fear that divers of other ( 
Nations circumciſed themſelves, ſuppoſing that in ſo doing they ſhould be in ſecurity, 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called Adar, and by the 
Macedonians, Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the King's letters certified them,that they ſbould 
exterminate their Enemies on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be exterminated, The Governors likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords and chief 
Magiſtrates, did honour to the Fews : for the fear they had of Mardochexs, and after 
the King's Letters were publiſhed, it came to paſs that the Jews flew about five hun. 
dred of their Enemies, within the City of S»ſa; the King declared unto Eſther the nun- 
ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and ſuſpefting what might happen thoroy the 
whole Country, he asked her if ſhe requeſted any further matter, promiſing her that 
Eſther 9. v. 2 he would fee it executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawful for the Jews to 
3, 1%, 13 revenge themſelves yet once more the next day upon their Enemies, and to hang He 
man's ten Sons upon the Gibbet 3 which the King ( being loth to contradift Eſther ) per. 
mitted, ſo that on the 14 day of the Month Difre they flew about three hundred more 
of their Enemies, without taking the ſmalleſt portion of their Goods. Furthermore, 
the Jews flew in the Country, and in the Cities, about fixty five thouſand of their 
Enemies, whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the month, and ſolemnized the day 
following in Mirth and Feaſting. The Jews that were at S»ſar aſſembled themſelve 
likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the month, and banquetted that whole day. Whence 
it cometh to paſs, that all the Fews which are throughout the World, keep and ſolemunize f 
this day for a feſtival, and ſend Preſents the one unto the other. Mardochexs alſo wrote 
unto the Jews, who lived under the Empire of Artaxerxes, commanding them to ob- 
{erve thoſe days, and to folemnize them 3; willing them to charge their Succeſſors to 
do the like, tothe end that this Feaſt might continue for ever. For ſince on that day 
they ſhould have been deſtroyed by Hamar, they ſhould do well if after they had eſc- 
ped that danger, and taken revenge on their Enemies, they ſhould obſerve the ſame day 
to F? thanks to God : For this cauſe the fan keep a ſolemn Feaſt on theſe days, 
and call it Pzrizz, that is to ſay, Lotts, But Mardocheus was great and powerful with 
the King, governing the whole Kingdom under him, and had alſo all the power that

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here what Agatharchides ſaith in this place of our Nation : But Ptolomey leading aa 

with him divers Priſoners from the better quarters of Judea, and the places near untg 
Fernſalexr, of Samaria and Mount Garizim, ſent them into Agypt to inhabit there : ang 
being ailured that thoſe of Fernſalexz were moſt firm in maintaining their Oaths and Prq. 
miſcs, according as it appeared by their anſwer made to Alexander, when after the diſcom. 
fiture of Darivs, he ſent *Amballadors unto them : he put divers of them into his Gazi. 
fons, giving them the ſame privileges in the City of Alexandria, which the Macedonian; 
had. After he had received their Oath, that they ſhould be faithful unto him and his ſyc. 
cefjors, in memory of the great Truſt and Favours he had beſtowed on them, many of the 


other Jews likewiſeof their own'accord went into Egypt, partly allured thereunto by the } 


plenty of the-Country, partly by the liberality of Ptolomey towards their Nation. Ye 
were there continual quarrels betwixt their Poſterity and the Samaritans : becauſe they 
wiuld keep and maintain the Cuſtoms and Ordinances of their Forefathers; whereupon 
divers Wars aroſe amongſt them. For they of Jeruſalem ſaid that their Temple was the 
true Sanftuary of God, and would have the Offerings and Sacritices ſent thither ; the 
Sarraritans on the other fide commanded them to be brought to the Mount Garizim, 


CHAP. II. 


Ptolomey Philadelphus cauſed the Laws of the Jews to be tranſlated into the Greek Tongue: , 


and diſmiſſing many Captive Jews, dedicateth many Preſents to the Temple of God. 


A Frer the death: of Ptolomrews Soter, his Son Ptolomeys Philadelphas ſucceeded in the 
Kingdom of /Egypt, and held it for nine and thirty years ſpace, he it was that 
tranſlated the Law into the Greek Tongue, and delivered the Fews from that ſervitude 
wherein they were inthralled in /&gypt,to the number of ſix{core thouſand, upon thisoc- 
calion. Demetrivs Phalerius Maſter of the Kings Library, endeavoured to make a cyl- 
lection of all ſorts of Books that were in the World, and brought all which he thought 


would be agreeable to the King, who. was very curious in his collettion of Books, ) 


The King demanding one day how many thouſands of Volumes he had already gathet- 
ed, he anſwered him, that he had already got about two hundred thouſand Volumes; 
but that ſhortly he hoped to have.to the number of five hundred thouſand. Beſides he 
told him, that he had been lately informed that there were divers Volumes among the 
Jews, wherein many things touching their Laws and Polices were written, which were 
worthy to be known, and deſerved a place in ſo memorable and famous a Library, 
but that it would be very dithcult to tranſlate them into the Greek Tongue, for their 
characters ſeem to have ſome relation to the Syriack, and their pronunciation likewiſe 
1s not much different from itz notwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pect- 
liar unto themſelves. 
would not think much of any Charge; the King approved of this Propoſal, and wrote 
unto the High-Pricſt of the Jews to help him to thele Books. + In the mean time a certain 
Man called Ariſtexs, who was intirely beloved by the King by reaſon of his Modeſty, 
and had divers times reſolved with himſelf to folicite the King, to diſmiſs - all the Jew: 
that were in his Kingdom, ſuppoling that at that inſtant he had a fit opportunity to 
make his requeſt, he ſpake unto Soſebws, to Terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain of the 
Kings Guard, beſeeching them to favour him in that which he intended to move to the 
King. Having found how they ſtood inclined, he addreſſed himſelf unto the King, and 
ipake unto him after this manner. Sizce your Majeſty hath reſolved not only to tranſcribe, 


but alſo to tranſlate the Laws of the Jews, I ſhould not ſpeak to your Majeſty with that free- | 


dom and ſincerity which I ought to uſe, if I ſhould not inform you that I know not how this can 
be fairly one at the ſame time that you detain as your Slaves ſo great a number of Jews with- 
in your Kingdom of Kgypt: Tou will therefore do a work anſwerable to the Greatneſs of your 
conrage and benigmty if you deliver them from their miſery, conſidering that he who gave them 
their Law s God,who governeth your Kingdom ( as by diligent inquiry I have certainly learnt ) 
for bath they and we adore one God, Creator of all things, whom we call by the name of Jap 
ter, for as much as he preſerveth our life and the lives of all Men, For that hononr therefore 
which you owe unto God, ſend back theſe People into their Country, and permit them to inhabit 
it, who amongſt all Men are moſt ſingularly affeFed to their Religion. 
Grace occaſion to ſuſpeF, that I make this addreſs unto you , Lecanſe I am either allied 0 
deſcended of any of their Tribes , but only for this reaſon , becauſe I an aſſured hal 
there is bu! one God, who is the Maker of all Men, and that he taketh pleaſure in thoſe that 
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with a cheerful Countenance, ask'd him, How many thouſands he thought they we 
liberty he deſired 2 Andrew (being nigh at hand) anſwer d, That there were more than 
120000, Whereupon the King replied, 1s this Demand, Ariſteus, a matter of ſmall conſe- 
quence, which thou requireſt ® Softbius and Tarentin replicd, That he .could dy nothing more 
worthy of himfelf, than by ſuch an Afton, to acknowledge the great Obligations which God 
kd laid upon hint, in raiſing him to the Throne, The King being well pleaſed to ſee them 
{ unanimous in their Requeſt, promiſed that the Jews ſhould be ſet at liberty, and that 
he would pay unto his Soldiers 120 Drachmes for each Jew that was his Slave: And 
tonching the Requeſt made by them, he promis'd them to diſpatch his Letters Patents,in 
moſt ample manner, to bring an happy iſſue to Ariſtews's {uit 3 or rather-to ſatisfhe the 
Will of God, which was chiefly to be regarded. Hereupon he ſent out his Proclamati- 
on, declaring, That he not only ſet them at liberty, who had been brought thither by his Fq- 
ther, or thaſe of his Army who attended him ; but thoſe alſo who heretofore had been in his 
Kinodow, or lately hal been brought thither : And notwithſtanding it was told him, that 
the \ioney that would be required for their Ranſom, would amount to more than 
400 Talents, yet ceaſed he not to confirm that which he had promiſed. But that it 
may more plainly appear how great his Royal Magnificence was, I thought good to in- 
ſeri ia this place the Copy of the Edict, which he ſent abroad, to this ettect : 


IWoſoever of you that in my Father's ſervice (by bearing Arms unto him ) have made any 
»0ads into Syna and Phoenicia, and afier the Conqueſt of Judea, having taken any Priſoners, 
| abt them into our Cities and Conntri2s, with intent to ſell them: All they alſo, who 
hun treiogjore detained any, or at this preſent have any ſuch Capt ives in their poſſeſſion, they 
we commanded hereby, to ſet them at liberty that live under their thraldom, receiving for the 
Ranſom of every Perſon 120 Drachmes ;, if they are Soldiers, at ſuch Hme 4s their Wages ſhall 
be paid them : As for the reft, they jhall receive their Money ont of the King's Treaſury. For 
] am perſuaded, that it was contrary to my Father's intent, and againſt all right, that they 
have been taken Priſoners, and that their Country hath been haraſſed by the inſolency of the 
Soldiers, who have thought to make their profit and merchandize by them, by bringing then in- 
to Egypt. Having therefore an eſpecial regard to Juſtice, and intending to ſhew mercy to 
thoſe who are wrongfully oppreſſed, I command that all thoſe Jews who are detained in ſervi- 
tude be diſcharged, and that they who hold them captive, receive the Ranſom promiſed by ws, 
ſo as no deceit or fraud be uſed therein. And to the end that our Ordinance be exaTly and 


” fully obſerved, our Will is, That this Eid of ours be publickly proclaimed three days after it 
Y ball come unto your Hands and that thoſe who bold ſuch Priſoners in their poſſeſſion, declare 
- bow many Priſoners they have. Moreover, it ſpall be lawful for any Man that will, to accuſe 
ic ſuch as obey not this Edi 5, and our Pleaſure is, That ſuch as ſhall not obſerve it, ſhall have 
br their Goods confiſcated to the King s uſe. 

When this Edict of the King's, publiſhed to this effe&, was proclaimed abroad, and 
- that only point was omitted, that concerned thoſe that before-time had been, and after- 
J wards the ſecond time were led away Priſoners, in whoſe behalf he had given no di- 
wm rettion, he ſhewed himſelf moſt bountiful in like manner toward theſe 3 and gave or- 
* der that the Number and Tally ſhould be ſpeedily gathered, and the Money diſtributed 
ho to the Commiſſioners and Treaſurers appertaining to him. This was diſpatched in the 
_ Ipace of ſeven days, all the King's Ordinance was accompliſhed, and there was Jaid out 
7 tor the Ranſoms of them all, to the ſumm of more than 460 Talents : For the Maſters 
Gy cxaCted fixſcore Drachmes for the Children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the King's 
FF dict, by which it was ordained, that for every Perſon they ſhould have that [umm, ex- 
my | tending the ſame even unto Children.

Was a Border of golden Twigs engraven round about the Table ; nnder the Ovals there 
Ws a Crown garniſhed with cluſters of divers forts of Fruits, the cluſters of Grapes

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TT the hung down, the Ears of Corn ſtood upright, and all was incloſed with Pomegranate, | 
rid $684, and the precious Stones were inchaſed in Gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, 
Before Chriſt's to preſent each ſort of Fruit in their native Colours. There was alſo a rank of Oy], 
aq nnder the Crown, not unlike to the former, made of Gold ; fo that on both ſide, 
both the Variety and Delicacy of the Work appeared, both in the Bends and Border, 
as alſo in the Table, in which there appeared not any difference, on whatſoever fide j 
was turned z and from the top unto the bottom one and the ſame Workmanlhip appeareg, 
For it had a Plate of Gold, four Fingers broad, comprehending the breadth of the Tahlg, 
on which the Feet of the ſame were {taied, which were afterwards faſtned to the Borde 
by Buttons and Claſps of Gold, to the end that the excellent and curious Workmanſhi 
might the better be ſeen, and on what fide ſoever it were turned, it might always ſeem } 
the ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame, a Labyrinth, in the midſt whereof there 
were divers kinds of precious Stones, ſhining like Stars: And amongſt the reſt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt Orient brightneſs, as alſo all other ſorts of Stones tha 
cither are eſteemed for their Beauty or Price. Near unto this Labyrinth, from the one 
cnd unto the other, there were certain Knots engraven, the middle whereof was like tg 
a Rhombus or Loſenge, upon which there were certain Pieces of Chryſtal and Amber, 
inchaſed and placed one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportton 3 which gaxe 
a marvellous fatisfaftion to the beholders. The Corniches of the Feet were made after 
the form of a Lily 3 the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table, and the 
Stalk ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight. The Baſe of the ſame was an hand's breadth( 
large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part. The breadth thereof was cighr Fingers, 
on which all the Plate of the Feet was ftaied ; and on every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanſhip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with clnfters of Grape 
io made to the life, that they ſeemed to be Grapes indeed. For the whole was fofub. 
tile and delicate, that when the Wind blew, the Workmanſhip waved and was car- 
ricd up and down} fo that it ſeemed that theſe Fruits were rather natura}, than counter. 
tened by Art, The Work was made after a new Faſhion, as if it conſiſted of three 
Piecesz and notwithſtanding it was fo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the Seams 
and Joynts might not any ways be ſeen : The thickneſs of the Table was no leſs than half 
a Cubit. | 
See here what this was, which the King preſented ; wherein the price of the Stuff, th 
diverſity and beauty of the Workmanſhip, and the excellency of the Engraving was very 
cxccllent z ſo that the richneſs of the Materials, and the great variety of Ornamentsd 
this Magnificent Preſent,made it evident, that though this great Prince could not, for the 
reaſons before-mentioned, make this Table larger than the former, yet he ſpared no 
Charges to make it ſurpaſs it in all other reſpe&s. He gave beſides this, two Velels 
Gold, ſcaled trom the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup ; and befides that, inrichet 
with divers precious Stones curiouſly inchaſted. And in the midſt of them there wa 
a Labyrinth a Cubir high, made of all forts of precious Stones, and at the Foot there 
Two Silver Of were engraven Spires, after the manner of. Twigs, and faſt by them a certain FoldL 
ſtanding Hhke unto a Net, made in oval faſhion, that aſcended even unto the brims. The midlt

He cauſed allo ihurty 
Ewers to be made, in which all the Gold that was not covered with precious Stones, Was 
thadowed with Ivy Leaves, and Vine Branches moſt curioully engraven : And all theſe 
things were not cnly curjouſly wrought by the wonderful cunning of the workmen 3 but |

he cauſed divers goodly Lodgings to be athigned them under the Caſtle. 

Nicanor likewiſe, who had the charge to entertain ({trangers, commanded Dvrothers 
(who was ordinarily imployed in the ſame) to prepare for every one of them ſuch 
things, as were neceſlary for their Diet and Entertainment. ; For ſo was it ordained 
by the King, that in every City, there ſhould be a Commillary appointed to provide 
for Foreigners that ſhould come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ac- 
cording to their own Cuſtoms: Intending thereby, that their Entertainment ſhould be 
the more agreeable unto them, and that they might be the leſs tired with Foreign Novel- 
ties This Cuſtom of his was put in practice at this time by Dorothews's Care and exatt 
Diligence, whoin his own Perſon diſpoſed all that which was neceſlary for that Hoſpi- 
tality, He prepared two places to Banquet in, in two ſeveral parts ( according-as the 
King had coinmanded him) ſo that ſome of them might fit on cither fide of him and 
the reſt might be placed near unto his Table, omitting nothing of that which concerned 
their honour, When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded: Dorothews 
to entertain them as he was wont to do thoſe who repaired unto hjs Court from Jude. 
Hereupon he diſmiſſed the Egyptian Prieſt, and others that were wont to.make the or-

metrius aſlembled all the Jews in that place where the Law had been tranſlated, any 
cauſed it to be read over in the preſence of the Interpreters themſelves. Which done, 
the Aſſembly approved the Expoſition of the Interpretersz and praiſed Demetrin., by 
whoſe ſuggeſtions they enjoyed ſo great a good. They requeſted likewiſe that thisFx. 
poſition ſhould be peruſed and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After this, 
both the Prieſt, the Elders, the Interpreters, and the Magiſtrates of the People required, 
that ſince this Tranſlation was ſo happily atchieved, it might remain unaltered 3 {to that 
no jot thereot might be changed. 

Which reſolution being allowed by all Men, it was ordered, that if any Man perceived 
any thing in that Tranſlation, which was either exuberant or deficient, he ſhould conſider 
thereupon and give notice thereof, to the end it might becorrected 3 dealing herein y:r; 
diſcreetly, to the end that that which had once been adjudged good, ſhould continuc 
inviolable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, ſecing his endeavours and 
purpoſe in that behalf ſo happily and profitably finiſhed ; but above all things, he took 
pleaſure in reading the Law, admiring at the profound Wiſdom of the Law-maker, a4 
began to queſtion with Demetrivs, by what means it came to paſs, that neither any Poet 
nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Law,notwithſtanding that in it felt it wa) 
ſo admirable.

Moreover, he was certified by a Viſion that appeared unto hi in 
Moe his. {leep, that this inconvenience befel him, becauſe he had too curioully ſearched into 
Sacred and Divine matters, and had intended to communicate the ſame unto prophane 
and wicked Men, from which enterprize when he had defiſted, he recovered his right wits 
again, He likewiſe infinuated further, that Theodeſtes the Tragick Poet, intending to 
make mention in ſome of his Poems of a certain Hiſtory written 1n the ſacred Scriptures, 
was ſ{trucken blindz and acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceed from his audacious 
preſumption, he was reſtored to his ſight after he had appeaſed God's diſpleaſure. 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him, he proſtrated himſelf on therEarth,and commanded that the Books ſhould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue free from corruption.

ccivedagainſt them 5 and in hike manner had no regard to the requeſt of twofo puiſlant 
Citics,as Alexandria and Antioch : wherefore they granted nothing in favour of them, nor 
ordained any thing to the prejudice of thoſe whom they had overcome 1n War, ſo as to 
aboliſh one jot of thoſe Priviledges which they had in times paſt ; but ſaid that they that 
hadrefiſted them by Arms,and who had been overcome,wereſufficiently puniſhed for their 


toadore the ſame gods which the 1onjars wockhipped : When therefore this matter wa 
referred to the determination of the Judges, the Fews had the better, and obtained the li 


obſtinacy : and as touching thoſe that had not committed any offence, they ſaw no reaſon 
to deprive them of their Rights and Priviledges. We know likewiſe,that Marcxs Agrippa 
was of the ſame opinion touching the Jews. For whereas the Jorians were ſeditioully bent 
againſt them, and beſought Agrippa, that it might be only lawful for them to make uſe of 
the Priviledges which Antiochus Scleucns's Nephew (whom the Creeks intituled by the name 
of God ) had given them 3 requiring,that if the Jews wereof their Blood, they might be tied

berty to live according to their own Laws and Cuſtoms: and he that at this time pleaded 
their cauſe, was Nicholas Damaſeene. For Agrippa pronounced, That it was unlawful for thenz 


toimovate any thing. And if any Man delire to have a more exact knowledge hereof, let 
him read the 123 and 24 Book of the Hiſtories of Nicholas. Neither ought this judgment 
of Agrippa's, to ſeem in any ſort ſtrange ; for at that time- our Nation had not by any 
M Wars procured the-Romrars diſpleaſure.

He took Samariz 
Allo; which when the Fews perceived, they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord

LE »u(o5 that is to ſay, twenty thouſand Sicles of Silver, and for fine Flour, according to il, 
1...» # the place, one thouſand four hundred and ſixty Meaſures of Wheat, and three hund: 
ſeventy and frve Meaſures of Salt. And my will is, that all theſe things that are aboy: 
nar. d, be delivered unto them according to the form of our Ordinance, We likewiſe commanl, 
that the work of the Temple be finiſhed with the Galleries, and other neceſſary Buildings; and 
that all tle Timber be brought out of Judea and other places, and eſpecially out of Libanu, 
without any Tax or Tallage;, which exemption alſo ſhall take effet in all ther neceſſaries thi 
are requiſite towards the reparation of ſo famous a Temple, My pleaſure likewiſe is, that dl 
they of the ſame Nation govern their State according to their own Laws. Let the ani 
Prieſts and Scribes of the Temple alſo, and the ſinging Men be freed from all Taxations, thi 
are payed by the Poll, and the Tributes of the Crown, and all other whatſoever, And to ile 
end that the City may be the. ſooner built, I grant unto all them that inhabit the ſame at this 
preſent, 'or that hereafter tranſport themſelves thither within the Month of Ofober, tin 
habit the ſame with exemption from all Charges for three Years ſpace, We forgive then 
moreover the third part of their Tributes, to the intent they may recover their loſſes. We 
wil alſo that thoſe Citizen th have beer forcibly led from thence into ſervitude, be ſet at li 
berty, both they thciajelves, and alſo thoſe that are of their Alliance , commanding their Goods 
to be reſtored unto them, Farewell.

Thas who» F 
foever ſhould not objerve theſe Laws be jhoul4 pay three thouſand Drachms of Silver unto the 
Prieſts, Furthermore, to expreſ« his Piety and Fidelity towards ws, at ſuch time as he heard 
of the troubles that happened in Phrygia and Lydia, he wrote alſo unto Teuxis Governour 
of one of the higher Pr. vinces, and his intire Friend, commanding him to ſend certain of 0 
Nation from babylon to Phrygia, writing unto him unto this effect,

Underſtanding that thoſe of Lydia and Phrygia are newly fallen into Rebellion, 1 have

ſronl4 be ſent thitker 5 all which ſhould be drawn out of Meſopotamia and Babylon, to plant which he ma- 
tlexr ir Gariſons, and places of ſecurity, For I am perſuaded of their good AﬀeFion and Zeal kh bonou- 
towards us, both in reſpect of their Devotion towards God, as alſo from the Teſtimony which our pens 1g 
P;. deceſſors have given them, namely, that they are faithful, and ready to execute that wherein Jews. 
ilcy are employed. Moreover, it is our pleaſure, that notwithſtanding all difficulties, you cauſe 
them to paſs thither, and permit them to live according to their own Laws, Now when they 
all arrive in that place, thou ſhalt beſtow on every one of them ground to build them Houſes 
on, with ſufficient Lands both for Tillage, and to plant their Vineyards in: for which they ſhall 
pay no Tribute for ten years | ob : aud during ſuch time as they may gather of their own for 
their ſuſtenance, they ſhall be allowed their proviſion of Corn for themſelves, and their Ser- 
warts, Onr will is alſo, that they who ſhall be employed on neceſſary Affairs, be ſufficiently 
provided of that they need, to the intent that being ſo bountifully dealt withal by us, they 
may jhew themſelves the more Aﬀetionate in that which concerneth us. Thon ſhalt give order 
alio to the uttermoſt of thy power, that this Nation be no ways oppreſſed,.or injured by any 
Farewell.

the Jews. After this, Antiochis contratted an Alliance and Friendſhip with Ptolozy, Friendibip 
who gave him his Laughter Cleopatra in Marriage, and aſiigned him for her Dowry A 


Celofyria, Samaria, Judea, and Phenicia; and becauſe theſe two Kings divided the Tri- Fr2/ony. 
butes berween them, the chicteſt in Authority in every Province, collefted from their 
Country, and paid the Sum agreed upon to the King's Treaſury. 

At that time the Samaritans putted up with their Proſperity, vexed the Jews, ſpoiling The Samari- 
their Country, and leading them away Priſoners by torce. This hapned under the High- #«n- mcleſt 
Prieſt Onias. For after the deceaſe of Eleazar, Manaſſes his Uncle obtained the Prieſthood, a or 

L and after the death oft Maraſſes, Orias the Son of Simon, firnamed the Juſt, enjoyed this fin, cap. 4. 
Dignity. Sizz0x was Brother to Eleazar, as I have heretofore related. 'This Onias was of 97/7 me , 
no great capacity, and withal was very covetousz by which means he failed to pay the ecrationd : 
twenty Talents of Silver which bis Predeceflors were wont to pay to the Kings gf Egypt *b< King of 
of that Tributc which the People paid unto him. 'Whereupon Piolomy Evergetes, the —_— = 
Father ot Philopater, was grievouſly incenſed againſt him 3 fo as he ſent an Ambaſlador his Tribure. 
to Jeruſalem to accuſe him, becauſe he failed to pay his accuſtamed Tribute, threatning 
him, that if henceforth he received it not, he would dividethe Country amongſt his 
Soldiers, and ſend them to inhabit it. When the Jews heard this they were much trou- 
bicd; but Oias was no whit moved thereby, becauſe he was wholly given over to co-

King of Egypt, gets the Favour of that Prince, and raiſeth a very conſiderable Fortuy, 
for himſelf. © Hircanus, the Son of Joleph, becomes a great Favourite of Ptolomy, The 
Death of Joſeph. 


Ut a certain Man call'd Joſeph, the Son of Tobias and of Onias Siſter, who was the 
3 High-Prieſt,being young in years, (but honoured in Fer»ſaler tor his Wiſdom, Fore. 
ſight and Juſtice, having certain notice by his Mother of the arrival of this Ambaſſador, 
came unto the City (for he had been abſent in the Village of Phicala, where he was born) z 
and ſharply reproved Orias his Uncle on the Mothers fide, becauſe he did not any way; 
provide for the ſecurity of his Country, but ſought to draw his Countrymen into a ge. 
neral hazard, in that he retained in his Hands that Money which was levied for the Tri. 
bute, whercby hetold him, rhat he had obtained the Government over the People, and 
purchaſed the High-Prieſthood. And that it he were fo bewitched with Money, that for 
the love of it, he could have the patience to ſee his Countrymen m hazard, and behoid 
his Citizens ſuffer all that which Cruelty could inflict upon them, he adviſed him to repair 
to the King.,and to require him to beſtow the whole or the halt of the Tribute upon him, 
Herennto Orias anſwer?d, That he would no more execute the Government 5, and that if i 
was poiſible for him, he was ready to give over the Prieſthood, rather than repair unto tl:( 
King. Whereupon Foſeph asked him, If he would permit hin, inthe Peoples behalf, to 
Ambaſſador to Ptolomy. Whereunto Onias anſwer'd, That he gave him leave. Upon this 
occaſion Joſeph went up into the Temple, and ſummoned the People to a general Aſlem- 
bly, exhorting them to be no ways troubled, and to conceive no fear through the ney. 
ligence of his Uncle Onias, wiſhing them to be of good Courage,and promiſing themtha 
he himſelf would go Ambaſſador unto the King, and faithfully plead their Cauſe before 
him, and perſuade him that they had commuted no inſolent neglect or contempt againi 
his Majeſty ; which when the People underſtood,they gave Foſeph hearty thanks, -Where- 
upon he preſently came down from the Temple, and honourably entertained the Ambaſ- 
ſadors that came from Ptolomy, and having preſented them with gifts of great value, andD 
fealted them magnificently for many days, he ſent them back to their Prince ; aſſuring 
them, that he would in Perſon follow them. And the rather was he incited -to this 
Journey, becauſe the Ambaſſador had perſwaded him to come into Egypt, under ſich 
a{lurance, that he would obtain all his requeſts at Proloxry's hands ; the rather, for that he 
was won with the young Man's free Spirit and 'noble Entertainment. 

As ſoon as the Ambaſlador returned into Egypt, he certified the King of Orzas's Ingra- 
titude, and Joſeph's Humanity 3 certifying him, that he would come in Perſon to entreat 
Pardon for the People for that Offence they had committed againſt him 3 and the rather, 
for that he was in eſpecial Authority among the People 3 and he fo far enlarged himlclt 
in the Praiſe of Joſeph, that both the King and Queen Cleopatra had a good opinion of E 
him, although he was yet abſent. But Joſeph ſent unto Samaria to his Friends, and 
borrow'd Money, making preparation tor his Voyage. Having therefore furniſhed him- 
ſelf with Apparel, Veſlels and Horſes, and with almoſt twenty thouſand Drachms, he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributes for the King was accuſtomed every year to ſell them to 
theMen of moſt reſpect in every City : Theſe meeting with Joſeph on the way, begant0 
mock at his Baſeneſs and Poverty. But when he came to Alexandria, and had intelligence 
that the King was at Mexphs, he fet forward, and went out to meet him. When therc- 
forc the King, accompanied with the Queen, and Atherion his Friend, who had diſcharged F 
the place of Ambaſlador in Jeruſalem, came riding in his Chariot 3 Athenion ( who had 
been honourably entertained by Joſeph ) perceiving him upon the way, certified the 
King that it was he of whom iN. {(poken upon his return from Jeruſalex ; proteſting 


on his behalf, that he was a virous and honourable young Man. Whereupon Ptolo- 

my received him with more KinEneſs than the reſt, and made him come up into his 
Chariot 3 where he was no ſoonef ſcated, but the King began to accuſe Orias tor what 

he had committed. But Foſeph taid unto him, Pardox him, O King, and have reſpect to 

his old Age. For you know that ordinarily old Men and young Children have one and the 
ſame underſtanding ;, but from onr ſelves who are young, you ſhall have what you pleaſe to 
require, without any pretext or cauſe of diſcontent, C 
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This wiſe anſwer increaſed the affection which the King had alrcady conceived for Ry 
him 3 whercupon he commanded that he ſhould be lodged in his own Palace, x 
daily he ſhould accompany hint at his Table. 

As ſoon as the King came back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Joſeph ſitting 
near unto the King, were diſpleaſed 5 and the day drawing near whercin they were to 
know what they ſhould pay for their Tribute, they that were of the greateſt quality in 
their Country farmed 1t 3 ſo that the Tributes of Celoſpria, Phenicia, Judea, and Sama- 
ri4, amounted together to erght thouland Talents. Whereupon Joſeph ariſing, blamed 
the Farmers, becauſe they had deſigned amongſt themſelves to beat down the pricc of the 
Tributes, promiſing to give double 3 and that he would likewiſe return the forfcitures 

« that were levied upon the Goods of ſuch as offended 5 which were farmed togethcr 
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with the Tributes. The King gave ear to this diſcourſe of his with great content, and The Tribures 


ſaid, that he approved the ſale of theſe Tributes unto Joſeph, who would hereby ſo conſrderably 
augment his Revenue. When therefore he was asked whether he could give Surety 2 h 
made him anſwer with great confidence: O King (faid he) I will give thee ſuch Pledges 
4s are both worthy and honourable, and ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt. When therefore the 
King deſired him to produce them 3 [ wil (faid he) O King, preſent thee for Sureties, thy 
ſelf and the Yueen thy Wife, that one of you may be Surety for me to the other. Ptolomy (mi- 
ling hereat, granted him the farm of the Tribate, without farther Surety, This favour 
of his diſpleated thoſe Governours of the Cities that were come into Egypt, in that they 
r (aw themſelves contemned and conſtramed to return with ſhame unto their Houſes. 
But Joſeph obtained 2000 Footmen from the King , that he might by their aſliſtance 
levy the Tribute from thoſe Cities, who were negligent in their payments : And after 
he had borrowed five hundred Talents of the King's Friends in Alexandria, he departed 
into Syria, 
ks foon as he came to Aſcalon, he demanded the payment of the Tribute at the Citi- 
zens hands, which they not only retuſed, but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words. Whereupon laying hold on about twenty of the principal among them, he 
putthem to death z and having gathered their Subſtances together, he ſent the King ſome 
thouſand Talents, certifying him of that which he had done. Prolowy admiring, at his 
Wiſdom, and approving what he had done, permitted him to diſpolc of all things at 


him willingly, and payed him their Tributes. Whereas alſo the Scythopolitanes contuma- 


therefore he had gathered much Silver, and made great gains of the farting of the Tri- 
butes, to the intent he might eſtabliſh and make his power of longer continuance, he li- 
berally emploied his gains, conſidering with himſelf, that it was a part of Wiſdom to 
ſecure his good Fortune, by thoſe Riches which himſelf had gotten : For he ſent many 
Preſents both tothe King and Queen, and gaveliberally to their Friends and Favourites, 
and to all thoſe which had any Authority or Credit in the Court, that he might win and 
bind them unto him by his Benevolence. And in this Felicity continued he twenty two 
years; during which time he was the Father of ſeven Children by one Wife; and of 
another called Hircanus, by another Wite,who was the Daughter of his Brother Solymins, 
whom he married upon this occaſion.

Going once to Alexandria ih the company of his Brother ( who carried with him his 7oeph's 


Daughter already marriageable, intending to beſtow her upon ſome Few of good quali- 
ty) whilſt he ſat at Meat with the King, a fair Damſel coming into the Room danced fo 
well that he gained the Heart of Joſeph, whereupon, he told his Brother of it, praying 
N him, fince by the Laws of their Country it was forbidden to a Jew to marry a ſtranger, 
that he would hide his fault, and be an athſtant unto him, that he night procure her for 
his Miſtrik, His Brother promiſed him his aſliſtance, and in the mean time he dreſs'd 
up his own Daughter, and brought her, by night, unto his Bed 3 whereupon he lay wit!: 
her (not knowing who ſhe was, becauſe he had drunk over-much) and had her company. 
His Love ſtill increaſed, and not knowing how to conquer his Paſlien, he told his Brother 
that he feared the King would not beſtow this Damſel on him. His Brother told him 
that he needed not trouble himſelf, promiſing that he ſhould enjoy her whom he loved, 
and that already ſhe was his Wife; letting him know the whole contrivance, and how 
he had rather wrong his own Daughter than ſo ſuffer his Brother to fall into diſhonour. 
0 Atter that Joſeph hat commended the kind and natural Aﬀe&tion of his Brother tow ards

Whereas Foſeph was defirous to knoy 
which of his Children had the ripeſt Judgment, and Underſtanding 3 he ſent them one 
after another to thoſe Maſters, who were moſt renowned for Science in that time hy: 
all of them returned back unto him rude, and illiterate, becauſe they were negligent anq 
idle. Wherenpon he ſent'Hircanus the youngeſt of them into a defart place, diſtant from 
the high-way ſome ſeven days journey, and gave him with him three hundred couple of 
Oxen, to ſow the Ground in that barren place, concealing trom him the Yokes that ſhoylq 
couple them together. 

When therefore he came unto the place, and perceived that the Yokes were miſſin 
he asked advice of ſome of the husbandmen 3 who counſelled him to fend ſome one back 
unto his Father to fetch the Conples. But he ſuppoſing he ought not to loſe ſo much 
time as would be ſpent in ſending back: a Meſſenger, he made ufe of a contrivance which 
ſeemed much beyond his years.' For he cauſed ten couple of the Oxen to be {lain, ang 
diſtributed the Fleſh amongſt his workmen, and made them cut the Skins, and faſhion 
Couples thereof, and having yoked his Oxen,' he cauſed the Land to be mannred,accord. 
ing to his Fathers direftion; and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon hy 
loved him the more intirely, by reaſon of his Wiſdom and the ſubtlety of his Under. 
ſtanding z and eſteemed him as if he had no other Child but him alone, but this in. 
creaſed the malice and envy of his Brothers. 

When news was brought unto Joſeph, that about that time King Ptolomy was bleſſed 
with a young Son, and how all the chiefeſt Lords of Syria, and the Countries unde; 
his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great Pomp to celebrate the Birth-day of the 
King's Son he being of himſclf unable ( by reaſon of his age ) to go thither, he aske 
his Children, whether any one of them would go and compliment the King. When 
therefore the elde(t Sons had excuſed themſelves, and refuſed to undertake the Journey, 
pretending they were unfit to perform the Meſlage, and underſtood not the manner of 
living at Court, all of them adviſing that their Brother Hircams might be tent : Joſh 
was well pleaſed thereat, and calling for Hircarns, asked him it he would go to King 


Ptolomy; he promiſed to undertake the Journey, and told his Father he needed no grea)) 


ſum of Money to perform it, becauſe he ſhould travel fragally, and content himſelf for 
the whole expence with ten thouſand Drachms. FJoſeph was very glad to hear of his Son; 
Prudence; and after Hircan#s had kept filence tor a while he adviſed his Father, that 
he ſhould not preſent the King with any thing out of J#dea, but that he ſhould write 
unto his Faftor in Alexandria, commanding him to deliver fuch ſumms of Money as he 
thought convenient, to buy that which he found to be molt Magnificent and of bel 
eſteem in the City. Foſeph imagining that perhaps he would imploy about ten Talents 
in Preſents, and approving of his Son's Connſel, wrote unto his Factor Arioz (who had 
the uſe of almoſt three thouſand Talents of his in Alexandria. ) For gathering up his 


Moncy in Syria, he was wont to ſend it thither 3 and as oft as the prefixt time cameE 


whercin the King's Tributes were to be paid, he commanded Arion to pay them. Having 
therefore Letters of Credit unto him, he went towards Alexandria, Whereupon his 
Brethren wrote preſently unto all the King's Friends, that by ſome Means they would 
make him away. 

As ſoon as he was arrived in Alexandria,and had delivered his Father's Letters to Arior: 
Arion asked him how many Talents he would have? hoping that he would defire but ten, 
or thereabout z but when -Hircanus had told him ye had need of a thouſand, he waxed 
wroth, and reproved him for his Prodigality, telling him how his Father had gathered 
his Goods with much Labour and Frugality, and refuling to give it him, he prayed him 


to imitate his. Father's example 3 and in a word he told him, that he would deliver | 


him no more than ten Talents; and that for no other uſe,than to buy Preſents for the King. 
Whereupen Hircanus was offended and cauſed Arior to be kept in Priſon. Whereof his 
Wife informed Queen Cleopatra, and deſired her that the young Man might be chaſtiſed 
for his inſolence (for Arion was in great eſteem with the Queen, ſo that ſhe acquainted 
the King with the matter. ) Whereupon Ptolomy ſent for Hircanus, and faid unto him 


That he marvelled, that being: ſent unto him by his Father, he had not as yet viſeted hims, and 


beſiles, that he had committed his Father's Agent to Priſon; he therefore commanded him t0 
yield hiz a reaſon thereof, Whereunto he anſwered, that there was a Law among the Jv

a Talent by the Pole. At this unexpected Magnificence, all Men wcre amazed : But be- 
lides this, he gave Gifts of divers Talents to the King, and Queens Favourites and Ser- 
vants, and their Attendants 3 whereby he ſecured himſelf trom the danger that might 
fall upon him by their means. For the Brothers of Hircanzs had writtun unto them ro 
murther him. Prolomy was much pleaſed with the great Magnihcence of this young 
M Man, and bid him ask whatſcever he pleated at his hands. But he required no other 

thing, but that it would pleaſe the King to recommend him, by his Letters, to his Father

them and the Greeks 3 and neglecting all the Ordinances and Cuſtoms of their own Coun- 
try, they conform'd themſelves to the Behaviour and Manners of ottffer Nations. 4-ti9- 
c<us having all things in his Kingdom according to his Heart's Deſire, refolv'd to make 
War upon Egypt : He contemned Ptolomy's Sons age (who were not as yet capable to ma- 
nage their Atfairs.) Arriving there near to Pelyſpym with a great Power, he circumven- 
ted, by a ſtratagem, the young Ptolomy Philometor, and ſubdu'd Egypt : For attcr he had 
beſieged Memphis, and taken it, he came to Alexandria,with an intent to beſiege the City, - tochys = 
and to lay hold on the King, who was therein.

Hem that King Artiochxs was return'd out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- ,.;....... 
mans had forſaken that Country , he led his Army againlt Jerzſalem: , and en- tering 7eruſ 
camped before the City, and took 1t by furrender, the Gates of the City being ſer open on DIY 
unto him by thoſe of his Faction ; which bapned 1n the 143 year ſince the beginning of” "iP 
the Reign of Sclenc#s, When he faw himſelf Lord and Maſter of Fernſalem, he {lew 
vers of the contrary Faction ; and after he had gather'd together many great and rich 
polls, he return'd back to Artioch. Two years after, in the 145 year of the Reign of 
that Family, on the 2 5th Day of that Month which we call Chaſlex, and the Macedons Apel- 
les, the Romans December, in the 153 Olympiad, he return'd again to Fernſalem ; at 
Which time, he ſpared not them who gave him peaceable entrance, and opened the 
Gates. But his inſatiable Avarice tranſported him ſo far, that he teared not to violate 
ine Temple, and to ſpoil it ofall thoſe Riches which he knew to be there laid upz being 
no leſs inſolent towards his Friend, than to the Offender ; he ſparcd neither. For having 
leen what quantiry of Gold was in the Temple, and how great a number of Preſents and 
Precious Ornaments were there laid up, he was ſo covctous, that he brake and viola- 
caall Covenants and Conditions. After therefore he had ſpoiled the Temple, and car- 
ned away the Vellels dedicated unto God, the golden Candleſtick, the golden Altar, the 
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FAS Tc of the Shew-bread, the Centers, and pulled down the Curtains made of fine Ling,

him Battel : and ſeeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, (both by | 


reaſon of their inequality of number, as alſo becauſe they were faint by faſting a long 
time) he encourag'd them, ſaying, That the means to obtain Vicory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, conſiſted not in the greatneſs of their number, but in their dependance 
upon God : whereof they had a moſt eminent example in their Forefathers, who had oftentimes 
defeated with a ſmall number of Men, divers thouſands of their Enemies, becauſe they fought 
for tha defence of their Laws, and for their Children : for the greateſt power, ( (aid he ) that # 
Man can have, is to be innocent, and without offence. By theſe words, perſuaded he his Sol- 
diers, ſo that without any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together ran 
upen Seron, and encountring with him, they diſcomfited the Syrians. For their Chieftan 
being (lain, all the reſt betook themſelves to flight, in which thing only conſiſted the fafe- 
ty of their lives. Judas therefore purſuing them as far as the Campaign, flew about 5cs 
of them.

Hen King Antiochus heard theſe things, he was much diſpleas'd at that which had qrrixharspre-

1 mercenary I{landers, he prepar'd himſelf to invade Jud2a about the Spring-time. But ENS 
after the muſter of his Army, when he found that his Treaſure tail'd him, and that he was 
in great ſcarcity of money, (for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becauſe the Nations 
were rebellious) being likewiſe in his own Nature, a Man of great and magnificent Spirit, 
which put him upon great Expences, he reſolv'd firſt of all tO go into Perſia, to gather 
his Tributes. He therefore lett the charge of his Atfairs with Ly/as, (a Man very much Antichut 
eſteem'd by him, and one that govern'dall the Country trom Eupzrates, as far as the Bor- jAhiecyn, 
ders of Egypt, and the lower Aſfra) ging him likewiſe a part of his Army, and {ome of his Provinces,aud 
Elephants. To him had the King given charge to ſee his Son Amniiochns carctully train'd CE: 
up, unti] his return commanding him exprelly, That when he had conquer'd Jadza, he ch in Per 
ſhould make the Inhabitants thereof his Slaves, and fell then to thoſe that world give mojt, and ſid. 
deroy Jeruſalem, aud utterly abohſh that Race, The King having given this charge to 
Lyſ:5, led forth his Army towards the Country of Perjza, in the 147 year: And after 
he had paſſed Exphrates, he march'd onward toward the upper Provinces. 

Lyſias choſe Ptolomy the Son of Dorymeris, Nicaznor, and Gorgias, (Men of great Power 
and Authority amongſt the King's Friends) and gave them 40coo Footmen, and 70co 
Horſemen, to invade Fewry. Who marching as far as the City of Emavs, encamp'd in the 
Plain near unto it, and ſtrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syria, and the 
Countries thereabouts, and with divers Jews alſo who were Apoſtates. There came alſo 
L certain Merchants with them, with an intent to buy thoſe that ſhould be taken Priſoners, 
bringing Gives with them, to manacle thoſe that ſhould be captivated, and moncy to pay 
for them, 

When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the Enemy, he encourag'd the Sol- ze 0 uf 
diers,cxhorting them to repoſe their confidence and hope of Victory in God, willing them fn cap. 1s. 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law z and that cloathing themſelves in pong _ Mi. 
ſackcloth, they ſhould humble themſelves according to their accuſtomed manner in ſuch cawr's war in 
extreme Dangers, and -call upon God with Supplications and Prayers; and that in fo do- _ 
ing, God would have compaſiion on them, and give them power to ſtand againſt their 
Enemies, and put them to flight. When theretore he had order'd his Battel according to 
the Cuſtom of his Country,by thouſands and hundreds,and ſent away thoſe that were new- 
ly married, and ſuch as had newly bought Poſlcſhions, leſt the love of their Wives or 
Eſtates ſhould abate ſomething of their Courage, he ſtood up in the midſt of them, and 
exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, in theſe, or ſuch-like words: 

My Conntry-men and Companions, never have we hitherto ha any occaſion more neceſſary, Judas's Orati- 
wherein we onght to ſhew our Courage, and contemmn onr Dangers, than at this preſent. For at ; 6 ty Sob- 
this time, if "you fight conragiouſly, you may recover your liberty  wiich of it ſelf is ſo acceptable "ou 
unto you all, and ought the rather to be deſired, becauſe thereby you will enjoy the free exerciſe of 
your Religion. As therefore you ſhall behave your ſelves at this time, you may obtain the Viory, 
and enjoy a happy Life, (which conſiſteth iu living according to our Laws and ancient Cuſtoms ) 
but if you prove Cowards, you are to expe nothing leſs than the extremeſt Infamy, and the ut- 
ter extermination of all your Race. Think therefore with your ſelves, that if you fight not, you 
muſt die and, on the other fide, aſſure your ſelves, that in fighting for your Liberty, for your 
Laws, and for Piety, you ſhall obtain immortal Glory. Prepare your ſelves therefore, that to 
morrow morning yoit may give your Enemies battel, Thus ſpake Ju4as to his Army, to en- 
culrage them. 

Whilſt he wasintent upon the Battel, certain tydings was brought him, that Gorgias i Macha. 4, 
was {ent with 1000 Horſemen, and 5coo Footmen, to the end that under the conduct of 
ſome Fugitives, he might by night, and when he leaſt ſuſpected him, ſet upon him : Where- 

Upon he reſolv'd the very ſame night to break into the Enemies Army, eſpecially ſince he 
knew that their Forces were divided. Having therefore refreſh'd both himſelf and hi3 
U Army, and left a number of Fires in his Camp, he marched all that night, and ſought our 
the Enemy, who was at Emans.

toinvade Jewry, After that Artiochws's Captains had been diſcomfited ſo many times, 
J:as aitembled the People together, and told them, That after they had obtained ſo many 
a Þ rs FiTories through the mercy of God, it behoved them to go up to Jeruſalem, and to purifie the 
* Temple that was left deſolate, and to offer thoſe Sacrifices ordained by the Law. When he 
came thither with a multitude of People, he found the Temple like a Deſart, and theE 
Gates thereof burnt, and Graſs growing within it 3 ſo great a Deſolation drew Sighs from 
his Heart, and he wept with all thoſe that accompanied him : And having choſen out cer- 
tain of his beſt Soldiers, he commanded them to aflault the Gariſon that were in the For- 
treſs, whiles he himſelf purged the Temple. Which Command of his being exactly and 
reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent for new Veſlels, a Candleſtick, a Table, and Altar of Incenſe, 
all made of Gold. He put alſo Veils or Hangings to the Doors, accuſtomed to be ſpread 
abroad, and made Gates to the Temple. And having thrown down the Altar of Burnt- 
Otterings, which had been prophaned by Artiochxs, he built a new one of all ſorts of 
Stones, neither hewn, nor hammer'd, according to art.

bled for the defeat of ſeveral of his Captains which he ſent againſt the Jews, dyeth for 
Grief. 


T this time Artiochus paſſing through the upper Provinces of his Kingdom, under- Hedio & Ruf- 
ſtood that there was a very wealthy City in Perſa called Elymajs, in which there 3 * + this 
; was a Temple dedicated to Dia, full of all forts of Preſents : wherein alſo he was in- Antixchu de- 
form'd, that the Shield and Cuirafle of Alexander was kept, who was Philip, King of Ma- — (poil 
cedor?'s Son, Hereupon he reſolv'd to make himſelf Maſter of the place, and forthwith i 
beſieg'd it. And the Inhabitants thereof being neither affrighted with his approach, nor Ehmais,and is 
terrif'd with his Siege, made a ſtout reſiſtance, ſo that he failed of his purpoſe. For A as 
they drave him from their City 3 and fallying out upon him, they purſu'd him ſo hotly, tn. 
that he fled þack to Babylon, and loſt a great number of his Men. After this defeat, Om” 
and fruſtration of his hope, news was brought him of the overthrow of his Captains, Hen wich 
whom he had left to War againſt the Jews , and how they of fewry were now the cares falleth 
ſtronger, and had the upper-hand. This trouble ſeconding his former diſcontent, touch- Pkdins Py 
xd him ſo nearly, that he fell ſick ; and his diſeaſe, aggravated with other accidents, in- galpolitane of 
creaſing, he knew well that he ſhould die: and therefore he call'd for his moſt familiar pode bo 
friends, and told them, That his ſickneſs was violent and deſperate, and that he deſerv'd this jickness, 
afftiFion, becauſe he had perſecuted the people of the Jews, and deftroyed their Temple, com- 
mitted horrid Sacriledge, and contenmed that God which they adored: And whilſt he thus 
ſpake unto them, he gave up the Ghoſt. So that I wonder at Polybizs the Megalopolitane, 
(who is in other things a good Hiſtorian ) who writeth, That Artiochws died, becauſe 
he would have ſpoiled the Temple of Dia in the Country of Perſ#a. For fince he had 
only intended to commit Sacriledge, but had not effefted it, he merited not to ſuffer 
puniſhment for it. And if it ſcemeth good unto Polybixs, that Artiochus was puniſhed by 
;, death upon this occaſion 3 it is far more likely to be true, rhat his death befel him for the 
Sacriledge he had committed in the Temple of Jer»ſalezz, But our purpoſe is not to ar- 
gue againſt thoſe that maintain that Polybixs's reaſons are of greater truth and conſe- 


quence than ours are.

But King Alexander having gathered great Forces, as well of ſtrange and hired Soldi- 
Q ers, as of thoſe who in Syria had revolted from Demetrius, led forth his whole Army 
againſt the Enemy and after the Enfigns were diſplayed, and the onſet given, the left

Onias the Son of Onias the High-Prieſt, builds a Temple in Egypt, of the ſame Form with 
that at Jeruſalem. A contention between the Jews and the Samaritans, before Ptolemy 
Philometor, King of Egypt, concerning the Temple of Jeruſalem, and that of Garizim 
The Samaritans loſe the cauſe. 


L') Country, lived in Alexandria, with Ptolemy Philometor, as we have heretofore de. 


Cleopatra, by Letters, That it might be lawful for him to build a Templein Egypt, reſem. 


Priefts in jt of his own Kindred : And hereunto was he eſpecially moved, by a certain 
Prophecy of Iſaiah, who more than 600 years before, had foretold that a Temple ſhould 
be aſluredly built in Egypt, in honour of Almighty God, by a Jew. Being therefore en- 
conraged by this Prediction, he wrote a Letter to Ptolemy and Cleopatra, to this effe, 


During the time that I was employed in your Wars, and by God's favourable aſſiſtance have D 
done you many ſervices, T have viſited Caeloſyria and Phoenicia, and have been in the City of 
Leontopolis ( which is in the Territories of uy +a} I have alſo viſited divers other 
places, wherein the Jews have built Temples, without obſerving thoſe Rules that are neceſſary up- 
on ſuch an occaſion, which is the cauſe that they agree not among themſelves : As alſo the like 
hath hapned among the Egyptians, through the multitude of Temples, and the great diverſity 
of Religions. And having found out a very convenient place near a Caſtle called Bubaſtis in 
the Plain, where there is ſtore of all ſorts of Materials for Building, and Cattel fit for Sacrifice 
I beſeech you that it may be lawful for me to purifie the Temple that is ruinated in that place, 
and dedicated to no ſacred power : And that in ſtead thereof, to ere a Temple in honour of Al- 
mighty God, according to the form and RS of that Temple which is at Jeruſalem, where L 
we ſhall pray for the Preſervation and Proſperity both of your ſelf, your Queen, and Children, 
And this will certainly unite all the Jews within the Kingdom of Egypt, for they will all in 
this place aſſemble to celebrate the Praiſes of God, according as it hath been foretold by the Pre- 
phet Ifaias, There ſhall be (/aith he ) a Temple for our Lord God in Egypt. Many other 
things alſo hath he foretold touching this place, 


This is the ſubſtance of that which Onias wrote unto King Ptolexty. And by his at- 
{wer which he made hereunto, a Man may eafily conjecture what Piety was both in him, 
and Cleopatra his Siſter, and Wife. For they have returned the fin and tranſprefſion of MM \ 
the Law, which through this means fell upon Or7ass head, by this anſwer that enſueth.

But the Jews of 
Alexan1ria were much difpleaſed wich them that had drawn the preheminence of the 

x Temple at Jerſalez: into queſtion, and were highly diſcontent, that a Temple fo ancient 

' and tamous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured through the whole World, ſhould be fo diſva- 
raged. When therefore the day of Audience was come, Sabbers and 1heodoſens fatfered * 
Andronichus to ſpeak firſt z who began to prove the Lawfulncfs, Holinefs, and Religion 
of the Temple in Jeruſalem out of the Law 3 and by the ſucceſſive Government ot the 
High Pricſts, who from Father to Son, and from Hand tc Hand, had received this honour; 
thercin alledging, That all the Kings of Aſa had honoured the Majcelty of that place 
with Preſents and rich Oblations 3 whereas neither in the record of Men, nor courſe of 
Antiquity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eſtimation. Hereunto he added 
ſuch other reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Feruſalem was built accord- 

L ing tothe Ordinance of ape, and cauſed him to adjudge Sabbens and Thedoſins to death. 
This way ſuffice to have ſpoken concerning the Ditferences of the Jews of Alexandria, 
and ſuch things as befel them during Ptolemy Philometor's time. 


CHA P. VIL 


Alexander Ballez finding himſelf, by the death of Demetrius, iz the peaceable poſſe(ſion of 
the Realm of Syria , eſponſeth the Daughter of Prolemy Philometor, King of Egypt. 
Great honour is done by Alexander to Jonathan the High-Prieft. . 


M A Fter that Demetrivs was (lain in the Field (as we have already related) Alexander H:4i> t& Rufe- 
[ made himſelf King of Syria, and wrote to Ptolemy Philometor, deliring his Daugh- 3% 2-5. 
ter, the Princeſs Cleopatra, in marriage, telling him, That it was not below his Dignity, to p* nana hog 
contra} Aﬀeinity with him, ſince he had obtained his Father's Empire by the Favour of God,and Kg of S)rias 
bad overcome Demetrius. Ptolemy yielding a willing Ear to his requeſt, wrote back, That £1.1-arra, 
he was very glad that he had recovered his Father's King1om, promiſing him to give him his prolemy's 
Danghter in Marriage 3, aſſuring him, that he would meet hint at Ptolomais, and bring his P*%2Mer: 
Daughter unto him to that place, and there cclebrate the Nuptials. After he had written thcſe 
Letters, Ptolemy made haſte to Ptolomais, and led with him his Daughter Cl-opatra, wi:ere 
meeting with Alexander, (according to their appointment) he dehver'd him his Davgh- 
N ter, and gave her a Dowry, worthy of ſogreat a King. Unto the folemnizing of his 
q Marriage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prielt Jonatiar, commanding him to 
come to him to Ptolomazs. He went thither, and preſented magnificent Preſents to both 
the Kings 3 he was highly honour'd by both, inſomuch as Alexazder conſtrained him to 
put off his ordinary Garments, and to put on a Purple Robe, and after that to fit upon 
a Royal Throne, commanding his Captains to march beforc him through the City, and 
to command by publick Edit, That vo Man ſhoul4 dare to ſpeak any thing againſt hizz, 
nor ver him any cauſe of diſcontent. All which the Captains pertormed 3 fo that they, 
who purpoſely and maliciouſly came thither to accuſe him, ſecing the honour that was 
done unto him by the King, fled away, leſt the miſchiet which they deſigned for him, 
0 ſhould fall upon thcir own heads. This King Alexander loved Forathan ſo intircly, that 
be afforded him the chief place amongſt his deareſt friends.

Wherefore (faid he) 
deceive not thy ſelf, neither hope thou by ſinlking in the Mountains, or depending on thy Force, 
to continue thy Greatneſs z, but if thou truſteſt to thy Power, come down into the Fiel:,, and 
engage with me and my Army in the Plain, to the end that the iſſue of the ViFory may ſhe 
which of us is moſt valiant. Knoweſt thou not, that the chief Nobility of every City bear Arms 
under one, who hath always overcome thy Predeceſſors * Wherefore I challenge thee to meet me in 
that place where we may uſe our Swords, and no Stones and where the vanquiſhed ſhall have ad 
advantage by his flight. Jonathan provoked by this bravade, choſe out 1coco of his heltp 
Soldiers, and departed from Jeruſalem, accompanied with his Brother S$imon.and came ut- 
to Joppa, and encamped without the City, ( becauſe the Citizens had ſhut the Gas 
againſt him ) for they had a Gariſon placed in that place by Apol/onins. But as ſoon 3s 
he prepared to batter the City, the Inhabitants were atraid, leſt he ſhould ſurprize it by 
force, and therefore they opened the Gates. Apo/onins underſtanding that Joppa was 
taken by Jonathan, he took 30co Horſemen, and 8cco Footmen with him, and cameil- 
to Azot 5 whence he departed, leading out his Army with an eafte marth; and arriving at 
Joppa, he retired back 'to draw Jonathan into the Field, putting great confidence in hi 
Horſemen, and grounding his hope of Victory upon tferm. but Joratbar coming torth 
boldly, purſned Apolonins as far as Azot 5 who finding himſelf in the open Country, 
tarned back upon him, and charged him. Jonathan was not at all ſurprized to ſee the 
thouland Horſemen that Apolonins had laid in ambuſh near unto a certain River, to the 
end they might charge the Fews behind, but difpoſed his Army after ſuch a manner, that 
his Soldiers on every fide turned their Faces upon the Enemy 3 commanding his Men to 
detend themſelves on both ſides, fighting with thoſe that aſlailed them either in the Van 
or the Rear. After that the Battel had continued until evening, Jonathan gave his Bro- 
ther $7207 a part of his Forces, charging him to ſet upon the Enemies Battel ; as for 
himſelf, he dr=w his Soldiers into the form of a Battalion reſembling a Tortoiſe, to the 
end that being covered with their Bucklers, joyned the one with the other,they might de- 
tend themſelves againſt the Horſemens Arrows 3 to which all of them were obedient, 
The Enemies Horfemen ſhooting all their Arrows againſt them, did theggp no harm 3 tor 
they pierced not as far asthe Fleſh, but lighting upon the Bucklers (=ncloſed and faſtned 
the one within the other ) they were eaſily beaten back, and born off, and tell down, be- 
ing ſhot all in vain. But when the Enemies were wearied with ſhooting all the day long, 
and that S7#z0z perceiv'd they could charge no further, he ſet upon their Infantry 10 
couragioully, that he put them all to flight. The Horſe of Apo/orins perceiving that 
the Foot were diſordered, grew heartleſs likewiſe; and having loſt the hope they had 
in their Foot, they betook themſelves to flight in great diſorder and confuſion; fo that 

they brake their Ranks of themſelves, and were ſcattered through all the Plain. Jo"«-

And although upon the firſt motion he could hardly be drawn to believe it; yet, at laſt, cbs ro com- 
x by the continual inſtance of Tryphoy, he ſuffered himſelf to be overcome by his intrea- pe 10h 
ties. See here what this Man pretended at that time. But Jonathan the High-Prieſt de- Son to his

But the Artiochians hated Demetrius, both becaule of the Injuries they oded: ogy 
had endur'd under him, as alſo for the hatred they had concerv'd againſt his Father, who 
had, in like manner, done them much wrong 3 ſo that they only expetted an opportunity 
to caſt him off. Underſtanding thereiore that the ſuccors that Jonathan ſent unto Demre- Tye revellion 
trius wereat hand, and foreſeeing that in a ſhort time he would gather a great Army, if of the Ciri- 
he were not rimely prevented 3 they betook themſelves to their Arms, and beſet the 255% Art 
King's Palace, after the manner of a Siege, and ſecured all the Gates, with an intent to lay revenge taken 
hold on the King. Who ſeeing himſelf beſet by the armed multitude of the Antiochz- 97 them by 
ans, took thoſe hired Soldiers (with thoſe whom Jonathan had ſent him ) and charged 
them 3 but he was forced to retire, being over-powered by the number of the Inhabitants. 
\| Whereupon the Jews perceiving that the Aztiochians had the upper-hand, they mounted 
npon the battlements of the Palace, and from thence ſhot againſt them, without any dan- 
ger to themſelves ( by reaſon of the diſtance and height of the place where they were ) 
yet they much annoyed the Inhabitants, inſomuch that they drove them from the Houſes 
near adjoining, which they incontinently ſet on fire, whereby the flame was {pread thro' 
the whole City 3 ſo that the Houſes that were cloſe built the one by the other, : and for the 
moſt part framed of Wood, were burnt down to the ground. The Inhabicants percei- 
ving that they could not put out the fire, betook themſelves to flight, and the Jews cha- 
ced them from Houſe to Houſe. When the King perceived that the Citizens of Antioch 
ran here and there to ſave their Wives and Children, and had given over the Battle, he 
N ſet upon them in divers places at once, whereby divers of them were lain, and all at laſt 
enforced to caſt down their Arms, and to yield themſelves to Demetrixs's Mercy, who par- 
doning their Rebellion, appeaſed the Sedition. After this, he rewards the Jews with part 
of the Pillage, thanking them as the only Authors of his Victory. Whereupon he ſent 
them back to Jonathan, with no ſmall acknowledgement and teſtimony of their Proweſs 
and Virtue, But afterwards he diſcover d his evil nature towards him, and broke his 
promiſes, threatning him to make War upon him, unleſs he paid him thoſe Tributes which 
the People of the Fews ought, and were wont to pay unto the King's Anceſtors hereto- 
tore, And that he had certainly done, had not Tryphon hindred him : for he was forced 
to turn thoſe Forces that he had prepar'd againſt Jonathan, to make War upon Tryphon © Demetrias 
0 who returning from Arabia into Syria, with the younger Artiochns, (who at that time poo of 
was under Age) he ſet the Diadem upon his Head. All the Army likewiſe that had aban- ; 
don'd Demetrins, for contracting their Pay, came and follow'd him, and made open War 
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againſt their Maſter, and under Artiochys and Tryphon fought with him, and overcame 
tim, ſeized his Elephants, and made themſelves Maſters of the City of Artioch, Where. 
befire Chriſt's apon Demetrins being wholly diſcomfited, fled into (i/icia; But the younger Artiochys 
Narriit? 144 ſent Ambailadors and Letters to Forathar, calling him his Allie and Friend, confirming 
Jonathan, for the Prieſthood unto him, and aſſigned him the four Governments annexed to Judea; ang 


ance "4 ug beſides theſe, he gave him Vetlels of Gold, a Robe of Purple, with permiſſion to wear the 


ſame ; he gave himalſo a Pendent of Gold, and aſlured hun, that he eſteemed of him +; 
one of his friends, and created his Brother Sz#2oz General of his Army, trom the marches 
of Tyre as far as Afeypt. Jonathan finding ſuch honours as thele heaped upon him, ſent 
Ambaiſladors both unto him and Tyyphor, proteſting, That he was their Friend and Allie, ay} 
that he woul4 fight on hjs ſide againſt Demetrius, of whom he had ſo great reaſon to complain, 
in that he had made no other return but ingratitude, for all the ſervices which he had done him. 
But after that Aztiochxs had granted him leave to Jevy a great Army out of Syr;2 and 
Phericia, to fight againſt Demetrizs, he went into the neighbouring Cities, and was by 
them very kindly received 3 yet did they not afford him any Men of War. Coming 
from thence unto Aſcalor, the Citizens in honourable array came out to meet him with 
Preſentsz whom together with the Cines of Celoſyria, he exhorted tO forſake Demetring 
part, and to follow Antioch, to the end, that joyning themſelves with him, they might 
all of them combine their Forces againſt Demetrizs, and take vengeance of thoſe mi. 
chiefs which they had cftentimes endur'd by his means : and which it they prudently 


l 
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examin'd, they had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had perſaded ( 


theſe Cicies to enter into Confederation againſt Demetrixs,he came to Gaza to inducethem 
likewiſe, and reconcile them to Artiochus. But he found the Gazears to be of afar con- 
trary diſpoſition than that which he expcced, for they flatly reſiſted him : and although 
they were intended to forſake Demetrizs, yet would they not joyn their Forces, or ſub. 
mit the City to his Government. For which cauſe, Jonathan belteged their City, and 
ſpoiled their Ceuntry : for with the one half of his Army be begirt Gaza, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Country, ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazears ſceing 
theſe miſeries which they were conſtrain'd to endure, and perceiving that no ſuccors 
came unto them from Dexetrizs, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and their 


aſſiſtance far off : and that which was worſe, moſt uncertain they thought it to be the h 


wiſeſt part for them, to forſake the one, and follow the other. Whereupcn they at 
meſflengers unto Jorathan, proteſting, That they would be both his Friends and Confederates, 
For Men do unwillingly take knowledge of their Profit, before they have bought. it to their ſor- 
row ;, and that which they negleed at firſt, and was moſt expedient for then to perform befor 
they were afflicted, that do they earneſtly hunt after, at ſuch time as they have been chaſtiſed, Up- 
on this ſubmiſſion of theirs, Joxathaz receiv'd theminto favour, and took pledges of them, 
and ſent them to Fersſalerr,and from thence marched he along the Country as far as Du- 
»raſco, And whercas an huge Hoſt fent by Dexzetrixs, came out again(t him, as far as the 
City Cedaſa, near unto Tyre and Galilee, making their reckoning to divert Forathan from 


Syria, by ſuccouring and relieving thoſe of Galilee, who were their Confederates: Jor«- x 


than went out ſpeedily to meet with them, recommending the ſtate of Jude to the charge 
of his Brother Simo». Who aflembling all the power that was poſlible to be gathered 


Simm, Jona- throughout all the Country, encamped before Bethſare, a ſtrong Fort in Fades, and be- 
«<5 brother ſjeg'd 1t (for Demetrizs being before-time ſeized thereof, kept Garifon therein, as be- 


fore this we have declard. When as therefore S:»0r raiſed his Bulwarks, and fitted his 
Engines to aſſault the City, and employ'd all his ſtudy to ſurprize the ſame, they that 
were beſieged waxed afraid, leſt if he ſhould take the Town by force, they ſhould loſe 
their Lives. For which cauſe they ſent an Herald unto Simor, requeſting him, That he 
would permit them to depart ont of Bethſura, with the fafety of their Lives and Goods, and go 
unto Demetrius z who fatisfying their demands, they preſently departed out of the City, 
and he planted a Gariſon therein of their own Men, in place of the Macedonians. in the 
mean while Jonathan, who was m Galilee,cauſed his Army to diflodge from a place called 
the Waters of Genezareth, where he was encamped, and marched towards the Plain of 
Azot, without any ſufpition that his Enemies had been'planted thereabouts : When 3s 
therefore Demetriws's Soldiers had intelligence the day before, that Jozathan ſhould march 
forward againſt them, they laid an ambuth for him, which they placed near the Mountai, 
preparing the reſt of their Forces to bid him Battel in the Plain. As ſoon as Jorathar 
perceiv'd their preparation to the Battle, he arranged his Army as conveniently as was 
poſlible 3 but when they that lay in ambuſh aroſe,and charged _ upon their backs, 
they fearing to be encloſed, and conſequently eaſily flain,began to flic, ſo that all of then 
abandoned Jonathan, except ſome few, to the number of 50, with Matthias the ſon of

When Jonathan had obtain this glorious Victory, whercin there fell about 2000 of 7-n-than pur- 
the Enemy, be returned to Ferxſalexr, and ( ſeeing that all things tell out according as he pay neg 
defird ) he ſent Ambaſſadors unto Rozre, ro renew the ancient League that was made ro tlgar, 
betwixt the Romans and the People of the Jews: commanding his Amballadors upon 

b thar return from Rome, to golikewiſe to Sparta, and renew their alliance with that City. 

As ſoon as they were come to Rome, and had preſented themſelves before the Senate, 

they declar' d how they were ſent trom the High-Prieſt Jonathan, who defir'd to renew / mv ap 
their Alliance. Whereupon the Senate granted all which they demanded, and gave them friecd(hip and

ſured Scriptures © ) And whereas we have not firſt of all acknowledged our Alliance, it was for 
m1 other reaſon, but that we might give you the opportunity of preventing us. Since which time 
wherein we have contraFed friendſhip with you, we have on our holy and ſolemn days ſacrificed 
unto our God, beſeeching him to continue and keep you in proſperity; and foraſmnch as we have 
been environed with many Wars, cauſed by the inordinate deſires of our Neighbours, we have not 
| thought it meet to be troubleſome unto you, or to any other of our Allies, But ſince we have ob- 
tained an happy iſſne of all theſe troubles, we have ſent Numenius, the Son of Antimachas, 
«nd Antipater, the Son of Jaſon, Mer honourable amongit our Counſellors, both to the Romans, 
and to you alſo 5 to whom we have given our Letters to be preſented unto you, in our behalf, to 
the end they might renew the amity which js between you and us : you ſhall therefore do well if 


you write back unto ws, and certifie us wherein we may ſerve you, there being uo good Office 
which we are not ready to perform.

Medio 19 Rufe 7 Hen Tryphon underſtood that Dexretrivs was utterly ruined, he forſook Antiochss, 
finue, cap. 9. WW and contrived how he might kill him, and make himſelf King. But the fear that 
5 1 2 he bad of Jonathan Antiochxs's triend, hindred his deſign; whereupon he reſolv'd firit 
ring rorranſ- Of all to deliver himſelf of Jonathan, and afterwards to kill the young King Antiochws, 
fer 4rrich15's Having therefore reſolv'd to kill Jonathan by ſome Treaſon, he came from Antioch to 
"94 ar an i.

belonging, and thoſe other Cities of the Country, which Antiochus took from them, contrary to 
the Decree of the Senate, ſhould be reſtor d unto them 5, and that it may not be lawful for the 
King's Soldiers to paſs through their Country, neither any of thoſe Provinces that are under 
their Government : An4 that thoſe things which were attempted by Antiochus during this War, 
contrary to the arreſt and decree of the Senate, ſhould be declar'd void, to the end that the Am- 
baſſadors ſent in the Senates behalf, may provide for the reſtitution of thoſe things which An- 
tiochus had ſpoilt thems of, and may rate and ſet down the damages which the Country hath 


receiyd by this War. Item, That Letters of recommendation ſhould be written in the behalf of | 


the Jewiſh Ambaſſadors, to the Kings and free People, for their ſecure and ſafe return into iherr 
Country. It hath been held convenient, to make and ratifie this Ordinance, to the end to renew 
friendſhip and alliance with Men of ſo good reſpe&, ſent unto them by a Nation ſo good and 
faithful towards them. And as touching the Letters, the anſwer was, That they ſhould be 
written at ſuch time as the affairs of the Senate would permit them any leiſure, and that fron 
this time forward they would have care that no injury fhonld be offer'd them. And the Pretor 
Fanius was commanded alſo to deliver the Ambaſſidors Money out of the common Purſe, to bear 
their charges home into their Country.

who ſo diligently and valiantly behaved themſelves, that the Samaritans being over-preſ- 
; {ea with extreme Famine, were conſtrained to eat ſuch things as were unuſual and unac- 
cuſtomed amongſt Men, and to call Artiochus the Cyzicenian to their aid : who readily re- 
N paired thither, but was repulſed by Ariſtobulus*s Soldiers; and being purſu'd by the two 
; Brethren as far as Scythopolzs, he hardly eſcaped; and they returning to their Siege, freſh- 
ly aflaulted and beſieged the Samaritars within their own Walls : ſo that once more 
they were conſtrained to ſend Ambaſſadors to Artioch for aid, who was their Ally ; who 
(ent unto Ptolomrey Lathyrus, for about ſome 6000 Men, who furniſh'd him with them, con- 
trary to his Mother's mind, who therefore had almoſt thruſt him out of his Dominion.

That they knew his mind, how that he deſired nothing more than to be juſt, and to ſquare all his 
ations according to Gods will and diretion, according as they themſelves taught. He therefore 
requir'd them, that if they perceivd that he miſtook himſelf in any thing, or that he wandre4 
from the right way, they would by admonition redreſs the ſame. Whereupon all of them 
gave teſtimony of his perte& virtue, wherewith he was highly contented.

ſo vomited by him, it fortuned (in my opinion) by the Divine Providence of God, 
that a certain Servant of his bearing it from his preſence, by ſome trip of his Foot hay.

concealed.) At laſt, from Words, he fell to Threatnings, and no body durſt tell him the 
Trath, Whereupon he altogether afrighted in his Conſcience, ſhedgyag abundarce of 
Tears, and breathing out grievous Sighs, began to cry cut in this mannerzfow then? My [ 
impious and deteſtable af js not hidden from God, but the ſudden puniſhment of #y Brothers 
Murther purſueth me : wherefore, O thou ſhameleſs Body of mine, how long wilt thou detain my 
Soul, which is due, and appertaineth to the Ghoſts of my Mother and Brother 2 Why doft thos 
not take it all at once, ſuch as it is, without expeding that I ſhould ſacrifice my Blood, poured out 
ſo many times to thoſe whom I have ſo treacherouſly kill 4d? While he pronounced theſe word, 
he died, after he had Reigned one year. He was called Phileles, that isto ſay, a Loverof 
the Greeks. Thus after he had profited his Country many ways, and ſubdued the It- 
rears, and joined the greater part of the Country to Judeaz and had conſtrained them 
likewiſe, who ſhould remain in that Country, to be Circumciſed, and to live according 
to the Laws of the Jews, he died thus miſerably. He was by naturgg@burteous and ſhame- Wl M

ſure of Wood about the Temple and the Altar ( as far as the place whereinto it was 
lawful for none to enter but the Prieſt ;) he kept there, to the intent the People might 
not apprehend him ; he entertained alſo certain foreign Souldiers, Piſidians and Cilici. 
ans. For being at odds with the Syrians, he made no uſe of them. 

Aſter this, having overcome the 4rabians, he conſtrained the Moabites Gr Galaadires 8, 
to pay him Tribute, and deſtroyed the City of Amath, whilſt Theodore tor fear gave o- 
ver to reſiſt him. But encountring with 0beda King of Arabia, and being ſurprized and 
betrayed by an Ambuſcadoin certain miry places, he was thruſt by the Crowd of Ca. 
mels into a deep Trench (near unto Gadara, a Village of Galaad, ) from whence he al. 
moſt deſpaired to eſcape : notwithſtanding, haying overcome that Danger, he came 
to Jeruſalem. And beſides this, the People hated him, againſt whom he made War for 
the ſpace of ſix years, and ſlew at the leaſt 50909 of them - and the more he entreated 
them to be quiet,they grew worſe againſt him,for what they had ſuffered: ſo that when 
hedemanded of them,/7hat they would have him do to pleaſe them 2 They all of them - 
with one voice cried out, 7hat he ſhould kill himſelf. And thereupon they preſently C 
ſent Meſſengers to Demetrius Eucerus, requeſting him of his Favour and Aſliſtance. 


CH AP. XXII. 


Demetrius Eucarus, Xing of Syria, comes to aſſiſt the Jews againſt therr Xing Alexander, 
whom he defeats ina Battel, and retireth. The Jews proſecute the War alone againſt 
him; he overcomes them in ſeveral Battels,and proves extreme cruel to them.Demetri- 
us beſiegeth his Brother Philip in Brea. Mithridates Synaces, Xing of the Parthians, 
ſends an Army againſt him, taketh him Priſoner ; he dieth ſhortly after. 

D 
Emetrius coming onward with his Army,and taking with him thoſewho had in- 
cited him to the Enterprize, came and encamped near uato the City of Szchem.but 

Alexander gathering together ſome 20000 Jews (whom he knew to be well-affeCted to- 

wards him) with 6200 mercenary ſouldiers & ſtrangers, marched forward againſt Deme- 

trius, Who led with him 3000 Horſemen,and 40009 Footmen.Both on the one and the 
other ſide there fell out many ſubtil ſtratagems ; the one of them ſtriving on the one 
ſide to inveigle and withdraw the foreign Souldiers, who were Grectans ; and the other 
inforcing himſelf to reconcile thoſe Fews that were of Demetrius's followers, to his Fa- 


Ction ; but neither the one nor other prevailed at all by theſe devices, fo that at length 
they were driven to decide their quarrel by the Sword ; in which encounter Demetrius F. 


had the upper hand : Forall the ſtrangers that were on Mexander's ſide,were every one 
hew'd in pieces, after they had made ſufficient proof both of their Fidelity and Valour. 


There fell alſo many of Demezrius's Souldiers. But after that Alexander had fled unto 


the Mountains, divers Fews (tothe number of 6000) in commilſeration of his deſperate 
eſtate, and through the fear they had of Demetrius, reſorted unto him ; which, when 
the Conqueror heard,he retired himſelf. After this,the Fews made War againſt Alexan- 
der, and in divers Loſles which they received, there fell a great number of them in di- 
vers combats: At length,after hehad ſhut up the beſt amongſt them in the City of Be- 
thom, he beſieged them ; and after he had taken the City, and brought them under his 
ſubjeftion, he carried them to Jersſalem,where he committed an unſpeakable and cruel F 
Murther. For whilſt he banquetted with his Concubines, in the ſight of them all, he 
commanded 800 of them,or thereabout, to be crucified, and before their eyes whilſt 
they yet lived, he cauſed their Wives and Children's Throats to be cut. All which he did 
to be revenged of thoſe wrongs which he had received ; but he exceeded the bounds of 
Humanity herein,notwithſtanding they had rebell'd againſt him,and reduc'd him into 2 
molt pititul eſtate, and put him in danger both of his Life and Kingdom. For being not 
content to afſail and make War upon him with their Forces, they drew ſtrangers alſo 
into his Country againſt him ; and at length,they overpower'd him,ſo that he was con- 
ſtrained toyieldupinto the King of Arabia's hands, the Countries and Cities that he 


had conquered from the Moabires and Galaadites,for fear they ſhould joyn with the Jews, G 


and make War againſt him;beſides other innumerable injuries and outrages which they 
committed againlt him, Al! this cannot hinder, but that he ought to be abhorred - 
us 
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14 his cruelty, ſo that be was juſtly called 7hracidas;that is toſay,a; cruel as a Thracian;and , NAD 
this Title continued amongſt the Jews. The Soldiers of the contrary party,who amount- z7,,14, 434%. 
ed to the number of 8009, fled by night into ſtrong and ſure holds ; and as long as er ite 
Alexander lived, they were in exilc. But at laſt, he was deliver'd of all theſe Troubles, ELIT 
he lived in quiet, and governed his Kingdom peaceably all the reſt of his Life-time. Atex.u:de, 
But Demetrius marching trom Jadea to Berea, beſieged his Brother Philip with 10090 roancd 
Foot, and 1099 Horſe. But Straron Lord of Berea, allied to Philip, called Zizus Duke pms, y- 

ofthe Arabians, and Mithridates Syaaces, Governour of+the Parthians, unto his help ; fiegeth tis 

who repairing unto him wit!1 greater Forces, beſieged Demetrius in his own Trenches, — A 

in which they ſo encloſed him, by continual ſhooting of Darts, and want of Water, ha 

| that they conſtrained him, and thoſe that were with him, to ſubmit themſelves to their 
Mercy. When they had ſpoilt the whole Countrey, and had ſeized on Demetrzxs, they 
{ent him priſoner to Mithridates,who at that time was King of Parthia. And as tor the 
Antiochians, as many of them as were found in the Camp, were ſuffered tobe gone 
with the fafety of their Lives and Baggage, and to return to Antioch. But Mithridates, 
King of Parthia, honour d Demetrius by all means poſſible, until he was ſurprized with 
a Sickneſs, whereof he died. Immediately after the Battel, Phi/;jp came into 4n770ct:, 
and having obtained the Kingdom, ruled over Syrza. 


CH AP. XXIIL

Divers Wars of the Kings of Syria. Alexander, Xing of the Jews, takes many Places, 77:; 
Death, and his Advice to his (2ueen Alexandra, to infinuate her ſelf in the favour of 
the Phariſees, for to gain the Love of the People. 


Fter this, Atzochus called Dionyfius(who was Philip's Brother)came into Damaſcus 

to make himſelf Maſter of it, which he did quickly, in his Brother's abſence, who 77-ais & ru 
was gone againſt the A4ra#;ans. When his Brother Philip (who had an Army in a readi- fs, cap.21. 
neſs to invade the Arabians) had tidings hereof, he came to Damaſcus with great ſpeed, qt, <2s,, 
and made him ſurrender up the City, both by the means of Miles, whom. Antiochus maſcus. 

L had leſt Governor in the Caſtle, & alſo by the Conſent of the Citizens themſelves. But —_— 
Fhilip ſhew'd himſelf ungrateful towards Mile/ius, performing nothing of that which x peer bon 
hehad promiſed him, at therecovery of the City ; that the World might think that the by tus brother, 
fear of his Power, aad not Mileſius's Favour, was the cauſe of the Surrender of Damaſcus. 

Which A of his made 4;/e/rus ſuſpet him, and was the cauſe that he loſt the City 

again. For departing from thence, to exerciſe himſelf at Tilt, Milefrus lock'd the Gates 

zganſt him, and kept the City for Autiochus. Who having Intelligence of that which 

lad befallen Phz/jp, returned out of Arabia, and at that very inſtant led his Army into 

J«deazin which were 8000 Foot, and 800 Horſe. Alexander fearing his approach, made anal 
adeep Trench from Carpabaſa, (which is called at this day Antipatris)as tar as the Sea called Antipa- 

M{ of Joppa, (which was theonly Streight whereby he might-be afſviled) and made a Wall 7. _ 
fortified wich wooden Towers, with their Courts of Guard; diſtant the one from the o- #*jouus 
ther 150 Furlongs, to keep back Antiochus. But he fired all his Fortifications, and made Famine a- 
his Army paſs into Arabiathrough this Streight. The King of Arabia retired upon the TPoBit hs 
firſt aſault;but afterwards hepreſently came into the Field with 10000Horſemen, whom © 
Autiochus charged very valiantly,and in the onſet loſt his Lite,(yer with victory) whilft 
he ſought to ſuccour a company of his Men that were hard put to it. After Antzochus's 
death, his Army retir'd to the Borough of Cara, where divers of them died for hunger. 

After him Aretas reign'd in Ce/oſyria,who was call'd unto that Kingdom by thoſe that 4r-t4s King 
held Damaſcus, and hated Pro/omy the Son of Menneus. Aretas led his Army into Few- * ©*/9714- 

N ry, and got a victory againſt Alexander, near to Addida ; which done, heretired out of 
Jadea,upon a compoſition made between them.Moreover,once more Mexander march- 
ed towards the City of Dior, and took it. And afterwards he led his Army againſt Za, certain Cities 
Where Zexo had hoarded up hischiefeſt Riches ; and before he aſſailed the Fortreſs, he taken Þy 4- 
inviron'd the place with three huge Walls, which he built round about it, and having 
taken it by force, he marched to Gaulana and Seleucia; which having overcome, he 
made himſelf Maſter of a valley,called the Yalley of Antiochas,with the Fortreſs of Ga- 

mala. And objecting many crimes againſt Demetrius, the Lord of thoſe places, he dif- 
poſſeſſed him of his government. Then aſter he had made War for'the ſpace of three 
Whole years, he returned into his Countrey ; where the Jews entertained him willing- 

Oy, by reaſon of the happy Exploits which he had atchieved. 

About the fametime the Fews were already polleſled of the Cities of Syria, [dumea, 
and Phenicia ; of the Tower of S:r.tor, Apollonia, Foppa, Jamnia, Azoa, Gaza, Anthedon,

Raphia, Rhinocura, all which were ncar unto the Sea : and in the firm Land on the one A 
ſide of Idumza, as Adora, Mariſſa, and all Samaria, the Mounts Carmel and Ttabyr ; and 
herewith Scythopolis, Gadaray Ganlanitis, Seleucta, Gabala ; and of Moab, Efſebon, Me. 
daba, Lembs, Orona, Telithon, and Zara ; Antonia of Cilicia, and Pella. This laſt City 
was deſtroyed by them, becauſe the Inhabitants would not promile to be converted to 
theReligion of the Jews, with divers others of the principal Cities of Syra alſo, which 
wereconquerd by them. |

Meſſengers came flocking one after another,and told her, that after the firſt Caſtle, the 
ſecond ; and after the ſecond, all the reſt had conſequently been ſurprized by Ariſtobs- 
lus; at that time both the Queen and the whole Nation were alarm'd, fearing leſt he 
ſhould preſently uſurp the Sovereignty ; Butabove all,they feared leſt heſhould revenge 
himſelf on thoſe who.had abuſed his Servants: and it was thought fit, that both his 
Wiſe and Children ſhould be committed to the Caſtle that adjoyned to the Temple. But 
from all parts round about there reſorted Souldiers to Ari/tobulus,ſothat he was attend- 
ed like a King: For in the ſpace of ſome 15 days, he took 22 Forts, whither he made 
his Retreats, and aſſembled an Army of Souldiers, and levied them amongſt the Lords 
that inhabited Lzibanus and Trachonitis : For the multitude had always reſort to the 
ſtronger ſide, ſuppoſing that if they ſubmit thereunto willingly, and maintain and au- 
thorize the fame, that they ſhall draw ſome profit thereby, as being thoſe that were 
the occaſion of the confirmation of his Monarchy. 

Hereupon, the ancient Jews and Z7ircanus repair d unto the Queen, humbly intreat- 
ing her to take ſome mattre counſel and good advice concerning the preſent affairs,becauſe 
that Ariſtobulus her Sox was already very near Lord of the whole Countrey, ſince he had 


fo many Forts under his command : Beſides,that it was inconvenient and undecent for them xy 


to conſult without her expreſs order, notwithſtanding ſhe were grievouſly ſick, but that the 
preſent danger compelled them. The Queen deſired them to do that which they thought 
ſhould be moſt profitable for the Common-weal ; telling them, That they had many 
means,for that their Nation was mighty,great,and ftrong,and had great ſtore both of money 
and riches in the common Treaſury ; ſhewing them, that becauſe ſhe knew that ſhe had not 
long to live, ſhe had no more reaſon to take care of thoſe affairs. Having ſpoken thus, ſhe 
died, after ſhe had reigned nine years, and lived in all 73.

Now although Amtipater ſaw that Hircanxs made ſmall account of his Inſtigations, Yet x F 
ceaſed not daily to invent and propoſe new ſurmiſes and accuſations, urging Ariſtors 
hatred and practice to murther him; and prevailed fo by his importunity, that at laſt he 
perſuaded him to flie to Aretas King of Arabie, promiling him, That in ſo doing, he woul:! 
give him both aid and aſſiſtance. Hircanus was the more ealie to be induced to follow 4/- 
pater's Advice, for that Arabia was adjacent to JFewry. Wherenpon ke firſt of all ſent 2/7 
pAerto Arctas, totake aflurance of him that he ſhould not betray him into his Enemics 
hands, 1the ſhould ſubmit himſelf unto him, and require his affiſtance.

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Pompey,after a three Mouths fiege, took the Temple of Jeruſalem by aſſault,and forbeareth 
plundering of it. He leſſens the Jews power. He leaveth Scaurus to command his Army; 
carricth Ariſtobulus Priſoner to Rome, with Alexander and Antigonus his two ſons, 
and his two daughters. Alexander maketh his eſcape out of Priſon. 


Jeruſalem N the meantime the City of Jeraſalem was divided,for ſome thought good to yield 
partly betray" & up the City to Pompey ; others (thar were of Ari/tobulns's fation)-counſelled that 
lievetbyPom. CE Gates ſhould be kept ſhut,and preparation for War ſhould be made, becauſe the Re, 
pey. mans detained Aritebulus Priſoner. Thelaſt prevailing, feized the Temple: and break- 
ing down the Bridge which was betwixt it and the City, reſolved to ſtand on their de- 
fence. But the others/not only deliver'd the City into Pompey's hands, but the Royal 
Palacealſo,vho ſent Piſo his Lieutenant thither with his Forces to take poſſeſſion thereof, 
Pompey ma. 20d-to plant; his Garriſons rherein,and to fortiticthe houlesnear the Temple. Firſt there- 
keth prepara- fore Pompey offer'd the beſieged certain Conditions of Peace, which when they refus'd;he 
on to belicge ſhut them ip. 0n every fide,beiogin all theſe his endeavours aſliſted by Hircanu, Pom 
IP” oincamped, with his Army on the North-ſide of the Temple (which was 'the eafieſt to be 
aſſaulted) on this ſide alſo there were certain high Towers,and a huge Trench, beſides 
deep Valley that begirt the Temple: For on the City-ſide there was fiich Precipices,that 
there was no; paſſage, the bridge being broken. The Romans wrought vigorouſly in cut- 
ting down: of Trees to:make Bulwarks, which being done,they planted great Machines 
and Engines that Pompeyhad caufed them to bring from 7 yre,they threw great ſtone Bul- 
lets with them to batter the Temple. The Romans had hardly got their Works accom- 
pliſhed, if the ſtrict keeping of the Sabbarh had not hinder'd the beſieged to make any 
oppoſition that day. For the Law permitteth them to defend themſelves againſt their 
Enemies, being aſſaulted, but not to afſail them when they intend any other Work. 
Which when the Romans underſtood, they neither gave aſſault, nor proffered skirmiſh 
on thoſe days which we call Sabbaths : But they built their Fortifications and Towers, 
and planted rheir Engines, ſo that the next day they were ready to put them in execu- N 
tion againſt the Jews. And hereby it is eaſie to conjecture, how incredible the piety of 
our Nation is, and how ſtudious and induſtrious it 1s in obſerving the Divine Laws. 
Tie 5ews in- For notwithſtandingany preſent or imminent danger, they never deſiſted to offer their 
termitted not ſolemn Sacrifices : twice a day, in the morning, and about the ninth hour, the Prieſts 
mer cine; offered duly upon the Altar. For when the Temple was taken (in the third month,and 
ng the ſiege. on a faſting day,in the hundred ſeventy ninth Olympiad, in the year wherein Cajus An- 
Toe takingot rongucs, and Darces 7 ullius Cicero wereConſuls) the Enemy entreth the Temple by force, 
OE and killd all they met. Yet notwithſtanding all rhis,the Prieſts ceaſed not to offer their 
accuſtomed Sacrifice : and neither the hazard of their lives, nor the great number of 
thoſe thar were kill'd, could torce them to fly ; they held it more convenient for them O 
to indure all things that might beſal them inattending upon the Altar, than to tranf- 
arels or vary one jot from their ordinances. And thar rhis may ſeem to be no fable, a 
praile

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A praiſe of their diſſembled devotion, but the exact and perfect truth: ail thoſerhar write {| Nene 
the Hiſtories concerning Pompey and his as,do witneisno lets: among(t the number Of 191d ow 
which,are Strabo, Nicholas, and Titus Livinsthe Roman H ftoriographer,the moſt famous befors Chriſt”s 
among the reſt. The greateſt of theſe Towers was battered by theſe Engines, and tell, PT” G1, 
bearing 2 great Pane of the Wall to the Earth with it, which was the cauſe that the Enc- 
mics in multitudes brake in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the Wall, was Corme- 
lixs Fauſtus, the ſon of Sy/la, with his Souldiers. After him mounted the Centurion F#- 
rius;accompanied with thoſe that follow'd him on the other ſide; and throug! the midſt 
of the breach did the Centurion Fabzus enter with a ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit 
was filled with dead Bodies, and ſome of the Jews died by the Romans ſwords, others 

D lew one another, the reſt caſt themſelves down headlong from the Precipices ; many 
likewiſe ſet their houſes on fire, and conſumed themſelves therein, leſt they ſhou!d behold 
the executions that were performed by their Enemies. There fell about 525-9 Jews, Twelve thou- 
and very few Romans. Abſalom alſo, who was Ariſtobulus's Father-in-jawy any Uncle, fand Jews 
was taken Priſoner. The holineſs of the Temple likewiſe was not a little prophaned. _ 

For whereas before thar time no prophane man either entred or beheld that which was 
in the Temple, Pompey, and divers others that accompanied him,entred the ſame,and faw 
that which was not lawful to be beheld by any other but the High-Prieſts only. But al- 
though he found a Table of gold and a facred Candleſtick, with divers other veſſels and 
perfumes, in great quantity ; and whereas beſides,there was about 2000 Talents of fil- 

C yer in the ſacred Treaſury in the Temple : yet his Piety was ſuch that he would touch Pompey enter- 
none of it, neither did he any thing in this occaſion but what was worthy of his fingu- __O_ 
lar vertue. The next day, he commanded thoſe that had the charge of the Temple, to foutheth 
purifie it, and to offer Sacrifices unto God, according to the Law ; committing the High- taketh away 
Prieſthood to Fircanus, both becauſe he had been very uſetul in many things, and tor —— 
having hindred the Fews to join with Ari/tobulus. After this, he beheaded the Authors Pompey =” 
of this War, and honour'd Fau/tas and the reſt with Gitfts,ſuitable to their valour, for ha- m_ the 
ving been the firſt that entred the breach. As for Jeruſalem, he madeit tributary to the 0-0 
Romans, taking away fromthe Jews thoſe Cities they had conquer'd in Celoſyria, and aſ- Jeriſalem tri- 
ſigningthem a proper and peculiar government. After this,he incloſed the Nation with- oy to 
in certain Limits, whereas before-time their Dominions wereof a large extent. Not long Gd: re- 
after this,he repaired Gadara,that not long before was deſtroyed : all which he performs ftored. 
ed in favour of Demetrius the Gadarenian,hislateſervantand bondman. And as touching _— 
Hippon,Scythopolis,Dion,Samaria, Mariſſa, Azot, Jamniaand Arethuſa, he reſtored them 
to the ancient Inhabitants thereof, all which were ſituate in the heart of the Land : 
Beſides Gaza, Foppa, Dora,and the Tower of Straton (Cities ſituate upon the Sea-coaſts, 
and ruinated formerly with divers Wars) he ſer at liberty, and annex'd them unto the 
Province. As for the Tower of Straton,it was magnificently built by Zerod,and adorn- 
ed with Gates and fair Temples, and the name thereof was changed,and called Czſarea, 
Thus Hircanus and Ariſtobulus,through their diſſentions and civil broils, were the cauſe 

E of that ſervitude and miſery that fell upon the Jews. For welhave loſt our liberty, and 
have been ſubdu'd by the Romans. Beſides that we have been enforced to ſurrender up 
thoſe Citiesunto the SyAans,which we had formerly conquer'd by force of Arms. And 
that which is to belamenred, the Romars in a little time have drawn from us more than 
10000 Talents : and the Royalty which before-time was an honour reſerved for thoſe 
that were of the Race of the High-Prieſts, hath been beſtowed on men of mean extracti- 
on; whereof we will ſpeak in place convenient. After that Powpey had given Czloſyria p D 
to Scaurus, from Euphrates to the Frontiers of Egypr,with two Legions of the Romars,he Jeat of _— 
went into Celicia,and from thence drew towards Rome, leading with him Ari/tobulus in fjris.

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CHAP. IX 
Antipater proveth very uſeful to Scaurus in Arabia, 


Caurus led forth his Army againſt Petra a City in Arabia ; and the ways being { 
& bad that he could hardly get to it,he ſpoilt all the Countrey round about; his Army 
was preſſed with Famine, Antipater, by the order of /{ircanus, furnith'd him with Corn, 
and all other neceſſarics, out of Fewry : who being ſent Ambaſſador to Arezas from 
Scaurus, perſuaded him te contribute a certain ſum of filver to ſecure his Country fro 
being pillaged, and he himſelf alſo became pledge for 300 Talents. This done Scauzy, ! B 
finiſhed the War, according to his deſire, and with no leſs contentment to Areras ang 
his Country. 


CHAP. X. 


Alexander, Ariſtobulus's ſon, armeth in Judea, and fortifieth the Towns. Gabinius over. 
throws him in battel, and beſiegeth him in the Caſtle of Alexandrion. Alexander delive. 
reth it up to him, with ſeveral other places, Gabinius eftabliſheth Hircanus Highs 
Prieſt in his room, and reduceth Judea to be governed under the Nobility. N 
[\ 
7] Ot long after this, Alexander, Ariſtobulus's ſon, made divers inroads into Jeury , 
for which canſe Gabinius came from Rome into Syria, and (beſides other thing, 
worthy of memory which he atchieved )he led forth his Army againſt A4/exander,for that 
Hircanns had not as yet ſufficient power to reſiſt him,being otherwiſe exerciſed in build. 
ing the Walls of Jeruſalem that were beaten down by Pompey ; notwithſtanding the Rs. 
mans that were in Fewry hindred him from performing the ſame. This Alexander travel. 
ling through the whole Countrey,aſſembled divers Jews ; fo that in ſhort time having 
gotten together 10000 Foot, and 1500 Horſe, with good Ammunitien, he fortified the 
Caſtle of A4lexandrien near to the City of Coreas. He fortified Macheron alſo in the 
Mountains of Arabia. Gabinius therefore came forthagainſt him, having ſent before him. . 
Marcus Antonius, accompanied with other Commanders, who recruited the Romans with 
their coming, and the Fews that wereunder their obedience, whoſe Captains were Pythe- 
laus and Malichus. They took alſo thoſe Allies whom Antipater had hired, and in this 
equipage they came againſt A/exander. Gabinius alſo ſeconded them with his Troops. 
Hereupon 4/exander drew nearer with his Army towards Jers/alem,where giving battel 
to the Romans, he loſt about 3000 of his Followers, and the like number of his men were 
led away Priſoners. After this, Gabinus repaired to Alexandrion,and invited thoſethat 
held it to yield, promiſing them pardon for the Rebellion they had begun. And many 
of his Enemies having Encamped themſelves before the Fort,the Romans charged them : | | 
in which conflict Marcus Antonius behaved himſelf very valiantly, having killed ſeve- M t 
ral of the Enemy with his own hand ; Gabinixs lefta part of his Army in that place, to 
the end that during the ſiege thereof, he might go and viſit the Countrey of Judea: he

AE=e Mithridrates ſent Men into the I/le of Coos to ferch from thence the money that geen 
Cleopatra had laid up there, and 800 Talents of the Jews. But we have no publick money, 
but that which is dedicated unto God. t is therefore a thing mo? manife ft,that the Jews 
that inhabit Aſia, tranſported this money into Coos for fear of Mithridates : For it is 
xot likely that they who inhabited Judea, and had a City ſo ſtrong,and a Ti emple ſo well for- 
tifi'd, ſhould ſend their money to Coos. Neither is it credible likewiſe, that rhe Jews 
remaining in Alexandria ſhould do it, for that they feared not to fall into danger through 
this War of Mithridates. 


The ſame Srabo alſo faith in another place, That when Sylla paſſed thorow Greece M 


to make War againſt Mithridates and Lucullus, he Jent Men unto Cyrene,vhich was tros- 
bled by reaſon of the Mutinies of our Nation ,wherewith the whole World was filled. There 
were four ſorts of people in the City of the Cyrenians : one of them were Citizens, the ſe 
cond were Labourers, the third were Strangers,and the fourth were Jews, who at this pre- 
ſent were intermingled thorow all Cities; neither is there. an inhabited place throughout 
the World, neither was there any Nation that inhabit the ſame, wherein theſe have not ſet 
foot and fortified. For both Egypt and Cyrene (being under the ſubjeftion of the ſame 
Princes, and divers other Nations, conformed themſelves to their cuſtoms, and noarijhed 
aſsemblies of Jews, and advanced them, and more and more uſed the Jewiſh Ordinances.

BY 
this means this Nation hath * fortified and eſtabliſhed it ſelf in Egypr, for that the Jews 
had their original amongſt the Egyptians ; and for that Judea is near unto Egypt, frow 
whence the Jews are deſcended : And as for Cyrene, they have entred it, inthat it bor der- 
eth with that Country which is under the obedience of rhe Egy ptians,( i» like manxer as \u- 
dea doth or rather for that in times pa#t it appertained ts the ſameK ingdom. Thus far s tabs. 

After that Craſus had diſpoſed all things according to his own pleaſure, he removed, 
and marched forward tomake War againit the Parthians,where both he and all his Army 
were deſtroyed {as is declared in another place.)

frages were gathered by Dorotheus the Figh-Prieſt, with the chief aſſiſtants of the people. 
Dionyſius the ſon of Dionyſius pabliſhed the ſame ;. Since that Hircanus the ſon of 
Alexander, the High-Prieft and Prince of the Jews, continued his good affetion towards 
all the people, and in eſpecial towards every Citizen of Athens, and hath ſhewed them many 
friendſhips, receiving with all bumanity thoſe Athenians that come wnto him, whether 
they reſort thither as Ambaſſadors, or for any other particular occaſion whatſoever, aud 
ſendeth them back after they have provided them of ſafe Conduit, whereof we have here- 
tofore had teſtimony by the report of Theodoſius rhe ſor of Theodorus Simeus ; who hath 
made recital unto the people of his worthineſs, and of the Will he hath to do us all the good 
C that is poſſible : We have thought good to honour him, by ſending him a Crown of Gold in 
teſtimony of his courteſies, according to our cuſtom and law ; aud by eretting, 4 brazen ſtatue 
unto him in the Temple of Demus, and the Graces: Our will is alſo, that this be proclai- 
med by a Herald in the Theatre, during the Bacchanals, when the new Tragedies are play'd. 
Likewiſe in the ſolemnities Panathean, and Eluſynian, and at the publick Exerciſes : We _ 
will alſo that the Governors provide, that all that which we have adviſed for the honour, 
favour, affeition and good will towards this man, as he nr Tae deſerved, be diligently 
performed, to the end that thereby it may appear how our Wation rewards, and entertains 
ſuch men that are virtuens; and to the intent, that the bonour we impart unto him, may 
encourage others to be the better affeled towards us, It is likewiſe decreed. that among? 
h al the Athenians there be certain Ambaſſadors choſen, who ſhall bear this Decree unto bim, 

and exhort him to do whatſoever is profitable for our common good, ſeeing himſelf ſo much 
honour'd by us. Let this ſuffice to expreſs the honours beſtow'd on Hircanus by. the 
People of Rome, and the Citizens of Athens.

That the High-Priejt and Prince of the Jews give favour and aid unto 
thoſe that are offended. That Ambaſſadors be ſent to Hircanus, the ſon of Alexaner, 
High-Prieſ: of the Jews, to treat of amity aut aſſocia! ion with ns. That a brazg table le 
eretted in the Capitol: and likewiſe at Si:lon, at Tyre, aad ar Aſcalon in the Temples, |, 
FJ wherein ſhall be engraven the Contents ercof, in Roman and Greek letters fo. tb end, 
8 that all the Treaſurers that are in the C.r ices, and all other Magiſtrates by this our 
Decree underſtand, that they are our frieads, and that their Ambaſſador Me entertained 
with kindneſs and preſents, and that theſe Fdiits be ſent into all places. 
Caius Cxfar Emperor,Dittaror,C onſrl, for the good of the Senate and People of Rome, 
hath granted to the honour, vertue, and humanity of Hircanus the ſon of Alexander, that 
both he and his children ſhall be Eigh-Prieſts in Jeruſalem, and of the whole Nation ac- 
cording to the Rites aud Cuſtoms whereby their anceſtors have enjoyed the Prieſthood, 
Caius Cfar, Conſul the fifth time,hath ordained that they ſhall inhabit Jeruſalem, and 
Luild again the Walls of the City; and that Hircanus ( Alexander's ſon, the F1igh-Pricjt M 
and Prince of the Jews) ſhall govern as he thinks fit, and that every ſecond year of their 
| tribute,there be a part deduct2d oat of the rent they owe,and that they be exempt from all 
} ether impoſitions and tributes, 
: Caius Czſar,twice Emperor,hath ordained, that the Jews ſhall contribute every year for 
their Cities, except Joppa; he acquitteth rem alſoevery ſeventh year ( which they call 
the year of their reſt becauſe that thereinfthey n»ither reap nor ſow,neither gather the fruit 
alÞþ of Trees. His further pleaſure is, that every ſecond year, they bring their Tributes unto 
{428 Sidon,which ſhall be the fourth part of that which ſhall be ſown; and belides this,that they 
| pay the tenths to Hircanus and his ſons, which they have paid unto their Predeceſſors unto 
this day. Commanding that no man, whether he be Governor, Captain, or Embaſſador, or N 
any other whatſoever he be,levy Souldiers within the Country of Judea, or draw any there- 
hence: neither exadt any Money,whether it be for Garriſons iaWinter,or for any other cauſe, 
but that the Jews be exempt from all troubles in all places, and enjoy all that which they 
have had,bought, and poſſeſſed. It is our pleaſure alſo, that the City of Joppa be under 
their government, which they have ever enjoyed fince the beginning of their league with 
the Romans. We further grant, that Hircanus Alexander's {oz and his children, receive 
the tribute of that City( aswell by them that till the land, as by the gates, entries;and cu- 
ftoms of merchandizes that are tranſported unto Sidon)Twenty thouſand, ſix hundred ſe- 
venty and five buſhels every year, exempting the ſeventh year, which is called the year of 
reſt, wherein they neither labour nor gather any fruit of the Trees. It is the Senate's plea- cy

And as touching Nafzvzry, 


poſſeſs the fame. It is lawful alſo for Hircanus and his ſons, and their Ambaſſadors ſent by 


them, to behold rhe tiltings and cladiators, and to ſit among the Senators, and that at al! 
times, wherein they ſhall require to be brought into the Senate by the Diflator, or by the 


B Maſter of the Horſe, they may have free entrance ; and that within ten days at the moſt 


they receive their anſwer, if there be any Decree ratified by the Senate. 

Caius Cxlar, Emperor, the fourth time Conſul, and the fifth time Dittator for the term 
of Life, hath ratified theſe things, as touching Hircanus the ſon of Alexander, the High» 
Priest and Prince of the Jews : Becauſe that the Generals, my Predeceſſors, have witneſ- 


ſed as well in the Provinces, as before the Senate and People of Rome, both of the good 

deſerts of Hircanus High-Prieſt and Prince of the Jews, and that Nation alſo, towards 

us and our State ; and whereas both the Senate and People of Rome have gratified them 

for the ſame: We think it convenient alſo to have the ſame Recorded, and to give Order, 

that Hircanus and his ſons may be remunerated by the Senate, and People of Rome, ac- 
C cording to the meaſure of their Loyalties and good Deſerts. 


Tulius Caius Ceſar, Reman Conſul. To the Governors, Senate and People of Patras, 


Health : 7he Jews are come unto us to Delos, with ſome of the Colonies of their Country- 
men, in the preſence of your Ambaſſadors, and aſſure us of a Decree made by you, whereby 


you forbid them the prattice and ancient uſe of their Sacrifices and Oblations : 7 think it 


wot fit that you make any ſuch Decrees againſt our Friends, and Aſſociates; neither that 
you forbid them to live according to their Faſhions and Cuſtoms; or to employ their purſes 


together in ſupplying their Feaſts and Sacrifices ; fince in Rome it ſelf they are not 1n- 


terdifted or forbidden to perform the ſame. For at ſuch time as Caius Czfar Conſul, had 
probibited by Edifl,that in celebrating the Bacchanals,»o one ſhould Dance about the C ity; 
D yet were the Jews alone exempted from this Inhibition : and neither have they been prohi- 


bited to contribute, neither to Banquet together. My ſelf alſo in like caſe, in the defence I 
have made to forbid all other Societies, have excepted the Jews therein, and have given 
them leave to aſſemble and demean themſelves according to the Cuſtoms, Ceremonies, and 
Ordinance of their Country: If therefore you have made any ſuch Decrees againſt our 
friends and aſſociates, os ſhall do well to diſaunul them, by reaſon of the vertue of the 
Jews, and the forwardneſs they have proteſted in performance of our ſervice. 

After Caius Cxfar's death, the Conſals, Marcus Antonius, and Publius Dolobella, aſ- M. Antonins 


ſembled the Senate,and having brought in Hircanus's Embaſſadors,they declared their re- 9 P. Dolo-

queſt, and contrafted amity with them: The Senate likewiſe ordained, that each thing ſhould 


E be granted them that they required.

noxr conferred on thoſe Generals who had obtained ſome great Vidtory.] Alexander the ſon of 
Theodore, Embaſſador to Hircanus, the High-Prieſt and Prince of the Jews,hath given 
us to underſtand, that his Subjedts cannot go to Wars, becauſe it is not lawful for them to 
bear Arms, nor Travel on the Sabbath Day; as alſo fer that they may not ſeek for their 
Vifluals and other nece(ſaries on that Day, according to the Cuſtom of their Country: For 


this cauſe I grant them exemption from the War,as my Predeceſſors have done; permitting 


F them to uſe the Ceremonies andiRites of their Country,a(ſembling themſelves to make their 


OLlations and Sacrifices,as their Laws and Cuſtoms require,in coutributing to the offering 
of the Sacrifices in the Temple. And my will is, That you write to this effect, to every 
City of the Province.

Under the Governors the Cities were 
ſet to ſale, together with their Inhabitants: and amongſt them, theſe four were the 
chiefeſt, namely, Gophna, Emaus, Lydda, and Thamna : tor Caſſius ſold the People there- 
of to them that would give moſt. Beſides, Cafius was ſo much tranſported with Cho- M 
ler, that he had ſlain Malichus, if Zircanus had not reſtrained his fury, by ſending him 
One hundred Talents of his own Money by Antipater. But as ſoon as Caſſius was de- 
parted out of the Country of Judea, he practiſed A4ntipater's death, ſuppoſing that 
this his cutting oft, would aſſure Hircanus's ſtate. But Antipater was not ignorant of 
his reſolution ; for having an inkling thereof, he got himſelf on the other ſide of Jor- 
dan, and aſlembled an Army of Soldiers, both Fews and Arabians. Hereupon, Malichus 
( who was a politick and ſubtil Fellow )denied ſtoutly that he had intended any Trea-

derſtood the traiterous conſpiracy attempted againſt their Father, they were grievouſly ©2** —— 


inceaſed againſt Malichus. But he denied all,and eſpecially abjured the intent or practice 
of the murther. Thus died Antipater a juſt and vertuous man,and ſuch an one as dear- 
ly loved his Countrey. But Ferod who was his younger fon, immediately reſolved to 
8 revenge his father's death, and came forth with an Army againſt Ma/ichus: But Pha- 
ſielus, who was the elder, reſolved to circumvent him by policy, leaſt he ſhould raiſe a 
Civil War. He therefore accepted of Malichus's jultifications, and made a ſhew that he 
ſuppoſed that he had in no manner contrived Antipater's death, and only minded his 
father's Monument and Funerals. Mean while, ZZerod reſorting to'Samarza, and find- 
ing it in a deſperate condition, reſtored the ſame,and pacified the difſentions that were 
amongſt the Inhabitants. Not lang after ( by reaſon of a Feaſt ) he came to Jeruſalem 
with his Soldiers. Malichus being afraid of his acceſs , perlwaded Hrcanus that he 
ſhould not permit him to enter into the City: whereunto H{:rcanus condeſcendedallead- 
ging, that amongſt the holy People it was not lawful to intermix a Troop of polluted 
* Men. But ZZerod flighted them that brought him this news, and notwithſtanding his 
command, entered: the City by night : whereat Malichus was much amazed. W here- 
upon, according to his ordinary difſimulation, he openly wept and bewailed the dearth 
ot Antipater his eſpecial friend ; but under-hand he prepared a guard tor his own fafe- 
ty. Notwithſtanding it was thought fir by ZZered's friends to take no notice of his 
diſſiniulationz but tov make ſhew that they were well-affketed towards Malichus.

CHAP. XX. 


Caſſius at Herod's entreaty, ſends orders to the Commanders of the Roman Troops, to 
n revenge Antipater's death ; they fab Malichus.' Felix who commands the Roman Gar- 
riſon in Jeruſalem, attackerh Phaſlus, who reduceth him to capitulate. 


Erod having aſſured Caſſius of Antipater his father's death, he knowing very well 

# whata wicked man Malichas was, wrote back unto Herod that he ſhould re- 
venge the death of his father: beſides,he ſent ſecret Letters to the Captains that were 
in 7yre;commanding them to aid and affiſt Z7ero/in that juſt execution which he inten- 
0d, After that Caſſius had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabitants of the Country came 
together,bringing with them Crowns and Silver to preſent him, Herod expeCting thax 
Malichus ſhould receive his puniſhment there, but Malichus miſtruſting their deſigns 

E when he was drawing near to Tyre in Phenicia, hecontriv'd a greater enterprize. For 
whereas his fon was an hoſtape in-7yre, he entered the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Judza ; taking that opportunity by reaſon of Caffes's troubles 
( who marched to meet with Anthony) he reſolved ro-draw the people to an infurre- 
ion, and to make Himſelf Lord of the Country: ' but God diſappointed his unjuſt 
purpoſes: for Herod being a man of a ripe judgment, immediately \diſcovered his in- 
tention,and ſent one of his ſervants before, under the notion to prepare a banquet be- 
cauſe he had told him formerly that he would entertain all his followers : but in effect, 
he ſenf him to the Captains, to command them to go out with their Daggers, and to

Which a& did ſo much aſtoniſh Aircanns, that-through'amazehe grew ſpecch- 
leſs: and, being much moved, he demanded of Zerod's men how this accident had 
hapned; and who it was that had killed Malichas; which having heard, and how no- 
thing was done without Caffus's command, he anſwered that all was well done, Ma- 
lichus being a wicked man, and a Traitor to his Country. See here how Malichus 
was juſtly puniſhed for the wickedneſs he committed againſt Antipater. 

When cape was gone our of 3yr7a, tliere aroſe anew tumult in Judza: for Felix, 
who was left in Jersſa/zm with an Army, marched forth againſt Phaſel/us, and all the 
people were in arms. For which cauſe Herod ſpeedily. repaired to. Fabius, Governor 
of Damaſco, and intenditig to ſuccour his brother,was prevented by a ſickneſs: ſo that 

G Phaſizlus obtaining a viftory by his own forcesagainſt Fe/;x,cncloſed him up ina Tower, 
whence afterwards he Yifmitled him under compoſition. Whereupon he grievouſly 
tebuked F7ircanus, that being forgetful of divers good offices which he had _

>> by him, he had given aid unto his Enemies. For Malichas s brother being at that time 14

7 Mar:ns 4s 
have been informed in Epheſus by Hircanus's Embaſſadors(who is Fligh-Prieſt and Prince op Be 
of the Jews ) that you have ſeized on their" Country, and ſpoiled the ſame, when-our ad- whe of Two 
verſaries held that Province. But as we have undertaken the War for the Empire, and torettore 
in defence of Juſtice and Piety, we have puniſhed theſe ungrateful, diſloyal and perfidions SH R——s _ 
perſons. Our will is, that you ſuffer our Allies to live in peace; and as touching that Lands, Goods 
which you have obtained of our adverſaries; our pleaſure is, that you reſtore the ſame to and Liberties. 
theſe that are diſpoſſeſſed. For none of them had obtained either Province or Army by the 
conſent of the Senate ; but bad uſurped them by force, and afterwards beſtowed them on 
D thoſe who have. heen Miniſters of their impieties and injuſtice. But ſince they have been 
puniſhed according to their deſerts, we require that our Allies enjoy their own, without any 
hindrance: and if you hold any places at this preſent, which belong to Hircanus Prince of 
the Jews ( that were ſeized fimce the time that Caius Caſljus by.an unjuſt War invaded our 
Provinces ) reſtore them unto him, without offering to hinder him from the poſſeſſion of his 
own. And if you have, or pretend to have any right in them, when I ſhall repazr to thoſe

Marcus Antonius Emperor, to the Governors, Senate, and People, of Zyre, Health: 
I have ſent you my Editt,my pleaſure is that; you carefully conlider it, and that you regiſter 
x it among your publick Records, in Roman and Greek /etters, and ſet it up in Writing in 
an open place, to the end that it may be read by all Men. 
Marcus Antonius Emperor and Triumvir, in the preſence of the Tyrians aſſembled for 
their publick affairs, hath declared,” that Caius Caſſius,durizg the troubles , by the afſi- 
ſtance of bis Souldiers, hath uſurped another mans Provinces and hath in like ſort ſpoiled 
our Allies, and hath ranſackt the Nation of the Jews, who are frieads to the people of 
Rome: and for that by our valour, we have repreſſed his inſolence, by our Editts and

owner. And my pleaſure is, That whoſoever diſobeyeth this Ordinance, he may be pu- 
niſbed accordinzly. He wrote to the like efte& to the Sidonians, Antiocbraus, and Ara- 
bians; alt which we will inſert in a convenient place, to teſtifie what account the

3, now r0nze5(already Corrupted by ſtore of money by Herod and his brother, who commanded 
Ire to accuſe itt that place, ordained that the Embaſſadors of the Fews ſhould be puniſhed, for that 
Herod, who they had attempted to make new diſturbances, and he confirmed /erod's Governmen;, 
ago, At that time ZZerod walking by the Sea fide, came urito them,adviſing both them and 
wounded, and Z{ircanus( who at that preſent was with them ) to give over their appeal, leſt ſome 
viel put to risfortune ſhould befal them. Which they not regarding; certain Fews and Inhabj- 
tants of that City, all at once ran upon them, kill 
the reſt taking their flight towards their Country, everafterwards contained themſelves 
and lived in quiet, through the fear they had conceived. But when the people ceaſed 
not to exclaim and proteſt againſt Z7erod, Antonius was ſo difpleaſed, that he comman- 
ded all thoſe whom he held priſoners to be put to death. 

The year after Pachorus the King's fon, and Barzapharnes a Prince among the Par- 
thians, invaded and ſeized Syria. About this time Pto/omy died, the fon of 'Mennzat ; 
and his ſon Ly/ras reigned in his ſtead, who plighted friendſhip with Anrigonas the fon 
of Ariſtobxlus, who obtained favour at his hatids, by the'counſel and follicitation of a 
certain Prince of great authority and credit with him. $a.

( him. He ſuſpeCing no treacherics, was eaſily perſwaded, notwithſtanding that Zerod OE IADE . 
miſliked the courſe, who knowing the perfidious manner of the Barbarians, exhorted © 
him rather to aſlail Pachor«s,and toaſſault and oppreſs his Forces, when they were come 
unto him. Nevertheleſs, Hircanus and Phaſwulus undertook this Embaſſage,and Pacho- 
rus (leaving with Herod Two hundred Horſemen, and Ten of thoſe whom they call 
Free-men ) conducted the Embaſladors. Now as ſoon as they came into Galilee, the Go- 
vernours of the Cities in that Country, came forth armed to meet them: Barzapharnes 
alſo at the firſt gave them friendly entertainement, and honoured them with Preſents ; 
but ſhortly after he began to practiſe treachery. For Phaſzlus and his attendants were 
conducted to a lodging that adjoined the Sea ; where hearing tidings that Antigonus ' 

Þ had promiſed One thouſand Talents, and Five Hundred Virgins tothe Parrhians,he be- ow So powng 
gan already to ſuſpect the Barbarians. For a certain ſriend of his had given him an ink- rom againit 
ling that there were Treaſons intended againſt him that very night,and that his lodging Phſe(us. 
was privily beſet with a Guard. And ſurely they had been ſurpriſed, had they not ex- 
pected that the Parthians ( who were round about Jeruſalem ) ſhould have ſeized on 
Herod, fearing leſt he having an inkling of their diſaſter, ſhould betake himſelfto flight. 

This was ſhortly confirmed to be true by the Guards that arrived : For which cauſe 
there were ſome of Phaſelus's friends, who counſelled him, that without any more de- 
lay, he ſhould betake him to his Horſe, and fly from thence: and amongſt the reſt, 
0/lius was moſt earneſt, who had diſcovered this Plot, by Sarama//a a rich Syrian ( who 

F offered them his ſhips that road hard by,to further their flight. )Phaſ2/us would neither 
torſake 77ircauns,nor leave his Brother Herod in danger, but repairing to Barzapharnes, 
he told him, that he did him wrong to uſe theſe ſiniſter practices againſt him. For that 
if he had need of Money, he was more likely to receive it at his hands, than from 4- 
2:2onus ; and that it was an intolerable injuſtice to put Embaſladors to death, who came 
unto him upon his honour, and had no ways offended him. But the Barbarian hearin

Two Generals commanded this Army ; namely,$9{ 
us, who was ſent by Antonius to fuccour Herod ; and Herod himſelt,who made War for 
himſelf, with an intent, that having diſpoſſeſied Antigorus, (whom he had proclaimed 
Enemy to Rome) he himſelf might be King in his place,according tothe Senate's decree, 
Thoſe Jews that were within the Walls (that is to fay, almoſt all the Nation) refiſted 
the Herodians with great courage, boaſting much ofthe Temple of the Lord, and with.

gers ; and ſpoiling all proviſion without the City, that was either behoveful for the uſe 
of Man or Bezſt,by their ſecret excurſions, they made the Beſiegers deſtitute of Vidu- 
Herod pre- als, Which inconvenience 77erod prevented, having laid Ambuſhes to cut them off. As 
— the for Victuals,he made much Proviſion be brought from remote places ; ſo that within a 
; very little ſpace they had abundance of all that which was neceſſary in the Camp. He 
erected alſo with no leſs care three Bulwarks, by the diligent labour of a great number 
of Workmen : forit was Summer-time ; and neither was the Air incommodious, or neg- 
ligence of the Workmen ſuch, but that they preſently ſurniſh'd and tiniſh'd them. At- 
terwards having raiſed rheir Engines upon them, they batter'd the Wall, with as muh 
violence and diligence as was poſlible ; notwithſtanding all this,they did no ways daunt 
thoſe that were within, who, for their parts uſed all the cunning imaginable to defend 
themſelves, and by divers Sallies ſet on fire the Enemies Engines ; and burnt not only 
thoſe that were half made, but thoſe that were wholly perfetted ; and when neceſſity 
drave them to cloſe Fighting, they ſhew'd no leſs valour than the Romans;but they were 
The Fews Inleriour tothem in Skill and Martial Diſcipline. And when as the firſt Wall was beaten 
without fear down,they built up a new,and countermined againſt thoſe Mines that were made bythe 
_ Enemy, ſo that they fought under ground hand to hand. Thus uſing Deſpair rather 
them. © than Courage, they reſiſted to the uttermoſt; notwithſtanding they were beſieged by a 
grcat Army,and preſſed by Famine and want of Victuals;for the year wherein the ſiege 
wascontinucd was the ſeyenth,in which the Earth was unmanur'd,which by us is calld y 
The year of Reſt.

| Þ natures King of Parthia, underſtanding how nobly Z7ircanus was deſcended, who Hircanus

him out of Priſon, permitting him to converſe in Babylon, in which place there was a by the Jewe. 
great number. of Fews;zwho honour'd Hrcanus very much,and no lefs than their High- 
Prieſt and King. Thelike alſo did all they of that Nation,inhabiting as far as Euphrates, 
which did not a little content Zircanus.But after that he was advertis'd that Zerod was _ 
poſſels'd of the Kingdom, he transferr'd his hopes another way,being of his own nature earn 
D tenderly affe&ted towards his friends,expeCting that one day ZZerod would requite him, 4 expecteth 
for that he had deliver'd him from death, whereunto he was condemn'd, and in danger favour at 4. 
likewiſe of the penalty and puniſhment.He began therefore to conſult with the Jews a. oO 
bout his journey,who,in way of duty and love came to viſit him,and who pr:\'1 him, 
and importun'd him to continue with them,offering him all ſervice and hono:':r , 3 Ju- 
ring him, that he ſhould in no leſs manner be reſpected among them than their ; gh. 
Prieſt & King;yea,in far higher regard than he might any ways be in his own County, 
by reaſon of the Maim he had in his Body through Aztigonus's Tyrannyglledging,th-t 
Kings do not ordinarily call to their remembrance thoſe pleaſures that they have receiy*d 
in their mean condition, becauſe that with their eſtares they change both their manners 
E and inclinations. But notwithſtanding all theſe, or ſuch like Allegations, yet could not 
Hircanus be withdrawn from the defire he had to repair homeward. Herod alſo wrote 
unto him, 7 hat he ſhould require Phraates and the Jews that inhabited his Kingdom, in no 
ſort to envy his felicity, in that he ſhould partake with him both in dignity and royalty ; at- 
ledging,that the time was now come wherein he might acknowledge the kindneſs he had re- 
ceived,by being heretofore nourijhed and preſerved by him. With theſe Letrers he ſeat Sa- Samarai 
maralla likewiſe,in quality of an Ambaſlador, to Phraates, furniſh'd with great and rich Herod's Ar: 
Preſents, endeayouring by that means to win him, that he in no waysfſhould hinder his — pondhyy 
good intent towards one that had fo highly deſerved it at his hands ; yet his Proteſtati- E 
ons were not anſwerable to his Pretence.For inſomuchas he govern'd not with that up- 
F rightneſs which becamea juſt King, he fear'd leſt ſome alteration might befall him,accord- 
ing to his demerits ; for which cauſe he fought to get F/;rcanus under his power, or at 
leaſt-wiſe to diſpatch him out of his life, which he afterwards perform'd.When therefore 
Herodhad perſuaded the Parthian to diſmiſs Hircanus,and the Fews to furniſh him with 7... highty 
money ſufficient to bear his expence inhis journey,he receiv'd him with all honour. [n kenoureth * 
common Aſſetmblies, he gave him always the higheſt place; and in the time of Feſti- 5 
vals,he made him always fit down before him ; and the more cloſely ro deceive him, he 
called him Brother,cndeavouring by all means wholly to take away all colour and ſuſpi- 
cion of Treachery,ncither omitted he any other ſtratagems, whereby he might any ways 
further or promote his caulſe;and yer by theſe means occafion'd no ſmall tedirion in his 
G own Family. For fearing leſt any one among the Nobility, ſhould be eſtabliſhed High- Hero givett 
Prieſt, he ſent to Babylos tor 2 certain man of a baſe extraction, called 4#z4»el,and gave _— _ ” 


bim the Prieſthood. For which cauſe, Zexandra grew tuddenly diſpleaſed, not being 1.mwe; 
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ablc to endure that afſront. This Woman was Hircanus's Daughter, and Alexander's y 
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Wife, who was King Ari/tobulus's ſon, who had two Children by her Husband, the one 


very beautiful, who was called Ari/tobulus: the other was Mariamne, who was likewiſe 


fair,and married to Herod. She was highly diſpleaſed to ſce her Son fo muc!1 undervya. 
lucd,that during his liſe, another was called to the honour of the High-Prieſthood ; for 
which cauſc,the wrote unto C/eoparra, by the means of a certain Muſician, beſeechin 

ter to beg the High-Prieſthood at Antonius's hands tor her Son. Which Cleopatra dig 
moſt willingly,but Antonius made little reckoning of thoſe Suits.A certain friend of his 
called Gellius, who was come into Jewry, about certain of His affairs, and who had ſeen 
Ariſtobulus, tell inlove with him by reaſon of his Beauty ; and admiring likewiſe his ta1| 
ſtature, and allured by Mariamne's admirable Beauty, he openly proteſted, that he AG 
counted Alexandra a happy Mother in her Chiidrenz and diſcourſing to this effeq 
with her, he perſuaded her to ſend the pi-Zures of her two Childreri to Antonius ; for 
that if he ſhould but behold them, he would reluſe him nothing wherein he ſhould xe. 
queſt his Friendſhip. A/exandra perſuaded by theſe words, ſent their Pictures unto 4,z0. 
nins. Gelius alſo made the matter more wonderiul;telling him,that the Children feem'q 
rather to be ingendred of no mortal itrain, but by {ome divine power ; endcvavouring 25 
much as inhim !ay,that A#toxius might be allured ro aftetion them. Who ſuppoſing i 
to bea matter il] beſecming him to ſend for Mar7::115, who was married to Herod,and 
deſirous likewiſe to avoid Cleopatra's Suſpicious, wroteunto Herod, that under ſome ho. 
neſt pretext,he ſhould ſend A/exandra's Sori unto him { with this addition, if it might 
not ſeem troubleſome unto him.) Which matter, waen Z7erod underſtood, he thought 
it no ways falc for him to ſend 4ri{fobalus, (who was a handiome young man, and lit- 
tle moreat that time than ſixteen yearsold, and nobly born; conſidering that Antoni. 
5 was at that preſent in ſuch authority, that no one in Rome was 1n greater credit than 
he; and who beſides that, was very much addicted to his pleaſures,which he openly hunt- 
ed after, without fear of puniſhment, in regard of his greatneſs and power. He therefore 
wrote him rhis Anſwer, That if the young man ſhould but only depart out of the Coun- 
try, all the Land would preſently be filled with war and troubies;tor that the Jews pre- 
tended alteration in Government, and ſought to innovate by preferring a new Kirg, 
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When he had in this manner excuſed himſelf unto A4utoa7wus, he reſolved to entertain L 


both the younger Ari/tobulus,and his Mother Alexandra, with morercſpett. Moreover, 
his wifeMariamne did continually importunz him to givethe Pricſthood to her Brother, 
alledging, that by that Honour, he might prevent the occaſion of his Journey, For 
which cauſe, aſſembling his Friends together in Council, he grievouly accuſed A4lexan- 


ounſtAlexe- {74 before them, proteſting that ſhe ſecretly conſpired againſt the Kingdom, and that by

the mediation of Cleopatra, ſhe laboured to diſpoſleis him of the Sovereignty, to the in- 
tentthat her Son, by Antonius's means, might govern in his tead. Which praQice of 
hers was fomuch the more unjuſt, becauſe the deprived her own Daughter of that Ho- 
nour wherein ſhe was, and raiſed up troubles likewiſe in that Kingdom which he had 
conquered with great labour,and extreme danger; yet notwithſtanding that, he willing- 
ly forgat that which was paſt, and forgave thoſe wrongs ſnc had done againſt him, and 
was ready notwithſtanding, to ſhew all kindneſs and courtefie both to her and hers. 
He gave the High-Prieſthood to young Ari/tobulus ; alledging, That heretofore he had 
eftabliſhed 4zane/in that place, tor no other reſpect, than tor that Ari/tobulus was un- 
der years. 

Aiter rhathe had thus ſeriouſly and conſiderately difcourſcd in the prefence of theLa- 
dies,and Conliſtory of his friends, Alexandra, almoſt beſide her ſelf, not only through 
the joy ſhe had conceived by this unexpected good fortune, but alſo for the fear ſhe had 
tobe ſuſpe&ted, began to defend her felt with tears and proteſtations, ſaying, That al 


whatſoever ſhe had either practiſed or done, was to prefer her Son unto the Prieſthood N 


whom ſhe ſaw diſhonoured; but as touching the Kingdom, that ſhe had never pretended, 
neither would (if ſo be (he ſhould be preſented therewith ) receive the ſame, thinking her 
ſelf for the preſent ſufficiently honoured, both for that ſhe ſaw Ariſtobulus in that eſtate, 
for the aſſurance that all her progeny ſhould receive, in that he was raiſed up in dignity a- 
Love the ref. Being theretore overcome by thoſe Favours, ſhe accepted willingly the 
honour for her Son,and ſhewed her ſelf obedient in all things,requeſting him, that if ſhe 
had committed any thing raſhly, or through inconfideration or paſſion, cither in re- 
{ped of her Children, or by the looſneſs of her Tongue, he would be pleaſed to pardon 
her. After theſe Debates and interchangeable Diſcourſes on both ſides, they ſhook hands 


the one with rheother, in token of a more fixed and unfeigned Friendſhip than was be- O 


tore, burving (as they pretended) all evil ſuſpicion, or cauſe of unkindneſs. 
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Herod d-poſeth Ananel from the Dignity of the Figh-Prieſthood, and conferreth it upon pL 
Ariſtobulus , he cauſezh Alexandra to be ſeized on, and Ariſtobulus, when they were 
about to make their eſcape, by going to Cleopatra ; he feigneth a reconciliation wit! 
rhem, and afterwards cauſeth Ariſtobutus ro be drowned, beſtowing a coitly Funeral 
on him. 


Jhe pon Herod took away the Prieſthood inſtantly from Ananzl,who was not that Hedio & kf 
$ H Country-man born ( as we have heretofore declared ) but was born amongſt 47" #Þ 3; 
thoſe Jews that inhabit,and were planted beyond Euphrates by the Afſyrians. For divers the Priz/t- | 
thouſand Jews inhabited the Country of Baby/on,and from thence took he his Original h90d trom 2- 
alſo,being otherwiſe of the Race of the Pricſts, and well affected towards Herod tor a ***" 
long time before, with whom he had familiar Acquaintance, He had preterred him to 
this Honour when he was made King,and degraded him likewiſe,to appeaſe the troubles 
of his Family : demeaning himſelf herein contrary to the Law of the Country : For 
whereas any one hath once been inſtalled in that Degree, he is never to be diſplaced. 
The firſt that tranſgreſſed this Ordinance was Antiochus Fpiphanes, who diſpoſleiTed oO 
7:/uah,and preferr'd his Brother Ox7as to this place. Theſecond was Ari/tobulus, away irom trom three. 
( C his Brother Hircanus,and uſurped it ſelf. Zerod was the third, who gave the Prieſthood 
to Ariſtobulus eſtabliſhing him in Ananel's place betore he was dead ; and by this means 
ſuppoſing that he had found out a remedy to appeale the diſcords of his Family, he not- 
withſtanding all this, lived,not without ſuſpicion what event would follow aſter this Re- 
conciliation:For he feared Alexandraleſt demeaning her ſelf as ſhe had done,ſhe ſhould 
ſeek occaſion hereafter to raiſe new Troubles. He commanded her therefore to contain _ 
her ſelf within the Royal Palace, and to do nothing of her own Authority. Beſides Get > 
that, he had appointed certain Intelligencers, who ſhould diligently obſerve that no- Lierediafpind 
thing ſhould be done without his knowledge; no, not concerning her particular Ex- a TO 
pences and Table. All which things exaſperated her againſt Zerod; for being full of ons je ven o 
p teminine Pride, ſhe diſdained to fee her felt thus wrongfully ſuſpeted, deſiring rather 
to ſuffer any thing than to be deprived of the liberty of free Speech, and under colour 
to be honoured, to live continually in ſervitude and fear. Whereupon, ſhe fent ſome 
of her truſty Friendsto Cleopatra, to complain and lament the inſupportable Miſeries of 
her preſent eſtate, entreating her,according to her power, to give ſpeedy relief. Where- 
upon, C/eopatra ſent her word, that both ſhe and her Son ſhould reſort unto her into 
Feypt with as great ſecrefie as might be poſſible. Upon wivch Advice, ihe praiſed 
this Policy : She cauſed two Coffins to be made, ſuch as men were wont to bury their 
dead in, in which ſhe hid her felt and her Son, commanding thoſe Servants of hers that Es 
were privy to her Deſign,to carry them out in the night-time,& to go direCtly towards cc - 
E the S2a, where there was a Bark in readineſs, prepared to convoy them into Egyp?. But ily intoEyypry 
E/op, one of her Houſhold-Servants,declared this Enterprize of hers to $42470+, one © hy a. by 
Alexandra's (riends, ſuppoſing that he had been made privy thereunto; who had no © 
looner inkling thereof, but (for that beforetimes hs was Herod's enemy, bv reaſon he 
was ſuſpe&ted to have been one of choſe that ſought to poyſon Artipater) he reſolved 
by diſcovery of his ſecret flight, to convert Herod 's hatred into friend{hip;and preſently 
dilcovered 4/exandra's ſecret enterprize to the King. Who diſlembling the matter, until 
t was upon the point of execution, ſurprized her at ſuch time as ſhe thought to fly ; 
and yet notwithſtanding, he pardoned her that tault (in that he durſt not decree any 
puniſhment againſt her,though he could have found 1n his heart to have uſed ſeverity ) 
F F for that Clcopatra would not have contained her ſelf, had ſhe bur had ſuch an occaſion 
| offered her to expreſs her hatred againſt ZZerod, For which caule, under the colour of 
a high and magnarimous Spirit, he made thew to pardon her of his meer clemency ; Herod contri. 
yet inwardly refolved to deſtroy young Ari/tolulus ; yet not ralhly upon the inſtant, rare 
[eſt the AR ſhowld grow apparent and palpable. 5, TR 
Now the Feaſt of Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of thoſe that was ceremo- 
niouſly and ſolemnly celebrated among us; for which cauſe he concealed his Intents 
during the Feſtival Days, intending both in himſelf, and in the preſence and company 
of the People, to follow all kind of Pleaſure and Delight ; yet his Envy incited him 
to haſten the execvtion of his Will, Ar:/obulus was at that time ſome ſeventeen years

by little and little into acclamations, mix'd with Wiſhes and Prayers ; fo that the good 
will the people bare to Ari/tobulus, diſcovered it ſelf openly, and they manifeſtly ( al. 
though roo haſtily in ſuch a Kingdom) declared what Evils they generally endured: For 
all which Cauſes Herod mhabar vx to execute that which he had plotted againſt .4-;. 
ſtobulus. Afloon therefore as the Feaſt was over-paſſed, he went unto Fericho, where 4- 


lexandra entertained him. In that place he uſed Ari/tobulus with all kindneſs to draw

When this Accident was reported to the Women, all of them burſt out into Tears, 
oe Laments- nd were tranſported with ſtrange Lamentations, which they uttered over the dead 
Robulusrs Body. All the City alſo was mightily troubled, neither was there any private Family 
Death. that thought not it ſelf touched by this inconvenience, butimagined the loſs in particu- 

lar to concern himſelf and noother. But above all, when Alexandra had notice of this 
wicked Deed, ſhewas more paſſionate and perplexed than any other, being ſo much 
the more diſcomforted, tor that ſhe knew how all things had hapned. But the fear of a 
far greater Miſchief, conſtrained her to repreſs her Paſſion, ſo that divers times ſhe yas 
ready to bereave her {elf of herown Life, and diſpatch her ſelf out of Miſery with her 


own hands. But ſhe contained her ſelf, ro the end, that ſurviving, and living after her | 


Son, who was ſo fraudulently deſtroyed, and prolonging her own Life, without giving 
any ſuſpicion or ſhadow, that ſhe might with more opportunity expect the occaſion to 
revenge her ſelf : For which cauſe ſhe diſſembled all things, concealed her grief, and 
made ſhew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. 
As for Herod,he laboured by all means to perſuade the ſtrangers,that this Death had be- 
mngpengng fallen Ariſtobulus without his knowledge ; and did not only prepare that which was

cies againſt the true and lawful Kings. Anzony perlwaded by theſe her Words (as toon 
25 he came to Laodicea) ſent for Ferod,to the end, that making his appearance he might 
anſwer that which might be objected againſt him, concerning, Ari/tobulus's death ; tor 
he diſliked the act, notwithſtanding,that ZZerod himſelf had attempted it, But although 
Herod was afraid of this accuſation, and did not a little ſuſpect Cleopatra's dilpleature 
C (for that ſhe ceaſed not continually to provoke Antony againlt him). yet he obeyed his 

Commands, and tranſported himſelf thither (the rather tor that he durſt not otherwiſe 
do; ) notwithſtanding he left his Uncle Foſeph behind him, committing the Govern- 
ment both of the Kingdom, and his private Eſtate unto him ; giving him fecret Inſtru- |

L But Foſeph governing, that Kingdom that was committed to his Hands, converſed 
divers times upon this occaſion with Mariamne, and communicated oftentimes with 
her, not only about publick Afﬀairs, but alſo to do her that Honour which fo great a 
Princeſs deſerved. 'Theretore as he ſecretly converſed with her, witneſling the Friend{hip, 
and ardent aftection which Zerod bare untoher; he found, that neither the nor 4/exan- 
dra did credit any ſuch thing, but rather laugh'd at it. For which cauſe, Foſeph being 
too forward to expreſs the King's good Will rowards her, proceeded fo far, that he dil- 
covered the Commands that were given him; thereby to make maniteft, that ir was not 
poſſible for Zerod to live without her, and that if any inconvenience ſhould happen un- 
E tohim, he would not in death alſo be diſ-joined from her. This diſcourſe of Joſeph was 
not interpreted by the Ladies, as a demonſtration of his good Will, but rather, as a 
manifeſtation of Herod's wickedneſs; who dying, defired alfo that rhey ſhould periſh; 
and interpreted, that which he had ſpoken, as the teitimony of his tyrannical and ma- 
licious Heart. At that time there was a rumour ſpread in the City of Jeruſalem by He- 
rod's Enemies, that Antony had tormented him, that he was dead. Whereupon all 
thoſe of the King's Houſe were troubled, andeſpecially the Ladies; ſo that Alexandra 
incited Foſephto torſake the Palace, and take the Ladies, and retire under the protecti- 
on of the Roman Legion, who at that time, was about rhe City,for the ſecurity of the A feoliſh cn 
Kingdom, under the Condudt of the Tribune F#/us, tothe end firſt of all, that if any trou- _ £4 of 
NW f ble thould happen in theKing's Houſe, they might be by this means in ſafety, having the INT WIEE 
Romans to befriend them; and aiterwards, for that they hoped that if Antoxy ſhould ſee 
Mariamae, ſhe might obtain at his hands whatſoever ſhe deſired, and that he would re- 
ftore the Kingdom unto her, and deprive her of nothing that concerned her, or was 
anlwerable to her Royal Eſtate.

Cn they fell to Tears, and embraced each other with great affeCtion ; for that ſhe gave him 
no credit, he endeavoured the more to draw her to beliet. Whereupon Mariamne 
faid unto him: 77 #s not the att of a Lover to have commanded, that if any thing ſhouldbe- 
fal thee, otherwiſe than well, with Antony, 7 ſhould preſently be put to death, notwithſtand- 
ing I have no ways offended thee. No ſooner were theſe Words out of her Mouth, but 
the King entred in a ſtrange paſſion,and giving over his Embraces, he cryed out witha 
loud Voice, and tore his Hair, ſaying, That he had a moſt evident proof that Joſeph had 
committed Adultery with her ; for that he would not have difcovered thoſe things which 


he had ſpoken to him in ſecret, except they had greatly truſted one another. Andin this M 


?erod com- Emotion or Rage of Jealouſie he hardly contained himſelf from killing his Wife. But 
Tool ould the force of Love overcame him ſo much, that he bridled his Rage, notwithſtanding it 
be ſlain, and Was grievous and irkſome unto him.

perſwaded him to remove them from: the Governments, and beſtow the ſame on her 


ſelf. And for that Amory loved her extremely, ſhe was in great eſtimation and credit 


with him; and being in her own Natureinclined to Covetouineſs, ſheabſtained fromno N 


kind of corruptdealing and wickedneſs. For knowing that the Kingdom ſhould deſcend 
Cieepatravery Unto her Brother, ſhe cauſed him to be poyſoned, whenas he was bur fifteen years old; 
covetous. ag for her Siſter Ar/inoe, ſhe cauſed her to be ſlain by A#tony's means, being at her Prayers 
cieoparr® inthe Temple of Diaza in Epheſus. Moreover, in what place ſoever ſhe underſtood 
her Brother that there was any hope to get Money, whether it were in robbing of Temples, or 1n 
and Siſter. breaking open of Sepulchres, ſhe would be poſſeſſed thereof ; neither was there any Re- 
ligious Place fo Sacred, from whence ſhe took not away the Ornaments. There was not

Jews not daring to expett or prevent their aſſaujr, for their preſent Miſeries hud {o de- 
C jected their Spirits, ſeemed to neglect their Common-weal, and in a manner ro dil- 
pair of their fakety. Theſe thus atfeted did the King encourage, and called unto Herod con: 
him the Captains, and (as much as in him lay) reviving their drooping Spirits; an 
when he had reſtored fome to better hopes, at length he attempted to iperk unto al! 
the Army, who in the former overthrows would yield to no perſwaſion. Theſe he did be »: | 
both comfort and exhort in ſuch manner as followeth, former loitcs

CHAP. VIIL. 


King Herod's Oration to his Soldiers, by which he doth ſo incourage them that they give the 
D Arabians a terrible overthrow and oblige them to take Herod for their Protettor. 


Riends and Fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many mis, , _ 
fortunes have hindred our progreſs of late, which are able ro weary and amaze tv, .n4 
Men of the greateſt reſolution. But ſince we muſt needs fight, and that all thoſe c:1orteth ts 
things that have befallen us unto this preſent, are of that Nature, that by your own > 

valour they may be recovered ; I have reſolved to inform, and confirm you in thoſe 
means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuſtomed valour and courage. 


Firſt of all therefore (as to our War) it conſiſteth on juſt grounds, for we are inforced Thzecuie 0: 
E thereunto through the inſolence of our Enemies ; the Knowledge whereof ſhould chiefly make Ww agomait 
Jou recover your COUrage. Secondly, I will apparently prove unto you, that our condition is OTE 
uot ſodeſperate, but that we havegreat and aſſured hopes to obtain the victory. Firjt of al! 
therefore, T will diſcourſe of that which formerly I propoſed, and wil! make your {elves 
judges of thoſe things which Twill diſcourſe upon. For you are privy to the Aralians «:1a/tice, 
and how perfidious they are to their Friends, and impious and barbarous towards al! Men; 
but eſpecially they have always troubled us, provoking us through their extreme awvarice 
and malignant Envy, with perpetual Injuries. And yet tolet /lip all other our benefit: ro 
that Nation, who is he that delivered them from their imminent peril and thraldom, that 
was hazarded by Cleopatra's means, but our ſelves > For the Friendjhip I had with An- 
F tony, and his benevolence toward me, was the cauſe that their burthen of Miſeries was [6 
N lightned ; Antony forbore to commit any thing that might draw us to ſuſpicion. 
Bejides, after ſhe had wrought him by her ſolicitation to cut off certain portions of the 
two Kingdoms to be given unto her, the matter was ſo handled by me, that by divers Pre= 
ſents particularly beſtowed upon him by my Hands, I have obtained ſecurity for us both, 
aud by disbarfing two hundred Talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred 
more for others, for the Revenues of that wery Land which in time paſt was ours, and 
theſe now poſſeſs and enjoy. 
Notwithſtanding, reaſon it were in my opinion, that we that are Jews ſhould no? bs Triby- 
taries, or give any portion of our Country to any Man ; and if we muſt needs do it, it 11! bo- 
G cometh us to pay it for theſe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It ſhould not be reaſonable 
O for the Arabians, who after they bad dwith laufible proteſtations ani thaukſ- 
r tl ans, wh they bad confeſſed with many plauſible proteſtations ani thaukſf 
$/Ungs, rhat they enjoy their liberty by our benefit, to have deprived and thruſt us From: 
"*ur 04.4ud to have unjuſtly dealt with us ; yea, even with us, I ſay, who were not their 
M m 3Z Fnemmen. 
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NAL Enemies, but rather on the contrary fide their chiefeſt Friends inthe timeof Peace, And H 
— ro dow if fideliry ſhould be reſpetted even amongſt thoſe that are our moſt hated Fremies, much 
before the Na- more nece(ſarily ought 1t to be obſerved by thoſe that are Friends. But theſe Ne: (et lizht 
Crit Ul G thereby, who think nothing Honeſt, but that which 1s annexed with Lucre ; and thiyk no 
NL wrong unexcuſable, that hath but a ſhow of profit. Is there any queftion then, whether we 
ſhould chaſtiſe theſe uajuit Men by a juſt War 2 Since both God commaneleth no leſs, aud 
enjoyzeth us always to hate outrage, and revenge injuſtice, eſpecially in that War which ;; 
not only juſt, but neceſſary. For that which both in the confeſſion of the Grecians, gud 
opinion of the Barbarians is moſt hateful and heinous, this have they perpetrated in nur. 
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Lepates invio- /CrI1% Or Embaſſadors. For the Grecks ſay, that Embaſſadors are ſacred and tuin- | 
lable. lable, and we our ſelves have recerved our wholſome and holiejt Precepts of the Law of I 


God by Angels; that is, from his Heraulds and Meſſengers; for this Name can both bring 
God to Man s knowledge, and reconcile Enemy to Enemy, 
What Impiety therefore is more anpardonable, than to put thoſe Embaſſadors to Death, 
who bring tidings of Right and Juſtice 2 Or what proſperity can they expect either in their 
Wars, or felicity in their whole lives, after jo heinous a crime? Truly I cannot imagine 
With whom. 42) © But perhaps ſome Men will ſay, that right and equity is on our fide; but that the 
loever Jultice £7 CA7CY number of Men and Means are with them ; but this their Speech IS Unwore 
5, there's zhy of my Fellowers, For with thoſe with whom juſtice is, with thoſe alſe is God; and 
wovato. where God is, there neither wanteth multitude nor fortitude. But let us wade further, 
and weigh our own Forces by themſelves. In the firſt Battle we had the vittory, in the ſe. | 
cond, upon the firft charge we put them to: flight, and found them unable to make they 
Party good againſt us. Afterwardsy when the vittory was ours, behold, Athenio, not ty 
lawful War, but by ſubtle Treachgry aſſaulted us. But ſhall this be called their valour, or 
rather their fraud and ſeconduiquity 2 why thertfore ſhould we have leſs courage, who 
ought to have rhe greater confidence g -or any ſhould we tear them who are always inferiours, 
if they fight openly, and without (ip#: and when they ſeem to overcome, they do it b, 
mjuſtice 2 | 
Moreover, if any Man ſuppoſe them to be valiant, this ſhould the rather incite th:u1 
more and more unto Vertue; for it isno Honour for a generous and noble Mind to overcume 
his inferiour, but to have Means and Might to conquer his Superior. Aud if any one te 
terrified by our domeſtick aud homebred Miſeries, and by our late Earthquake, firſt of al 
let him think with himſelf, that he erreth in that which deceiveth rhe Arabians by ſup- 
poſing the ſame to be more grievous and terrible than indeed it was. And afterwards let 
him think, that it becometh themnot to draw matter of fear from thence, whence the other 
took occaſion of courage. For as touching themſelves they conceive not any hope through 
any Good that is in themſelves, but only in the truſt they have that we are already de- 
jected by our Calamities. But when they ſhall ſee us march forth againſt them, their Con- 
rage will be weakned, and our confidence by this means fhall be awakened, for that we are 
uot at this time to encoanter with deſperate Men: For neither are we overmuch afflidted; F 
either (as ſome think) hath this miſery befallen us through God's diſpleaſure, but theſe M 
are the caſualties of Fortune, And if by the Will of God theſe things are come to paſs, it 
is a marvel if by the ſame Will our Calamity ceaſe not; and that our puniſhment ſhould not 
fatisfie his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent War is approved by him for juſt, he himſelf 
hath evidently declared. For whereas divers through the whole Nation have been op- 
preſſed by the Earthquake, none of you that bear Arms have incarred any miſchief ; bt 
all of you have been preſerved, which is a manifeſt token of the Will of God ; and if your 
Children and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you do, none of you ſhould have 
been wanting. Whenas therefore you ſhall have berhought your ſelves of theje things, and 
moreover in regard that God hath at all times an eſpecial care over you, fail not to purſue p 
this injurious Nation with a juft War that neither reſpecleth the Laws of Friendjbip, N 
nor keepeth the League of Covenant ; valiant in murthering ſacred Embaſſadors ; and ab- 
ject and villainous, where things are to be attempted by valcur. 
Theſe perſwaſions of his did not a little encourage the Fews to the Battle, and made 
them more forward than before. As for 77erod, after he had offered Sacrifice, according 
to the cuſtom, he drew his Army forth, and led them with great confidence againit 
the Arabiars, and paſſing Jordan, he encamped near untothe Enemy, with an intent 
to ſurpri-e a Fort ſituate between them both; making this account that it would fur- 
ther him much, cither if preſently he ſhould be drawn forth to fight, or it it con- 
cernes him to march forward, for that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in with G 
more ſecurity. The farae reſolution alſo. had the Arabiars, for which cauſe they fell O 
Fre -14%27 19 Skirmiſh in that place, wherein the firſton both ſides that gave the charge, and atier- 
by fret, Wards fome other rollowers were killed; ſo that thoſe of the 4ratian's fice being 
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overcome berook them to retreat. Thus ſucceis of theirs bred no atti» hope in the EN ALH 
Tews, who {ceing the Enemics Army addrefled to attempt any thing rather chan to gl 
fipht grew the more vold to aſlail the Arahian in his Trenches. and bat him from tus b:jwre rh 3 
Camp. They tecing torced by theſe Aſlaults drew forward to their defence in grear 3 
diſorder, bringing neither Courage nor hope of Vittory wity them : yer notwithitand- ey 
ing they defended themſelves, both in regard of their great number, as allo in reſpect 
of that neceſſity whereunto they were intorced by the Fews. The Kirmilh on Loth {;des 
was hot,and divers on either Party were put to the Sword ; bur in tie end, the 4rabroy 
being put tothe worlt, turned their backs. The flaughrer was fo great, that they not 
only periſhed by their Enemies Swords, but they themſelves murthered one ancther 
in the Croud, and diſorderly flight, in which they were treuden under {oor, and lay 
murthered in a manner by their own Weapons. So that, in that deleat thre tell ſome 
ſive thouſand ; the reſt fled on the other ſide ofthe Rampire; but being overpreſſed wit!y 
want of Victuals, and eſpecially with lack of Water, they had not any ground or af- 
{urance to eſcape. After them poſted the Jews, and being unable to recover the For- 
treſs with them, they begirt the Camp with a Siege, and ſhut up all the pafſages that n 
ſuccour could come unto them,and took from them all opportunity to eſcape, alrhou 
they would have gone away. 

Whenas therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity, they {-nr T': 
Embaſſadors unto ZZerod, firſt ofall ro demand a Truce; and afterwards for that 1 + , 
were oppreſled with thirſt, to crave ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſities. But t:uc 
he neither reſpeed the Embaſſadors, neither the proferred Ranſome for the Captives, 79s Het. 
nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, deſiring earneſtly to revenge himſelf 
of thoſe injurious Treacheri:s they had practiſed againſt his Emlafſadors. Being 
therefore inforced by thirſt {which amongſt other Plagues moſt grievouſly affli #2 
them) many of them torſook their Trenches, and offer-d themſelves to Bonds and 
to be led away Captives; fo that within five days ſpace four thouſand of them yielded 
themſelves Priſoners. On the fixth day, all the reſt determined to fally out, and aflail 
the Enemy ; rather making clcice of aſſured Death, than thus lingringly and ignomi- 
niouſly to pine away. Whenas therefore they had all concluded hereupon, they in- 
continently brake out of their Trenches, but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmiſh, decayed 
nct only in Body, but in Courage; reputing their Death for advantage, to eſcape 
thereby their extream misfortunes : For which cauſe upon the firlt onſet, about ſome 
ſeven thouſand of them were killed ; and thus the fiercenets of this Nation being al- 
layed by this overthrow, they ſubmitted themielves to Herod, whom to their own 
forrow they had approved to be a valiant Soldier. 


CHAP. IX. 
Antonius 5 overcome by Auguſtus i the Battle of Atium ; Herod puts Hircanus 70 
death; his pretence for it ; he reſolveth to repair to Auguttus; his orders before his 
way gong. 
Erod puffed up with his ſucccſsfull Fortune, returned back into his own Country,  _ 
having obtained great reputation by his Valour and Vertue. But when he fup- 7! "_y rtly 
poſed his Stateto be moſt aſſured, he grew in danger both to loie his Dignity and Liie, iz-0.7difmay- 
by reaſon of that Victory that Ce2/ar obtained againſt toy in the Actian War. For dat 4=tory's 
at that time he not only ſuppoſed himſelt to be utterly overthrown, but both his an” 
Friends and Enemies that were round about him loſt their hopes, for that it was un- 
likely that he ſhould eſcape unpuniſhed with Antony. Whereby it came to paſs, that 
his Friends could not conceal their deſpair, and his Enemics under their colourable 
and difſembled Griets, covered their Joy, promiſing themſclves thereattera better and 
pleaſing adminiſtration of the Common-Wealth, Hereupon /Zerod perceiving that ex- 
cept Fircanus, there- was not any one of the Blood Royal alive, determined ro cut ered deter- 
bim oft, reſolving with himſelf, that ifhe happened to eſcapethe danger, a Man whoat men 0 
that time was worthier the Kingdom than himſelf, ſhould not claim rhe Crown ; and rms 7

had received any Preſent ; and when he had anſwered, that he had received nothing 
but ſour Courſers for his Saddle ; the King wreſted this to a Capital Offence of Cor- 
ruption and Treaſon, and commanded him preſently to be led to Death. Now that he 
dicd guiltleſs, they alledge this for a moſt approved Argument ; namely, his gentle 
Diſpoſition, who even in his youthful years never gave ſign or appearance of rathneſs, 
or pride, or ſignification of audaciouineſs, no not even then when he had the Royal 
Government in his Hands, but in the Freedom of Authority difpoſed ofthe moſt things M 


by Autipater's advilc. 


But at that time he was more than fourſcore years old, and 


knew that ZZerod's Eſlate was ſecure; and that there 15 no likelihood that he would 
remove from beyond Exphrates where he lived in great repute, to live under #/erod s 
Juriſdiction, or to engage in any trouble contrary to his humour, and fo far ditferent 
trom his Nature ; fo that all thele things ſeem to be leigned by Herod. 
Thus ended Hircanus's Life, after his variable and adverſe Fortunes, wherewith du- 
ring all his life-time he was afflicted. For when his Mother 4lexandra lived he was cre- 
ated High-Prieſt of the Jews, and obtained that Honour for the ſpace of nine years ; and 
aſter his Mother's Death, hc had ſcarcely governed the Kingdom for the ſpace of three 
Months, but that he was expulſed by his Brother 4ri/tobulus ; andafterwards reſtoredby N 
Pompey's aſſiſtance, and receiving all his former Honours, helived in full poſſeſſion ol 


them tor the ſpace of forty years. 


After this he was once more diſpoſſeiled by Ant- 


gonus ; and being maimed in his Body, lived certain years in captivity among the Par- 
thians; from whence nct long after he returned home; and though he had many 
things promiſed lim by ered, yet after ſo many alterations of Fortune, he obtained 
nothing at his Hands; and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all ro be lamented, 
as wehave faid, he was unjuſtly put to Death, an Innocent, and in his Old Age: For 
he was a Lover of Juſtice,andan Obſerver of perpetual modeſty,and governed his King- 
dom for the mof.pirt by other Men's direCtion, being only guilty in himſelf of Igno-

E for although I befriended not Antonius with my preſence and aſſiſtance in the Aftian War, 
yet at leaſt I aſſiited him with my Counſel, aſſuring him, that he had but one only means 
left him for his ſecurity, and prevention of his utter ruine, which was, to pat Cleopatra 
to Death, for that by cutting her off, he might enjoy her Eſtate, and might more eaſily ob- 
tainhis Peace, and pacifie thy diſpleaſure againft him. Aud for that he gave but ſlender 
regard to theſe my admonitions, by his own ſottiſhneſs and indiſcretion, he hath hurt hims 
ſelf and profited you, becauſe, as I ſaid, he did not follow my Counfel, Now therefore (0 
Caſar) in regard of the hatred which you bear unto Antony, you condemn my Friendſhip

he thould no lets reſpett his Friendihip, than he had in former times 4#t02y's; and with- 
p 9 all, vid hirm much Honour ; certifying him moreover, that Copidius had written unto 
: G him, hw much ZZerod had afliſted hum in his Wars that he had with the Monarchs of 

Syria, Herod tecing thathe was thus entertaincd, and that contrary to his expeRtation, 


Ws Die Kingdom was more ſurely confirmed unto bim, than betore time, both by Czfar's 
bounry, 
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Lounty ; and alſo Ly the decree of the Senate, which he had practiſed to obtain, tor H 
;;, Ins greater allurance, accompanied Ceſar as tar as Egypt, preſenting both him{clfand 


lis Friends with many rich Giits, beyond the proportion of his Eſtate; endeavourins 
by thele mcans, both to win their favour, and ro ſthew alto the greatneſs of his courave. 
requiring moreover at Crſar's hands, that A/cxander, who was one of A4ntony's deareſt 
friends, might not bc ſought out to be puniſhed; yet notwithſtanding, he could not obtain 
the fame,by reaſon of an Oath that Ceſar had paſt before he ſollicited him. That done, 


an prefenteth he returned back again unto Jewry, with greater honour and aſſurance than before ; 
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whereby he truck them with wondertul amazement, who expetted his contrary ſucceſs 
as i1 by God's ſpecial Providence he always over-went his dangers, to his great Ho- 
nour. Therelore he prepared himſelt ro entertain Czar, who returned out of Syria, ] 
to take his journey into Fgypr, and received him at Prolemais, withall Royal Honour, 
and gave his Army Preſents with all abundance of Provifion ; fo that he was accounted 
ſor one of Caeſar's moſt affetonate Friends, and rode about with him, when he took 
the view of his Army ; he entertained him alſo, and his Friends with one hundred and 
filtv Men,adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous Apparel. And for that they were to 
pals tiiough a Country, wherein there was great ſcarcity of Water, he furniſhed them 
with both Water and Wine; ſo that they needed neither of them. He gave Ceſar 
alfo Eight hundred Talcnts, and fo Royally fatisfied heall Men,that they contciled them- 
ſelves to have had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his 
Kingdom could afford them. By which means, he gave the more ample teſtimony of x 
iis torward Friendſhip, and irce Aﬀection to deſerve well ; and making ule of the op- 
portunity of the time, he obtained the reputation of a Prince of an Heroick and Noble 
Spirit ; fo that he was held interiour unto no Man, for the good entertzinment whici 
he gave to the chiefeſt Romays in their return from Egypt. 


GHAP. AL 
Mariamne giveth Herod ſo cold a reception when he returned from Czlar, that being join- 
ed to the aſperſions which Herod s mother and jiſter laid upon her, he had infallilly 
cauſed her to be put to Death at that wery inſtant: But he 1s engaged to return to 
Auguſtus ; he putteth her to death at his coming back. The Buſineſs of Alexandra, Ma- 
riamne's other. Herod's deſpair after Mariamne's death; he falleth dangerouſly 
feb. Alexandra endeavoureth to make her ſelf Miſtriſs of the two Forts of Jeruſalem; 
he made her be put to death, and Coſtobarus and others follow; he inſtituteth Plays 
and Shews in THonour of Auguſtus, by which he doth ſo irritate the moſt part of the 
Jews, that ten of them undertake to kill him; he putteth them to Death : He buitldeth 
many Forts, and rebuilds a very fine, and a (trong Town upon the ruins of Samaria, 
which he names Sebaſte, 
JI UT as foon ashe returned unto his Kingdom, he found all his Houſhold troubled, 
and both his Wife Mariamzne, andher Mother A/exandra,grievoully diſpleaſed with 
him. For they ſuppoſed (and not without cauſe) that they were nor ſhut up in that Vf 
Caſtle for their Security's fake, but as it were in a Priſon ; ſo that, in as much as they 
neither might make uſe of other Men's, nor enjoy their own Goods, they were highly 
diſcontented. Mariamne alſo ſuppoſed that her Husband did but diſlemble his love, ra- 
ther for his own profit than for any entire atteftion he bare towards her. But nothins, 
more grieved her, than that ſhe had not any hope to live after him, if ſo be he ſhould 
happen to die, eſpecially for the order he had lett concerning her ; neither could ſhe 
ever forget what commands he had before that time lett with Joeph; fo that by all mcans 
poſlivle, ſhe laboured to win the AﬀeCtions of thoſe that had the charge of her, and 
eſpecially Sobemus, knowing very well, that her ſafety depended wholly on his Hands. 
Who in the beginning behaved himſelt very wiſely and taithfully, containing himſelt N 
very circumſpectively within the boundsof his commitſion; but after theſe Ladies had witi 
pretty Preſents, and Feminyzne Flatteries, wrought and mollified him by little and little, at 
laſt te blabbed out all that which rhe King had commanded him ; . eſpecially, jor that 
he hoped not that he ſhould return with the fame Power and Authority, which betorc 
he had ; and tor tliar cauſe he thought thus in himſclt, that without incurring any dan- 


. geFan regard of Herod, he might greatly gratifie the Ladies ; who in all likelihood 


{hould nct be deprived of that dignity whercin they were at that time; but would re- 
turn them the like kindneſs when Mariamne ſhould be Queen, or next unto the King. 
Furthermore, he hoped, that if ZZerod alſo ſhould return withall things anſwerable ro 
his defires, that he would perform nothing without his Wite's conſent ; or upbraidhum Q 
With the 2t,if the contradicted; tor he knew too well that the King loved her ſo, that 
it was impoſlible to equal or expreis his affections ; and for theſe cauſes he didales 
the 
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4 the truſt that was committed unto him. But Mariamne was very fore diſpleafed to hear FAT

that there was no end of her Miſcries, but they were altogether united and tyed to the — wee 
dangers of Herod ; and ſhe oftentimes wiſhed that he might never more return again in beſwe Clu 
fafety, ſuppoſing that her Life with him ſhould be very intolerable; all which, the af- Natwery, 25, 
terwards diſſembled not, but openly confeſſed that which afflicted her with diſcontent. VER 
For whenas Herod, beyond all expectation, arrived in his Country, being adorned witin 

mighty Fortune, he firſt of all, as it became him, acquainted his Wite with his good 

pings, and happy ſucceſs, whom only amongſt all other his Friends and Wives, he 5,04 wr 
embraced and faluted, for the pleaſing Converſation and AfﬀeStion that was in her, But coldly enter- 
ſhe, while he repeated unto her theſe FortunateEvents of his Aﬀeairs, rather entertained ary op = 
the fame with a diſpleaſant Attention, than applauding Joy : Neither could her great rs ac 
ſincerity cover the agitation of her Mind. For when he folded his Arms about her 

Neck, ſhe unfolded her forrow in her ſighs ; fo ſimple and unfeigned were her affei- 

ons ; and ſeemed rather to be diſpleaſed than appeaſed by his narrations. Whereupon | 
Herod was ſore troubled, perceiving theſe things not only {uſpected,bur alſo fully manj- #7-19* sfor- 
feſt ; but above all things, he was diſtracted, when he conſidered the incredible and [29572 it 
apparent hatred that his Wife had conceived againſt him, which incenſed him fo, that he feftions di- 
could not reſiſt the love that had attainted him ; ſo that ke neither could continue in So and 
wrath, nor liſten long to peace, and being unreſolved in himſelf, he now was attemp- 

ted by this; ſtraight diſtracted by a contrary affetion : ſo much was his mind toſled be- 

tween love and hatred, when oftentimes he defired to puniſh the Woman's Pride, his 

Heart by loves mediation failed him in the enterprize. For nothing did more tor- 

ment him than this fear,leſt executing his diſpleaſure againſt her, he ſhould by this mears 

more grievouſly wound himſelf, through the deſire he bare unto his deceaſed Delight. 

Whilſt thus he was tortured in his Paſſions, and conceived finiſter Opinions againſt Hered's lifter 
Mariamnehis Wife; Salome his Siſter,and his Mother, having an inkling of hisdiſcontenits; 34 his me- 


thought that they had gotten a fit opportunity to expreſs and execute their hatred towards theKing by . 


- Mariamne ; for which cauſe they conferred with Herod,and whetted his ſpleen and dif- flanderous re- 


pleaſure with variety of ſlanders, ſufficient at one aſſault to engender hatred, and kindle $375. 289m" 
his jealouſie againſt her. To theſe reproaches of theirs he lent no unwilling Ears; yet 
he had not the Heart to attempt any thing againſt his Wiſe, or to give free credit to 
their report ; notwithſtanding his diſpleaſure increaſed, and was inflamed more and 
more againſt her, for that neither ſhe could colour her cares and diſcontents, nor he 
contain himſelf from exchanging his love into hatred ; and perhaps at that time he had 
publiſhed ſome fatal doom againſt her, had not a happy Meſſenger brought him word, 
that Antony and Cleopatra being dead, Czſar was become Lord of Fgypt; for which 
cauſe, haſting forward to meet and entertain him, he left his Family wr that preſent =. 
Eſtate. Upon his departure, he recommended Mariamne to Sohemus, giving him great Ceſar Lord 
thanks for the care he had had of her, and granting him in way of gratuity a part of of 0 
Jewry to govern, — 
When Herod was arrived in Fgypt, and had friendly and familiarly conferred with Herod with 
Ceſar, he was highlyihonoured by him ; for Ceſar gave him thoſe tour hundred French —_—_ f 
Men that were ot Cleopatra's Guard ; and reſtored that part of his Country unto him fag 
again, which was taken away and ſpoiled by her. He annexed alſo unto his Kingdom Ceſar enlar- 
Gadara, Hippon, and Samaria, and on the Sea Coaſts, the Cities of Gaza, Anthedon, $5 e's 
7oppa, with the Tower of Straton; which when he had obtained, he grew more migh- woke 
ty than before; and after he had accompanied Ceſar as far as Antioch, he returned into 
as own Country. Upon his arrival, he found that Fortune which was favourable un- 
to him abroad, too frowardat home, eſpecially in regard of his Wite, in whoſe Atteion 
he ſeemed to be moſt happy. For he was as inwardly touched with the Jawful Love of 
Mariamne, as any other of whom the Hiſtories make report : And as for her, ſhe was 6'Y 
both chaſte and taithful unto him ; yet ſhe had a certain womanly- imperfection and na- Mariamne a 
tural trowardneſs, which was the cauſe that the preſumed roo much upon the intire at- agg what 
leftion wherewith her Husband wasintangled ; ſo that without regard of his Perſon, who 
1d Power and Authority overothers, ſhe entertained him oftentimes very outragiouſly : 
All which he endured patiently, without any ſhew of diſcontent. Bur Martamne up- 
braided and publickly reproached both rhe King's Mother and Siſter, telling them, thar 
they were but abjetly and baſely born. 
| Whereupon there grew a great enmity and uncoverable hatred between rhe La- 
dies; and trom thence alſo, there aroſe an occaſion of greater accuſations and calumni- 
ation than before. Theſe ſuſpicions were nouriſhed amongſt them, tor the ſpace of 
one whole year after Z/erod's return from Cz/ar; and at length,this long contriv'd hatred 
rakeout violently, upon this oceafion that enfuerh : When as about mid-day the King 
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RALA had withdrawn himſelf into his Chamber to take his reſt, he caiiog farramze to him to 14 
br ar ſport with her, being incited thereunto by thogeent afteAtion tizar ie bare unto her, 
before C:11jt's Upon this his command ſhecame unto him; yer womd ſhe not lie wit!; him,nor enter. 
Nativits, 24. tain his Courtings with friendly acceptance, SKuphkraided him bitterly with her Fa. 
TENT ther'sand Brother's Death. The King took th htul Words in very evil par. 
and was almoſt ready to ſtrike her ; but his caring a greater ſtir and noi 
than was uſual, ſent the Butler, who long before that time was ſubborned by her, whom 
the commanded to tell the King, that Mariamne had prepared a drink tor him to in- 
cite and quicken him unto love. Charging him moreover, that if the King in hear- 
ing him ſpeak of this potion, ſhould ſeem to be moved therewtt(, tar then he ſhould 
proceed further in his diſcourſe. He therefore (being in this manner before-hand in. j 
ſtructed what he ought to do) at that very inſtant was ſent to diſcover his treachery 
unto the King ; for which cayſe with a ſober and ſtayed countenance he centred in un- D 
to him, being ſeriouſly and well prepared to diſcourſe, and told lim, that Afariamyz 
lad bribed him to preſent his Majeſty with an amorous Cup of drink. Now when he 
perceived that the King was troubled with theſe Words, he proſecuted his diſcourſe, 
alledging that the Potion was a certain Medicine which /{:ra»ze had given him, the 
virtue whercof he knew not, which he had received according as he had told him, 


knowing that it concerned both his own ſecurity, and the King's lalety, 


Tl:rod, who before this, was highly difpleaſed, hearing theſe Words, was fo muck x 
the more incenſed ; for which cauſe, he preſently commanded ariamne's molt faith- 
{ul Servant to be examined by Torments, as concerning the Poiſon, ſuppoſing that it / 
was impoſſible lor her to undertake any thing whatſoever without his privity. He 
being tried and tormented after this cruel manner, con{eſſed nothing of that for which 
he was tortured ; but declared unto the King, that the hatred which his Wite had con- 
ceived againſt him, proceeded from certain Words that Sohemus had rold her. Scarce- 
ly had he finiſhed theſe Words, bur chat the King cryed our with a loud voice, fay-" 
ing, That Sohemus, who before time had been moſt faithful, both to him and his Kings 
dom, would not have declared theſe his privy Commands, except there had been ſome more 
Momus lu- inward familiarity and ſecrecy betwixt him and Mariamne ; tor which cauſe he preſent- 
hay oy **-Iy commanded his Miniſters to lay hands on Sohemus, and to put him to Death. Asfor , 7 
»1amne's be- his Wife, he drew her to her Tryal, and to this effe& he aſſembled his moft familiar 
med. put to Friends, betore whom he began to accuſe her with great ſpight and ſpleen, as rouching 
Marianne is theſe Potions and Poiſons aforeſaid ; wherein he uſed intemperate and unſcemly ſpeeches, 
accuſed by He- and ſuch as, for their bitterneſs, did ill become him in a cauſe of Juſtice; fo that in the 
pad con: end, the aſſiſtants ſecing the ſcope of his deſire, pronounced ſentence of Deqth againſt 
impriſoned. her 3 which being paſt, both he, and all other the aſſiſtants were of his opinion, that 
Marianne by ſhe ſhould not ſo ſpeedily be exccuted, but that ſhe ſhould be kept cloſe Priſoner in ſome 
Salme's itt- fare place in the Palace, But by Salome's ſolicitations, Zerod was incited to haſten 
to execution. her death, for that ſhe alledgeth rhat the King ought to fezr, left ſome Sedition ſhould yf 
be raiſed amongſt tke People, if he ſhould keep her alive in Priſon. And by this mean; F 
Mariamne was led unto her Death. 


Alexandra her Mother conſidering the Eſtate ofthetime, and ſearing no leſs miſchie! 
from Herod'shands than her Daughter was aſſured of; ſhe undecently changed her Mind, 
Alexandra And abjectly Jaidaſide her former Courage and Magnanimity. For intending to make it 
andecently known, that ſhe was neither party nor privy tothoſe Crimes wherewith Mariamne was 
we Ay b—"þ _charged, the went out to meet her Daughter, and entertained her injurioufly, prote- 
got wer19! ing publickly that ſhe was a wicked Woman, and ungrateful towards her Husband; 
Treafon. and that ſhe well deſerved the puniſhment that was adjudged her, for that ſhe durſt be N 
ſo bold to attempt fo heinous a Fact, negleing to requite her Husband's entire love [ 
with her unſeigned Loyalty. Whilſt thus dithoneſtly ſhe counterfeited her diſpleaſure, 
and was ready to pull Mariamne by the Hair; the Aſſiſtants, according to her deſert, 
condemned her generally for her Hypocriſie; but ſhe that was led to be puniſhed, con- 
victed her felt by her mild behaviour; for firſt of all, ſhe gave her no Anſwer, neither 
was any ways altered by her Reproaches, neither would ſo much as caſt her Eye upon 
her ; making it appear, that ſhe diſcreetly concealed and covered her Mother's imper- 
feftions,and was aggrieved that ſhe had ſoopenly ſhewed ſo great indignity ; expreſſing 
lor her own part, a conſtant behaviour, and going to her Death without change 0! 
colour, fo that thoſe that beheld her, perceived in her a kind of manifett Courageand O 
Nobility, cven in her utmoſt extremity. G

D but when the /ickneſs ſeemed rather to increaſe, all men at lait grew almoſt deſperate ot 
his recovery. For which cauſe his Phy/tczan, partly in reſpect of the. contumacy of his 
diſeaſe, partly, becauſean lo great a daxger there was not any tree elettion of dyer, they 
cave him leave to taſte whatſoever beſt pleaſed his appetite, committing the uncertain 
event of his health to thre han ls of Fortune. 

Whileſt thus he continued in Sgwarza, which now 1s called Sebaſte, Alexandra, being 4/:x vil 1 tn 
at that timein JFeru/a/2m,having netice of this his cond:tion,cndeavoured toreduceail the Hero's 1b 
ſtrong fortreſſes that were withune the Cty under her ſubjetion : the one of which was om OT.

E theuſual and daily ſagerfices may be performed : neither may the Jews Jive without ſuch 

facrifices and oblations, who had rather loſe their /zves than contemn their re/zgion. Sie 

therefore ſollicited thoſe that had the g9verament thereot to ſurrender them up to her and 

Herod's children begtten of her daughter Marzamze, leſt he being dead,they ſhould be 

ſeized on by others And if ſhould fortune him to recover his heal/rb,in the mean while 

they might be kepv.and held by: no man more ſecurely, than ſuch as were his neareſt: 

friends. This ſ#it and ſol.;c/tation of hers was but coldly received, and the Captains who 

at all times ſhewed themſelves-always taithiul,at that time were the rather lar more con- 

ſlant in their d#ty, bot!. for that they hated Alexandra, and alſo that they thought ir a 

great offence to deſpair of the healthof their Prince. For theſe were the King's old friends, 

and one of them was Zerod's own Nephew, whoſe name was Achiabus. For which cauſe 

they ſent preſently meſeugers unto him to ſhew him Alcxarara's intent: who having Herod's conr- 

heard theſe news, preſently commanded her to be put to death: and at length overcom- — 

wg his fckzeſs,he grew ſo badly both affected in body and mind,that he grew harefal unto all anra's _—_ 

en:ſo that all thoſe who oftended him,and for how little caute ſoever, were preſently pus Alexandra 

nijked.In this his intemperance he imbrued his hands in the blood of divers ot his fricuds, put to deatit, 

as Coſtabarus, Lyſrmachus, Antipater,firnamed Gadias,and Doſitheus, tor this occation that 

enſueth.c oſtabarus was an /dumeaan,and one of the greateſt account among his conntry-memn, 

who was deſcended from the Prieſts of Cozas,whom the /dumwars eſteem tor a go0d;betore 

that Hircanus had obliged them to embracethe Jews Religion. Herod being made Xins 

of the Jews,appointed Co/tabarus to be Governor in /dumea and Gaza, giving him Sa- 

leme his ſiſter to wife, after he had put Joſeph to death, ro whom the had been married 

before, as we have declared. C oſtalarus ſeeing himſclt in this eſtate beyond his oxpeRta- 
Nn tion, 
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tion, grew more proud than this good fortune required, and in a little time forgot him- yg 
ſelf fo far, that he thought himſelf diſhonoured, if he ſhould pertorm that which Fered 
commanded him,and ſcorned that the /dameans ſhould be under the Jews ſuzjettion,vot 
withſtanding they had received their manner of government from them. He therefore 
ſent meſſengers unto Cleopatra, giving her to underſtand, that /dmwza had always been 
under her Anceſtors ſubjeCtion : and tor that cauſe ſhe ought upon jult cauſe to demand 
and beg that Country at Antonius's hands, and that for himſelt hc was ready to become 
her ſervant. All which he practiſed, not to gratifie C/eopatra in any; fort whatſoever, 
but to the intent that if Z7erod's fortunes ſhould be any ways weakned, he might more 
caſily by this means both enlarge and obtain the Xingdom of /umza. And with theſe 
fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, in regard of his birth and riches, whch he had heaped 
together by ſuch diſhoneff means as he continually practiſed,as he that intended no ſmall 
matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatra's often and earneſt pci.cio iy obtain his ſove. 
reignty,yet could ſhe not obtain itat Antonius's hands. When Herod had notice of theſe 
covert and cunning praQtices, he was ready to kill Co/tabarus. But upon the earneſt ſup. 
plications of his fiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed and pardoned him; yet held him al- 
ways in ſuſpicion,by reaſon of this practice. Not long after it hapned, that Salome fell at 
debate with Coſtabarus,for which cauſe ſhe ſent a Bi//of divorce to her husband,notwith- 
ſtanding it were againſt the /aws and ordinary cuſtoms of the Fews. For according toour 
ordinances,it is only lawful for the huband to do the ſame; and as touching the1/;fe,not- 
withſtanding ſhe were ſeparated, yet it is not lawful for her to marry again, except her x 
husband firſt give her licence.

bas's children, whom he had already kept with him in all fecurity tor the ſpace of twelve 
All which was true, and at that time beyond all men's expeQation wonderfully 
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ved to cut them off, for that they had been always difattected towards him and all his 


grown out of his remembrance. Now thecauſe of this enmity and hatred which he bare 
towards them, was gathered from this ground z when An7igonns enjoyed the ſovereign- 
ty, and /Zerod beſieged the City of Feraſalem with an army ; thoſe incommoditiesand 
neceſlities that ordinarily happen unto thoſe that are, beſieged,were rhe cauſe that divers 
acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes upon hirp. But Babas's ſons being in 8utho- 
rity, and beſides that, attended by a great number of men, perſevered in their faithful 
obſervation of An7igonus, and blamed Herod continually, encouraging the inhabitants 
to continue the Aingdom in thoſe to whom it appertained by deſcent : and they them- 
ſelves tollowed that courſe, which in their opinion was moſt profrable for the Commer 
weal, But after that the City was ſurprized by ZZerod, and he grew maſter of the eſtate, 
Co/tabarns, who was appointed to keep the Czry-gates, and to lie in wait that none of 
thoſe who were accuſed to have forſaken the X7»g's /ide, ſhould cicape, knowing thatthe 
ſons of Babas were greatly eſteemed and honoured among the people, and fore-ſeeing that 
their ſafety might be no ſmall furtherance to himſelf, if at any tinie there might enſue 
any alteration, he diſcharged and hid them within his own poſſeſſions: and notwitl 
ſtanding that at that time he had proteſted to Ferod by an oath, that he knew not what 
was become of them, yet though ſuſpeted of perjury, he concealed them. And after- 
wards when the King had by Proclamation promiſed a reward to him that ſhould diſco- 
ver them, and ſought for them by all means, neither then alſo would he confets thetadt. 
For being atraid leit he {hould be puniſhed for his firſt denial, he concealed them (till,not > WU F » 


ſo much tor their fake as for his own intereſt. C

This Man being Hcrod's buy<h Corn, 
Friend, in that he deſired the ſafety of his Subjetts, at ſuch tune as divers of them retired 
them{:lves unto him, by reaſon of their neceſiity, he permitted them to buy up Corn, and 
alliſted them in all things, both in their Bargains, and in thar Carnages; fo that the greater 
or the whole ſum of their Succours was attributed to him.

lhould farm(h them with Bread ſufficient for their ſubliſtance. He gave order alſo, that 
they ſhould not paſs the Winter without clothing, bur provided for ſuch as were naked 
luhcient raiment, conſidering that the ſheep were partly dead, and partly devoured, and 
that there was no Wool to ſet them awork, or other {ttt to make garments of. Now after

North, which is a wind that of all other moſt purifieth and cleanſerh. The ſupporter and 
ſrength of all the circuit on the left hand, upon the entrance to the Port, was an ample 
and huge Tower, to faſten it the more ſtrongly ; and on the right hand were two huge Pil- 
Jars of Stone, higher than the Tower, that ſtood oppoſite againlt them, ereCted and taſtned 
together. All round about the Haven there were certain buildings, all of a row,ot poliſhed 
Marble, and in the mid(t there was a little Monnt, on which there was a Temple dedi- 
cated ro Auguſtus, which preſented it ſelf to their fight who failed to the Port, there be- 
ing two Statues, the one repreſenting Rome, and the other Auguſtus Ceſar. This City alſo 
was called Ceſarea, as much to be wondred at for the matter whereot it was built, as for 
the Art whereby it was erected : and no leſs cunning was there {hewed in the Vaults and 
Conduits under ground, than in thoſe buildings that were about them : ſome of them 
were conveyed toward the Port, and diſcharged themſelves into the Sea : but there was 
one that went athwarts all the reſt, to the end that thereby the Rain-water, and the clean- 
ings of the City might be conveyed into the Sea, and that when the Sea ſhould flow, it 
might waſh and cleanſe all the City. 

He erected alſo a Theater of Stone, and behind the ſame, to the Southward, an Amphi- The Theater 
theater, that was able to receive a great number of Men, and ſo pleaſantly and fitly fitu- _— CO__ 
ated, that from thence a Man might diſcover Ships at a great diſtance on the Sea. This Herd fenderh 
City was finiſhed at the end of twelve years, during which time the King was never — Alex- 
wearied in following the work, nor negligent in furniſhing the necellary Charges. After ppgyuu” 
this, perceiving that the City of Sebaſta was already inhabited alſo, he reſolved to fend Rome, unco 


his two Sons, Alexander and Ariſtobulzs, to Rome,to preſent them unto the Emperor Ceſar. Ceſar. 


Pollio, who was Herod's moſt intimate friend, had prepared them lodgings at his Houle ; 
but it was needleſs, becauſe Argnſtxs gave them an apartment 1n his own Palace. This 
great Emperor received them with all the kindneſs and civility imaginable 3 and gave 
their Father the freedom to make choice of either of them to ſucceed him in his Kingdom, 
enlarging it with the addition of three Provinces, Trachona, Baranca, and Awranita, on this 
uccalion that followeth. A certain Man, called Zezodorxs, had rented Lyſanias Lands ; 
and not contenting himſelf with thoſe revenues which he gathered, but delirous to gather 
more, he lived upon ſpoils and robberies in Trachona, which 1s a Country the Inhabitants 
wh: : eof commonly live by pillage and ſpoil, which they purchaſe from the Citizens and 
N'-:chants of Damaſco. And ſo far was Zenodorus from prohibiting theſe robberies, that 
I. himſelf alſo was partaker of the booty : ſo that the Nations neighbouring about, fecing 
them'ulves thus abuſed, ſought for remedy at Varss's hands, who was their Governor, rc- 
qu'-10g him to acquaint Ceſar with Zenodorus's proceedings. Which when he underſtood, 
be commanded that ſach lawleſs Rioters ſhould be puniſhed, and that the Country ſhould 
b- 1dded to the Juriſdiction of Herod, to the intent that by his vigilancy, the Inhabitants 
& Tracona (ould no more moleſt their Neighbours. For it was hard to reſtrain them, con- 
) + {ering that they were accuſtomed, and traded in ſuch Theft, and could not live other- 
O ways. For they neither had Towns nor Lands, neither Heritages nor any Poſleſtions, but 
only certain rerrcats and Caves under ground, and lived pecll-mell like Beaſts: and having 

made abundant proviſion of Water and Victuals, they might eaſily endure War a long

Thus was the firſt Day ſpent in Audi- 
a cnce of their Complaints, and in thoſe Days that followed, there were no farther Objetti- 
0as to be heard ot: For the Gadareans perceiving both Ceſar's Diſpoſition and the Inclina- 
tion of his Council, and fearing (as it was moſt likely) to be delivered into Herod's Hands, 
the next might after ſome of them killed themſe]ves ; others for fear of Torments brake 
thcir own necks; and ſome of them allo drowned themiclves in the River.

Cx. makerh licity ; For whereas within the mighty Rowan Empire, all things were diſpoſed by Ce/« 
(ems 31% and Agripp, Ceſar hononred no Man more than Herod next to Agrippas, and Agrippa vC- 
ny” {pected him above all Lien next to Ceſar. Whereupon he grew to be fo confident, that 
he begged a {ctrarciy ar Ceſar's Hands, for his Brother Pheror 45 3 on whom he beſtowed 
one Hundred Talents ot his Revenue out of his own Kzi:edow, that if he ſhonld happen 

'o die, Pherors's Eſtate mightbe afſured andleft no ways fubje& unto his Children.

But Zerod, with great diſcretion 
prevented it, and cut off all occaſions of inſurrection, commanding every one tomind 
his buſineſs;forbidding them to make any Aſſemblies in the Ciry,or to talk one with a- 
nother under colour of walking abroad tor plcaſure,or leaſt's fake, Moreover he had fent 
out certain /nteliigencers to diſcover all that winch was done, appointing grievous pu- 
| niſhments for thoſe that miſſliked his Government. For divers of them were led unto tlic 
| (Caſtle of Zircania,ſome openly,ſome privately, where they were no ſooner impriſoned, 
| but they wereput to death;& both in the City and in the Countrey, there were certain

ject to their ſight, who dwelt oppoſite againſt it, or repaired unto the City, The þ 
doors thereof and their porches were corrcipondent to the relt of the magnificence ! 


of the Temple, garniſhed with divers Tapeſtries and Azured Flowers, which ador- 
ned the Pillars : under whoſe chaptersa Golden Vine ſpread it ſelf on each ſide, reple- 
niſhed with many goodly cluſters of Grapes hanging down : which was an admirable 
work to behold, both in reſpect of the greatnels, as allo for the workmanſhip and 
matter whereof it was made. He encompalſled all the Temple with molt ſtately Ga!- 
leries, correſpondent to the magnificence of the ſame, and ſurpaſſing thoſe in times 
paſt for the coſt: ſo that never any man before him ſo magnificently adorned the 
Temple. Two of which were underpropped with very ſtrong Walls, whoſe Work- 
manſhip was ſo exquiſite, that it is incredible to relate. There was a ſtony rifing or 
hillock, and very ſtreight and high, the rop whereot towards the Eaſtermoſt part of 
the City was ſomewhat ſmooth and bending. The firſt that encompaſſed it with a wall, 
was Solomon our King, who by God's favour and labour of divers workmen, diu urit of 
all build the higher part: Herod alſo incloſed the lower part thereof with another wall, 
under which to the Southward there lieth a moſt deep valley. This wall was made of 
hugeſtones, cloſe faſtened one unto the other with Lead,ſhuttiog all within his incloſure, 
and extending it ſelf very deep : ſo that the greatneſs and height of this four-{quare- 
building was an incredible thing to be imagined. The greatneſs of the Stones appeared 
in the Front, but on the inſide they were faſtened together with clapſes of Iron, which 
fortified and ſtrengthned the building for ever againſt all injuries of times. This work 
having been thus continued to the top, and the void ſpace between the wall and the 
riſing hillock filling up the floor above, was made level. The whole circuit of the 
Tower contained about four ſtades or furlongs, a ſtade or furlong in length from angle 
D to angle. On the inſide and near unto the top there was another wall of ſtone exten- 
dd along the Eaſtern fide : having a double porch of equal greatneſs with that of the 
wall, and placed in the midſt of the Temple, and openeth right upon the gates there- 
of, which the Kings formerly had adorned. Round about the Temple were planted 
thoſe ſpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King Herod had placed 
there, with all thoſe ſpoils which he had taken from the 4rabians, In a corner on the 
North-ſide there ſtood a very ſtrong Fortreſs, builded by the {monians; who were 
Herod's Predeceſlors, and had been both Kings and High-Prieſts, and had impoſed a 
name on that Tower which was Bars, in which they kept the Prieſtly Veſture, where- 
with the High-Prieſt was wont to be adorned at that time only, when he was-to offer 
E ſacrifice. King ZZerod kept the fame 1n that place, and there remained it after his 
death, until the time of 7:iberius Ceſar, under whom Vitellius Governorot Syria, came 
unto Jeruſalem, where he was entertained by all the people with as great magnificence, 
:5 was poſlible : and being deſirous to acknowledge the favour that he had received at 
their hands, being requeited by them that they might have the keeping of the High- 
Prieſt's Ornaments, he wrote unto Tiberius Ceſar to grant them that favour : and rill 
the death of King Agrippa the Fews had the ſame in their poſleſſhon. But alter that 
Agrivpa was dead, Caſſius Longinus that governed Syra, and Cuſpius Fadus Lieutenant 
of 7udea, commanded the Jews to return the ſame into the Fortreſs Antonia ; laying, 
That the Romans ought to be Lords thereof,as they had been in times paff For which caule, 
F the Jews ſent Ambaſſadors to Claudius Ceſar, to requelt is favour therein, who arri- 
ving at Rome, found the young King Agrippa there, who beſought the Emperor that it 
might be lawful for him to have the keeping of the habit : who commanded 7/7te/7ix; 
the Governor of Syr#a, to deliver it into his hands. It was formerly kept under the 
{cal of the High-Prieſt and rhe cuſtody of the Treaſurers, and on the Eve of a certain 
ſolemn Feaſt, the Treaſurers went up to the Captain, who kept the Fortreſs for the 
Romans, and after they had opened their ſeal, they took the habit : and after the Feaſt 
was paſt, they returned it back again unto the fame place,and ſhut it up under the fame 
ſeal in the preſence of the Captain.

For the [ 
depth of the valley was fo great, that it was impetlible for a man to ſee the bottom if 

he looked downward from the higher part : and notwithſtanding, on the fame he 

eretted this Porch of fo great a heighth.that but tolou'; trom the top thereof,and to con- 

ſider the depth as well of the Valley, as the heighth ot the Porch, it would make a man _ 


above the Val- Ziddy, and his eye could not pierce unto the bottom of the ſame.

the hand, for cach of them was twenty and {rvert foor abour, with a double baſe at 
the bottom. The whole number of them was on2 hundred fixty and two, they were 
engraven and damask'd with Cormhian work, t© hat it moved admiration in thoſe | 
that beheld it. Betwixt theſe four ranks of Pill-:: there were three Porches, con- 
raining in breadth each of them thirty foot, and in length a ſtade or furlong : and more 
than filty foot in heighth. That in the midſt was in breadth once and half as much 
as theſe two; and in heighth twice as much. The Floor was made of rare Planks, 
engraven With divers Figures, and theRoof thereof was far higher than any of the reſt, 
in which were certain huge beams morteiſed, on which there were certain Pillars 
builded, united and joincd fo together, that it is incredible to thofe that have nc: 
ſeen it, and admirable to him that beholdeth it : for all the work ſeemed to be but 
one Stone. Such was the faſhion of the Circuit of the firit Porch. In the midſt, 
and not far off from the other, ſtood the ſecond : whereunto there was an aſcent made 
it was incloſed with a ſeparation of Stone, with an Inſcription, . for- 
bidding any ſtranger to enter the fame upon pain of death.

About the very time of the Celebration of this Feaſt, in the honour of the Re-edilt-

« Decrees thoſe that have injured us, fear not to contemn, and do diſannul your Be. 
<« nevolence towards us. For if any one ſhould ask any of them , whether they had 
« rather loſe their Lives, than be deprived of their Country-Laws, Rites, Sacrifice, 
* « and Feſtivities, wherewith they honour their Gods, I know they would rather en. 


« dure any Calamity, than to be forced to forlake their Country: Cuſtoms. For ma. x 


© ny Wars ariſe only for defence of Religion: And the greateſt reward and content 
© that we reap by this happy Peace, which through your means we enjoy, 1s this, That 
« we are every one permitted to live according to the Cuſtom of his Country, and to 
* continuein Piety. Wherefore they eadeavour to take from others, that which by 
* nv means they would permit to be taken from themſelves, as who would ſay, It wa; 
<* not as great Offence to hinder other Men's Piety and Devotion, as neglect their own, 
<« Let us conſider whether there beany Giry or Nation, that doth not count thar Feli- 
« city tobe ſituate in your Dominion, and the Power of the Romans £ Or 1s thereay 
< that deſireth your Honour and Power to decay and be of no force ? Truly none 


* that is wiſe : For there is none, whom either publickly or privately it concerneth not, | 


< But theſe People endeavouring to take from us our Liberty, do alſo as it were deprive 
« themſelves of all Benefits which they have received at your hands, which are inh- 
* nite. For what a Benefit 1s it, that whereas other Nations living under the Dominion 
* of rigorous Kings conſtituted over them 3 theſe do only obey the Romans, and live 
* in happy peace and tranquility ? But as for our Afﬀairs, were no Man troubleſome 
* unto us, yetare they not ſuch as deſerve to be envied. For enjoying the common 
« Felicity, which others your SabjeCts do, we deſire nothing of high eſteem or worth, 
* but only requeſt that we may live according to the Religion of our Country, which 
* of itſelf 1s not to be envied, but may be profitable for them that permit it. For God 


« doth always love them who honour him, and them who do not hinder his honour. \ 


« What is therein our Religion offenſive to any Man? Nay, what is there that is not 
« according to all Piety and Juſtice, whereby all things continue and are preſerved? 
« For neither do we conceal what Life we follow, nor the Labours and Exerciſe we ule, 
< but reſting the ſeventh Day from all Labours, we ſpend that Day in learning our Re- 
« ligion, and the Laws and Cuſtoms thereof, eſteeming this Cuſtom not to be of {mall 
« force to corre(t and amend our manners. Theſe our Cuſtoms having in them no- 
« thing that any that ſearcheth them can juſtly reprehend, they are new alſo, though 
<* many are perſuaded the contrary, conſecrated and confirmed by their antiquity : 0 
< that we muſt needs make a con(cienceof it to forſake our Laws, that have endured lo 


* many Ages. Theſe are the Injuries that theſe People by violence offer us they {a \ 


< crilegiouſly take from us the Money dedicated to God : They impoſe Tributes upon 
* us who are free : They upon Feſtival-Days force us to their Tribunals, to Law, and 
* other prophane Buſineſs, without any neceflity, but only in contempt and difgracc 
* of our Religion, which they know well in the mean time while they perſecute with 
* unjuſt and unlawful hatred. For your Empire, equally providing for the Good of 
<« all your Subjects, doth not only nouriſh the mutual Concord of them all, but alſo 
< refiſteth hatred and malice. Theſe are the Injuries, moſt worthy Agrippa, whereo! 
** we ſeek redreſs at thy hands, requeſting thee that hereafter we may live according to 
<* our Religion as formerly, and that our Adverſaries may have no more Author)

« thoſe Wars deſerved more commendations than himſelt. I will not repeat at this time 
« how much good he did C2ſar in thoſe Wars, and what and how great Rewards he 
« received 5 but rather I ſhould firſt of all put you in remembrance of the Letters that 
« the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this matter, wherewith he obtained 
« for Antipater the Honours and Priviledges of the City. For this only argument had 
« been ſufficient to have declared that we d1d not obtain ſuch favour without deſert. 
« and requeſt thee now to confirm the fame, of whom we might juſtly hope for new 
« Benefits, ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiarity between thee and our king. For we 
« have underſtood by our Nation that dwell in Judea, how many Offerings thou didtt 
« there ſacrifice unto our God, and with what Vows thou honoured{r him 5 how thoy 
« feaſted({t the People, and waſt delightcd in that mutual hoſpitality, All which was an 
« argument of the Friendſhip confirmed between fo great a Rezran Frince and the Na- 
« tzon of the Jews, even in Hero's Houſe. By all thute, we humbly requelt in the pre- 
« ſence of the King, nothing bur this only, that thou wouldit not permit us deccitfully

D Now noone of the Greeks gftercd to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which Nicholans did 
ſpeak; for this was no contention to a Judge concerning their Right, but only a depre- 
cation and ſupplication to avoid injury. Neither did they deny it, only thus they ex- 
cuſed themſelves,that the Jews dwelling amonglit them, were troubleſome 'unto them. 
But the Fews ſhewed themſelves to be free Citizens, and to live according to their Reli- 
gion and Laws of their Country, without any Man's moleſtation or injury. Where- Agrippe con» 
tore Aerippa underſtanding that they were wronged, anſwer a thus : That he would not firmerh che 
only gratifie them for his Friend Herod's ſake, but alſo tor that they ſeemed to him to de- "bs "_ 
mand a reaſonable matter. Wherefore though they had demanded a greater thing of +» - 
him, he would have granted them whatſocver he might, without prejudicing the People 
of Rome. And now ſeeing they only demand of him that which already the Rowans 
x had granted unto them, he would ratifie and confirm unto them the Benefit which they 
had alread received at the Romans hands, and provide that henceforth no Man ſhould 
moleſt them for living according to the Inſtitution and Ordinances of their Country, 
Having thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the Aflembly. Then Herod ariting, thanked him in 
all their Names. And then, aftcr mutual embracing one another, they departed, taking 41: de-

an Maintainer of thoſe Sports. It 1s admirable to (ce 1n one Man ſuch diverſity of Minds; 
tr on the one fide, if we confider his Liberality towards all Men, we mult needs ſay, he 
was ofa moſt free and bountitul Nature 3 contrariwile, if we conſider the Injuries and 
Cruclty he ſhewed againſt his Subjects and deareſt Friends, we muſt confeſs him to have 
been a hard Man, and mtractable, and who paſled all bounds of modeſty ; fo that we 
would think him to have been of two contrary diſpoſitions. Butl am otherwiſe perſua- 
led, and think that both theſe did proceed from one matter : For becauſe he thirſted 
after Glory and Honour, and wholly apphed himſelf thereunto, he became liberal where- 
ſever he was, m hope either to reap preſent thanks tor his labour, or a future remem- 
brance. Wherctore ſpending above his Revenues for this matter, he was forced to be 
chargcable to his Subjects 3 tor it was neceſjary that he that fo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch 
hove ſims of money upon others, ſhould ſomewhere get it, though with evil means. 
Liltly, ſccing hbimſclt for ſuch-like Injuries hated of his Subjects, he thought it a hard 
matter to get their Good-wills 5 which he conld dono ways clie, but by remitting the 
Tribate they paid. him. Wherefore he abuſed the Hatrcd of his People tor his own 
Commedity : For if any one of them did not tolerate that Slavery wherein they lived, 
gr did endeavour to ſhake off the Yoke of his Dominion, againſt ſuch he uſed a prodigi- 
ous Cruelty 3 and injured them no leſs, than it they had been his Enemies, without re- 
carding Friendſhip or Kindred; tor that he defired alone to be honoured of all Men. 
And how greedy of Honour he was, we may gueſs by the Honours he did unto Ceſar, 
Agrippa, and others of their Friends: For he deſired to be an example to his Subjects, 
that as he him(ſcif honoured Men better that himſelf, ſo they ſhould all honour him like- 
witez thereby declaring what thing he did naturally moſt defire. But the Jews Religi- 
01 doth not permit them licenſe to honour Potentates, who of necellity ought to have 
greater care and reſpe& of Right and Equity, than of ſuch officiouſnels towards Supe- 
ri0uts: For it was diſprofit enough unto the Jews,: that they could not with Statues and 
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Temples obtain the King's Favour, and with hike Flatteries {atishe the fond Appetites of 


a vain-giorious Man, And this ſeemeth to me to be the reaſon that Herod was unjuſt 
and hard towards his Friends, and tc thoſe whom he made partakers of his Counſels and

| Teſtimonies of the Roman Emperonr's AfeFion towards the Jews. 


He Afrazz and Cyrenian Jews were greatly afflicted by the Citizens of thoſe Coun- 
tries, whohaving had the ſame Priviledges granted unto them by the ancient 
Kings that the Citizens had, were uow greatly injured by the Grectazsz as though they 
carried Money out of the Country, and were prejudical unto the reſt of the Inhabi- 
tants. And the Grecians making no end of their Injuries, they were conſtrained by 
Embaſladours to complain of them unto Ceſar : Who wrote unto every Province, 
That it was his pleaſure, that the Jews ſhould enjoy like Priviledges with the other In- 
habitants of the Country. The Copy of which Writing we have here ſet down, that it 
nay the better appear how the Roman Emperours of ancient times were affected unto 
our Nation, 
Czſar Auguſtus Pont. Max. Trib. poteſtatis, thus decreeth : Foraſumch as the Nati- 


'G on of the Jews hath always been truſty unto the Romans, ot only at this Day, but alſo in all 


forme ” Ages, and eſpecially in the time of our Father Czlar the Emperonr, under Hircanus 
their High-Prieſt : I have ordained, That according to the common Sentence of the Senate, 
they 
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-vege they ſhall lzve after their C 01171 ry- Laws, under which they lived in the time of Hircanus the A 
World, 3557. High Prieſt of God, and that their Temple ſhall retain the Right of a Sanfuary 5, and thay 
before Chriſt's 3 ſhall be Lawf/tl for ther to ſend votive Money unto Jeruſalem by certain Perſons z, and that 
Narmii t they ſpa! nnt be compelled to appear before any Fudge upon their Sabbath Days, or the Day be.

50 Pherorss was left in great per- 
plexity, not knowing what to ſay or do; and could find no pretence wo excuſe his fat : 

For on the one {ide he confeſſed that he told ic unto Alexa#dey ; and on rhe other he 
could not make Heroa believe that he heard it of Salome, This contention endured a 
good while ; at laſt, the King being wearied, ſent away his Brother and his Siſter ; and 

p greatly commending his Son's moderate miad, and that he had given him intelligence 
of thoſe ſpeeches: It being then late he went to ſupper. 

After this contention, Sa/omze was hardly thought of, becauſe ſhe was judged to 14. go. 
be the Author of this ill report ; and the King's Wives hated her, becauſe they knew calumriario9 
her to have ſtrange qualities ; and ſo variable, that one while ſhe would profeſs 
friend{hip, and preſently after hatred. Wherefore they {till had ſomething to inform 
Herod of againſt her; taking occalion happening by chance, which was this : There 
was a King of the Arabians, named 04945, a flothful Man, and one given to idlene(s : 

And there was one Syl[ews that did govern a!l; this Man was a crafty fellow, and in 
the prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This Sy//2:25 coming urito H:r9d about 
"WE C fome buſineſs, and viewing Solome, who then far at Supper with him, began to ſet 
his mind upon her ; and finding ſhe was a Widow, he entred in to talk with her : 
And ſhe finding her Brother now not ſo friendly unto her as before he had been, and 
alſo entangled with the beauty of this young Man, did not greatly deny to marry 
him ; and many Feaſts being made at that time, they ſhewed evident ſigns of their mu- 
tual conſent, and love one to another. The Kings Wives told the King of this in j-aſt. 
Herod commanded Pheroras, at Supper time to note if he could efpy any tokens of fa- 
miliarity betwixt them ; and Pheyora-, told him, that by ſigns and mutual viewinz one 
another, they ſufficiently ſhewed their intents. After this the Arabian being ſuſpeRed, 
departed into his own Countrey. But two or three Months after, he came ay2in in- 51!1cus che 4- 
LI D to Judes only for this purpoſe, and talked with Herod —_—_— this matter, requeſting 7:bian defi- 
him tolet Salome be his Wife ; affirming that that affinity would be profitable unto him 1105505 
for the traffick between his People and the 4rabias, whoſe Prince he was to be : and nicd. 
did already enjoy a great part of the Dominion, Herod told all this unto his Siſter, 
and asked her if ſhe would marry him; and ſhe anſwered ſhe would. Then they re- 
queltedthat Sy/{zs ſhould become a Jew in Religion, or elſe it was not lawful for him 
to marry her. He would not condeſcend hereunto, affirming that he ſhould be ſtoned 
to death by his People, if he did it ; and fo he departed without obtaining his purpoſe. 
From that time forth, Pheroras, and eſpecially the King's Wives, accuſed S:/92ne of in- 
temperancy ; affirming that ſhe had had the company of the Arabiav. Now Herod 

E determined to marry his Daughter unto Salome's Son, whom Pheror2s refuſed for the 
love of his Maid 3 which Son of S4/omze's was her eldeſt that the had by Coſtabarns ;, to 
ſhew his good will towards S/ome his Siſter. But he was diſſwaded by Pheroyas, who 
told him that the young Man would never love ſuch a Father-in-Law, becauſe of his 
Father's death ; perſwading him rather to marry her to his eldeſt Son, who was to fuc- 
ceed himin his Tetrachy, which he eaſily perſwaded the King unto, and ſo obtained 
pardon for his former offence.

Then | 
they of his Houſhould, every one being careful to ſave himſelf, were one turneg «. * 
gainſt another, every one eſteeming it his one fatety to prevent others, by ace. 
ling them unto Herod; which done, preſently they incited other Men's envy apain| 
him, and every one of them to deſire ſuch meaſure as they had meaſured unto Others: 
and thus they alſo revenged their private Quarrels, and preſently after they themſelye, 
were taken, and did by other Men's means ſuffer the like, being entrapped in the ſame 
trap they ſet fortheir Enemies. For the King did quickly repent, for having put very 
many to death, who were not convicted ; yet for all that, he was not hereby admoyj. 
ſhed to beware of the like hereafter ; but on his repentance for their death, rageg

{o far, as to cauſe him to inflict the ſame Puniſhment upon the Accuſers, which h+ 
had done upon them. The Court was in ſuch a lamentable condition, that he con. 
manded many of his deareſt Friends, and them eſpecially, whole fidelity he had for. 
merly experienced, not to come in his ſight, nor within his Court-gates. For he Gd 
now ſhake off the friendſhip between Andromachus and Gemellys, and himſelf, why 


ways been of his Counſel, and had been Tutors unto his Children, in whom he had 
always repoſed more truſt than in any others; the one of them, for that his Son Dee. 
trins was familiar with Alexander; and Gemellus, for nate knew him to he ab 
Friend to 4/exander ; for he was one of them that had Brought him up, and had tra. 
velled with him to Rowe. And no doubt but he had cenſured them with ſome more 
heavy ſentence, had it not been that they were ſo eminent Perſons. Wherefore at that 
time he was contented to have baniſhed them, and deprived them of all their Authority 
tro the end, that having diſgraced theſe good Men, he might the more freely play the 
Tyrant. Aztipater was the cauſe of all this miſchief ; who from the firſt time that h: 
perceived his Father to be fearful and ſuſpicious, ſtill afrer that, joyned with him 
Counſeller ; and as it were, encreaſed his rage and cruelty ; and then he pallantly p/zy- 
ed his part, endeavouring that whoſoever would reſiſt him, ſhould be made away, 
Wherefore 424rumach:s and the reſt of his Friends being now baniſhed the Court, the V8 E 
King preſently tortured all that he imagined any way to favour Alexanaer, to ſee if they 
were guilcy, or if they knew of any Treaſon to be prattiſed againſt him 3 but they 
knowing nothing to inform him of, died amidft their Torments. Where he ſo much 
the more tortured others, for that contrary to his opinion, he found not ſo much as an 
evil thought againſt him; Artipater craftily interpreting it, that they had rather in 
Torments conceal the truth, than to ſhew themſelves not truſty ro their Maſters and 
Friends ; wherefore many being taken, he cauſed them to be tortured to get ſomething 
out of ſome of them. Art lait one amorgſt the reſt, not ab'e to endure thoſe Torments 
impoſed upon him, faid, that he had ofren heard Alexanaer ſay, when any one com- 
mended his tall ſtature, or skilfull ſhooting, and the reſt of his vertues,that Nature had 
beſtowed upon him theſe qualities to his prejudice 3 for his Father throngh envy hereat, 
was offended ; ſo that when he talked with him, he did on purpoſe draw his Body to- 
gether, leſt his Father ſhould perceive the talneſs of his ſtature; and that whea he 
went a hunting with him, he on purpoſe did miſs the mark he could have hit, becaulc 
he knew his Father could not endure that he ſhould be commended. And whilli 
theſes words were conſidered and pondred, and his Torments intermitted, he accuſed 
Alexander again, to have conſpired with his Brother Ariſtobulus, to Kill his Fz 
ther when he was Hunting, and then to fly with ſpeed unto - Rome, and beg thc 
Kingdom of Ceſar. There were allo tound fome of Ariftobalus his Letters written | 0 
unto his Brother, complaining of ihe injurious dealing of his Father, who had given "Þ 
certain poſſeſſions to Arriparer, the yearly Revenues whereof amounted to two iu

B tain Man accuſed Alexander, to have ſent Letters to his Friends at Rome, to entreat, = —_— 
them to cauſe him to be ſent for by Ce/ar thither, that he might accuſe his Father of hve ane dip= 
certain conſpiracies againſt Ceſar, and how he more efteemed the friend(hip of Mz. *<'5 59 Ame 
thridates King of the Parthians than the friendſhip of the Romans ; atirming alſo, - = Sa 

| that he had Poyſon ready prepared at Aſcalon. Herod hearing this, was comtorted 

| by flatterers about him, as having not done any thing raſhly ; and ſo he oave now full 

| credit unto all: Yet the Poyſon was diligently ſought for, but could not be found. 

Alexander being oppreſſed with this calamity, he yet took courage ; and becauſe ,,...., 

he would more incite his Father's diſpleaſure againft him, he did not deny it : Perhaps conſents os 

| meaning to make his Father — of himſelt for giving credit ſo eaſily unto forged *<aion, and 

II CTales; or at leaft, it he could not effeft that, entangle all the Court and him too in ca- _ —__ 

lamity and miſery : Which that he might the better do, he writ four little Pamphlets, 

and ſent them unto his Father ; telling him that it was needleſs to uſe any more tor- 
ments, for indeed, Treaſon was intended againſt him ; and that Pheroras and his moſt 
truſty friends were herein conſpirators : And that in the night time Salome came ſe- 
cretly unto him, and as it were, forced him to lie with her: And that all of them aim- 
edat this mark, to have him made away, that ſo they might enjoy their wiſhed liberty. 

| Healſo accuſed Prolomens and Sapinnins of this conſpiracy, who were more faithful un- 

totheir King, than all others : So that now theſe Men,who before were moſt friendly 

one to another, began like mad-men to rage one againſt another - and puniſhment ſo 

LW D haſtily purſued every one, that they kad not time to ſpeak in their own defence : Nei- 

ther was their puniſhment deferred till their cauſe was tried, and the truth known ; ſo 
that ſome were bound and impriſoned, others preſently put to death, others laughed 
in their ſleeves to ſee that day, yet diſcontented for that any delay was uſed for their 
puniſhment : So that the King's Court was now greatly defaced with ſorrow and hea- 
vineſs, wherewith the uſual felicity thereof was deſtroyed. Herod himſelfamid(t theſe Herod was fo

The year of the \A Wars began, on this occaſion : The inhabitants of Trachoz, whoſe Countre 
hi E2/ Ceſar taking from Zezodorns, gave unto Herod ; being forbidden and hindred from 

Nativity, 5. ſtealing, were now forced to frame themſelves to live like Husband-men, more civilly 
7 XC than before : But this kind of life pleaſed them not, neither did their Countrey yield 
the Arabian. Fruits worth their Labours ; yet at firſt Herod compelling them thereunto, they abſtain- 
bo co Ed from injuring the inhabitants bordering upon them, which did greatly redound 
Trachonitis to unto Herod's eredit, by whoſe diligence they were brought unto it. But when Herod 
Herod, alias was gone into Italy to accule Alexander, and to commend Artipater unto Ceſar, the 
Hered's Cap. Trachonites hearing a bruit of his death, revolted, and turned to their accuſtomed 
tains ſu>due robberies : Yet they were at that time again ſubdued in the King's abſence by the 
me ,gevels in Captains that he left at home ; and forty of the chiefeſt of the Thieves amongſt them 
being taken, the reſt terrified by their example, left their own Countrey, and fledin. 

to Arabia , where Syllzu5 received them, in revenge that he could not obtain Salome 
for his Wife ; and receiving of him a ſtrong hold to dwell in, they did not only make 
incurſions, and rob and ſpoil the borders of J«dea, but alſo of Celofyria, and drove 
away the preys they got into the place allotted them, Sy/l.eus proteRing them and 
their villanies. Herod returning from Rome, found that his People were greatly en- 
damaged by theſe Thieves ; and ſeeing he conld not ſubdue them, by reaſon the A4ru- 
_ Oe bians did proteCtt them; not enduring that injury, and entring into Trachon, he kil- 
niſhed. led all their Families : Whereby they were ſo much the more enraged againſt his 
Country ; for they had a Law amongſt them, whereby they were commanded to 
revenge the death of their Families zand ſo contemning all dangers, they came and 
waſted all Herod's Country with continual incurſions. Then the King complained 
hereof unto Saturninus and Volumnius then Preſidents, ſent thither by Ceſar ; re- 
queſting that he might have the Thieves to puniſh them. They hearing this news, 
with as much ſpeed as they might, gathered their Forces together ; and making 
themſelves ſtronger than they were before, with ſudden incurſions waſted all where 
they came, deſtroying both the fields and villages, and killing all they could find ; 
ſo that now this reſembled a War, rather than a Robbery ; for they were a thouſand 
jr de.

Hered. upon him to prove the accuſation againſt him at the day appointed, he converſed wich 
King Aretas's Ambaſſadors, accuſed Syl/zus as a Murtherer of his Lord and King, and 
many other Arabians ; and that he had borrowed much Money, to trouble the peace 
of the Commonwealth ; and that he had corrupted many women and. honeſt Matrons, 
both at Rome and in Arabia. He addeth hereunto a moſt grievous crime, to wit, that 
he, by his lies and falſe reports, had deceived Ceſar ; whom in all things he had mit- 
informed, concerning that which Herod had done. Which when he once 1nentioned, 
Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt, and only to relare the matter concerning H:- 
rod; whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an Army, and did kill two thou- 
{and and five hundred Men, and carry away Captives, and rob and ſpoil the Coun- 
trey ? Nicholaus anſwered, that to thele demands himſelf was able to anſwer, that 


Herod did none of theſe; and that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure. Ce/ar, contrary

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© 7o his expeRtation, hearing this, began to give diligent Far to what Nichelans ſaid : The Taſte 
And hereupon Nicholars ralated unto Ceſar, how H:rod had lent five hundred Talents, Wild, 4 G60.

ſitizhe himſelf; and that this was no hoſtile invaſion, but according to] aw and equi- A Narration 
ty, Tequiring of 1s right and debt dueunto him. And that this was not raihly done, = 
though by the Wriciag he was ſo permitted to do; but by the conſent of Strains whe borrowed 
and Volumnins, Preſidents of S7ria z In whoſe preſence Syl.e:z5 {wore by Ceſar*s good Money 
fortune at Beryt:-12, that within thirty days after, both the debt, and allo certain tug1- 
tives fled from the King, thould bereſtored unto him; and that Syle»s performed none 
8 of theſe: And ſo Herod went again unto the Prelidents, and they permitred him to go 
and rake pledges for his Money 3 and that ſo by their permittion he went into Ar 4:4. 
An4 this is the War that his Adverſaries have lo tragically exaggerated ; and yet how 
can it be called a War, ſeeing that it was done by che conlent of the Preſidents, and 
that by Covenant after Perjury, wherewith both God's and ally Ceſar's name was vio- 
lated? It now remaineth that I ſpeak ſomething concerning the Captives. There were The ' hieves 
forry Thieves of Trachon, and afterward more that fled from Hero for fear of puniſh- * 74%" 
ment, and fled into Arabia, whom Sy{leus protected and ſuccoured to the injury of 
all Men, and gave them Ground to inhabit, and was partaker of their preys ; not with- 
tanding that by lus aforeſaid Oath, he was boun4 to reſtore them, tozerher with the 
C borrowed Money 3 neither can he name any Man beſides them taken in Arabiz, and 
carried away Captive, and ſome of them alſo eſcaped. This his forged tale concern- 
ng the Captives being thus refuted, hear, O Sovereign Ceſar, the lying invention, 
which to provoke thee to wrath, himſelf deviſed. For am well able to affirm this, 
that when the Arabian Army aſſaulted us, and one or two of our men were kille4 
then at laſt Herod forced to make reſiſtance, he killed Vaceb:zs, and with him five and 
twenty, and no more ; for every one of which Sy/l:s fallly told Ceſar a hundred, and 
ſ told him that two thouſand and five hundred were killed. Ce/z hereat greatly 
moved, with an- angry countenance looking upon Sylews, he asked him how many 
dr4bians were killed in the Fight ? He amazed, and knowing not what to reply, an- 
WED fivered, that he erred in the number. Preſently Ceſar commanded the Writings to be 
read, containing the conditions between them ; and the Writings of the Prelidents, 
and the Letters of the Cities containing the complaints of the Robberies. And fo the 
matter was brought to paſs, that Ceſar reconciled unto Herod, and condemned $2 con- 
Hex to die ; and repenting himſelf to have written fo threatning Letters to F-rod, AY 
he objected that alſo unto. Sylzws ; affirming, that by his falſe informations he had 
cauſed him to paſs the limits of friendſhip, in uſing his Friends fo hardly. And fo he ſent 
Glewinto his Country, that after he had fartished his creditors, he might be puniſh- 
ed according to the ſentence. But he {till continued angry with Aretas for that with- 
out his authority, he had uſurped the Crown and Kingdom : and he was minded alſo 
ME to beftow Arab: upon Herod; but the Letters which Herod ſent him, changed his mind. Ceſar was.

that he was aſſured of the Roman Power, under whole protection he neither needed tg 
have feared Invaſion, nor ſecret Treaſon againlt him. For to put them to death, only 
to ſatisfie his own farious Will, what elſe doth it argue, but only an impious liberty K 
caſting off aji Fatherly humanity and kindneſs ? eſpecially ſecing that he was aged, 
whoſe years could neither plead ignorance, nor that he was deceived. For neither 
was he the more excuſed by the delay he uſed 3 nay, it had becn a leſs offence, if ama. 
zed With ſome ſadden news, he had been incited to ſo hainous an offence : But afer 
ſo long deliberation, at laſt to effect ſuch a matter, betokens a bloody Mind, and 
hardned in wickedneſs, as he ſhewed afterwards, not ſparing the reſt, whom before 
he held moſt dear : Who, though they were leſs to be pitied, 1n that they juſtly ſuffer.

This Babylonian Jew was induced by 
theſe offers to come, and take poſleſtion of the Place, where he bulded a Borough 
called Bathyra. This Man oppoſing himſelf againſt the Trachonites, defended the Coun, 
try, and thoſe Jews that came from Babylon to Feruſulem to offer Sacrifice, from all 
Incurſions aud Robberies of the Trachonites 5 and divers that obſerved the Religion of 
the Jews, rcforted unto him from all placesz fo that this Country was very well Peg. 
pled, by realon of the exemption oft the Tribute, which continued during Herog's 
Lite-time. 

But Philip who ſucceeded him, exatted afterward ſome ſmall Tribute of them, ana 
that but for a little while. But Agrippa the Great, and his Son of the ſame name, charg. 
cd them with great Taxations; yet permitted them to enjoy their Liberty 5 whoſe 
Succeliors, the Rox7ars impoled many grievous Tributes upon them, yet continued 
their Freedom ; of whom hereafter we will more particularly and largely diſcourſe jn 
due place, and in proceſs of my Hiſtory. Now this Few, Zamarjs, to whom Herod had 
given the polic{lion of his Country, died, after he had lived virtuouſly, and left x

rence with Pheroras. Moreover, they reckoned up the hatred that A-tipater bare an- 
to his Father, the complaints that he made unto his Mother, of the too long lite and 
continuance of his Father ; for that in regard of himſelf, he was. alrcady grown old ; 
ſo that although the Kingdom ſhould tall into his hands.preſently, yet he could receive 
but very little contentment thereby. Moreover, he alledged, that divers Brothers, 
and Brothers Children were brought up together with him, fo that he might not ſecure- 
ly hope for any thing; for that already, it he ſhould fortune to die, the Kingdom was 
to de(cend not to his Son, bur to his Brother : Betides this, he was accuſtomed to ac- 
cule the King of divers Cruelties committed by him, and of that Murther which he ex-

And it is to be wondred at, that ſo great matters being in. agitation 
againſt him, ſeven Months at leaſt before his return into the Country of Jud, that no 
inkling thereof came unto his Ears. © But the cauſe partly was the diligent ſearch and 
watch that was kept upon the High-ways, and partly the hatred that all Men had con- 
ceived againlt Aztipater. For there was not any that would put themſelves in hazard 
to precure his ſecurity.

Inatiable hatred which they had conceived againſt him, whereas betore the fear that 
they had of him, enforced them to be filent : Yet he was not fo much burthened with 
other Mcn's Hatreds, as with his own Wickedneſsz namely, his deadly Hatred againſt his 
F Father, his breach of Amity amongſt his Brethren, whereby he filled the King's Houl- 
bold with Seditions and Murthers, of ſome complotted, and acted by others 3 neither 
giving place to Hatred according to Juſtice, nor to Amity according to good Atfecti- 
vn, but according as it might ſtand with his profit. Which. becauſe divers Men per- 
ceived long before that time, they judged of Events according as they had reaion, and 
the rather becauſe that being void of Hatred , they ſpake but their Opinions. And 
Whereas heretofore they had cried with a loud voice againſt him, as ſuch time as they 
vere ſhut up; at this time when they were deprived of their fear, they declared all 
things that they knew. And whereas there were produced divers of the miſchiets com- 
mitted by him, yet there ſcemed nothing to be feigned, to. that the Acculers neither 
V {pake in favour of the King, neither concealed any thing for tear of danger, but con- 
demned all Aztipater's wicked Aftions, and judged him worthy of dearh and puniſh- navy db og 
ment, not ſo much for his Father's ſecurity, as tor his own demerit. Neither did wy rage: 4

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SAL only accuſe him, who were by Jultice tied thereunto, but divers voluntary Witneſſe, 
ow rp alſo brought in their Evidence; fo that although he was a very cunning Diflembler, 
teſye Chrift's and colourer of his Lyes, and moſt impudent 1a their Aſſertions, yet he durſt not once ſhort 
Minit open his mouth, or mutter againſt the ſame.

For in that the King had undertaken and done many things contrary to the Law, di- 

vers unaccuſtome(d miſeries had betallen him, and namely that ſicknels wherewith he was 

detained, For Herod had done divers things contrary to the ancient Law 3 againſt 

which Jud and Matthias exclaimed openly. For he had erected over rhe Portal Of a Golden Ea» 
the great Temple, an Eagle of Gold of great value. Now the Law prohibiterth that they, gle erRON. 
who pretend to live according to the ſame, ſhould in any fort erect any Image, or re- re Temple 
preſent any Figures of living Creatures whatſoever. For this cauſe thele Doctors coun- 

lelled them to pull down that Eagle 3 telling them, that although the matter leemed Conrempr of 
very dangerous, yet ought rhey to prefer an honeſt Death before a plealant Lite, if fo — 

be it be employed for the defence of their Country-laws and Religion. For in fe

For he cauſed them to \{ouldoetiun 
be (hut up in a place called the Hippodrome, which was the Tilt-yard to run Horſes inz 
and ſent for his Siſter Salome, and Alex25 her Husband, telling them that his End was at 
hand, for that his Griefs did inceflantly torment himz which as he ſaid, he ought to 
bear patiently, becauſe it was an End that ſhould happen to all Men. But that which 
molt grieved him was, that he ſaw himſelf deprived of thoſe mournings and lamentati- 
ons which a King deſerved. For he was not 1gnorant of the Jews atfeCtions, neither 
how his death was defired and longed for by them, ſince that in his lite time they pre- 
ſumed fo far as to Revolt 3 and diſhonour and deface thoſe Gifts, which he had beſtowed 
upon the Commonweal. It therefore behoved to afford him ſome ſolace in that his 
bitter anguiſh ; for that if they refuſed not to perform that which he had contrived in 
his mind the lamentation of his death ſhould be magnificent, and as great as ever any 
King ever had; and the pleaſure and laughter that might accompany his death, ſhould 
be abated by their ſorrow, who ſhould unfeignedly lament for the whole Nation. He 
therefore commanded them, that at ſuch time as he ſhould give up the- Ghoſt, they 
ſhould canſe the Hippodrozre to be invironed by his Soldiers, as yet unadvertiſed of his 
death (which he would not have publiſhed before his execution was ended) and to com- 
mand them to ſhoot their Arrows at thoſe that were ſhut up therein.

Therefore he called for the General 
of his Army, commanding him to perſwade them not to ſeek revenge for thoſe Men 
who were dead, notwithſtanding they were their Friends 3 becauſe whatſoever was 
done, was done according to Law 3 and that no enquiry might be made thereof, except, 
to the great prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his ſtate, in regard of the un-

He ecntorced all other things allo, 
whereof they had accuſed Archelaws, againſt themſelves, faying, that noxe of theſe things Nh x 
were done without their conſents 5 and that the offence was not ſo gricvons, as they intended it 
ſhould be eſteemed, to #he end they migts diſcredit Axchelaus. So great a deſire was in them 
to hurt their Kinſman, a Man both well reſpeFed, and affected by bis Father 5 as alio kind 
and officions towards them in all things that concerned them. As for the Teſtament, tat 1 
was made by the King when ke was in perfe@ eſtate of mind ani body, and of greater ſorcc 
than the former, becauſe the Authority and confirmation thereof was aſcribed unto Cxlar, 
the Sovereign of the World.

For which cauſe, whereas in times paſt that Nation = Chrit”s 
had been aftlicted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there 1s no example ex- IT 
tant amongſt their Monuments of Antiquity, that may be compared with their preſent 
Calamity under Herod, For which cauſe, upon jult reſpects, they had with one con- 
ſent, named Arechelars their King ; ſuppoting that whatſoever King might befal them, 
he would always demean himſeit more aftably than Hero4 had done; and that to ho- 
nour Archelaus, they had monrned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in othcr 
things, to the intent they might obtain his good Aﬀection. But he without delay, and 

| all at once, had made manifeſt to the whole Nation, what Opinion they were ro conceive 
of him, notwithſtanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (tor that it lay in Cz/ar's 
hands to grantit) and as it he had been atraid, leſt he ſhould atſuredly be acknowledged 
for his Father's Son, he had ſhewed an example of his Virtue, Moderation, and good 
Government, that he would uſe towards his Subjects, by the firſt Act which he had 
committed, not only againſt God, bur alſo againſt Men. For i the Temple it ſelf he 
hath cauſed three thouſand of his Country-men to be killed inſtead of Sacriftices. And 
how can he chuſe but be jaltly hated, who beſides his other Cruelties, objecteth againſt 
us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The effect of their Requeſt theretore was this, 
That chey might not any, more be governed by a King, nor any ſuch-like Government ; 
but that they might be united unto v9ria, and ſubmit themſelves under their Gover- 
nours that ſhould be ſent thither : That in ſo doing, 1t ſhould truly appear whether 
they were ſeditious and addicted to changes, or whether they would live in peace, when 
they had favourable Governours. After the Jews had ſpoken to this effect, Nicholaus Nichlavs - 
diſcharged the Kings of thoſe Accuſations that were objected againſt them, and namely = pres = 
Herod, who (as he ſaid) had never been accuſed all his lite-time 3 and that it was no rea- 
ſon that they who juſtly accuſing: him, might have cauſed him to be puniſhed during 
his life-time. ſhould now addrels their Accuſations againſt him after he was dead. And 
as touching thoſe things which were objected concerning Archelars's Actions, it ought to 
D beimputed to their inſolence z for that engaging themſelves in matters contrary to Law z 
2 | and having begun to Murther thoſe who ſought to appeaſe the tumult, they accuſed 
ſuch as had kept them in obedience. Befides this, he objected againſt them, that they 
were addicted to alterations, and took pleaſure to {tir up Seditions, tor that they knew 
. not what thing it was to obey Juſtice and the Laws, and that there was no Nation in 
. the World ſo headſtrong as that of the Jews; for that they would have the upper hand 
- over all. Thus ſpake Nzcholaws. |

As for Archelans, he had Idumza, Judea, and Samaria, which were dit- 
al charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Ceſar, for that they had joined themſelves 
y with thereſt of the People, during the time of the Sedition.

- were Cities of Greece, which Ceſar had ſeparated, and adjoined to Syria, Archelans had 
1- hive hundred Talents of yearly Rent out of his Country. Thus was the Patrimony 
d, divided among Herod's Sons.

Brother Ariſtobulus, and that they were both eſcaped in this manner. Being putfed up 
by theſe Toys, he failed not to deceive other Men 3 and as ſoon as he came to Creet, 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perſuaded them no leſs; *and getting 
much Money from them, he failed into the Ile of Melos; where he gathered a great 
fumm gf Money, under pretext that he was of the King's Blood. And now hoping 
that he ſhould recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he ſhould reward thoſe that 
were beneficial to him, he haſted towards Rome, accompanied with his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Puteol, he was entertained there with no leſs ta- 
vour by thoſe Jews, whom he deceived by his colourable Tile z and divers others, 


| 


who had been Herod's Friends and Familiars, came unto hum, and entertained him as [ D 


their King. The cauſc hereof was the natural Diſpoſition of Men, who take pleaſure in 
falle Reports, together with the report of his Reſemblance. For they that had frequent- 
ed very familiarly with Alexander, held it for a matter moſt atſured, that he was the 
Man, and none other; and afhrmed unto others upon their Oaths, that it was he; 
The falſe 4- that this rumour at laſt came to Rowe. And all the Fews that dwelt there came forth 
exander C- tO ect him, ſaying, That it was God's handy-work, that he was after that manner 
preſerved beyond all Men's expectation: And they greatly rejoiced in his Mother 
Marianme's behalf, from whom he was deſcended 3 he was carried 1n a Litter through 
the Strects with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereot was detrayed by thoſe 


who werehis Friends. He was attended by a great multitude of Men, and honoured V 


with great applauſe, as it ordinarily falleth out at ſach time as beyond all expettati- 
on, any one is found to have been miracuioully, preſerved. When this News was 
brought to GCeſars Ears, he gave (mall credit thereunto, perſuading himſelf that it 
was 4 hard matter to deceive Herod, in a matter of fo great importance : Notwith- 
{randing, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to the Opinions of Men, he ſent a certain 
Free-man of his, called Celadyws, who had very familiarly converſed with Alexander 
and Arijtobulys during their Infancy 3 giving him charge to bring Alexander unto him, 
tothe end he might ſee hum 3 which he did, and was never the wiſer in diſcovering 
The falſe 4- him. Notwithſtanding, Ceſar was not tully deccived: For, although he reſembled 


{-ranzer can- him ſomewhat, yet he was not ſo exactly hke him, that he conld deceive thoſe who x 


ne deccive . h R x R 
Cir, Narrowly obſerved him. For this counterfeit-Alexander had hard Hans, in that he 


had been accuſtomed to labour, which thetrue Alexander could not have, in regard 
of his tender and delicate Education ; and likewiſe this Man was of a rongh Skin, and 
hard Fleth. Ceſar therefore diſcovering the Treachery both of the counterteit-Scho- 
Jar, and Iving Malter, and how they agreed in their confident Juſtifications, he cn- 
quired of them, what was become of Ariffobulzs, who was ſecretly hidden with him ; 
and for what cauſe he preſented nor himſelf, to enjoy the Honour that appertained tv 
thoſe who were fo nobly deſcended? Ir was an{wered him, That he remained in the 
Iitc of Cyprzs, for fear of Dangers, to which they are expoſed who ſail by Sea, to the 


cnd, that it any misfortune ſhould befal him, all Mariamnre's Race ſhould not be G 


exiinguiſned , but that at leaſt , Ariſtobulus might be left alive. Whilt he ovined 
thcle things, and the Author of the Fable jaitified no leſs, Ceſar drawing the young 
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A Man alide, ſaid unto him : My friend, if thou wilt not deceive me, thou ſhalt have this

recompence, that thou ſhalt not be puniſhed, Tell me therefore what thou art, and who ond vp ng 
hath extboldned.thee to praFice this frand 5 for this Malice is jo great that it ſurpaſſeth before Chrilt's 
thine Age. Whereupon, being unable to conceal the truth, he diſcovercd the treache- mip oo ug 
ry to Ceſar, how and by whom it was contrived. At that time Ceſar being loath tofalſ; The falle 4- 
fie his Promiſe that he had paſt to this falſe Alexander,and ſeeing that in times paſt he had manera Gs 
laboured with his hands, he cauſed him to be enrolled among the number of his Galley- rug ar an oor. 
flaves3 and cauſed the other that induced him to this Cheat, to be put to-death ; con- 
tenting himſelf that the Inhabitants of Melos had loſt their Charges, which they had em- 
ployed upon this falſe Alexander, who had a ſhameful end, as it hath been hertoforc

Pricſthood 3 acculing him to have favoured the Sedcitious, and eſtabliſhed Eleazar his The pricft- 
Brother in his place. After this, he re-edificd the Palace in Jericho, and ſumptuouſly hood kraken 
adorned itz drawing away the half of thoſe Waters which ſerved the Porough of Ne- —_—— 
ara, and conveying them thorough a Field which he had planted with Palm-Trees he to £1-a7ar, 
builded a Borough in that place, which he named Archelazs ; and contrary to the Laws **4 oi 
of his Country, he married Glaphyra, Archelaus's Daughter, who had been his Brother Ng ood 7 
Alexander's Wite, by whom he alſo had divers Children ; notwithſtanding, the Law 4rch-(ais 
of the Jews forbiddeth a Man to marry his Brother's Wite. Neither did Eleazar enjoy bui:ded 
the Prieſthood any long rune 3 but during his lite-time, Jeſus the Son of Sas was ftb- 


D ſtituted in his place. 


The tenth year of Archelaws's Government, the chicteſt Governours among the Jew: 
and Samaritans, unable any longer to endure his cruelty and Tyranny, accuſed him bc- 
fore Ceſar; and eſpecially after they had underſtood that he had rranigretled Cefar's 
Command, who had charged him to behave himiclt gracioully towards them. Which 
when Ceſar under{tood, he was fore difpleated, and cauſed A4rcielaus's Agent to be cal- 
led before him, who was then at Roxzc, and ſent for Archelazs allo; and cſteeming it too 
baie an indignity tor him to write unto ham, Go ({aid he) unto him with all expedition, 
and bring him unto me without delay. He poſting forward with all diligence, at length 
arrived in Judea, where he found Archelars banqueting with his friends; and having ac- 
quainted him with C2ſar's Commands, he haltened him away. As ſoon as he came to 4rch-laur be- 
Rome, after that Ceſar had heard his Accuſers and his juſtification, he baniſhed him, and —_— 
confined him in the City of Viewna in France, and confiſcated all his Goods. 
But before Archelavs was ſent for to Rowe, he reported unto his friends this Dream 
which enſueth : He thought that he ſaw ten Ears full of Wheat, and very ripe, which 
the Oxen were cating 3 and as ſoon as he awaked, he conceived an opinion that his. 
Vition preſaged ſome great matter. For which caule he {ent tor certain Sooth-fayers, 
who made it their protcſſion to interpret Dreams. Now, whilſt they were debating 
one with another (tor they differed for the molt part: in their expotition) a certain

Archelazs, had ſuch a Dream: She thought ſhe ſaw Alexander by her, ſhe cheriſbing and 
after Chriſt's embracing him, he checked her, faying, Glaphyra, Thou verifieſt that Proverb, which 
wn. faith, Women have no Loyalty : For having given me thy faith, and married with je 
Glatyra's © at ſuch time as thou wert a Virgin, and born Children by me, thou haſt forgotten and neg. 
OT lected my love, thorough tle dfrre thon haſt had to be married the ſecond time. Neither 
waſt thou contented to have done we this wrong, but haſt taken unto thee likewiſe a third 
Husband, lewdly intruding thy ſelf into my Family; and being married to Archelaus, 
thou art content to admit my Brother for thy Husbanl, Notwithſtanding this, I will ut 
forget the love that I have born thee, but will deliver thee from him, wbo hath done thee 
this reproach, by retaining thee for mine own, as heretofore thou haſt been. After that ſhe 
had told this Viſion to tome Women that were her Familiars, ſhe died very ſhortly 
atter. Which accident I have thought good to regiſter in this place, in that I was 
t© treat of thole things 3 and otherwiſe the matter ſeemeth to be a notable example, 
containing a moſt certain argument of the Immortality of Souls, and God's Proyi- 
dence. And 1t any one think theſe things incredible, let hum keep his opinion to 
himſelf, and no ways contradict thoſe, who by ſuch events are 1ncited to the ſtudy of 
aye phe Virtue. Now when the Government of Archelays was united to Syria, Cyrenizs who

They obſerve no other © TORY 
thing but that which isin the Law and hold it a Virtue to diſpute with their Maſters, 
concerning the Decrees of their Sect. Their Opinion is entertained by very few ; yet ſuch 
who for the molt part are Men of the beſt account; there 1s hardly any thing done 
without their Advice : And when they are advanced toany Honours, they are enfor- 
ced to allow of that which the Phariſees ſhall propoſe, otherwiſe the common People 
will not endure them. The Efleans attribute unto God the government and diſpoſition The Efeans 
of all things. The ſay that the Sculs of Men are immortal; and all the uttermoſt of ©P*® 
their endeavour and delight is, to maintain Juſtice and Equity. They ſend their Of- 
ferings unto the Temple, yet ſacrifice they not with other Men, by reaſon they uſe 
more ſacred and different Ceremonies;z for which they are ſecluded out of the com- the rgcans 
mon Temple, and ſacrifice apart.

CButthe more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more inſtantly ſhe incited him to ſeek out for the 
Kingdom , and never gave over,until ſhe had conformed him to her defire z Which ſhe 
forced him to, rather than obtained. Having therefore furniſhed himſelt aſter the 
moſt magnificent manner,and ſparcd no coſt,he repaired to Rome.and led Zerodias his 
Wite with him. 4grippe ſmelling their intent, and-the preparation they m:de,he beſtir. 
red himſelf too: And having notice that they were put ro 5ea,he (c nt Fortunatus,01.C 0; 
his Free-men,to Rome, with Preſents to the Emperor, and Letters againſt Herod ; with 
Commiſſion to acquaint Caizs with every particular, according as the occaſion {h1aid 
ſerve. He embarking himſelf alter FHered,had a quick pow. AI was only prev -nced 
by him, but for the ſpace that 7Jerod preſented himſelt to Cajas; for he preſently to]- 
plowed him,and delivered his Letters. For they arrived at one time at Pateol, and found 
Caius at Baia,a Village of Campania,diſtant from Puteo! ſome five Stades, adurned with 
moſt Royal and ſumptuous Palaces; lor that every Emperor cniorced himſel! to exceed 
the honour of his Predeceſſor, by reaſon of the hot Baths that naturally iſfued out of 
the Earth,ſerviog both for the health of the body, and recreation of the ſpirits. Whillt 
Caius talked with Herod, having viſited him firſt,he received Agrippa's Letters,contain- 
ing Herod s accuſations 3 for they accuſed him of a Conſpiracy plotted betwixt him and 
Scjanus, (ince the beginning of Tiberius's Empire: And how tor the preſent he favoured 
Artabanus, King, of the Parthians, to the prejudice of the Emperor Caius z of which the 
preparations Herod had ſtored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony,which were 
E fufficient to arm ſeventy thouſand men. Cazus was much moved with thete 1ntormati- 
6ns, and asked Zerod it that which was intormed him, touching his warlike preperati- 
on, was true : He unable to contradict the ſame in any thing, tor tear he ſhould be con- 
victed of falſhood, conlcſxed no leſs, W hereupon Carus ſuppoſing the Acculation of his 
revolt to be ſufficiently proved,deprived hi n of his Terrarchy,and annexcd it to Agrip- 
þ's Kingdom 3 beſtowing Herod's Subſtance alſo upon him, He baniſhed him likewiſe 
for ever, and confined him in the City of Lions,in France 3 and underſtanding that He- 
rodias was Agripp3's Siſter,he gave her all that wihch in right appertained ro her. And 
ſuppoſing that the would not willingly accompany her husband 1n his calamity,he told 
her that he pardoned her for her Brother's ſake : But the gave him this reply 3 Mighty 
F Emperor, you ſpeak magnificently, and as it well becometh ſo great a Maje/t y3 but there ts 
cauſe that hindreth me from partaking the benefit of that bounty which you intend | towards 
me, which is the affeftion that I bear unto my Husband; whom if I ſhould forſake in his mi.

Whilſt the matter ſtood upon thele terms, 4A i/ob: lus, Agrippa 
Brother, and Elcias, accompanied with divers of their Train, ad 1ome of the chu et 
among the Jews came unto Petronizs, beſeeching him that he would conſider the ob 
ſtinacy of the people, neither give them occation to draw them imo oeſperate ations : 
CG Lur rather, that he would write unto Cajas, with what obſtinacy the people refuſed 
the Dedication ot his Image in the Temple : And how, giving over the care of their 
Hu-bandry, they prepared themſelves tor War, without any truſt or confidence in their 
own ſtrength z being rather reſolved ro die, than to ſuffer fo great an indignity to be 
offered to their Re11g1on. Beſides, how giving over their Tillage, there was nothing 
to be expectcd bur Robbery, whereasthey (hould want means to pay their Cuſtoms 7 
by which mans, they hop*d that Ceſar would be moved to moderate his ſeveri: y to» 
wardsthat Nation and not to givethem caule of Retellionz And that if ke might 
not be moved from the proſecution of the War, that then he might go forward with 
his buſineſs.

For this rhought he.that although ir altered not his reſolution, but happily entorc'd 
his difpleafure againſt him, in that he ſpeedily executed not his Command ; yet, that 
it vasthe duty 0: ag20d man, not to retuſe an aſſured death, it fo be it might ſave fo 
puklets and huge a multitude.

Aad Caius being taken ont of the 
world by God's wrath, being kindled againſt him, by rcafon that he affect<d divine 
V honour, received hs reward ; and Petronius obtained favour both at Rome,and th:roveol 
all the whole Government,and cſpecially among the principal Senators,avainſt whim 
Cazs was accuſtomed to vomit up his cholerick Revenges, Hedied a little a'ter he 
had 1cten the Letter to Petrenius, by which hc threatned and denounced him doath.

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our Voyage, requiring you to be his friends ; he treateth therefore with you withont any after Civiſt', 


Deceit or Fraud, promiſing you Gifts and Honours, and reſolveth to encreaſe your Dignity 
ty bis Power. Aſineus reiuſed to enterprize this Voyage, but ſent his Brother Anilzus 
with certain Preſents,ſuch as he could potlibly find, He therefore departed with the 
Meſſ:nger, and preſented himlclt before Artabanus 3 who ſeeing Anilzns come alone, 
asked him how it happened that Aſmngus came not with him : And underſtanding that 
he ſtayed in his Mariſh,through the tear that he had of him ; he {wore by the Gods of 
his Anceſtors, that he would do him no wrong, wiſhing them to give credit to his 


B promiſe, and he ſtretched out his hand, which is the greateſt ſign with which the 


Kings of that Country uſe to aſſure thoſe that parlcy with them. For aſter they 
have mutually given one another their hands,there is no ſiniſter practice to be feared, 
2nd they, from whoma man expeCterh any harm, are no more to be fearcd, at ſuch 
time as they have given this teſtimony of aſſurance. This done, Artabanr ſent back 
Anil.zus, to perſwade his Brother A/ine»3:ts come to Court, Artabanus did this, ſup- 
poſing, that this his Amity with the two Brothers, would be a Bridle for the Jews, 
who otherwiſe might encroach upon his Governments. For he feared, leſt it any 
Rebellion ſhould happen, and he ſhould be troubled in that War, Aſmzus ard they of 
Babylon ſhould grow more ſtrong, as well by the voluntary ſubmilſion of the Jews, as 


C by torce 3 and thereby ſhould do him the more miſchief. Upon this deliberation 


he ſent Anilzus, who eaſily perſwaded his Brother, giving him to underſtand among 
other things, what good will the King bare him, and the Oath that he had ſworn ; {9 
that both of them reſorted to Artabanus, who received them very graciouſly, admir- 
ing A/ineus's Virtue, who had ſo great a courage in all his Enterpriſcs ; conſidering 
eſpecially, that he was a man ot low ſtature, and who, to look on, ſeemed to be con- 
ecmptible : and he told his Friends, that without compariſon, he hada greater heart; 
than his body. , 

And whenin banqueting he had named A/inzvs, and ſhewed him to Abdagafis the 
General of his Army, ſignitving unto him, with what valour theſc Brethren were en- 


D dowed in Feats of Arms: Abdagafis required that it might be lawtul for him to kill Afi. 


cus, to the end he might puniſh the wrongs he had done to the Eſtate of the Parchi- 
ans. Never ({aid the King) will 7 give my conſent to betray a man, who bath committed 
bimſelf to my proteftion, and hath given me bis hand, and who Buitd:th upon the Oath 
have paſs'd unto him in the name of the Gods : But if thou be a valiant man in feats of Army, 
thou haſt no need to make me forſwear my ſe!f; but when his Brother and he ſhall depart 
from kence, aſſail him, and overcome him by thy valour, provided that I be not privy to 
thy attempt. And afterwards, calling Afinens to him in the morning; 7: zs time (1aid 
he ) that thou return homeward. for fear thou provoke divers of the C zptains of my Court, 
which, contrary to my.will, will endeavour to kill thee. I commit the Conztry of Babylon 


E to thy proteion and guard ;, which by thy care and vigilancy, ſhall remain exempt from all 


Robberies, and other ſuch Ca'amities: Reaſon it is, that I procure thy good, becauſe I have 
engaged mine Honour and Faith irrevocabl; unto thee; not upon any light matter, but for 
things that importune thee as nearly as thy life. This ſaid, he gave him certain Preſents, 
and preſently diſmiſſed him, Now, as ſoon as he returned home to his own Fortreſs, 
he fortified the places, both thoſe which were already ſecured, and the other, which 
as yet no man had attempted to fortifie : And in ſhort time he grew to that greatneſs, 
thar no man, of ſo obſcure Fortune and Beginning, attained before him. Neither 
contented with the Honours of the Babylonians, he was alfo held in great account 
by the Captains of the Partbians, who were ſent togovern in the neighbouring Pro- 


F vinces ; yes, ſo much increaſed his Authority with his Power, that all Meſopotamia 


was at his Command. In this Felicity and increaſing Glory of his, he continued 
for the ſpace of fifteen years; which never began to decay, until ſuch timeas negle- 
ing the ancient Study of Virtue, and contemning the Laws of his Fore-fathers, 
both he and his fa&tious lollowers being drowned in pleaſure, yielded themſelves 

aptive to Forcign Luſt, Ir fortuned that a certain Governor of thoſe Parthians 
came into that Country, accompanied with his Wife, not only endowed with 
other Perfe&tions; buralſo admired fcr her incomparable Comelineſs and Beauty ; 
whom, withoutever ſeeing her, only by report of her Beauty, Anilzus, Afinzus's 
Brother. lovcd entircly 3 and when as by no one of his allurements he could ob- 


ON G tain her favour, ncirher had any other hope to efijoy the Lady, he could not bridle 


his unruly Luſt, but he made War againſt her Husband 3 and killing the Parthian 
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thin was the Original of many mighty Calamities, both to himſelf, and to jy 


reve 9 Ui? his Brother. For when, having loſt her former tHusband, ſhe was led away Cap- 
; Crifs tive, ſhe carried with her the Images of the Gods of her Country, which ſhe high- 


Kativig,gt Jy eftcemed, according as it was the cuſtom of thoſe that inhabited thar place, 
9 have their Gods whom they adore in their houſes, whom, when rhey travel in- 
to a Foreign Country, they carry about with them, She thercicre brought them 
vith her, 27d vſcd them according to the faſhion of her Country, at the firſt ſecret- 
ly; but alter ſhe was known lor Anilens's Wite, then ſhe adored them according to 
the cuſtoin, and with the ſame ſervice which the uſed during her firſt Husband's days 
{acrificing to her Gods, 
Their chivfeft friends ſeeing this. firſt ofall reproved th2m,tor that Anileus commit» x 
YO wes £2 fuchthings that were no ways uſed among the Hebrews, and altogether repugnant 
td to their Laws, {or that he had married a Woman of a tore1gn Nation, that contradicted 
and violated their accuſtomed Religion; for which cauſe they adviſed him to beware, 
Ie, infubmitting themſelves roo much to their unbridled pleaſurMygrey ſhould lole 
ti: honour and power they had received from God even until rhat prefent. But ſeein 
their perſwaſions p: ofited notiiing,and that Arilaus likewiſe had villainouſly killed one 
of his deareſt Friends, who had ſomew har roo treely reproved him (who,.at ſuch time 
as he lay a dying, being touched with thy Zea! 9f the Laws 9! his Anceſt6rs ang with 
grict againſt his Murtherer, wiſhed thr Aſmeut and Avil-us, and all tiieir Aflcciates 
mnught Jis the Hee goaths they, foftimat ibvy were franſprefiors of the Law 5 the 
6:her. (07 tharthey ſacd ied nor theme lvesin that orproflion, which they ſuffered tor 
the matarenance oftheir Laws,) They were fore diſple..{ec ; Yet notwithſtanding they 
contained thernſelves. calling to their rer<mbrance that ricir [chcity proceeded trom 
no other caul(e, but fi om the valour of thoſe Brethren. 
Bur when they underſtood that the Parthian Gods were adored by this Woman, 
they bethought them that it behoved them not any moreto bear with An/cxs in con- 
tempt of their Laws ; ior which cauſe, addrefling themſelves to Afrnans in great Af- 
{emblics, they exclaimed againſt Azi/exs 5 laying, that he ought, although at fir 
he had no power todiſpoſe ot himieli 5 yct now at laſt, rocorre@ this crror betore 
it ſhould redound to therr publick Plague : For that both the Marriage was dil-allow- |, 
cd in all men's eyes, a aitogether contrary to their Laws and that the ſuperſtitious 
ovlervence of the Gods, which the Woman preſumed to uſe, was an apparent injury 
| oilered to the true God. Bur he, although he knew that his Brother's fault would 
wy M7 breed ſome great incenvenience, both to himſelt and his followers; yet, being over- 
tice 4/me?, come with Brotherly afietion, he eaſily pardoned his Brother, aſcribing his error to 
Ph ae ie te, CDC VIOInce Of his unbridled paſſion. But whereas daily more and more he was tired 
; witi: exclaimations and greater repfoofs,nt length he admoniſhed his Brother of the 
natter. chiding him tor that which was paſt, and deſiring him to amend the error 
liercaitcr, by tending home the Woman unto her Kindred, Yet this admonition of

raii-d among, the people was tor her fake 3 and being atraid leſt for her love fake, 


Ani'eus \nould incur ſome darger, ſhe poyſoned Afreus, to the cnd that her love 


his took no effect with hims for the Woman perceiving that the rumour that was } 


being in Authority, ſhe might more tirecly prattile her unpizty. Now when Anilens 
h:d4 goticn the Government into his own hands, he drew out his Forces «gainit cer- 
tain Villages belonging to Mithridates, one of the chicicft: among the Parthians, and 
Artabanus's Sone1n-Law ; which Villages he ſpoiled, and carried away men, theep 
and ot-er riches, When Mzthridates, who at thar time was refidcnt in thoſe Quiar- 
xcrs, unceritood of the ſpoilot his Villages, he was very much difplcaſed, and rhe 
rather, tor that without any occaficn or proffer of injury, Anilzus had aflailed him 
in contempt of his Eſtate, who was a cluct Peer of rhe Country : For which cauſe iN 
he immedurcly aſſembled the greateſt power of Horie and Foot he cou!d garher,to 
ſer upon Amilexs and his Aſſociates. Leading 1s Forces theretore againſt ons of the 
Villages, he kept himſelt in covert, to the end he migat fight the next day, which 
was the Sabbath day ; on which the Jews attempted not any thing. - Whereof when 
Anileus was advertiled by a certain Syrian, who dwelt in another Village, who had

{ed of his coming. He theretore ruſhed in upon them about the tourth Watch of the 
night, and flew thole whom he iound aſleep and rhe reſt being aſtoniſhed therear, 
were {orced to fave themſelves by fhght: He all» took Mzthridates Priſoner, and 
czuſed him to becarried away naked on an Aſs, which is one of the greateſt diſgra- 
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manaer carried him intoa k orreit,fome of his tamiliars perſwaucd him to kill him : but 
Anileus told rhem, that they ought to deal with him far otherwiſe ; forthat it behov- 
ed them not £9 ill a man, wiio was one of the chief among the Nobility of the Par 
thians, and one that was moſt honoured in regard of that affinity and alliance he had 
with the King : that although all that which heretofore had been offered to Mirbri- 
dates, were in{upportable ; yet it they ſhould be inſtrumental to ſave his life, he would 
pardon the injuries, and reward them for their Mercy in ſaving his life z whereas if 
they ſhould deal ſeverely with him,the King would ſeek his revenge, and make a hor- 
rible {laughter of t1oſe Jews that inhabited Babylon : whom they ought to have coim- 


B paſſion of, both for thatthey were of their blood, and for that it any miſchic! ſhould 


bztal them they knew not whither toretire themſelves ; whereas they might bc afliſt- 
ed with the flower and fcJeEt men of their Nation. Having thus diſcufled and J:varcd 
the matter to his Soldiers, his opinion was approved, and they were perſwaded ; and 
ſo Mithridates was (ent b2ck again. 

But he no ſooner returned home unto his houſe, but his Wiie hit him in the teeth; 
that he lived but by the mercy ot his enemies,notw:thſtanding he were the King's Son... 
in-law 3 that he had mage no reckoning to punith thoſe, who had ſo much mjured 
him 3 that he likewiſe contented himſelt co have lus lite ſaved after he had been pri- 
foner to the Jews: For which cauſe ( (aid ſhe ) recover thou thy former virtue and honour, 
of Marriage which is betwixt me and thee ſhall be diſſ»ved 

Mithridates, unable to endure thele utual repicaches, and on the other ſide appre- 
hending his Wives haughty courage, trom whom he feared to be ſeparated, he als 
ſembled the greateſt power of men that he could poſlible, notwithflanding it were 
zgainſt his wfl, and led th-mThrth ; ſuppoſing himiclt ro be unworthy ot lite, if he, 
who by Nation was a Parthian, ſhould be put to the worit by the Jews. - When 
Anileus underſtoaal that Mithridates came forth againlt him with a great force, he 
thought that it would redound greatly to his indignity, it he ſhould lie lurking 
amidi{t his Marſhes, and hoping that he ſhould have no worle fortune againſt his enc- 


C which thou haſt heretofore loſt, or I ſwear by the Gods of the King my Father, that the bund 


7 mies, than he had at firſt, and building much upon his Souldiers, who were ever wont 


toget the upper hand in their encounters, lie likewiſc drew forth his Army: to them 
alſo others adjoyned themſelves, who ſought nothing elſe bur pillage, and hoped that 
with their only preſnce they might diſcourage their enemy. 

But after they had marched about ninety {tades, and paſſed thorow a Country that 
was ſcant of water, and were about the heat of the mid day burned up with thirſt ; 
Mithridates Army came in ſight, and charged them even atthat time,when they faint- 
o for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, ſos they could ſcarcely 
h:ndle their vieapons. At that time Anilzns's Souldiersencountring with Mithridates s 
tc men, were (hametully put.to flight : whereby it cameto pals that a great number 


F ofthem were killed. But Anilzus himſelt, and all rhoſe of his Company, retired them- 


ſelves in great haſte into a Forreſt, leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the Ficld, 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithttanding this diſaſter, an infinite number of 
lawleſs men reſortcd to Anileus, who fet Inttle by their lives, provided there might 
nv limit be propoſed to their unbridled licentiouſneſs;z fo that he gathered a greater 
number of men than thoſe he had loſt ; yer they were tar cifferent in valour from the 
former: tor they were wholly ignorant of warltke diſcipline. Notwithſtanding, Ic 
being accorfpanied with theſe men, went and ſer upon divers Boroughs of the Baby- 
loniaas, which were totally deſtroyed by his rapine and violence. For which cauſe 
th: Babylonians and his other enemies, ſent unto Nearda to the Jews that were there, 


F requiring that Anilcus miglt be delivered into ther hands: whereunto condeſcend. 


ingnot (tor althong? they nad a will to perform their tequeſt, yer it lay not in their 
power todchver him) they required that they might live 1n peace. And to treat of 
the conditions of peaec, the Baby lonians ſent certain men to confer with Ani/cas. 
They ha. g (urveyed rhe place wherein Anileus kept, afjailed both himſclt and his 
followers by night, and flew all thole they encountred with, without reſiſtance 
and amongſt the reſt Anileus. When the Babylonians faw that they were deliver- 
ed from the oppretlion of Anileus, who till that time had been as it were a bridle un- 
to them, to reſtrain and curb the hatred they conceived againſt the ſews, with whom 
they had oitentimes been at odds, by reaſon gf the contrariety of their Religh» 


G ons, whereby it happened that they oltentimes leil at debare upon every opportu- 


nity when they mcr. 
Now when Anilauss men were deicatec, the Babylomans ſet upon the Jews on all 
ſides;

ſides ; who ſeeing themſelves in danger by reaſon ot the infolence of the Babylonia 
againſt whomthey were too weak to make reſiſtance,and on the other ſide,unable to 
live amongſt them, thzy went and dwelt at Selzucza, a City famous 1n regard of Seleucys 
the Son of Nicanor, who builded it. In that City dwelt divers Macedonians,divers Greeks, 
and.a great number of Syrians. The Jews fled thither, and continued there about five 
year, without any moleſtation : But in the ſixth year, when the plague encreaſed in 
Babylon, the Jews that remained there, were entorced to ſeek them ſome new habita. 
tion 3 and that removing ot theirs into the City of Selexcia, was the cauſe likewiſe, of 
their turther miſchief, as | will make manifeſt, The Greeks who dwelt in Seleucia, are 
ordinarily at debate with the Syrians, and bave always the upper hand ; but after 
that the Jews came to inhabit that place, in a certain Sedition that aroſe amon 


them, the Syrians had the under hand, by the meansof the Jews, who joyned their | 


Forces with theirs, who of themſelves were valiant and good Souldicrs. 

The Greeks being repulſed in this Tumulr, and having no other means left them 
to maintain their tormer honour, but to break that League of Friendihip, which 
was between the Syrians and the Jews ; deviſed in private; each one with thoſe Sy- 
rians with whom they were acquainted, promiſing to live in peace and amity with 
them ; whereunto they condeſcended willingly. For the chicteſt of theſe two Nati- 
ons concluded the Peace, which preſently after followed, to the end that on both parts 
they ſhould joyn in hatred againſt the Jews : So that altogether charging them ar 
unawares, they killed more than fiity thoufand of them 3 they were all put to the 
Sword, except. ſome few, who through the mercy of their Friends, and aſliſtance 
of their Neighbours, were ſuffered to eicape, Theſe retired themſelves to Crefiphona 
City of Greece,that was not far from Seleucia,where the King refideth every year, and 
keepeth the greateſt part of his Moveables z hoping in that place, through the re- 
verence of the King, they might remain in more fatety and ſecurity. All the Nati- 
on of the Jews that were in theſe Quarters, ſtood in great fear: For the Babyloniars 
and the Selenciaxs,with all the 4ſyrians of that Country,agreed amonegſt themſelves to 
make a general War againſt the lews ; whereby it came to paſs, that they aſſembled 


themſelves at Nearda and Ni{bis truſting themſelves to the ſtrength of theſe Fortreſlcs, ' 


which were inhabited alto by men who were expert in Arms. See here what the

He lettnot one Temple in Greece whatſoever,thar 
C5 (poited he ſpoiled not of thoſe excellent picturesthat were in them; Giving a Commiſſion that 
all che Tem- a1] Statues, and whatſoever ornaments or gifts, and preſents that were dedicated in 
PO ER any Temple, ſhould be brought unto him 3 ſaying, that ſuch things as were admirg. 
ble, ſhould -be reſerved for a place of admiration, ſuch as was the City-of Rome: 
with theſe ſpoils of the Temples he adorned his Palace and Gardens, and generally | 
C.tias com- all his Houſes and Palaces that he had in Zraly. He was ſo impudent alſo, as to give di- 
germane " retion,that Jupiter Ol; mpins Statue,w hich the Greeks had in great eſtimation,and which 
to transfer 7u- Phidias the Athenian Statuarian had made, ſhould be tranſported to Rome. But Mem. 
Og minus Regu/us, to whom he direCted this Commiſhon, executed it not, becauſe the 
Mm Maſons intormed him,that without ſpoiling it they could not remove it trom the place, 
It 15 reported alſo,that he was hindred from this execution by ſuch prodigies that are 
almoſt incr-d:ble: which he affured Caivs of, giving him to underſtand, what the 
occaſion was, that had moved him to diſobey him therein : and whilſt he was in dan- 
ger of death tor his delay, the ſudden and ſucceſsful] death of Caius warranted him 
irom the fame. Yea,fo far ſtretched his unbridled fury, that having a Daughter new. L 
lv born, he cauſed her tobe carried into the Capitol, and laid at the Feetof the Image 
(ns 0; O' Jepiter ;{aying, that the Child was common betwixt him and Jwpiter, leavingthe

with Zupirey, Jadgment to all men, which: of the two Parents was the greateſt, And notwithſtand- 
12g all theſe his miſdemeanours, yet did men tollerate him. \ 


He gave literty\ to ſlaves alfo- to accuſe their Maſtersof whatſoever crimes they 
would: which-was ſo much the more hateful; becauſe all things were done by Ceſar; 
authority, and'to his good liking : fo that Po!/ax, who was'Claxdius bondman, durſt 

ne Eee. accuſe him, and: Cajus the-Emperor was contented among the Judges to hear his 
ber'y ro ac- -Uncle brought inqueſtionforhis lite, hoping (although it fell out otherwiſe) ropick 
cuſe ther q4£ <OuÞ an occafiony to put him'\to death. For having filled all the Countries of his Empire y 
counrcnanced + Wath falſe aecuſarions, and all ſorts'of miſchiefs, and giving ſlaves a prerogative above 
Polte to 3c their Maſters; their Lords'deviſed many conſpiracies againſt him, ſome tor ſpite, and 
i-r Cluudize, - With an inteatto be revenged of thoſe injuries they had received :' others pretending 
Many confpi- .by his death to-prevent thoſe inconveniences that threatned them. In a word, his 
Cn Bam Ceath concerned the (ccurity-of- the Laws, and the ſafety of all Men : and had he not 
bcet1 {p:edily cut off, our Nation had almoſt been utterly exterminated. For which 
exte Frhoght good to make an exact and ample declaration of every occurrent 3 
- , Namely, tor thar the knowledge thereof maketh very much towards the manifeſtation 
_-, of God's power and will, which brings conſolation unto thoſe who are in adverſity,and 
keep them within the bounds of modeſty, who ſuppoſe that their proſperity ſhould x 
'edntinue always firm, and although they negle& virtue, think that no evil may betal 
4, - trem. Three feveral Confpiractes were intended againſt him, to eaſe the World of this 
burth-nſome Tyrant, all of them were attempted by men of great account. For, 
Three conſpi- , 91/145 Regulus, who was born in Corduba in Spain, was fully reſolved to kill bim 
racies agunlt. himſcl; or, to make him away by the means of his Confederates. Chereas Caſſius, Co- 
Amifize Re. lone] over athoutand men was the conduſtor of another Band ; and Annius Minucians 
jelis, Calf. was in no leſs readinels to do his uttermoſt herein. The cauſe that moved them to 
« Mira, Combine thus.altogether in hatred againſt Cajus,was,that in reſpeCt of Regulus, he was 
by.nature a deteſter of all iniquity : tor he was a very generous man,and ſo tree,that he 
-. Ciſlemhlcd not any of hisdeſigns,but communicated them with many,who were either 
> his{rieads,or valiant men fir tor execution. And as touching Minacianus, he was in- 
.» duzzd to ſee his revenge, through the delire he had to do juitice tro Lepidus,who had 
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z been one of his eſpecial friends, and one of the rareſt men that were ever found among 
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the Roman Citizens (whom Caizs had put to death through the tear he had conceived 
of him) know ing well that all they, againſt whom Caizs was incenſed, could not e- 
ſcapewith leſs puniſhment than lols of life. As for the third man Chereas, he could 
not endure the ſhame.and reproach of cowardiſe that Caizas had obje&ted againſt him, 
but feared beſides, that his friendſhip and inward familiarity with Cazas would draw 
him into manife{t dangers : for which cauſe, and his own (ecuricy and honours fa] 


\ Cy 


he reſolved to diſpatch him. Generally all of them were reſolved to rid the World of 


Caius, andbring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, for their hope was that 
their attempt having good ſucceſs: their Country and Common: weal ſhould reap the 
fruits thereof, for whoſe ſecurity and ſafety, it became them to hazard them{clves, 
though it were with lofs of their lives. But above all the reſt Chereas wasegyed on 
with a defire he had to grow famous, and throvgh the facility a:1d convenient means 
he had to do it, becauſe his Colonels room gave him moſt ſecure acceſs unto him. A- 
bout that time the Circenſian Games were folemnized, which is a kind of Paflime 
which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent they reſort to the place 0! 
theſe exerciſes, and the common people is wont to demand ſomewhat from the Er. 
peror, Which they deſire to obtain; and after having examined their requeſts, do 
never refuſe them: Now they, required with inſtant and importunate ſupplications

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that Cazus would diſcharge them of their taxarions, and modera'e the excellive ir;

C bates which they payed: but he would give no ear unto them, and cauled thoſe to 


apprehended, who called upon the matter moſt earneſtly ; ſending his Guard, ſom+ 
of them one way, ſome of them another, to pur them tothe {\; gru, Atter he had gi- 
ven this order, and they who received it had fully exccuted it, a great number of 
men were killed, The people ſecing this, ceaſed to exclaim any more, preferri:g 
their lives to their goods. This horrid fight Lncited Chereas the more to exccute 
his enterprize, to the end he might finiſh his turious and tyrannical life, whoſe 
pleaſure was all mens deſtrution. He had often reſolved to kill him at Table 
yet he deterred to do it, not that he. fainted in his reſolution, but becauſe he 
expected ſome better opportunity. He hd been Captain of Cains Guard a long 
time. 

Caius having appointed him to gather in hs Tributes, in the execution whereof hz 
followed his own nature, rather than Cz/ars command, and ſpared thoſe of whom 
he ought to have compaſſion for their poverty ſake, Caius was fo diſpleaſed here- 
with, that he obje&«d againlt him, that the cauſe why he delayed the bringing in of 
his money, was his cowardiſe a 1d negligence 3 And among other injuries that he of- 
fered him, as ott as he gave him the Watch-word, as he uſually went to fetch ir once 
2day upon his Watch day, he gave him the names of women, andothers that were ig- 
nominious perſons, notwithſtanding that he himſelt was no leſs remarkable, for his ce. 
ſeminate daintineſs. In thoſe Ceremontes which he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, he attirea 
him(clflike a woman, and wasdiſguiſed with certain veils, whereby he might the better 
counterſeit that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding he could objett this diſhonour to Chereas, 
whom he vexed conſtantly when he gave him the Watch-word, and ſo much the more 
becauſe his companions jeared him with it. For when it was his turn to reccive the word 
irom Ceſars mouth, he ordinarily fitted him with ſuch an one as might move laughter, 
which made him the bolder to conſpire-with his Confederates, in thar he had jutt oc: 
caſion to be difpleaſed: among theſe was a Senator, called Popedius, and one that 
had paſs'd through all honours and offices, otherwiſe an Epicure and lover of delights. 
Timidius accuſed him (in that he was his enemy) that he lad uttered certain in jurious 
ſpeeches againſt Caius : and for proof hereof, he alledged Zuinti/ia tor bis witneſs, 


fa woman amo:'g all Stag* players dearly beloved of many, bur in eſpecial, by Pepe 


dias, by reaſon of her incomparable beauty : and for that ſhe retuſed ro bear witnefs in 
2 matter falſcly objefted againſt him, whom ſhe entirely loved, Timidizs required. that 
ſhe might be examined by torture. Cains importuned herewiti, commmanded Chereas 
with all expedition and diligence to fee Quintilia tortured : and the rather gave he 
Chereas theſe Commitlions to kill and torment thoſe whom he pleaſed, for that he had 
conceived this opinion, that he would acquit himſelf with more crucity, ro the end hc 
might exempt himſelf of that reproach of faint-heartednels which was wrong tully ob- 
jected againſt him. 

Whiltt thus Znznt;lia was led forth to be tortured, ſhe trod upon the foot of one 


0 gf thoſe who were of theConfeJeracy, giving him to underitand that he ſhould be 


of good courage, for that there was no fear that the would bewray any thing in torture, 
but would endure it with conſtancy : notwithſtanding, Chereas tormented her cruelly

This dilpleaſed Chzreas very much, as it he had been the cauſe of all thoſe evilsthat m 
had hapned to thoſe two perſons, whom the cruclleſt of men did bemoan. He con he 
ſulted therefore withClement, who was Captain of the Foot, and Papinias who had the w! 
Command of the Guard,and ſpake unto them to this effect. © We have ( aid he) O Cle. " 
* ment, employed our ſelves to tie uttermoſt for the Emperors fatery : tor by our di- B w 
< ligence and care we have done fo much, that of all thoſe, who have conſpired againſt Fo 


* him, ſome of them have bgen killed: thereſt in ſuch ſort tormented and martyred, 
&« that Caizs himſelf had compaſſion on them. But what reward or honour receive we yo, 
©* for all theſe ſervices 2 Clement hearing theſe words, keld his peace, giving manifeſt 
teſtimony by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was a alhamed he 
had ſo long time obeyed the Emperorscommands : and whilſt he thought with hun 


iclf that it was no policy for him to op:n his mouth againſt Cazxs cruelty, Chereas em. if) 
boldned himſelf ro diſcover the calamiries and dangers wherein both the City and the lou 


whole Empire were plunged, telling him,that the common Report was,that Cairs was x $ 
the cauſe of them :

But (faid he) theſe that will narrowly examine the truth. will judge that T and Papini- for 
us that ſtandeth by me, and you, Clement, more than we, . have cauſed the Romans torment, thi 
and the World's miſery, for that of our own will we have been Miniſters of Caius's Com thy 
mands ; and although the means lieth in us to make an end of thoſe Violences that are com: "y 
mitted azainſt the Citizens, and injuries to the whole World ; yet we ſerve him forhij the 


Guard and Hang men, inſtead of Souldiers. And we bear Army, not to maintain our Li 
berty, and the Koman Empire, but to preſerve him who keep their bodies and minds in (14 
wzery: And every day are we ſoiled in their blood who are killed and tortured, until ſuch 
time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce, to ſatisfie Caius's C ruelty. For it is wot for, 
the good will be beareth us, that he maketh uſe of us but that which is'more, we are ſaſpe- 
ed by him. and be will cauſe us to be put to death, as be hath done others. For his diſpleaſure is 
not limited by juſtice, but by his will: We alſo ſhall ſerve him for a mark to aim at. For 
which cauſe it behoveth us to provide for the ſecurity and liberty of all men ; and eſpecially, 
to warrant our ſelves againſt all thoſe dangers that threaten us. 

Clement declared by apparent ſigns, that he thought well of Chereas reſolution, 
but he counſelled him to make no words of it, for fear the Rumour thereof ſhould be 
ſpread among the people, and the ſecrets ſhould be diſcovered before the execution: 
and leaſt that Caius getting an inkling thereof, they ſhould all of them be drawn into 
danger of death; and in the mean while, it behoved them to hope that ſome good 1 
fortune would fall out to their furtherance : and that for himſelf, Ms age had taken 
ſrom him the neceſſary courage that belonged to ſuch egterprizes. * It may be (ſaid 
« be) that I may furniſh you with ſome advice more ſecure than yours is, Chereas, tor 
&« 2 more honeſtcr than it is, whois he thar can propoſe ? This ſaid, Clement returncd to 
his Houſe, ruminating with himſelf upon thoſe words which he had both heard and 
ſpoken. But Chereas grew fearful, and conferred with the Colonel Corzelins Sabines, 
whom he knew to be a man of reputation, a lover of liberty, and greatly diſcontent- 
ed with the eſtate for the miſeries of the Common-weal ; and ſeeing it was ne- 
ceſlary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, he thought good 
to impart the matter to him 3 fearing leſt C/emext ſhould diſcover all the Conſpiracy, NWI mc 


conſidering that delay and procraſtination would be bur an occaſion to hinder the a- Wx *t 
cion, When therefore he perceiv'd him to give ear to all that which he intended, an, 
and that already he was confirmed with no lels reſolution than himſelf was; but inthat cel 
he knew not with whomhe might familiarly communicate the ſame, he ſaid nothing? {MW (an 
whereas otherwiſe he was ready,not only to conceal that which he had heard,but allo g9 
declared that which he had in his heart, he was ſo much the more encouraged. For tur 
which cauſe, without further delay they went to Minucianus, who was conformable Ow 
unto them 1n virtue, good afteQtion, and great courage 3 and who beſides that, was kil 


ſuſpe&ted by Caius by reaſon of Tepidus death. For, Minnctanus and Lepidlus were Iy1 
very great friends, and had been aſſociates in the ſame dangers. For Caius was teared (il ©*| 
by all thoſe who had any publick Office, ſparing none of them ip particular or general, G WC 
Fyt mzde them all groan under the burthea of his fury. | by 
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x Now they knew well one another, that all of them were diſpleaſed to ſee the Com- 
mon-weal 1n that eſtate : but the apprehenſion of the danper ſuffered thern not to 
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manifeſt the hatred that each of them bear to Caius, although rheir ſecret conceit ofrer Cviit's 


ingendred among them a certain Amity, For, before that time, asof.en asthey met 
rogether, they were accuſtomed to eſteem Minucianus for rhe moſt henorable man 
of the Company, as 1n truth, among all the Citizens of Row? he was the molt ta. 
mous,valiant and beſt eſteemed among them : being theretore atſembled at that time, 
he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion. For which eauſe he asked Chereas 
what the watch word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well 
what mockery Cains uſually uſed in giving Chereas the Watch-word :) Chereas aor. 

3 withſtanding this diſgrace, failed not to anſwer him , relying on the witdoi o1: Mz- 
wcianus, and ſaid unto him 3 |

That 
which kindleth me thus to this action, is not th? conſideration of my particular intereſt 
for I have not the leiſure to think on thoſe dingers that threaten me, through the grief 
that I conceive, to ſee the Liberty of my Country changed into Navery, and the force of 
the Laws wholly aboliſhed. and all ſorts of men condemned to cdeath by Caius cruilty. It 
# I that deſerve to be truſted in this execution, and I make you my Juilge, fivce yeu have 
the like intention that I have. 

Minucianns, perceiving with what affeQtion Chereas ſpake, embraced him with 
all love 3 and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy : 
then departed they one from the other, with prayersand wiſhes z and at that time 
there hapned a preſag= that confirmed them the more. For as Cherezs entred into 

D the Senate, ſome one among the people caſt out a word,that redoubled his courage ; 
Diſpatch (faid he )that which thou haſt todoz for God will affiſt thee, Chareas was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aſſociates had betrayed him.” Bur at laſt, he 
thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his reſolution, gave him a 
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Watch word to animate him the more 3 or that it was God, who, governing and ob- - 


ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his delibera- 
tion to divers; ſundry Senators, Knights, and Souldiers being advertiſed hereof were 
in Arms. For, there was not any one that ſuppoicd nor that Caizs death was the great- 
eſtgood hap the Common wealth could expe&. For which caule,all of them entorced 
themſelves as much as they could, to affiſt rhe execution with couragious and virtu- 
F ous reſolution : and as forward were they in affection as in power 3. in words as in et- 
fe&, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Cali/thus 
alſo, who was Caias free-man and raiſed by him to great Authority, yca,ſuch as almoſt 
equall'd him, adjoyned himſelf tothem tor the tear he apprehended of all men, and 
for thoſe great riches which he had gathered together, for that he was a man ofa cor- 
rupt conſcience, and eaſily won by bribes and preſents, doing wrong to all men, and 
abuſing the power he had, againſt whomſoever he pleas'd,contrary to all right and rea- 
:fon. Beſides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Caizs, who having once conceiv- 
dan ill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be diflwaded or reconciled. A- 
mongſt divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatneſs of 'the danger 
p of his riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ferve Clandins, 
and ſecretly to follow him, under hope, that after Caizs death, he ſhould be his Suc- 
cellour in the Empire, and'that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the 
lame eſtate, which he enjoyed: and by this means he thought to obtain hisamity and 
good liking, by giwing him to underſtand how Caius had commanded him to poyſon 
him, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer this execution; » As for mine 
own part, I think that Califthus forged this matter. For if Cazus had pretended to 
kill Claudins, he had not been diſſwaded by Cali{thus's allegations, who had preſent- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Maſters command with all 
expedition in a 1natter ſo acceptable to him. - So it 1s, that the Providence of God

Andalthough he had done nothing to any ettcCt ; yet ſo it is, that the pow. be] 

er of the Gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to kill him without drawin ed 

weapon. Chereas was ſore diſpleaſed againſt his Companions, in reſpe& that he p do 

feared that they would let flip their occaſion 5 and although they perte&y | fan 

knew that he intendcd it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the good of thein fl 

all : yet did they requeſt him to delay a little, tor fear leſt in the execution he ” 

ſhould in ſome fort miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble dif 

by the informations that would. be made of that a&t ; and that at length when Caius = 

ſhould be ſo much the better provided againſt them, they ſhould not know how to the 

ſhew their virtue, when the time required that they ſhould aflault and ſet upon him. at 

They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to ſet forward this buſinek, inf 

ſhould be the time in which rhe Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were bee 

folemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt ot all diſannulled the Peoples Authority, and = 
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appropriated it to himſelf, This Solemnity is celebrated in a Tent betore the Palace, 
where the noble Citizens, with their Wives and Children -remained to behold the 
ſport, and Ceſar himſelf likewiſe, At that time they concluded that it would' be an 
ealie matter for them, when ſo many thoufands of people ſhould be ſhut up in fo 
narrow a place ; ſothat he, who would ſtep tormoſt to give the ſtroke, might very 
cafily be ſuccoured, for that he coald have no afliſtance, although his Guard ſhould 
have the courage and defire to defend him, Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was 
concluded that the firſt day of thoſe ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their concluſion. For the delay was 
ſach, asthe third day was almoſt paſt, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt 
the matter on the third day. At which time Chereas aſſembled all the Confederates,* 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, accuſed and reproach- 
ed them of flackneſs in that execution, which had been fo virtuouſly reſolved 4- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould be diſcovered, the whole 
matter ſhould be fruſtrate : by which means Caz«s might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we not (ſaid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelves, 
by ſo much we augment Caius tyranny ? whereas we ought firſt of all to obtain ſecurity far 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others, the greateſs glory wheredf 
ſhall redound unto our ſelves.

their places to behold the Games with great preſs and noiſe; wherein Caius was 


greatly 
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a greatly delighted, tor there was no diſtinCtion of place either tor Senators or Knights, Ly, 
but each one fate together contuſedly, Men and Women, Slavesand Free-men. Cains yiria, 400g. 
arriving there firſt, had offered ſacrifice in honour of Ceſar Auguſtzs, in whoſe ho fer Chriſt's 
nour likewiſe thoſe ſports were ſolemnized. It came to paſs that whilſt thoſe Beaſts rw 
were embowelled, that were appointed for ſacrifice, Aſprenas Gown , who at that ,. __.-. 
time was Senator, was beſprinkled with blood : whereat Caius began to laugh 3 yet ceth ro Au. 
notwithſtanding, this was a preſage for Aſprenas, For h: was ſlain that very day mak 
that Caius was. It is reported that Caius at that time, contrary to his own nature, ** 
behaved himſelf moſt affably towards all men, fo that all the aſſiſtance were aſtonith- 
ed to behold the courteſic that he uſed. After the ſacrifice was done, he fate him 

2 down to behold the Paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble of his triends and 
familiars. Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according to this iorra and TheTheitre, 
faſhion that enſueth : It had two gates, the one towards the open yard ; thc orher 
opening upon the porch, by which the aGtors had their egrc:s and regrels, without 
diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold the paſtime. There was within the fame a 
certain room, ſeparated from the reſt, waere the Players and Muſicians kepr, when 
the people were ſeated, and Chereas, with the Captains were near about Cz/ar, who 
fate on the right ſide of the Theatre : Batibius one of the Senators, a man very exp-rt | 
in feats of Arms, asked Clavitus privily in his ear, who fate by him, and had in like fort Cluuizne 
been Conſul, whether he heard any news? who anſwering him. that he had heard 

c nothing. On this day (ſaid Batibius) ſpall the Tragedy be plaid of a Tyrants death. Clu 
vitus made him this reply in Fomers words. 


Whiſt : leſt ſome Greek ſhould liſten to our talk. 


Now whilſt ſome one darted certain Apples and rare and precious Birds at the 
People, Caius took great pleaſure to behold how they ſtrove one with another roun- 
about him, buffeting one another to ſee who ſhould get the ſame: but at that pre, 
nt there chanced two preſages - for the ſport that was repreſented, was ot a Judge, 
who was apprehended and crucified, and in the Dance they repreſented Cyxmera, who 

Dwas killed with Myrrha her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 

WJ thered to counterfeit both the murther of the Judge that was crucifted, as alſo of 
Lexera, It is attirmed likewiſe, that the day was the very ſame, whereon Philip the 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been killed by Payſanias one of his familiars, 
at ſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Caius was incertain with himſelf whe- 
ther he ſhould remain until the ſports were finiſhed, that it was the laſt day of 
them, or rather ſhould reſort to the Bath, and after he had retreſhed himſelf, return 
back again thither as he had done before ; Minucianns ſitting next unto him, 
fearing leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeen Chereas go out 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Caius catcht him by the 
E Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend 2 At which time for the reverence ſake 
tat he bareunto Ceſar, he ſate him down again : but the fear that he had, grew ſo 
forcible, that he aroſe again 3 ſo that Caius could not detain him, ſuppoſing that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important buſineſs. At that time did 4/- 
prenas counſel Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
might return thither again 3 all which he did, being deſirous that the reſolution might 
take effect. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpoſed to take advantage 
of the Time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readineſs, in 
2 place appointed,to the Intent to act the Tragedy : and the delay ſeemed very tedious 
to them, tor it was already three a clock afternoon. So that Chereas ſeeing that Caius 
MF lingred fo long, incended to goin unto him and afſfail him in his ſeat 3 but he con- 
Ni ctived that he could not bring that to paſs without great loſs and murther of the Se- 
mtors, and Knights that were preſent. Now although. he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addreſſed he humſelfto the execution thereof, ſuppoſing that the lols that mighr 
happen by the death of ſome one, would be well recompenſed by the ſecurity and li- 
rty, that would redound unto all men. When as therefore they were in a readi- 
nels t1 enter the Theatre, news was brought them, that Caius was riſen to come torth ; 
by means whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which cauſe the Confederates turned 
back into the Theatre, and.appeaſed the people, telling them that they diſpleaſed 
and annoyed the E:1peror : but the effe& was, to draw him aſide from all thoſe, 
g Who might yield #.;m any afliſtance 3 and ſo to ſet upon him. Before Cains marched 
0 Claudins his Un'le, 2rd M., Manucianus his Siſters Husband, and Palerius, who at that 
me was Proconſul, who might not by any means be drawn from their place, al- 
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—_— —_ followed after them, accompanied with Panlzs Anrentias. Now when he was en- 
after Es tred into the Palace, he left the ready way where his Officers were, and Claudins and 
Nativity, 43: his Aſſociates held : and turned aſide by an unfrequented way to the Baths, on pur- 
WY WW poſe to ſee certain young Boys, who were come out of A/a, and were ſent him out 
of that Country, partly to ſing in thoſe Ceremonies that were inſtituted by him, 
and partly to dance in Arms about the Theatre z and in that place Chereas came ane 
encountred him, asking him the Watch-word : which Cains gave him very reproach- 
fully according to his cuſtom. For which cauſe without any further delay, Cherea 
afailing him bothin word and a&, drew his ſword and gave him a great wo 
which notwithſtanding was not mortal : ſome fay that Chereas purpolely wounded 
Caivs fin. Him after that manner, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his greater tor- 
ment increaſe the number of his wounds: but I cannot believe it, for that in ſuch ex- 
ecutions 2 man hath no leiſure ro determine how to ſtrike. And if Chereas had ſuch 
xn intention, I account him the verieſt tool that might be, for he rather took plex- 
ſure to content his deſpite, than readily to deliver both himtclf and others, who, by 
his delay, in being of his Contederacy might be drawn into hazard. For, if Caius had 
not been ſuddenly killed, he could nor have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem that 
Chereas had not pretended to do ſomuch miſchiet to Cazas, as to himſelf and his Fd- 
low-confederates. And being in this uncertainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have 


fallen out happily or no, he had without reaſon both undone himſelt, and loſt the oc K 


caſion, whercashaving happily hit home, he might without a word ſpeaking ſecure 
himſelf againſt choſe who would oftend him. Bur let every man think what beſt pleaf 
cth him. Cazas fecling the grief of the wound (tor he was ſtricken between the ſhoul 
der and the neck, and his ſword could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit apaz 
the firſt bone of the breaſt) he cried not at all, neither called for any of his friend 
whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, or that he had ſome ether thoughts ; and 
in lamenting himſelf he paſſed forward. But he was met by Cornelius Sabinas who 
was already prepared to encounter him, who thruft him down upon his khers: 
whereupon all of them environed him round about, and with mutual exhortations 


encouraged one another to do their utmoſt in murthering him. Art length in ally 


Allz gvve mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was Agaillz that gave him the 
_—— —_—— "oth. his ſoul from his body. But this at ought to be attributed to 
bur Chereas Chereas : For though divers ſet to their hands in the ation, yet was he the fit 
_ = _ who had bethought him of the aCtion, having a long time before y of them pre- 
ofthe —_—_ meditated the ſame, after what fort it ſhould be attempted : and he alfo was the faſt 
that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and whoatter they had allowed of his rdo 
lution, aſſembled them : and when every one was to ſpeak his opinion, he condu- 
ded the fame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt ; ſo that 
by his carneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 


hearted, fince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it (elf, to ſet hand to the exe- 


cution, he was the firſt that attempted it, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an cafe- 


way to thereſt, who found Caizs calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
cauſe, it is neceſſary that all which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Chareasd 
vice, vertue and diligence. 

Thus died Cajs, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds. Now when Chereas anc 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that it would be impoſſible 
for them to ſave themſclves, if ſo be they ſhould return by the way that they came; 
much were they raviſhed with that which they had done : For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall danger by murthering an Emperor, who was cheriſhed and belovet 


through the = of the common people, and whofe death the Souldiers would not 


leave unpuni Now in that the ways were narrow where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves alſo were hindred by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Souldiersthat gave their attendance that day, in guarding the Emperar; 
chereas with they took another way, and retired themfelves imo Germanicxs's lodging, who was 
CO Caivs's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houſe adjoyned unto the Palace. 
in Germani- For although the Palace was but one, yet conſiſted it of divers lodgings which wete 
«ys houſe. hyilded by ſeveral Emperors; whoſe names, whether they had begun or finiſhed the 
works, were impoſed upon the ſame buildings. When therefore they had eſcaped 
from the preſs, they were in fafety as long as the inconvenience that had befalks 
the Emperor was yet hidden. T 
The Germans mays who were of his Guard, being a Company choſen out of that Nation na 
Ce/ar's Gur the Celtique Band, for the preſervation of the Emperors Perſon, Theſe men 
xe 
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1 ll 4 are very prone unto wrath; and amongſt all other Barhariavs, it is a rare thing in 
them to examine the cauſes of their execution: otherwiſe they arc men ſtrong in bo- 
dy,and who in the Wars always give the firſt onſet, yielding great advantage to thoſe 
on whoſe ſide they fight. They having notice of Caius murther, were vehemently 
grieved thereat, tor that it is their manner to ccnſure all things not according 
to right, but 2s they were anſiverable to their own profits: Cajus eſpecially was 
dearly beloved by them, for he had obtained their favour by beſtowing much mony 
upon them. Their Captain was one called Sabinus, who was not advanced to that 
dignity; either for his Virtue or for the Nobility of his Anceſtors (for he was but a 
Fencer) but for his mighty ſtrength and huge body. They therefore ran about with 

3 their naked ſwords ſearching for Ceſars murtherers from houſe to houſe ; and meet- 
ing with Aſprenas at firſt, whoſe Gown (as we have ſaid) was bebloodied with the 
blood of the Sacrifice, which was a preſage that boded him but little good fortune, 
they hewed him in pieces. The ſecond was Norbanas (who for his Nobility and 

Anceſtors might derive his Titles from the nobleſt Citizens, amongſt whom were 

divers Generalsof Armies) who ſeeing they made no reckoning of his Dignity, and 

being of himſelf endowed with great torce and ſtrength, he took a Sword from one 
of them which firſt aſſailed him 3 with whom he grapled, and made them know 
that he intended they ſhould buy his blood very dearty ; and indeed fo had he done, 
C pur that, being environed by divers, who affailed him at once, he was beaten down, 
and ſtruck with many deadly wounds. The third was Anteixs, one of the number 
of the Senators, w ho with ſome others met not with theſe men by chance, as the 
two other had done ; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Cazins, and the plea- 
ſurethat he took to ſee him lye dead, was come out of his Houſe, being egged on 
withenvy to feed his eyes with that ſpeQtacle. For Caius had baniſhed Anteins Fa- 
ther, whoſe name likewiſe was Anteirs, and not content therewith, he had ſent his 

Souldiers to kill him, He therefore with great pleaſure beheld the Carcaſe of this 

Tyrant; but hearing theuproar that was raiſed in every part of the Houſe, he thought 

good to hide himſfelt : yet could he not avoid the narrow ſearch ofthe Germans, who 

were ſo difpleaſed, that they killed all they met, whether they were guilty or guilt- 
1D {fs of the Fatt: Thus were theſe three made away. 

But after the rumour of Cazus death was heard in the Theatre, every one was ama- 
zed, and could ſcarcely believe it. For although divers of them were very glad that 
he was taken out ofthe World, perſwading themſelves that it would highly profit 
them z yet did their fear hinder their beliet. On the other fide, there were ſome, 
who defiring not that any ſuch miſhap ſhould befal Czfar, and concelving in their 


thoughts, that it was impoſſible to be done, for that there was no men fo bold, as 
to attempt it 3 they ſuppoſed the Report to be altogether falſe. Of this mind were 


certain Women and Children, Slaves and Souidiers. Theſe by reaſon they received 


wages at his hand, tyrannized with him, being his miniſters in all thoſe abuſes that he 
Loffered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty, and other advantages that 
Caius drew unto him. Asforthe Women and Children,they were of that opinion, by 
reaſon that ſuch kind of people take delight in Plays, Jeſts, Donations of fleſh, and 
other ſuch Paſtimes, which Caizs in word pretendeth to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effe& it was to have means to ſatisfie his rage and cruelty. He was al- 
lo gracious among the Servants and Slaves, for that by him they had liberty to ac- 
cuſe and contemn their Maſters, and were therein countenanced by Caius. For when 
they falfly accuſed their Maſters, they were eaſily believed; and when they diſcover- 
ed their Maſters treaſures, in recompence of their diſcovery they were not only made 
free by him, but alſo ſent home with rich andample rewards. For the reward that 
F was aſſigned them, was the eighth part of thoſe Goods that were confilcated. As for 
certain of the Nobility, although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that 
before they were privy to that which the reſt intended, and notwithſtanding they 
defired that the enterprize ſhould be effected; yet kept they all things cloſe, and 
" no ſign of joy, nor made any ſhew that they heard that which was reported. 
or ſome of them feared leſt if they ſhould be fruſtrated of their hope, they 
. ſhould bring themſelves in danger of puniſhment, for having diſcovered their in- 
: tent ſooner than they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who knew the enter- 
| prize and were Contederates with the Attorsz yet did they more cloſely conceal * ©/ar- 
it the one from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of

FUALPN killed; but as yetalive, and among his Phyſicians hands, who dreſſed his wounds 1 


No man thereforedurſt freely diſcover the ſecrets of his heart to his Neighbour ; for 
they that ſpread thoſe Reports, were either friends (and for that cauſe were ſuſpeed as 
favourers of his Tyranny) or enemics, and by that means, 1n that they were bur ſini- 
ſterly affefted towards Caius, there was nocertainty to be gathered ol that which they 
ſaid. There aroſe alſo another Report, which daunted and beat down the hearts any 
hopes of the Nobility 3 namely, that Caiusſetting light by the danger wherein he was, 
and as little alſo by the wounds he had received, was come into the Market place al 
bloody as he was, and after this manner declaimed betore the people : See here, hay 
they that ſpread theſe rumours, preferred their copjeflures, which were void of all reaſon 
which dittra&ted thoſe that heard it, according as they were affected. Notwithſland- 
ing all this, no man removed from his place, tor fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly ac. 
cuted ; knowing well that they ſhould be accuſed, not according to their thoughts and 
afſe&tions, but according to the dilpoſition of their Judges and Acculers. 

But after that the Germans had environed the Theatre with their naked Swords, all 
that were preſent expected nothing but deathz and as ſoon as any man entred, they 
wereſeized with ſuch an amazement, as if they had already felt the ſtrokes ; fo thar 
they knew not what to do, having no heart to depart from thence 3 and otherwiſc 
perſwading themſelves, that if they ſtayed there any longer, it would breed them {ur. 
ther danger. At length, when the Souldiers were cntred into the Theatre by force all 


the Aflembly cryed out, proteſting that whatſoever was done, it was beſides their x 


knowledge, whether it were either attempted by Conſpiracy,or any other means. They 
theretore moſt humbly entreated them, that they would ſpare them, and not inflict 
the penalty of the guilty on thoſe that are innocent : For their own parts, they pray- 
cd them to ſearch out thoſe who had committed the a&, if any ſuch thing were com: 
mitted. And thus ſpake they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Gods to 
witneſs ; alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as much as 
ſuch as pleaded for their lives could ſay. By theſe per{ſwaſions of theirs the Souldiers fu. 
ry was abatcd,ſo that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre; for thisalſo was acruelty, as they themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous 


incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was,that the heads of .4ſprenas and others that were [, 


killed, were carried and ſet upon an Altar. Whereat all the Aſſiſtants were moſt griev. 
ouſly diſcontented,remembring themſelves of the dignity. of the men,and having com- 
paſſion of that which had befallen them ; confidering alſo, that they themſelves were 
not far off from dangers,being uncertain whether they ſhould-ſave themſelves, where- 
by it came to pals, that ſome of thoſe who had cauſe to hate Cazys, durſt not freely re- 
joyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any ſafety. 

Artlength Awruntius, a man who was gracious among the people, and was one of the 
common Criers, who had a ſtrong voice; and by crying ſuch goods as were to be fold, 


had gathered fo great ſubſtance, as that he was accounted one of the richeſt men in y4 


Rome, and in great eſteem amongſt all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a 
mourning Habit,and after a lamentable manner : And although he inwardly hated Car- 
zs, yet tor the fear he conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conſideration of 
the preſent danger, he diſſembled his joy 3 wearing all thoſe Garments of mourning, 
and uſing no leſs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend, 
After this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Cazus death, to the intent that 
the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned: After this, he began to 
repreſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 
up their Swords, aſſuring them of the Emperor's death ; which a&t of his did manifeſt- 


ly ſave the lives of all thoſe who were aſſembled in the Theatre, and-all them likewiſe, x 


whom they could have met with. For if they had but the leaſt ſurmiſe, that Cai»s 
hadas yet bcea alive, there was not any ſort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted : For they bare him ſo great love and affeQion, that to ſecure him from that mil- 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the loſs of. their own lives, Burt as ſoon 
as they underſtood he was dead, they repreſſed their furious rage, which egged them 
forward ro revenge; knowing that it availeth them nothing todiſcover their affcti- 
ons towards him, in that he could yield them no requital Beſides, the fear they had 
leſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incenſed againlt 
them, if ſo be the Government of the Eſtate ſhould be returned into their hands, made 


rhem contain themſelves, Thus was the fury ofthoſe Germans appeaſed for the death ( 


of Caius. 


Mean while Chereas (who feared very much, leſt Minacianns ſhould fall into the 
Germans 
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a Germans hands, and in their fury be murthered by them ) ſought for himamong the 
Souldiersz enquiring of every one, whethet they knew ifhe were killed or no, Where- 
upon Minucianus and Clement were brought unto him, who in his preſence commended 
Chereas's exploit, and gave him thanks in the name of the whole Senate 5 who witnel. 
{ed that it was to the general benefit, and good of the Common-wedl, and that the 
reateſt perſons were beholden to him, for that he had neither wanted good advice in 
his deliberation, nor courage to execute bus reſolution 3 alledging that the nature of 
Tyranny was ſuch, that being puffed up with a ſhort pleaſure of unjuſt and intollerable 
rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men ) determined and ended in miſery, as 
manifeſtly appeared in that which had befallen Caius ; who, beforeany thing was ei- 
| Ws ther deviſed, pratiſed or executed againſt him, was alrcady hate{ul to all men; and 
had in ſuch ſort violatcd all Laws, that his greateſt friends were reſolved to take Arms 
againſt him, who in appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truth and in ct. 
e& it was he himſelf, who was the Author ofhis own ruine. 
Hercupon all they aroſe who werein the Theatre,and raiſed great noiſe and trouble 
in ſeeking to ſave themſelves. The occaſion was, that a certain Phyſician called 4rcioy, 


being called out to go and dreſs certain men that were wounded ; making a ſhew as it 


he went to goand prepare ſuch things as were neceſſary for thoſe that were wounded, 
made thoſe iflue out with him,who fate neareſt unto him ; but the truth was, he did it 
R C to the end to draw them out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate aſſembled 
themſelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make inquiry attcr thoſe 
who had murthered Caius : The people with an intire and fimple intent, the Senate 
only to uſe ſome formal proceeding, For Yalerius 4fraticus, who had tormerly been 
Conſul,came torth among the people,who were in an uproar; and ſuppoſing ita ſtrange 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperor, whilſt every one enquired 
who it was that had done the deed; O, faid he, would it had been I that bad done it. 
But the Conſuls publiſhed an Edict, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a- 
cainſt Caivs 5 commanding the People and Souldiers,who were as yet in the Theatre,to 
retire themſelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great hope,thar they

their accuſtomed order, and ſtir up no further trouble. 


ſhould be caſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened: And the 
promiſed Honours and Dignities, it they. would contain themſelves in 
For it was to be feared, leſt if 
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F that ſo many, and ſo weighty affairs of the Commonweal ,thould be well managed by a 


they had been further fleſhed in Murthers, the City ſhould have fallen into ſome great 
danger, through Rapines and Spoils both of Houſes and Temples. But by thistime all 
the whole Senate was aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were Confederates in Caius's 
murther 3 who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly, as if the Government 
of the Eſtate had been fallen into their bands, 
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The Souldiers reſolve to promote Claudius, Caius's Dukle, to the Imperial Dignity. Sa- 
turninus's Speech in the Senate, for Liberty. Chzreas ſends to kill the Empreſs Ce- 
ſonia, Caius's Wife, and her Dauzhter. Caius's good and evil Zualities. [he Soul- 
diers carry Claudius into the Camp, to make him Emperor : The Senate ſends to him, to 


pray him to forbear. 
Hilſt the Eſtate of the Empire was thus diſtracted, Claudius was ſuddenly fetcht 


out of his Houſe : for the Souldiers aflembling themſelves together,and conter- 
ring among themſelves what was requiſite to be done, perceived that it was impoſlble 
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Popular Government 3 and grant it could be poſſible, that it would yield them little 
or no profit : On the other fide, if it ſhould happen that one of the chieteſt of the Se- 
nate were choſen, that he. would prove their enemy, tor not having contributed to his 
Ele&ion. Whilſt therefore, the Sovereign Authority remained as yet undiſpoſed of, 
they thought fit to eleCt Claudius, who was Caius's Unkle, fortheir Empetor ; who was 
a man of that reputation,that none of thoſe who were aſſembled in the Senate, was more 
capable than he was, both in regard of his Birth, and alſo of his good Education ; who 
likewiſe being by them exalted to the Dignity of the Empire, would honour them and 
with all anſwerable bounty acknowledge their good deſerts. Wheretore they reſolved to 


G go to his Lodging and take him out to declare him Emperor; Cazus Sentius Saturninus, 


hearing of it andconceiving that there was;no time to be loſt, to witneſs both his worth 


and his courage ; he got'up (as if be had been compelled, bur in effect, of his own 7 
cord)

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card) and ſpoke after this manner with a confidence ſuitable ro thoſe brave men, w 
have made all the World admire the Glory of the Roman Generoſity. 

You Lords of Rome, although it be incredible, that the Liberty which hath ſo long time 
been unexpetted, ſhould return and viſitus ; yet ſo it is, that we ſee the exiellency tt erevf, 
although it be uncertain how long time the God's will beſtow it on us; which js ſuch, that jt 
may rtjozce us for the preſent, what iſſue ſoecer it may have hereafter. For to them that 
know what Virtus is, it is no ſmall felicity to live on? hour in freedom of mind, and in a 


free Country, and governed by ſuch Laws, which in times paſt have made our Common. 


weal to flouriſh. For mine own part, I cai.not remember our ancient Liberty, for that I 
was born after the ſubverſion thereof : But I infinitely defire to have the happy fruiticn of 
that which we 6:joy at this preſent. And I think them alſo very happy, who are born and 


brought up in virtuous Studies. I likwiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour next to the immor. | 


tal Gods, is to be aſcribed to them, by whoſe V. irtue at laſt, though very late, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity to enjoy the ſame; which happineſs would God, with 
our Irberitances, w2 might bequeath to our Poſierity. For in regard of cur ſetves, this day 


(ufficeth us both, as well all thoſe that are young, as they alſo who are old. For the Aced ſhall 


forſake this life with more pleaſure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Bleſſing, 
which is joyned to their Liberty: And the younger ſhall be furniſhed with a Royal Exam. 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by whim we enjoy this benefit of Freedeni, 
For in regard of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly tg af 


feft, than to live virtuouſly : for only Virtue is the thing that confirmeth men in their Lis 
berty. IT cannot ſpeak of the time paſt, but only by Fear ſays but for what I have ſeen with 


mine eyes, and perceived by my obſervation, I know how great miſchiefs Tyrannies doth ordi- 
narily breed in a Pulitick Eſtate : For they utterly extinguiſh all Virtue, and deprive Free- 
m:n of all that perfett magnanimity that may be in them ;, and teach both to flatter, and 6 
fear, for that the Commonweal 1s abandoned, wot to the wiſdom of the Laws, But to the 
fury of intemperate Governors, For ſince Julius Czelar Lent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome, and violated the happy courſe of Law, whereby our State 
flouriſhed, the Commonweat hath been overthrown. For in ſubjefting the Law to his good 
liking, and himſelf to his particular defires, there is not any kind of miſery an1 miſchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City 3 ſo that his Succeſſors have implozed themſelues to the 
nttermoſt, and with a certain emulation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey ; ſlriving 
which of them might deprive our Cemmonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens. For that they 
have made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abjeit ; abaſing, not only the great Courages of thoſe men, who were 
famous for their Nobility and Virtue z but alſo by murthering a great number of them by all 
ſorts of Puniſhments : And whilſt all of them endeavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the Commenwealth, 

But amongſt all the reſt, Caius, who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought 
greater miſchiefs himſelf alone, than any other, by diſcharging his brutiſh and beaſtly wrath, 
not only againſt the Common Citizens, but alſo againſt his own Parents aud Friends; de: 


meaning himſelf alike towards all men ; and manifeſting bis injuſtice, in that he purſued N 


them moſt, who were moſt innocent , and by this means grew hateful. not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immorta! Gods, For it is not enough for Tyrants toſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to uſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both men's Wealth and their Wives; but alſo, they glo- 
ry, when they may utterly ruine bath their Fortunes aad Families, who are their enemits. 
For all Liberty is oppoſed ag 1inſt Tyranny, and it is impoſſible (notwithſtanding all the mt- 
(eries that may be imagined or offered ) that Freemen (hou'd agree with Tyrants, how tt 
tle time ſoever it be that they have exerciſed their Tyranny. They alſo know too well, whth 
how many miſckiefs they have entangled their Subjeits (although they have not the ſpirits to 


revenze themſelves of thoſe wrongs that are done unto them) and being well aſſured into N 


what incumbrazces they have drawn them, perſwade themſelves, that they have but one on- 
ly means left them to ſecure themſelves from ſuſpitions, and ro procure their own ſecurity; 


. which is, to put them to death, if thty may poſſibly do it. Since therefore at this tim! 


you are delivered from ſo many miſchiefs, and are no more ſubjett, except to cne another 
(which is a Pledge of Concord for the preſent, and of ſecurity . in time to, come, an Glory 
unto him that hath redreſſed the Eſtate ) you ſhall deal very well and wiſely in my opinion, 
to provide for the Commonweal, ſoreſeeing very diligently, all that which concerneth the 
gocd and profit thereof. It is free for any man to ſpeak his opinion of that which diſpicaſeth 
him, for that there is no Superiour to coantermand their ſayings, or that is exempt from 


reproof, if be offend againſt the Commonweal, or that may threaten with the Autbority o 


an Emperor, for that ſhall 'be ſaid. For what elſe in theſe later times, hath eucreaſed 
and ſurthered our over-topping Tyranny, thau their ſlothful fear, who durſt in no wiſe oppoſe

A themſelves azainſt his Lult ? For being entaiigled by a certain kind of pleaſure of a quict 
life, and accoſtumrd to live after the manner of Slaves, and being afraid alſo to die wir 
twally, awd deferous to live with ſhame, we are failen into theſe ſcarce ſufferab'e Calami 
»ies, and ito ſuch miſchieſs as have concerned us too nearly. Firſt of all therefore yau 
euzht to honour thoſe who have killed the Tyrant, by dignyfying them with as great honours 
as may be imagined, an4 eſpecially Chxreas. For he only had b:en the man. who by the 
power of the G' ds, and throagh his great wiſdom and valour, hath giv.x you your Liber- 
iy. Neither ought you to forget him, but to heap Hlonours 0% his h-ad. yea ſpecial favours, 
as to 1 Be man who firſt of all conſulted, and firjt of all hazard:d himſelf againyi a 1 yrant 

fir your liberty. 1t is an honeſt, and well-beſcemng attion of men of free hearts, to re- 

ſuitable kindneſs. for the benefits they have recerved: Such is this man in 
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ſtore and repay 4 . 
.our beha'f ; not like to Brutus and Cathus, who murthered Caxlar ; for they were the Ori. 
ginals of Seditions and Civil Wars in this City : And this man, by the death of a Tyrant, 
hath not only at once delivered you of him, but alſo hath cut off thoſe miſchicfs that aroſe by

Thus ſpaxe Sertizs, and his advice was entertained with great app'auſc, not only by 
the Senators, but tne Knights alſo that were there preſent, Whereupon, a Senator, cal- 
led Trebellias Maximus aroſe; and ſtepping to hun, pulled oft rhc king which Sentixs 
had on his finger, wherein was inchafed a Seone with Cazzuss Picture in it, which Sex- 
tius had forgot to pull off ; {9 intent was he about that which he both faidand did ; 
a4 by this means the engraved Image was broken. Now, in regard ut was Jate, Che. 
xs demanded the Watch-ward from tle Conſul ; who gave him the word, Liberty 
They were all aſtoniſhed at his charge, and could ſcarcely telicve that which happene 
For fince the Popular Government had bcen aboliſhed, the Conluls had never given 
the Watch-word, uatil that preſent time: For betore the City was opprelied by Ty - 
ranny, the Conſuls commanded the Souldie's. Atrer that Chere:s bad received the 
Word, he gave it his Sculdicrs, who ſubſcribed to rhe Senates Authority : Ot theſe 
there were about four Companics, which preferred the Lawiul Government betore a 
Tyranny 3 who alſo retired themſelves to their Officers. As for the People, they re- 
tarned to their reſp. &ive homes, tull of joy, hope and courage, tor that they had re- 

Daincd rhe Government ot the Stare, which belonged unto them, and not toany parti» 
cular Governinent. Ia a word, Chereas was their only hope : He torcſceing that rhere 
would fome miſchief tollow, if Caius's Wite and Daughter ſhould remain alive; and 
that if all his Friends and Family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve to no other end,but to the Ruin of the Common-weal, 
and the Laws : And on the other fide, deſiring to fee an end of that which he had be- 
gun, and to ſatisfic that hatred he had conceived againſt Caius 5 he ſent Julius Lupus, 
vne of the Caprains of the Guard, to kill both his Wiſe and Daughter 5 which he did. 
And the cauſe why he gave this,charge chiefly ro Lupus, was, lor that Lupus was Cle- 
ment's Kinſman, who was a Conicderate in the Execuiian of Cairs , to the end, that 

E parraking aiter this manner inthe death ofthe Tyrant he might be known to have dealt 
x5 forwardly tor the Common-weal, as it, {rom the beginning, he kad been a Counlcller 
and Agent in the Conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were ſome ot Iis Companions of 
that opinion, that it ſhould be buta cruelty to deal with a Woman in that ſort, for that 
Caizs had offended through the corruption of his own Nature, and not by the counſel 
of his Wite 3 and that ali thoſe evils which he commirted in the Commonweal, by de- 
lolating the Flower thereot, was his own offence, not-hers. 

There were others that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Caius had com- 
mitted ; alledging that ſhe had given him an Amorous Drink, by which he was ti-

' eland cntangled in ſuch ſort umo her, and o led and tranſported by her love, that 
0 We fie governcd all that which concerned the Eſtate of Rowe, and the World ſubje& to 
eo x ak Bur her Detenders prevailed nothing. For at length it was retolved ſhe ſhould 
Me oe her life. 

Y; To finiſh this Tragedy L upzs was diſpatcht,who loſt no time in the accompliſkment 
me of their intent who had ſeat hun, tor fear he might have been blamcd, and accounted 
Yer but coldly aftectionate rowards the good oi the Common-u cal. Thcretore, as ſoon as 
ny he.came into the Palace, he found Czſonia, Cains's Widow, lying by the bedv gf her 
on, murthcred Husband, deſtitute ot all that which the Law gratifieth thoſe that are dead 
the with ; altogether bloody, and greatly afflited z having her Daughter lying by ber : 
th being in this condition, the was heard to utrer no other words, but that the blamed 
"* Caius, for that he had not given credittothat Counſel which (he had given him fo of-

ten; which words of hers, were by ſome interpreted two ways for fome thought 


ſe that ſhe meant, that ſhe had counſelle:4 her Husband to give over his Cruelty, and 
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Murthers which he exerciſed againſt his Citizers 3 and that in his Government 
(bould uſe a tempered meaſure with virtue, for fear, left his SubjeQts miſliking ot his 
manners, ſhould ſeek his deſtrution. Others took it, asif ſhe had encouraged Caius 
to {et upon the Conſpirators, and kill them withour any delay; yea, before they had 
committed any offence, and by that means provide tor his ſecurity. They therefore 
ſaid, that Caſ. nia blamed Caizs, for that he had behaved h.mlſclf too carelefly, in thir 
wherein ſhe had counſelied tim, Such were the words which C#/oxza ſpake, and ſuch 
was the expolition, as divers men interpreted them, : ; 

She freing Lupus coming, ſhewed him Caius body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints t'> come nearer : But perceiving that he made no anſwer, then ſhe knew the 
caule of his arrival, and ofercd her naked throat unto him with a great courage, uſin 


ſuch expreſſions as they ord:narily do, who deſpair of their lives ; ſhe delirwg him to | 


deier no long to finiſh that Tragedy which his Companions had begun : and ſo died 
couragiouſly by the hand of Lypus + anda:ter her, was her Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Lap«s ailure Chzreas of with all expedition. This was Caius; 
end, after he had reigned four ycars wanting tour months. Betore ſuch time as he ob- 
tained the Empire, he was an intemperate and wicked man, and addided to his plea- 
ſure, a favourer of Talc-bcarers, exceeding fearful; and for that cauſe, when he pot 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him. He eſteemed this the only fruit 
of his power. to abuſe it againlt Innocents; and to gather and heap up great Spoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unjuſt Murthers, Rapines and Oppreſſionsz litting himſelf a. 


bove all Humane Authority, and affeQting to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering himſelf 


to be tranſported by te pzoples Prailes; All that which the Law condemned and 
punithed asa thing moſt deteſtable, that made he uſe of to puniſh Virtue with. He ne- 
ver remembred any friendihip that had been done him, how great ſocver it either wa 
or had been,when he was in his paſſion ; and was apt to inflict puniſhments in hisra k, 
0:2 juſt and upright men. All that which was anſwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
eyes. In all thinzs that pleaſed him, he had fo violent appetites, that it was impoſſi 
ble to contradict him ; fo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the unlawful company of his 
own Siſter: whereby it came to paſs, that the Citizens of Rome began to hate him ex- 
treamly, tor that the like had.nor been ſeen or heard of : of along time men couldnot 


bcheve it, no:withſtanding they ſuſficiently expreſſed the hatred they bare againſt the! 


fa& he had committed. Ir cannot be faidof him, that he builded any work beleeming 
his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable cither to the preſent or 
furure World; except ſome Portsthat he made near to Rhegiam and Sicilia, for Har- 
bour of ſuch Ships as came and went into Egype for Corn ; which doubtlels,is a ſtately 
work, and very profitable tor fuch as travel by Sea. True it is, that it was not brought 
to p*rietion, but only halt finiſhed, becauſe the Work- men wrought ſlowly. But the 
chictcauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved rx 
ther to contume his Subſlance, to feed his own private Luſts, wherein he took great de- 
lighr, than to ereCt and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- 


dounded to the protit oi che Common-weal. Otherwiſe, he was an eloquent man, and 


very expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending preſently that 
which others ſaid ; ad alrhough they had been tedious in their expreſſions, yet he 
anſwered them in aninſtant;zand in Aﬀairs of Conſequence, had ſuch a moving per- 
ſwaſion and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and calic apprehention. beciufc he had taken pains, and had exerciſed himſelt in Learn- 
10g. bor being Tiberivs's Brother's Son, whoſe Succeſlour he alſo was, he was enforced 
to be itudious; ſeeing that Tiberius, who was of the ſame years, was in like manner ex- 
ccllevtly learned. Caizs theretore enforced himſelf to inutate the Emperor Titerins, 
whuſe near Kink-man he was; and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Rome at that time: F 
Yet, notwithſtanding al theſe great acvantages, which his good inflrution had bred 
in him, could not hinder rhe misfortune that belell hum, by the abuſe of his Authority. 
So rare a thing 1t is to ſee then) who have liberty, to do what they liſt without puniſh- 
ment, to govern themſelves with modeſty. In the beginning he took delight in the 
{riendibip of very honeſt men, to get credit and reputation, thinking to outſtrip the 
moſt excellent : but alter he was given over to licentiouſnels, the aff=Sion that he bare 
them was changed; and inſtead thereof,he grew more averſc trom them daily ; wherc- 
by they were enforced ro conſpire againſt him, and ſeek his ruine. 

| Nowas | have hereto!ore declared, Claudius underſtanding of that which had be- 
fallen Caius his N :phew, and ſceing all his houſe wholly troubled for this occaſion; q 
was in fuch diſtreſs, that he knew not what todo toſave himſelf; but went and hid 
humſelt in a certain corner, where he was ſurprized,having no other cauſe to apprehend 
FS 
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4 his danger, except his Nobility. For during the time that he lived a private man, he 
behaved himſelf modeſtly, kindly, and favourably unto all men, being well ſeen in 
the Sciences, and principally in the Greek tongue, ſhunning as much as in him lay, 
all tumulr and train that might breed trouble. When as therefore the people at that 
time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Palace was full of fury and fear, 
and nothing reigned more in general than confuſion and diſorder; the Souldiers of 
the Guard, who were the moſt experienced and bold, conſulted amongſt themſelves 
what courle they were to take. Neither were they much diſcontented with Cats death, 
in that they ſuppoſed that upon juſt occaſion he was put to death, for which cauſe they 
rather bethought themſelves on that which concerned their fortunes, and how they 
; might alſure themſelves in thoſe dangers,ſeeing the Germans were wholly bent againſt 
thole who had killed Cazzs ; rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures, than 
of any good attections they had rowards the welfare of the Common-weal. All which 
things troubled Clanaius,and put him in fear of his life,the rather for that he ſaw A/pre- 
nas head, and the relt of the Nobility that were maflacred, carried about to be ſeen ; 
for this cauſe he kept himſelf in a certain plice, which was only acceffible by 
certain {teps or ſtairs, and hid himſelf therein, becauſe it was obſcure. In that place one 
of the Souldiers of the Palace called Gratzs, being unable to diſcern who he was, in re- 
gard of the obſcurity of the place, and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one that deſired to be 
concealed, he drew near unto him, to the intent he might the better know him : And 
when C/audins belought him, that he would depart and leave him, he paſſed the more 
onwards, and laying hold of him, and drawing him into the light, knew him ; crying 
out to thoſe that tollowed him, 'I his is Germanicus, let us take hold of him, and create 
him Emperor. C/audizs perceiving that he was ready to be attach'd, and fearing leſt 
they [ſhould put him to death as they had done Caixs, belought them that they would 
pardon him, proteſting unto them his innocency, and how he had no ways been either 
| accellary or agent in that which had been done, W hereupon Gras beginning to ſmile, 
| took him by the hand, ſaying, that he had no cauſeto ſuſpect his life : * For (faid he) 
| © it behoveth thee ro roulſe up thy ſpirits, and to bethink thee how to governan Em- 

* pire, of which the gods (who have the care of the whole World) have deprived Carns, 
* toreward thy virtue with. Ariſe therefore, and take poſleſſion of the Fhrone of thine 
Anceſtors, This faid, he lifted him on his ſhoulders, for that Cl/audzus could not walk 
on foot, through the fear andjoy that he had conceived of that which had been rold 
tum, 
Upon theſe ſpeeches, divers of the Souldiers of the Guard aſſembled about Gratss, 
and perceiving that it was C/audivs, whom they ſuppoſed to be dragged to his death, 
they had compaſſion of him as on an innocent, for thatthey knew him to be a man 
; ofa mild nature, whoall the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and who in 
| like fort had been often in great danger during Cats life. There were others of them 
: that ſaid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Conſuls: Whereupon, 
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" WE :libougha great number of Souldiers flocked about him, and the fimple people that 
: were unarmed fled from them ; yet could not C/audius goon his way ; fo weak and 
1! feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body. Ir fortuned likewiſe, that they who carried 

his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, andleft him, fo little hope had 
; they that their Maſter ſhould eſcape with his life, whom they ſaw to be thus drawn 
: by the Souldiers. Now when Gratus and his aſſociates were arrived in the Court 
: of the Palace, which (as it is reported ) is the place which was firſt of all inhabited 
: in Rome, they began to think upon that which was tobe done: thither alſo there 
, flocked a great number of other Souldiers unto them, who took pleaſure to behold 
Claadirs, entorcing themſelves to place him in the Imperial Dignity, in regard of 
” WF that good afteQtion which they bare to Germanicss his Brother, whoſe memory was 
' much honoured among all thoſe, who had converſed with him. Moreover, they 
F VM ripped up how many avaricious atts the Senate had committed, and how great errors 
the chictelt Senators had been guilty of, before the Publick Government was changed. 
4 Morcover, they conſidered the danger and difficulty of their actions then in hand, 
F tor that the Government being adminiſtred by one only man, would be dangerous 
: tor them, if he ſhould obtain the ſame by. any other means ; whereas if Claudius ſhould 
F enjoy the ſame by their permiſſion and good will, he would have them in remembrance 


whohzd favoured him, and would recompence them according totheir merits. This 


was the effett of their diſcourſe, which they held among themſelves, or when they met 
with one another. All of them at length concluded upon this advice, and environed 
Claudius, and lifting him up upon their ſhoulders, they carried him into the Ar- 


20 ny, tothe intent that no man might hinder them to finiſhthar which they intended.

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: ) Therefcll a debate alſo betwixt the Senators and Citizens : For, the Senate deſirous if — 
i. rag EW to recover their former Dignity, and enforcing themſelves to avoid the ſlavery that

oo" +3: preſent good fortune, Contrariwiſe, the people envied them that Dignity. And

Dignity offer- ** ther to remit the charge of the Commonweal to the Senate. "That he both wasand 3 
rare « ſhould be one of the Senators, and have the condutt of the Commonweal, and di. 

* poſe it according toLaw,perſuading him to call unto his remembrance thoſe grievous 

« mi:chicfs which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Commonweal, and what 

* dangers he himſelf had alſo ſuftered with them, during the reign of Caizs their late 

* Emperor. That it ſhould ill become him, who had derteſted rhe fury of others Ty. 

«* ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelf againſt his Countrey. That if 

* he would obey them, and continue to exprels the virtue and conſtancy of his Life, 

« which in times paſt he !ed with commendation, he ſhould obtain thoſe Honors which c 

© free Citizens could afford him, and in ſuffering himſelf to be governed by Laws, to 

&« the end he might have part in the command, and to be commanded in his turn, he ce 

*« ſhould obtain the praiſe of virtue. That if he would not be diſſwaded by the death 
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* of Cains, which was freſh in memory, for their own parts they would hinder his 
*« proceedings as much as in them lay. They alſo alledged, that they were 6 
* provided with Souldiers, and ſtore of Armour, and a great number of domeſtick 


« ſervants, all which they would employ againſt him : Bur over and above thele 
© things, they had far greater helps, namely, their hope, and good fortune, and 
* the gods, who were wont to fight for thole who maintain virtue and goodnels, 
* They ſolemnly proteſted -Ifo for their own parts, that they were of that mind, :hat 
*© there was nothing more honeſt and juſt, than to fight for their Liberty and Countrey. | 
The Embaſſadours that brought this meſſage were YVeranius and Broccus, who both of 
them were Tribunes of the People. They proitrating themſelves on their knees before 
him,humbly beſought him, that he would not engage the Commonweal in a CivilWar. 
And ſeeing that Claudius was incloſed with a great number of Souldiers, in reſpeR of 
whom the Conſuls were of no force,they beſought him, that it would pleaſe him tode- 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were reſol- | 
ved to be Emperor ; for that it would be an att more holy, and juſt, if he ſhould | 
obtain the ſame with their good will, and not in deſpight of choſe, who would vouch- 
fate it him willingly. 


CHALT | 


R/ng Agrippa exconrageth Claudius to accept of the Empire, The Souldiers, who had 
been for the Senate, forſake it, whether Chzreas would or not , and joyn with thoſe 
that had ſworn to Claudius. So Claudius becometh Maſter, and condemns Chareas 
to die: H: ſuffers with a wonderful Conſtancy. And Sabinus, who had been ont 
of the chiefeſt of the Conſpiracy, killeth himſelf. 


MT Hy A Lthough Claudius knew with what preſumption the Senate had ſent this 
| Emballage, yet he modeſtly entertains the ſame for the preſent. Bur ſup- 

_ an 2'z- poſing that it ſtood very little with his ſecurity to commit himſelf to their truſt, and 
ofzred him. being encouraged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, who promiſed him their ut- 
11-40 & Rv/- molt endeavour, and by the incitation of King Agrippa, he determined by no means 
4 © + to let the Sovereignty ſlip out of his hands, in that it was fo willingly and freely be- 

: fiowed on him when he thought leaſt on it. - After rhat A-r/ppa had performed all 

thoſeduties unto Cains which were requiſite for ſuch an one as had been by him advan- | 

ced to Honour, and having taken his body and laid it in a litter, he brought him out 

before the Souldiers of his Guard, and aſſured them that Caius was yet alive, and for 

that he found himſelf ſick of thoſe wounds that he had received, he ſent to ſeek for 

Phyſicians, But afterwards underſtanding that C/audins was taken by the Souldiers, 

thrult ſo much,that he got himſelf paſſageunto him, whom he found alrogerherdaunted, 
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A and ready to ſurrender all things intothe Senates hands ; and encouraged him, to 
take upon him the Government of the Empire, which the Souldiers had offered him. 
Which done he departed, and was ſuddenly ſent for by the Senate, whither he reſort 
cd altogether perfumed, as if he were returned from ſome Banquet, and had known 
nothing of that which had happened : Hetherefore asked the Senators, what was be- 
come of C/audins, who told him of the truth ; and beſides that, required him to give 
them his opinion and counſel, touching the preſent Aﬀairs : © His anſwer was, That he 
«© was realy to adventure his life in the behalf of the Senate : Yet, by the way he told 
« them, that they ought to have an eſpecial regard of the Common-weal, rather than 

il * all the pleaſure they could pretend ; and that they who would be Lords of an Em- 
B © pire, had need of Arms and men to maintain themſelves, leſt being weak and un- 

*« provided, they ſhould be deceived in their expeQations. The Senate replied, That 

«they had great ſtore of Furnitare, and that they would contribute money 3 that 
« they had good ſtore of Soulazers, ro whom they would add their Slaves, and give 

« them liberty. But Azr-ppareplied, Would God, Grave Fathers, that you were a- 

« ble to perform the matters you intend ; yet will I not fear to dilcover that unto 
«you, which concerneth you nearly. You know well, that the Army that is with 

& C/audins, conſiſteth of ſuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 

« Arms, and that thoſe that are to fight on your ſide, are but men gathered together 3 

a <and ſuch as you joyn with, are the very ſcum of your Slaves, who are both 

« untraftable and untrained. We ſhall therefore enter fight againſt expert Souldiers,and 

«commit our Fortunes to ſuch men as ſcarcely know how to draw their Swords : I ra- 

« ther think it fit that we ſend unto Claudius fuch men, as may perſwade him to give 

« over the Empire. And to perform this Meſſage, behold my {elf in a readineſs to be 

« commanded by you. 

To this cffeCt ſpake Agrippa ; and hereunto the Senators agreed, and ſent him to 
Claudius, appointing him others to accompany him. As ſoon as he came to Claudirns, 
he ſecretly diſcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- 
ſtruQtions to anſwer and carry himſelf like an Emperour, and to ſhew his Dignity and 
Power. Whereupon C/audins gave the Ambaſſadours this anſwer ; © That he won- 
m *dred not that the Senate were ſo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign, in 
* regard of that cruelty which the fore-paſſed Emperours had uſed to their deſtruQi- 
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T «*0n. But for the preſent they ſhould taſte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
ft «Rule ; and they ſhould live under the Government of fuch an one, who although in 
b * name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in eftett he would govern all things 
l- © by their diſpoſition. For which cauſe, he wiſhed them in no fort to diſtruſt him, 
d ©* whom, as they themſelves could witneſs, they had ſeen and known to have dealt 
1 «irtuouſly and juſtly in many Afairs, although the ſtate of times had been far 


« diferent. Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned back 
2pain. But Claudius inſtantly aſſembled his Army, and exaCted an Oath of jaws 
{rom them ; beſtowing on every one of them who were of his Guard in way of Largeſs, 
five thouſand Drachma's, amounting to ſome twenty five Pound a man,of our ſterling 
money. He preſented their Captains alſo with Preſents anſwerable to their Qualities, 
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4s promiſing to perform no leſs bounty to all the reſt, in what place ſoever they were. 
ſe Hereupon the Conſuls aſſembled the Senate in the Temple of Fupzter the ViQtorious, 
as before day, and ſome of them hid themſelves through the fear they had of that which 
"ne ſhould be ſpoken : Others departed out of the City, and reſorted to their Countrey 

Farms, foreſeeing with themſelves the iſſue of all theſe things ; and perceiving that 

their hope of Liberty wasloſt, they thought it far better tor them to be exempt from 
his N danger, and to pals their life inquietneſs, though it were with SubjeCtion, than to be 
1p- WF alcogether uncertain of their ſecurity and ſafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the Se- 
nd nators: Yet, about a hundred of them drew themſelves together, and no more. Now 
Ut- whilſt they were conſulting upon that which they were todo, they ſuddenly heard a 
10S ſhout of Souldiers that were aſſembled round about them, requiring the Senate to chuſe 
be- them an Emperour, and not to ſuffer their State tobe loſt through a multitude of Go- 
all vernours ; and to this effe&t ſpake they, leſt tbe Government ſhould be given to divers, 
an- and not to one. | This courſe of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re- 
out pard of the loſs of that liberty which they expeCted, as through the good liking they 
for I had of C/audizs 3 notwithſtanding, there were ſome that pretended ſome hope to be 
for advanced, both in reſpe& of the Nobility of their Race, as1n regard of their Alliance 
ers, OFF thar they had by Marriage with the Ceſars. For, Marcus Minucianus, a man of himſelf 
ed, of Noble deſcent, and who had married F«lia, Caius's Siſter, ſtood up to demand the 
and Sovereign Government z but the Conſuls reſtrained him, alledging excuſe upon excuſe, 
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Another, Minutianns alſo, one of Cains's Tutors, withdrew Yalerius Afraticus from H F 
thinking on thoſe things: And there had happened as great a [laughter as had ever 
been heard of, had any of theſe had the liberty to defire the Empire, or oppoſe them. 
ſelves againſt C/audins, For amongſt others, the Fencers, who were of no {mall number, 
they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joined themſelves together with the Army. They 
therefore, that pretended todemand the Empire, gaveover their Suit, partly in the 
Cities behalf, partly from their own private ſecurity. 

About break of day Chereas and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Souldiers ; and made ſigns to them, that he would ſpeak with them, but 
they made a great noiſe to cut them off from proceeding any farther, for all of them 
wereearneſtly bent to havean Emperour and covereign Lord ; and required with all I p 
expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. Sothe Senate under. 
ſtood, by the Souldiers diſdaining its Authority, that it was impoſſible to re-eltabliſh 
the Republick ; and on the other ſide, the Souldiers milregarding ſo worthy an Af. 
ſembly, was unſufferable to Chereas and his Confederates againlt Cazvs, Atlength , 
Cherezs being unable to conceal his Paſſion, and hearing that they asked for a No. 
narch, promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Toke: 
from Entychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Cains had loved 
extreamly ; infomuch as he employed his Souldiers in ſervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horſes, beſides ſeveral other reproaches, threatning them thar he 
would bring them Cl/andis's head; and told them that ir was a ſhame, after having K 
taken the Empire from a Fool and a Mad-man, to give it toa Block-head. Yet none 
of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe ; but all of them drew their 
Swords, and with diſplayed Colours, marched towards C/audins, to unite themſelves 
with thoſe, who had already bound themſelves by an Oath, to ſerve him faithful. 
ly. Sothat the Senate was abandoned, and deſtitute of all defence ; and there was 
no difference betwixt private men and Conſuls. All of them were aſtoniſhed and 
confuſed, not knowing what to do, becauſe they had thus provoked Claudinss dil- 
pleaſure againſt them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teſtimony of 
the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. Whereupon S4b:»:, one of 
thoſe who had murthered Cairs, aroſe, and proteſted, that he wou!d ſooner cut his 
own throat, than conſent to the eſtabliſhment of Claudixs, or behold with his eyes, 
the miſery and thraldom of his Countrey : He likewile encouraged Chereas ; telling 
him that he deſerved very little by cutting oft Caizs, if he thought to live without 
the liberty of his Countrey. To which he anſwered, That he made no account of 
his life ; yet that he intended to ſound Claudins's mind, and with this reſolution they 
concluded. © Mean while ſome of the Senators thought on every ſide to break through 
the midſt and thickeſt of the Souldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Clau- 
dins: Amongſt whom was Q. Pompeins one of the Conſuls, whom the Souldiers accu- 
ſed to be one of the principal Attors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty ; 
and they drew their Swords againſt him; and if Claudius had not reſtrained them, 
they had ſurely diſpatched him : But he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably ; but ſome of them were wounded, even then 
when they preſſed forth to ſalute Clandins : Apomus retired himſelf fore wounded, 
and the reſt were in great danger to loſe their lives. But King Azrippa drawing near 
unto Clandius, deſired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible in him EE the F 
Senators; for that if any miſchief ſhould beride them, he ſhould have no other per- 
{ons to command. Tothe which Counſel of his Claudius gave place, and aſſembled 
the Senate in the Palace, cauſing himſelf to be carried thorough the City in the com- 
pany of his Souldiers, who marched before him, keeping back the common people. "ou 
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But amongſt thoſe that killed Caivs,Chereas and Sabinus were come out into'the ſtreets, " 
notwirhftanding they were forbidden by Polio, whom not long before C/aud#us had . 
made Captain of his Guard. And as ſoon as C/audins came into the Palace, whither R 
he aſſembled his friends, he pronounced ſentence againſt Chereas. For although G, 
his action was accounted both generous and noble, yer he was condemned for this, be- uy 
cauſe he was perfidious ; whereupon he was adjudged to die, to give example to 0- G, 


thers, to the end that Princesand Emperours may hereafter live in ſafety. He was 
therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. Ir is ſaid of Chere:, 
that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he expreſſed, not only 1n 
that he changed not his countenance, but alſo by the reproaches which he gave L»p», MG 7, 
who wept. For when Laps was putting off his Cloaths,and complained of the cold rhat th, 


he felt,he taunted him thus,alluding to his name, which wasL»pss;That never any 7 Th 
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A did harm toa Wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where 
a great number of people were gathered together to behold the ſpeQtacle, he asked 
the Souldier that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning headſ{-man, and 
whet”erhe had a new Sword ; wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Cat. 
His death was happy, for he received but one ſtroke ; whereas Lyps was faint-hearted 
and received divers, becauſe he ſtretched not out his neck freely. Some few days at- 
ter, at ſuch time as the Romans ſolemnized their Expiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory of his dear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 
caſt his portion into the fire ; ſaying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
whereof they were guilty towards him. Thus ended Chereas his Lite. But for Sabin, 
although C/andixs had not only ablolved him, bur alſo ſuffered him to exercile his Ot- 
fice, as he had done before ; yet he thought that he ſhould do amiſs, and againit Ju- 
ſtice, 1t he falſified his Paith ro his Aſſociates and Confederates; for which caule he 
ſhortned his own days, thruſting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilcs, 
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WHAT ST. 

Claudius the Emperor confirmeth Agrippa in his Kinzdom, adding Judza and Sama- 
ria therennto : He giveth the K in2dom of Chalcis to Herod, Agrippa's Brother ; 
ana maketh Edits in favour of the Jews.

Ne of the firſt things that C/a»dius did after his eſtabliſhment in the Empire, was 
to Jisband thoſe Souldiers whom he ſuſpeCted; and publiſhed an Editt,by which 
he con":rmed the Kingdom to Azrippr, that Cains had given him, accompanying his 
bounty with many Praiſes ; adding moreover unto his Government all that which his 
Grandfather had poſſeſled; to wit, Judeaand Samariz, which in that they were as one 
Lawfullnheritance,appertaining unto him.He gave himallſo out of his own Dominions, 
Ab{la,and all theCountry about Libarts, that in times paſt appertained to Ly/an7.zs. And 
D he cauied che Alliance that was paſs'd betwixt them, to be engraven and regiltred in an 
open place of the City of Roz. He took from Antiochus the Kingdom that he had,and 
gave him in exchange a portion of Celicia and Comagenas, He ſet Alexander Lyſimach:s 
Aicbarcha at liberty, who had been his old Friend, and ſometimes Governour in 4ra- 
biz, and once his Mother Antonia's Steward ; who had been committed Priſoner 
through Cazns's diſpleaſure, and eſpouſed Bernice, Agrippa's Daughter, to his Son 
Marcus ; which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was married, was after- 
wards married with her Father Azgrippa's allowance, to Herod his Brother, tor whom 4- 
211ppa begg'd of Claudius the Kingdom of Chalcis. Atthat very time, the Jews that 
were 1n the City of Alexandria, miutined againſt the Greeks ; For after Cains's death, 
t the Nation of the Jews which had been oppreſſed during his Reign, and injuriouſly 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which cauſe 
Claudius gave Commiſſion to the Governour of Agypr, to pacifi: and appeaſe that Up- 
roar, He ſcnt alſo his Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeſt of the 
two Kings, Azrippa and Herod, to this efteQ : | 
Tiberius Claudius Czlar Auguſtus Germanicus, Father of the people, ſignifieth this 
that {olloweth : Underſtanding that the Jews, Inhabitants in Alexandria, and for that 
cauſe called Alexandrines, have at all times enjoyed the ſelf-ſame Priviledges of the City, 
which the ancient and firſt Alexandrines have had: Which Favours they have obtained by 
the Leave of thoſe Princes that were our Predeceſſors, as it hath been plainly made known 
F wnto us, 45 well by Letters which have been written unto us, as by confirmed Decrees : And 
that ſince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Czlar Auguſtus, their Priviledges 
hve continued in force during the ſeveral ſucceſſions of many of our Governours ; which 
Ri.hts of theirs have never been called in queſtion, no not inthat time when Aquila was 
Governonr in blexandria : Since in like ſort Cxlar Auguſtus hath not letted them, but 
when the Governour of their Nation was dead, they might eſtabliſh other Subſtitutes and 
Governonrs in his place ; commanding that all of them ſhould yield him obedience in obſer- 
vation of their Laws and Cuſtoms, without conſtraint or impulſion to do any thing contr a« 
ry to their Religion. Tet notwithſtanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againſt the 
Jews, being inthe City of Alexandria, ix the time of the Emperour Caius, by reaſon of the 
& folly and frenzy of Caius, who diſoraced and oppreſſed the Nation of the Jews, becauſe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the ſaid Caius for 4 Goa, Our 
Will and Pleaſure is, That no one of the Priviledges of the Nation of the Jews be aboliſhed fl 
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after Chriſt's Cuſtoms : Commanding you and every one of you very carefully to provide, that after the 
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publication of this our Ordinance, they be no ways troubled. This was the Tenour of 
that Ordinance which was made in favour of the Jews in Alexandria. 

But that which was generally made in favour of thoſe, who were diſperſed thorough 
the whole World, was tothis ee: Tiberius Claudius Czlar Auguſtus Germanicus, 
Hick Prieſt, Father of the people, elefted Conſul the ſecond time, ſizmfieth that which n+ 


ſueth. Onr well-belov:d Friends, the Rings, Agrippa and Herod , have required us, that 


we will permit all thoſe Jews that live under the Roman Empire, tonſe the ſame Laws and 


Priviledges which they have uſed heretofore, as we have granted to the Jews that dwell in A- [ 


lexi1ndria, Which ſuit of theirs we haws willizgly granted ; n0t Only in favour of thoſe 
that require the fame, but alſo for that I think them worthy of ſuch a favour z for whom I 
have been intreated, in regard of the fidelity and friendſhip they have always expreſſed to- 
wards t''e Romans. M) pleaſure therefore is, that no City, either Grecian or oth.rwiſe, 
{hall deny any priviledge, from whence they ſhall be excluded; for that ſince the Emperour 
Auyulrus, they have never been ex: mpted from them, It ſtandith with rea ou therefore, 
thit n:#.c:forth the Jews that live under our Empire, of what place ſoever they ve, may of 
ſorwve therr ancient Cuſtoms without any contradittion : grving them to under ſtand, that 


hereafter they nſe onr Clemency ſo much the more moderately, without neglecting the Re. 
And our will is, That this pre'ent Or. K 


lizion of oth:r Nations, in retaining therr own. 
dinance be. publiſhed by the Magiſtrates of Citres, Colonies and Conntreys of Italy, and 
be ſent unto Kings and Foreign Princes, by fit Ambaſſadours, within thirty days at the leaſt, 
to the end that they ſhould be in ſuch ſort ſet up, that they may be ſeen and read by all thoſe 
that paſs by.

Kine Agrippa goeth to his Kingdom, and putteth his Chain, being a token of bis Ins 
priſoument, into the Sacred Treaſury of the Temple of Jeruſalem. 
the Dignity of the High Prieſthood: He is highly diſpleaſed at the Dorites tmſolence, 
who had cauſed Czlar's Statue to be eretted in the Jews Synagogne, 


Y theſe Edits of Claudius Ceſar, which he fent both to 4/cxandria, and other 

parts of the World, it plainly appeareth how well affeted he was towards the 
Nation of the Jews. And preſently atter this, aiter he had dignified 4z2rippa with all 
kinds of Honour, he ſent him back into his Kingdom, to govern the fame ; command. 
ing all his Preſidents and Lieutenanrs 1o his Provinces, through which he was to pals, 
to give him a friendly and honourable Convoy. Bur he, having wiſely and happily 
diſpatched his Afairs, returned in all haſte, As ſoon as he came to Jeruſalem, he of: 
fered his Sacrifices of thankſgiving which he had vowed, without omitting any thing 
that was commanded by the Law. He cauſed alſo divers Nazarites to cut of their 
hair, and offered in Gitt that Chain of Gold that Cars had given him ; which was of 
the ſame weight the Iron Chain was of, wherewith his Royal hands were manacled, in 
memory of the Adverſity.he had palt.-nd the Teſtimony of the exchange thereof into 
better Fortune ; commanding that it ſhould be hanged up inthe Temple, and over 
the Chamber of the Treaſury, to teſtitie unrorhoſe that ſhould behold it, that the 
higheſt Eſtates are ſubject to alterations ; and that Gou can raiſe men again, from Ob- 
ſcurity, to happy Fortune. For this Chain that hanged in the Temple, being conſe- 


crated ro God, manifeſtly expreſſed unto all men, that King A42rippa was upon a very N 


{mall occaſion deprived of his former Dignity, and made Priſoner, and then a lit:le 
while after that, he being delivered from his Bonds, was railed and exalted to a ta- 
mous Kingdom; to ſignifie thereby, that Humane Afﬀeairs ae of that nature, cthattht 
which is the greateſt, may be eaſily overthrown ; and rhat which is declining, may 
recover again'its ancient Honour and Dignity. When therefore Aprippa had duely 
and devoutly acknowledged God's mercies, he depoſed the High Pri-{t 7 heophilus the 


Son of Azanns ; and beſtowed thar Honour on Sim20z ſurnamed Canthara, rhe Son of 


Boethus. This Simon had two Brothers, and Boethus was their Father, whoſe Daugh- 
ter had been married to King Herod, as heretofore it hath been mentioned. $1999 
held the Prieſthood with his Brethren and his Father, as the chree Sons of Simon, 
High Prieſt, Son of Ozzas had done, during the Empire of the Macedonians as we 
have declared in our former Books. After the King had given order for the Pricfibens 
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A he thought good to recompence the good affection that they of Jeryſalem had born un- 


im ; for which cauſe, he acquitted them of thole Tributes that every Family paid, 
— it became him to = kindneſs unto them, who had bzen faichfal and 
well afcted towards him. He created S:/as, who had been his Companion in many 
dangers,Generalof all his Army. Not long after, certain young men that were Dories, 
under the colour of conſtancy in caſe of Religion, whoalſo had daily expreſſed the lame 
intheir aCtions and unbridled raſhneſs, brought the Image of C2ſar into the Temple of 
the Jews, and ereQted it in that place : which infolence of theirs highly offended 4- 
-rippa, who conſtrued it as an Att that tended to the abolition of the Religion of 
their Countrey: For whichcauſe, with all expedition he repaired to Petronins,who was 
Governour of $3ria ; and complained again!t thoſe Dorites, who was no lefs diſpleaſed 
with the aQtion, than he himſelf. For he ſuppoled that ſuch breach of Religion, was the 
means to further Impiety, and for that caule he wrote to thoſe which had attempted 
this Innovation, ſomewhar ſharply, to this effect following.

in « qu! freedom among the Greeks. For the ſe cauſes I command you, That they who have 
been ſo bold as to contemn Augultus's Decree ( againſt whom their own Magiſtrates have

Mp yy 
notwithſtanding it ſeemeth that they « fect, although we and the moſt honoure King 4 - 
grippa, whos I take for my good and ſpecial Friend, endeavour nothing m_ z that 
the Nation of the Jews [hold not aſſemble, and take Arms, under colour of their hays 
and to the ez:4, that whatſoever Auguſtus hath ordained concerning this matter, may be 
the better hon unto all men, I have added this Edift which he publiſhed in Alexandria : 
And although they are ſufficiently known unto all men, yet hath the moſt honoured King A- 
grippa read them unto me, when TI ſate in my Tribunal Seat ; ents (rg to 
1:2ht, that the Jews ought mot to be excluded nor hindred from enjoying thoſe benefits, 
which are granted unto them by Cxſar : I therefore charge all men, that henceforward they 
take heed left they ſeek any occaſion of Mutiny or Sedition, and that every one Hos _ 
is to his religion. See here how Petronius proceeded in this matter, both to _ 

that which was palt, and alſo to prevent that which was to come, that none ſhou e 
lo bold to attempt the like. After this, 42rippatook the Prieſthood from Simon Ca- 
tharz, and gave itagain to Jon:than the fon of 4ninus, whom he eſteemed to be ons 
worthy than the other.

Shs bo freſhed the memory of thoſe Adverſities the King had pals*d, the rather to expreſs how 
tred, and is aFeRtionate he had bcen towards him ; and his continual talk was nothing elſe, but of 
= NN the hard[hips he had endured. Now, for that he obſerved no meaſure in this his dil- D 
crey. courte, the King took itas2n injury done to his Honour, and was offended with the 
unbridled Licenle of this mans prattle: For nothing ſoundeth more harſh in a man' - 
ear, than the memory ot his fore-paſſed miſery; and it is but the part of a fool to rip 
up the Courtelies he hath employed on another man. Art length, Silas grievouſly pro- 
voked the King's diſpleaſure azainſt himſelf, that rather ſubſcribing to his wrath, than 
his wit, he not only diſpoſlefſed $//as of his Generals Place, but alſo ſent him bound 
into his Countrey, there to be held Priſoner, Yet notwithſtanding, time afſwaged 
this diſpleaſure ; and the King taking it into better conſideration, and remembring 
what S:/as had endured in his behalf, he revoked the Sentence that he pronounced. 
And as he was ready to celebrate the Feſtival day of his Birth, and all his SubjeQt were F 
0! for g;. £0 take their pleaſure ; he ſpeedily ſent for S/as, to the end he might be partaker there- 
las out of Pri- of, and feaſt with them.

* knoweth how many hazards I have delivered him from ; and as long as I breathe, I 
«* willring in all mensears, how much I have endured for his Conſervation and Ho- F 
** nour, in recompence whereof I am this day in Bonds, and ſhut up in an obſcure Pri- 
* fon, which I will never forget. Yea, and when my Soul ſhall depart out of this Bo- 
* dy, ſhe ſhall bear with her the remembrance of thoſe benefits I have employed on 
* him. Theſe words ſpike he with a loud voice, deſiring them to relate the ſame un-

A and took ſo great pleaſure to ule. his magnifcence towards all. forts, of Natipns, that ALD 
the great expences. he was at, obtained him, great reputation, So. that his whole plea- -1/ ad Toa 
ſure and delight was, to-ſhew courteſie unto allmen, and to. purchaſe good eſteem, ter rift 
being every way different in nature and;diſpoſition from King Herod his Predeceſſor. "247 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in, puniſhing, and irreconcileable to 45142. fa- 
thoſe with whom he was diſpleaſed, magifeſtly expreſſing that he loved the Grecians Y2v'<&the 
better than the Jews. For he beautified thoſe Cities that belonged to ſtrangers, and _ Hired, 
ave them money, and erected them Baths, and ſumptuous Theatres, and Temples, | 
and in ſome of them Galleries ; But as for the Cities of the Jews, he beſtowed not this 
bounty on any of them, no not the lealt reparation or gitt that was worthy the ſpeaking 
B of. Contrariwile King Az2rippa was very courteous and attable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men, He was courteous unto {trangers, and teſtified no leſs by the 
bounty he beſtowed on them. "To his Countrey-men he behaved himſelf afably, and 
eſpecially he was merciful to all thoſe that were in miſery. For which cauſe lis ordi- 
nary Court, and the place he took molt pleaſure in, was Jern/alem. He was a dili- 
gent obſerver of the Laws of his-Countrey, and lived religiouſly, and with as great 
picty as was poſhble : Neither paſſed there one day, wherein he offered not Sacrifice. 
It happened at one time, thata certain cunning Lawyer, who was called $im29z, and 5 the 
dwelt in Jeruſalem ; had aſſembled the people by reaſon of the King's abſence, who I-vyer back- 
for the preſent was in Ceſarea:; In which Alſembly he alledged many things againſt orgy 
C him, that he was a prophane man, and that upon juſt cauſe he was forbidden to enter craving par- 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thoſe that were unclean to enter _ wei 
thereinto, Theſe words of Simox's, thus wrongfully ſpoke againſt him, were ſignified a - 
ro the King by Letters fent by the Governour of the City : Whentherefore he late 
him down in the Theatre, he commanded that very S:m0z to fit next him ; and in 
peaceable and kind manner, he ſpake thus unto him : Tel! me, I pray thee, what ſceſt 
thou worthy of reprehenſion, or dowe contrary to Law, in that which is done here ?! Simon 
not having any thing to reply, beſought him to pardan him. The King grew friends 
with him far looner than it could be imagined; reſolving with himſelt, that mercy 
doth far better become a King than wrath , and that moderation 1s more requilite, 
D than cruelty ; ſo that after he had beſtowed certain Preſents on Simon, he diſmiſſed 
him. - Now, although he had many reparatians in divers places, yet he honoured thoſe 4: cp. 20. 
of Berith,above all the reſt, and builded them a Theatre ſurpaſſing all other in ſump- #79 "* 
tuouſneſs and beauty : And beſides that, he made them a ſumptuous Amphitheatre, »:th with good 
and Baths, and Porches no way inferiour. The Dedication alſo of theſe things were O-n4ments 
celebrated with great pomp and magnificence ; he alſo made great Shows and Playes 
inche Theatre, in which there were all ſorts of Muſick and Recreations ; expreſſing in 
all things the greatneſs of his Magnificence ; and being defirous to delight the people 
with a Combat, he gathered all the MaleſaQtors he could get, and made two ſeve- 
ral Companies of ſeven hundred a piece, and brought them togerker to fight,ro the end 
E that inskirmiſhing they might receive their puniſhment ; and beſides, thar by this 
Warlike Exerciſe, he might preſent the people with a Paſs-rime, concluded with the 
r 2 ogg of wicked men; for they fought fo deſparately,that not one of them came 
oft al;ve. 
After that he had finiſhed theſe above-named Buildings in Rerith, he reſorted to Tj- Hedio & Ruf- 
berias, a Ciry of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings, ſo that Artivchus King fngs, chap. © 
of Comarena came to viſit him : The like did Samſigeran, King of the Emeſenians, Co- 
ts King of 1rmeniathe leſs, and Polemon Lord of Pontus : And belidesall thele, Herod 
Prince of Chalcis, aad his Brother : All whom he received and cntertained moſt mag- 
nificently and amiably, to ſhew his greatneſs ; tothe end, thatall men might perceive 
F that he was deſervedly honoured with the preſence of ſomany Kings. And whulft theſe 

Princes were with him, Marſ«s the Governour of Syria viſted him likewiſe, whom, to 

the end he might expreſs the reverence he bare to the Romans, he met with, ſeven fur- 

longs off from the City. This interview of {o many Kings, was the original of that dil- 

content that grew betwixt him and Marſ#s ; who ſeeing all thoſe Kings that came ro 4er42-is 

ſee Aerip»a, fitting in the ſame Chariot with him, ſuſpected ſuch Concord, and ſo great CI. 

Amity ; ſuppoſing that this agreement of ſo many Kings, would be no ways profitable for ſending +- 

or beneficial tothe Romans. For which cauſe he preſently ſent unto them, charging way theKings, 

them with all expedition, to return each of them into their own Countreys: Which 

ſtrict Commiſſion, Agrippa took fo ill, that he never had any kindneſs for Marſ#s atter- 4%, chap. 7: 
G wards. He took the Prieſthood from Matthias, and gave it to Eljoneus the Son of popes nf nb 
Cithens, After he bad reigned three whole years over Judeq, he came to Ceſarea, made Highe 


which in times paſt, was called the Tower of $7rator ; and there he made Sports in ho- 
nour

of this Solemnity, he being apparalled in a Robe of Silver, made with admirable Worl. 
manſhip, came into the Theatre in the morning : Where at the firſt reflex of the riſing 
Sun beating upon his Robe, he ſhined ſo bright, that all thoſe that beheld him were 
ſcized with reverence and fear. ' Whereupon, a company of baſe Sycophants ( whoſe 
flatteries do uſually poyſon the hearts of Princes) cried out thus ; Be merciful unto us ; 
hitherto we have feared thee as a man, but henceforward we will confeſs and acknowlede 
thee to be of a Natare more excellent than mortal Frailty can attain unto. Agrivpa reprov. 
ed them not for uſing theſe words ; neither rejeCted he their palpable and deteitable 
Flattery as he ought to have done. Bur not long after, he looking upwards, perceiy. 
ed an Owl over his head, pearched upon a cord, and knew preſently, that he was but 
a meſſenger of his misfortune; whereas formerly he had denounced unto him his felicity, 
and conceived thereupon a moſt hearty and inward grief : And mT he was ſeized 
with a terrible griping in his belly, which began with very great vehemency : For 
which cauſe, turning his eyes towards his friends, he ſpake unto them after this man. 
ner : Beho/d him (aid he) whom you eſteem for a God, condemned to die; and deſtiny 
ſhall apparently convince you of thoſe flattering and falſe ſpeeches, which you have lately uſed 
in my bthalf': For I, whoby you have been adored as one immortal, am under the hands of 
death. But I muſt willingly entertain that which God pleaſeth to ſend me : For I have not 


lived in obſcurity, but in ſo great and wonderful felicity, that each of you have hild me 
happy. 


Whilſt he ſpake thus, his griefs augmented in ſuch ſort, that he was brought almoſt 


to his laſt ; for which cauſe, he was with all expedition conveyed into his Royal Pa- 
lace, and the rumour was ſpread in every place, that very ſhortly he would be dead. 
For.-which cauſe the people, with their Wives and Children, put on Sack-cloth, accor. 
ding to the cuſtom of the Countrey, to the end they might ſolicit God's Mercy on the 
King's behalf ; and all the City was filled with tears and lamentations. "The King that 
lay in an upper Chamber, and looking down into the Court, ſaw them lying thus on 
the earth, could not refrain from tears. And after he had, for the ſpace of tive days 
withour ceaſing, been tormented with griping in his belly, he gave up the Ghoſt, in 
the fifty fourth year of his Age, and the ſeventh year of his Reign : For he had reign-

nour of Ceſar, whereall the Nobility of the Countrey was preſent. On the ſecond da Ti 


ed four years under the Empire of Caius Ceſar (having firſt of all governed Philip's Te. L 


trarchy three years, to which was added the Seigniory of Herod in the fourth year) and 
three years under the Emvire of C/audins Ceſar ; during whichtime he governed over 
the above-named —_— and moreover, over Fudea, Samaria and Ceſarea. His 
Revenue amounted to twelve hundred Myriades; beſides which, he made many Loans. 
For in regard he was very liberal in giving, he ſpent far more than his Revenue ; and 
{pared nor any thing to ſhew himſelf magnificent. Before the people knew of his death, 
Herod his Brother Prince of Chalcis, and Chelcias the King's Lieutenant and Friend, a- 
greed between themſelves to ſend Ariſto, one of their truſtieſt Servants, to kill Silas, 
who was their enemy, as if they had been commanded by the King. 

Thus died King Azrippa, leaving behind him a Son called Agrippa, ſeventeen years 
old; and three Daughters, one of which, that was called Bernice, was married to He- 
rod, his Father's Brother, when ſhe was ſixteen years old : The two other were Mari- 
amne and Druſilla ; this Mariamne being of the age of ten years, was promiſed in mar- 
riage by her Father, to Julins Archelaus, Chelcias's Son ; and Druſilla, which was fix 
yearsold, was promiſed alſo to Epiphanes, Son tothe King of Comagena. 

After Agrippa's death, they of Czſarea and Sebaſte forgot thoſe benefits they had re- 
ceived from him ; and uſed him no leſs deſpitefully, than as if he had been their utter 
enemy : For they reproachfully abuſed him after his death, and reviled him in ſuch 
fort, that it is unſeemly to report the ſame. Moreover, all the Souldiers, who were at 
that time many in number; went into the King's Lodging, and with one accord ſeized 
the Statues of the King's Daughters, and carried them to the Brothel-houſe ; where, 
after they had placed them, they uttered all the indignities they could poſſibly ; pra- 
ctifing ſuch ſhameful matters, as they may not be expreſſed. Beſides this, reſting them- 
ſelves 1n the publick places, they banquetted in the open Street, wearing Chaplets of 
Flowers on their heads, and pertuming themſelves with Odours, to ſacrifice to Charoy, 
drinking to one another for toy that the King was dead. Thus they expreſſed their in- 
gratitude, not only rowards their King Agripps, who had beſtowed ſo many Liberali- 
ties on them ; butalſotowards Herod, his Grand-father, who had builded their Cities, 
and to his extream charge, ereCted their Ports and Temples. At that time Azrippa, the 
deceaſed Agrippa's Son, was at Rome, and was brought up under the Emperor Claudius. 
When Ceſar underſtood how thoſe of Ceſares and Sehaſte had injuriouſly dealt with

Thoſe who inhabit beyond Joraan,had armed 
theraſelves in this manner, without the conſent of their Governours ; and had killed 
a great number of the Phi!adelphians : Which when Fadrs underitood, he was much 
diſpleaſed, for that they had not reſerved the cauſe to his hearing, and complained 
to him of the Philadelphians ; but were fo bold of their own Authority, and with- 
Having therefore apprehended fome three of them, 
who had been Authors of the Sedition, he commanded them to Priſon, and executed 
ons of them called Annibas; and baniſhed the other two, whole names were Amran 
and Eleazar. : : 

Not long after this, Tholomens the Captain of the Thieves, was allo taken, and 
bought unto him, who commanded him to be executed, for having commutred many 
bberics in [dumer and Arabia; and by this means all the Countrey of F#de2 was 
Fcarcd of all Thieves, by the care and providence of Fadvs. After this he lent for 
the High Prietts, and the Governours of Jerſalem, commanding them, according to 
the Emperour*sdire&ion, to deliver up into the Caſtle of Azton/4 the Sacred Robe, 
which the High Prieſt only was accuſtomed to wear ; tothe end, that it might be ar 
the Romans diſpoſal, as in times palt it had been, They durſt nor contradict his Com- 
mand, yet notwithſtanding, they required Fadus and Longinus (who at that time was 
come to Joruſalem with a great power, for fear the Jews, by reaſon of this Injunttion,

way. Now, whenthey cameto Rowe, the younger Agrippa (who was his Son thar 
lately died) knowing the cauſe of their coming, and being ordinarily accuſtomed 
to attend upon Ceſzr (according as we have heretofore declared) beſought Ceſar 
that he would grant the Jews their requeſt, concerning the Sacred Robe; and 
that ir might pleaſe him to ſignifie no leſs unto Fadus. On this his Petition Cluw- 
dins gave the Ambaſſadours Audience, and told them thar he favoured their ſuit; 
&cliring them to be rhankful ro 4zrippa, upon whole ſuit he reſpected them, and 
granted their Demands: And beſides this Anſwer, he delivered them a Letcer to this 
etiect,

Monobazns th? Felena, married her, and got Her with Child. Upon artime it hapned, that ſleep- 
—_— ing with her, he laid hishand on her belly, whilſt ſhe lay aſleep ; and he thought 
begetreth tw.» that he heard a voice that coramanded him totake away his hand from off her belly, 
OT leſt he ſhould cruſh the Fruir that was therein, which by God's Providence ſhould 
Monobaz and have a happy beginning, and no leſs fortunate ending. M-»nobazns was much troubled 


Ieates. at this voice, and as ſoon as he awoie, hetold it to his Wife 3 and afterwards, when 


the Child was born, he calied him [zates. Beſides, he had another elder Son by the M 


{ame Wife, who was called Monobazrs, according to his ownname. And he had al- 

ſo other Sons by his other Wives ; yet notwithſtanding, [zztes was moſt manifeſtly 

his beſt beloved, and ſo cheriſhed by him, as if he had been his only begotten Son ; for 

which caule, his other Brothers envied him. The Father maniteſtly perceived all this, 

- yet he pardoned them; knowing that they did it not for malice, bur for the deſire 

that every one of them had to be beſt eſteemed by his Father, Notwithſtanding, 

being afraid left ſome miſ-hap ſhould beride Izates, by reaſon of the hatred his Bre- 

{arcs ſent to Ehren bare unto him, he gave him many great Gifts, and ſent him to Abemeriens, who

until his Father's deceaſe. But on the very day of his death , Heleza ſent for all the 


Lords and Governours of the Kingdom, and Captains of all the Army, and upon their 0 


allembly, ſhe ſpake unto them after this manner : 
I ſuppoſe (laid ſhe) that you are not ionrant of my Husband”s mind, who hath de fired that

up with me ;, 1 have heard your Ambaſſadours, who wore admitted to my Preſence by his 4 


Monoba::ns being, old, and ſeeing he had not long time to live, deſired before his 
death, that his Son might come and viſit him; he therefore ſent for him, and receiv- 
4mm, in Ed him very lovingly, giving him a Countrey which hecalled Ceroz, which bringeth 
which the forth great abundance of Odoriferous Plants. In this Place was the remainder of the 
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4 Izates mioht be King in his ſtead, and hath eſteemed him moſt worthy of ſuch an honour : 
yet 1 expect your judement in this point. For he that receiveth the Sovereienty, not 
from one mans hand, but from many, and hath the ſame confirmed unto hin by their con- 
ſcat, is happy. She uſed this diſcourſe unto them to try what their intent was, who were 
there aſſembled. 'They underſtanding ber mind, proſtrated themſelves firſt of all 1p03 
the earth before the Queex, according to the cuſtom of their Country, and afterwards an- 
vered her, that they approved the King's elettion, and took pleaſure to obey Izates, whom 
his Father deſervedly, and to all their contents and the deſire of the common feople, had 
preferred above the reſt of his Brethren : alledging moreover, that they would put his Bre- 
thren aud Kiaſmen to death before his coming, to the end that he might enjoy the Kzine- 
Bp 00m with all ſecurity : for by their deaths all the fear that mi7ht grow Ly their hatred and 
ea), might be extin? :{hed. Herennto the (Mneen anſwered ; That ſhe gave them thauks 
or the favour they bare unto h:r and her Soa Wzates : notwithſtanding ſhe required then 
to ſuſpend their judgments touching the death of his Brethrea, until ſuch time as Tzaics 
him{clf ſhould gtve his confe at therenato. 

They ſeeing they might not obtain the liberty to put them to death, were of opi- 
nion that they ſhould be kept Priſoners until his coming, to the end that they migtic 
do him no harin in his ablence ; and that moreover, until is coming, there might one 
be appointed to govern the State, whom ſhe ſhould eſteem moſt truſty and taichfu! 
unto him. Whereunto Heleza condelcended, and made his elder Brother 1Monobazs 
C King, and ſet the Diadem on his head, and gave him his Father's Seal-ring, with that 
Robe which they call $zzpſ-ra; exhorting him to govern the Kingdom until his Bro- 
thers arrival. /z tes having ceriain norice of his Father's death, reſorted thither ſpece- 
dily, and receiving his Brotier Monobazns's willing lurrender, took upon him the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom. 

Whikt 7z:tcs was 1n the Fortreſs of Spaſinus, a certain Merchant who was a ]cw, 
called Azanias, having acceſs tothe Kings wives, taught them the manner how to lerve 
God according, to the Religion of the Jews: And Azanas by their means growing 
acquainted with [zates, taught him the ike, and accompanied kim into Aitab 112 ; 
being drawn thereunto by his earneſt intreaties, when /zates reſorted thither upon 11. 
D Fathers fending for. It ciznced allo that Helena was in like manner inftrutted by 
another [ew, and retainedthe Rites and Religion of the Jews. 

After that /zates came into his Kingdom, and knew that his Brethren and Kinsfolk 
were impriſoned, he was much grieved. Conceiving theretore with himſelf chat it 
would be a great impiety in him to ſuffer them to be put todeath, or kept ia priton ; 
and that on the other ſide. it were a dangerous matter for him, 1t being: t liberty tliey 
[hould remember the evil they had endured : For this cauſe he ſent ſome of them to 
Rome for Hoſtages, with their Children,unto the Emperour Claudizs, and the reſt unto 
Artabanns King of Parthia, Afterwards when he was thoroughly alſurcd that his 4 0- 
ther was wholly addiQted to the Religion of the Jews, he endeavoured the more to 
E {hew himſelf zealous therein: and —_ that he could not be a pertect Jew, ex- 

ept he were circumciſed, he prepared himſelt ro be circumciſed. Which when his 
Mother underſtood, ſhe endeavoured to her uttermoſt to hinder his reſolution, aſſuring 
him that in ſo doinz he ſhould bring himſelf in great danger ; for that in being King, 
he would draw himſelf into the diſlike of his {ubjeCts, it chey ſhould have norice that 
he was addited to a new Religion, and to ſtrange Ceremonies, and that they would 
not endure, that being a Jew, he ſhould be their King: ſo ſhe for a while by her dil- 
{waſion reſtrained him from his defire. But the King required of A4zanizs, who, ac- 
cording with. 7/e/eaxin the courle of her diſlike, threatned Tzates, that if he would 
not obey his Mother, he would forſake him, and depart from him, for that he fear- 
cd, leſt if the matter ſhould be publickly known, he ſhould ſufter ſome puniſhment, as 
being the only Author and Inſtruter of the King in undecent matters ; that otherwiſe 
he might ſerve God, although he were not circumciſed, ſince he had reſolved to live 
according to the Inſtitution and Laws of the Jews, and that God would pardon him : 
tor in this, true Religion conſiſteth more, than in circumciſion of the body, though he 
were not aCtually circumciſed, ſince the neceſlity and fear of his Subjects over-ruled 
him, By which words the King for that time was perſwaded to proceed no further. But 
alittle after (for he was not wholly altered in that afteQtion which he had) another 
Jew called Eleazar, coming from Galilee, and accounted a Learned man 1n the 
Doctrine of our Religion, perſwaded him to be circumciſed. For coming 
one day unto him, to ſalute him, he found him reading of the Books of 
Moſes, and ſaid unto him; O Kjng, contrary to your knowledge you offend the 
Lay, and Goa likewiſe ; for it ſ[ufficeth you not, that you underſtand the ſame, at n 
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chiefeſt matter you are tied unto, is to do that which the Law commandeth ; how long there. \4 


fore will you remain uncircumciſed ? And if as yet you have not peruſed the Law as touch. 
ino this point, read it now, to the end you may know what great impiety it is to omit it. 

| After the King had heard this, he would no longer defer his Circumciſion: for 
which cauſe withdrawing himſelf into another chamber, he called a Chirurgzon unto 
him, who ated that which he required; and afterwards calling his Mother and Maſter 
Ananias unto him, he told them what had paſs'd : Whereupon they grew [trangely a. 
mazed, fearing the King ſhould be in danger to loſe his Kingdom, if this aQtion of his 
ſhould come to light ; for that his Subjects would not endure, that fuch a man that 
followed a contrary Religion, ſhould be their King : They teared allo, leſt they them. 


{elves ſhould be in danger, foraſmuch as the cauſe of all this matter would be impu. | 


ted to them. But God by his Providence prevented, leſt any of thoſe things which 
they feared ſhould cometo paſs : for he delivered 7zates himſelf and his Children like. 
wife out of many dangers, yielding them his aſſiſtance intheir doubtful and deſperate 
conditions ; declaring in efte&, that thoſe that only put their truſt in him, and de. 
pend upon his Providence, are never deprived of the fruit of their Piety. But of 
theſe things we will ſpeak hereafter. 

When Helena the Kings Mother perceived that the ſtate of the Kingdom was in 
peace, and that by all mens opinion, both home-bred and ſtrangers, her Son was re- 
puted happy by the good will of God, ſhe was ſeized with a deſire to go and viſit 


the City ot Jernſalezr, and adore God in the Temple, which was ſomuch renowned ,, 


through the whole world, and offer Sacrifice of Thanksgiving therein ; for which 
cauſe ſhe beſought her Scn, that he would ſufter her to pertorm her Vows ; who wil. 
lingly condeſcended toher deſire, and furniſhed her Royally with all things that were 
neceſſary for ſucha Voyage ; giving her a great Sum of Money with her, and bring. 
ing her on her way many days journey : So that at length ſhe arrived in Jerſzlen, to 
the great advantage of the Inhabitants of that City. For at that time the 
City was oppreſſed with a grievous Famine, ſo that many died for want of 
food ; for which cauſe Queen Helena lent her ſervants, ſome into Alexandria to buy 
a great quantity of Corn, the reſt into Cyprus to buy dried Figs, who returned with 
all expedition they might ; whereupon Helena diſtributed the Victuals amongſt the 
poor, leaving a fiogular memory of her Liberality to the whole Nation. Her Son 
[zates alſo underſtanding of this Famine, ſent a great ſum of Money to the Governour 
of Jcruſalem. But hereafter I will declare what other benefits the King and Queen 
have beſtowed upon our Nation. 

Now Artabanus King of Parth;a, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had 
conſpired againſt him, reiolved with himſelf to go to Izates, for the ſecurity of his 
perſon, hoping by that means, if it were poſſible, to recover his Kingdom. He there- 
tore retired thither, and Erought with him about one thouſand men of his Kinsfolk 
and domeſtick ſervants. And by the way he met with Izates, whom he knew very 


well by his Royal Train, notwithſtanding he was unknown unto him by countenance. 


Drawing therefore near unto him, he firſt of all humbled himſelf on his knces, 
according to the cuſtom of the Countrey, and afterwards ſpake unto him after this 
manner : 

Dread King, forſake me not who am thy ſervant, neither rejeft thou my prayers. For bis 
ing dejetted by means of my misfortunes, and of a King become a private man, I have nee 
of thy ſuccour. Conſider therefore the inconſtancy of fortune, and think with thy ſelf, that by 
providing for me, thou ſhalt provide for thy ſelf. For if thou makeft no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me, divers men will grow audacious to enterprize upon other Rings, 

Thele words he pronounced with tears, and with: looks fixed upon the ground: 
When 1zates had heard 4r:abanns's name, and ſaw his humble and ſubmiſſive condi- 
tion, he leapt immedizrely from his Horſe, and ſaid unto hin, King, be of good courage, 
and let not thy preſent and perplexed condition diſhearten thee, as it thy misfortunes 
were irrecoverable, For this ſorrow of thine ſhall be ſuddenly changed, and thou ſhalt 
find a better Friend and Ally, than thou hopeſt for at this time : For either I will re- 
poſſeſs thee of thy Kingdom of Parehia, or I will loſe my own. This faid, he c2:1ſed 
Artabanus to get on Horſeback, and walked by him on foot, yielding him thi zonour, 
as to a greater King than himſelf, Which when Ar:abanns ſaw, he was diſcontented, 
and ſwareby his Honour and Fortune to come, | that he would ſet foot on ground, if 
he would not get up on Horſeback and ride before him ; whereunto he obeyed, ard 


mounting upon his Horſe again, he conduQed him to his Palace; yielding him all the 0 


honour that was poſſible, both in his Banquets and in his Aſſemblics, not regarding his 
preſent condition, but his former Dignity : conſidering with himſelf, chat ſuch calus! 
misfortunes 
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misfortunes and changes are incident to all men. Moreover he wrote unto the 


a Ir Ki furing them on his 
ans, perſwading them to receive their King Artabanus, aſſuring 

ar peer Ear that 4 would obtain a free pardon for all that which was paſt, and 
tothat intent he offered himſelf robean Arbitrator between them. The Parthians 
ave him this anſwer, That they would not refuſe to entertain him, but that they 
could not : For that one who was called Ciznamus was advanced in his Placeand 
Dignity, and that they feared leſt a Sedition ſhould happen amongſt them. Cinn- 
ms, who wasa noble and honourable minded man, knowing that their intent was 
ſuch, wrote himlelf unto Ar:abanus, who had nouriſhed and brought him up, exhort- 
ing him to return upon his Faith, and to receive again hisown Kingdom. Artabanus 
von this Motion gave credit to his words, and returned back again. Whereupon 
) mmm came forth and met him, and proſfrating himſelf before his feer, called 
him King; and afterwards taking the Diadem from ot] his own head, he ſet it upon 
Artahanus head ; who by this means was reſtored to his former eſtate by 7-145 me- 
ciation, alter he had been driven out of his Kingdom by his chicſeſt Nobility, And 
he did not forget the favours which he had received at [z4tes hands, but did hm 
all tze honour that poſſibly he cou!d imagine : for he permitted him to wear the {trair 
1::r4, and to {lcep upona gilded Bed, which isa Priviledge which belongeth only to 
the Kings of Parrhia. He gave him alſo a plentiful and grear Country which he had ta- 
ken from the King of Armenia. This Country was called N;ſibis, where in times paſt 

C the Macedonians had builded the City of Antioch, by them called Myzdonia. 

Prelent!y atter [z.ztes was thus honoured, Artabanus died, leaving his Kingdom to 
is Son Vardar's ; whorepaired to Izates, praying him tojoyn with him in that War 
which he intended to makeagainſt the Romans; but he prevailed not with him, For 
Jzates knowing the Romans force and good fortunes, imagined that he undertook a 
matter beyond his power. Beſides, he had ſent five of his young Sons to Jernſalem to 
learn our tongue and diſcipline, and his Mother likewiſe to adore in the 'Temple, for 
which cauſe he the rather held back and diſſwaded YVardaes from going againſt the 
Romans, whoſe power and conqueſts he ordinarily reckoned up unto him, tothe 
cad he might diſcourage him, and by theſe aſſertions cauſed him to give over his pur- 

Þ polcd intent of War again{t them. But the Parthian was diſpleaſed with his perſwaſi- 
on, and for that cauſe derounceda preſent War againſt /zares. But his enterprize had 
but a fruitleſs iſſue ; for God cut of all his hopes. For the Parthians underſtanding 
what /ardazes intent was, and how he was reſolved to make a War againſt the Ro- 
mans, killed him, and gave the Kingdom to his Brother Gotarz4, whom not long atter 
this, his Brother Yo/ogeſ#s killed by treaſon, reſtoring to his two Brothers by the Mo- 
thers fide theſe Provinces, that is to lay, the CNTS of Media to Pacorus who was 
theeldeſt, and Armenia to Tiridates who was the younger. : 

When Manobazus King 1zates's Brother and the reſt of his Kinsfolk ſaw how happily 
all things ſucceeded to Izates, and how inreſpett of his Piety towards God, he _ 

E honoured and reverenced by all men, they allo reſolved themſelves ro forſake : eir 
Religion, and to ſerve God after the manner of the Jews. But this intent of _ 
was diſcovered. Whereupon the chiefeſt among them grew diſplealed ; yet they di 
not manifeſt their deſpite, but kept it hidden in rheir hearts, expecting lome fit oc- 
calion to revenge themſelves as ſoon as they might. They wrote alſo to Abi King 
of Arabia, and promiſed him great ſums of Money, if he would take y ordgce 
their King, promiſing him upon the firſt us, they would forlake him, for _ r ey 
defired to be revenged on him for having forſaken their Religion. Having t _—_— 
confirmed their promiſe with an Oath, they incited him to make haſte; the King 4 
r2bia performed that which they oO and marched forth againſt _ on a 

F great power. And when the firſt charge was ready to be given, and be th ey 
came to blows, all 7zates Soldiers forſook him ; and turning their backs to t ue ene- 
mies, fled in great diſorder, as if they had been ſurprized with a panick fear ; 
yet was Jzates no way daunted ; but having diſcovered that 1t m—__ trea- 
lon and conſpiracy of his greateſt Peers, he retired alſo into his Cans whre3s rt 
quired of the Cauſe that they pretended, After he knew that they had p nos = : 
the Arabian, he cauſed the Conſpirators to be put to death : And the next oy 0 1 
went out to fight, and killed a great number of his enemies, and conſirained t Ars 
to betake them to flight. He purſued their King alſo into a Fort called Mans v = 
he battered and aſſaulted with ſuch vigour and diligence, that he took wy ame __

umph: But he took not Abies alive, for he himſelf had prevented his captivity w

| ter blaſphemous Speeches againſt thy Power. Thus prayed he with ſighs and tears, 
and God heard him ; tor the very fame night Yologeſus received Letters by which he 
was certified that a great number of Dahans and Sacans taking opportunity by his ab. 
ſence, were entred into the Kingdom of Parthia, and ſpoiled the whole Countrey. For 
which cauſe he returned back into his Countrey, without any further trouble. And 
thus [zates by God's providence was delivered from the Parthian threats.

<h up the and leſt behind him four and twenty Sons, hedied, and appointed his Brother Mon 
Kingdom to þazys to ſucceed him in thz Kingdom, requiting hereby his Faith and Loyalty, in that 
ms om guring thetime of his abſence, andafter the death of his Father, he had faithfully 
ruled and governed the Kingdom to his uſe. His Mother H-/enz hearing news of his 
death, lamented very grievoully that ſhe being his mother, was deprived of a Son that 
ſo zealoully honoured and feared God, yet notwithſtanding ſhe was comforted, when 
ſhe underſtood that her eldeſt Son was to ſucceed him in the Kingdom, and haſted 
with all diligence to go and meet him.

At that time there happened a great Famine in Fewry, during 
which, Queen H-lexa lent huge Sums of Money into A-2ypr, and bought Corn,and d1- 
{tributed the ſame to thoſe that were in want, according as | have ſaid before, At 
the ſame time Jaxes and Simon, the Sons of Judas of Galilee, who had buſied them- 
ſelves to incite the people to reſilt the Government of the Romans, were put todeatl 
at ſuch rime as Cyrcazzs valued each mans Goods, as we have heretofore declared.

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CHAT I. 
4, The horrid Inſolence of a Roman Souldter, cauſ:th the death of twenty thouſand Jews: 
Another Souldier's Inſolence. | : 

T the time of the Feaſt of Paſcha (during Which time the Fews are accuſtomed to 
feed on unleavened Bread) a great number of people aſſembled themſelves from 

all parts, to the City of Jer»ſa/em. Whereupon Cumanz fearing left by this occaſion 
there ſhou!d ariſe ſome Commotion, he gave order that a'Company of his Souldiers 
ſhould be armed, and ſhould keep their Guard in the Porches of the Temple, to the 
end, if any trouble ſhould happen, they might repreſs it. Thoſe Governours, who 
had been his Predecefſors, had done the like in ſuch manner of Aſſemblies. It came 
io paſs, on the fourth dav of the Feaſt, that a certain Soldier diſcovering thoſe Privi- 
ties which were undecent to be ſeen, {hewed them before the people ; wherewith 
they that beheld the ſame were much diſpleaſed and provoked, ſaying, that the dit- 
honour was not done to them, butto God. And ſome of the boldelt of them uttered 
certain Speeches againit Cumanus. ſaying, That the Soldier was ſet on by him ; which 
when C:manus underſtood, he was in like manner grievouſly offended, in regard of 
thoſe Injuries ; yet exhorted thoſe, whom he ſaw roo forward, ro keep the Peace, 
for fear leſt a Sedition ſhould ariſe during the time of the Feaſt : And ſeeing they 
would no ways obey him, but contrariwiſe they ceaſed not to injure and revile him, 
he commanded that all the Forces he had ſhould be in Arms,and retire themſelves in- 
to the Fort of 4»t0xia,that was near unto the Temple, as we have heretofore declared. 
The neop!e ſeeing the armed Soldiers, were afraid, and began to fly ; and becauſe rhe 
places thorough which they iſſued, were but narrow, they imagined that they were 
pucſued by their enemies ; ſo that they thruſt on one another in their flight, and divers 
of them were thronged to death. In this mutiny there died twenty thouſand men ; 


' and after this, inſtead of a Feaſt, there was nothing but mourning; and without be-

thinking themſelves of their Prayers and Sacrifices, all of them began to weep and 
lament, So great a miſchief ſprung from the inſolence of one Soldier. 'This firſt Lamen- 
tation was {carcely finiſhed, before a ſecond ſucceeded the ſame. For ſome of thoſe 
who had a part in this Mutiny, being about a hundred ſtades from the City, robbed 
one Stephen, that was Ceſar's Servant, in the High-way, and rook from him all char 
which he had : Which when Cumanrs underſtood, he preſently ſent ſome of his Sol- 


c1ers to ſpoil thoſe Villages,which were neareſt to the place where the Fact was com- ; 


mitted, and to bring the chiefeſt Inhabitants thereof in Bonds unto him. Inthis pillage

if they did not lay down Arms, and return peaceably to their own homes, they would 

be the caule of their Countrey's utter ruine ; that they ſhould ſee the Temple burnt 

before their eyes, and themſelves, their Wives and Children, made Slaves.

ransaccuſethe that their loſs did not ſo much trouble them, as for that they ſaw the Romans were

Qundrarys Competent J udges; yet, nevertheleſs, that they aſſembled themſelves, as if the Ro- 
mans were not their Superiors. For which cauſe they addreſſed themſelves to him 


tothe end, they might have redreſs of thoſe wrongs which they had received by them. 0 


This is that wherewith the Samaritans charged the Jews, who anſwered to che con- 
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Atrary, alledging that the Samaritans themſelves had been the Authors of that mu- 
tiny and uproar z and that Cumanrs being wholly corrupted by their money, had 
ſmothered the matter, and done no juſtice on the murtherers. When Qradrarus 
heard this, he reſerved the judgment till another time, telling them that he would 
give ſeritence in the matter when he came into Judez, and had examined the truth on 
both ſides ; fo that they returned without doing any thing. 

Shortly after, Qradratys came into Samariz, where he heard that the Samaritans 
had been the Authors of the trouble ; and on the other ſide knowing that ſome Jews 
likewiſe intended ſome inſurreftion, he cauſed them to be crucified, whom Cum 1s 
had left in priſon. From thence he tranſported himſelf to Lydda, which is a Burrough of 
no leſs bigneſs than a City ; in which place he ſitting on his tribunal Seat, heard the 
Samaritans the ſecond time, and diſcovered by the report of a certain Samaritan, that 
one Dortas, one of the chiefeit among the Jews, and four other his Confederates, in- 
duced the people to rebel againſt the Romans. Q2y44ratus cauſed them to be execu- 
ted. As for Ananizs, who was the High-Prieſt, and the Captain .4na»rs, he ſent them 
bound to Rome, to render an account to the Emperour Clandins of that which they 
had done. Moreover, he commanded the chiet Governours both of the Samaritans 
and Jews, that they ſhould ſpeedily repair to Rome ; whither Cymanss and Capiain 
Celer ſhould condutt them, to the end they might be judged by Ceſar himlelt, upon the 
information taken on both ſides. And tearing leſt the common people of the [ews 
C ſhould break out into ſome Rebellion, he repaired to the City of Jern/al:m, to give 
order that the Jews ſhould attempt to raiſe no new ſtirs ; but when he came thither, 
he found all in peace, and buſfied in the celebration of the Feaſt, and offering $a- 
crifices to God, according to their accuſtomed Ceremonies. Being therefore a{lured 
that no man would rebel in that place, he left them to their ſolemnities, and repaired 
to Antioch, 

But the Jewsthat were ſent to Rome with Cumanrs and the principal Samaritans, had 
a day aſſigned them by the Emperour to decide the difterences that were between 
them. Cumanns and the Samaritans endeavoured all that they might by the media- 
tion of Ceſar's friends and free-men, to have the upper hand of the Jews ; and indeed 
pthe day had been theirs if young 42ripps had not been at Rome. For he ſceing that 
the matter was handled to the diſadvantage of the Jews, beſought Azripprna the 
Emperour's Wife, that ſhe would prevail fo with her husband, that he would be plea(- 
ed to take full knowledge of that which was done; and that afterwards he ſhould 
execute due juſtice on thoſe whom he found guilty of that ſedition. C/andizs favour- 
ably gave ear to this requeſt ; and hearing the whole matter, he. found that the Sa- 
maritans were the firſt Authors of all thoſe miſchiets, and cauſed them to be put to 
death who came before him to plead, 2nd baniſhed Cymanrs : He gave order alſo 
that Captain Celer ſhould be ſent back to Jeryſalem, and that there in fight of all 
the people he ſhould be dragged about the City, until he died. He ſent Claudins 
Felix, Pallas Brother, to govern Fudea. 

In the twelfth year of his Reign, he gave Agrippa, Philip's Tetrarchy, with Batanea; 
and beſides that, added thereunto Trachonits and Abila, which in time paſt appertain- 
ed to Lyſanias Tetrarchy; taking from this, the Province of Chalcis, which he had go. 
verned for the ſpace of four years. After that Azrippa had obtained this gift at Ce/ar's 
hands, he married his ſifter Dr»ſil/a to Azizns King of the Emeſſenians, who conſent- 
ed tobe circumciſed, becauſe Ep:phanes, King of Azt:ochus Son would not give ear unto 
the marriage, for that he refuſed to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paſt he had promiſed his Father no leſs. He gave Mariamre to Archelans, Chelcizs 
Son, who by her Fathers conſent was formerly promiſed him, on whom he begat a 
F Daughter called Bernice. A little after this, the Marriage of 42/245 and Druſilla was 
broken off on this occaſion following: When Felix governed Jewry, he ſaw Dr-ſi//z 
and fell in love with her, ſhe ſurpaſſing all other women in Beauty. He therefore 
ſent a certain Magician called Simon, who was born in Cyprus, and one of his great- 
eſt friends among the Jews, who perſwaded her to forſake her firſt Husband, 2nd to 
marry Felix, giving her to underſtand that ſhe ſhould be happy, it ſhe refuſed not 
this match. She unadviſed, and reſolved to rid her ſelf from the hatred which her 
Siſter Bernice bare towards her ( who hated her in regard of her beauty, and for this 
cauſe ceaſed not to injure her) condeſcended to forſake the _ of the Jews, and 
to marry Felix, by whom ſhe had a Son called Agrippa; whole death hereafter I will 
G declare, and how in the Emperovr Tt«ss his time he died, and was burned in the 
fire of the Mountain Veſuvirs with his Wife. Bernice remained a Widow, very 


long after Heroa's death, who was both her Uncle and her Husband, and'the report 
was 
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was that ſhe had the company of her Brother. el | 
Polemon King of Cilicia cauſed himſelf to be circumciſed, to the end he might marry 
her, purpoſing by chat means to make i. known how fallly ſhe had been aCCuled, 
Whereunto Po/emon gave ear, becauſe ſhe was rich. But this Marriage continued nor 
any long time : For Bernice through her impudency, as it is reported, abandoned 
Polemoz, who giving over that Marriage, forlook allo the Religion of the Jews. At 
the ſame time Mar/amme having forſaken Archelius her Husband, married Demetrius, 
one of the chiefe!t Jews that were in A4/-x4ndria, both 1n regard of his deſcent, as al. 
{o his riches ; who at that time alſo exerciſed the ottice of 4/ubarcha, that is to lay, the 
Governour of Arabia. She cauſed the Son ſhe had by him to be called 4grippzuus. 
Bur of all this I will ſpeak more exactly herealter. | | 

The Emperour C/andins died after he had reigned thirteen years, eight months 
and twenty days. Some ſay that he was poyſoned by Agrippina his wite, the daughter 
of Germanicnhs, Clandins's Lrother. She was firſt married to Domitins /Anobarbus, one 
of the greateſt men of Rome; after whole death, and Ieng Widowhood, ſhe was at 
length married to C/:1d75, into whole houſe ſhe brought her Son, called Domitins, b 
his own Fathers name. C/:::45 had put Meſſalina his Wite to death, for the jealouhe 
he had of her ; although he had had children by her, namely Britannicus and Otts- 
via: And for his daughter Antonia, who wasthe eldeſt of all his children, and begot- 
ten on P.etiza one of his former Wives, ſhe was married to Nero, whom Claudins fo 
named and adopted for his $0n. Agrippina, feared lelt Britannicus, growing to mans 
eſtate, ſhould ſucceed his Farker in the Empire, and delirous to make her own Son 
Empcrour, as is reported ; ſhe lett nothing unattempted that might bring her Huſ: 
band to his death ; and pref.ntly ſent Byrras, who was General of the Army, with 
ſor.c otherCaprains,and thoule of the greateſt power among other his free-men,to brin 
Nero into the iie'd, and proctaim him Emperour, He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
Empire, cauſed Britaznicns tobe ſecretly poyſoned ; and no: long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yickling her this recompence, not only for 
that ſhe had born him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had obtained 
the Empire. He likewile murthered OZ2via his wite, the Emperour C/audins*s daugh- 
ter, and divers other Noble;nen, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended apainſt 
him. But I will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne. 
ro's Hiſtory ; of whom ſome have no regard of the truth, but have ſpoken at their 
pleaſure, for that he had been their B-nefactor : Others tranſported with hatred and 
deſpite againſt him, having not been aſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudent lies againſt his 
renown, that they deſerve co be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented ſo many lies againi't Nero, confidering that 1n thoſe Hiſtories which they 
wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occalion to hate them, conſidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part, I am relolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my felt to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my 


purpoſe ; neither wil! I treat in particular, but of what relateth to my Country, with- M 


out diſſembling our own faults, any more than the afflictions that they brought upon 
us. TIwillthereiore return to the diſcovery of our Aﬀairs. Azizs King of Emeſene 
being dead the firſt year of the Emperour Ner's reign, his Brother obtained the 
Kingdom : Ariſtobulus the fon of Herod King of Chalcis, had the Government of the 
leſſer Armenia trom Nero, who gave Azrippa a certain portion of Galilee, commanding 
thoſe of Tiberias and T arichea to live under him. Beſides this, he gave him Julias, 
ſituate beyond Jordan, with tourteen Burroughs near adjoyning thereunto.

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Felix, Governoar of Judaa, cauſeth Eleazar the High-Prieſt to be murthered; and his 
Murtherers commit other Murthers, even in the Temple.

Ut the aitairs of Jude grew daily worſe and worſe : For the Country was ſtored 
again with Thieves and Inchanters, who deceived the common People. Fzlix ap- 
prehended many of them daily, and cauſed them to be executed. He took Eleazar 
allo the Son of Dizeus, who was Captain of thoſe Outlaws and Thieves that ranged 
in

At length ſhe wrought ſo much, that T 
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4inthe Countrey. F#lix had given him his word, that he ſhould no ways beendan- 
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gered ; whereupon he came and ſubmitted himſelf, and was preſently fettered and 
ſent to Rowe. Whereas the Governour hated extreamly Jonathan the High Prieſt, 
becauſe he uſed to find fault with him for his mil-behaviours, leſt he ſhould be blamed 
for him, becauſe it was through his means that the Emperour had made him Gover- 
nour ; he reſolved to make an end of him ; there being nothing more unſufferable to 
the wicked, than to be rebuked. To compaſs his deſign, he bribed a man called Do- 
74, who was born in Jer»ſalem, and was one of thoſe in whom Jonathan repoled his 
zreateſt truſt ; to bring in certain Thieves to murther Jonathan; who willingly liken- 
2d to his demands : and deſirous to gratife the Governour, by this means that enſu- 


3 «tl, brought that to effect whicl he had intended, There were certain Thieves that 


came up to Jeruſalem, under Colour of Devotion; who carrying their Swords cloſe 
hidden under their Garments, accoſted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let ſlip, andnot puniſhed ; from that day forward, the Thieves reforted 
boldly ro ſolemn Feaſts, having their weapons hidden under their garments, and 
thronging in among the people, killed fome of thoſe who were their Adverſaries and 
others, to pleaſure thoſe who l;ad hired them with ready money to rid them of rhole 
they mii-liked, And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but in the Temple 
likewiſe ; where they killed ſome who little ſuſpetted that any imptery ſhould be com- 
mit:ed in that place, tor my own part, Ithink that God hath deitroyed our City, in 


C deteſtation of that lmpiety : and for that he accounted the Temple impure, he hath 


ſent us the Romans, who hath fer it on fire to purge the City, and make us ſlaves, with 
cur Wives and Children; intending thereby to teach us Wiſdom by our own mileries. 
Thus was the City filled with theſe Thefts and Murthers, And as for the Enchanters 
and deceivers, they perſwaded the common people to follow them into the Deſart, 
promiſing them to ſhew them {igns and miracles done by the power of God ;. where- 
unto divers gave ear, and at laſt fuftered the penalty of their tolly : For Felix recal- 
ling them back again, puniſhed them. 

Ar the ſame time there came a certain man from Egypt to Jernſulem, who termed 
himſelta Prophet ; who incited the common people to tollow him ro the Mount called 
0/rvet, firuate not far off from Jeruſalem, and only diſtant ſome five furlongs from 
thence ; telling them, that from thence he would make them ſee the Walls of the City 
fall unto the ground, by which way he promiſed to give them entry ; Which being 
reported to Fez/ix, he cauſed the Soldiers to arm themſelves ;. and departing out of 
Jeruſa!:» with great ſtore of Horſe and Foot, he ſet upon them, and killed tour hun- 
dred of them, and took two hundred alive ; as for the Egyptian, he eſcaped out of 
the skirmiſh, and no man knew what became of him. The Thieves allo, incit:d the 
people anew to make War againſt the Romans, telling them that they ought not ro 
yield them obedience ; and they burned and ſpoiled divers of thoſe Boroughs which 
oppoſed themſelves againſt them. It chancedalſo, that the Jews that inhabited Ceſa- 
--, Mutined againſt the Syrians that were in the ſame City, in that they ſtroveto 
tave an equal Authority in the Government of the State as well as they. The Jews 
pretended the Title of Superiority, becauſe that Herod, who was a Jew; had builded 
the City of Ceſarea ; on the other ſide, the Syrians owned the Jews ſayings to be tru: ? 
bur they replied alſo, that Czſarea was formerly called che Tower of S:z70z, and that 
at thattime there was not one Jew that inhabited the ſame. Which when the Gover- 
nours of that Countrey heard, they laid hands on the Authors of this Sedition, as well 
of the one, as of the other party, and gave them the Baſtinado ; pacifying by this 
means, the trouble for a little ſpace. For the Jews once more being putied up with 
their Riches, and contemning the Syrians, injuriouſly reviled and provoked them : On 


ptheother ſide, the Syrians being weaker in ſubſtance, but as great in heart(by reaſon the 


vZreateſt number of thoſe that bare Arms with the Romans, were Czlareans and Seba- 
tens) at ſome times break out into opprobious ſpeeches againſt the Jews ; and at 
length the quarrel grew to that heat, that they caft ſtones at one another, ſo that on 
both ſides divers of them were both killed and hurt ; yet the Jews had the upper hand. 
Felix perceiving that this debate might breed a War, came in between them, requt- 
ring the Jews to deſiſt from further violence, and commanding his Souldiers to beat 
cown thoſe who would refuſe to obey him ; by which means a great number were kil- 
l&d, and divers taken Priſoners. Moreover, he gave his Soldiers liberty to ſpoil, and 
19 divers very rich houſes. The other Jews, who, beſides their Authority, were re- 


G 19wned for their moderation, fearing leſt the like miſery ſhould befall them, beſought 


Felix to ſound a retreat, and to call in his Soldiers, and to ſpare that which as yer re- 


mained, being ſore grieved ar that which had happened ; to which FOO a. 
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FA_AIFTD ſcended. At the ſame time King Agrippe gave the Prieſthood to 1/h-zae!, the Son of K

» & Rv- reputation with him. Furthermore. two of the chietelt among the Syrians wrought 

9% 1+ Berillus, who had ſometimes been Nero's Maſter, and at that time was *ecretary of 

Eſtate in the Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Vero the revocation of the 

Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiltratioa of 

the Commonweal. For which cauſe Beri{{zs ſolicited the Emperour, and obtaineda 

Letter from him, which was the cauſe of thoſe miſchicts that atterwards happened 

in our Nation; for the Jews of Ceſarea, underſtanding what Commillion the >yrians 
had gotten, were ſo much the more encouraged to make War,

Their 

tr(t Government was Ariſtocracy, which 1s the Government of the Nobility ; after- 

wardsa Vonarchy ; and at laſt a Royal Government. "The number of years wherein 

thele thirteen flouriſhed, were ſix hundred and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 

thers departed out of Egypt, under the conduct of Moſes, until the building of the 

Temple in Fernſalem by King Solomon. 

Afcer thele thirteen High Pricſts, there were eighteen others ; who after So/omor's 

time ſucceeded one after another, until the time that Vebuchodonozor King of Bubylon, 

UW. having encamped before the City, took it, and burned the Temple, and tranſported 
our Nation 10to Babylon, and led away the High Prielt Foſedech Priſoner. The time 
of the Prieſthood and continuance of theſe eighteen, was four hundred ſixty years, 
fix months and ten days; ſo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the furprizal of Jeruſalem by the Babylonians, until ſuch time as Cyrzs, King of Perſe, 
dilmilſed the Jews, and gave them leave to return from Babylox, into their own Coun- 
rey, wich permiſſion tore cdilic their Temple, there are ſeventy two years 3 and at 
th: time the Caprives being returned, Feſzzs the Son of Foſrdech, took upon him the 
High Prieſthood ; who, with thoſe of his Poſterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the tine of Aptiochrs, lur 

* WC named Erp.ztor, for the ſpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antiochas was 
the firit, v ho, with his General 7.;/:*, diſplaced 0x12, furnamed Menezes, of his 
yrieltl.ood, commanding him to be killed at Ber:th ; and after he had driven his Son 

out of the Succeſſion; he eſtabliſhed Jacim High Prielt ; who notwithſtanding, was of 
4won's Race, but not of his Family. For this cauſe 02/as, the Son of Oxias, and Ne- 

phew to the decealed 02725, retired himſelt into E-ypr 3 W here growing familiar with 
Prolozmes, Philometor and Cleopatra his Wife, he pertwaded thein to build a Temple in 

thc Contines of Heliopolis, not unlike to that of Jeruſalem, and to create a High brie(t 

nche lame ; of which Temple in Egypt, we have made very oftentimes mention.

cainit che Macedonians, they eſtabliſhed Jonathaz High Prieſt, who exereifed the Of- 

ice ſeven years ; bur afterwards he was killed in an Ambuſh, and Treaſon conſpired 
againlt him by Tryphox, as we have declared elſewhere. After him, S:»ox his Bro- 

ther undertook the Prieſthood, who was, not long after killed treacherouſly by his 
$0n-in-law ata Banquet, After him ſucceeded his Son Hircanmus ; who enjoying this 
Vignity for the ſpace of thirty one years , died when he was very old, leaving behind 

him J:4zs, furnamed Ariſtobulzzs ; who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 

both of rhe Kingdom and High Prieſthood. After that Ari//ob:1us had obtained the 

3 Royal Government, he enjoyed both Dignities one whole year. For this Jud, ſur- 
named Ar:ſtobulis, was the firlt that ſet the Diadem on his head, cauſing himleltto be 

called a King ; the which A/cx:nder did continue ; for he alſo joyned the Kingdom 

with the High Prieſthood, and reigned twenty ſeven years: And feeling himſelf draw 

ncar co his death, he left in Alexizdra his Wives hands, to diſpole of the Prieſthood 

as ihe pleaſed : She therefore beltowed it on Hircanzs; and as tor the Kingdom, ſhe 

kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her ſon Fircanns was 

High Prieſt for fo long time : For after Alexendra's death, his Brother Ariſtobulus 

made War againſt him ; and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him ; 

and nor only ſeized on the Crown, but the Prieſthood. After he had reigned three 

F years, andas many months, Pompey repaired to Jeruſalem, and took it perforce ; and 

laying hold of Ariſfobulus, ſent him bound unto Rome with his Children. After 

which, he reſtored the Prieſthood once more to Hircanms ; committing the Govern- 

ment of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in the mean {pace to wear the Dia- 

dm, Belides the firſt nine years, Hircanus governed twenty and four : But Barza- 

pharaes and Pacoras, Princes of the Parthians, paſſed Euphrates, and made war againſt 
Hircanus, and took him alive Priſoner, and made Antigonus, Ariſtobulus's Son, King. 

But alter he had governed three years and three months, Soſius and Herod took him a- 

ive perforce, and Antonins ſent him to Antioch, where he was beheaded.

INWHICH 


The Author taxeth divers Hiſtoriographers of untruth ; 
and declareth his intent, and ſpecifieth the principal points 
of this Hiſtory. 


He War of the Jews againſt the Romans, was of all other the Ty, duty of 
4 greateſt that ever was attempted in Our Age y OY heard of 73 an Hiſtorio- 
KY any other, either between City and City, or Nation againſt Na- ark and 
tion : Tet there have been ſome perſons, who ( rather building chatare piſ 
their diſcourſe on the vain and falſe reports of others, than ſhould be 
their own knowledge) have written the Hiſtory of it by hear. 
ſay; and filled their diſcourſe not only with Vanity, but 

alſo with Contradiftion. Others there are, mho, though 

Witneſſes or Attors in the ſame nevertheleſs, have according 


to their own fancy, related many falſhoods, either out of flat- 


tery to the Romans, or hatred againſt the Jews : Whoſe Writings are full of nothing 

E but Accuſations of the one, and praiſes of the other, without obſervation of Hiſtorical 
Verity, For this cauſe, I Joleph the Sox of Matthias, by Birth an Hebrew, 4 Citizen 5ſ:ph himſcit 
and Prieſt-of Jeruſalem ; who, in the beginning of thoſe Wars, bore Arms againſt the bad a hand in 


the Wars of 


Romans, and afterwards (being thereunto forced by meceſſity) was preſent at all thoſe ,;. fon 
things, which were attempted and proſecuted in thoſe Wars; have thought good to 
write in the Greek Tongue ( in favour of all thoſe who acknowledge the Sovereignty of 
the Roman Empire ) all that which heretofore in my own Language I have written, to 
inform other Nations. When theſe great Wars began, the Romans were at Civil Wars 
among themſelves : And the younger and more turbulent ſort of Jews, truſting to their 
Riches and Conrave, excited ſo great troubles in the Eaſt, to make uſe of this opportu- 
p nity, that whole Nations were in apprehenſion to be brought into ſubjeftion to them, be- 
cauſ- they had confederated with thoſe of their Nation, that inhabited the parts beyond 
Euphrates, to revolt altogether. Moreover, at that time the Gauls, who bordered 
pon the Romans, ſuffered them not to live in peace: And the Germans alſo began to 


take Arms. 


In a word, after the death of Nero, Seaditions reigned every where : ſo Afer News 


that by reaſon of the opportunity of theſe times, many went about to make themſelves timeall things 


Kings : And the Souldters ted with the hope of gain, deſired nothing more than trou- 


of trouble. 


ble ana alteraticn, Now, | becauſe theſe matters were important, the trouble I had to 

ſee the truth diſoniſed, made me take care to inform exattly the Parthians , Babyloni- 

ans, and the fartheſt diſtant Arabians, and thoſe of our Nation, inhabiting beyond 51.1, 1aq 
G Euphrates, together with the Adiabenites , of the true cauſe of this War, of all that writtenthis 


Hiſtory in the 


paſſed in it, and how it was ended ; leſt thoſe who were not preſent in it, ſhould be ignorant rioreat + 
thereof, and deceived by flattering and fabulous Hiſtorians. Tet ſome of theſe there. be, Tongue ve- 


who fore, 
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who ( beſides their falſe informations ) ſlick not to write Hiſtories, not only void of all 


truth, but alſo no ways anſwereble to the Subject which they undertake. For wherea; 
they labour to extol the Romans, and debaſe the Jews ; I cannot underitand how they 
can be hd great, who trinmph in the Conqueſt of men ſo obſcure and abjett. Na, 
whilſt they thus extol the Romans waloar in conquering the Jews, they conſider no: 
the continuance of the War, nor the multitude of the Roman Forces, nor the honour 
of their Captains ; whoſe Glory is much mnpaired, if they leſſen that of the reſiſtance, 
by which the walour of the Jews render! the execution of the enterpriſe ſo difficult, 
For my own part, I am not reſolved to contraditt thoſe , who ſhall enhance the Glory 
and noble Attions of the Romcons, 1 to extol and cry up the deſerts of my owa Na. 
tion ; but my reſolution is, in all truth and ſincerity to ſet down each Occurreat, with. 
out reſpect or partiality towards either par'. In performance whereof, I will order my 
diſconrſe according to the matter 1 treat of, ana as my prief ' and ſorrow ſhall invne 
me to lament the miſeries of my Conntrey, For the Civil Diſſention , that diſmum- 
ber'd the ſame, was the canſe that brought it to confuſion : And thoſe Tyrants that 
reigned amongſt us were ſuch, who forcibly drew the Romans , with Sword and Fire, 
to effect the Deſolation of our Holy Temple. The truth whereof Titus Czlar himſc!f 
can jnuſtifie , who' deſtroyed the ſame ; who during all thoſe Wars , ſtill pitied the peo- 
ple, for that they ( as he well perceived) were kept in awe by the Seditious : And often- 
times, of his own accord, he deferred the taking of the City, and purpoſely protradted 
the Sicge, to the intent that in the mean time the Authors of the Seditions might have 
leiſure to repent ard ſubmit themſelves, Now, if any man think that I write this, as one 
that exclatmeth againſt the Tyrants, and their Depredations; or that in bewailing the 
miſeries of my loſt Coauntrey, T accuſe their Villanies too paſſionately, and thereby tranſoreſs 
the limits of a Hiſlors;, tet it be imputed to my grief, and [6 pardoned. For a- 


tnconſiaerable. 


And to increaſe Our ſorrow, 1:s mat to Foretoners , but to our own Countreymen, 
that me are to attribute the canſ* of our miſeries. Wherefore, if any man too ſevere 
and Stoical, reprehend this my L 1:1entation, tet him conſider only the deeds I recount 
in the Hiſtory which I write, and paſs over the Lamentations and ſorrows of me, who am 
the Hiſtoriogapher. I confeſs 1 have often blamed, azd perhaps with reaſon , the moſt 
eloquent Grectans ;, th:t (although theſe our moſt miſerable and memorable Wars hapned in 
their days, in reſpett whereof, all other former troubles are obſcure and of no reckoning ) 
they have reſtrained their 1ongues and Pens, to the end they might carp at thoſe with 
greater liberty, who undertake the publiſhing thereof ; whom, though in Learning and E- 
loquence, they exceed, yet they have the advantage of having managed publick Afﬀeairs. 
T heſe cenſurers of others, write the Hiſtories of the Aſſyrians and Meats, as if the ancient 
Writers had ill reported the ſame ; though indeed they come as far behind thoſe ancient 
Authors, in their manner of writing, as they ao in the deſign they had in writing. For 
ſach as, in times paſt, publiſhed any worthy Hiſtory , endeavoured to write that which 
they themſelves had ſeen ; and they were Eye-witneſſes of thoſe Affairs they committed to 
writing, they more effettually performed all that they promiſed, becauſe they accounted it 
an act of diſhoneſty to report and publiſh Lyes inſtead of Hiſlory. And truly, in my opi- 
nion, that man # worthy commenaation, who ſtriveth by his ſtudious endeavours, to Rex 
giſter, not only the Ocurrences of times. paſt, but alſo thoſe memorable events that have 
happened in his own days: And he only and truly, is to be accounted induſtrious, not 
that altereth and pruneth at his pleaſure another man's Works, but he that of himſelf com- 
pileth an Hiſtory whereof no man hath before written. For my own part ( being 4 
ſtranger ) I have ſpared no labour and expence , to declare the truth of theſe events 
in the ears of the Greeks and Romans. For, as touching their own learned men, their 


mouths are always open where their own intereſt, puvlick or private, ts concerned ; but if 


they come to a Hiſtory, wherein they ſhould both tell truth, and with great labour en- 
quire of thoſe things that are paſt; here the travel ts too tedious, the bit is in their 
teeth, ſo that they leave the matter to their performance who are uncapable and unapt 
both in ſtile and ſtudy to regiſter the Attions of Princes and great Captains ; whereby it 


appears, that the Grecjans make 4s little account of the truth of Hiſtory, as we eſteem and 
ſeek it,

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Now to diſcover unto you the Original of the Fews , what their Eſtate hath been 
in times paſt, and after what manner they departed out of Egypt ; to. ſbew what 
Countreys they conquered , and what Colonies they planted , were, in my judgement , 
both mmpertinent and to little purpoſe , conſidering that divers of mine own Nati- 
on have before my time written an exact Hiſtory of the ations of our Anceſtors : 
yet, many Greeks alſo have tranſlated theſe men's Writings into their own Tongae, 
without much deviating from the truth. IT will therefore begin my' Hiſtory in that 
time where theſe Writers, and our own Prophets have ended theirs, and ſet down 
at large all thoſe Wars that happened in my time. As for thoſe things that precede 
my particular knowledge, I will only touch them briefly, and in a word or two, Firſt, 
[ will relate how Antiochus, /urnamed Epiphanes, took the City of Jeruſalem, and 
aſſeſſed the ſame for the ſpace of three years and ſix months ; and how he was adri- 
vin ot of that Countrey at laſt, by the Aſmoneans. After this I will ſet down the 
Diſſentions that happened amonzſt Antiochus's Succeſſors for the Kingdom and how 
by this means they arew Pompey and the Romans into their Affairs. How Herod, 
likewiſe the Son of Antipater, being aſſiſted by Sofius, put an end to the Rule of the 
Aſmonean Princes: And how, in Auguſtus Czlar's time, after the death of Herod, 
and during the Government of Quintilius Varus, 4 Seaition was raiſed among 
the people : And how in the twelfth year of Nero's. Reign, the War began. What 


C likewiſe happened in Ceſtius's time ; and what Warlike exploits the Jews per forms 


ed in their firſt Attempts and Revolts ; how they ſtrengthened the Cities and Forts 
ehout them; and how Nero ( hearing of the great Overthrow which his Army re- 
ceived under Celtius their General, and fearing leſt he ſhould loſe all) mage Titus 
Veſpatian Gezeral of his Army ; who being attended by his eldeſt Son, came into 
Judea, accompanied with as great a number of Romans as he could poſſibly gather ; 
how great a number of his Allies were aefeated in Galilee ; whaz Cities they took 
ia that Province, either by Aſſault, or by Compoſition. Befides all theſe things, I will 
expreſs what Order and Diſcipline the Romans obſerve in their Wars, and how they 
are accuſtomed to exerciſe their Souldiers. IT will deſcribe alſo the places and nature 
of the Country of Galilee aud Judea, together with the Mountains , Lakes and 
Fountains thereof, with all the Properties of the ſame ;, not forgetting thoſe miſeries 
which the Captive Cities ſuffered, and how they were ſurprized. All which ( toge- 
ther with all thoſe evils and miſeries which during thoſe troubles befel my ſelf) 1 nill diſc 
courſe with all truth and diligence, the rather becauſe I publiſh them to many who are no ways 
;2norant of them. 


After this, I will ſet down how (upon the declining and downfal of the Jews) 
Nero died; and how at ſuch time as VNeſpatian had undertaken the expedition to 
Jeruſalem, he was recalled from it, to recetve the Imperial Dignity; and how whep 
he returned into Egypt to eſtabliſh that Province, the Jews began to mutiny among 


E onemſelves ; how many Tyrants aroſe among them, who hatch:d much civil diſcord 


and debate in their Government. Moreover, how Titus departing out of Egypt, 
came the ſecond time into Judcea, and ranged over the Countrey; ana how and 
where he levied and encamped his Armies. Flow, and how often, the City was wex- 
ed by Seditions, eſpecially at ſuch time as he himſelf was preſent. What Onfets he 
gave, and how many Mounts he raiſed, in begirting the City with a tripple Wall : 
lhe flrength and Proviſion of the City : The Scituation and Platform of the Temple 
and the Altars therein: The Rites and Ceremonies uſed on Feſtival days: The ſe- 
ven Purifications , and the Offices of the Prieſts: The Garments alſo of the High 
Alt which I will recount without any 
dſiumulation or ſwerving from the truth of Hiſtory. After this, I will relate what 
cruelty the Tyrants uſed towards their own Countrey men, what Humanity the Ro- 
mans ſhewed to ſtrangers, and how often Titus (who deſired to ſave both the City 
and Temple) exhorted the Seditious to mutual Amity. Furthermore, I will report 
how the people of the Jews ( after the many and grievous Calamities which they ſSuf- 
fered in the Siege, by War, Sedition, and Hunger) were at length reduced into ſervi- 
tude after the taking of that great and potent City. Neither will I omit the flagh- 
ter of ſuch as deſerted their Nation, neither the puniſhment inflifted on thoſe that 
were Captive : 1 will ſet down how the Temple was burnt azainſs Czlar's Will, and 
what an infinite Maſs of Sacred Treaſure was conſumed by the Fire, and what ſigns 
and wonders happend before the ſame : The Captivity alſo of the Tyrants themſelves , 
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and the number. of thoſe that were led away into Captivity, and what miſeries they vil — 
A 


endured: How the Romans continuing their Wars, utterly ruined the Fortreſſes ; 
their Captives: Finally, how Titus travelling through the whole Countrey , eſtabliſh. 
The Romans ed a Form of Government; and afterwards returning into Italy , triumphed witl 
y wy over ouch honour. All theſe things I have comprehended in ſeven Books, endeavonring 
Thecauſe as much as in me lieth, to avoid all occaſion of reproof from thoſe men who know

2 
ſurpriſerh /* But Antiochns not fatisfied with the unexpected ſurpriſe of the City, nor with the 
4:1. 15.c 4+ pillage and Naughter of the Citizens, was io far tranſported by his paſſions, and incen. 
The High fed with the remembrance ofthole toyls which he had ſuſtained during this War, that 
_ — he compelled the Jews to renounce their Reiigion, to forbear the Circumciſion of 
lemey. their Children, and to immolate Swine upon the Altar. The abhorrence which the 
Aut. Ll 12.6. 7: 
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chieleft and honeſteſt amongſt rhem could not refrain todeclare againſt thoſe Abomj. 
For Bacchides, who was Governour of all the Gariſons 


of F14.ca, by the appointment of Artiochns, being naturally very cruel, omitted ng oh 
oCca':on to execute his wicked Orders ; inſomuch that he particularlv tormented ſuch wi 
as were of Noble Birth and Quality ; and every day repreſented to them the freſh cat 
face and memory of the deſolation of their City. But, at length, a Tyranny fo inſup- an 
portable animated thole that ſuffered it, toatrempt the means of freeing themſelves . n 
trom it, and of executing revenge uponthe Authors. Matthias ( or Mithathias Mz 

c:b4us) the Son of Aſmonens, one of the Prizits, who dwe't ina Village called Moain; W 
2ccompanied with his five Sons and his own Houſhold, armed with Swords, ſlew Bz. th 
chides ; and fearing the power and mulcitude of the Enemy's Gariſons, preſently re- W 
tired himſelf into the Mountains. Thither relorted divers of the people unto him; by W 
which conflux, growing more cont:dent and couragious, he deſcended from the Mun- pfa 
tains, and overcoming the Caprains of Aztiochs, drave them out cf the Borders of a 
7udea. By many inſtances of ſuch happy luccels, he became fo renown'd, that he was $ 
by common conſent of the people (whom he had delivered from the ſubjeQtion of a1 
ſtrangers) made their Ruler : And whe he died, he left his eldeft Son who was call'd h 
Tad, tolucceed him in the Government. This brave Son of ſo brave a Father, could © ( 
not doubt of the endeavours which Arntiochus would uſe, to revenge the loſſes he had 2 
received; and therefore he gathered together an Army of his own Countreymen, and { 
was the firſt among the Jews that made a League with the Romans. Antiochus tailed V 


not (as he had foreſeen) to enter into Ju44 with a powerful Army ; and this great 
Captain repell'd him with a great Overthrow. And whilſt the remembrance of this 
Victory was yet freſh in mens minds, he aſſaulted the Garifon of Jer»/alem, which as 
yet wasentire ; in which Conflict he forced them to forſake the high Town, whichis 
called Holy, and betake themſelves to the lower part: And having recovered the 
Temple, he purified it, and compaſſed it with a Wall, and made new Veſſels for the y 
Service of God, and placed them there ; (becauſe thoſe that had been formerly conke- 
crated there, were prophaned) He built likewiſe another Altar, and began to renew 
the accuſtomed Sacrifice, and obſerve the Rites of Religion. 

Scarce was the City brought to its former Eſtate, but Aztiochs died ; leaving be- 
hind him Antiochus Enpator, his Son and Heir . not only of his Kingdom, but allo of 
his hatred againſt the Jews : Who having gathered together fifry thouſand Foot, and 
almoſt five thouſand Horſe, and fourſcore Elephants, entred by the Mountains into 
Jx4dea, and took a Town called Berhſara ; near which Ju42s met him, ina place cal- 
led Berhzacary, where the paſſage was ſomething ſtrait : And before they joyned 
Battel, Eleazar, Judas's Brother, ſeeing one Elephant higher than the reſt, bearing a y; 
great Tower on his back, and adorned with golden Furniture, thought Aztiochus 
had been there ; and ran from his Company, breaking the ranks of his Enemies, till 
he came to the Elephant: but he could nor reach him whom he deemed to be the 
King, he was ſo highly mounted ; all he could do, wasto wound the Elephant in the 
belly with his Sword, till the beaſt fell upon him, and preſſed him to death ; which 
att of his had no other ſucceſs but this, that by atrempring ſo great a matter, he gave 
teſtimony that he preferred Glory before his Life. For he that rid on this Elephant, was 
but a private perſon; and although Aztiochus had been there, El-azar hat atchieved no- 
thing more in this valiant attempt ; but yet he advenrured his lite, in hope to perform 
ſome great exploit. This aC of his was a preſage unto his Brother Jdzs, of the event 0 
of thardays Battel ; for the Jews fought ſtoutly, and a long time ; but yet Antiochus's 
Army (being both morein number, and more fortunate) obtained the Victory ; ww 
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Mug afier the loſs of many of his company, fled.to the Gophonites, with thoſe of his 

ide who eſcaped. Antiochus advanced afterwards to Jeruſalem, from whence after 
ſome ſtay he departed for want of Proviſions, leaving a ſufficient Gariſon there as for 
the reſt of his Army, he led them for their Winter-quarters into Syr/4. But notwith- 
tanding the King's departure, Judas reſted not ; but encouraged by many of his Na- 
tion, who daily came to him, and gathering allo togetier thoſe who eſcaped out of 
the former Bartel, he fought with the Forces of Antiochus at a Viilage named Adaſi ; 
where after many proofs of his valour in aſſaulting and ſlaught-ring a great nuini- 
ber of his Enemies, he himſelf at length was {ſain ; and within a fews days after, 
his Brother John allo was betrayed, and ſlain by their Treachcrics who tavourcd 


B Antiochus. 
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CHAP. IL. 


The Succeſſion of Princes from Jonathan ro Ariſtobulus. 


Fter Judas,lucceeded his Brother Jozathan in the dignity of Prince of the Jews. He 


carefully ſtudied the Peace and Security of his Peopic,and fortified himiclf by the 7; 


friendſhip of the Romans,and was reconciled to Axtiochs his Son; yet did not all chele 

C things procure his ſafety. For Tryphon(who was Tutor to the young: Antioch )laying 
wait for him, and ſeeking to ſpoil him of his friends, took Jonathan at ſuch time as he 
came with a ſmall company to Arntiochns who was at Prolemits, and binding him, led 
an Army againſt Judea: From whence being repulled by S:»z07, Jonathan's Brother, 
in diſpleaſure and revenge thereof he ſlew Jonathar. ; 

But $/430x valiantly beſtirring himſelf in the Condutt of the allairs ofthe Common- 
wealth, took Zara, Foppe and Jamnia (which were bordering Towns) and overcoming 
the Gariſon of Accaron, he deſtroyed the City, and afliſted Antiochus againſt /ryphon, 
who beſieged Dora, before that expedition which he made againſt rhe Medes. Yet 
would not the greedy mind of the King be ſatisfied, notwithſtanding Sip had thus 

pfaithfully ſerved and affiſted him to the ruine and death of Tryphon: bur ina ſhorttime 
aſter, he ſent Cendebens (the General of the Army) to haraſs and ſpoil Judza, and to take 
$:mon Priſoner. But S:-0n, though very aged, acted both youthfully and valian:ly, 
and ſent his Sons before with the molt relies men he had againſt Antochus, and 
himſelf with the reſidue of his Army, aſſaulted another quarter of the Encmies 
Camp ; and having laid many ambuſhes in the mountains, he obtained a great vi- 
Qory. ' After which he was made High Prieſt, and delivered the Jews trom the 
ſubjection of the Macedonians, under which they had been two hundred and ſe 
venty years. Finally, by the treachery of Prolozpey his Son-in-law, he was murthe- 
redata Banquet ; who impriſoning his Wite and two Sons, ſent certain men to kill 
his third Son Fohr, otherwile called Hircanus. But the young man underſtanding 
the deſign, fled to Jeraſalem, accompanied with a great multitude; for he greatly ho. 
ped that the people would remember his Father's prowels,c[pecially becauſe Pro/om:y's 
iniquity was hated of all men. Prolomey allo haſted ro enter the City at another gate : 
but he was ſpeedily repulſed by the people, who had already received Hircins. For 
which cauſe he preſently retired himſelf into a Caſtle named Dagozy, ſituate beyond 
Jericho, 
: After that Hircanus had obtained the office of High Prieſt , which was left him by 
his Father, and had offered Sacrifices to God ; he led forth his forces with all ſpeed to 
belicpe Prolozzey, hoping to deliver his Mother and Brethren that were derained 

F Priſoners there by him. His tenderneſs of nature was the only obſtacle that hinder'd 
him from forcing the Caſtle. For when Prolomey perceived himlclt robe in danger, 
he brought Hircanus's Mother and Brethren upon the walls, and beat them, where he 
might behold them in their torments, threatning to caſt them down from the wall, ex. 
cept Hircan:zs would preſently depart. How great ſoever the indignation of Hiya: 
was, it was forc'd to give plate to the affeQtion he had tor perſons ſodear tohim and to 
his compaſſion of ſeeing them ſuffer. But his Mother being no way diſmayed with 
the ſtripes which ſhe endured, nor with the Death wherewith ſhe was threatned, 


lifted up her hands to her Son, beſeeching him that he would not in regard of 


her miſeries be moved to ſpare ſo impious a perſon ; for ſhe ſhould eſteem her Death 
G happy, if ſo be Pro/omey might receive juſt puniſhment tor the villany which he had 
impiouſly committed againſt their houſe. Hircanns leeing the reſolute mind of his 
Mother, and hearing ber entreaty, was moved to aſſault the Caſtle ; bur firaightway 
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Ariftobulns 


famiſherh his yen over toall kind of Cruelty, that he not only kept her Priſoner in Bonds, but alfo

w#* very dear» dom. For by reaſon of certain ſcandalous ſlanders, which his envious and malignant 


ſceing her beaten and torn, he relented with compaſſion, and his mind agitated with gir.; 
ferent Sentiments, was full of confuſion and trouble. By which means the SIegeconti. | 
nued long, and the Jubilee year was come, which falleth out every ſeventh year, Pry. 
lomey was no ſooner delivered from the Siege by this occaſion, but he put Hircayyp, 
Mother and his Brerhren to death, and afterwards fled to 2X0, the "Tyrant of Phy, 


In the mean while, Artioches, to be revenged for the Victory which Sizoz had py 
over his Generals,entred with an Army into Fadea,and beſieged Hircany in Jeruſalem: 
who opening the Sepulchre of David (who had been one of the richeſt of all the King, 
of Jude) took more than three thouſand Talents from thence ; of which he gave three 
hundred to Aztiochns, and fo obliged him todepart the Countrey. This Hiacans Was 
the firſt Prince that entertained Foreign Soldiers. But ſoſoon as 4ztiochizs had bent his 
Power and Forces againſt the Medes, he took that opportunity to revenge himſe: 
and preſently aſſaulted the Towers of Syria ; aſſuring himſelf, he ſhould find them(z 
indeed they were) void of Soidiers to defend them. He made himſelf Maſter of 1;.. 
daba, Samea, Sichem and Garizim, and ſubdued the Cutheans, who inhabit the place, 
adjoyning to the Temple, that was built in imitation of that which is at Jeruſalsy 
Moreover he took many Cities of 14umea, and amonglt the reſt, Doren and Mari, 
and coming into Samaria (which Herod afterwards rebuilt, and called Sebafte) he he. 
ſieged it on every (ide, and left his two Sons, Ariſtobulre: and Antivon:s, to COntinys 
the Seige : they omitted nothing to the purpoſe ; and there came fuch a Famine in the 
City, that the [nhabitants were conſtrained to eat very unaccuſtomed Meats. In this 
extremity, they deſired aid of Antiochrs, ſurnamed Spondins, who ſpeedily came to re. 
lieve them : but he was overcome by Ariſtobulus and Anticonus, and was purſued by 
them to Sc3chopolis, whither he retired himſelf, But they, returning a91N to Samari; C 
ſtraitned the City ; and at laſt, raking it by force, deſtroyed the ſ1me, and led away 
their Inhabitants Captives. Whilſt thus fortune favoured them, . they ceaſed not to 
purſue their good ſucceſs, but led their Army beyond S:ychopolis, and ſhared between 
them allthe Land of Mount Carmel. | 
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CHA P. IE 
Of Ariſtobulus, Antigonus, Judas, Eſſxus, Alexander, Theodorus, and Demetrius, 


=D Felicity and good hap of Hircanm and his Sons, was accompanied withthe 
; envy of many ot his Countrey-men ; and their diſcontent was the cauſe of an 
open Rebellion: For divers of the Jews riling up in Armsagainſt them , were {o much 
over-ruled by their ambitious paſſion, that they could not contain themſelves fromthe 
proſecution of an open and bloody War; wherein, notwithſtanding, they were put to 
the worſt. From that day forward, Hircanws palled the remainder of his Life in all 
Tranquility andHappinels;and after he had governed theCommonwealth for the ſpace 
of thirty and three years, he departed this Life, leaving behind him five valiant Sons. 
He was a man of more than ordinary felicity, being poſſeſſed of three excellent endow- 
ments together ; For he was the Prince of his Countrey, High Prieſt, and a Prophet, 
to whom God ſpake, and gave him the knowledge of furure Accidents. He foreſaw, 


(whoſe ends are worth rehearſal, being very different f: om their Father's felicitys) for 
the eldeſt Son Ari/tobulzs, after his Father's death, changed the Principality into a 
Kingdom ; and was the firſt that put a Crown on his head ; four hundred twenty one 
years, and three months, after the deliverance of the People from the Captivity of B« X 
bylon. As for Aaticoaus (who was his ſecond Brother, and whom in appearance he 
icemed to love moſt entirely) he made him parteker of his Dignity, and committed the 
reſt of them to Priſon; Heimpriſoned his Mother alſo, for that ſhe had contended with 
him for the Government of which Frcanus had made her Regent. And he was ſo gi- 


put her to Death by Famine : To which Impiety he added that of killing his own Bro- 
ther Antizonus, whom he had intirely loved, and made Partner with him in the King- 


Courtiers contrived and invented againſt him, he commanded him to be put to Death, 
Upon their firſt information, Ari/obulus (ſwayed by Brotherly affeQtion) gave them no 
credit ; conceiving thoſe Accuſations to proceed from envy, rather than any good 0 
ground, But when Artizornus returned from the War, at that Feſtival time, wherein 


according 
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5 onaliien to the cuſtom of our Countrey, we celebrate the Feaſt of Tabernacles ; it 
happened that Ariſtobulus fell fick 3 Antigonus therefore, abour the end of thole Felti- 
valdays, attended with a great Equipage and Train of armed men, aſcended up into 
the Temple to offer Sacrifice, and to pray God for the health of the King his Brother. 
Hereupon,certain curted and wicked detractors repaired to the King,and told him,that 
this great Guard of Soldiers which accompanied Axtigozus, and his magnificent 
Pomp, ſhewed that he was nor contented with the Honour he had done him, 1n ailoci- 
ating him in the Royalty, but was minded to poſſels it wholly co himſelf; in which 
reſolution they ſaid he was come accompanied with {o manySoldiers,thatit could not 
be doubt: d, but that it was tomurther him,  Ariſtobulus, though unwillingly, yet at 

plaſtbeing won to believe them, deſirous to hide his ſupicion, commanded his Guard 
'to hide themſelves in a certain place under ground (himſelf then lodging in a certain 
Caſtle, which in times paſt was called Bari, andafterwards Antonia, by Herod, in ho 
nour of An!0zivs) with this Commiſſion, that if Antizonus came unarmed, they ſhould 
let him paſs 3 if otherwiſe, they ſhould Kill him. He ſent certain Meſſengers alſo to 
Ant:2c445,1cquiring him to repair untohim diſarmed : Butthe wicked Queen preven- 
red this good intent of his by a ſubtil ſtratagem complotred by thoſe that with her con 
ſpired againſt him ; for ſhe perſwaded thoſe that were to carry this meſſage,to diſcover 
nothing of what the King had commanced them ; bur to tell A»t720nus, that his Bro- 
ther having intelligence that he had brovght very goodly Armour, with other fair Fur 

C niture for War, from Galzilce, defired him to come to him, Arm d as he was, that he 

might have the pleaſure to fee him in his Warlike Ornaments. Which hen Antioons 

underſtood, (who, by reaſon of his Brother's affection, ſuſpefted no miſchiet)he Armed 
himſelf, and reſorted to him, intending to content him with his appearance. But no 
ſ5oner arrived he inthe ſtrair, which is called the Tower of S:raton, bur the Guard of 

Ariſtobulrs ſet upon him, and ſlaughtered him}; yielding by this means a demonſtrative 

teſtimony, that DetraQtion isable to deſtroy all good nature and friend{hip ; and that 

there is no union of affeAion fo great, as it can always reliſt the attemprs of envy, to 

"th this occurrence there happened a thing which cannot be too much admired : One 

T:41s, who was of the SeQt of the Eſſeans, had lo certain a knowledge of the Future, 

that his Predictions were never found tale. This man beholding A=z/20aus paſs through 

the Temple, cried out to his familiars, who attended him in no ſmallnumber(as ordi- 
narily divers of his Diſciples did : ) 4h, how happy were zt for me at this preſent, if 1 were 
dead, ſince truth is dead before me, and one of my Preaittions is found faulty my behold 

Artigonus yet liveth, who ſhould this dry have aied in the Tower of Straton, which is di- 

flint from this place fix hundred furlongs, and tis now the fourth hour of ar aay ; now 

therefore is the time, wherein my Divination ſhall be falſified. Having [poken to this 
eFc(t,the old man fate down, being altogether diſconſolate and penſive ; within a while 
after, it was told him that Antigonns was lain in a place under ground, called the 

Tower of Stratoz, being of the ſame name of that of Ceſarea, which is [cituate upon 

the *ca-colt ; which conformity of names, was the cauſe that Judas ſtaggered in his 

pes which incontinently ſeized Ari/tcbulus, for committing this hainous 

Murther, augmented his ſickneſs in ſuch ſort, that his Soul was continually troubled 

with the thought of his ſin ; and his body through extream heat of paſſion, became 

dried up ; and che grief that he felt was ſo vehement, that his Entrails became exulcera- 
red, ſo that he voided blood in great abundance, And it ſo fell out by God's Provi- 
dence, that one of his Servants, who was deputed to that Office, bearing out that blood 
which came from him, miſſed his way, and came to that place where Antigonus had 

p been ſlain, whereſtill there appeared ſome ſigns and ſtains of the blood of Hp ; 
on which he pouredout the blood of the Murtherer, Ari/tobutus : Which, whea t << 
perceived, who flood hard by, imagining that the Servant had purpoſely ſpilled the 
blood in that place, as it were in Sacrifice to the Gholt of that Prince; they cried out 
{oloud, that 4riſfoblus hearing their cry, demanded the cauſe thereof; and the more 
that each man feared to dilcover the ſameto him, the more inſtantly he deſired to _ 
derſtand the truth ; (o that at length, after he had uſed threats, he was certified of what 
had paſſed. Whereupon, his eyes were ſuddenly filled with tears; and in ater 3x 
agony of mind, he cried out, and ſaid How could I hope, but that the great ee Y, , 
Divin: M. j: ſty ſhould ſee my wicked afls, and the ſudden vengeance of my Brother s bloo 

C pſue and overtake me ? How long, O thou miſerable Boay, wilt ogg detain ; any: from 

3 being ſacrificed to the vengeance of my Mother and _ : kay Or a " _ 
ol (bh, i | o Let them take 1 : 
ingly laneniſh, in offering a part of my blood gg w 
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let not the Divine Vengeance laugh any longer to ſee the effufion of mize Entrails. This ſaid, H 


he died, after he had only Reigned one year. -- 

His Wife after his Death delivered his Brother A/exander from Priſon,and eſtabliſh'q 
him King, who was both the eldeſt, and ſeemed to be the moſt moderate among the 
reſt of his Brethren. But growing by this meaus both proud and potent, he put one of 
his Brethren to death for aſpiring atter the Kingdom ; but ſpared the other alive, for 
that he contented himſelf with a private and contemplative life. He made War alſg 
againſt Prolomey,that was called Lathyrus, who had ſurprized the City of A/oth,and put 
a great number of his enemies to the Sword ; nevertheleſs Prolomey's fide obtained the 
Victory : But retiring himſelf into the Countrey of Egypr, by reaſon thar his Mother 
Cleopatra purſued him with open War ; Alexander forcibly entred the City of Gadare, 
and the Fort of Amarth (one of the greatelt of all thote that were beyond Jordan) in 
which place T heodore, Zeno's Son, had hoarded up his chiefeſt and moſt precious Movea- 
bles, which he took, but enjoyed not long ; for Theodore ſuddenly ſetting upon him, 
recovered all that which was his;and furthermore,laid hands on the King's Carriage;in 
ſeizing which, he ſlaughtered many Jews, to the number often thouſand. But Aexan- 
der, after he had recovered this loſs, invaded the Frontire Towns upon the Sea coaſt, 
and won Rapha, Gaza and Arnthedon, which afterwards by King Herod was called 4zrip. 
pias. Bur aſter he had conquered theſe places, the common fort of the Jews railed a 
mutiny againlt him,during a certain ſolemn and holy Feaſt; (as Murtinies and Seditions 


arc commonlly raiſed at Banquets) and it is thought that he could not have prevaileda- K 


gain(t thoſe Rebels, had he nor been aſſiſted by the Piſidians and Cilicians, whom he hi. 
red to help him ; forthe Syrians he refuſed to hire, by reaſon of the natural hatred 
they bare again the Jews. Having therefore {1:1n eight thouſand of the Rebels, he 
warred upon Arabia; and overcoming the Galaadites and Moabites (and impoſing up: 
on them a Tribute) he returned to befiege Amath. But Theodorus, daunted with his 
proſperous ſucceſs, and finding the Caſtle without any to defend it, razed it to the 
ground. After this, he aſſaulted 0bo4as King of the Arabians ; who having laid Am- 
buſhments in the Countrey of Ga/a4d, in a place fit for ſuch a purpoſe, diſcomfited 
him and his whole Army, being driven into a deep Vally, where they were peſtered 
with a multitude of Camels. 

But A/exander eſcaped to Jeruſalem, where the people who had conceived a hatred 
againſt him, being encouraged by his great loſs and ſlaughter of men, began again to 
rebel ; but then alſo he overcame them ; and in ſix years ſpace, in ſundry Battels, ſlew 
above fifty thouſand Jews :!Notwithſtanding,he never rejoyced in his ViRtory, becauſe 
the ſtrength of his Countrey was conſumed thereby, For which cauſe, giving over his 
Wars, he began'to ſeek the people's favour by ſweet and mild courſes ; but they 
{o much hated his inconſtant and variable manners, that when he demanded of them 
what he ſhould do to win their favours, they anſwered, that he ſhould die, and that 
ſcarcely they could pardon him if ſo be he were dead, who had done them ſo much 


miſchief. The Jews ſent to Demerrizes, ſurnamed Encerus, for help ; who, in hopeof vj 


great Rewards, came and joyned his Forces with the Jews about Schem, being three 
rhouſand Horſe, and forty thouſand Foot : A4/-xander met them both with a thou- 
{and Horſe, and (ix thouſand Foot, that were ſtrangers, beſides ten thouſand Jews that 
remain'd faithful to him. Before the fight began, the rwo Kings ſent Meſſengers to 
one another's Army, perſwading one another's men to forſake their Colours and Ca 

tains : For Demetrius hoped that Alexander's hired men would have forſaken his ſer- 
vice, and come unto him ; and Alexander hoped that the Jews that followed Deme- 
trius, would have left Demetrius, and come to him, But when both parts perceived 
that the Jews continued obſtinate in their purpoſe, and the Greeks kept their fidelity, 


thetrwo Armies encountred ; in which Encounter, Demetrius had the upper hand (al- N 


though 4lexander*s Hirelings evidently ſhewed their ſtrength and courage. ) But the 
end of this Victory was ſuch, as neither party expeCted ; for they who - for Deme- 
trius, atter his Victory, forſook him ; and Fortune changing her Colours, ſix thouſand 
Jews fled to Alexander, into the Mountains, whither for ſafety he had betaken himſelf. 
This revolt much dilpleaſed and diſcouraged Demetrius ; ſo that he now thought, thar 
Alexander uniting his Forces, was able to give him Battel ; and he feared thar all the 
Jews would at that preſent follow Alexazder ; for which cauſe, he returned home. Yet 
the relt of the Jews, having thus loſt the help of Demerrius,would not deſiſt from their 
Rebellion : but they ſo long warred with Alexander, till at laſt (the moſt of them be- 
ing ſlain) he drave the reſt into the City of Bemezel;; and when he had ſurprized and 
{ack'd the City, he led them Captive to Jers/alem. But immoderate Anger turned his 
Cruelty to impiety ; for having crucified eight hundred Captives in the midft of the 
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"City, be killed their Wives, and the Children he maſſacred before their Mother's fa- 
| ces ; and this pitiful ſpeQacle he beheld with pleaſure, as he was a drinking, and ma- 
| king merry with his Concubines, Whereat the People were o terrified, that the night 

after, eight thouland of the contrary part fled out of the Countrey of Jude, and 
Rayed in Baniſhment during the Life of A/exander. Thus, after he had by ſuch aCti- 
ons ſought the tra nquility of his Kingdom, which he obtained not, but with long time 
and great difficulty, he ceaſed to make War againſt his Countrey.

CHAP. IV. 


0/7 the War of Alexander, Kjng of the Jews, with Antiochus and Aretas ; and of 
Ariſtobulus ad Hircanus. 


Fter this, Antiochus (wholikewiſe was called Dzonyſins, brother to Demetrius, 
A and the laſt of all the Race of Se/eucas) raiſed up new broils againlt 4/ex2nder ; 
who fearing him becauſe he had overcome theArabians,drew a deep Trench along that 
ground which lieth between Antipatris, and the Sea-colt of Joppa: And betore the 
Trench he built a very high Wa!l, and railed Towersof wood to hinder his Enemies 
paſſage. But all this could not keep out Antiochus ; who burning the Towers, and fil- 
ling up the Trenches, entred and paſſed over them with his Forces. -But not tarryingat 
that time to revenge himſelt of him who had thus forbidden him pallage, he preleatly 
marched forward againſt the Arabians. Aretas, King of Arabza, retiring himlclf into 
certain places of his Couutrey which were fittelt for delence,and returning ſuddenly to 
Batte! with his Horſe (who were in number ten thouland) ruſhed ſuddenly upon A »2/- 
oh2s's Soldiers, and found them unprovided ; fo that a hor Skirmilh began berwixr 
them; in which the Solcters of Aatiochus, whillt he lived, ſhewed themlclves valiant 
(though they were on every ſide maſſacred by the Arabians) bur fo ſoon as he was ſlain 
(who wes always ready toafliſt thoſe that were indanger) all of them fled; and the 
greateſt parc of them were ſlain in the Batrel, and in flight: As tor choſerhat eſcaped, 

D they fled to the Town of Cana, where all (except very few) died for hunger. After 
| this, the people of Dazzrſcus being incited with the hatred they bare to Pzo/o2zy the Son 
of Mezneus, {ent for Aretas, and eſtabliſhed him King over Czloſria ; who warring a- 
gain!t 7udes, and overcoming Al-xazaecr in Battel, retired upon Compolition, Alex- 
:n4:7 having taken Pella, reſorted once more tothe Town of Gera/a, in that he was de- 
firous to get Theodorns's Riches ; and took the place, notwithſtanding that it was forti- 
fed with three Walls, and that upon every Wall there was planted a Gariſon. He took 
Gazlan and Selencia, and that Town which is called the Valley of Antiochus. Moreover, 
having taken Gamala, which wasa very ſtrong Caſtle, and impriſoned the Governour 
thereof, who was called Demetrizs, becaule he was a wicked Perſon; he returned into 
E 7#/erafter he had ſpent three years in War ; where, for his proſperous ſucceſs, he was 
joytrlly received of his Nation. But no ſooner ceaſed he from War, but he tell ſick 
ofa Quartane Ague; and he thought that he ſhould drive away kis ficknels, if he em- 
ployed himſelf in ſome bulineſs ; for which cauſe, labouring undef his Diſcaſe, he appli- 
cd himſelfro War, and toiling above his ſtrength, amidſt thoſe tumults, he yielded up 
the Ghoſt in the thirty ſeventh year of his Reign ; leaving the Kingdom to Alexandria 
his Wife, fully accounting that the Jews would in all things obey her, becauſe that ſhe, 
alweys milliking and ſeeking ro hinder his cruelty and iniquity, had won the hearts of 
the People : Neither was he deceived ; for ſhe being admired for her Piety amongſt 
them,they eaſily ſubmitted to her; the rather for that ſhe was well acquainted with the 
I Cuſtoms of her Countrey, and even from her Childhood detelted them who violated 
| our holy Laws, She had by A/ex4nder two Sons, the eldeſt was called Hircanus, whom 
by reaſon of his years, ſhe made High Prieſt; and becauſe of his dull nature, ſhethoughr 
that rhough he were in Princely Authority, yet he would moleſt no man : As for the 
voungeſt Son Ariſtobalus, becaule he was of a hot {pirit, ſhe was willing that he ſhould 
cada private life. : 

Now there was a certain Se&t among the Jews, which were called Phariſees, who 
joined themſelves with the Queen : Theſe people were thought to be of the godlieſt 
lort, and to be more skilful than others, in interpreting the Scriptures; and Alexanara 
tvoured them the more, becauſe ſhe was much given to Religion, Theſe having by 

G little and little infinuated themſelves into her favour, domineer'd at their plea- 
| (ire, dilplacing, diſpoſing, impriſoning, and reſtoring to liberty whom they pleaſed, 
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the Kingdom ; leaving to Alexanara, nothing but the Expences and Care of the Go. T 


vernment. This Queen was always deſirous of high attempts, and daily ſtudied to en. 
creaſe her wealth : She levied two Armies, and hired many ſtrangers, whereby ſhe not 
only ſtrengthened her own Countrey, but alſo made her lelt feared by other Nations, 
She ruled others, but her ſelf was ruled by the Phariſees, who at lalt killed Diogenes, a 
gallant man, and highly ia favour with King Alexander ; affirming, that through his 
counſel, the King commanded thoſe eight hundred before-mentioned to be crucifed: 
And further, they perſwaded the Queen A/exandra, that ſhe ſhould put to death allo. 
thers,through whole counſel Alexander herHusband had been incitedagainſt thoſe eight 
hundred. The Queen being blinded with Superſtition, thought it unlawful to deny any 


thing which they requeſted; ſo that they put to death whom they pleaſed,till ſuch time 1 


as the chiefeſt of thoſe, who were in this danger, in humble wile came to Ariſtobulus, 
who perſwaded his Mother to ſpare ſome, and to baniſh others, who ſhe thought had 
deſerved puniſhment ; which Exiles diſperſed themſelves through the whole Country, 
Now Al: xander ſent an Army to Damaſcus, and becauſe Prolomey daily vexed the C ty, 
ſhe took 1t without doing any thing worthy of memory. She allo ſolicited Tgran:s, 
King of Armenia, with Gifts and Promiſes (who with an Army had belieged Prolemai,, 
wherein Cleopatra was) but he, for fear of troubles in his own Countrey, in that Ly. 
cull4s had entred into Armenia, withdrew himſelf from thence. 

Shortly after Alexandra falling fick,her youngeſt Son 4riſtobulzs, with his Servants 


(which were many in number, all truſty, and in the heat of their youth) got all the x 


Caſtles ; and hiring Soldiers with the money he found in thoſe Caſtles, he proclaimed 
himſelf King. But Alexandra (pitying the complaints of Hzircanus)impriloned the Wite 
and Children of Ariſtoba/us, in a Caltle near che North part of the Temple, whichin 
old time was called Bars (as we laid betore) afterwards Antonia, from Antonrus, asin 
like manner Sebafte and Azgrippins, other Ciries, were named of Ayguſtus and Agrippy, 
But Alexandradied before {he could revenge H:7canns of the wrongs which Arijtob lus 
had done him. This Queen reigned nine years, aad lett Hircanzs in poſleſſion of all, 
whom during her life time ſhe had advanced to the Kingdom. But Ari/tobulus being 
both ſtronger in power, and greater inauthority, eacountred with his Brother abour 


Fericho ; where many of Hircanus's Soldiers forſaking their King, fled to 4riftobulus 'l, 


{o that he, and the remnant that followed him, were forced tofly into the Caſtle called 
Antonia, where he found Hoſtages to redeem them, for (as we have already laid) Ari. 
obulus his Wife and Children were impriſoned in that place : And leſt any worſe mil. 
hap ſhould betide him, he concluded a Peace, upon condition that 4ri/tob»lus ſhould 
be King, and that he, as Brother to the King, ſhould enjoy ſome other Dignities. Upon 
theſe conditions they were made friends in the Temple, where inthe preſence ot all 
the people they friendly embraced each other ; which when they had done, they 
changed - and Ariſtobulus went to the King's Palace, and Hircarns to Ariſtobu- 
{us's houſe.

bility and Riches, the chief, and beſt reputed of his Nation. 
Hircanus to fly to Aretas King of Arabia, and crave his helpto ſet him in his Kingdom: 
He exhorted Aretas likewiſe toreceive Hircanss, and to help him to recover his King- 
dom ; ſpeaking much againſt the manners of Ariſtobulus, and praifing Hircauus : Ad- 
ding, that he being King of ſo famous a Nation, ought to aſſiſt thoſe who were unjuſt- 
ly oppreſſed; and that Frcanus had manifeſt injury offered him, being forced to for- 
ſake his Kingdom, which by the right of Succeſſion, was due unto him. After he had 
thus made his way, he took inthe night time H:rcanus, and fled with him out of the 
City ; and making all haſte poſſible, they arrived ſafe ata Town called Petra (a Town 
where the King's of Arabiaare accuſtomed to keep their Court)there he delivered Hir- 


canis into the King's hands, and by many gifts and intreaties, qbtained of him that he 0 


would afliſt him to recover his kingdom. And to the effeQting of the ſame, Aretas 
gave him an Army of fifty thouſand Horſe and Foot ; which power, Ari/tobulus = 
able 
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able to reſiſt, was overcome at the firlt onſer, and forced to fly to Teruſalem. Arete; 
belieged him there, and he had been (urely taken, it Scaurs, a Captain of the Romans, 
caking opportunity at thofe troubles, had not raiſed the Siege : For Pomyey the Great 
(who warred againſt Tipranes )lent him out of Armenia into Syria : And he comingto 
Damaſcus, found it newly taken by M-tel/us and Lollins , wheretore, underſtanding 
how matters {tood in 7r4ea, he haſted thither in hope of a booty. As ſoon as he en- 
trcd into the confines of the Countrey, borh the Brethren ſent their Ambaſſadors to 
him.defiring him to rake their parts: But Aritobalus having ſent him four hundred Ta: 


lents, theſe made him neglect Juſtice ; for Scauras upon receipt of that Sum, ſen Mel: | 


{engers tothe Arabians and Hrrcanns,threatning the dilpleaſure of the Romans and Pom- 
pey,except they would preſently raiſe their Stege: Whereupon Aretas bing much terri 

tied, returned out of Judea, to Philadelphia, and Scaurns to Damaſcns, Yet it ſufficed 
not Ariſtobalus, that he had eſcaped trom being taken ; but gathering all his Forces to- 
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gcther, he purſued his Enemies ; and joyning Battel with them about ”pyron, he ſlew +7: 
lix thouſand of them ; in which number was Cephalon, Antipater's Brother; but Herc 4: |

from the Romans, who had hinder'd them from receiving that of the Arabians. For 
which cauſe, as ſoon as Pompey had enter'd Syria, and was come to Damaſcus, they in 


bumble manner addreſſed him with many gifts, and made the ſame remonſtrances 10 ph 
him, that they had made before to Areras ; earneſtly requeſting him, that he wou.d * 


| conſider the violence offered by Ari/tobulus, and reſtore Hircanns to the Kingdom, to 


whom both by Birthright, and for his virtue, it was due. 


Ariſtobulus, who became confident 1n that he had gained S:aurns by Preſents, failed 
no to repair to Pompey alſo, and he went with the Equipage and Pomp of a King ; but ©? 


not abiding to debaſe himſelf,and thinking it diſparagement longer to pay him reſp<tts 
in more abject manner than beleemed a King, he returned to Doſpo!zs; W hereat Pom- 
pcy being angry, at the requeſt of Hircanns and his followers, he went againit Ari/tobu- 
{us, accompanied both with the Roman Army, and the Syrrans, their Auxiliaries, When 
they had paſſed Pel{a and Dioſpolis, and came to Corea (where the Contines of Jud ea 
begin) as they paſſed through the midſt of the Countrey, they underſtood that A4ri/to- 


D bulus was fled to Al-xandrium (a Caſtle ſtrongly built, and ſcituate upon a very bigh 


hill.) Pompey arriving there, ſent Meſſengers to him, commanding him to delcend : 
Which imperious manner of fo proceeding, appearing-inſupportable to Ar//?ob/::5, he 
determined rather to hazard himſelf, than obey. But when he ſaw that the People 
began to fear, and that his friends adviſed him to conſider the power of the Romans, 
whoſe ſtrength he was no ways able to reſiſt ; he followed their counſel, and came to 
Pompey; where having alledged many reaſons to ſhew that he had juſt Title to the 
Crown, he returned again into the Caſtle. And afterwards, being urged by his Brocher 
to come and plead his Title, he came, and returned thither again, without contraci- 
ion from Pompey : As he fluQtuated thus betwixt hope and tear, and doubted how 


; the matter would go with him, he reſolved to go to Pompey, and tell him that he 


would do all that he ſhould defire of him; but as he was 1n the midſt of his way, 
ſearing leſt he ſhould ſeem to derogate any thing from the Majeſty of a King, he 1e- 
turned back again. Pompey willed him to write to the Governours of his Towns and 
Caſtles to ſurrender (becauſe he had commanded them not to do it, except they 1e- 
ceived Letters written by his own hand:) In this he fulfilled Pompey's mind ; yet being 
angry and diſcontented, he departed to Jeruſalem, and now fully determined to 
fight with Pomp:y : But Pompey not thinking it belt ro give him time to prepare him- 


elf, followed him with all ſpeed ; and ſo much the more wiilingiy, beceul- that nzar 7 


Jericho, he had news of Mithridates his death. This is the fruitulleſt place of Juaz

Aſſociates would not ſuſſer Gabizivs (who was ſent for the money) to enter into the Ct- 
ty : For which cauſe Pompey being moved to diſpleaſure, retain'd 4ri/ovs/s in Þri- 
lon ; and coming near the City, he took a view at what place it might be calilic{t en- 
tred, for he did not lightly perceive how he could batter the Walls, they were lo 


G ſtrong. Moreover, there wasa deep Ditch before the Wall ; and hard by he beheld the 


Temple fo fortified, that though the City were taken, it might be a ſecond Retuge 


tor the Enzmy, Whilſt thus he long deliberated what to do, there aroie a Szdirion 
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">" within the City ; wherein Ar/fob:/us's Confederates thought it beſt to fight, and de. 7 
wel _ liver the King out of Priſon : But thoſe that favoured Hircanus, would that the Gates 
before Chriſt's {hould be opened to Pompey.

commanded. Pompey at the North fide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which [ h 
his Soldiers carried ; though by reaſon of the great depth, and for that the Jews mage 
reſiſtance, it was a hard thing to be done ; and it had been left undone, had not Pops. 
pey (obſerving the ſeventh day, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abſtain 
from all labour) cauſed it to be filled up thoſe days ; forbidding the Soldiers to tight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Ditch more conveniently (for it was lawf\] Bi 


for the Jews only to do what was neceſſary to ſuſtain and defend their Lives upon the 
Sabbath.) At laſt, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter'd the Walls with thoſe Engines that he brought from Tyre; but they 
were beaten back by thoſe who reſiſted from the top of the Walls, who rouled ſtones 
at them : Againſt the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in that .. 
Quarter, being ofa great and goodly building, reſiſted extremely well. Bur the Ro. * 
mans found hard work in this place, and Pompey admired the valour of the Jews ; that 
being amongſt the thickeſt of their Enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of their 
Religion ; but (as though they had had firm Peace) they every day obſerved their Ce. 
remonies, offered Sacrifices, and moſt diligently pertormed the Divine Service; yea, 
though every day they were killed at the Altar,they ceaſed not from the Lawful Rites 
of their Religion. Ar laſt, in the third Month of the Siege, _ which ſcarcely one 
Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple ; and the firft that attempted to 
climb over the Wall, was Cornelius Fanſtrs, Sylla's Son; and after him two Centurions, 
Furins and Fabrus, with their Regiments ; whocompaſſing the Temple about(while 
ſome ſought to hide themſelves, and others reſiſted) they flew them all. There were [ 
many Prieſts alſo among the reſt ; who, although they ſaw the Enemies with naked 
Swords ruſhing upon them, yet being nothing at all diſmayed therear, continued ill 
their Sacrifices, and were ſlain even whilſt they offered and incenſed in the Temple ; 
preferring the duty they ow'd to their Religion, even before their own faſety. Many 
alſo were ſlain by rheir own Countrey-men that favoured the adverſe part, and many 
caſt themſelves down headlong upon the Rocks;others 1n their furv, having deſperately 
firedall things upon the Walls, burnt themſelves for company. $9 that twelve thou- 
Twelve thou- ſand Jews were flain, but very few Romans, though many hurt : And amoneft all that 
_—— Maſſacre, there was nothing fo grievous tothe Jews, as that the Holy SanQuary 4 
Temple. (which never any one ſaw betore that time) was revealed to ſtrangers. For Pompey, 
ow and bis with his followers,came into the Temple, where it is lawful for none but the HHighPrieſt

Sanctuary: {els, and whatſoever was within the Temple. Moreover, he beheld the great quantity 
Pompey's Con of Odoriferous Drugs, which were kept in ſtore in that place,and two thouland Talents 
hes. of Holy Money ; yet did he not take away theſe things, nor any thing elſe belonging 
tothe Temple. Burt the day after it was taken, hecommanded the Sacriitans to purge 
and make clean the Temple, and to offer the uſual Sacrifice, He likewiſe conhrmed 
Hrcams made Fircanns High Prieſt (who had in all things ſhewed himſelf very forward, and eſpeci-

themſelves with Ari/obulus) and thus, hike a good Captain, he got the good will of 
the People more by love, than by fear.

But by the counſel of his Brother Phaſels ( who ſenthim 
death. word not openly to encounter Malichus, leſt a Sedition might ariſe among the People) 
he patiently permitted it ſo to be, and ſuffered Malichus to jultifie himſclf, and cele- 
brared a ſolemn Funeral for his Father : which done, he went to Samaria, and appeaſed 
the Sedition wherewith that City was diſquieted. After this he returned to Feraſalem, 
intending to celebrate the Feſtival, and having {cnt certain of his armed Vin bctorc 
him, he appointed the reſt to accompany him. But Malichrs, who feared this approach 
of his, ſolicited Hircanns to give order, that no {trangers ſhould intermingle them- 
Maliius  felves among the People, to diſturb their Devotion. But Herod contemning this Pro- 
joyncrh with hthition entred the City by night : whereupon Malichus once more came to him, 
—— and -wept for Artipater. Herod, although he could very hardly bridle his diſpleaſure, 
eth Herod by yet difſembled the ſame : and ſent Letters to Caſjz/us, wherein he complained of his 
_ i Father's death. Caſſi#s already hated Malichs tufficiently, and fo he writ again to 
ther's death, Herod, willing him to revenge his Fathers death 3 which that he might the better 
eficct, he ſecretly commanded the Captains of his Regiment to affiſt him. Now tor 
that after-the ſurprizal of Laodicea, all the beſt of the City came to Herod, bringing 
Preſents and Crowns, he appointed this for a fit time of his intended revenge: wiich 
Malichus ſuſpetting as he was near Tyre, he purpoled fecretly to get away his Son, 
who was there a pledge, and to tice into Judea. Bur deſpair of his own ſatety urged 
him to greater mattersz for he heped to incite the Jews to take Arms againſt the Ks N 
mans, Whillt Caſſazs was now bulic in the War againſt Artonizs 3, fo that he thought 
he might eaſily depoſe Hircarzs, and make himiclt King. But God prevented theic 
vain hopes: For Herod, ſuſpecting he had ſome great deſign, invited him and Hirean:

:475 out of Galilee, who had got three Caſtles in that Country. As for the Tyri4s5 that 
le 100k, he ſpared their lives, and ſent ſome away with Rewards ; whereby he got the 
good will of the City, and the hatred of the Tyrant. When Mario» had gotten into his 
hands ail Syria 3 and for the hatred he bore to Herod, took with him Arntivonrs, Ari- 
bulzss Son, and marched againſt him : and by Fabins's means, whom Antioomns had 
giined to himſelt by Money : he alſo got Ptolozry to afliſt him in this Expedition; which 
Polomy Was Father-1n-law to A4rtigonus,and furniſhed him with all neceſlaries. Herod like- trizmu

Bur the Romans brake into the City, ang 
lacked it, (where they found the Houſes ſtored with all manner of Riches; ) and the 
King leaving a Garifon at Fericho returned. He ſent likewiſe the Romar Soldiers tg 
the Frovinces which v-cre on his {icle;z to wit, [dumaen, Galilee and Samaria, that they 
might abide there till Winter was paſt. Arntigonns allo, through Silo's means ( whon 
by Money he had made his friend) obtained that a part of his Army might (during the 
VWinter time) abide at Li44a, that he might by this means obtain the favour of A.

All this time Herod was not idle, but accompanied with two thouſand Foot, and fire 
1andred Horie, he went about Idymes, and fent alſo his Brother Joſeph, leit by Anti. 
c9145's means the People ſhould rebel. And having carried his Mother, and the r&< 
of his Kindred, whom he cook from Maſſa4a, into Samaria, and placed them wher? no 
danger might betide them 3 himſelf went into Galilee to ſubdue that part of the Coun- 
try which as yet was not 1n his hands, and to expel from thence the Gariſons left by 
Antigone,” And when he was ceme to Sephoris, notwithſtanding there was a very 
great Snow, he calily took it, for the Garifon fled before he aſſaultedit 3 and finding 
there great ſtore of Proviſion, he refreſhed his Soldicrs, which now with Winter wea- 
ther were much haraſled; and then ſent them againſt the great number of Thieves 
that iafc{icd that Province, and lay lurking in Dens and Caves, and who making of- 
tun incurſions upon the Country, moleſted the Inhabitants no lels than it they had 
boen 23 Army ot Enemies.

And Herod being in a place where 
he might behold this ſpectacle, being moved with compaſſion, {tretched forth his hand 
and requeſted him to ſpare his Children: But he being nothing moved to compaſſion 
by Hero's words, upbraided Herod s meannefs of Mind z and having butchered his Sons, 
he alſo killed his Wite 3 and caſting the dead Bodies down into the Valleys, at laſt he 
caſt himſelf JIixewiſe down headlong, 

Herod having thus taken the Caves, and {lain thoſe that were in them, left ſuch a 
art of his Army, as he thought might ſuffice to repreſs any that ſhould attempt a Re- 
bellion, under the Command of Ptolomy, and returned to Samaria, carrying with him 
three thouſand Foot, and fix hundred Horſe againſt Aztigonus, After his departure, Ptolomey,Cap- 
thoſe that were accuſtomed to trouble Galilee, having now (as they thought) opportu- _— ——_— 
nity, aſſaulted Pfolomy at unawares, and killed him and having waſted the Country, 7 
retired into Mariſh Grounds, and ſtrong Holds. Which, when Herod underſtood, he 
preſently came to ſuccour the .Country, and killed moſt part of the enemies z and 
having taken all the Caſtles by force, he exacted an hundred Talents for a puniſhment 
of that revolt, to be paid by the Cities. In the mean time the Parthians being put to 
flight, and Pacorws (lain, Ventidizs, in obedience to Letters from Arntonixs, ſent Mache- 
r2to Herod with a thonſand Horſe, and two Legions of Foot, to afliſt him againſt A-- 
tions. Antigonus writ Letters to Machera, defiring him to help himz and complain- 
ing that Herod had injured him, promiſed him a great ſum of Money : But he think- 
ing it not belt to forſake him he was ſentto ſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that Herod would 
give more, would not be ſuborned by him; yet counterfeiting himſclt to be Artige- 
ww his friend, under that pretence to diſcover what Forces he had, contrary to Herod's 
counſel he went to him. But Artigonns diſtruſting his intent, kept him out of the Ci- 
ty, and like an enemy drave him away from the Walls : Machera aſhamed of what he macherss ini- 
had done, returned to Emmars unto Herod 3 and being in a rage that things fell out a- 9uity- 
gainſt his expectation, he killed all the Jews he found, not reſpeCting whether they fa- 
voured Herod or Antigonus. Herod hereat was moved, and purpoſed to be revenged AN 
upon Machera, as an enemy 3 yet he bridled himſelf, and haſted to Artonirs, to let ol rb Bong 
him underſtand Machera's Cruelty : Machera remembring how he had offended, fol- tefore Chriſt's 
lowed the King, and with many entreaties beſought him to be reconciled, and obtain- a= 
edit. Yet Herod kept on his Journey to Artorins; and hearing that he was now with 
agreat Army belieging Sarr9ſata (a very ſtrong City near Euphrates) he made the more 
haſte thinking it now a fit time toſhew his Afﬀection and his Courage, and that there- 
by he might win Aztonins's favour the more. His arrival haſtned the taking of the 
place, which Artiochus was conſtrained to deliver; for he killed a great number of the 
Enemies, and had for his reward a grear part of the Spoilz and Artorins, though before ,,,. _._ 
he admired his vertue, yet now his opinion of him encreaſed, ſo that he had a greater mireth He- 
addition of his honour, and reaſon to hope his eſtabliſhment 1n the Kingdom. rods valour.

25. bs 
till his return ; for he little truſted to Machera's help, becauſe of th&part he had play- 
ed before. But Joſeph ſceing his Brother to be far off, regarded not what charge was 
left hini, but went to Jeicho with his own Troops, and five Companies of Horſe which 
Machera (ent with him, thinking now in Harveſt time to have taken away their Corn ; 
but being allaulred by the enemies upon the Mountains, and in difficult places, himſelf 
Was there (lain, after he had ſhewed himſelf in the fight a worthy and valiant Man 3 and 
there was not one left alive of all the Roar Horſe, tor they had been newly levied in 
ria, and they had no old Soldiers amongſt them to affiſt their want of experience.

| Now when Herod had conquered his Encmies, he endcavourcd to the utmoſt to re- 
\ preſs the infolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to fee the Temple, and 
the Holy Veſſels that were therein ; but he with-held them, not only by threatnings 
and eatreaties, but alſo by force ; believing himſelf leſs unhappy to be conquered, 
than by obtaining the ViEtory, to miniſter a means whereby thole things which were 
not lawful to be revealed, ſhon!d be expoſed to the eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
alſo reſtrained the Soldiers from ſacking the City ; and told S-{1vs, that if the Remzens 
would deſolate the City both of Men and Money, they would leave him King of a 
Delart : Adding further, that he eſteemed nor the Empire of the whole World, to be 
1 recompence for ſuch a Maſſacre of his Subjets. Hereunto So9f7zs anſwering, what the

multitude of Peaſts, and thirty thouſand people ; yer the Army had no harm, for it 
jayin an open place.

For the carſe that moveth them to aſſault Hs, 15 n0t the truſt they repoſe in ther own Valour 
and great Army, but onr miſery : Tet n ho knows not that that hope tis deceitful, that is 
not founded upon our ewn Courage, but upon others Misfortunes : there is nothing aſſured in 
humane affairs, in re ſpect either of proſperons Sncceſs, or adverſe Fortune, which a man may 
erceive to alter npon all Occnrrents, as we our ſelves can witnt þ by our own experience. For 
the firſt Conflift ye were Vidtors, in the ſecond ye were overcome, and now the third 
time (ſo far as I can conjettnre) they thinking themſelves ſure of the Vidtory, ſhall by us 
be overcome. For they who miſdoubt nothing, are raſh in their Proceedings ;, whereas they 
that are fearful and timorons, providently ſeek to prevent heir Dangers : Sothat I am en- Fear piverh 
waraged to hope for Viftory, even by your fear. For when you are too confident, and a- Confidence,

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CHAP. XVL 
Of the Cities axd Monuments repaired and builded by Herod, and of his Felicity and Libe- 


rality towards SIrAangers. 


E IN the fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and encloſed twice as mnch mic obs 
{ Ground as was before about the Temple, with a ſtrong Wall, whereon he beſtowed wwrls, 3947. 
grear Coſts and Charges to beaurihe it ; as the great Porches will teſtihe, which he built 57 £647' 
about the Temple, and the Caſtle on the North part thereunto adjoining ; which he 
built even from the Foundation. The Caſtle was fo rich and ſumptuous, thar it was equal 4. 15. 
to the King's Palace ; and in honour of 4ntonivs, he named it Artonia. He built him- 5,75 ea: 

elf allo a Palace in the upper part of the City, and in it two very great Apartments, ſo ings. 

ich and admirable, that no Temple was to be compared to them : He termed one of 

them Ceſrez, and the other Agrippias, in honour of Auguſtus and A7rippias. But it was 

not oniy by Palaces that he would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize his 

Memory ; but in the Country of Samaria he built a fair City witha Wall, which was 

about rwenty Stadss in Circuit, and called it Sebaſte ; and he ſent thither ſix thouſand 

inhabitants,.giving them a moſt fertile Soil, and ſundry Priviledges. There alſo amongſt 

oher Luildings, heercQed a very fair Temple, and dedicated it to Ceſar. About this 

Temple there was a piece of Ground containing three Stades and an half. For this Te- 

Itimony of Herod's AﬀeCtion, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Country : In grati- 

mde for which, Herod ereQted another Temple of white Marble to him, near the Head 

of Jordan, ir; a place called Paninm, where there is a Mountain rifing very high into the 

Air; atthe ſide whereof is an obſcure Valley, where there are high Rocks, rhar (by 

{ponts of Water falling on them) are made hollow; ſo that the Water, ſtanding in their 

6 Concavity till they run over, faileth down with a Stream of ſuch a depth as is admira- 
ble. At the foot of this Valley, on the out fide, ſpring certain Fountains, which many The Founrain 
think to be the Head of the River Fordau ; waich, whether it be true or no, we will de- rg of Zor- 
clare hereafter. Ddd 2 At 
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At Tericho alſo (between the Caſtle of Cyprzs, and the other ancient Palaces) he 
erected other Buildings fairer and more commodious than the former, calling them af. 
Finally, there was no convenient Place in the 
whole Kingdom, wherein he cretted not ſomething in honour of Ceſar ; and havin 

in every place of his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in 5;r;, 
alſo where he ruled he did the like ; founding in many Cities Temples, which he «1. 
led by the nameof Ceſzr. And perceiving, that amongſt the Cities of the Sea-Coa 
there was one called Stratoz's Tower ; which being very old and ruinated, and for the 
ſituation thereof deſerving reparation and colt, he repaired it with White Stone, and 
built a very Royal Palace therein 3 in which Work, more than in any other, he ſhy. 
ed how great and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midſt between Dora and 
7oppa,in a Coaſt where there was no Port or Haven; fo that they who fail from pj. 
niciainto Egypt, are in great danger, by reaſon of the violent Winds that blow from 
Africa ; whole Blaſts entorce the Water with ſuch violence againſt rhe Rocks on the 
Shore, that the Waves rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 


Herod males Whole Sea tempeſtuous. But the King, by his Liberality and Coſt, overcoming nature, 


a greater Port Hiſt Stations for Ships. 
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And although the nature of the place was altogether con. 
trary to hisintent, yet he ſo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that Buildin 


-ho harm : And it was ſo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would have thoughr 


there had been no difficulty in this admirable Work. For having meaſured out x 
molt of them were filty foot long, nine ſoot thick, and ten foot broad, and ſome 
bigger ; and all the bottom of the Haven, where the Water came, was laid with 
theſe Stones. Which done, he raiſed a o'e of two hundred foot ; whereof one hun. 
dred foot {erved ro break the violeace of the Waves, the other hundred foot ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith rhe Haven was compaſled ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he called D-»ſius, af. 
ter the name of Dr»ſ#s, the Son of the Empreſs Livia, Wite of Auguſtus. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alſo to ſtore ſuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven; and divers other Vaults for Sea-men to lodge in. A very pleaſant De- 


ſcent, which might ſerve fora Walk, encompaſſed the whole Port ; The entrance here-| 


unto was on the North ſide; for by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeſt. 

On either ſide of the Entrance were three great Coloſles ſet on Pilaſters ; thoſe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a Solid Rock of Stone. Bur at the 
Entrance onthe right hand were two huge Stones joined together, which makea grea- 
ter Tower than the other. There is al'o a Houſe adjoyning to the Haven, built of white 
Srone. The Streets of this City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion. Upon a Hill oppoſite to the Mouth of the Haven, he built a-Temple very beauti- 
ful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Ces 


Statue, fall as great as that of Jupiter at Olympus (for it was made after that Model) and Vi 


and anorher at Ro»e, like that of Juzoat Argos. The City he built for the benefit of the 
Inhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this hedid 
in honour of i &{:7 ; after whoſe name he calledit Ceſares, And that nothing might 
Fe wanting to render it worthy ſo glorious a name, he added to ſo many great works, 
the faireſt Ma:ker-place in the World ; beſides a Theatre and an Amphitheatre, not 
inferior to the reſt, Heallo appointed Games and SpeQtacles to be celebrated every 
filth year, in honour of Azz://:25; and himſelf firſt began them in the 192 Olympi- 
ade ; and he propolcd great Rewards, not only to the ViQtors, but alſoto the {zcond and 
third after them. Morcover, he repaired Azthedoz, which was deſtroyed by the Wars, 
and called it Az7ipp/z4, in honour of Azorippasz whoſe name he cauſed ro be engraven 
over the Portal he built to the Temple. Neither was he unmindful of his Parents ; 
for in the richelt Soil of th: whole Kingdom he built a Ciry in memory of his Father, 
and by his name called it Antipatris, being ina very rich Soil, both for Woods and Ri- 
Jericho alſo he built Every goodly and ffrong Caſtle, and called ir Cyprus, 
in honour of Hts Mother. He likewiſe built a Tower in memory of his Brother Phſ#!us, 
at J-rafalezz, and called ic Ph:ſelus his Tower; of the Strength and Beauty of which 
we {hall ſpeak hereatrer.. He alſo called another City Phaſelws; which is fituate in a 

Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. , " 
Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to 
Co the like for himlelF; for he built a Caſtle on a Mountain near Arabia, having on one 
tide a ſtrong place of defence; and this Caſtle he called Hero4;n, after his own name. 
By the ſame name allo he called a Mount, fixty Stades from Jer:ſaler, artificially made 
in

round about it he built Princely Houſes, gallantly adorned both within and without. y.,1 7 
Healſo brought Water from a great diſtance, with great coſt and charges; an made a fore Chrij', 
airof Stairs of pure white Marble to go vp, which had Two hundred Steps.

great Mind in ſtrange Cities likewiſe ; for ar Tripolis, and Damaſcus, and Ptoler: 55s, he ling : Ciry, 
buile.publick Colledges for inftrutting Youth, He built the Wall of Byb/zs ; and Seats, : co all men, 
Porches, Tempies and Markets at Berytzs and 7yre : At Sidon and Damiſcres he built a 

Theatre ; anda Water conduit at L 2od/cee, a Sea-Town. Ar HAſcaloa he built Fountains 

or Lakes very ſumpruous ; and Baths with Villars, that for greatneſs and good work, 

were miraculous. To other places he gave I oreſts and Ports; and to many Cities ad- 

ded Fields, as though they had been Fellow-Ciries of his Kingdom. And to others, as to 

Coos, he gave Annual Revenues for ever; to the end they might never loſe the remem- 

brance of the Obligation they had to him. Moreover, he gave all poor People Corn; 

and he often, and in ſundry places lent the Rh:dians Money to build a Navy of Ships. 

At his own proper colt he repaired the Temple of 4polla Pythius, which had been burnt. #er:4 famous 
What ihall 1 ſay for his Liberality towards them of L.yc/a and Samos, or hismagnificent (9483 che 


Gifts towards all the people of [zzia? Nay and the 4rh-a1ans Lacedemonians, Nic 3A 
lizes, and the Citizens of Pergazars and Myſis, received very many B: nefits at his hands, The jear f the 
mFOntd, 3954. 


He paved alſo a large Street in Aztioch, of Syria, which was in length Twenty Stades 3.4, in; 
and that with fair Marble. This Street before that rime was fo fuil of Dirt, that no #% wy 5. 
Man could go through it: And all along it he built Galleries that people might godry © VV 
through it 10 rainy weather. | 

Some may ſay, that theſe Benefits thus beſtowed, were for the proper uſe of thoſe 
people on whom he beſtowed them ; bur no Man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Citizens of Elis, was not only common to thoſe of Achaia, but ta all the Warld, 
where the Games, called O/ympica Certamina, were folemnzied. For H:r2d lecing them 
decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all the 
ancient Monuments of Greece 3 he, not only in his Perſon at that time became oneof 
the propoſers of Rewards in that Olympiade, in which he went to Rowe ; but alſo gave 
a yearly ſtipen1 ro maintain the ſame, leſt for want they ſhould be left off. 'Ir is not 
to be told what Debts and Tributes he remitted ; for he delivered the Phaſelites and 
B:laneotes, and other Towns of Cz/:cia, from the Payment of a yearly Tribute ? . yer 
was he not ſo liberal to them as he would have been, fearing left the Envy of fome might 
accuſe him of ſome further meaning, if he ſhould be more bountiful to the Cities than 
thoſe that were the Owners thereof, He exerciſed his Body likewiſe in Exerciſes fit- for z1,9 a great 
{o valiafit a Mind ; for he was a very skiltul Hunter, wherein he had always his purpoſe, Huncer, 
by reaſon of his skill in riding ; fo that in one day he killed forty wild Beaſts. That 
Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more ſtore of Harts and wild Afﬀes. He was ſuch 
a Warrier, that no Man was able to encounter with him ; ſo that many were aſtoniſhed 
to lee him, with what force andexaQtnels he caſt the Dart, and drew the Bow. Beſides 21:2, beſides 
the Vertue, both of his Mind and Body, he had alſo good Fortune ; for very ſeldom the vere of 
the event of War was otherwiſe than he expected ; if it ſometimes tell out contrary, it OT ”

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CHAP. XVIL 
Of the Diſgreem:nt between Herod axd his Sons, Alexander 4x4 Ariſtobulus. 


TYUT his private and domeſtical Sorrows troubled his publick Felicity z and moſt ad- ,,. jy... 
{ } verſeFortune befel him through the means of a Woman, whom he loved as him- cap.2,8. & lib. 
lelf. For being now made King, he put away his Wife which he firſt married (a Lady 1©. Cap. 13s 
born in Jeruſalezz, wife name was Doris) and married Mnrianme, the-Daughter -Of ed rhyel. 
Alexaader, the Son of Ariſtobulus ; which cauſed Troubles in his Houſe, both before, lerh iriparer 
but eſpecially after his return from Rowe. For he baniſhed his eldeſt Son Aptipater, ove ct rect 
whom ke had by Dorzs, out of the City, only for his Children's fake that he had by cams his 
Mariamne ; licenſing him only at Feſtival crimes tro come to the City, in regard of ſome Wite's Uncl:. 
!uſpicion of Treaſon intended againſt him. And afterwards he flew aa” 1 
'ile's 
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ny 7h WilesUncle, (notwithſtanding that he returned out of Parthia unto him) becauſe h, 
World, 2<64. ſuſpe&ed that he intended ſome Treaſon againſt him. Barzapharzes, after he had tz. 
before Chriſt's Fen all Syria had carried him away Priſoner with him. *' But his own Countrymen 
_ that dwelt beyond Erphrates, in commiſeration redeemed him from Thraldom ; and 
had he been counſelled by them, and not come to Herod, he had not been killed: 
but the Marriage of his Niece cauſed his Death ; For, for that Cauſe, and eſpecial] 
for the love of his native Soil he came thither. That which moved Herod to kijl 
him was, not for that he ſought the Kingdom, but becauſe he had right to theKins. 
z-PsChit. dom. Herod had five Children by Mariamne, two Daughters and three Sons. -Th« 
dren by Mi youngeſt was ſent to Rozxe to ſtudy, where he died. The other two he brought y 
was King, But that which above all was moſt prevalent in their favour, was the 
Love he bare to Mariamne ; which from day to day tormented him more violently 
in ſuch fort, that he ſeemed inſenſible of thoſe Griefs which this his beſt beloved 
cauſed to him. For Mariamxe hated him as much as he loved her : and having a 
juſt cauſe and colour of Diſcontent, and moreover being emboldened by the Love 
Mariame Which he bare her, ſheevery day upbraide<d him, with that which he had done to 
hatefully up- H;ycaus her Uncle, and to her Brother Ariſtobulus. For Herod {pared him not, al. 
-——p" ag though he was a Child ; but after he had made him High Prieſt in the ſeventeenth 
'sdeath. year of his Age, he preſently put him to death, after he had fo honoured him : who, 


when he came to the Altar clothed in Sacred Attire upon a Feſtival day, all the people [ 


wept for Joy ; which cauſed ſo great a Jealouſie in Herod, that the ſame night he 
ſent him to Jericho, to be drowned in a Lake by the Galatians, who had received 
Commiſſion to perform the Murther. Theſe things did 1Mariamne daily caſt in Herods 
Teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Siſter, with very ſharp and reproachtyl 
Words : yet he ſo loved her, that notwithſtanding all this, he held his Peace. Pur 
7-:4':0- the Women were ſet on fire ; and that they might the rather move Hero againſt her, 
cher anc5i- they accuſed her of Adultery, and of many other things which bare a ſhew of tru h: 
_— A objeQting againſt her, that ſhe had ſent her PiCture into Ezypr to Antonius ; and 
are co him. . that through immoderate Luſt ſhe did what ſhe could to make her ſelf known unto 


him, who doted upon Womens love, and was ef ſufficient power to do what wrong

Herod ſecrecly Hereat Herod was much moved, eſpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he 
chargerh f- Joyed, bethinking himſelf upon the cruelty of Cleopatra, for whole fake King Lyſania, 
feph to kill his . : . 
wife, and Malichus King of Arabia were put to death 3 and now he meaſured not the dan- 
ger by the loſs of his Wife, but by his own death which he feared : For which cauſe 
being drawn by his Aﬀairs intothe Country, he gave ſecret commandment to Joſeph, 
his Siſter Sa/omes Husband (whom he knew to be truſty, and one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his Wife Mariamze, if fo be Antonins ſhould have killed him. 


But Jo/-ph not maliciouſly, but ſimply to ſhow hoy greatly the King loved her, diſclo- 


ſed that Secret unto her : and ſhe when Herod was returned, and amongſt other talk \ 


with many Oaths ſware, that he never loved Woman but her : Indeed /ſaid ſhe) it may 

well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to Joſeph, 

. whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be ſecret, 
Herod « TulPt” yas like a mad Man, and preſently perſwaded himſelf, that Joſeph would never have

For he was now by the Kings Facbers tir 
Will and Teſtament declared King, fo that he was ſent as a King to Cefar, in a Kingly 
habit and pomp, only he wore no Crown ; and intime he fo prevailed, that he wrought 
his Mother into Mariamnes ſtead ; and with Flatteries and Calumniations ſo moved the : 
King, that he began to deliberate abont putring 1s Sons to death. For which-cauſe, jrodiccoſer 
he conducted his Son Alexander with him to Rowr, and accuſed him before Ceſar, Alrxandey | 
that he had given him Poyſon. But he with much ado, having obtained leave to NET 
plead his own cauſe, and that before a Judge more wiſe than Herod or Antipater, 
(WC he modeſtly held his peace in all things his Father had offended in: And firſt 
of all he cleared hie Brother Ari/#obx/us from that Crime in which he was in- 
volved with himſelf. And afterwards he inveighed againſt Antipater's ſubtilty, and 
complained of thoſe Injuries which had been offered him, having, befide the equi- 
ty of his Cauſe, ſufficient Eloquence to acquit himſelf, for he was a vehement Ora- 
tor, and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all he objefted; That his Father 
having a deſire to put both him and his Brother to death, had laid an accuſation 
upon him ; whereat the whole Audience wept, and Ceſar was ſo moved, that not 
regarding the Accuſations that were laid upon them, he preſently made Herod and Areconcitia- 
them Friends, upon theſe Conditions, that they in all things ſhould be obedient to 19» b<rvcen

For Artipater ſtill perfiſted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for fear of him that reconciled them, 
he durſt not openly ſhow himſelf an enemy to them, afterward Herod failed by C:licia, 
and arrived at Eleuſa, where Archelars received him- very courteouſly, thanking him ,,,;,,, 
for the ſafety of his Son in-law, and declaring himſelf very joyful chat they were kiridly encer- 
made Friends: for he had writ to his Friends at Rowe with all ſpeed poſſible, that they #nem #emd 
ſhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his Cauſe.

E this Entertainment, he conducted Herod to Rephyra, and made him a Preſent of 
thirty Talents, and ſo rook his leave of him. Herod as ſoon as he came to Jer»ſa/em, 
aſſembled the People together, and in the preſence of his three Sons, he ſhewed them 
the cauſe of his going to Rome, and bleſſed God and thanked Ceſar, who had ap- 
peaſed the diſcord of his Family, and made his Sons Friends ; which he eſteemed 
more than his Kingdom : 4zd I (faith he) will make their Friendſhip firm. For Cz tcrit's wor- 
lar hzth not only given me an abſolute power in my State, but leave alſo to chuſe whom 1 ny Ns

pleaſe of my Sons for my Succeſſor. And now I declare my intention to divide my Kjng- wherein he 
dom among ſt my three Sons : which purpoſe of mine, firſt I beſeech Almighty God , and diſtriburerh 
ſecondly you to favour : for one of them for his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, carey vg 
Vl f hive right to the Kingdom, which is ſo large that it may ſuffice them all.

Divers formerly were of Opinion, that 1a the life time of che Queen 
he would have poyſoned Herod ; and Herod, although he loved his Brother very 
well ; yet becauſe many who had acceſs unto him, told him ſo, he began to mil- 
doubt : And therefore, examining by Torture many that were ſuſpetted, at laſt he 
came to ſome of Pherorar's Friends ; but none of them confeſſed the Poyſon, but on- 
ly, that he was determined to flee to the Parthians with her whom he was fo in love 
with, and that Coftabarus, Saome's Husband, was privy thereunto, unto whom the 
King had married her, after her firſt Husband, for ſuſpicion of Adultery, was put to 
death.

But he © © 
ſuffered not his Sons to come into Judgment, for he knew that the very ſight of them 
would have moved all Men-to compaſtion: And moreover, if they were permitted to 
ſpeak for themſelves, that Alexander would eafily have acquitted them both : For 
which cauſe they were kept in Platar, a Village of Sidonwia, The King beginning his ##r:4 2ccu- 
Oration, was as vehement, as though they had been preſent againſt whom he ſpake : COTE 
But he was half afraid to objeft any Treaſon againſt them, becauſe he had no proof mea. 
thereof, and therefore he aggravated their opprobrious words, injuries and offences, 
which they had committed again(t him, which he affirmed to be more unſufferable 
than death. 

F At laſt (when no Man contradicted him) he began to complain of their filence, 

which icemed to condemn him 3 and thereupon, requeſted every one to give their 97s Sen- 

Verdi, And firſt of all, Saturninus condemned his Sons, but not to die 3 ſaying, ce againit 

that he had three Sons preſent, and he could not be ſo ſevere, as to judge other Mens * 

Sons to death. The two other Delegates alſo affirmed the ſame, and ſome orhers fol- 

lowed their advice : But Volumniys was the firſt that pronounced the ſorrowful Sen- 

tence after whom all the reſt tojlowed 3 ſome to flatter Herod, ſome for hatred they 

bare him, but none for any indignation againſt the young Men. Then all Judca and 

Vria expetted an end of this Tragedy 5 yet no Man thought Herod ſuch a Tyrant, as to 

put his two Sons to death. Herod cauſed his Sons to be brought to Tyre, and from 

thence, by Ship, he conveyed them to Ceſarea, bethinking himſelf what death he 

ſhould put them to. In the mean time, there was an old Soldier of the Kings, named 7ro, an old

patched that which Ceſar commanded : and becauſe Fabatxs reſtored nothing, he accy. 
Fabatws Ce- fed him that he was Procurator, not for Ceſar, but for Herod : wherewith Fabaty 
ſar's _ was moved ; and being as yet in great eſ{timation with Herod, he diſcloſed Syllew 
pes Stew his ſecrets, and fignified to the. King, how that Sylleus had corrupted Corinthus one of 
ſecrets. his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more eaſily 
hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corinthss, though always brought up in the King, 
Court, yet was born in Arabia, Wheretore he preſently took him, and two other 4. 
rabians that were found with him 3 one of them was Sy//zw5's friend, and the other 
Phylarchus. Upon their examination they confeſſed, that Corinthrs for a great ſumof 
Money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſent to Seturnirus, Goverr our 
of Syria, and by him to Rome. 


CHAP. XIX. 
How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how the Treaſon was diſcovered, 


Herod haniſh- Erod ſtill urged Pheroras to forſake his Wife : for he knew not how elſe to pu- 
. ny ——— H niſh her, having many matters againſt her : which becauſe he would not yield 
and his wife, £0, at laſt he was ſo moved, that he bamiſh'd them both. Pheroras taking this injury 
patiently, departed to his Tetrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhment ſhould en- 
dure as long as Herod lived 3 and that whilſt he lived, he would never come any 
more to him : And accordingly he would not come to viſit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often ;ſent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his Death- 


bed, and would gladly have imparted ſomething to him : but contrary to all hove 


and buried him with a ſumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulys came to this end : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fat 

Ant.1, 17.c.7. fell upon Artipater, who was the chief Author thereof. For certain freed Men that 
bclonged to Pherorzs came in mournful manner to Herod, and complained to him, that Mr 
his Brother Pheroras was poyſoned, and that his own Wife had given him. a drink, 

A witch os WRICh, as ſoon as he had drunk, he preſently fell fick 3 that two days before his fickneh, 

y Rr ay there came a Witch out of Arabia, ſent for by his Mother and Siſter, to give him a 
Love-potion 3 and that ſhe in (tead thereof, through Sy/ews's inducements, had given 
him poyſon ; for ſhe was of Sy/2w*s acquaintance. 

The King moved with this diſcourſe cauſed divers of Pheroras freed Men, and freed

That morcover, the heads of Hidra, that is to 

fay, Alexander and Ariſtobulws's Sons began to ſpring up again : and that he could 

not reaſonably hope to leave the Kingdom to his Sons, fince Herod had declar'd 

that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne: wherein he was 

perſwaded that he doated, 1t ſo be he thought his Will ſhould be of force; for he 

would take ſuch an order, that he would have none of all his Progeny alive ; and 

that Herod was the greateſt hater of his Sons of any Father in the World : and was 
not therewithal contented, but he alſo hated his own Brethren. A proof whereof 
was, that he not long ago gave him an hundred Talents, that he ſhould have no more 
commerce with Pheroras : and that when Pheroras asked wherein he had hurt him, 
Antipater anſwered, I would to God that he would take away all from us to our 
ſhirts, and leave us only our lives 3 but ſaid he, it is impoſſible to eſcape this dange- 
rous Beaſt, who will not ſuffer Men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one another. Thus 
we are reduc'd to that paſs that we cannot meet but in ſecret : yet if we bear the 
hearts and hands of Men, the time wil! be when we may talk and meet openly. The 

Women in Torments diſcloſed theſe ſpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined to flee 
with the reſt to Petra, Herod believed all theſe Sayings, and the rather becauſe of 
that which was ſaid concerning the hundred Talents: For he ſaid nothing of the ſame 
to any one but to Artipater. 

Now firſt of all he turn'd his fury upon Doris, Antipater's Mother : and taking from p,, 4ripa- 
her all the Jewels which he had beſtowed upon her, of the value of many Talents, tes Mother 
he baniſh'd her. When his Wrath was ſomewhat appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras's Wo- hg 
men from Torments 3 yet he became fo: prone to ſuſpicion, that he tortured many and thruſt our 
that were innocent, leſt he ſhould let any eſcape that were guilty. Amongſt others * *bc Palace, 
Antipater the Samaritan, who was Steward to his Son Artipater, through Torments 
conteſied, that his Son Artipater had procured poyſon out of Egypt to kill him, by 
means of a friend of Amrtiphilus ; which poylon Thendion, Antipatezs Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Artipater charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt 
he was at Rome, far from ſiſpicion 3 and that Pheroras | his Wite the poyſon to 
keep. Whereupon the King calling for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 
ſon : and ſhe, making as though ſhe went forth to fetch it, caſt her ſelf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the Torments, which, it ſhe were convict- 
ed, they would inflict upon her. But by the Providence of God ( as it ſhould ſeem) 
it came to paſs that ſhe fell not on her head, but on her fide, and ſo eſcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflict puniſhment upon Artipater. And being brought to 
the King, as ſoon as ſhe was come to her ſelf (for ſhe was amazed with the fall) the 
King demanded of her, wherefore ſhe had done fo, and ſwore unto her, if that ſhe 
would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her; bur if ſhe told an unt:_ *h, her body 
ſhould be tora in pieces with torment, and not be buried. She a while held her 
p peace, and at laſt ſaid, Wherefore ſhould I keep any thing ſecret, ſeeing Pheroras 1s Pherora wife 

dead, to ſave Artipater, who hath cauſed all this miſchief? Hear, O King, and God, fie" _ 

who cannot be deceived, be witneſs of the truth of what I ſhall ſay: When 1 fate become of the 
weeping by Pheroras as he lay a dying, he called me to him, and ſaid, See, Wife, how Poylor.

two young Men uſed in taunting-wile to rail againſt their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Alexander and Ariſtobulzs : and that they took it ill that 
they were ſent for home (for their Father had ſent word that they ſhould come a- 
way ) at which alſo Artipater was much troubled. For before his departure from 
Julga to Rome, he procured ſuch like Letters to be forged againſt them at Rome ; 
and fo de.. /cring them to his Father, to avoid all ſuſpicon, he ſeemed to excuſe 
his Brethren ; aftirming ſome things that were written to be Lycs, other things to be 
Ottcnces whercunto young Men were prone. At the ſame time, he gave great ſums 
of Money to them in whole name he had written the Letters again(t his Brethren : 
hereby, as it were hiring them to be ſecret. For the concealment of which ſubor- 
nation from Herod's knowledge, he bought much rich Houſhold-ſtuft and Tapiſtry of 
curious Work, and Plate, and many things more, amounting, by his account to the 
ſum of two hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be imployed in Preſent, 
in proſecuting the bulincſ(s againſt Sy/2x5. But the miſchief which he provided a- 


gainſt was incon{iderable, in compariſon of thoſe which he had more reaſon to {car3 17 
and it cannot be ſufticiently admired, that though all thoſe that had been tortured” 


gave evidence againſt him, how that he practiſed his Father's death, and the Letters 
witneſſed how again he went about to make away other two of his Brethren; yet, 
tor all this, none of them whe went out of Jy4ea to Rowe, bare him ſo much good 
will as to give him intelligence what troubles were in the Court at home, although 
It was ſeven Months before he returned to Jrdza from Rowe. Peradventure they who 
were minded to tell him all, were torced to hold their peace by conſideration of the 
blood of Alexander and Ariſtobulzs which cried for Vengeance againſt him. 

At laſt he ſent Letters from Rowe to his Father, that now he would ſhortly return 
home, and that Ceſar had treated him very honourably. The King deſired greatly to 
have the Traytor in his Power : And fearing that if he had inkling of.matters he would 
look to himſelt, teigned great kindncfs towards him, and ſent back again unto him 
very loving Letters, willing him to baſten bis Return : which if he did, poilibly he 
might obtain Pardon for his Mother's offence : for Aiipater had underſtoud that (he 
was baniſhed. 

Antipater received a Letter at Tarextum, whereby he underſtood the death of Plec- 
ror25, and greatly lamented it 3 which divers that knew nothing thought well of. 
Yet as far as one may conjecture, the cauſe of his grief was, that his Treaton had not 
gone forward as he wiſhed, and that he feared leſt that which had palled might 
come to light, and leſt the Poyſon ſhould be found. Yet when he care to Cilicia, 
and there received his Father's Letters before-mentioned, he then made grcat haſic 
homeward. When he came to Celenderjs, he began to retlc& more upon his Motkers 
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\ difzrace, his mind as it were prefaging ſome (iniſter fortune. And the wiſer fort of Ft og 
"his friends about him, counſelled him not to go to his Father, till ſuch time as he ww, 75, 
were certain for what cauſe his Mother was baniſhed and divorced. For it was to #fve fbrifts 
be feared, that he would be accuſed alſo of the fame Crime that was laid to his Mo- pg Se? 
ther's charge. But the more 1mprudent being rather delirous to ſee their Country, 
than to contrive what was expedient for Artipater, prefled him to make haſte, leſt 
tis long delay ſhould breed any ſuſpicion in his Father, and leſt thereby he ſhould 
ive occalion to malignant People to raiſe flanders : For, ſaid they, if any thing 
had paſſed againſt you 3 it was in your abſence; and were you in preſence no Man 
darſt do or ſpeak againſt you 3 and it were a very unwile part, for uncertain ſuſpici- 
z ons, to deprive himſelt of certain felicity, and not to return ſpeedily to his Father, 
and receive a Crown from his hands, which he could place upon no other head bur 
his, This counſel (as his 1ll fortune would have it ) Aztipater followed, and fo ar- 
rived in the Haven of Czſarea, having patled Scbaſte 5 Where, contrary to his ex- Artipates ha- 
peftation, he was much {ſurpriz'd that all Men eſchewed his company, and no Man ted Cares. 
came near him. For although he was always hated, yet before they durlt not ſhew their 
hatred. But now they abſtam trom coming to him for fear of the King ; becauſe 
the rumour of thoſe things which A-tipater had done was known in every City, and 
tocvery Man, only Artipater himſelt was ignorant thereof. For there was never any 
Man brought thither with greater Pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rome ; 
and never Man more baſely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 
danger at home, he crattily made himl(elt ignorant thereof 5 and notwithſtanding 
that he was almoſt dead tor fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. 
For he could not now poſlibly make any eſcape, nor rid hunſelt out of the preſent 
danger : and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becauſe the King by 
an Edict had forbidden all Men to give him notice thereof : So that many times he 
comforted himſelf thus; that either all matters concerning him were yet ſecret ; or 
if any thing was come to light, that he by Policy and Impudence could acquit him- 
{f thereof 3 for thoſe two were his only Weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
to the King's Palace alone, without any of his friends and tollowers, who at the very 
pfirſt gate, were moſt contumeliouſly repulſed. By chance Varzs, the Ruler of Syria, 
was there 3 and then boldly going into his Father's preſence, he advanced bold- 
ly near him, to ſalute him. But Herod putting him back with his hands, and ſhaking 
his head, cried out, What thou that haſt attempted to murther thy Father, dareſt thou Antipater's 
jet preſume to offer to embrace me, being guilty of ſo many Treaſons ! Mayeſt thou periſh, ery | 
wretch, as thy crimes deſerve. Come not near me till thou haſt cleared thy ſelf of all that hers tands, 
s laid to thy charge ;, for thou ſhalt have juſtice, and Varns ſhall be thy Judge, who js by 
good fortune now here. Go and premeditate how to acquit thee againſt to Morrow, which 
s all the time I will give thee to do it. 
Hereat Artipater was ſo aſtoniſhed with fear, that he was not able to reply any 
thing, but (ilently went away. Preſently his Mother and his Wife came ro him and 
told him all the proofs of Treaſons againſt him 3 then he conſidered with himſelf how 
to 2n{wer every point. The next day the King called an ailembly of his friends and 
kindred, and to them admitted Artipater's friends : And he and Varus fitting in judg- Atipater is 
ment, commanded all proofs to be brought, and the Witneſles to appear: amongſt whom juipcd betore 
were certain of Artipater's Mothers Servants lately apprehended, who had Letters 
trom her to carry to him, to this cffe& : Foraſmuch as all things are knownto thy Fa- 
ther, beware that thou return not unto him, before thou haſt obtained ſome warrant 
of thy ſatety from Ceſar. Theie and others being brought in, Aztipater alſo came 
n after them, and proſtrating him(elt betore his Father's teet, he ſaid, I beſeech you, 
F Sir, bear no prejudicate opinion againſt me, and lend me an open car, whilſt I purge my 
ſelf, for if you pleaſe to give me leave, I will prove my ſelf guiltleſs. Herod command- 
Ing him to hold his tongue, ſpake thus unto Varzs : I know well, Varus, that. you, or 
any other juſt and indifferent Judge, will find Antipater to have deſerved death ; But Þ perca's accu- 
fear leſt you conceive an averſion againſt me, and think me worthy ſo great afflicttons for _ " 
bavizzg-been ſo unfortunate as to have brought ſuch Children into the World, And yet this ; 
ſoul move you to pity me, who have been ſo merciful to, and careful for ſuch wicked 
Caitifs, For I had already appointed thoſe young Men that are dead to be Kings, and ron: kind- 
broug/t them up at Rome, and gotten thent Cxſar's favour : but they whom I had ſo ag rte an 
much honoured, and exalted to the Crown, became Traytors againſt my life. Their death

This was no ſooner read, but preſently the Skies were filled with the voices and cr es ,,.. hone tins 
of the people, who congratulated 4vchelays; and the Soldiers and the People promiſed claimed ity 
to ſerve him faithfully, and wiſhed him a happy Reign. This done, the next care was #fcr his t4 
about the King's Funeral, on which Arch-1a4s ſpared no coſt, but buried the King with yore 
a!lRoyal Pomp poſſible. The Herſe whereon he was carried, was adorned with Gold pous runcral. 
and Precious Stones ; upon it lay a Bed wrought with Purple, whereupon was laid the 
dead Corps of the King, covered alſo with Purple, a Crown and Diadem of pure Gold 
on his Head, and a Scepter in his Right hand, About the Herſe were his Sons and 
Kinsfolk ; and the Guard, and Bands of Thracians, Germans and Gauls, all went be- 
fore in order, as though they had gone to Wars. The reſt of the Soldiers, in Warlike 
order, followed their Captains and Leaders ; and five hundred of his Servants and 
Freed-men carried Perfumes. And thus the Corps was carried the ſpace-of two hun- 
dred Furlongs from Jericho, to the Caſtle of Herodion; where, as himlelf had appoint-

Archelaus, in favour of the People, grantcd all rheſe Requeſts ; PE 
and then offering Sacrifices, he banquetted with his Friends. But ſuddenly, a little hap y-2 
afrer Noon, a great Multitude deſirous of alteration (the common lamentation for the ling down cf 
King's death being ceaſed) began a private mourning, bewailing their Misforcune, | pos. ot 
whom Herod had put to death for pulling down the Golden Eagle from the Porch of cherest, 
the Temple. This ſorrow was not ſecret ; but the whole City reſounded with 1a- 4 {6+ 19: 
Lmentations for them, that were thought to have loſt their Lives for the Temple, and © *© 
their Conntry-Laws.

than the firſt, againſt the Romans; whom they behheged in the King's Palace, and of 


threatned all their deſtruttions, unleſs they would preſently depart from thence : Yet 
promiſing $15 and the Legion leave to depart, if he ſo liked. Part of the King' 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled to them, afſifted them. But the moſt Warlike 
and valiant amongſt them, were three thouſand Men of Herod's Army, whoſe Leaders 
were Ryf#s and Gratus ; one of the Foot, and the other of the Horſe ; both which, 
aithough they had had no Soldiers with them, might yer for their Valour and Coun- 
{cl, have been conſiderable to the Party of the Xomans. The Jews earneſtly conti- 
nucd the Seige, and aſſaulted the Caſtle-Walls, crying upon Sabizrs to depart, and nat 
to hinder them now, after ſo long time, to recover their Country's Liberty. Sabiny;, 
though with all his heart he wiſhed himſelf away, yet he durſt not truſt them; but he 
{uſpeted that their courtefie was but a Plot to entrap him. And on the other fide,ho- 
ping that Yarus would come and help him, he (till endured the danger of the Siege. At 
Ant, lib. 17. the ſame time there were tumults in many places of Jude; and many through oppor:

Gratus , Captain of the King's Footmen, made haſt to fight him with the Bow-men ot 
Trachon, and the moſt Warlike Men of Sebaſte. Simon loſt many Men in this Encoun- 
rer; and when he fled into a ftrait Valley, Gratus overtook him, and:cut him over- 
thwart the Neck, ſo that he fell to the Ground. In like manner, other of the King 
Palaces near Fordan, by Bethara, were burnt by a maltitade of other Rebels, gaihered 
41m, Together in bands from beyond the River. At this time a Shepherd, named 4thr0»- 
a Shepherd, 2<£#5, pretended to make himſelf King : His Birth was ſo.low, that formerly he had 
oſurperh the been but a ſimple Shepherd ; and he had no other merit, but that he was very large, 
»ingdow- and ſtrong of Body, and deſpiſed death. With this reſolution he armed his four bre- 
theren, each of which had a Company armed, and they were as his Lieutenants, to 
make lncurfions ; whilſt he, like a King, meddled only with great Aﬀairs, and wore 4 
Crown upon his Head : And thus he continued a long time waſting rhe Country, and 
killing, not only the Romans, and king's Soldiers ; but alſo the Jews, if there w3 
hope tc gain any thing by them.

The War began inſtantly with 
Darts and Slings, and ſhooting of Arrows ; and ſometimes they encountr'd one ang. 
ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more valiant, but the King's Souldiers were 
more skilful in war, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of ir 
thote who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with El-azar, endeavoured, beſides that 
which they had already, to get allo into their hands rhe higher part of the City, 
Wherciore, during the ſpace of ſeven days, there continued a great conflict betwixt 
them, and either part kept what they had, When the Celebration of the Feaſt al. 
led Xy/o»hoy;2 was come , wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Temple, to keep K 
a hire continually upon the Alcar, the Rebels would not ſuter their Enemies to do 
their Devotion. | 

Now many of the $2744 or Thieves, who carried ſhort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went amongſt the weaker multitude, and boldly fol'owed their old praQtice, 
By which, thoſe ot the King's (ide were forced to leave the higher parr of the City; 
which the Rebels preſently entring, ſet the Palaces of Ananias, Arripp: and Bernireon 
fire; and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpoſing there 
to born all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors; and 
ſo to joyn all the Debtors to their Faction, and ſtir up all the poor people againſt the 
rich, The keepers of theſe publick Writings, fleeing the {editions perſons ſet all onj 
fire: And ſo having deſtroyed thoſe Records, which were in a manner the publick E- 
ſtate of the City. they addreſſed themſelves againſt ſuch as refuſed their Proceedings. 
Some of the High Prieſts and Nobles hid themlelves in Vaults; others fleeing with the 
Kiny's Souldiers into the bigher Palace, locked up the doors after them ; amongſt whom 
was Ananizs the High Prieſt, and Ezech;as his Brother, and they who (as is before ſpo- 
ken) were ſent eputies td 4zrippa : And fo the Seditious were ſatisfied that day with

x himſelf for Government,and became an intolerable Tyrant. Now Eleazar and ſome of 
his Companions aſſembled together, ſaid, That it would be ſhameful for them that had 
revolted from the Romans,only torecover their Liberty,to receive for Maſter one of their 
own Nation; who, although he were not ſo violent as Manaberr, yet was fo inferiour 
to them 3 and if it were ſo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler over all the 
reſt, Manahem ought to be the laſt that ſhould be choſen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they ſet upon him in the Temple, where he was praying with greac 
Pomp, apparelled like a King, and having about him a Guard of his Friends in Ar- 
pmour : Now when Eleazar and his Followers ſet upon Manabew, the People all took £ieno's Foi- j 
up Stones to ſtone him, hoping that by his death the Sedition would be extinguiſhed, _ — " 
The Guard of Manahers at firft made ſome refiſtance 3 but when they perceived the Temple. OT 4 
whole Multitude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could ; and thoſe 4 
that were taken were put to death, and ww” that eſcaped were afterwards ſought for q 
only a few of them fled to Maſſads, amongſt whom was Eleazar the Son of Fairs, 
Manabem's Kinſman, who afterwards became a Tyrant there.

And in 
E this Matter (as I have ſaid) the People greatly helped, hoping hereby to have ſome end 
of that Sedition. But the Rebels did not kill Manahews, to the end to extinguiſh Sedi- 
tion, but to the intent to rob and plunder more freely. 
The People indeed, with many Intreaties, beſought them to let the Romans alone, 
whom they beſieged 3 but they were ſo much the more earneſt againſt them 3 till be- The Romans 
ing no longer able to make reſiſtance, with the Conſent of Metilius their Captain, and n-vicanyllon- 
ſome other of more Authority, they ſent to Eleazar, requeſting him to give them leave Yield them- 
to depart with their Lives, and leave their Baggage to the Jews. He accepting thei {<lves. 
Offer, ſent to them Gorion the Son of Nicodemws, and Anarias the Sadduce, and Fudas 
the Son of Forathas, to confirm the Promiſe of their Lives. Which done, Metilivs led 
F away the Souldiers : and whilſt the Romans had their Weapons, none of the Rebels 
durſt attempt any of their Treachery againſt them : but ſo ſoon as, according to Co- 
venant, they had laid down their Shields and Swords, and fo departed, miltruſting 
nothing, Eleazar's Guard ſet upon them and killed them 3 they neither made Reſt- 
ſtance, nor any entreaty for their Lives, only put them in mind of their Promiſe and 
Oath.

Hilſt Foſeph thus ordered the Eſtate of Galilee, there eroſe a Traytor born in 7'/n a nora! 
Gi/cala, John the Son of Levias, a moſt ſabtil and deceitful Man, who by vile PS 

Mcans was now become the richeſt Perſon in that Country, having butore been very ok tate 

poor, and unable to put his Villanies in practice. He could lie at his pleaſure, and hope of Gain, 

thought Deceit a Vertue,which he uſed even towards his deareſt Friends ; he was allo a 

WH 3 great Countertciter of Humanity 3 and yet for the hope of Gain became a cruel Mur- 
der, He always aimed at high Matters, with an aſpiring Mind, and at firſt nourith- 
ed kis hope with ſmall Villanies. For firſt he was a Thiet alone, and lived in Woods 
and folitary Places : at laſt he got to him a company of audacious People like tim{clt, 
at firſt (maJl, but afterwards he greatly encreaſed it. He alſo had a great care to chuſe 
10 weak Perſons, but ſuch as were ſtrong of Body, valiant of Mind, and ski!ful in 
Martial Afﬀairs : Of theſe he gathered four hundred, moſt of them out of Tire, and 
the Villages thereabout ; and with them he waſted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thoſe whom the fear of War had driven thither. This Man, long time before, bad dc- 
fire to be General of a formed Army, and aſpired to greater Matters, oaly the want 

C of Money hindred him : And perceiving that Joſeph conſidered him as a (erviceable 
Man, he perſwaded him to ſutice him to build the Walls of that Place where he wzs 
born, and which was ow deſolate; and to accompliſh this, he gathered great Sums 
Money of the richer fort : After which, having perſwaded Joſeph to give order to all 
the Jews that were diſperſed over all Syria, that they (hould ſend no Oil to the neigh- 
bouring Places, fave only that which was made by their own Nation, he cauled great 
quantities of Oil to be brought to the Confines of Galilee : and buying four Barrels tor 
a Piece of Tyrian Money, (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he fold them again 
tothe Aſſyrian Jews, the half of one Barrel for as much'as all four colt him. And for 
that Galilee abounded with Oils, and eſpecially at that time, he conveyed it to fuch 

D Places where there was great want,and none was brought bat by himſelf: By this means 9942 imploy- 
he gathered an infinite Maſs of Money, which preſently he-turned to the prejudice of emqo— _— 
him who had given him licence to get it. And thinking that if he could depoſe Foſepb, him vy whoſe 
he might come to be Ruler over a Gatzlee he commanded his Followers to roband ſpoil means ke 
more than they did before 3 and ſo to' trouble the Countrey, that he might either ##n*<" 
kill the Governour treacherouſly, if he ſought to redreſs it 3 or if he neglected it, to 
accuſe him of flothfulneſs, and ſo to make him odious to the People. Moreover, he 
had already given out Speeches, that Joſeph went about to betray Galilee to the Ro- 
mans and he deviſed many things to thiseffe&, to work Jo/epbs overthrow. It hap- 
pened that at that time ſome of. the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the Field, 

L ſet upon Ptolomy, who was Steward to King Aerippa, and his Siſter Bernice, and plun- 200065 ” 1 
dered all his Carriages, wherein was much coſtly Apparel, and many Silver Veflels, "nome: 
and f1x hundred pieces of Gold. And forthat they could not carry it ſecretly, they 
brought all the whole Booty to Joſeph at Tarichea ; who reproving them tor offering 
Violence to the King's Servants, and commanded the things to be kept at rhe Houle 
of Ereus, who was one of the richeft Men in the Town, and ſhould reſtore them to 
the Owner when time ſerved ; wherein, thinking to do himſelf great good, he brought 
airaſelf into much danger : For the Thieves being offended that they received nv 
part thereof, and ſeeing that Foſeph would reſtore to Agrippa, and his Siſter Bernice, 
that which they had Ilaboured for, they went ronnd about the Villages in the Night, 

t and ſpread this falſe Report in every place, that Joſeph was a Traitor to his Country 3 
and with the ſame Rumour alſo they filled the Cities thereabout. So that early on Ten chouſand 
the next Morning, ten thouſand Men armed, aſſembled themſelves together in the Armed wen 
Theater at Tarichaa: the greateſt part of them cried out in their tury, that the I r2y- ging 70h, 

tor Joſeph ought to be ſtoned ;, others, taat he ought to be burned: and Fob him(: It, 

with one Feſus the Son of Sapphizs, who at that time was Magiſtrate 11 7 :berigs, omit- 

ted nothing to animate the People yet more againſt him.

v-ould not deny any thing whereof he was accuſed 3 and that he came fo only to moye 
them to compaſſion, in order to obtain Pardon for his Offence. This his Humility ſtogg 
him in good ſtead, for hereby thoſe that before were enraged againſt him, now he.

But ( (0 ye Men of Tarichea ) for as much a ] 
perceived that your City eſpecrally had great need 1o be fortified, and that you were not ab), 
to build the Walls, and for that 1 feared the People of Taberias, and others adjoining, wh 
fiill gaped after this Prey and Wealth that was taken from Agrippa 5 I determined to gg 
tho'e Spoils for you, to re-edify your Walls. If ye miſtake this, I will bring out the Treq. 
ſure, and give it to be divided amongit you : But if you like thereof, then you are obliged 
io defend me, 
This Speech of his well pleaſed the People of Tarichea, who gave him great Praiſes; 
and diſpleaſed rhem of Tiberas, fo that they breathed out Threatnings againſt him, 
Tus they both left Foſeph, and conteſted one againſt another. Joſeph now having mx x 
ny Partakers (for the People of Tarichea were almoſt forty thouſand) ſpake more bold- 
ty to the Multitude, and rebuked their Timerity 3 telling them, that it was neceſſary 
to {trengthen Tarickez with that preſent Money, and that he would alſo provide tg 
{trengthen other Cities 3 and that they ſhould not want Money, if they would agree 
and conſpire together againſt thoſe from whom they might get it, and not offer Vio- 
lence for him, who could procure it for them. The Multitude being thus deceived, 
though they were angry, yet departed : Yet two thouſand of thoſe that were anima- 
tcd againſt him, offered to ſet upon him: but he being already retired into his Houſe, 
Another Stra- they there beſieged him. Wherefore Joſeph uſed another Device likewiſe to repreſs 
F the theſe : and getting to the top of the Houſe, he beckened unto them with his Handsto|. 
Jews. kecp lilence 3 and then faid, that he was ignorant what they requeſted at his Hands; 
for he could not hear one for another, becauſe their Voices were confounded with 
their Number ; but if they would ſend ſome into the Houſe to talk friendly with him, 
he would do whatſoever they requeſted. The. Nobles and Magiſtrates hearing this, 
p:eſently entred into the Houſe 3 whom, when he had led into the innermott part of 
the Houſe, and ſhut the Doors, he cauſed to be beaten fo long, till that their Ribs ap- 
peared, The Doors in the mean time being faſt, the People itaid before the Houle, 
thinking that the cauſe of their long tarrying was to debate Reaſons to and fro : But 
preſently Joſeph opening the Doors, put them forth among(t the People, all bloody as 
th:y were: whereat they were ſodaunted, that leaving their Weapons behind them, 
they ran away. Hereupon Fohn took occaſion toencreaſe his Hatred and Jealouſy againſt 
76s Ervy Tofephs and having ill Succeſs in this Policy, he ſtill attempted other Plots to bring 
Joſs. Fojephin danger, Firſt he counterfeited himſelf Sick, and requeſted Fojeph to permit 
; him to goto Tiberias, and uſe the hot Baths, in order to recover his Health. F-ſeph, not 
having yet perceived his Treaſon, writ Letters in his behalf to the Governour of the 
Town, to provide Jobr with goud Accommodation, and to let him want nothing that 
Join perſwad- he necded. Two days after his arrival there, he went about the Buſineſs which he 
<ch rae 11: defined : and enticed ſome with Money, other with Flarteries, to revolt from Joſeph. 
from Joeps. Silas, whom Joſeph had made Governour of the City, underſtanding this, preſently by 
L.ctters gave notice thereof to Foſeph 5 who receiving the ſame in the Night, went to N 
Tiverizs very early in the Morning. All the People, except thoſe that Fohz had cor- 
ruptec, weut out to meet him : but John, notwithltanding he judged that he came a- 
gaintt him, ſtill councerfeited himſclt fick in Bed, and ſent a Man of his acquaintance 
texcule his avi-nce for not coming to meet Foſeph.

Hereupon 


three thouſand preſently forſook Fohr, and: came and laid down their Weapons at Fo- 


ſeph's Feet, proltrating themſelves before him ; ſo that there remained with John but 


wo thouſand fagitive $yriars, By whom being aſſiſted, he again went ſecretly to Fohr's Treaſon 
work, having had fo il] ſucceſs by open dealing ; and fo he privily ſent Meſſengers to *8zinft Foes. 
Jeruſalem, to accuſe Joſeph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he 
were quickly prevented, he would come and uſurp Dominion over the Mother-City. 
But the People underſtanding before of Fohr's hatred, did not regard it; yet divers 
rich Men and Magiitrates who envied Joſeph, ſecretly ſent Money to Fehr, to hire Fo- 
r:ign Souldiers, that hs might make War againſt Joſeph; whom they determined a- 
mongit themſclves to diſplace : And thinking that their Order was not ſufficient to ef- 
{-(t it, they ſent raoreover two thouſand five hundred Men, and four of their Princi- 
pal Nobility with them, to wit, Foazar the Lawyer, and Aranias the Sadducee, and 
Simon and Fudas the Sons of Forathas ; all very Eloquent Men, and learned in our 
Laws, to withdraw the Peoples Minds from Joſeph ; giving them charge, that if he of 
his own accord came to them, then they ſhould permit him to ſpeak for himſc-If ; but 
if he refuſed fo to do, then they ſhould hold him as an Enemy, Joſeph's Frieuds at F2- 
ruſalem gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againſt him, but for what Cauſe 


D they knew not, becauſe it was kept ſecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it,

All Places were filled 
with Agitation and Tumult z but the graver fort were very penſive, and many, as it 
were, foreſceing the Calamity that after enſued, could not refrain from Tears : They 
that deſired Peace, received no comfort in any thing : All things were done at their 
beck, who were cauſe of all this War. And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deſtroyed. But Azarus negleted that which 
was neceſſary for War, and laboured to reconcile the Seditious FaCtion of rhoſe that 
| were called Zealous : But how he was overcome, and what his End was, we will de- 
Sim me50n clare hereafter. In the mean time one Simon the the Son of Groras, in the Toparchy of 
mitced grear Acrabatena, having gathered together a multitude of Seditious People, robbed and 
Rapines and ſpoiled every-where 3 and he not only broke into Rich Mens Houſes, but: alſo beat 
$i 0.1 them grievouſly, openly exercifing his Tyranny. But when Azanns and the reſt ſent 
Idwnea. _ an Army againſt him, he fled to his Fellow-Thieves of Maſſada, and there ſtaid till 
Ananns and the reft of his Enemies were ſlain : and then he waſted Iduzrea-with the 
reſt ; ſo that the Governours of that Place were fain to put a Gariſon in every Village, 
ſo great wasthe number of them that wasſlain by theſe Thieves. [And thus ar-this time 

ſtood the Aﬀeairs of the Jews. ,

The 
only Rumor of his coming, made many Rebels faint-hearted. For Joſep4's Souldicrs, 
wio had pitched his Tents a little from Sephoris, when they knew that the Enemy ap- 
proached, and that they were preſently to fight with the Romans, they fled, not only 
before they fought, but alſo before they ſaw them. Joſeph being left with a very few, 
and knowing that he was not able to abide his Enemies, and that the Jews were diſ- 
ene mayed, and that if he put any trult in them, they would for the moſt part revolt to the 
Ly 1s Friends, BOEMIES3 for that time abſtained from Bartel, and thought to get himſelf out of dan- 0 
flies roTib»ias, ger ; and fo accompanied with thoſe that remained with him, he went to Tiberias. 
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Eſpaſian went firſt to Gadara, and took it ealily at the firſt aſſault : for all the 
able Men and fit for War were fled out of the City. The Romans entring the 
place, put all to death without mercy, partly for the hatred they had conceived againſt 
the Jews,and partly in revenge of that which had betaln Ceſtizs. And they burnt the Ci- 
ty, and all the Towns and Villages adjoining : ſome of which were already defolate,and 
z the Inhabitants of the reſt were made flaves. Joſeph's preſence in the City, which he had 
made choice of for his ſafeguard,filled it with fear. For the People of Tiberias thought he 
would never have fled, if there had been any hope of withſtanding the Romans: where- 
in they judged not amils 3 for he foreſlaw what event the War would have, and that 
their ſafety conſiſted only 1n changing their rebellious minds. He himſelf, though he 
hoped to obrain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, than lived 
pleaſantly with them againſt whom he was ſent, and ſo become a Traitor to the 
Country committed to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to write a true 
ſtate of the Country to the Nobility at Ferxſalemr, and not to extol the Enemics Forces Foſeph is afraid 
too much, leſt they ſhould ſay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in any comfort, leſt on —— 
C perhaps now penitent for what they had done, they ſhould by his Letters be incited to Fenefalan. 6 
20 forward in their rebellious courſe. He defir'd them preſently to write an Anſwer, 
whether they thought good to enter into a League with the Romans 3 or,if they would 
make War, then they ſhould ſend a ſufficient Army againſt them.

CHA P. VILE 
D Of the Siegeof JOT APATA. 


Eſpaſia2 was very defirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his Ene- 
mies were fled thither, and this was the ſtrongeſt Refuge they had. So he ſent 
betore ſame Foot and Horſe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of rag- 
gcd ſtor 25, ſo that it was hard for Footmen to paſs, and altogether unpoſlivletor Horſe- 
men, Within four days they <ffe&ed that which they were commanded, and made a 
iarge way for the Army to paſs. On the fifth day, which was the one and ewentieth | 
of March, Je/eph before they came, entered into the City, coming thither from Tiberias  -__ 
to ericourage the Jews who were diſmayed. A certain Runaway told Feſpaſ/ar that from Tries. 
Joſeph was come thicher, and adviſed him to haſten thither 3 for it he could take Foſeph, 
he might eafily take all Judea. Hereat Veſpaſian was very glad, and took it as a good 
Fortune, that the moſt prudent and potent of his Enemies, ſhould (God fo diſpoling) 
put himſelf as it were ia hold. And fo preſcntly he ſent Placidus before with a thou- 
and Horſemen, and with him Ebutivs, a Man both valiant and prudent: and com- 
manded them to inveſt the City on all fides, leſt Foſeph ſhould privily eſcape from 
thence, The day after ke himſelf followed with his whole Army, and about noon _ 
came to Jotap4tz 3 and leading bs Army on the North fide of the Town, he pitched yz5c4c. 
its Tents upon a {ill {even ſtades diſtant from the City : purpoſely placing himſclt 
t within the view of his Enemies, that the verv fight of his Army might territie then : 
as it alſo did ; for preſently all was in ſuch a fear, that none durſt go out of the City. 
The Romans being wearied that day, would not aflault the City 3 but they beſet the 
Gates with two $quadrons of Horle : and a third, that conſiſted of Foot, was placed 
without to jntercept ajl paſſages, that none of the Jews could paſs any-whither, Here-  ,.

which though they pierced not thorow, yet they made a great noiſe, and terrified ihe 
Workmen. Which FVeſpaſran ſeeing, cauſed all Engins that cait Stones and Darts, 
which were in number an hundred and threeſcore\to be placed againſt the Walls to beat 
the Jews from thence. And fo they caſt Stones, Darts, Fire, and Arrows 1n great L 
abundance 3 ſo that they not only beat the Jews from off the Walls, but alſo out of 
the reach of their Shot z for both the Arabian Archers, and thoſe that uſed Slings and 
Darts, and all the Engins continually played upon them. For all this the Jews reſted 
not, but ay out in Companies, they pull'd down the Sheds which defended the 
The Jeu Workmen, and then aſlaulted them having no defence : and when they had beaten 
break out and REM away, deſtroyed and fired all that the Romans had wrought for their own defence 
bear down the and ſafeguard. At laſt Veſpaſtar perceived that theſe damages happen'd, for that there 
buwark. was ſome ſpace left between all theſe Works, whereby the Enemies had acceſs to do 
them ſuch harms : wherefore he united them together, and ſo hindred the Excurſions 
of the Jews.

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CHAP. IX. 


How Veſpaſian battered the Walls of Jotapata with a Ram, and other 
Warlike Engines. 


Eſpaſian thinking himſelf as it were beſieged, both in regard of the long time x 


which he had continued the Siege,and alſo of the divers Sallies and Excurlions of 

the Jewsz and having now almoſt raiſed the Rampiers as high as the Walls of the 

City, determined to batter them with a Ram. A Ram is a huge Beam like the Malt 

of a Ship, whoſe end is armed with ſtrong maſly Iron, and made in the form of a Rams 

Head 3 whence it takes its Name, becaule it butteth Walls, as a Ram butteth with his 

A kam, Head. It hangeth on another Beam with Ropes, like the Beam of a pair of Ballances: 
the Beam it hangeth on lying acroſs, is held up with two Props, which being drawn 

back by force of many Men, and then jointly with all their Forces ſhov'd forward, 

It ſtriketh the Wall with the Head of Iron : And there is no Wall nor Tower fo {trong, 


but though it abide the firſt Stroke of the Engine, yet can it not hold out long, The | 


General of the Romans thought good to uſe this means to take the City by torce, for 
that the Siege was dangerous, L reaſon that the Jews never reſted, to which end the 
Romans with all kind of Shot endeavoured to beat the Jews from off the Wails that 
made any Reſiſtance : and the Archers and they that uſed Slings, were hard by : and 
when they ſaw that none of the Jews durſt come upon the Walls, they applied the Ram 
to them 5 and covered it above with Hurdles and Skins, both for to defend themſelves 
and the Engine. At the firſt Stroke the Walls were ſhaken, fo that the Citizens cricd 
as though the Town had been already taken. Foſeph ſeeing them ſtill beat one place, 
and that preſently the Wall would fall, deviſed a way to refiſt the Force of the Ram,

This Fact greatly troubled the Romans, who ſeeing } ſp/tan bleed, preſently ſpread 
the News through the whole Army, and almolt all of them came running to ſee their 
General, and eſpecially 17t#s, who feared his Father's Danger. But Veſpaſcan preſently 
freed the Army from all Preturbation, and his Son 7 itu; from Fear : tor, diſſembling the 
Grief of the Wound, he ſhewed himlelt to all that were ſorrowtul for him, and incited 
them to fight againſt the Jews more earneſtly than before. Whereupon eve y one as 
it were to revenge their General, deſpiſcd all Danger, and aflaulted the Walls, exhort- 
ing one another, Joſeph and his Aſſociates, notwithſtanding many of them were 
killed with Shot, Darts and Arrows, yet forſook not the Walls, but with Fire and 
Sword, and Stones, fiercely aſſaulted them, that, being detended with Hurdles, batter- 
C cd the Walls with the Ram; but to little purpoſe : for they were continually killed 
by their Enemies, becauſe they could not (ce them ; But their Fire made ſuch a light, 
as though it had been day, fo that the Romans calily perceived whither to dirett their 
Shot, And for that their Engines were not perceived atar off, the Jews could not Je- 
ſend them(clves trom the Arrows and Stones that were {hot againſt them, by which 
means many of them were (Jain, and the Tops and Corners of the Towers beaten down. 
And many that were behind, were (lain by force of thoſe Stones 3 fo that any Man 
may perceive of what force that Engine 1s, by that which hapned that night. For one 
that ſtood near Joſeph on the Wall, was ſtruck with a Stone, and his Read carried 
from his Body, by violence of the blow, three Furlongs off, as though it had been calt 
7 out of a Sling : and the next day a Woman, great with Child, was ſtruck on the Bejly 
with one of thoſe Stones, and the Child carried forth of her, from the place where ſhe 
was ſtruck, three Furlongs 3 ſo great was the Force of this Engine. Thus the Violence 
of the Engines was moſt terrible, and likewiſe the Noiſe of Darts, Arrows, and other 
Shot. Many were {lain on every ſide, and the Bodies of thoſe that were killed being 
da(h'd apgainit the Wall made a-great Noiſe : and within the City was heard a pitifal 
Lamentation and Weeping among the Women 3 and without a heavy Mourning and 
Cry of them that were wounded to Death; and all that part of the Wall where the 
Fight was, flowed with Blood : ſo that now the multitude of dead Bodies had (o filled 
the Ditch before the Wall, that the Romans might cahly paſs over into the City ; and

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nothing wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear move Terror. Thus many 
ſtoutly fighting for Jotapata, died moſt valiantly z many alſo were fore wounded : and 
notwithſtanding the Wall was continually battered, yer it was almoſt Morning before 
it fel], being all Night long beaten with the Ram..

Device broke the body of the Romans, ſo that through great pains they fell from the | 
Wall : for the ſcalding Oil eaſily got between their Fleth and Armour, and ſcorched | 
them like Fire, being eaſily heated; and long continued hot by reaſon of the Fatreh. 

The Romans being loaded with Helmets and Breaſt-plates, could not retire fo nimbly | 
as was requiſite : ſo that fome leapt down off the Bridg, and others died of the pain; | 
others would fain have retired themſelves, but could not, becauſe their Enemies tol- | 
lowed them ſo hard. But neither the Romans wanted Virtue and Valour in adverſe For- 

tune, nor the Jews Prudence. For the Romans, notwithſtanding they were in intolera- 

ble Pain, being ſcalded with hot Oil, yet they freſhly aſlaulted them that hurt them, N Wt 
defirous to ſhew their Courage. Then the Jews uſed another Device to make them re-

ſpaſian ſent Joſeph Nicanor, the third Tribune, one of Joſep#s Acquaintance. Nicaror 
recounted to him how mild the Romans were towards them whom they had conquered, 
and that the Roman Generals rather admired him for his Vertue, than hated him. 
Moreover, that his General intended not to punilh him, which if he pleaſed, he might 
do, (whether he yielded himſclt or no) but to ſave him, being ſo valiant a Man : ad- 
ding alſo, that if Veſpaſtar meant 1], he would never have imployed his Friend in ſuch 
a Meſſage, to uſe Friend{hip (fo noble a Vertue) to ſo evi] a Purpoſe as to work Trea- 
ſon 3 and that he, though Veſpaſia had been ſo minded, would never have conſented 
to have betrayed his Friend Joſeph. For all Nicanor's Words, he ſtill hefitated, as un- 
reſolved what to do. Whereat the Roman Souldiers being angry, began to caſt Fire 
into the Cave : but Veſpaſ#ar hindred them, being deſirous to take Joſeph alive. Nics+ 
zor ceaſed not to entreat him 3 and he perceiving how his Enemies began to be enraged, 
and calling to mind the Dreams he had had, wherein God had fore-thewed him all the 
Jews Calamities, and what happy Succeſs ſhould befal the Romans, (for he could in- 75's Dream 
terpret Dreams, and whatſoever God obſcurely ſhewed, being inſtrufted in the holy wir Su

Joſeph ſpoke more to this effect, to diſlwade .his Companions from killing them- 7b is in 
ſelves : Butthey ſtopping their Ears with Deſperation, wherewith they had armed them- hy + _ 
ſclves to die, came furiouſly towards him with their Swords drawn, upbraiding him that Y Fo 
he was a Coward, and every one was ready to ſtrike him. Then Joſeph calling one by 
his Name, and looking upon another with a Countenance like a Governour, holding 
another's Hand, and intreating the reſt diſtrated in ſuch danger, by this means diverted 
the Blows they intended him: for (till as one came near to {ſtrike him, he turned his 
Face upon him, like ſome wild Beaſt encompaſſed with the Hunters. Some of them who 
rem:mbred he had been their Captain in their Extremity, with revercnce of his Perfo- 
nage trembled « (o that their Swords fell out of their Hands : 2nd ma ny lifting up their 
Arms to ſtrike him, of their own accord let their Weapons fall. Feſeph, notwithſtand- 
ing his deſperate Eſtate, yet was not void of Judgment; but truſting in God's Aſliſtance, 
be hazarded his Life, and ſpake uato them as followeth : Seeirg ye are all determined to AnotherPoli- 
die, let 1s caſt Lots who ſhall kill one ancther 5 and he to whom the Lot falleth. ſhall be killed by ©? A 0c 
{ine wi.o ſhall next follow, and ſo the Lot ſhall be caft upon every one of us, and none of us ſhall be 
forced 19 kill our ſelves. For it were Injuſtice, that when ſome of us are ſlain ;, the reſt ſhould 
repent themſelves, and ſo eſcape. They all liked well of this, and always he upon whom 7o/p)«Fellows 
the lot fell, was (lain by him that followed, for Death was more acceptable,becauſe they Þ<9yLors,and 
thought Joſeph ſhould die with them. Now it hapned, by the Providence of God, that =. han i 
Joſeph remained alive only with one ather ; and he perſwaded him who was left alive, ſerved. 
to live, and not to ſeek Death, leſt either the Lot ſhould fall upon himielf, and ſo he be 
(ain, or upon the other, and fo he ſhould be polluted with the Murder and Slaughter of 
one of his Friends. Joſeph being thus delivered from extream Danger, both from the 


D Romans, and from thoſe of his own Nation, went with Nicanor to Veſpaſian. 


All the Romans came about him to ſee him z and preſſing about their Genera!, they 7p reſorc- 
made a great noiſe, ſome rejoycing that he was taken, others crying out to puniſh him, © Fg, 
others ſtriving to come near to behold him better: and they who were afar off,cried out yr. 
to kill that Enemy of the Romans Fame. But thoſe who wre near and beheld him, re- 
membring his great Ations, were aſtoniſhed at his change of Fortune : No Captain or 
Ruler, but although before they were all moved againſt him, yet now beholding him, 
they began to pity him : eſpecially 77t#4, who being of a gentle Diſpolition, admired Toe 
Joſeph's Valour, his Conſtancy in Adverlity, and conſidered his Age, and thereby was mo- An Rs 
ved to take compaſiion upon him, remembring what a manner of Man he had been during and Mercy to 
the Wars, and what he now was, being fallen into his Enemies hands : calling alſo ward 7o{ph. 
to mind the Power and Force of Fortune, and how uncertain the chance of War is, and 
that humane Affairs have no Stedfaſtneſs. His Example drew many Minds to pity him, 
ſo that Titus was the chief Author of Joſeph's Lite : Yet Veſpaſtar cauſed him to be care- 
fully kept, as though he meant to ſend himto Ceſar. Which Joſeph hearing, requeſted 
that he might ſpeak a word or two with him alone. Whereupon, all but his Son 1s 
departing, and two of his Friends, Joſeph ſpoke to him in theſe Terms. 

Vow think only, that you have Joleph for your Captive, but am « Meſſenger to you of Job hath 
greater eMatters from God. Otherwiſe, I knew my Country-Laws, and how it behoved the wang. ag 
Generals of our Nation to die, and not to be taken alive by their Enemies. You will ſend me Vijpaſan. 

to Nero 5 Wherefore, ſince Nero and thoſe that are to ſucceed him before you, have ſo little Jap» Ky 
time to live, Tou, O Veſpaſian, ſhall be Celar, and Emperor of Rome, and Titus zour oF his "_ 
Son after you : keep me therefore in bonds with you, for you are not only my Lord, but Lord Honougs 
of all the World, Sea and Land, and all Mankind.

Atcer he 
had thus ſpoken, Veſpaſian gave ſmall credit to his Words, thinking that Joſeph fained 
theſe things of himſelf to ſave his Life : yet by little and Inile he began ro give credit 
to him, becauſe God put it in his Mind to hope for the Empire, aud foretold him of his 
Rcizn by many Signs and Tokens,and he allo found Joſep; totell the Truth 1n other Mat- 
ters, For one of Veſpaſiar's Friends ſaying, that it was f{irange that he knowing this,

Fr bog N the mean time a great multitude being gathered together, who either were c- 
Sedirious and ditious Perſons, or Thieves, or ſuch as had eſcaped out of the taken-Cities, re-edi- 


Thirves. hed Joppa for their Refuge, which Ceſiizs formerly had deſtroyed : and ſeeing they 
could not find Proviſion in the Country, which was already waſted and left deſolate by 
the War, they purpoſed to become Pirates 3 and fo building Ships for that purpoſe, 
they robbed the Phenicians, Syrians, and Egyptians, not ſuffering any to paſs thoſe 
Seas without danger. eſpaſkan underſtanding their praCtices, ſent Horſe and Foot a- 
gainſt Joppa, who finding the City not guarded, got into it inthe night : which the 
Inhabitants perceiving,were fo terrifi'd that they dur(t not make any reſiſtance to expel 
the Romans; but they all fled to their Ships, and there ftaid all night, a flight-ſhot L 
from the ſhoar. Joppa is naturally no road for Ships (for it is ſcuuated upon a tur- 
bulent Shore) and on every fide hath very high and eminent Rocks, which trouble the 
Seas, and make huge Waves. In this place (if we may believe the Fable) one may

the Ships bearing one againſt another. By this means ſome of the Inhabitants of Je- 
pa were [wallowed up by the Waves, others ſuffered Shipwrack z ſome killed themſelves 
rather than to be drowned : many with the Waves were ſtricken againſt the Rocks, ſo 
that the Sea was bloody, and all the Shore covered with dead Bodies : and whoſoever 
eſcaped the Sea, and got to ſhore, the Roman Souldiers there ſtanding ready, killed 

Four thouſand them. Four thouſand and two hundred dead Bodies were caſt upon the Shore. So the

| bels that had delired War were got thither, truſting both to the Strength of the City, 

and the Lake adjoining to it, called Gereſareth. For this City was built like Tiberiac, 

upon a Mountain : and Joſeph had incloſed it with a Wall where 1t was not compaſleqd' x 

by the Lake, But the Wall, though ſtrong, yet was not fo ſtrong as that of Tiberias ; 

for Joſeph built that in the beginning of the Revolt, having Men and Money at will;

Whilſt the Romans entrenched them- 

ſclves, Feſws and his Followers not diſmayed either with the Multitude or Military Diſ- 

cipline of his Encmies, iſſued out of the City, and flew the Workmen, and deſtroyed 

The Romans part of the Work 3 till perceiving the Romans aſſembled together againſt him, he fled 

page gt cm again to his Company without any loſs or harm received. But the Romans purſued them | 

'* ſo faſt, that they forced them to take their Ships : and ſo being gone fo far from the 

Shore, as that yet they might eaſily reach them with the ſhot of an Arrow, they caſt 

Anchor, and diſpoſed their Ships in Warlike Manner, and fought againſt the Romans 

who were on ſhore. Veſpaſian underſtanding at the ſame time that a great multitude of 

them were gathered together in a Place near the City, ſent his Son T7tzs againſt them 

with 6co Horſe 3 who finding the number of his Enemies too great to encounter, he cer- 

tified his Father that he needed more Forces : Yet perceiving many of thoſe Horſe-men 

of good courage, before any more Aid came, (though ſome of them were afraid of the 

7itus's Oration Jews) he got upon a high Place where all might hear him, and ſaid, O ze Remans, I will frſi 

mb. ban rincd 2t you in mind who you are, and of what Nation, that ſo conſidering what your ſelves are, \| 

- you may alſo conſider who they are with whom we are to frght. As for you, was there ever any 

Jews are not Ezzemy in any part of the World that could eſcape our hands e And as for the Jews, though tie 

to ve feared. dure and manfully bear out their Miſery, yet they look, upon themſelves as vanquiſl'd. If 

therefore they conſtantly endure Miſery, and fight valiantly being in Adwerſity 5 what ſhoula we 

do who are in Projperity & I rejoice to ſee you ſhew good Countenance ;, yet I fear leſt ſo great a 

multitude of our Enemies may diſcourage ſome of you. Let every one therefare once again 

conſider, who himfelf is, and with whom he is to fight : and that although the Fews be bold and 

valiant enough, yet they obſerve no warlike Order, and are unarmed, and ſo are rather to be 

termed a Multitude than an Army. I need not ſpeak of your Knowledg and Skill in War : ſince 

for th35 only Canſe we are trained up in warlike Diſcipline in time of Peace, to the end that N 

our Courage ſhould anſwer the number of our Enemies when we are to join  Battel : for what 

frait ſhall we ſhew of this our perpetual warlike Order and Diſcipline, if we dare only fight with 

a rude Multitude that are no more in number than our ſelues £ Conſider that you being armed 

arc to fight with Men unarmed,and being Horſe-men are 10 fight with Foot-men,and being guid- 

ed bz gcod Officers, with thoſe who have no Head or Ruler. All which things ſupply in us the 

wart of more Men; and the contrary in our Enemies doth much diminiſh their number. Vido- 

| ry doth not depend on the multitude of Men, be they never ſo warlike but in a few, if they 

BM q be valiant : for as they are few, ſo are they eaſily kept in order, and may eaſily cone to help one 

the Multicude, 4#0thr, rot being peſtercd 5 whereas great Multitudes do more hinder one another than do goed, 

oy in me and ofientimes do themſclves more harm than their Enemies, The Jews indeed are led with O 

erage Fora Deſperation, Rage and Fury, which when good Fortune ſeconds them are of ſome force, but 11:

have greater reaſon to fight than the Jews bave: for they fight only for their Country and Weld ac, : & 
Libert 'y, but we fight for Renown and Empire ; that ſence we have alrcad y gained the Em: aſter ciſt's 
re of the whole World, it might not be thought that our Enemies the Jews are Adverſaries V1 65. 
able to match us. Conſider moreover, that ye need not fear any great danger, for we have ma- 
m1 to help us, and that hard by ; let us therefore atchieve the Vitlory before any more ſuccenr 
cane to 484 3 ſo ſhall our Honour and our Vidory be greater. Now there will be a trial made of 
Me, my Father, and You, whether he deſerves the Reputation he exjoys £ whether I am wor- 
thy to be his Sou & and whether I may eſteem my ſelf happy in commanding You « For he is 
wont to be vidorious, and ſhall I return to him, being conquered ? And are you not aſhamed to 
be diſmayed, ſeeing that I your Captain offer my Self, and will undergo the greateſt Perils ? 
My Self will bear the brunt of the Enemies, and firſt encounter with them, and let none of 
you depart from me perſwade your ſelves that God will aſſiſt me in this Fight, and boldly 
eſume that we can do much more being in the midſt of our Enemies, than if we ſhould only 
fight with then at a diſtance, | 
Titus having thus ſpoken, as it were by God's Providence, all his Souldiers took heart 
and courage, ſo that now they were ſorry to ſee Trajar come with 400 Horſe-men more Y:ſp:þar ſend: 
before the Fight began, as tho their Victory would be lefs renowned, becauſe he came rl od ſupply 
to help them. Yeſpaſtan allo ſent Artonixs and Silo with 2000 Archers, to take the : 
Mountain that was juſt oppoſit to the Town, and to beat them that defended the City 
C off from the Walls: and they did as they were commanded. Then T7t#s with all Force 
poſſible, charg'd with his Horſe upon the Enemies z and all followed him with an huge 
Cry, ſpreading themſelves in ſuch order,that they occupied as much ground as the Jews, 
and ſo appeared more than indeed they were. The Jews, tho terrified by their Fierce- 
neſs, yet ſtood the firſt Aſſault : but in the end diſmayed, and put out of order with 
their Lances, and trampled on with the Horſe-men, every one fled as faſt as he could in- Th 
to the City. The Romans killed ſome as they fled, others as they overtook them, many in 
for haſte tumbling one upon another ; and they prevented all that fled to the Walls, 
and drove them back again into the Field, fo that of this great Multitude, a very few 
were ſaved, who got into the City. Now at their return into the City, there fell a great 4 bitter Diſ- 
D Diſſection : for the Inhabitants conſidering their own Eſtate, and the Event of all former po naypi iy : 
Wars, and eſpecially of this laſt Fight, mifliked the War, and deſired Peace : but the City. 
Strangers that had fled from other places thither, and were in great number, would 
needs continue it 3 and fo one part began a conteſt againſt the other, which proceeded 
ſo far, that by their Outcries they ſeem'd ready to take Arms. Titzs not being far from 
the Wall, heard theſe Tumults in the City, and cryed out to the Romans, This is the 
Hour ( Fellow-Souldiers) wherein God hath delivered the Fews into our hands : why do we de- Titws's Oration 
fer the time any longer © why do we not take the Vicory offered * Do you not hear the Cries - = —— 
within ? they who eſcaped our hands, are at variance amongſt themſelves : The City is ours, © mY 
if we make haſle, and take Courage. Nothing worthy Renown can be atchieved without 
Danger. Let us not only prevent. our Enemies Concord, which Neceſſity will ſoon effe, but 
alſo our own Forces before any freſh Aid come to us 5 that beſides the VifGory, being ſo few 0- 
ver ſo buge a multitude, we may alſo divide the Spoil of the City among us. No ſooner had 
he thus ſpoken, but preſently he mounted upon his Horſe, and rode into the Lake, and 
ſo paſſed into the City, and all the Souldiers followed him. They that defended the 
Walls, were ſo amazed at his Boldnefs, that none made Reſiſtance againſt him as he 
came : but Feſ#s with his Followers leaving the Quarter which was his to defend, fled , WT 
into the Fields : others flying towards the Lake, fell into their Enemies hands, who long 
came that way againſt them, and ſo were {Jaughtered as they were getting into their into the Fields. 
Ships 3 others were ſlain as they were {wimming to overtake the Ships that were new 
:anched from the Shoar : and there was a great ſlaughter of Men all over the City. Foz 
the Strangers that fled not, made ſome refiſtance ; but the Townſ(-men did not offer to 
defend themſelves : for they abſtained from Fight, hoping for pardon, becauſe they 
had not approved the War. At laſt Titus having fJain the FaCtious, took compallion 
upon the Citizens, ſaved their Lives, and caufed the Slaughter to ceaſe. They who 
elcaped to the Lake, ſeeing the City taken, removed as far as they could trom their 
Enemies. Titzs ſent Horſe-men to let his Father underſtand what he kad done. YVeſpa- Titus certifies 
ſtan was very glad'of his Son's glorious Succeſs, whereby a great part of the War was = REES 
ended. He commanded the City to be guarded round about, to the intent that none 
might eſcape away alive. And the next day he came down tothe Lake, and command- 
G ed Ships to be built to purſue thoſe that had eſcaped by it : and having many Work- 


men, and great (tore of Matter to build them withal, his Command was ſoon eftetted. 
CHAP. 
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The Deſcription of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 
HE Lake of Genezareth taketh its Name from the Country adjoining to it; the 
Breadth thereof is forty Furlongs, the Length an hundred. The Water of this Lake 
is ſweet and good to drink, and more ſubtile than ordinarily the Waters of other pla- 
ccs arez and it is very clear near the Shoar, and more cool to drink, than either that B 


of the River or Fountain ; yea it is always more cold than one would judg ſuch a Lake 
to be of that Largeneſs ; for the Water being ſet in the Sun, doth not loſe its Coldneſ,, 
when the Inhabuants expoſe it to the Sun in Summer, to allay the natural Coldnes 
The Fountain thereof, There are in it many ſorts of Fiſhes, nothing like the Fiſhes of other places, 
of Jo-4n. either in Shape or Taſte. The River Jordar paſſeth through the midſt of it. It is 
thought that Parinm is the Head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath its Origina] 
from Phiala, from whence it pafſeth under-ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
Ceſaria, towards that way which leads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phiala, by reaſon of its Roundneſs, for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
Water ſtill keepeth within the brink of Phiala, never increaſing nor diminiſhing. Ng 
Man knew that this was the head of Forday, till Philip the Tetrarch of Trachonitis found x; 
it to be ſo; for he caſting Straws into Phiala, found them afterward carried to Pariny, 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Fordav. Paninm, though 
It be naturally beautified, yet by Agrippa's Coſt and Charges it was much more adorn, 
Feng Jordan beginneth with a deep River out of this Den, and paſſeth along the Mariſh Pla- 
of Ge:ezareth, ces, and dirty Lake of Semechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Ju- 
lis, and in the Way divideth the Lake Genezareth ; and paſſing a great way further 
into the Wilderneſs, at laſt it falleth into the Lake called Aſpheltites, Upon the Lake 
Genezarcth there bordereth a Country of the ſame Name, naturaily beautiful and ad- 
mirable : for there is no kind of Plant which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants 
have repleniſhed it with Plants and Trees of all forts, and the temperature of the Air |, 
well agrees with all fort of Fruit-Trees: for there are an infinite company of Nut- 
Trees, which of all Trees eſpecially require a cold Soil : There are alſo abundance of 
Palms, which delire great Heat : likewiſe great ſtore of Figs and Olives, which require 
a temperate Air: ſo that one may jultly ſay, that through the bounty of Nature, 66 
different and oppoſit Qualities are here together united, and at one time, as it were, all 
diffcrence of Seaſons of the Year conjoin for good purpoſe. And it doth not only 
nouriſh theſe Fruits, but alſo conſerveth for ten whole Months Figs, Grapes, and all 
other Fruits all the Year long. Beſides the temperature of the Air, it is alſo watered 
by a plentiful Fountain, called Capernaym : Many think it to be an Arm of Niles, be- 
cauſe it hath Fiſhes hke the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandris., The Length M 0 
_ ous of this Country along the Lake bearing the ſame Name, is thirty Furlongs, and the 
of Genezartth, Breadth twenty.

CHAP. XIX. 


A Sea-Fight ; in which Veſpaſian defeats in the Lake of Genezareth al thoſe that 
had ſaved themſelves at Tarichea. 


Eſpaſcan having built his Ships, and furniſhed them with as many Men as he 

thought ſufficient againſt thoſe whom he was to purſue, he embarqued upon the 

Lake, and himſclf alſo went againſt them. The Taricheans could not poſſibly make 

any eſcape by Land, although they would 3 and they were not able to fight hand to 

hand with the Romans, for their ſmall Pirate Boats could not withſtand their Enemies 

great Vellels 3 and beſides, they were not ſufficiently mann'd, ſo that they feared 

to encounter the Romans, who preſſed altogether upon them : yet puaknpr Inge ; 

ſometimes they came about the Roman Ships, and caſt Stones at the Romans afar ofl, 

5 ſometimes alſo they came near, and skirmiſhed with them : yet they themſelves al- 
novo the T;- Ways had more harm than the Romans; for their Stones which they caſt did only rattle O 

Yicheans, againſt the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by OI

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Arrows: and if at any time they were ſo bold as to come near the Romans, they were £2" 
ſlain before they could do them any Harm, or elſe ſunk with their Boats. And as ma- Wold G _ 
ny as attempted to aſſault the Romang, were flajn with their Javelins and Swords, the «ts Chris 
Romans leaping into their Boatsz and many were taken with their Boats, the Ships WA We 
meeting one another. They that were in the Water, and lift up their Heads to ſwim, Pp:ſavs 
were kill'd with Arrows, or over-taken with Roman Boats: and if in Deſperation they 11,077,” the 
came ſwimming towards their Enemies, their Hands ar Hgads were; pelently cut off. zorith mint.

ed with Blood, and full of dead Bodies, for not one eſcaped alive. A few days after, The erg of the 
theſe dead Bodies corrupted the Air, by their ſtench,in ſuch ſort, that the whole Coun- Bartel by Sea, 
try was annoyed with it : and this SpeCtacle was ſo hideous that it catifed Horror not $7*r5 4162 
only in the Jews, but £ven in the Ramans themlelves, whaq.had been phe cauſe of it.

ſwollen in the Water : And this was the end of that War by Water. - Fhe number of

they cannot live peaceably, becayſe they want abiding places, and they are able to 

diſturb and diſquiet thoſe to whom they ſhall fly. Yeſpaſzan for this cauſe judged them 


unworthy to live, preſuming that if they were let go, they would fight againſt them 


who pardoned their Lives ; 1t remained to conſider what Death to put them to. But he 

thought with himſelf, the Inhabitants would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſla- 

cred, who had fled to them fox Succoyg 3 wherefare he ſought to uſe no Violence to 

them, becauſe he had promiſed them Security. But at laſt he was overcome by the Per- 

ſwalion of his Friends, who told hja that all things agajnſt the Jews were lawfu}, and 

that Profit was to be preferred before Honelty, ſecing both could not be had : q Li- 

cence being granted to them tq depart, they luſpeting. nothing, were commagded to 

take only that way that leadeth to {7berias. They willigg)y gbeyed as they were com- 

manded, not miſdoubting the ſafety of-xheir Goods or Money : But the Romans had 

placed them(clves on every ſide the Way even x9 Tiherigz,: tg the intent that ngne might 

elcape, and fo ſhut them all in the City. Preſently after came Feſpaſcer ard encloſed 

them all in the Amphitheater, and fo killed twelye hundzed Pepſons, who were all old 

Men, or young and unable for Service. Ofthe reſt, that were all ſtrong young Men, 

he ſent ſix thouſand to Neroto work at 1#mros. near Corinth.

CHAP. I. 
How Gamala was beſteged. 
| Fter that Tariches was taken, all thoſe Cities that from the time that Jota- 
_—— pata was ſurprized till this inſtant had revolted from the Romans, did 
gainſtheJews. now again unite themſelves unto them : ſo that the Romans had now 


gotten into their hands all Caſtles and Towns of Galilee, Giſca/a only 

accepted, and [taburium, a Mountain ſo called. With theſe two rebelled Garzals, 

a Town over againſt Tarichez, and ſcituate upon the Lake, belonging to the King- 

dom of Agrippa; and alſo Sagane, and Seleucia : which two laſt belonged to Gar- 

lanitis, Sagate to the higher part, called Gaulava, and Gamala to the lower ; Se- 

Semechonitis a leucia to the Lake Semechontis, which is thirty Furlongs in Breadth, and threeſcore 
—_— large, whoſe Marſhes reach even to Daphne : which Country is very pleaſant of it 
of Gamala, * ſelf, and famous for that it entertains the Stream called Little Fordar, and at the 
foot of the Golden-Mountain drives it into the Great Fordany. Agrippa in the 
beginnitig of the Revolt had made a Treaty with Sagaze and Selencia ; but Ga- 

mala truſting to its Scituation, would not enter into the Treaty. It is far ſtron- 

ger than *Fotapata, It ſtands on a Hill which riſeth up in the midſt of an exceed- 

ing high Mountain, fo that it repreſents the figure of a Camel, which the Hebrews 

call Damel, and thereof it took the Name, which the Inhabitants have corruptly called 

Damal. Before it, and on either fide, are deep Valleys, into which a Man can hardly 

þ cory Lang deſcend ; only it may be aſſaulted on that {ide where it joins to that Mountain, which 
rong Face. alſo the Inhabitants have made inacceſſible, by cutting there a deep Ditch. In that 
place the City was very well inhabited on the deſcent of a Hill, and towards the South- 

part it ſtood on fo ſteep a Hill, that it ſeemed as if it would have fallen every hour.

And there another Hill ſerved the Inhabitants inſtead of a Caſtle, being unwalled : for N 


it was exceeding high, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley. In the Town 
within the Walls thereof there was alſo a Fountain. Although this City were of its 
own nature 1nvincible, yet Foſeph compaſling it with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mincs, made it ſtronger. Wherefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more con- 


.hderce in their Walls, than they of Fetapata did ; yet they were fewer in number, an 


not ſo Warlike People 3 and on account of the Scituaiion of the City, they efrecred 
themſc]ves above their. Enemies ; for the City was full of Men that fled thither by re:- 
ſon of the Strength of the Place : fo that for ſeven Months they reliſted the Forces that 
were ſent by Agrippa to beſtege them. Veſpaſian having decamped from Amman, pu.chec 


Viſpaſien be- his Tents before Tiberias, and fo went to Gamrala, (Ammans fignifies Hot-Water, to O 


fieges Gamala. there 1s a Fountain of Hot-}F ater there, which cureth many iſcaſes.) The City wes 0

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\ ſiruate, that he could not — it round about : wherefore he placed Men to keep 4 mM 
Watch in ſuch Places as were paſlable, and poſlcfied the higheſt Mountain, where his Wald ,. el ”— 
couldicrs pitching their Tents, entrenched themſelves. On the Eaſt part of the City, {ter "Chiſf's . 
in the moſt eminent place, there was a Caſtle, where the fifteenth and 6fth Legions lay ERS, 
againſt the Town, and the tenth Legion filled up the Ditches and Valleys. King Agrip- 
1 wentto the Walls, and ſpake to thoſethat defended them, willing them to yield to 
the Romans 3 but one of them with a Sling {track him on the right Arm, and hurt himz One wich - 
which much troubled his familiar Friends. And the Romansfor ariger that the King was wo, roo 
hurt, and for fear of fuch Miſchances to themſelves, now became earneſt to aſſault the an 
Town, perſwading themſelves that they would uſe Strangers and their Enemies hardly 
g if it lay 1N their Power, {ering thep had ſo ill entreated a Prince of their own Nation; 
for perſwading them to what was profitable for them. 
The Romans having quickly entrenched themſelves, by reaſon of the multude that 
' laboured in Buſineſs, who were accuſtomed to ſuch Work,began to place their Engines 
againſt the Town-Walls. C hares and Joſeph, who were two of the moſt potent Men in 
the Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Walls to defend 
them 3 but they had not much Courage to the Buſineſs. And although they well per- 
ccived that the City could not long hold out, ſeeing they wanted Water, and many 
other things neceflary to ſtand a Siegez yet notwithſtanding they exhorted the Town(- 
mn to be valiant, where a while they reſiſted, notwithſtanding the Shot z but at laſt, The Romans 
» they were therewith fo terrified, that leaving the Walls, they fled into the City. Then Þ<ficge Gans 
*the Romans battered the Walls with Rams in three ſeveral places ; and where the W all "q IT 
&ll,chere they ilued in with Trumpets and a great Shout, and fought with the Town(- 
menz who in the firſt Contlict fo valiently reſiſted them, that they permitted them not 
to enter further into the Town. But at Jaſt being overcome, both in Strength and Num- 
ber, they all fled into the higheſt part of the City, and from thence they returned again 
upon the Romans,who purſued them,and drovethem down into the Valleys, and killed 
many 3 and divers 10 that ſtrait Paſſage were trodden to death by their Fellows, 
Whereupon, ſeeing that they could neither fly, nor refiſt their Enemies above their 
Heads, they fled into the Houſes which adjoined unto the Plain, and fo filled them, that 
bxing over-charged, they tell down upon other Houſes beneath them, aid beat them The Roman; 
down alſo, and they likewiſe upon others ſituated beneath them. Many of the Romans oo ——_— 
this way periſhed; tor being amazed,and not knowing'what to do, they got into their the jews Hou- 
Houſes, notwithſtanding they ſaw them ſhake and totter; and mary ſeeking to eſcape, © 
were maimed by ſome part of the Ruines that fell upon their Bodies, and many were 
choaked in the Duſt. The Citizens of Gamala rejoiced thereat, thinking that this Aid Many Romans 
was ſent from God ; and not regarding their private Loſſes, they ceaſed nor to force the |. we 24 
Romans into their Houſcs 3 and if any were 1n the narrow Streets, them they flew with 
Darts from high Places. The Ruines atfarded them Stones enoug};, and their (lain 
Enemies Swords and Armour, which they took from them, being halt dead, and uſed 
E 2gainſt themſelvesz many died, whocaſtthemſelves headlong from off the Houſcs, being 
ready to fall 3 and thoſe that ſought to fly, could not eafily eſcape, for being ignorant 
of the Ways, and there being ſuch a Duſt that 'one could not ſee another, they kill'd 
one another 3 till with much ado, finding paſlage, they got out of the City. 

Veſpaſtan, who was always 1n the midſt of theſe Encounters, was greatly moved to ſee viſp1Ga's For- 
the Buildings fall ſo upon his Souldiers 3 and forgetting his own Safety, he retired him ticude Sap 
df with only a few to the higher part of the City, where he was left in great danger, 9 
baving very few about him, (for Tit#s his Son was not there, being betore this time ſent © 
to Mntianns in Syria) and now he could notfly ſafely, nor yet had it been for his Ho+ 
nour if he could. Wherefore remembring_ all his great Aﬀions from his Child-hood, «pps 

F and his own Vertue, he encouraged his Men, and with them joined Arms, and covered Fe" win 
themſelves with their Shields,and ſo, as it were, afftifted with ſome Divine Aid, detended OG.

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CHAP. III. 


How Gamala was deſtroyed. 


N the mean time many of the Gamalians, that had appeared the moſt hardy, fled and The Rotnin: 
3 þ hid themſelves; and the weaker ſort periſhed through Famine : yet a few of the Mcrmine = 
moſt couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty ſe and ic fallech © 
venth day of OZober, Upon which day,three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion,towards vith 2 8c! 
the break of day, undermined the highelt Tower in their Quarter, and entred into it ; "_ 
thoſe that kept it, neither perceiving them when they came in, nor when they went 
out (for it was in the Night-time.) Theſe Souldiers being wary leſt any Noiſe ſhould 
be made, removed five of the greateſt Stones of the Foundation, and preſently leapt 
away, and incontinently the Tower fell down with a hideous Noife, and with the fall 
killed thoſe that kept itz whereupon many that kept watch in thoſe Quarters, fled 
through fear z and they who ſought to eſcape the Romans, were killed 3 amongſt whom 
CJoſeph was ſtrucken with a Dart from a part of the Wall that was fallen down, and there 
died. They who were within the City were terrified with the Noiſe hereof, and ran 
up and down as tho all the Enemies were already entered into it. And Chares, Joſeph's 
Companion, being lick, yielded up the Ghoſt, Fear encreafing his Diſeaſe, and helping 
to ſhorten his Life. The Romans remembring the bad Succeſsat the laſt Aſſault, did nor 
enter the City till the twenty third of the Month aforeſaid. 

Then Titzs animated by reſentment of the Misfortune of the Romans in his abſence, Tirzrwith ce 
xccompanied with 200 Horſemeh, and ſome choſen Footmen, entred the City, no = 0p = 
Man reſiſting him : The Watchmen then firſt perceiving it, cried, To- Arms. Thoſe Foor-mrn, en- 
within the City fearing that 7z#us was entred; ſome took their Children, ſome their 5th Gahala, 

DWives, and fled into the Caſtle with pitiful Cries and Weeping : other met Tits, and 
were all put to the Sword 3 and they that could not get into the Caſtle, not knowing 
what to do, fell among the Roman Guards. Then the Skies were filled with the Crics of 
Men dying, and the lower places of the City flowed with Blood. Feſpaſiar led his whole 
Army againſt thoſe that fled into the Caſtle, which was of a great height, and ſcarcely The top ot che 
acceſſible, ſtanding in a ſtrong place full of Ditches and deep Dens,and compaſled with _ _ 
ſteep Rocks. The Jews drove down the Romans that offered to come up to them, part- hard « b-- 
ly with Darts,partly with Stones, which they rowled down upon them ; and they were ©''mbed. 
ſo high, that the Romans Arrows could not reach them. But at laſt, as it were by 
God's Providence, who would have it ſo,a Whirlwind aroſe which carried the Romans 
E Arrows amongſt them into the Caſtle, andthe Jews Arrows from the Romans 3 and the The Romans 
Wind was ſo violent, that it was not poſlibletor them to ſtand upon thoſe high places Þ$ oo Ack as 
and ſo not being able to ſtand, nor to ſee thoſe that came againſt them, the Romans dence; 
aſcended and took the Caſtle 5 ſome refiſted for their defence, others yielding themn- 
ſelves. The Romans now call to mind their Fellows that had periſhed in the firſt 
Aſault, and ſo became more cruel, Many: deſpairing of their Lives, caſt theis 
Wives, their Children, -and Themſelves headlong down thoſe Precipices into the 
deep Valleys underneath. So that the Cruelty the Romans ſhewed againſt the People 
of Gamala, was not ſo great as that whictr they uſed againſt themſelves ; for there 
were only four thouſand periſhed by the Romans Sword, and the number of them who $20o jews 
F fo caſt themſelves down, was found to be five thouſand 3 arid not one eſcaped, but COIDEE 
two Women that were Siſters, and Daughters to Philip Son» to Foachim, a worthy two Womer 
Man, and General of Agrippa's Army; and theſe two were ſaved only, becauſe at fuch <<: 
time when the City was taken, they hid themſelves 3 for they ſpared not Infants, but 
many took. them and caſt them down from the Caftle. And thus was Gamala deſtroyed 


the 23d day of Odober, having begunto revolt the 21th day of September.

Wherefore the Walls being full of People, among whom were many of the Seditious, - 
he told them that he marvelled what Help they expected,or by whoſe Advice (all other h 
Cities being now taken) they alone would refiſt the Roman Forces, eſpecially whenas ps 
they had already ſeen many Towns, far ſtronger than theirs, overthrown at the firſt ry 
Aſſault; and that contrariwiſe thoſe who had yielded themſelves to the Romans, lived : 

in Peace, and enjoyed all that was theirs. Which Offer (ſaid he) I now alſo make to c 
you,and am not-yet incenſed againſt you, becauſe that which you do is in hope of your , 
Liberty 3 but if you ſtill perſevere in your rebellious Courſe,and refuſe this kind Offer, Y 


you hall preſently perceive the Romans Sword drawn out for your Deſtruction, and p 
incontinently find your Walls but a Mockery, and no ways able to reſiſt the Roman \{ i 
Engines: whereas contrariwiſe if you yield your ſelves, andtruſt to the Fidelity of the 
Romans, you ſhall be the moſt happy People of all Galilee. None of the Townſmen 
were admitted to make anſwer, nor to come to the Walls, for the Seditious were Ma- 
ſters of them 3 and a Guard was placed at every Gate, leſt any ſhould go out to ſub- 
Febi's Anſwer mit themſclves,or any Horſemen ſhould be received into the City. Fok made anſwer 
ro Tis EY for all, thathe liked well of the Conditions offered, and that he would either perſwade 
or compel the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requeſted that that Day might be 
granted to the Jews, being the Seventh Day, wherein it was not lawful for them to 
treat of Peace, or make War. For (as the Romans knew) the Jews every Seventh 
Day ceaſe from all Work; and if they prophaned it,they whocauſed themto doſo,were N k 
guilty of Impiety. Moreover, ſo ſhort time could not prejudice the Romans, being but 
one Nights ſpace 3 for nothing he could effet in that time to endamage them, except 
only by tlying out of the City (which Titus might prevent by placing a ſtrong Guard 
and Watch in every place about it.) That Tits might make advantage of it, ſince it 
being his Deſign to offer them Peace and Safety,it was an Aftion no leſs worthy of him, 
to have regard tothe obſervation of their Law, than a Duty indiſpenſible in them not 
to violate it. 
With theſe and ſuch-like Speeches Fobn ſoughttodelude Titns, being not ſo Religious 
about the keeping of the Sabbath, as careful for hisown ſafety 3 for he feared that the G

| S ſoon as Fohn was entred into Feruſalem, all the People flocked about them, and 
thoſe that came with bim, enquiring ,what new . Calamizics had: befallen theig 
F Nation. Some of them being-yet out of breath, and. not able to ſpeak, thereby diſco- 
vered their Diſtreſs. Yet amid(t thel(& their Miſeries, ſome boaſted that it was not the 
Roman Power that forced them to fly,but that of their. own accord they fled thicher ro 
fight againſt the Romans 1n a ſater - place, than that from whence they fled was ; far 
none but unadviſed and raſh-headed Men would fight for ſuch a- City as ;Giſcals, and 
other places that were not able to reliſt ; and that.it behoved them all to reſerve their 
Vigour and Strength to defend their Metropolitan City. They allo told them how The Courage 
Giſcala was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fort away, tho {ume wolf ; 4 _ 
reported that they fled. . The People of Jeruſalem hearing what theſe Men reported, with him, ſtirs 
and how many were Priſoners to the Komans, fell into a great fear, .as though that out oro} he S

At laſt the Thieves aſſembled themſelves together 
from all Places, and joining Companies, brake into Fernſalewz. This City had no Go- 
vernour, and according to the ancient Cuſtom of their Anceſtors, was open to all that 
came thither that were their Country-men ; and ſo much more willingly at that time, 


becauſe they thought they that came thither, came of good-will to help them : whichL 


wasafterward the only cauſe that the City was deſtroyed, and of the more Civil Diſlen- 
tion. For a great multitude of People,unapt to fight, being there, conſumed the Vieu- 
als that would have ſufficed for the Fighting-men; and beſides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and CivilDiſfſention. Then other Thieves came out of the Fields there- 
about, and joining themſelves with thoſe that were within the City, omitted no kind 
Rapines and of Villany; for not content to rob and ſpoil, they alſo attempted to commit Murders, 
Spoilscommit- not only privily, or inthe Night upon mean Men, but even in the Day-time they pub- 
ted by 4Y- Jickly ſet upon thoſe of the chiefeſt Quality.

But theſe People were not content thus to 
have impriſoned theſe great Men, they thought it not ſafe for themſelves any longer to 
keep them alive 3 for many went daily to vilit them, who were able to revenge their 
Injurics 3 and moreover they feared that the People would make Head dgainſt them, 
being moved with their Inſolencies. Wherefore they determined to kill them ; and 
to cff<& their Purpoſe, they ſent one Fohn a cruel Murderer, who was the Son of Dorcas: 


he, accompanied with ten more, all having Swords, went to the Priſon, and ſlew as ma- N 


ny as they found there. To excule this cruel Fad of theirs, they alledged, That all 
they who were ſlain in Priſon, had Conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the Ciry into their Hands; and that for this Cauſe they had ſlain them as Trai- 
tors 70 their Country : They alſo boaſted that this Fa& of theirs had preſerved the 
City, and that therefore they had deſerved well by it. The People were brought to 
ſuch Sl2very and Terror, that the chuſing the High- Prieſt was in their Hands, to cle 
whom they pleaſed z ſo much was their Inſolence increaſed. Thus they, not reſpet-

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1] & alſo deviſcd many Lies to ſet thoſe that were in Authority at variance one with ano- Tr Tint th 
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ther, thereby, as it were, tohold chem occupied, who were able to refilt their Eaterprizcs, Wold, 4032; 
till from (ſhedding the Blood of the Citizens, they proceeded to commit mpiety againſt aſter Chriſt's 
God himſelf,and with prophane and impure Feet to enter into the Sanctuary. Then the Wn 
People were incited againſt them by the Perſwaſton of Anarw, who was one of the 
Prieſts, and the moſt ancient and wiſeſt of them all, who perhaps had laved the City, 
had he eſcaped the Hands of theſe Miſcreants. Burt they uſed the Temple as a Caſtle 
and Defence for themſelves againſt the People, and made the Sanctuary a place for then 
toexercile Tyranny 10, And that which increaſed the Sorrow of the Citizens, was, 
that amidſt theſe Calamities, their Religion was alſo contumelioully abuſed : for the(e 
p Thieves, to try of what Strength and Courage the People were, and their own Forces, : 
elefted by Lot a High-Prieſt contrary to their Law : which, as we have already ſaid, 4 High-Prieſt 
requireth that the Office of a High-Prieſt be by Succeſſion. This Deed of theirs they =. 
coloured with an Ancient Cuſtom, alledging that in time paſt the High-Prieſt was to the Ancient 
choſen by Lot 3 but indeed this their Falt was a violation of the moſt firm Cuſtom that <=: 
was amongſt the People, and was only a Device to get all Government into their 
Hands, vy eſtabliſhing Maglltrates at their pleaſure. 
Then calling 'one of the holy Tribes, named Erniachin, they caſt Lots, and the Lot 
f:]l upon one, whereby their Iniquity was diſcovered. This Man whoſe Lot it was to 
be High-Prieſt, was named Phenias, who was the Son of Sammel, a Man not only un- 
(C worthy of that Dignity, but who had been ſo ill brought up, that he never knew what 
the High-Prieſt meant. This Phanies was born in a Village called Apthaſis. Him, againſt Ph» a Coun- 
his will, they fetcht out of theField, and as it had been 1a a Stage-Play, they graced th 
him with the Sacerdotal Habit, and gave him Inſtructions how he (hould bchave himſelf, Prictt. 
as though ſo great Impiety had been but a Sport. The reſt of the Prieſts beholding a 
far off the Holy Laws thus ſcorned, ſcarcely contained themſclves from Tears, and 
groaned for ſorrow that their Sacred Dignities were ſo abuſed. The People could no 
longer endure this their Tyranny, but every one bethought himſelf how to ſuppreſs 
theſe Tyrants. And thoſe that were more carneſt herein, were Gorion, Foſeph's Son, The beſt Cirt- 
and Simeon the Son of Gamaliel, who firſt went about the City in private, and after- 7755, <xnore.. 
pwards in a publick Aſſembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thoſe Tyrants, revenge. 
who took from them their Liberty ; and to addreſs themſelves to purge the holy Tem- 
ple from ſuch vile and unclean Perſons. Likewiſe, the beſt-diſpoſed among the Prieſts, 
to wit, Jeſus the Son of Gamala, and Ananzs the Son of Aranw, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the People with their {loth, that they made no more 
haſte to deſtroy theſe Zealotsz for ſo thoſe Wretches termed themſelves, as tho they 
had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not impious MalefaGtors. 
The People being all aſſembled together, grieved to ſee the holy Place ſo made a 
Den of Thieves, and ſuch Robberies and Murders committed openly ; yet did they 
not go about Revenge, thinking themſelves too weak to deal with theſe Zealots, as in- 
E deed they were. Whereupon the High-Prieſt Aranw ſtood up among(t them; and ha- 
ving often turned his Eyes to the/Temple,and beheld it, with Tearsin his Eyes; O,faid he, The Zealoss 
How far better were it for me to die, than live to ſee the Houſe of God thus filled with Impiety, *"< moſt 
and the Santtuary, wherein none ſhould come but the High- Prieſt, prophaned with the wicked ba” ge Sr 
Feet of impions Perſons, clothed in Prieſts Apparel, and bearing the greateſt Authority £ Why Violences. 
de I yet live, and to be gray-beaded,abſtain from dying a glorious Death 2 Nay, rather I alone 1,,»,g4 tharp 
will go againſt theſe Murderers, and, as though [ were in a Wilderneſs, where there were no loveRtive a- 
Man beſides my ſelf, I alone will go and offer my Soul in the preſence of God. For what doth ou dana 
it avail me to live amongit a People that have no feeling of their own Calamity, and which 
ſeeketh not to redreſs their own preſent Miſeries * For you, being robbed and ſpoiled, bear ail 
F patiently ; and being beaten, hold your peace, and there is none amongit you that dare openly 
mourn for them that are moſt cruelly murdered.

They keep againſt you the ſtron- 
The Temple geſt Place in the whole C ity, called indeed a Temple, but now 4 Fortreſs or Caſile of Defence, 
a 0" ho What do you now think, ſuch a Tyranny being eſtabliſhed over you, and your Enemies being 
tr hy. even upon you ; what ds you deliberate to do « Do you expe the Romans to come an help 
ou to ſavethe Temple and ſacred Places, as if our City were at that paſs that our very Enemies 
could not but pity us * Will you not riſe, and as the very brute Beaſts do, revenge your ſelves | 
upon them that have thus wounded you f Why doth not every one of you call to mind the Maſſa- 
cre of bis Friends, axd what Calamity he himſelf hath ſuffered, and ſo encourage your ſeives 
to be revenged For ought I can ſee, we have all loft that ſacred and ſweet, and natural 
deſire of Liberty; and now we embrace Bondage, as though we had learned to be Bondmen 
even from our Anceſtors, But they endured many and hard Wars to live in Liberty, and 
yielded not to the Power of the Egyptians, or Medes, becauſe they would not be at their com- 
mand, What need is there to recount to you the Wars of your Predeceſſors ® To what end 
do we enterpiſe this War againſt the Romans, ( be it commodious for us, to our diſadvantage ) 
warsare in- if z20t to obtain our Liberty And we, who cannot endure to be ſubje@® to the Lords of the 
nag tor Li- whole World, ſu ffer thoſe of our own Nation to tyrannize over us.

But (believe me) if you would but once offer to go againſt them,their very 
Conſciences would abate their haughty Minds, and the remembrance of their Miſdeeds would 
put them . ſo far out of beart, that they will not make any benefit of that higher Place. Per- 
haps God in his Vengeance will turn their own Darts againſt them for their Impiety, and 
The Epilogue ©07:ſume them therewith, Let us but only ſhew our ſelves, and we ſhall diſmay-them. Tet 
of Ananu's it is an honour for us, if need be, to ſacrifice our Lives for the Defence of the holy Temple. N 
Oration, My ſelf will aſſiit you with the beſt Advice I can ;, and you ſhall ſee that I ſhall not only af- 
ſit 3ou with Words, but expoſe my ſelf to the greateſ# Dangers, and endeavour to animate 
you by my own Example. 
Ananus thus exhorted the People againſt the Zealots; yet he knew well that it was 
great difficulty to overcome them, being luſty young Men, many in number, of great 
Courage, ard the more deſperate, by the remorſe of Conſcience for the horrible Crimes 
and execrable Deeds which they had committed ; for they deſpaired of all hope of 
Pardon for their Mildeeds. Yet Anarus thought it altogether intolerable that the 
Common- Wealth ſhould be fo over-ruled. After this Exhortation, the People cried 
out, ' that they were ready to go againſt the Thieves, and to do as they: were exhorted. O 
Whili that Arnamus (clefted out the moſt able Men for War, and ſet them in order, 
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1  theZealots iſſued out upon him, (having intelligence of all his Intents and Procced- ES 


ings, by certain Spies which they had appointed on purpoſe) and they allied out, wid, 4532; 
ſometimes in Companies, ſometimes all at once,other timesin Ambuſhes. {pacing none that = , Conſt s 
they met with. Ananw quickly gathered together the People, who were more in pay 
number than the Thieves, but not ſo armed as they 3 but what they wanted in Arms, 41-5 dilpo- 
their Courage ſupply'd 3 for the Citizens were armed with Fury, ſtronger than HR 
Arms: and they which were gone out of the Temple, with a more deſperate Boldnefs the Zealors, 
than all the Multitude how great ſoever. For the Citizens thought it no abiding for 

them in the City, except they could drive away the Zealotsz and the Zealots 

thought they could not eſcape Torments, and Death it felt, except they were Vidtors. 

G at laſt they Joined Battel, each Party under their Captains and Leaders ; and firſt 

of all, both Parties caſt Stones one againſt another, and if any fled, the Conquerors 

purſued them with Swords, and many were wounded and {lain on both fides. Thoſe 
Townſmen that were wounded, were by their Friends carried into their Houſes ; but 

the Zealots that were hurt, went into the Temple, and polluted the ſacred Pavements 

with their Blood ; fo that their Religion was prophaned by Bloodſhed. Always the 

Thieves, in making Excurſions, got the upper hand 3 whereat the Citizens being angry, 

ſceing their number every day decreaſed, reproved the Cowards; ſo that if any of 

their Company offered to fly from the Zealots, they made him ſtand and refiſt whether 

he would or no, not permitting him to paſs away : and thus they bent all their Forces 

againſt their Enemies. At laſt the Thieves not able to make any longer reſiſtance, by Th< Fight of 
ictle and little retired themſelves into the Temple, and Ananw with his Company en- Es 
tred the Temple by Force with them, and broke the Body of his Enemies. Then they the Temple. 
in the outer Temple were in great fear, and fled into the inner Temple, and ſhut the 

Gates with all ſpeed. Ananus would not offer Violence to the facred Gates 3 and be- 

ſides the Enemies caſt Darts from above for he thought ita great Offence againſt God, 

although he might have got the Victory, to introduce the People, not being purified. 
Wherefore he ele&ted fix thouſand of the chief of all his Men, well armed, and appoin- 

ted them to keep the Porches, and others to ſucced in their places while they took reſt : 

And many of the better ſort of the Citizens being placed to keep Watch there, hired 


7 other poor People to watch in their ſteads. But Fob, who as before we declard, fled 


from Giſcala, wrought the ruine of them all. Chis Man being full of Deceit, and 79 fullotde- 
above all meaſure defirous of Rule, long ago intended to overthrow the Common- wonder; = 
Wealth. To which end, from that time he counterfeited himſelf to be againſt the Cirizers. 
Thieves, and ſo Day and Night accompanied Azan#s and the reſt,both in their Conſul- 

tations, and when they went to viſit the Watch 3 and he diſcloſed all their Counſcls 

to the Zealots : and there was nothing decreed by the People, but he gave the Thieves 
intelligence thereof before it was put in pratice z yet he ſeemed to be very reſpe&ful 

to Ananw, and the reſt of the Nobility, hereby hoping to conceal his Treachery. 


But it fell out contrary to his expeQation, for this his too-much reverence, cauſed him 


F to be ſuſpected, becauſe they noted him to play the Paraſite ; and for that, uncalled, he 


daily intruded himſelf into their Conſultations, he was miſdoubted to betray their 
Secrets. For Ananws perceived that the Enemies knew all their Deſigns 3 and though 
John's Deeds carried ſuſpicion of Treaſon, yet could they not eafily remove him, his 
Craft was ſuch ; beſides this, he was held up by many Noble-men who were employed 


' in theſe Aﬀairs. Wherefore they thought good to requelt of him an Oath of Friend- 75 ſvearsce 


be faichful ro 


ſhip; which he denied not,but added moreover,that he would be true to the People,and ;j. peopte. 


neither diſcloſe any Deed or Secret Counſel of theirs to the Enemies, but with Heart 
and Hand would truly endeavour to ſuppreſs the Rebels. So Aranws did no more 
miſtruſt him becauſe of his Oath, and admitted him afterwards to all their Counſcls, 


F nothing ſuſpefing him. Nay, they now truſted in him ſo far, that they ſent him as 


Agent to the Zealots, to perſwade them to Peace 3 for they were very careful leſt the 

Temple through their Deeds ſhould be defiled and prophaned, or that any of the Jews 

ſhould there be {1ain. But he, as though he had ſworn to the Zealots, and not to the 

Citizens, entred boldly amongſt them, and ſtanding in the midſt of them, he recoun- 

ted to them, that he had often for their ſakes undergone great Danger, by ſuffering 

None of the Townſmens Secrets to be concealed from them, but declared unto them Fobr, contrary 
all that ever Avwanus and his Confederates determined againſt them ; and that even an mn 
now he was like, together with them, to fall into extream Danger, except it pleaſed cer; wag Fg 
God.as it were,miraculoutly to alliſt them. For, ſaid he,now Ananw without delay will Zealors.

either intreat the Watchmen that beſieged them, to be favourable to them, or elſe get 
ſome ſuccour from ſome place without the Temple. For (aid he) he that amongſt 
you hopeth for pardon it you be overcome, doth not remember what hath paſt, and 
what he hath done 3 but let them perſwade themſelves as they pleaſe, they that have 
been injured, will not forget and forgive ſo ſoon, as he that injured them is ſorry for 
his Fact. Nay, many times the Repentance of MalefaCtors maketh them more hated] 
than before ; and the Wrath of Men that are injured, is increaſed by Authority, and 
licence to do what they pleaſe. And they might be ſure that the Friends and Kindred 
of them that were ſlain, would always lay wait to requite the Injuries 3 and that all the 
People were incenſed againſt them for breaking the Laws : So that although ſome few 
would take pity upon them, yet the-greater Number would prevail. With theſe and 
ſuch-like Speeches Jobz terrified the Zealots; yet durſt he not openly tell them what 
he meant by Foreign Help, notwithſtanding he meant the Idumeans. And that he might 
more enflame the Thieves, he went to the chiefeſt of them, and ſecretly told them, 
that Ananws was cruelly bent againſt themzand breathed out many Threatnings againſt 
ſome 1n particular. K 


CHAP. VI. 


How the Idumeans came to Jeruſalem, and what they did there. 


Monglt the Zealots there were two principal, Eleazer the Son of Simon, who 
above all the reſt was thought moſt fit, both to give Counſel,and to execute that [, 

which was conſulted upon 3 and Zacharias the Son of Amphicalus, who both were de- 
ſcended from the Line of the Prieſts. Theſe two underſtanding, that beſides the ge- 
neral Threatnings, their Death was eſpecially refolyed, and that the FaGion of Aran, 
to get him into Authority, had ſent to call the Romans, (for this Jobr: had feigned) 
deliberated with themſelves what to do, baving fo ſhort time to provide. For th 
ſuppoſed that preſently the People would affault them; and they bethought themſelves 
that now it was too late to ſeek Foreign Help, for they might endure all Calamity, 
before they could give notice hereof unto any that would help them. Yet at laſt they 
determined to call the Idymears to aid them; and ſo they writ a ſhort Epiſtle to them, 


I<ttivg them underſtand how Anranw, having ſeduced the People, meant to betray the 


Mother- City of their Nation to the Romans ; and that they fighting for their Liberty, 
were by him beſieged in the Temple 3 that the time wherein they expected Safety was 
very ſhort 3 and that if they were not preſently ſuccour'd, they were like to foll. into 
Ananxs and their Enemies Hands, and the City to be brought in Subjeftion to the 
Romans: they alſo ordered many things to be ſpoken by word of mouth to the Rulers 
of Idumeas. For which purpoſe was choſen two principal Men, Eloquent, and apt to 
perſwade 3 and that which was in this Caſe required, ſwift of Foot. It was certain 
that the Idumeans would preſently aid them, being a brutiſh rude Nation, and prone

lemnity 3 ſo that there only was requiſite two ſpeedy Mefſengers. Which two were 
ready and quick Men for ſuch an Exploit, and were both called by the Name of Ara 
nia. Thelc preſently went to the Governours of Idxmes, who reading the Epiltle, 
and hearing that which the Meſſengers had to ſay to them, like Mad-Men, aſſembled 
all the People together in great haſte, and proclaimed War: So the People in an Io- 
ſtant gathered themſclves together, and were all armed to fight for the Liberty of their 
Mother-City 3 and Twenty thouſand being aſſembled together,under the Government

Places and Cities about them, now at liſt have got into this Holy City, moſt Religions of all 
Cities, and have prophaned the Holy Place by their [mpiety : they tremble not to be drunk 
even in the Holy Temple, and there they conſume in Bangquetting the Spoils they had gotter:

wo tred with the Idumeenrs, and for a good {pace detended their idle Fellows ; others went 
and advertiſed the Inhabitants what was done, yet none durſt come to help them, be- 
caſe they now knew that the [d4nzzeans were got 1n3but every one lamented their hard 
Fortune, and the Women made great lamentation when the Watchmen were ſlain, The 
The immanity Zealots alſo anſwered their Crics with the like, and the Tempeſt and Thunder made all 
of pr] more dreadful. The 1dumeans ſpared none, becauſe they were naturally cruel, and p 
ow poof fierce to ſhed Blood 3 and angry that they were fo beaten with the Tempeſt, they uſed 
che Ciizens them moſt cruelly, by whoſe means they were ſhut out of the City, ſparing neither 1 
ot Jerujaiem. 11. ſe who requeſted Favour, nor thoſe who made Refiſtance,for they ſlew many as they 
wereentreating them to remember that they were of their own Blood, and requeſtin 
them to ſpare them for reverence of the Temple. There was no way to fly, nor any 
hope of eſcape 3 and being driven up 1n a narrow;room,they hurt themſclvesmore than 
the Enemies did, by crowding and treading one upon another ; for there was no Place 2 
to fly to,and their Enemies ceafed not to kill them. Being in this deſperate eſtate, not 3 
» knowing what to do, they caſt themſelves headlong into the City, and ſo died a more 4 
miftrable Death than thoſe that died by the Enemies Sword. The next day there was 05 
found ſlain 85co ; and all the outer Temple flowed with Blood.

He was a Man who 
thirſted to preſerve the Liberty of his Country, and Authority of the Common-Wealth, 
He continually preferred the Publick Iritereſt before his own Private Gain, and was al- 
ways deſirous of Peace, becauſe he foreſaw the Romans could not be withſtood ; and ( 
that if the Jews did not quickly accord with them, their Ruine was inevitable. And L 
I doubt not but if Azanzs had lived, he had ſucceeded in his Deſign; for he was an \ 
Eloquent Orator, and could per{wade admirable z and he had already reduced to ex- .

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tremity thoſe falſe Zealots who cauſed the War : and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain againſt the Romans, it had not been fo eaſy for the Romans to have 
conquered them. He was ſeconded by Feſss, who next him excelled all the reſt. But 
I think Almighty God having decreed the total Ruine of the City, which was now 
polluted and filled with Iniquity, and meaning by Fire, as it were, to purify the Holy 
Temple, which was prophaned, he firſt took up the Defenders thereof, and thoſe that 
loved it moſt dearly.

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CHAP. I. 


Of another Maſſacre 3, and of the Return of the Idumeans, and the Cruelty 
of the ZLealots. 


Uch was the End of Aranus and Jeſws : after whoſe Death the Tdumears and 
F the Zealots Maſlacred the People, as though they had been a Flock of pernici- 


ous Beaſts, and very few eſcaped the Butchery. The Nobility, and chief fort of The Cruelcy of 


Men, were put in Priſon, in hope, that by deferring their Death, ſome of them would ned oy ney 
become Partakers with them 3 yet none was hereby moved, but every one defired to a= heats 
die, rather than impiouſly to join with theſe Wretches againſt their own Country : 
Whereupon they were moſt cruelly Whipp'd before they were put to Death, their 

Bodies being made, as it were,. one ſore place by Whipping and Stripes : and when 

they could not endure theſe Torments any longer, they were killed. Who ſo was 

taken in the Day-time, was in the Night carried to Priſon 3 and thoſe that died in 

Priſon and Torments, they caſt their dead Bodies out, that they might have place to 

F impriſon others in their room. The People were ſo terrified, that none durlt weep 
openly for his Friend, nor bury the dead Body of his Kinſman 3 yea, thoſe that were 
in Priſon durſt not openly weep, but ſecretly, looking about them leſt any of their 
Enemies ſhould ſee them. For whoſoever mourned for any that was Aﬀicted, was 
preſently himſelf uſed in the fame manner, as he had been for whom he lamented. 

Yet ſometimes ſome in the Night ſcraped up a little Earth with their Hands, and there- 

withal covered the dead Body of their Friend 3 and ſome bolder than the reft,did the 

And in this general Slaughter, were twelve thouſand young No- ;,.., the 
blemen {lain in this manner. After which being hated for theſe Maliacres, they mocked Novilirye xe- 
and flomed the Magiſtrates, and made no account of their Judgments.

nn Wealth to the Romans, and for that intent had ſent toYeſpaſean - but they never ſhewed 
any Evidence or Proof thereof, but only affirmed it to be ſo 3 and therefore would have 
credit given to their words. 
Zachary con- When Zachary percerved, that under pretence of being called to Judgment, he was 
yin of A "e unjuſtly caſt into Priſon 3 though he had no hope of Life, yet he ſpared not to ſpeak 
Zealois. freely his Mind, and began to ſcorn the Rage and Pretence of hts Enemies, and purged 
him(clf of the Crimes whercof he was accuſed : and converting his Speech againſt his 
Accuſers, he laid open all thcir Iniquities, and much lamented the Miſeries and Troy: 1 
bles of the City. 

In the mean while the Zealots gnaſhed their Teeth, and could ſcarcely contain them- 
ſelves from drawing their Swords, and were defirous that their pretended Accuſation 
and Judgment might be ended. He alſo requeſted them, who by theſe Miſcreants 
were appointed his Judges, to-remember Juſtice, notwithſtanding the Danger they

Voice 3 and they all were angry with the Judges, who did not underſtand to what end K 
that Counterfeit Authority was given them. Then twoof the boldeſt among them ſet 

2:ca\ainin upon Zachary, and killed him in the midft of the Femple, and inſulted over him, ſaying, 

= midſt - Thou haſt now our Sentence and Abſolution, far more certain than the other was : And pre- 

ES {-ntly they caſt him down from the Temple into the Valley below ; and then contume- 
liouſly,with the Hilts of their Swords,they beat the Judges out of the Temple ; yet they 
did not kill them, to the end that being diſperſed thorow the whole City, they might 
tcll the People, as Meflengers from them, of their miſerable Condition. 

The Idumeans were now forrowful for their coming, 'for they miſliked theſe Proceed- 

One of the ings: and being aſſembled together, one of the Zealotsſecretly told them all that their 
mo _ Faction had done from the beginning : that it was true, the 1dumeans had taken Arms, [, 
Eel and becauſe they were informed that the Metropolitan City was by the Prieſts betray'd to 
barbarous the Romans: but they might perceive there was no Proof nor Sign of any ſuch Matter ; 
dealing ro the nd that indeed the Zealots, who pretended them(flves Defenders of the Liberty of the 
City, were indeed Enemies, and had exerciſed Tyranny over the Citizens even from 
the beginning. And tho they had affociated thermſclves with ſuch wicked Perſons, 
and made themſelves partakers of ſo many Murders, yet they ought now to ceaſe 
from ſuch Wickedneſs, and not aſſiſt Men ſo impious to deſtroy their Country andRe- 
ligion. For though they took it-in bad. part, that the City-Gates were ſhut upon 
them, yet now they were ſufficiently, revenge of thoſe that were the Cauſe thereof! 
That Aran himſelf was (lain, and almoſt all the, People in one Night, (whereof many M 
of them e're Jong would repent)and that they might now themſelves perceive the Cruel- 
ty of thoſe who requeſted their Aid,to be more than barbarous, had not bluſht to com- 
mit ſuch Villanies openly, in the fight of them who. had faved their Lives : and that 
their Miſdemeanorsand Impieties would, be imputed to the Idumears, becauſe they nei- 
ther hindred their miſchievous Prafices, nor forſook their Society. That therefore it 
was their part, ſeeing 1t was now evident that the Report of Treaſon was only Ca- 
Iumny, and that 'no Aſſault by the Romans was to be feared ; and that the City was im- 
pregnable, (provided there were no Domeſtick Diviſions) to depart home, and by for- 
ſaking the Society of the Impious, to acquit themſelves of their Impiety, as being by 
them deceived, and ſo againſt their Wills made Partakers thereof. N 
The Idumears were hereby perſwaded; and firſt of all they freed thoſe that were in 
The 144#2% Prion, mn number two thouſand of the Vulgar ; and preſently leaving the City, they 
am. * wentto Simor, (of whom we will ſpeak hereafter) and ſo they departed home. 

Their fadden departure was againſt the expeCation of both Parties ; for the People 
not knowing that the dumeans were ſorry for what they had done, rejoiced as now 
delivered from their Enemies: and the Zealots grew more inſolent and proud, as 
tzo-they never had needed Help, and now were delivered from thoſe, in conſiderati- 
on ot whom they abſtained from ſome Villanies. Whereupon they uſed no delay to 


cffe( all their Villaay 3 for they ſpent not much time in taking Advice, but whatfo- 


ever ſeemed belt to them, preſently, without any delay, they put itin praftice. But O 


eſpecially they murdered thoſe Men that were Wiſe and Valiant ; for they envied the

leave any one Man of account alive. Wherefore they flew, amongſt the relt, orion, a #514 2, 
Noble-man of great Birth and Dignity, who loved his Country, was very bountiful, «/ter "Cite 
anda lover of Liberty, ſo that there was none among(t the Jews like him; but for pgs <4 "q 
his deſire of Liberty, and his other Vertues, he was put to death. Neither could Niger Grreor's beats 
Peraita eſcape their hands, a Man who in War againſt the Romans, had ſhewed himtel; 294 Migo Fe 
valiant : and altho he often cried out, and ſhewed the Scars of his Wounds received in © 
defence of his Country ; yet they ceaſed not for all this moſt {bamefully to drag him F 

I thorow the City : and being led out of the City, deſpairing of Life, he entreated that | 
he might be buried. But the barbarous People denied his requeſt, and flew him. At his 

p Death he beſought God that the Romans might come and revenge 1t upon them, and 
that Plague, Famine, and civil Diſcord might light upon their City. 

God heard his Prayers, and ſent upon them all which he imprecated ; and firſt of all, vi" Prar- | 
they were plagued with Civil Wars among(t themſelves. Niger being thus (lain, they A W 
were freed from the fear they had of him that he would reſiſt their WickedneGs. Many i 
of the common People were, by ſome torged Tale or other, put to death. Some were 
lain,becauſe they bad formerly born Armsagainſt them 3and they who were innocent ic 
all Points, were put to death for ſome occalion deviſed in the time of Peace: and they 

x who did not converſe with them, were murdered as thoſe that contemned them ; and 
they that freely and friendly converſed with them, were flain, as thoſe that ſought to 

C betray them. In ſhort, the greateſt Offenders and the leaſt, were all puniſhed alike, 
to wit, with Death 3 for no Man eſcaped, except he were either poor, or of very baſe q

N the mcan while the Roman Officers had their Eyes open upon what paſſed in the 
D 1 City of Ferzjulem and ſeeing the Citizens at great variance among them(clves, The Souldier: 
tcy thought this to be for their great Advantage. Wherefore they preſled V-ſpaſian incire Veſpaie 
their General not to loſe this Opportunity,athrming that it was God's Providence (who naſelem, 4 
fought for them) that the Jews ſhould be at Civil Diſcord among(t themſelves ; and 
that therefore he ſhould not over-{lip ſo good an Occaſion, leſt the Jews ſhould quickly 
be Friends again one with another, either by the wearineſs of Civil-War, or elſe re- 
penting themſelves of that which they had done. To whom Veſpaſfan anſwered, That Veſpaþpn ex- 
they were ignorant what was to be done, and deſirous rather, as it were, ina Theater, to ſhew _—— " 
their Forces and Strength, than with him to conſider what was profitable and expedient. For Dilſenfion of : 
(aid he) if we preſently aſſault ther, our coming will make Gor- ord amongst our Enemies, M5 Enemies 
E and ſo we ſhall bring upon our ſelves their Forces yet firm and ſtrong ; but by expeTing a 
little while, we ſhall have leſs ado to conquer them, their chiefeſt Forces being deſtroyed by their 
own Civil-War.God is more our Friend than you are aware of, who without our labour and pain 
will deliver the Jews into our bands, and will give us the Viory, without endangering our 
Army, Wherefore it is rather our part to be beholders of the Tragedy, than to fioht againſt 
Men deſirous of Death, and troubled with the greateſt Evil poſſible, to wit, domeſtical Sedition 
and Civil-War. And if any think that the Vidory is not glorious, becauſe gotten without fight, 
let him know and conſider the uncertain Events of War : and that it is better, if it be pojſible, 
[ to pet a Vidory without Bloodſhed, than therewith to hazard a Defeat. For they who by 
Counſel and Advice do ary worthy Ad, deſerve no leſs praiſe, than they who by force of Arms 
F atchieve a ViFory. Moreover, in the mean time that the Enemies deſtroy one another, our 
Souldiers may take reſt, and ſo be ſironger and better able 10 fight when need ſhall require, Be- 
fedes, it ſeems not there is much haſte required to get the Vi@ory : for the Jews neither pre- 
pare Arms xor Engines of War, nor levy any Forces, nor ſeek, for Aid ; and ſo by delay no 
damage can enſue ; but they will plague one another mere by Civil-War, than cur Army cant 
by atacquing their City, And therefore whether we conſider Prudence or Glory, we have n0- 
thing to do but let them ruine themſelves ; for in caſe we fhould even at this preſent make

Jericho, where one of his Captains, named Trajar, met him with the Souldiers he 

brought from beyond Jordar, which Place he had conquered. But before the Romarts 


came, many fled from Fericho into the high Country over againſt Jernſalex 5 and many ** eſpaſian com-

that ſtaid behind, were there flain. So he found the City deſolate, being ſituate in a 
Plain,under a great barren Mountain, which is of a huge length; for it reacheth on the 
North-fide to the Borders of Scythopolis,ahd on the South to the Borders of Sodom and 
the Lake of Aſphaltites, It is rocky,and not inhabited, becauſe it bears no Frui:t.

CHAP..V. 
The Deſeription of the Lake Aſphaltites. 
K 
An admirable FT js worth the labour to deſcribe the Lake Aſphaltites, which is Salt and: uncapable 
= Pit of feeding Fiſh, yet whatever is caſt into it, how weighty ſoever it be, it ſwimmeth 
Lake, above the Water 3 ſo that one, though he would on purpoſe, cannot fink to the bot- 


tom. Veſpaſian coming thither to ſee it, took Men who could not ſwim, and causd 
their Hands to be bound behind them, and caſt them into ; the midſt thereof, and all 
of them came up to the top of the Water, as if ſome Wind had forc'd them from 
the bottom. Moreover, it is admirable, how this Lake thrice in every day changeth 
Colour, and ſhineth diverſly, according as the Beams of the Sun ſundry ways fall up- 
on it. And in many places caſteth up pieces of black Bitxmer, in greatneſs and ſhape 
like a Bull without a Head 3 and theſe float above the Water. They that get their L 
living upon this Water, by gathering this Bitumen, draw it to their Boats, and it 
is ſo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not eaſy for 
them to get them away, but their Boat 1s as it were faſtened, and hangeth upon the reſt 
of that Maſs of bituminous Matter, till it be ſeparated from it by the Terms or Urine 
of a Woman. This bitumenous Matter is good to cloſe the. Rifts of Ships, and 
alſo to cure many Diſeaſes. This Lake is five hundred and eighty Furlongs long, ex- 
tending to Zoar which is in Arabia; and it is an hundred and fifty Furlongs broad.

; ſometime after they that depoſed him, were puniſhed for that Offence : And how the 
Wars ended in Gallia ; and that Galba being created Emperor, returned to Rome out of 6-4. 

Spain : and how he was accuſed of Cowardice by the Souldiers, and by them killed in 

the Market-place, as one of baſe Condition; and how Otho was declared Emperor, and © 
led his Souldiers againſt Yztellins : Alſo Vitellius his Troubles in his Fight before the viictiue, 
Capitol: And how Antonius Primus, and Mutianus flew Vitellius, and fo appeaſed the 
German Troops and the Civil War. Of all theſe I have forborn to ſpeak, becauſe I 
preſume both the Greeks and Romans have written theſe things at large; yet 1 have 
briefly recapitulated this to continue my Hiſtory.

The Zealots fearing 
this, and delirous to prevent him, who they ſaw every day cncreaſed his Number, and 
grew more potent againſt them, they armed many of their Company, and went out 
to meet him. Simon was not daunted at this, but boldly encountred them, and gave 
them ſo ſharp a Battel, that he (Jew many of them in Fight, and forced the reſt to rare 
themſelves into the Town 3 yet not having Men ſufficient, he would not beſiege the 
Town, but firſt of all he purpoſed to ſubdue Idrmea ; and ſo,accompanied with 200c0 
armed Men, he haſted towards the Borders thereof. 

The Princes of Idymea underſtanding this, preſently aſſembled five and twenty thou- 
ſand armed Men 3 and leaving at Rome ſufhcient Garifons to defend their Country 
againſt the Sicarii, who held the Fortreſs of Maſſada ; they, accompanied with theſe 
Forces, went out,and expeted Sfmror's coming into the Borders of their Country, where 
having met him, they joined Battel, and fought a whole day : yet it appeared not which 
Part got the Victory. Then Simon returned to Nair, and the Idumeans Home. Not 
long after Simon,witha greater Army than before,aſlaulted the Borders of their Coun- 
try, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecne, he ſent one of his Companions, k 
named Eleazer, to them that kept the Caſtle Herodinm, not far from that place, to ſol- 
licit them to yield it tohim. The Gariſon there preſently received him into the Caſtle, 
not knowtng the Cauſe of his coming. Bur ſo ſoon as he began to perſwade them to 
Treaſon, they drew their Swords to kill him 3 and he not having any place to fly to,

For this Cauſe he was welcome to Simon, 
and faſted liberally, and had great Promiſes it he performed that which he offtcr.d; and 
then returned to the Idumeans; and feigned that Simor's Army was far greater than in- 
deed it was. And fo terrifying the Governours of his Country ,and the People, he, by 
little and little, perſwaded them to receive Simon, and without any more Fight to yicld 
to him the Soveraign Authority over them, 

Facob {tudying to bring this his Purpoſe to paſs, privily ſent Mc{ſengers to Simon, 
willing him to come with his Forces, and promiſing him to diſlipate the: Idnmeans for 
him 3; which he alſo did. For when Sizeor's Army drew near, he firſt of all got upon M 
his Horſe, and together with his Aſſociates that were partakers of his Treator, fled to 


the Enemy. Then Fear fell on the Idumeans 3 and every one, without any more ado, 
tled home.

ons. The Battc] was fought near Bebrizs, a Town in GalliaCiſalpma : the arit day 
Otko got the Victory againſt Falens and Cecinna, the Generals of Puiins his Army : 
But the day following they overcame Otho ; and ſo many being (lain on both parts,and 
news being brought that Vizellins's Army had gotten the Vitory, Otbo being at Brix- 
es, flew himfc}f, when he had held the Empire three months and two days. Otho's 
Souldiers turned to Vitellins his Captains, and joined with them, and fo Vitellins came 
E to Rome with his Army. In the mean time Feſþaſiar, the fifth day of Fane, departed v+puſn once 
| from Geſarea, and went to thoſe parts of Jades, which were yet unconquered ; and firſt 219'< invades 
of all he went into the high Countries, and ſubdued the two Toparchies of Acrabatena**** 
and Gophnites, and after them two Towns called Bethel and Ephrem, and placed Gari- 
ſons in ther, and ſo went to Jerſalew, killing many that he found in the way, and 
taking many Captives. 
One of his Captains called Cerealis, with a party of Horſe and Foot, waſted all the 
higher ſdumea : and in the way as he went, he took Caphetra a Caſtle, and burnt it, and 
belieged another called Capharis, encloſed with a ſtrong Wall: by reaſon of which he 6460s fub- 
deemed he ſhould have made long abode there 3 but, contrary to his expectation, the 11s 5 Cre 
F Inhabitants opened their Gates to him, and yielded themſelves, beſeeching him to be ** 
good to them. When he had overcome them, he went to Hebron, an ancient City, and C*/::/ burn- 
ſet it on firez this Hebron, as I have already ſaid, was ſituated upon the Mountains, 9 
and ncar Jera/alem : and breaking into it by force, hefſlew all them that he found there, _—_ 
and fred the City. And having ſubdued all Places, ſave only three Caſtles, to wit, 
Herodinm, M ids and Macheron, which were kept by the Thieves, now only Fern/a-

CHAP. IA. 


Of Simon's As againſt the Zealots. 


\ Fter Simon had recovered his Wife from the Zealots, he went into Idzmea to rol 
and ſpoil that which was left ; and chaſing the Inhabitants up and down, at laſt 
be torced them to fly to Jeruſalem, and he himſelf purſued them thither 5 and at the 


The Zealots foot of the Walls he killed all the People he took, that returned out of the Ficlds from 


fill the whole their Labour. Thus Si»0» without the City, was more terrible to the People than |

the Romans, and the Zealots within the City crueller than them both, being incoura- 
ged and incited thereto by the Counſel of the Galileans ; for they had put Fehr in Ay- 
thority 3 and Fohr in reward thereof, permitted all things to be done as they requeſted, 
There was no end of robbing and ſpoiling rich Mens Houſes, and of ſlaughtering both 
Men and Women ; and to kill Men and Women was but a paſtime. And baving 
with Blood bedew'd their Prey, and without all fear gotten what they liked, they now 
began to luſt after Women : yea, they becameeffeminate and laſcivious, they curl their 
Hair, and clothed themſelves in Womens Apparel, and anointed themſelves with ſweet 
Ointments, that their Beauty might be pleaſing and alluring ; they now not only imi- 
tate the Attire of Proſtitutes, but alſo their Impudency, and became ſo ſhameleſs, that x 
they thirſted after unnatural Pleaſures, as tho Fernſulem were become a Stews, and 
ſo profaned the whole City with their execrable Impurities. Yet tho they cffeminated 
their Faces, their Hands were prone to Bloodſhed 3 and tho they lived in ignominious 
Manners, as People given over to Pleaſure, yet could they quickly become Warriors, 
and in the Habits of Women, drawing their Swords, they killed whomſoever they met. 


The way of Whoſoever eſcaped Fohr's Hands, Szmor, the more cruel, murdered ; and whoſoever 


__—_ eſcaped the Tyrant within the City, was {lain by the Tyrant without 3 and there was 
quie os 


no way to fly to the Romans. 


The Diſcord Furthermore, the Army of Joh» began to be divided, for all the Idumeans ſeparated 


_ te themſclves from the other People, and there aroſe a Mutiny againſt the Tyrant, parilyL 


the Idumeans. through envy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty ; and fo atlulting 


him, they flew many of the Zealots, and compelled the reſt to fly into the King's Ho { 
built by Grapta, Father of Izat, King of Adiabena. The Idumeans alſo broke in thicher 
with them, and drave them from thence into the Temple, and ſeized upon Fobs's Trea- 
ſurez for Job» lived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Chen thoſe 
Zealots that were diſperſed in the City, came to thoſe that were in the Temple, and 
Fokn purpoſed to ſend them againſt the Townſmen and the Idumeans. But they feared 
not ſo much their Forces, (altho they knew them to be the better Warriors) as they 
did, leſt now being deſperate, they ſhould ſteal out of the Temple in the Night, and ſo 


{lay them, and fire the City. Wherefore aſſembling themſelves, they deliberated with M 


the Prieſts how to avoid their Aſſaults : but it pleaſed God to turn their own Counſel 

to their deſtruQtion, and that they ſhould provide a Remedy of Safety far worſe than 

Death it ſelf. For to depoſe Fohr, they deviſed to introduce Simon, and, as it were, t9 

intreat another to tyrannize over them. This Counſel was thought beſt, and aMattti- 

6s the Prieſt was ſent to Simon (of whom before they ſtood in great fear) to requelt 

him to come into the City. With him alſo came ſuch as had fled from Feruſalem for 

fear of the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becauſe they deſired to return to 

Simon enzers their Wives and Families. So he entred into the City proudly, promiſing them to be 
——= vith their Deliverer 3 and all the People made Acclamations as he entred into the City, 
with thoſe about him to eſtabliſh his Dominion, thinking as well thoſe that called him 

12to the City, as thoſe againſt whom he was called, his Enemies. Fohbr, and the Zea- 

lots with him, finding no way tocome out of the Temple, and having loſt all thathe hd 

in the City, (for Simon and his Followers, at their entrance, took all that belonged to 

Sinn afaulres him) began now to deſpair of his Safety. And Simon, being afhiſted by the Cuizers, 
the Temple, aſſaulted the Temple 3; and the Zealots placing themſelves upon the Porches, and :n 
Zealots kept Towers of Defence, made reſiſtance, and hurt many of Simon's Followers. For the 
Zealots were upon the higher ground on the right hand, and ſo had the advantage 

againſt $7zz0, And although by reaſon of the place wherein they were, they prevailed 


againſt Sizon, yet they raiſed four high Towers, that from thence they might ſhoot 9

T that time Rome alſo ſuffered the Evils of Civil War; for ViteVins was now arri- Vit en- 
ved out of Germany with his Army, bringing beſides them an infinite multitude 517 7 gh 
with him 3 ſo that his Army was ſo great, that the Placesappointed for quartering his 


Souldiers could not contain it 3 infomuch that his Army occupied all the whole City, 


C and every Houſe was filled with Souldiers. And they beholding the Romans Wealth 


greater than ever they ſaw any, and admiring their abundance of Gold and Silver, not 

able to contain themſelves, began to rob and kill every one that ſought to hinder them. 

And this was the eſtate of the Afﬀairs in Italy. Veſpaſtar having waſted all about Ferm- 

ſalem, returned to Ceſarea, where he underſtood the Troubles at Rome, and how Ytelins Veſpoſien knew; 
was Emperor. Hereat, tho he knew as well to obey, as to be obeyed; yet he was pres wit 
moved with Indignation, and diſdained to call him Lord, who had invaded the Empire, to obey. 
_ deſtitute of a Ruler. And much grieved hereat, he could not conceal his Grief, 

nor follow the Wars againſt Strangers, whillt his own Country was ſo endangered. But 


the diſtance between him and Roxee did as much repreſs him, as Anger incited him to 


D ſeek Revenge 3 for he conſidered that Fortune might cauſe many Alterations before he 


could get to Rome, eſpecially it being Winter: 'and ſo he thought to bridle his Wrath, 

which yet daily encreaſed. But his Officers and Souldiers began openly to conſult of a The Caprains 
Change, and with indignation exclaimed againſt the Souldiers at Rowe, who lived in Gonfule with 
pleaſure, and never heard ſo much as the report of War, and notwithſtanding took up openly of a 
on them to create whom they pleaſed Emperor, and in hope of Gain diſpoſed of the Change. 
Common-wealth at their own Pleaſure : whereas they, on the-contrary, after ſo many 

Labours and Dangers, ſtill continued in Arms till they became old and gray-headed, and 

ſuffered the Authority due to themſelves,to be enjoyed by others 3 when notwithſtand- 

ing they bad amongſt them one whodeſerved the Empire more than any other 5 and 

what Recompence could they ever after make him ? Or what Occaſion could they find 

hereafter to ſhew themſelves gratefulto him for the Benefits from him received, if they 

now omit this Occaſion ?' And they thought that Veſpaſar was ſo much more worthy 

of the Empire than Vzte[ins,by how much they who created /ztellins Emperor, were in 

very many reſpe&s much inferior to themſelves. For (faid they) we have endured'no 

leſs toil than thoſe that came out of wnaggy be neither are we leſs valiant than they, who 

bring a Tyrant with them out of Germany. And that no body would refit Veſpatian: For 

the Senate and the People of Rome would not rather endure Vitellius his unſatiable Luſt; 

than Velpaſian's Chaſtity and Temperance nor a cruel Tyrant, rather than a good and conr- 


- teous Emperor, whoſe Son alſo was of extraordinary Merit, and deſerved the Empire : For 


true Valour in an Emperor is a great defence of Peace: * — if the Empire was due 
to aged Experience, they had Veſpaſian 5 if to valiant Youth,' they had amongit then Titus : 
that they might reap commodity by both their Ages: and that they would not only aſſist him with 
the Forces of the Empire, having there three Legions, beſides the Auxiliary [roops of the 
King ; but alſo all the Eaſt part of Europe was out of fear of ViteMins. Moreover, they had The Canes 
in Italy ſome that would aſſit Veſpaſian, to wit, his Brother and his Son, whereof the one _ _ TE 
(they hoped ) would get many young Men to follow him, and the other was Prefe@ of the to ele& Veſpa- 
City, an Office very conſiderable, eſpecially in the beginning of ſuch an Enterpriſe. Laſtly, It 5" Emperor. 
might ſo fall ont that the Senate would declare him Emperor, whom now the Son/diers, being, 
4s it were, their Preſerver, had Elefed. 

This was firſt talked amongſt the Companies of Souldiers ; at laſt, exhorting one 
another thereto, they went and ſaluted Feſpaſtan Emperor, and requeſted him to ac- 
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cept this Dignity for preſervation of the Empire, being in great danger to be loſt. Al-H 


beit Veſpaſian had always been careful of the Publick Good, yet he reſuſcd to be Em- 
peror 3 deeming himſclf indeed to have deſerved it, but he rather choſe to live a Pri- 


{+ , vate Life, wherein was Security, than in the height of Fortune and Honour with 


perpetual Danger. The Captains were the more earneſt becauſe he refuſed it 5 and 
the Souldiers locked about him with drawn Swords, threatning his Death, except he 
would conſent to live as he deſerved : but after long time ſtriving to avert this their 
Determination to make him Emperor, at laſt, ſeeing he could not avoid it, he accep- 
ted their Offer.

Wherefore he ſent Letters to 
Tiberius Alexander, who-was:Governour of Alexandria and Egypt, and told him of the 
Souldiers Reſolution and -how:that ſeeing-he could not avoid-it, but was forced to 
take upon him the Empire, he now.requeſted bim to help-bim all he could. Alexan- 
der receiving Veſpaſian's Letter, agreed willingly thereunto, and reſently cauſed his 
Army and the People alſo - to ſwear'to Feſpaſian-z which they all aid willingly, kaving 


underſtood Vejpaſiar's Vertue, by reaſon he governed ſo near them. And ſo Alexarder

of his Cruelty, now willingly ſwore Obedience to Veſpaſian. Veſpaſian returned by 

p Berytum to Ceſarea where: many Embaſiadors came to him, offering him Crowns, 
and applauding and rejoicing at his good Fortune; they came out of Syria, and all 
other places thereabout. Thence came alſv Mytianus Governour of Syria, who 
brough tiding how joyfully all the People received him for their Emperor, and had 
ſworn Obedience to him. So all things falling out proſperoutly on Yeſpaſgar's fide, and 
Fortune ſeconding what he deſired, he began to think - with himſelf it was God's 
Providence he was made Emperor, and brought to that Eſtate. And fo he called 
to mind all Tokens and Signs (as there had happened many) which foretold that he 
ſhould be Emperor 3 and among the reſt he remembred that which Joſeph had told 

' him ; and though Nero was yet alive, preſumed to call him Emperor 3 and he ad- _ 

C mired the Man who was yet in hold. But calling M#tia»s and the reſt of his Friends A new = 
together, firſt of all he told them how valiant Joſeph had been, and what difficulty he tains tro 
had to win Fotapata, only becauſe of his Valour ; and then his Prophecies, which 79?" Liver- 
at that time he eſteemed only Fables, feigned for fear ; but now Time and Event had ” 
proved them true. Wheretore it ſcemed an unreaſonable thing, that he who had been 
the foreteller of his Exaltation, and a Meſſenger to him from God, ſhould ſtill conti- 
nue in Bonds like a Captive, and be left in Adverfity. So calling for Joſeph, he com- 
manded him to be ſet at Liberty. This Fa& of his made the Captains under him hope 
for great Reward at his Hands, ſeeing he had been fo kind to a Stranger. Tins being 
there preſent, ſaid, [t is mect, O Father, that as you acquit Joleph from Captivity, ſo you 

D alſo take away the ſhame of that which he hath already endured : For if we not only untie 
his Chains, but alſo break themt in ſunder, he fhall be as though he had never been in Bon- 
dage ; for this is the manner uſed for redreſs, when any one being guiltleſs is committed to 
Bonds. Veſpaſian hereto agreed 5 and fo one came with an Ax, and hewed his Chains 
in pieces. Thus was Foſeph rewarded for his Prophecy 3 and thenceforward he was 


eſteemed worthy to be believed. 


CH AP. XIIL. 
Of Vitellius his Death and Manners. 


Hen YVeſpaſian had anſwered the Embaſſadors, and diſpoſed all the Commands 
of his Army according to every one's Merit, he went to Artiech, and there 
deliberated whither to go firſt ; and it ſeemed beſt to him to go to Rome, rather than to p41 hath 
Alexandria ; for he knew that Alexandria was quiet and firm, but Rome was held by Yi- —_— jk 
tellins. Wherefore he ſent Mutiarms into Italy with many Troops of Footand Horſe; who Kone. 
fearing to go by Sea, went thorow Cappadocia and Frigia, for it was Winter-time. 
Antonins Primus, who was Governour of Meſ#a, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining there, and march'd againſt Vitellits. Vitellins ſent Cecinna to meet him with a 
l great Army:who departing from Rome,met with Antonius at Cremona,aTown of Lombardy, 
F ſituate upon the Confines of Ttaly; but beholding the Diſcipline and Order of his Forces, 
he durſt not fight with them ; and thinking it very dangerous to fly,delign'd to revolt; 
and ſo calling to him the Centurions and Tribunes of his Army, he per{waded them to Cecimns per- 
£0 and join'with A-torins, after he had extenuated Ytellins's Power, and extolled that _ 
of Veſpaſtan ; affirming the firſt to have only the bare Name of the Emperor, and the forſake Vitel- 
laſt ro have alſo all Vertues meet for an Emperor.

took Courage : and gathering together the Companies of the City-watch, inthe night- 
Shins rakes time he ſeiz'd on the Capitol 3 and in the morning, many of the Nobles joined with 
the Capitol him 3 amongſt others Domitian, his Brother's Son, who was a great cauſe and help to ob- 
Yitulus, tain the Victory. Vitellins little eſteeming Prins, turned his Anger againſt Sabirns, and 
thoſe that had revolted with him: as it were naturally thirſting after the Blood of the 
Nobility, heſent all the Army hebrought out of Germany with him, to aſſault the Ca- 
pitol, where many valiant Deeds were ſhewn on both parts : and at laſt the Germans, 
being moſt in number,got the Capitol Hill. Domitian, with many brave Noblemen, as it K 
were by God's Providence, eſcaped ſafe; the reſt of the Multitude were there ſlain. Sa- 
binws was carried to Vitellius, and by his Commandment inſtantly put to death : and the 
Souldiers taking away all the Gifts and Treaſure in the Temple, ſer fire to it. The day 
after Antonius arrived, and Vitellizs's Souldiers met him z there was fighting in three 
ſeveral places of the City,the Forces of Vitellizs were all defeated : whereupon Vitellins 
came out of his place drunk, and full-gorged with delicate Meat 3 he was immediately 
Vitellins lain. ſc1z'd upon,and drawn thorow the mid{t of the Streets,and after many Contumehies,ſlain, 
having reignedeight months and five days 3 if he had lived longer, the whole Empire 
had ſcarce been ſufficient to have maintained his Gluttony. There were ſlain above 
50000 of other People 3 and this was done the third day of O&ober. The day after, L 
Mutianws with his Army entered Roxre, and repreſſed the Souldiers of Antonizs, who 
ſtill ſought about in every place for Vitellins's Souldiers, and many of his Favournes, 
and {lew whom they thought good,not examining any Matter, by reaſon of their Fury : 
and bringing out Domitian, he declared to the People that he was to govern the City 
The People of till bis Father came. The People being delivered from fear, proclaimed Y:ſpeſiar Empe- 
Rene proclaim ror, and made Feaſts and Triumphs both under one, for his eſtabliſhing in the Empire,

CHAP. XIV. 
How Titus was ſent by his Father againſt the Jews. 


Hen Yeſpaſian came to Alexaxdria,news was brought to him of what was done at 
Rome. And Embaſladors came to him from all parts of the World to congratu- 
late him. And although next after Rowe, this City was the greateſt in the World, yet 
was it ſcarcely able to receive the People that came thither to him. Yeſpaſcar being now 
eſtabliſhed Emperor of all the World, and the Common-Wealth of the Romans being 
contrary to his expeQation freed from Troubles, he now began to think upon the Re- 
liques of J#dea. And he himſelf, Winter being ended,prepared to go to Rowe,and in the 
Titus repairs mean time he haſted to diſpoſe of all things at Alexandria. Moreover he ſent his Son Titus N 
to Jevſalen. ith bis beſt Troops to deſtroy Jeruſalew. Titus departed by Land from Alexandria to 
Nicopolis,which is diſtant fromit 20 Furlongs.,and there he ſhipp'd his Men,and failed along 
the River Nilus by Medenſia to Thumin ; here landing his Men, he came to the City 
called Tamis, The ſecond place he reſted in was the City Heraclea, and the third Peluſi- 
#2 3 where having refreſh'd his Souldiers two days ſpace, the third day he paſt the Bor- 
ders of Peluſium,and having gone one days journey through the Wilderneſs, he pitcht his 
Camp at the Temple of Jupiter Caſſian, and the next day at Oſiracine, where there is no 
V/atcr, but all that the Inhabitants uſe, they have from other places. After this he reſted 
at Rhinicdura, and from thence in four days he went to Raphia, where begin the Bor- 
ders of Syria; and the fifth day he lodged at Gaza; and from thence going to Ajcalor, O 


and ſo to Famnia and Joppa, he arrived at Ceſarea, purpoſing to gather ſome other For-

CHAP. I. 
Of the three ſorts of Seditions in Jeruſalem. 
£ 


Its being thus come out of Egypt by the Deſert into Syria, he departed 
from Ceſarea, purpoſing there to ſet his Army in order. And whilft he 


was with his Father Veſpaſian at Alexandria, diſpoling of the Empires 

that God had given him, it happened that the Sedition at Fer»ſa/em di- 
vided into three parts, and fought one againſt another : and well it was they 
were ſo equally divided. 

We have already ſufficiently declared who were the Authors of the FaQtion of the A three-fold 
Zealots, whoſe tyranny over the City was the ruine thereof : and this may be ſaid to Joakim = 
be a Sedition out of a Sedition 3 which, like a hungry wild Beaſt, wanting his Prey, : 

F turned his Cruelty againſt his own Bowels. So Eleazer the Son of Simon, who was the 
firſt that in the Temple divided the Zealots from the People, faining bimſelf to be dif- 
pleaſed with that which John every day did ; yet in Truth, for that he envied that a 
greater Tyrant than himſelf ſhould be Ruler, defirous to be Chief, and make himſelf 
Mighty, he revolted from the reſt ; and with him J=dss the Son of Ghelcias, and Simon 
the Son of Ezron, two of the moſt potent amongſt them. Beſides them was alſo Eze- 
chias the Son of Chobarws, a Nobleman, all of which had many of the Zealots following 
them z and poſlefling themſelves of the inner part of the Temple, they fet a Guard in 
the Entrance, and in the ſacred Gates, preſuming upon the fulneſs of their Stores : for 
there was great quantity of ſacred Proviſion, which they thaught it no imptety ro make 

G uſe of ; yet fearing their ſmall number, they permitted many of the Company that were 
killed, to remain 1n the places where they were (ſhin. John was ſuperior 1n om"

God. For tho they were generally too prone toall manner of Wickedneſs, yet thoſe 
thit would, were permitted to offer Sacrifice, watching and diligently guarding thoſe 
of their Nation. For Strangers that came thither: for Devotion, were not miſtruſted : 
But after theſe wicked People had permitted them to Sacrifice, when they had finiſhed 
their Devotions, they were made a Prey, and conſumed by this Sedition. For Darts 
Great flaugh- and other Shot, with force of the Engines, came into the Temple and Altar, and flew K 
der wag the Prieſts at the Altar. And many that came from the uttermoſt parts of the World 
'*_ unto that holy Place, were tlain as they offered Sacrifice, and imbrued the Altar with 
their Blood, which.a)l the Grecks and barbarous People did reverence. The Strangers 
and Prieſts were forced to remain promiſcuouſly among the dead Bodies, and thePlace 
Zoſep#®sLawer- ahqut the Altar was full of Blood. O miſerable City ! What didst thou ſuffer at the Ro- 
Fanjalin, mans hands to be compared 1o this, altho they ſet thee on fire to purge thee from Iniquity ? 
New thou wert ſeparate from the Service of God,and couldſt not ſubſi$t long, being ntade a Se- 
prlckre of thine own Inhabitants, and thy Tewple by the Givil Wars become a Grave of deall 
B:dies. Nevertheleſs, it is not impeſſible but thou mayeſt be reſtored to thy former Eſtate, if 
firſt thou appeaſe God's Wrath that hath made thee deſolate. But 1 muſt rot give place unto L 
Sorrow, and write a Lamentation of tzy miſerable Country, ſeeing I have undertaken to write 
a Hiſtory of all things that paſt there. Wherefore I will recount the reſt of the Impicties of 
theſe Seditions. 
rey rig The ſeditious People being divided into three Companies ; Eleazer and his Follow- 

' ers, who had the keeping of the holy Firſt-fruits, and all the facred Oblations, came 
againſt Fobz when they were drunk. And they who followed Fobr,ſpoiling the People, 
aſſaulted Simon, who was ſuccoured by the City. Wherefore when Fohr was aſſaulted 
on both ſides, he turned ſome of his Souldiers againſt Sizro, and the reſt againſt Elea- 
2er : againſt Simon he uſed Darts to caſt from the Porches of the Temple, and againſt 
Eleazer he uſed Engines for Shot. And always, ſo often as they above his head ceaſed, M 
(as often they did, being either weary or drunken) he fiercely afſaulted Simon and his 
Men. Alſo as far as he drave them into the City, fo far did he fire all, and burnt Houſes 

They of 7e%- full of Corn and other Neceſlarics 3 and that which he left unburned, Simor at his re- 
pra yu turn (when Job»: was gone into the Temple) ſet on fire, as if on purpoſe to give the 
their Cara, Romans an advantage, they had confumed all their Proviſions for a Siege. 

To be ſhort, all was conſumed with Fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 
and made plain ground to fightin, and the Corn burnt that might have ſufficed for ma- 
ny Years; by which means they were reduced by a Famineof their own making, which 

could not have been brought upon them, had they not cauſed it themſelves. The Ci- 
o _— tizens were in every place a Prey to thoſe that were Seditious on one fide, and to them N 
7enſalm, that beſieged them on the other 3 and like a great Body torn in pieces between theſe 
two. The old Men and Women, aſtoniſhed with theſe Calamities,prayed for the good 
Succeſs of the Romans, and delired their Foreign Enemy might deliver them from 
their Civil Dillentions. 

This was the occaſton of great fear and terror among them all, and the more, be- 
caule it was now no time to conſult, and no time left of accommodation, or flight, to 
them that defired it : For all Places were kept, and the Rebels within kill'd whoever 
they perceived well-wilhers to the Romans,or did endeavour to fly to them,as common 
Enemies, However theſe wicked Perſons agreed in this, to put the juſt Men to death, 
who beſtdeſervedtolive. Day and Night nothing could be heard but the noiſe of them O 
that fought one again(t another ; yet the condition of them that lived in perpetual 


fear 
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A fear was far more miſerable, who every day had new Cauſes and Occalions of Sorrow a. £4, 
given them, yet durit they not publickly lament for fear; and fo not daring to Wl 
({hew their Grief, they ſecretly forrowed : no Man obſerved any Reverence to them ft” Ciff's 
that were alive amongſt them,nor took any care to bury the Dead. The Caule of both rw-< 
which was, that every Man deſpaired of himſelf. For whoſvever were not joined Limentarion 
with the Seditious, grew to be careleſs of all things, as making account preſently to {3 ——_— 
die a thouſand Deaths, But the Seditious gathering the dead Bodics upon heaps, con- b 
tinued their h6ghting, and trod upon them ; and, as it were, encouraged themſclves by 

the Dead under their Feet, they became more cruel, ſtill deviſing new Statagems one 

againſt another, and immediately executing whatever they deviſcd, without any com- 
miſeration 3 omitting no kind of Murder, and leaving no Cruelty unprattifed 3 ſo that The Cruelry of 
John prophan'd the holy Things of the Temple, and made them Engines of War. For "|S 
formerly the Pricſts and People had determined to under-prop the Temple, and build : 
it twenty Cubits higher ; and King Agrippa, with great Labour and Expence, had ſent 

them in Timber for that purpoſe from Mount Libanw. Which being put off by the 

Wars, John took the Timber and made uſe of it ; for that Defign he ereCted a Tower to 70%: made uſe 
fight againſt thoſe that afſaulred him from off the Temple: and this Tower he built of the Wood, 
along the Wall over againſt the Chapter-Houſe that ſtandeth on the Weſt-ſide of the _- pe 
Temple; for he could build it in no other place ſo conveniently. And having thus im- Engines on. 
piouſly furniſhed him(clt with Engines, he hoped hereby to have deſtroy'd his Enemies. 

But God made his Labour in vain, and before he could prevail againſt them, brought the 

Romans againſt the City. 

For after that Tt#s had gathered together part of his Army, and ordered the reſt The Order of 
to meet him at Jernſalew, he departed from Ceſarea, having three Legions that 7*** *r29- 
lately, under the Condud of his Father Veſpaſtar, had waſted all Judea, and the twelfth 
Legion that ſometime under Ceſtizzs were overcome, and put to flight by the Jews: who 
being valiant enough of themſelves, were impatient to be imployed again againſt the 
Jews, to revenge themſelves of their former diſgrace, Titzs commanded the fifth Le- 
gion to meet him at Jeruſalem, and to march by Emmaus, and the tenth Legion 
by Jericho 3 the reſt he took with himfelf, accompanied with the King's Forces that 
came to help him, having been reinforced with conſiderable Supplies out of S;ria, Titus 
alſo brought Forces with him to ſupply the number that was wanting, which Forces 
were ſent by Veſpaſian under Mutianws into Italy; for he brought two thouſand ſcle&t 
Men from the Legion at Alexandria, and three thouſand followed him from Euphrates, 
together with Tib-rins Alexander his chiefeſt Friend, and one next him in Authority, 
who before was Governour of Egypt, and thought a fit Man to be Governour of the 
Army ; for that he-was the firſt that entertain'd the Emperor, being new eleQed, and 
join'd faithfully with him before he knew what Succeſs he ſhould have : he was preſent 
with him in all his Affairs as his chiefeſt Counſellor, and was renowned both for his 


Wiſdom and Experience. 


CHAP. II. 


How Titus wert to Jeruſalem to ſee their Strength, and how hz 
was in great danger, 


It being now to go into the Enemies Country, cauſed all his Auxylaries to 
march in the'Van : after whom followed the,Pjaneers, and thoſe appointed to 
pitch the Tents 3 after them the Baggage of the Rulers,and Governours of his Army, 
and with them-the-armed Souldiers.

Titus 
ſeeing that he had only his own Valour to truſt to, turned his Horſe againſt his Ene- 
mics, and with a loud Voice exhorted his Followers to do the like ; and fo he brake vi- 


Tir fghtth oJently into the midſt of them, haſting to get unto his Company. It was evident at 


valiancly with 


his Encmies, that time, that God giveth the Victory, and hath a particular care of Kings, Princes K 


and Emperors. For notwithſtanding that an infinite nnmber of Darts and Arrows 
were ſhot at Ti», and he had no Armour at all (for as we have already ſaid, he came 
to view, not to fight) yet had he not one Wound, but all paſt him 3 as though pur- 
poſely every one had ſtriven to miſs him. But Tit#s with his Sword made way, cut 
down many that oppoſed themſelves againſt him, and with his Horſe paſt over them.

ſter, but the other's Horſe was taken with the Jews. But 17tzs and the reſt came ſafe 
into the Camp. And thus the Jews being ſucceſsful at firſt, were mightily encouraged, 
and that encouragement being of moment, made them confident, or rather raſh, a long 
time after. 


CHAP. IIL 


How the Jews ſallied out upon the Romans as they were 
pitching their Tents. 


HE Legion that was to paſs by Ewmans,being joined to the reſt of the Army over 

Night, Ce/ar the next Morning removed, and came to Scopos, where he had a 

full view of the City and Temple on the North part, the Ground adjoining unto the 

City being very low, and not improperly called Scopos, being diſtant ſeven Furlongs 

Tis £27P from the City : in that Quarter Tits commanded two Legions to encamp themſelves, 
even OAGCS . " . . 

from che Ciry, and the fifth Legion to retire three Furlongs off, to the intent that the Souldiers who 

were wearied with travelling all Night, might entrench themſelves without fear or 

danger. No ſooner had they 

who were to paſs by Fericho; which Veſpaſſan had already ſubdued, and placed a 

Gariſon there. This Legion was commanded to encamp fix Furlongs from Fer»/a- 

lem, near Mount Olivet, on the Eaſt part of the City, and is encloſed with a deep 

Valley called Cedron. This great Army ſo ſuddenly arriving, reconciled the Diſſen- 

tions within the City for ſome time: and the three great FaQions beholding with admi- 

'_ ration the Roman Camp, became Friends, and all Differences were compoſed. They 

The Scdnio® began to examine and conſider what madneſs had cauſed them to ſuffer themſelves to be 

chemſelves, © Encloſed with three Walls, to their prejudice, and loſs of their Lives: and that they 

ſhould ſtand till, and be Speators (as it were) of ſuch dangerous Preparations, 


without making the leaſt Countermine or Proviſion to defeat them 3 whilſt ſome cri- O 


cd, We are only valiant againſt our ſelves, by our Sedition, Maſlacring and Murder-

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A ing one another, till at Jalt we (hall betray our City intothe hands of the Romans. DSA I 
Thus being aſſembled, they exhorted one another ; and betaking themſelves to their "ag ys 
Arms, they itſued out of the City, firſt upon the tenth Legion, and with a great ſhout 7, Criſt” 
ſet upon the Romans that were entrenched in the Valley. The Romans being all rap =—m4 2 of 
at work in the Trenches, and moſt of them having laid down their Weapons ( pre The Girizers 
ſuming the Jews durſt not have made any falley by reaſon of the variance amongl(t _— apes 
themſelves) were ſo much ſurprized, that great part of them immediately fled ; ſome 
of them ſtood to their Arms, but were {lain before they could get into a poſture of 
Defence, The number of the Jews was daily encreaſed by their firſt Succeſs ; arid 
tho yet their Number was but tmall, they thought themſelves many, and ſo did the 
p Romans think them too, becauſe of their good Fortune. The Romans, who always 
obſerve Military Diſcipline, were that time, by their ſudden aſſaulting, fo troubied, 
they obſerved no order, and fled : yet whenſoever they turned again upon them that 
followed them, they ealily wounded the Jews, partly becauſe their eagernels was 
ſuch,that they did not much (eek to defend themſclves, infomuch that they eaſily ſtayed 
the Jews from purſuing them. Yet the number of them that purſued them (till in- The Jews | 
creaſing, they were much diſordered, and at laſt forced to forſake the Field and leave =_ = Ro- 
their Tents : and the whole Legion had been in great danger, had not Titus upon the their Coing. 
News thereof ſpeedily relieved them, and upbraiding their Cowardliaeſs, recalled 
them from flight 3 who with them, and the choſen Men he brought, encountering the 
C Jews on one (ide, {ſlew many of them, wounded divers, put the reſt to flight, and forced 
them into the Valley. The Jews being now in the lower Ground, and having endured 
much at the Romans Hands, ſince Fortune frowned upon them, turned again, and The Fight of 


having the Valley between them, they fgught with the Romans 3 and the Fight conti on may 


nued till Noon. 
A little after Mid-day, Tit#s guarding the reſt with thoſe that he brought to ſuc- 
cour them, and placing others to prevent the Excurſions of the Jews, commanded the b 
reſt to entrench themſelves in the top of the Mountain. The Jews thought the Ro- 
mans had fled 3 and their Sentinel upon the Walls, making a fign to them by ſhaking 
his Garment up and down, a great multitude of them ran violently upon che Romans, 
D2s though they had been ſavage Beaſts, ſo that none of their Enemics were able to 
withſtand them, but as though they had been ſtricken with ſome Engine 3 ſo all of 
them were diverſly ſcattered and forced to fly into the Mountain. But Titws on the The Roman: 
fide of the Mountain remained with but few with him 5 notwithſtanding his Friends, be 
who for their love to their Emperor ſtaid with him, and abode the Danger, did earnelt- and driven ro 
ly perſwade him tofly from the Jews who deſperately charged them, and not to endan- *®<ftounran, 
ger himſelf for them, who ought rather to abide it than he : That he ſhould think up- 
on his Quality and Condition, who was not a private Souldier, but General of them 
all, and Lord of the whole World, and not abide where there was ſuch danger. Bur he 
pretended he heard them not, oppoſed himſelf againſt them that atlaulced him, {tri- 
E king them upon the Faces, killed thoſe that made reſiſtance, and purſued the reir down 
the Hill, and forced them to retire. The Jews were amazed at his Valour, yer did not Titw's Valour 
fly into the City, but avoided him on both ſides, and fled into the Valley 3 aud he 8% hc 
purſuing them, hindred their flight. In the mean time thoſe that were encamping 8 
above, teeing their Comrades beneath put to flight, fled likewiſe, thinking themſclves 
not able to refiſt the Jews, and imagining that Tit#s was likewiſe fled, tor had they 
thought he had made Head, they never would have forſaken their Quarters 3 but now 
in diſorder, they know not wherefore, ſome fled one way and ſome another, till per- Fear and trou- 
ceiving the Emperor engaged, and fearing what might befal him, they with loud Cries = _ 
ſipnified it unto the whole Legion. Whereupon the Romans turning again, and up- 
F braiding one another for deſerting their Emperor in ſuch danger, they rallied, and 
came with all the violence they could upon the Jews, and driving thzm down the 
Mountains, forced them to retire 3 yet the Jews fought in their retreat, and ſeeing the The Jews fight 
Romans too hard,becauſe they were upon the upper Ground,they drew down into the = cy ee 
Valley. Titws aſſaulted them that were drawn up againſt him, and commanded the driven unto 
reſt to go and finiſh their Trenches. And he, with thoſe that were with him, to de- tbe Valley. 
fend the Workmen, kept the Jews from moleſting them. So, if I may ſpeak without 
flattery or envy, Ceſar himſelf did twice preſerve the whole Legion from deitruction, 


and gave the Souldiers opportunity to intrench themſelves,

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Of the Fight within the City upon the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, 


Uringthe intermiſſion of the Foreign Wars,they fell totheir former Sedition again 
which cauſed Civil Wars among them. And againſt the Feaſt of Unleavencd: 

Bread, which is the fourteenth day of April, (for upon this day the Jews ſay that they 

were delivered out of the Bondage of Egypt ) Eleazer and his Companions opened the 

Gates, to the intent that all that v'ould might come in to adore and do their Devori- x 
Join enterech'ON. But Johy uſcd this Feſtival-day as a means to eftc& his Deccit ; and cauſed many B 
the innerTem- of his Company, that were unknown, to enter in among the People, with Weapons 
_ under their Garments, giving them charge, when they were ertred, to pollefs them- 
flight, ſelves of the Temple; and ſo ſoon as they were within, they colt off their Garments, aud 

ſhewed themſelves in Armour, Preſently a great Tumult aroſe within the Temple; 

for all the People that were not of the Sedition, thought themizlves betrayed, and the 

Zealots thought the Treaſon only practiſed to prejudice them ; fo that leaving the 

Gate which they kept before, and leaping down from the Tower, without offering to 

fight, they fled into the Vaults of the Temple. The Pcople flock about the Altar, and 

others were driven with them into the Temple, and killed with Clubs and Swords, and x 

troden under-foot. Many were lain upon private hatred, under pretence of liding C 

with the Enemy. And whoſoever formerly had offended any of thoſe Traitors, he 

was put to death, as though he had been one of the Zealots. But they who had cru- 

«ly raged againſt the Innocent, gave the Wicked leiſure to eſcape out of thoſe Caves, 
A threefold whereby they had no harm : and having gotten the inner part of the Temple, and all 
Scdirion a belonging thereunto, = did more conhidently than before tight againſt Simer, Thus 
_ the Sedition that was before divided into three parts, was now reduced into two. Titus 

being defirous to bring his Army nearer the City, ſent out a commanded Party of Hore 

and Foot, which he thought ſufficient to hinder the Excuriions of the Jews from Scopor, 
All the hollow and another Company hefſent to plain all the Grounds betwixr him and 7<rafalem 5 whol, 
erg. cut down all Hedges, and Pales, and Fences, and Woud (iho iticy were F ruit-trees) 
Jeruſalem are filled the Valleys, and made it plain Ground ; Jevelling rhe Rocks and Mountains 
filled up» that made the Country unequal z by doing of which i} ©}. Way was plaid from 

Scopos to Herod's Mountain, which is not far from the Lake of Serpents, called for- 

merly Bethora. 


CHAP. V. 
The Jews Stratagem againſt the Roman Souldjers. 


| Bout this time the Jews deviſed this Stratagem againſt the Romans. The molt 
couragiousamonyg the ſeditious People, went out unto the Places called the Wo- 

mens Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that Party in the City that deſired 

Peace 3 and that fearing the Romans, they were come thither for {helter 3 others got 

upon the Walls, and pretended themſelves Citizens, they called out for Peace, and deſi- 

red their Friend(hip, promiſing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 

ter: and whilſt they were ſo doing, they threw Stones at their Companions aforeſaid, 

pretending to drive them from the Gates. They pretend likewiſe great earneſtnefs N 

and importunity to the People for their Conſent; A | as if that had fail'd, they ſeem to 
endeavour to force their paſlage to the Gates, ſometimes advancing as if they would 

have gone off to the Romans, and then again retreating as Men in great trouble and 

The Alzcrity Confuſion. The Romans perceived not their Deſign, but ſeeing the Seditious ready 
of b-þ gg an 'T, tall into their hands, and the People (as they thourht) rexdy roopen the Gates, pre- 
wary to 7it:-*: PEI'd 11 polt haſteto have entered into the City, But 171 ſuſprfted their Kindneſs, 
Commard, 2 ſeeing no reaſon for it. For the day before, having by Jejcpb offered them Peace, 
pe perceived their Minds far from any ſuch Thovghts : Wherclore he commanded 

bc Souldiers to keep their Quarters and not rcmove ; yet forue of them, appointed 

£0 work in the Trenches, tiking their Weapois, ran unto the Ga 3 andthe Jews who 9

upon their backs z and they that were upon the Walls caſt all kind of Darts and Stones —+* png 


upon them, ſo that they flew many, and wounded more ; for it was not ealy to eſcape, aſter Ohri?'s 
being aſſaulted both behind and before. Moreover, they were conſcious that they IR, 
had offended, and 1n fear of being puniſhed, cauſed them to reſiſt the more ſtoutly ; 
ſo that after a long Conflict, and many Wounds given and received, at laſt the Romans The Vi&ory of 
were worſted, and the Jews purſued them to Herod's Monument. And having done *** Js. 
them much miſchief, the Jews returned with great joy, deriding the Romans for being 
ſo ealily deceived, lifting up their Shields and Bucklers by Way of exaltation. 

The Roman Souldiers- were highly threatned by their Captains, and Ceſar accoſted 
them with this Speech : The Jews led only with deſparation, do all things with Advice and Ctſar's ſharp 
Counſel, deviſing Deceits : and Fortune favoureth their Pradices, becauſe they are orderly Qrarieno 
and true one to another, But the Romans (whom for their Obedience and Diſcipline, Fortune ; 
was wont formerly to favour) do contrariwiſe offend herein, and for their raſh and unad- 
viſed fighting, are overcome : and which is worſt of all, in Ceſar's Preſence offering to fight 
without Orders, contrary to Military Law and Diſcipline 5 which I am ſure my Father will 
be unſatisfied to hear. For he who from'his Infancy hath been trained up in Arms, never 
offended in this ſort, And what ſhall we ſay to our Law, that puniſhcth the leaſt Diſobedience 
with Death, when our whole Army diſobey the Emperor's Command £ But, (ays he, they who 
ſo arrogantly have diſobeyed our Command, ſhall preſently underſtand that among the Ro- 


C mans, Viddory againſt the Genera!'s Command is but Infamy, Titus having thus ſpoken in The Roman 


Anger, declared what he would do, and how he purpoſed to puniſh them. Which ſtruck wry robe 


them ſo deeply, they look'd upon themſelves as deſperate, and People appointed to die. their Fellows 
But all the other Legions flocked abour Titns, beſought him to pardon their Fellow- 2 
Souldiers, and to remit the raſhneſs of ſome few, for the Obedience of thereſt, aſſuring 

him that their future Valour ſhould be a Recompence for this their Otfenee. Whereupon 

Ceſar was pacified, partly thinking it moſt profitable, partly to gratify the reſt ; fof 

he purpoſcd to puniſh one Man only,but to rebuke all,'and ſignify his Diſpleaſure; and 

ſo he was reconciled to his Souldiers, ſtrictly charging them to be wiſer for the fu- 

ture: after which he deviſed how he might be revenged on the Jews. When all the 


D Ground between the Walls of Feruſalem and his Army was in four days made plain ; 


Titus being defirous to conduct the Baggage, and the reſt of the Multitude in ſafety; 

placed the beſt 'of his Men in good order,and cauſed them to march from the North- 

part of the City unto the Welt, along by: the Walls of the City, placing his Foot in 

the Front, his Horſe 1n the Rear, atid between them both, the Archers, whereby the 

Jews were diſabled to make any Salley. - Tit#s his Sonldiers being thus diſpoſed, the 

Baggage of the three Legions and the Multitude paſſed along without any interruption. 
And Titxs himſclf being advanced . within two Furlongs of the City-Walls, pitched F*Y __ Ang 
his Tent againſt the Angle that is called Pſephinus, where the compaſs of the WAIl 7irw befieged 


from the North bends into the Weſt : the other part of the Army 'intrenched it ſelf 7eyſaten. 


E againſt that part of the Wall that is called Hippicos, diftant in like manner two Fur- 


longs from the City. But the tenth Legion remained' upon Mount Oliver where it was 
before. | * 


CHAP. VI. 
The Deſcription of Jeruſalern, 


with Valleys inacceſſible z and on that fide it had only one Wall. It was built up- 4 « Fe 


on two little Hills oppoſite to one another, and ſeparated with the Valley, wonderfully 

thick built with Houſes. One of theſe Hills is far higher and ſteeper than the other, 

infomuch that becauſe of the ſtrength of it, King David in times paſt called it a Ca- _ _ 
ſtle, (this David was the Father of King Solomor, who firſt builded the Temple in = 0 of 
that place) but we at this day call it the high Market-place. The other Hill called "Pr 
Acra, is the place where the lower part of the City ſtands. Oppoſite again(t this 4-4 ſtains _ 
Hill, there was alſo another lower than this Acra, and divided from it formerly with = _ part 
a large Valley 3 but afterward, when the Aſzonears reigned, they fill'd up this Val- Go OT 


Ac ley, to join the City unto the Temple, taking down the rop of Acra, and making 


it lower, that it might not hide the Temple. The Valley, by which the two higher 
Ppp Hills 
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Tear of the Hills are ſeparated 1s called Tyropeon, and reacheth unto Siloa, (which is a Fountain H 


World 4024, Of ſweet Water). Without the City were two Hills compalled with deep Vallics : 


aſter Chriſt's which Hills being rocky and ſteep, wereevery way inacceſſible. The oldeſt of the three 
EY , Walls (by reaſon of the Valley about it, and the Hill whereon it ſtood ) could not 
The Fountain cafily be taken ; for beſides the difficulty of the fituation, it was very ſtrongly built, 
oy 0 and repaired by David, Solomon, and other Kings. This Wall, beginning at the 
The oldeſt Tower called Hippicos, paſleth on to that called Xyſt#s, and fo to the Palace, and at 
my laſt ended in the Weſt Porch of the Temple. On the other fide towards the Welt it 
begins at the ſame Tower z and pathing by the place that is called Betiſo, it deſcends 
to the Gate of the Efſeans, and ſo into the South; and from thence again it bendeth 
into the Eaſt, where is alſo Solomon's Pond, and reacheth unto the place called Oph. 
The ſecond [,,, where it is joined unto the- Eaſt Porch of the Temple. The ſecond Wall begin- 
Oy ning at the Gate that js called Genath, ( which is a Gate of the former Wall ) and en- 
compaſling the North part of the City, it reacheth to Artoria, a Caſtle ſo called, 
The third Wall beginneth at the Tower Hippicos, from whence it goeth to the North. 
part, and from thence to the Tower Pſephina, over againſt the Sepulchre of Helena, 
that was Queen of Adjabena, and Mother of King [zates ; and patling along by the 
King's Caves, it turneth towards the Tower near the Monument of Fu{/o, and in the 
Valley called Gedron it joineth with the old Wall. Agrippa encompaſled that part of 
the City that he built with this Wall, it being before all open and without defence, 
The City grew afterwards fo populous, that by little and little they were forced to in- K 
habit without the Walls: and this Wall reacheth a great way, being joined unto the 
Hill next the City on the North-fide of the Temple. There was alſo a fourth Hill in- 
pn babited, namely Bezetha, ſituated againſt Atoria, but ſeparated from it with very deep 
2 * Ditches, made on purpoſe torender the Approaches to the Fort Antonia, more dange- 
rous and difficult 3 the deepneſs of which Ditches, made the Fort ſeem higher than 
it was. This place being added unto the City, 1s called in that Country-lan uage 
Bezetha, which fignifieth the new City. And the Inhabitants deſired it might be tortihi- 
Agipp's coſt ed, Agrippa, Father to this Agrippa that finifhd the Wall, begun the Wall aforementi-

RIAL oned : But fearing Claudizs Ceſar, hearing how ſumptuous a Wall he built, ſhould 
ſuſpect him for delirning to revolt, he only laid the Foundation of it, and left it un- L 
finiſhed. | 


The City could never have been taken by force, had he finiſhed that Wall as he be- 
gan 3 it being built twenty Cubits long, and ten Cubits broad, with hard Stone, which 
could neither eaſily be undermined, nor battered with Engines : and this Wall was 
built ten Cubits high, and no doubt had been raifed higher, had not the Liberality 
of the Founder been checked. Yet afterwards by the Jews induſtry the ſame Wall 
was raiſed: twenty Cubits high 3 the Battlements hereof were two Cubits high, and 
the Tower three Cubits, and in all it was twenty-four Cubits high, as before. Upon 
the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and twenty Cubits high, built 
four-ſquare, very.ſtrong, and of as firm a Foundation as the Walt it ſelf, which for M 
the Building and fair Stone, was not inferior to the Temple above. Within this 
ſtrong Tower, which reacheth twenty Cubits high, were Rooms for Men to lodg in, 
and Ciſterns to receive Rain-Water, and large turning Stairs to every Room in it: 

The third and this third Wall had fourſcore and ten of theſe Towers, and between every Tower 
ev ioug 5? were two hundred Cubits ſpace. The middle Wall had fourteen Towers, and the old 
Wall had threeſcore ; and the compaſs of the whole City was three and thirty Fur- 
longs. And although the third Wall was admirable, yet the Tower of Pſephina, 

; which was built upon a corner of the Wall, between the North and the Weſt part of 
m_— * theCity, was more admirable, (againſt which part Tit#s had encamped himſelf) for 
high. it was ſeventy Cubits high, had eight Angles, and was ſo fair a Proſpe&, that from N 

thence upon a clear Sun-ſhine day, one might perceive Arabia, and fee the uttermoſt 
parts of all the Dominions of the Hebrews unto the Sea. Juſt oppoſite to this was the 
Tower Hippicos ; and near unto it were other two, that King Herod builded upon the 
old Wall, which in bigneſs, beauty and ſtrength, ſurpaſſed all the reſt in the 
World. 
Hiod called For King Herod, beſides his natural liberality and deſire to adorn this City, pleaſed 
three Towers himſelf ſo much in beautifying theſe Towers,that they excelled all others; and then he 
by bad 4 dedicated them to three moſt renowned Perſons, whoſe Names they alſo did bear, to 
deareſt © * © Wit, to his Brother, bis Friend, and his Wife: ſhe ( as is aforeſaid ) having been put to 
Friend. death for Jealouſy 3 and the other two been (lain in the Wars, after they had fought O 
and performed valiantly. The Tower Hippicos, called by the name of his Friend, had

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d every one of them was five and twenty Cubits broad, as many in >, 
length, and thirty Cubits in height, being in no place hollow ; and above the high- Rs ah 
laces and ſtone-work; there was a Wall to receive Rain-water, twerity Cubirs deep ; «rr Chrijt's 
above it were Houſes with double Roots twenty five Cubitrs high, and divided into 19) "ay 
many Rooms 3 and above them were Battlements two Ciibits high, and Turrets three Hippices 8 
Cubits high : ſo that the whole height was accounted to be eighty tive Cubits. The <*25 ub: 
ſecond Tower, that by his Brother's Name he called Phaſelas, was in breadriz and length 
forty Cubits, and ſo many Cubits bigh, in figure of a ſquare Pillar, all which height 
was ſolid, and not hollow within : and above this a Porch ten Cubits high, decked with 


Turrets and Pinnacles. Over the mid(t of this Porch he built another Tower, diſtin- 


p guiſhed into goodly Rooms and goodly Baths, that it ſhould not want any thing necel- 


fary for a Prince; on the top It was beautihied with Turrets and Pinnacles, ſo that all Phaſelus &« 
its height was almoſt ninety Cubits: And it reſembled the Tower Pharus at Alexar- Cubirs high. 
dria, wherein continual Light is kept to guide the Seamen that ſail thither, but this 
was of greater circumference. In this Houle at that time Simon lodged, and tyran- 
pized over the People. The third Tower was, according to the Queen's Name, called 
Mariamne, the Wite of Herod, twenty Cubits high, all ſolid, and other wenty Cu- 
bits broad, having more magnificent and beautitul Houſes and Lodgings than the ret. 
For the King thought it meet that the Tower called by his Wife's Name, ſhould be 
more beautiful than the other who only bear the Names of Men, but they were 


C ſtronger than this that bare the Name of a Woman. This Tower was in all fifty five Ii a 
goodly Tower, 


Cubits high. 55Cubirs high. 

Theſe three Towers were of great height,yet by reaſon of their ſituation they ſeemed hs 
far higher 3 for the old Wall whereon they were built, was placed on high ground, 
and the top of the Hill whereupon they ſtood was above thirty Cubits high, whereby 
their height was much encreaſed. The Richnels alſo was admirable: tor it was not 
ordinary 'Stone, but all white Marble, every Stone being twenty Caubits long, ten 
Cubits broad, five Cubits thick, and all ſo ingeniouſly contrived, that every Stone 
by it ſelf ſeemed a Tower; and every Tower ſeemed to be but one Stone. Thelc 
were placed on the North-lide of the City 5: and adjoining to them within the City 


Dwas the King's Palace, ſurpaſting all that can be ſpoken of it, being for [greatneſs 


and excellent Work to be compared. to the- richeſt Buildings in the World. It was 
compallied about with a Wall thirty Cubats hugh, adorned with goodly Towers round 
about, every one of like diſtance from other, beautified with dwelling Houſes and The King's 
Lodgings for an hundred of the Nobility. Thevariety of the Marble it was built with- ***© 
al was admirable, for there was no ſort, how rare or coltly foever, but was there. The 
Ceiling of the Rooms, for the length of the Beamsand the Beauty thereof, paſled all cre- 
ditz and then their Number, and Richneſs of their Furniture was extraordinary. In 
every Room there weremany Veſlels of Gold and Silver,and many Porches round abour, 
one anſwerable unto another, and Pillars in every one... There were many pheaſant 
E Walks with divers Trees, and many Alleys with Fountains and Water-works, and Ci- 
ſterns adorned with Brazen Images, from which ran out Water, and about the Water

The way to the ſecond Temple was encloſed with Stones of 
Lattice-work, which were three Cubits high, and moſt curiouſly wrought 3 in which 
were placed certain Pillars equally diftant one from another, to ſhew the Law of Puri- 
fication 3 ſome being written upon in LatinLerters, others in Greek, forbidding all 
Strangers to enter into the Holy Place, for the ſecond Temple is called the Holy Place, 
To go unto the ſecond from the firſt, we mult paſs 14 Stairs, and it was four-{quare 
aloft, and encloſed with a Wall by it ſelf ; whoſe out-ſide being forty Cubits high, 
was all covered with Stairs toaſcend up into it, and within it was five and twenty Cu- 
bits high 3 for all the part of the inner fide was unſeen, becauſe it was built on the 


deſcent of a Hill. After the fourteen Stairs, there was a Plain made level with the x 


Wall of three hundred Cubits : from thence paſled on five other Stars which led to 
the Gates, whereof on the North-lide and the South there was eight, four on each 
fide, and two on the Eaſt.

Between the 
Gates were Porches oppoſite one againſt another, reaching from the Wall unto ite 
Treaſure-houſe, ſupported with great and goodly Pillars, being as plain, and as big 
as they below. The Gates were covered with Gold and Silver, as alſo the Poſts, and 
fore- parts thereof, were, one only excepted that was covered with Corinthian Braſs,

greatneſs ; but that which was covered with Corinthian Braſs, which was the &- 
trance into 'the Place allotted for the Women, and opened into the - Eaſt-Gate of 
the Temple, doubtleſs was bigger than the reſt, for it was fifty Cubits high, (the 
Gates whereof were forty Cubits) and was more richly adorned than the ret ; 
for the Cover of Gold and Silver was thicker than it was in the reſt, which Alcxa»der 
Tiberizs his Father had melted, to cover all the nine Gates. And there were titteen 
Stairs that went from the Wall that ſeparated the Women, unto the great Gate of 
the Temple ; for theſe Stairs were ſhorter by five ſteps than thoſe that went to the 
other Gates. The Temple it {elf was fituated in the midſt of all, to wit, the Holy 


SanCtuary, and had twelve Stairs to go unto it. The Front whereof was in height N 


and breadth an hundred Cubits ; and behind it was forty Cubits ; and before it 
was, as it were, two Shoulders on each fide, rifing up in height twenty Cubits. The 
firſt Gate hereof was ſeverity Cubirs high, and twenty five wide, and had no Door; 
for it ſignified that Heaven' was ſpread over all, and'might be ſeen in every place : 
and all the fore-parts were gilded with Gold, and ali the firſt Building did appear 
and might be ſeen without, and all that was vvithin and vvithout the Gate glittered 
vvith Gold.

And afar off it ſeemed to Strangers 
that came thither, like a white Mountain : for where the Temple was not guilded 
with Gold, there was it Milk-white. The top whereof was all ſet full of Rods ot Gold, 
very ſharp at the upper end like Pikes, leſt the Birds ſhould come and fir thereon, and 
ſo defile it : ſeveral of the Stones wherewith it was built, were forty-five Cubits 
large, five Cubits in length, and (1x Cubits broad. Before the Temple there ſtood an 
Altar fifteen Cubits high, being forty Cubits broad, and as many long, and four- 
ſquare, having Corners made like Horns. The way to this Altar was on the South- 
E fide, where by little and little it aſcended from below to the Altar. This Altar was 
built without any Iron, and never Iron did touch it. The Temple and the Altar were 
encloſed with Stone-work very beautiful, which was a Cubit high, and fparated the 
People from the Prieſts. Thoſe that were troubled with flux of Seed, or Leproſy, 
were expulſed the City 3 Women alſo having their monthly Courſes 3 but thoſe that 
were not unclean, might paſs this foreſaid Limit. Likewiſe Men that were not puri- 
fied, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple ; and thoſe that were, 
might not come among the Prieſts : Thoſe alſo that deſcended from the Line of the 
N Prieſts,and for blindneſs did not adminiſter their Fun&ion, were notwithſtanding admit- 
ted into the Place appointed for the reſt of the Prieſts that were ſound, and had ſhare 
F as they had ; yet did they go attired as Lay-men; for only he that did Sacrifice, might 
wear Prieſtly Attire. 

The Prieſts that were admitted to the Altar and Temple had no Infirmity; they were The Priefts in 
clothed in fine Linen, abſtained from Wine, and lived in Abſtinence for reverence of undo Show 
Religion, Icſt they ſhould fin whilſt they offered Sacrifice.

clared. The Caſtle Atoria was ſituate between the two Porches of the fr{t Temple, | 
which looked unto the Welt, and the North 3 and was built upon a Rock of Stone 
of fifty Cubits high, on every fide was inacceſhible ; it was built by King Herod, to 
ſhew the greatneſs and magnificence of his Mind. For firſt of all, the Rock at the foot K 
thereof was covered with thin and {lender Stones, like Slates. Which was both an 
ornament to it, and a ſecurity. Before the Battlements of the Fort there was a Wall 
three Cubits high, within which the Caſtle Aztonia was built forty Cubits high, being 
within richly furniſhed, and contrived like a Palace of a King, with all kind of 
Offices and other neccflary Rooms. For there were Porches, Baths, and large Halls 
to place Tents in 3 ſothat 1n reſpect of the number and Convenience of the Rooms. 

it ſeemed to be a City,and for the magnificence thereof a King's Palace. The Modci 
of it was like a Tower inviron<d with four other Towers, at every Corner one, where- 
of they that were on the South and Eaſt-fide were ſeventy Cubits high, the other two 
were but fifty. So that out of the two higheſt, there was a perfe& view of the wholeL 
Temple. Where it joined to the Porches of the Temple, there was on either ſide a 
pair of Stairs for the Souldiers to come down out of it into the Temple. For always 
the Roman Souldicrs lodged there, and guarded the Temple in their Arms upon feſti- 
val days, leſt the People tnould attempt any Rebellion. For the Temple was as a Check 
upon the Town, and the Caſtle Aztonia commanded the Temple, and had its Guards 
likewiſe, as there was alſo in Herod's Palace, which commanded the higher part of the 
City. The Hill Bezetha was divided from the City, as is before mentioned ; and be- 
ing the higheſt part of all, was joined to part of the new City, which hindred the 
proſpect of the Temple on the North-fide, And thus I have ſpoken ſufficiently of the 
City, and the Wall in this place, becauſe we mean hereafter to deſcribe them more at M 
large. 
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CHAP. VIL 
How the Jews refuſed to yield, and ſallied out upon the Romans. 


HE moſt warlike of the People joined with Simon, being in number ten thouſand, 

beſide the dumeans: and thoſe ten thouſand had fifty Captains, all ſubje& unto N 
$7001. The Idumeans that took bis part were five thouſand, and had ten Caprains 3 
the chief of whom were Jacob the Son of Sofas, and Simon the Son of Cathla, John: 
who kept the Temple, and fix thouſand Armed Men, over whom were twenty Cap- 
tains : to theſe there joined two thouſand of the Zealots ; and four hundred, who be- 
fore had followed Eleazer, and Simon the Son of Fairs. So that warring one againſt 
another, the People was their Booty 3 and the Multitude that was not fo ſeditious

The Romans did them leſs harm than they..did themſelves; for by 
them the City ſuffered no. new Calamity, but endured far more miſery before it was ta- 
ken and deſtroyed by the Romans, than it did at that time. The Romans by deltroying 
it, did rather end than increaſe their Miſery. For the Seditious did take the City, The Seditiouz 
p and the Romans did overcome and take the Seditious, and -the City-was far {tronger = w_ To 
than the Walls: So that all their Miſcries may be aſcribed to their own Nation, and mans over- 
nothing but Equity and Juſtice imputed to the Romans, as every one ſhall clearly ſee Aeon 
by that which enſued. | 
The City being in this eſtate, Tzt#s with a ſele&t Body of Horſe went up and down Titus circuting 
without it, to eſpy where he might moſt eaſily aſſault the Walls. And being in doubt *< Wallſcek- 
a long time what to do, for that by the Valley his Foot could not poſhble get up, and -_ ry y- 
the Walls were not poſſible to be battered with Engincs : at lalt he determined to tempt his Bat- 
a{lault it on that part where was the Monument of Fobz the High-Priclt, for there the ©? 
firſt Wall was lower than in other places, and not fortified with a ſecond Wall, be- 
Cc cauſe thoſe parts of the new City were but little inhabited ; ſo that from this place 
the Wall might eaſily be aflaultcd : whereby Titzs was perſwaded that the higher 
City, and the Temple, and Artonia might eaſily be taken, And as he was thus 
viewing the Place, one of his Friends called Nicanor, came unto him, being ſhot in Nicawr is 
the left Shoulder with an Arrow, as he attempred to come near Joſeph,who went thither wounded with 
on purpoſe ro, perſwade the Jews which were upon the Wall to yield ; for Nicazer was ve 
very eloquent. Ceſar perceiving their Minds, by their violence to him who perſwaded 
them to that which was moſt expedient for them, was moved, and began with more 
eagerneſs to beſicge them : wherefore he permitted his Souldiers to demoliſh the Sub- 
urbs, and to gather all the Rubbiſh, Stones, and Wood, and other Matter together, 
nand make therewith a Mount. Then dividing his Army into three parts, he ordered 
what each of them ſhould do, and in the midit upon the Mounts he diſpoſed his Ar- 
chers, and before them Engines for Shot, wherewith he hindred the Salleys of his Ene- 
mies, leſt they ſhould annoy the Work, and bear thoſe off from the Wall, who.made 
any reſiſtance from thence. After which, all the Trees being cut down, the Suburbs 
appeared naked. The Romans having gathered the Wood together, were buficd 
in the Work, and _—— were not idle : For the People being tired with Mur- 
ders and Robberies, did hope to have an end of their Miſery, the Seditious People 
being buſicd againſt their Enewies : and they now hoped that if the Romans did over- 
come, they might be revenged upon them. Fob (till kept: where he was, fearing Si- 
F mon ; yet were his Followers very earneſt to atlault the Romans. But Simon being next 
unto the Siege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the Wall, Men with Darts, 
which before was taken from Seſtezs Governour of the Romans, and found in the Ca- 
file of Antonia. But the Darts did the Jews (mall pleaſure, by reaſon that few of them The Darts did 
knew how to uſe them 3 only {me who were taught by ſome of the Fugitive Romans _—_ _—_ 
uſed them a little. Nevertheleſs chey allaulred the Roman Souldiers that were build- Tor Bio 
ing the Mounts, with Arrows and Stones, made Salleys upoa them by Companies, and poeria ing 
gave them diſturbance : But the Roman Pioneers were defended by Hurdles, that were 
of purpoſe ſet before them: and every Legion had ſtrange and admirable Engines 
againſt the excurſions of their Enemy ; and eſpecially the Engines that the tenth 
F Legion had to caft Darts, and others that caſt Stones 3 which did not only repulle 
them by whom they were aſſaulted,vut allo thole who ſtood upon the Wall : for every 
Stone, though a Talent weight, was ſhot more than a Furlong, and flew not only thoſe 
that were firſt truck, but alſo many that were (ſtricken with the rebound. But the 
Jews always faw the Stones betore they fell, (for they were white) and avoided 
them : and they were not only deſcried by the noiſe they made in flying, but they 
might ealily he perceived 3 by which means the Watch-men in the Towers gave war- 
ning always when theſe Engines :-cre ſhot offz and when the Stones came, crying in 
their Country-Language, The Stone cometh ; fo the Jews upon the Walls knowing 
what they meant, avoided the Stories, and received no harm. Then the Romans de- 
G viſed to black the Stones with 1ak, that they might not be ſeen as they flew, and do 
the more Execution. Yet the Jews were not fo terrified; as to permit the Romans 
peaceably

mined to join unanimouſly _— againſt the Romans : the Seditious upbraiding 
one another that they rather 
exhorted one another mutually, at leaſt for that time, to unite and make refiſtance 
againſt the Romans. And Simon ſent an Officer unto the Temple, to proclaim leave 
The Sedirious for all ſuch as would, to come unto the Walls: which alſo Jobr did permit, notwith- 
—_— ſtanding he miſtruſted Simon : fo forgetting their old Quarrel, they joined all together 
join in ove. againſt the Romans z and placing themſelves upon the Walls, they caſt Fire upon the 
Engines of the Romans, and thoſe who managed them, throwing Darts againſt them 
without intermiſſion, whilſt the braveſt amongſt them in great Companies leapt down, 
and deſtroyed that wherewith the Engines were covered, and aflaulted thoſe that ſtood 
to defend them 3 by which means they did the Romans much harm, and more by their 
deſperate Boldneſs than their Skill. 

But T7t«s was ſtillat hand to ſuccour themthat ſtood in need: and placing Horſemen 
and Archers about the Engines, he repulſed the Jews who come to caſt Fire, beat off 
them that caſt Darts and ſhot Arrows from the Towers, and ſo gave the Rams time 

The Ram ſha- and opportunity to play : Yet theſe Rams did no great execution, only a corner of a 
ketha comer Tower was ſhattered by the Ram of the fifth Legion 3 but without any detriment to 
ot a TOWET. the Wall : for the Tower being much higher than the Wall, when the Tower tumbled, 
it fell over the Wall, and carried nothing along with it.

rage the Jews from any new Attaque 3 but they were miſtaken in their account, for L 


the Jews ſallied privately at the Gate by the Tower of Hippicos, threw Fire into their 
Trenches among their Engines, and aflaulted them bravely when they had done. But 
the Romans being quickly ſenſible of their danger, got immediately together, and with 
the excellenceof their Diſcipline, repelled not only the firſt inſult and fury of the Jews, 
but beat back all their Supplies. So there began a grievous Battel about the Engines ; 
the Jews ſtriving to fire, and the Romans to hinder them : Great noiſe and clamour 
there was, and many in the Front were ſlain on both ſides. At firſt the Jews had the 
better, and their Fire did ſome miſchief upon the Engines; and all had been quite 
conſumed, had not the Souldiers from Alexandria hindred it, who for the Opinion that 


they had of themſclves, did fight ſtoutly, (being accounted the moſt valiant of all in M 


Titus puts the this Battel ) till ſuch time as the Emperor, with certain ſele&t Horſemen, fel] violently 
Jon Wn upon the Enemies ; and himſelf flew 12 Men,for whoſe deaths the reſt fearing, fled, and 
ym nt the were forced to retire into the City, and fo the Engines were ſaved.

was a great tumult in the Camp ; and becauſe no Man could tel] what it was a long 
time, they ſtood amazed, every one asking his Fellow what had happened. But ſeciny 
no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treaſon amongſt themſelves ; till ſuch time 
as Titus underſtanding the Matter, cauſed the Truth thereof to be preſently proclaimed 
throughout the Camp 3 and the Tumult (with much ado) was appeaſed, 
The Jews bore up couragioully againſt all other Dangers,but were much gauled from 
theſe Towers which Tites had erected ; for they were flain and wounded from thence 
with ſmall Shot, Darts and Arrows ; for they could build nothing to defend themlitlves 


Cc fo high, nor had they any hope to deſtroy them; for neither could they be thrown down 


D the 71h day of May, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof, and alſo the North-ſide

Titus removed his Camp from thence, and went unto the place called the 4/rians 
Camp, and ſeized upon all between that and Cedron; and being without ſhot of an Ar- 
row from the ſecond Wall, he began again to aflault it. Then the Jews dividing the 
Wall betwixt them to defend each other's part, reſfifted moſt valiantly : Fohn and his 
Partakers defended all Antonia, and the North-part of the Temple from Alexarder's 
Tomb : and Simon defended all from John's Tomb unto the Gate by the Tower Hippi- The jews con- 
cor.

E in warlike Affairs; yet in all Fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the beſt ; for tho The Jews 


the Romans had the advantage in Fortune and Knowledg, yer the Jews being deſperate, boldnch. 
attaqued them without fear 3 for they are very couragious in Adverſity, Moreover, 

the Jews were neceſſitated to fight to ſave their own Lives; and the Romans were as 

haſty to conquer. Neither Party was weary, neither Party delilted in their a{laulting 

of one another: In the day-time the Jews, in commanded Parties, made thcir Salleys 

upon the Romans, who omitted no kind of Fightfrom Sun-ſet all the night long 5 which 

was maze terrible tothem both, than all the ſervice of the day before. The Jews feared 

leſt the Romans ſhould get the Wall ; and the Romans apprehended lelt the Jews 

ſhould have fallied out upon their Camp. Thus all night long they ſtood to their Arms, 

and early in the morning they were at it again, The Jews {trove one with another 

who ſhould undergothe moſt danger, and moſt deſerve his Captains Favour. Simor's 

Followers were ſo much at his beck, that if he {ſhould have commanded any of them to 

bave killed himſclt, he would preſently have done it. The Romans were encouraged 

to fight, by their Diſcipline and Succeſs, as having never been uſed to be overcome.

Many of the Romans by this 
his Example were enticed todo the like. 

The Jews now regarded not what they ſuffered, but only deviſed which way to harm 
their Enemies, not regarding Death, fo that they might kill any of the Romans. But 
Titus had as much care to preſcrve his Souldiers, as he had to get the Victory, attribu- 
ting theſe raſh Salleys to the deſperation of the Jews, and accounting that only Vertue | 
which was done warily ard with diſcretion.

CHAT 13 
How Caſtor the Jew derided the Romans. 


Hen Tins commanded the Ram to be ſet up againſt the Tower on the North-par! 
of the City, wherein a crafty and politick Jew with ten Men had hid himſelf, all x 
the reſt being fled 3 this Jew was named Gaftor. Theſe Men having lain ſtill a while in 


their Arms, at laſt being afraid, and the Tower beginning to (hake, they leapt up, and 


Caſtor ſtretching forth his hand, did, asit were, humbly crave favour at Ceſar's hands, 
and with a Jamentable Voice belought him to ſpare him. 7itzs ſceing the Man's fimpli- 
city, as he thought, and perſwading himſelf that the Jews did now repent of their Ob- 
ſtinacy, he cauſed the Ram to ceaſe from battery, and the Archers to hold their hands ; 
and permitted Caſtor to ſpeak his pleaſure. 

Caſtor ſaid, That he deſired to treat, and make a League of Peace. 

Titus anſwered, That he would grant it, if all the reſt would be concluded, an1 


that he would preſently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City. Five, 


of Caſtor's Fellows ſeemed to be willing, but the other five ſcemed to oppoſe itz cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would never be Slaves to the Rowans, whilſt they could die in liber- 
ty. Whilſt Caſtor and his Fellows were debating the matter, the flattery ceaſed. In the 
mean time Caſtor privily ſent word unto Simon, willing him, whilſt the Battery was 
ſtopt,to think of ſome Expedient to be done in this Neceſlity : for,for a while he would 
undertake to delude the Roman Emperor, and hold him in ſuſpence. In the mean 
time he ſeemed to exhort his Companions to accept the kind Offer of Tit#s ; and they, 
as it were, angry thereat, drew their Swords and ſtruck upon their Corflets, and fell 
down as though they had been ſlain. Tits and his Souldiers were amazed at their 


obſtinacy,for being onthe lower ground,they could not vvcll perceive vvhat vvasdone; M 


they vvondred exceeding]y at their deſperation, and pitied their calamity. At the ſame 
time one ſtruck Caſtor in the Buttock vvith a Dart, and Caſtor pulling it out of his fleſb, 
ſhewed it unto the Emperor, and complained of it as a Breachof the Truce. Tins 
vvith ſharp vvords corrected him that ſhot it, and forthwith vvould have ſent Foſephto 
promiſe Caſtor Pardon and Peace. But Foſeph denied to go, affirming that Caſtor only 
diſſembled, and hindred his Friends that vvould have gone. Art laſt one Eneas, vvho 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himſelf to go. Caſtor invited him, as-though he 
vvould give him ſomething to ſecure him of his true meaning. Eneas opened the Skirt 
of his Garment, thinking Caſtor vvould have caſt him down ſomething of vvorth 3 and 


vvhen hecame underneath the Tower,Caſtor took a great Stone and threw it down up- N 


on him, yet hurt him not, becauſe he vyas aware of it, and avoided the Stone ; but it 
vvounded another Souldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar conſidering this deceit, began to 
think that Pity and Mercy in War vvas hurtful, and that Cruelty vvas not ſo cafily de- 
ceived ; and by being very angry at this Deceit,he cauſed the Wall tobe beaten with the 
Ram more than before. Caſtor and his Fellows perceiving the Tower to ſhake, they ſet 
it on fire, and fo paſſed thorow the Flame, and conveyed themſelves into a Mine of the 


Tower; giving the Romans freſh occaſion to admire their Courage, in pailing thorow 
the Flames. |

Titus aſſaulting the Wall on his part, took it five days aficr 3 and forcing the Jews 


from thence, he, accompanied with a thouſand choice Men, entred where the Wool- O 


men, Copper-Smiths, and Merchant-Taylors dwelt, vyhich place vvas the new City,

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A with narrow and ſtrait ways to go to the Wajls. And had he preſently beaten down SAL 
a great part of the Walls; or, as he might have done by the Law of Arms, deitroyc = STS 
what he had gotten, he had obtained the Viftory without any loſs on his fide, Yet aft Cwift's 
hoping the Jews would yield, when they were in his Power, he gave them moreljberty 2*#9, 72 - 
to retire, for he did not think that they,whoſe Good he fought, would have been Trai- 

tors unto him who came to relieve them.

CHAP. X. 
How the Romans did twice take the ſecond Wal. 


Itw having entred the City, ſuffered none of them that were taken, to be (lain, 
nor the Houſcs to be burned,»but permitted the Seditious (it they were fo mind- 

ed) to fight, and that without prejudice to the People: he alſo promiſed the People to 
re{tore unto them all their Goods; for many beſought him to ſpair the City for them, They incerprer 
and the Temple for the City. The People were glad hereof; but many of the warlike mane bapooky 
Jews thought the Humanity of 17t#s to proceed from Cowardice; and judged that 1 itz, Cowardice. 
for that he deſpaired to win the reſt of the City, did now, Coward-like, propound theſe 
C Conditions. They likewiſe threatned the People, that whoſoever ſhould ſpeak one 
Word concerning Peace,and yielding unto the Romans,ſhould preſently die: and ſome ,, 
of them did reſiſt the Romans from out of their Houſes, other in the narrow Ways; and are S———_ 
others going out of the higher Gates, renewed the Fight, wherewith the Watchmen be- by the Jews. 
10g —_— fled from the Wall, and forſaking the Towers, retired themſelves into the 
Camp. The Roman Souldiers within the City cried out, becauſe they were incloſed 
with Enemies, the Gates being ſhut, and aſſaulted without, by thoſe who apprehended 
their Companions to be in great danger. The Number of the Jews encreaſing, and 
prevailing, for that they knew the Ways and Turnings of the Streets, many of the Ro- 
mans were \lain,and violently born down, when they offered to reſiſt in that Neceffity ; 
D for a multitude together could not fly, by reaſon of the narrowneſs of the Streets that 
went unto the Wall : And all that entred 1nto the City had been (lain, had not Titus 
ſuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himſelf being 
where moſt need was, he repulſed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, with the help 
of Domitizs Sabinws, who in that Fight proved himſelf a ſtout Warriour,and continued 
fighting with the Jews till all his fellow-Souldiers were gone off. 

Thus the Romans having got the ſecond Wall, were beaten from it again ; and the TheJews Cou- 
Citizens ſo encouraged, they were, as it were, drunk with their good Fortune, thinking 78 a 
the Romans durſt no more attempt upon the City, and that they themſelves were in- 
vincible when they were prepared to fight. God, becauſe of their Iniquity, had dark- 
ned their Underſtanding, fo that they never conſidered the Roman Forces were far 
greater than thoſe they had encountred, and the Famine that hung over their Heads; 
for as yet they lived upon the Deſtruction of the People, and drank the Blood of a Ci- 
ty : but the good People did even ſuffer Famine already, and many of them periſhed for The People in 
want of Food ; yer the Seditious did rejoice at the death of the Citizens, as though — 
thereby they were caſed of a great Burden, only defiring they might live that bear hunger. 
rebellious Minds, and would join with them againſt the Romans, rejoicing at the death 
of the reſt; and this was the AfﬀeCtion they bear unto their Citizens. In this manner 
they armed themſelves, and refiſted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter 
the Breach 3 whilſt the Jews threw down Stones, and part of the Wall upon them as 
they came up, drave them back again, and valiantly ſuſtianed them for three days. _ 

But the fourth day being unable to withſtand Tztws his Aſſault, they were forced to re- 77% 6 
tire as before : and he having gotten the Wall, deſtroyed all the North part thereof, che A ara 
and placed a Garifon in the Towers and Fortreſtes of the South part.

ITUS now determined to batter the third Wall, conceiving the Stege would be 
now but ſhort : He thought it convenient to give the Seditious ſome time to be- 
think themſelves, to ſee that if either by the taking of the ſecond Wall, or terrified 
with Famine, they would repent. For there was little or nothing left in the City to I 
ſupply them, and he was poſted as he defired. And the time being come, for every

ſing cheSicge, ry one in order, into a place where the Jews in the City might behold them he cauſed 
Mey &@ bn his Captains to diſtribute Money toevery one 3 and the Souldiers (as their Cuftom is) 
diſtributed to all armed, and drawing their Swords out of their Sheaths, marched along, the Horſe- 
-— Souldt- men leading their Horſes in great pomp, and a great part of the Suburbs glittered 
; with Gold and Silver. This Spectacle was grateful to their own Souldiers, and terrible 
to the Jews: for all the old Walls, and the North part of the City, and many'Houſes 
were filled with the multitude of them who came to view this Sight 3 and there was | 
no part of the City that was not filled with People to behold it, This Sp<Racle ſtruck K 
a great fear upon the very boldeſt among the Jews, and perhaps would have cauſed 
the Seditious People to have relented, had they not deſpaired to have found Mercy and 
Pardon at the Romans hands for their Offences committed 3 wherefore they thought it 
better to be {Jain hghting,than to be put todeath ſhamefully, if they defiſted from fight.

Tituss bounty L1itus foreſeeing that Fortune would favour him, and that the City would be taken, M 
=" the preſſed it what he could, never ceafing to perſwade the Jews to yield 3 adding many 

Argumentsto his Importunity ; for he knew that many times Words prevail more than 
Violence; wherefore he exhorted them to ſve themſelves, and yield the City unto him ; 
referring them unto Foſeph, who ſhould make a Speech to them in their own Language, 
and he hoped they would hear their own Country-man. FP 

Then Joſeph keeping himſelf out of the danger of their Shot, called out unto them to 
commiſerate themſelves, the City, the Temple, the People, and not to be more hard-hearted unto 
them than Strangers, For the Romans had a reverence for the Holy-places, notwithſtand- 
ing they had no Society or Portion in them. That till that very day they had abſtained from 
violating of them , whereas they who were brought up among them, and might ſave them, N 
did wilfiully cauſe their deſlruFion. He adviſed them to conſider, that their ſtrorgeſt Walls 
were battered down, and only the weaker remaining unbattered : He willed them to conſider, 
how they were 10t able to withſtand the Roman Forces 5, and that it was no Novelty to the 
Jews to be ſubje to the Romans, For though it be a good and commendable thing to fight 
for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning ; for he that was once ſubje@ and 
rebell'd, having a long time lived under the Obedience of the Romans, ſeemed rather 10 be de- 
ſirous of a ſhameful Death, than an honourable Liberty, Moreover, he reproacked tl cuz that 
they ſhould chuſe rather to be ſubje to a baſe People, than 10 them whim the whole World 
obezed, For (faith he) what babitable Place is it that the Romans have not conquered £ 
They themſelues may perceive how Fortune has ſtill favourcd them : and that God had O 
ſettled the Qniverſal Monarchy in Italy.

They thought it their Intereſt to have the City in 
their Power, a»d the Country about it 5 and therefore the Emperor propoſed to make a League 
of Peace with them 5, but if he took the City by force, he would ſpare mine, ſeeing they were 
admaniſhid fo kindly before, and in the greateſt neceſſty reſuſed to obey him. He told them 
alſo, that the third Wall would in a ſhort time be taken, as they might perceive by the other 
two + and though the City were inexpugnable, yet the Famine would force it to yield in deſpite 
of its Strength.

3% ® 
good plight and fat as he was. They that were pined with Famine, werellain ; be- 

cauſe they thought it no Offence to kill them, who in a ſhort time would die of them- 

ſelves. Many gave all they had for one Buſhel of Corn, and ſhutting themſelves up 

privately -in their Houſes, eat their Corn, as it were, unground; others made Bread 

thereof, as neceſſity and fear required. No Man 1n the whole City ſat down to eat 


his Meat at the Table, but ſnatch'd it greedily ſrom the Fire, and devoured it half raw 


E and half roaft. 


Moſt miſerable was this manner of living, and aSpeQtacle which none without Tears 4 miſcrable 
was able to behold 3 the ſtrongeſt ſtill got the maſt, and the weakeſt bewailed their Mi- 5 __ 
ſery 3 for now Famine was their greateſt Calamity. And nothing doth arm Men more cle of Bn 
than Shame. During this Famine, no reverence was had towards any Man : Wives Compattion. 
took the Meat out of their Huſbands Mouths, Children from their Parents, and Mothers 
from their Infants, which was the ſaddeſt ſpectacle of all, No Body had now any 
compaſſion, neither did they ſpare their deareſt Infants, burſutfered them to periſh in 
their Arms, by taking from them the very drops of Life. Yet could they not eat in 
ſuch ſecrecy, but ſome or other ſtill came to take away from them that vyhereupon 
they fed : For if in any place they ſaw a Door that, they conjectured that they who The Souldier, 
were in the Houſe were eating Meat,and forthwith breaking down the Doors,they came Firermve og 
1n,got them by the Throat, and took the Meat half chewed out of their Mouths as it was che OLE 
ready to be ſwallowed-down. The old Men were driven away, and not permitted to chewed our of 
keep and defend their Food : the Women were drawn up anddown by the Hair of the jjg ol 
Head, for that they hid between their Hands ſome part of their Meat, and would not 
torgo it. No Pity remained etther to old Age or Infancy 5 they took the young Babes, 
thetr Mouths full of Meat, and daſhed them againſt the ground. 1t any had prevented 
theſe Thieves, and eaten their Meat before they could get at them, they were more cru- 
elly and more tyrannouſly handled,as having committed a greater Offence againlt ther.

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Theſe Miſcreants did not yet for all this feel ether Hunger or Thirſt : for then their 
Impicties had been more tolerable: but they did it only to exerciſe their Cruelty, Prepa- 
riag {ix days food for themſelves aforehand. Some poor Creatures, eluding the Roman- 
Guards, had been abroad in the Night to gather Wood or Graſs in the Field ; and re- 
turning into the City, were rejoicing in their Felicity, having eſcaped the danger of the 
Enumy ; but they were ſeized on by theſe Miſcreantsz their Herbs taken from them, 
(tho gotten with the hazard of their Lives) denying them a ſmall part of that, fur 
which they had undergone ſuch danger 3 yea, they thought themſelves obliged, tho 
robbed and fpoiled, if they eſcaped the Swords of theſe Tyrants. Theſe were the Cala- 
mitics which the baſer fort of People endured at the hands of the common'Souldiers : 
but the Noblcs and chief Men of the City were led to their Officers, accuſed before 
them of Intelligence with the Romans 3 and for ſome forged Treafon or other put to 
death. Wany times they ſuboracd People to accuſe them of intending to fly to the 
Romans. Thoie that Szmon robbed, were ſent to John ;- and thoſe that Johr ſpoiled, 
were {nt to Simon : drinking,as it were,one to another 1n the Blood of the People, and 
dividing their dead Carcafſes between them infomuch as though they diſagreed in 
their detire of Ruleard Domination, they both conſpired in Miſchief and Iniquity. For 
he that did not give the other part,of what by his Cruelty he had extorted fromthe mi- 
ſerabie Citizens, was accounted ungenerous 3 and he that received not his fhare, com- K 
plained of the Injuſtice, as believing he had a right to the Rapine and Cruelty. 

[ am not able to recount all their Iniquities 3 but, in ſhort, I think never any City en- 
dured ihe like, nor never any People fince the Memory of Man were lo cruel and bar- 
barous z and that their Impiety toStrangers might ſeem the lets, they ſpake evil of the 
Nation of the Hebrews, and curſed them, and openly confefled themſclves to be Slaves, 
People of divers Countries, united together 1a Wickedneſs, Baſtards and Abortives of 
their Nation. They demolifhed the City, and forced the Romans (tho againſt their 
will) to accept of a diſmal Victory, halting the Fire into the Temple, as tho it (taid 
from it too long, Neither were they at all attedted, when they ſaw the higher part of 
the City on firez tho many among the Romans beheld it with ſorrow, as we will ſhew L

HE Moutts and Rampires that Tit#s built did greatly advantage him yet his 

Souldiers endured fomeloſs by the Jews from the Wall : To recompenle it what VM 
he could, upon nitcll:gence that their Rapine and Plunder in the Town being not ſut- E 
cient io (lupply their Neceſſities, the Jews were forced to ſeek out into the Valleys for 
Food ; be diſpoſed certain Parties of Horſe, and other ſcle&t Men in Ambuſh to inter- 
cept them : tor though their Exigencies were very great, yet being for the moſt part 
poor People, with Families 4n the City, they durſt not run over to the Romans, leſt 
their Wives and Children ſhould be murdered in their abſence. Wherefore they were 
forc'd to make private Excurſions 1n the Night to conceal themſelves from the Enemy ; 
and having fallen unexpectedly into this Ambuſcade, they fought it couragioully, as 
knowing it tov late to expect Mercy after ſuch untraftable Obſtinacy, but they were de-

in which there were not 500 Jews taken and ſerved in that manner by thoſe Parties of 
Horſe; yet he thought it inexpedient to remove them, becauſe they were a great fecu- 
rity to the reſt of his Army : But his great Deſign was, by the cruelty of that SpeCta- 
cle, to terrify the City, and haſten its ſurrender. Wherefore the Souldiers, in batred 
to our Nation, crucihed all they took, one after one faſhion, and another after another, 
1n deriſion. And the multitude of the Captives became fo great, there was left no (pace 


that 
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A that they might ſce how thoſe were uſed that fled to the Romans: the ſame light they Sb ,\ 
alſo ſhewed unto them that deſired Peace; afhrming, that they whom the Romans had 4 4 
ſo uſed, were thoſe that fled unto them for ſuccour, and not Captives by them taken. 4” Chriſt's 
This deterred many who would otherwiſe have fled to the Romans; till ſuch time as * EY _— 
the Truth hereof was known. Yet ſome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as 
preferring Death and Torment at their hands, before the Miſcries and Famine which 
they endured at home. 

Hereupon Titws cut off many of the Captives Hands, and ſent them into the City to 
Simon and John, that their Calamity might teſtify them to be Captives, and not ſuch 
as had voluntarily fled to the Romans,willing them to admoniſh their Friends to yield, 
B and not compel him to deſtroy the City : and to aſſure them that in ſo doing, they 
might (till fave their Lives, their Country and Temple, which had not the like in the 
whole World : and he continually went about the Rampires, haſtaing the Workmen 
in their Buſinek, as tho he preſently meant toeffctt that in Deeds, which in Words he 
had ſpoken. The Jews that ſtood upon the Walls reviled both him and his F ather, The Jews re- 
affirming that they contemned Death 3 and would chuſe rather to die, than become _ oo NY 
Slaves: That whilſt they lived, they would, to the utmoft of their Power, defend them- FORO 
ſelves againſt the Romans, without any care, either of themſelves or their Country ; 
which Ceſar ſent them word were both in imminent danger. Moreover, they ſaid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated ro God, far more excellent than theirs, which 
C notwithſtanding ſhould be conſerved by hum that dwelt in it 3 whoſe help they hoped 
to enjoy : and did therefore deride all his Threatnings,as things that could never come 
to paſs without his Divine Permiſſion. Thus did they opprobriouſly abuſe the Cle- 

mency of the Romans. | 

” Art thistime arrived alſo Artiochws Epiphanes, and with him a conſiderable ſupply of 
Men, among which there was a Company called the Macedonians, of equal Years, and 
little older than young Men, all trained up in Martial Diſcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner,from whence they took their Name : yet for the moſt part they did 
not anſwer the expectation that Men had of the Macedonians. For the King of Conagne 
was themoſt fortunate and happy of all Kings that were ſubje& to the Roman Empire, 
ntill ſuchtime as he felt the Frown of Fortune 3 who in his old Age proved that none 
ought to be accounted happy before his death : Whilſt Comagre was in proſperity, his 
Son ſaid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to aflault the City, and enter the bat- 
tered Walls, (for this young Man was a great Warriour, and of exceeding Strength, 
to the which he truſted too much, did many things raſbly.) Tits ſtgiled,and anſwered, 
that that was a Work too great for the Romans. Upon which young Artiochas, accom: The Infolence 
panied with his Macedonians, aflaulted the Wall ; and himſelf with his ſtrength and * Puna 
dexterity avoided the Darts of the Jews, and caſt his Darts at them : but his whole 5c, 
Party (a few excepted) were there (lain ; for obliged by their extravagant boaſting, 
they contiuued longer in fight than it was expedient for them : at laſt many being 
x wounded, retired, perceiving that the Macedoniansto win a Victory had need of Alexan- 
der's Fortune. The Romans the twelfth day of May began to build their Rampires RN : 
and laboured ſeventeen whole days z, with much ado they ended them the nine and ;; __- : 
twentieth of the ſaid Month. For they builded four vaſt Rampiers, one of them over build four 
againſt Antonia, which was built by the fifth Legion, oppoſite to the midſt of the Stru- 27. BY 
thian Waters: another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diſtant from 
the other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, 
erected a Mount oppoſite to the Pond called Amigdalor on the North-fide : and the 
fifteenth Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diſtant from the other, over againſt 
the Monument of the High-Prieſt Joh. 

The Mounts being thus finiſhed, Fohr undermined that which was over agaiiiſt 4- 
tonia, and underpropped it with Poſts of Wood 3 and filling the Mine with Wood, 
Bitumen and Pitch, he fired it : ſo the Poſts that held it up being burnt, the Vine fel}, 
and the Mount alſo with a hideous noiſe fell into it ; and firſt of all there aroſe a great 
ſmoak and duſt, for the Mines covered the Flame : at laſt the Fire having conſumed 
the matter that covered it, the Flame appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and un- 
expeRted exploit, were much amazed and diſordered : ſo that thereby thoſe who be- 
fore made account of the Victory as certain, began now to deſpair. Two days after 
Simon and his Aſſociates (et upon the other Rampires 3 for thereupon were planted 
Rams, wherewith the Romans began to beat the Walls. Amongit the reſt, a Man 
G named Tepthens of Garſus a City of Galilee, Megaſſurns one of Queen Mariamne's Ser- 
vants, and with them one of Adiabena the Son of Mabatens, who for tis Fortune Fhree yatians

ever the Romans preſerved their Rams. From thence the Fire caught hold of the Ram- 
pires, thoſe that oppoſed themſelves were burned ; and the Fire encreaſed, ſo that it 
could not be extinguiſhed ;z ſo the Romans environed with the Flame,and deſpairing to 
reſcue their Works, retired into their Camp, and left them on fire. But re woay were 
ſomuch the more earneſt, their number (till ericrealing by new Supplies out of the City ; 
and ſo encouraged by their Vittory, they taſhly adventured unto the Romans Camp,

* paces. for ſhame that they had forſaken their place, and for fear of puniſhment thereof ; and 
placing new Engines upon the Rampire of their Camp, they ſtopt the Jews from $a]. 
Iying any more; for they came out unarmed, without any Arms of detence. Forthe 
Jews, without any conſideration, came raſhly upon their Enemies Pikes, and aſſaulted 
them with their Fiſts. So that the Jews prevailed mote by their Courage, than their 
Arms: and the Romans fled more for the Jews boldneſs, than any harm they ſuſtained 
by them. 
Titus accuſed ” Titus repairing with all ſpeed from Antonia, where he had been viewing a place for 
Soldiers ariother Rampire, blamed the Souldiers exceedingly 3 who having gotten the Enemies 
that which firſt the Jews did ſuffer, being now,as it were, broken out of Priſon ; and fo 
he with certain choſen Men affaulted the Enemies on one fide, who though deſperately 
overpowered, yet ſtoutly reſiſted him : and fo __ Bate], the Dult was fo thick 
that one could not ſee another, nor hear what was ſaid, for the Cries and Noiſe was ſo 
great, no Man could diſcern his Friends from his Foes, The Jews perſiſted til] in the 
Battel, not for that they truſted in their Force, or thereby prevailed, but becauſe they 
were deſperate. The Romans on the other part took Courage, and fought ſtoutly for 
ſhame,and for that Ceſar himſelf was in danger amongſt them. So that Tthink, that had 
The Jews re- not the Jews retired into the City, the Fury of the Romans had then conſumed the 


rice vichinthe (whole Multitude. The Romans were now forrowful for the loſs of their Rampiers,who M 


yo in one hour's time had loſt that, which with much labour they ſo long had been making : 
and many of their Engines being now diſplaced, they deſpaired to take the City. 
CHAP. XI. 
Of the Wall which the "Roman Army built about Jeruſalem in three days ſpace. 
Titzzs conſuls ITQS deliberated with his Captains what was to be done ; and they that were 
—_— Cape moſt forward amongſt them, thought it beſt with the whole Army to aſſault the N 


Walls; tor that as yetthe Jews had only fought witha part, and were not able to with- 
ſtand the Force of the whole Army, but would be all conſumed with Darts and Arrows. 
The wiler ſort perſwaded Titzs to repair his Rampires; but others counſelled the con- 
trary, to hold themſelves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, that no Food 
ſhould be conveyed intothe City, and fo famiſh it without fighting. For that the Jews 
being now deſperate, and deſirous to be ſlain, would not be overcome by Force. But 
Titzs thought it diſhonourable to lie idle with ſo huge an Army, and do nothing; yet he 
deemed it ſuperfluous to fight with them who would willingly fight to be (lain: and he 


could not make any Mounts, becauſe he wanted Materials, and it was moſt difficult of 
all to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for that it could O 


not be beleagured round on every (ide, by reaſon of the difficult places, and great com-

For though all thoſe ways might be taken, yet he preferred Speed before Certainty : and 

if {0 be he would uſe Celerity and Safety, then it was needful for him to compals the 

whole City round with a Wall 3 for fo all Ways and Paſlages might be blockt up, and 7% deter- 
the Jews ſeeing no hope of (afety, ſhould be compelled either to yield the City, or to cloſe the City 

B be conſumed with Famine. Nor by any other means could be ſecure, but by erecting with a wail, 
Mounts, having that Wallto defend them. ' And if any one think that Work dith- 
cult, and not to be atchieved, let him confjder that it did not become the Romans to 
makea baſe and (lender piece of Work ; and that no Man in the World could, withour 
labour, effc& any great matter but God only. Having with theſe Speeches encouraged 
his Captains, he cauſed them to lead the Souldiers, and diſpoſe them all about theſe 
Buſineſſes. - The Souldiers had, as it were, ſome divine Vigourand Courage faln upon

C Tribune to pleaſe the chief Commander, and he to pleaſe Ceſar, who every day went vithour cea- 
round and beheld the Work : and fo beginning at the place called the Aſſyrians Camp, — whey ” 
where he was encamped, he drew a Wall all about, even to the new City ; and from 

' thence by Cedron.and Mount Olivet 5 and fo turned toward the South, and encloſed 
the Mountain with the Rock called Periftereonos,and the Bill next adjoining thereunto, 
which hangeth over Si/oa : and from thence bending his Work to the Welt, he brought 
it down all along the Valley of the Fountain : from whence aſcending to the Monu- 
ment of Anarw the High-Pricſt, where Pompey pitched his Tents, he brought it about 
by the North-ſide of the City 3 and coming along to the Village called Erebinthonicushe 
compaſlſed the Monument of Herod towards the Eaſt, and fo joined the Wall to his 

D Camp where he began. The Wall was nine and thirty Furlongs about. Without this One wall of 
Wall he built alſo thirteen Forts, every one ten Furlongs in compaſs. And all this 39 Fx*longs 
whole Work was finiſhed in three days ſpace, which yet required months to have been _ 
built in : ſo that the celerity in the building thereof makes it ſcarcely credible. The 
City being thus encompaſſed with a Wall, and Guards placed inevery Fort, Tits hint- The Romans 
{lf continued to go round the firſt Watch, to ſee all things in good order : the ſecond ou ore. 
Watch he allotted to Afexaraer; and the third to the Captains of the Legions: and the veral Caſttes. 
Watchmen appointed every one his turn to ſleep 3 and fo all night long ſome of them

Of the Maſſacre of the Jews, both within and without the City. 


Simon's Cruelty T laſt, Sizron having tormented Matthias, put him to death, notwithſtanding that 


againſt Mat- 
---ha " 2 Prieſt, whom the People, for his fidelity towardsthem, greatly eſteemed : he ſceing

by his means he had obtained the City, This Matthias was the Son of Boethws 


the Outrages of the Zealots towards the People after obre was joined with them, per- 
ſwaded the People to call in Simon to help them, conditioning nothing with him 
before, for that they miſdoubted no Evil. And when he was come into the City, he 
held. him for his Enemy as well as the reſt z notwithſtanding, that by his only Advice 
| he was received into the City, as though Matthias had only done it through weakneſs. M 
W herefore calling him before the People, he accuſed him that he favoured the Romans, 
and ſo condemned him to die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelf. And he put to 
death likewiſe his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 
Titus, Matthias requeſted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 
But Simon, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, cauſed him to be exe- 
cuted laſt of all. And fo he was killed upon the murdered Bodies of his Sons, in a 
place where the Romans might behold him; for ſo Sizzoz commanded .Aranus his 
Executioner, who was the Son of Bamadus. This Man was the moſt cruel of all Simor's 
Followers 3 who even when he was to kill Matthzas, derided him, asking whether they 
could now help him, to whom he ſought to fly ? and he permitted not their Bodies N 
| to be buried. After them An4nias a Prieſt, the Son of Masbalus, a Nobleman, and 
_ L. chief Secretary to the Council, a valiant ſtrong Man, born at Emmazs, and with him 
1; of the No-fifteen of the chieteſt Men in the City were put to death. They took alſo Joſeph's 
bleſt People, Father and kept him in Priſon, and with the publick Voice of a Crier proclaimed, that 
mw no Man ſhould talk with him, nor viſit him, pretending fear of Treaſon ; and whoſo- 
ever bewailed his Eſtate, he was put to death without any Trial. It happened that a 
certain Man called Judas, the Son of Judas, who was one of Simon's Captains, and Go- 
vernour of one of the Towers of the City, being moved with Compaſſion towards 
Judas con- theſe that periſhed without deſert, and: more with fear of his own Life, afſembled tc- 
nts Ln gether ten of his moſt truſty Souldiers, and ſaid to them 5 How long ſhall we endure O * 
theſe Calamities s or what hope have we of Life, in being obedient to the moſt impions : + oc 
en 
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A Famine conſumes our City ; the Romans are almoſt within our Walls, and Simon is cruel i - hy. of 
and faithleſs even towards thoſe that have well deſerved at his bands ; and we are in daily -—+rafsg 
fear of his Cruelty, On the comtrary, the Romans keep their Faith inviolably. Wherefore after Cwift's 
let ws deliver this Tower to them, and- ſo ſave our ſetves and our City, And what puniſh- EIRS 
ment can Simon ſuffer which he hath not deſerved * The ten Men to whom in this man- 
ner he brake his Mind, agreed hereunto z and fo he in the morning ſent the reſt of the 
Souldiers under his command into divers places, that they might not perceive his Intent, 
and at the third hour of the day, ſtanding upon the Tower, he called the Romans, and 
told them his Deſign. But ſome of the Romans proudly contemned the Offer ; others 
ſcarcely believed them, and the reſt made no haſte to come. In the mean time while 

B Titus, with certain armed Men came unto the Wall : Simroz had notice of the Matter, 
and {peedily got to the Tower, and (Jew thoſe that were within in fight of the Ro- 
mans, and calt down their Bodies over the Wall. Foſeph going about rhe Wall, and 79 wourd 
coming thither, (for he never ceaſed requeſting the Jews to remember their deſperare $i" apobugy 
Eſtate) was (truck on the Head with a Stone, and fo amazed with the blow, that he fel! the Rumour i: 
down : whereupon the Jews made a Salley out of the City, and had carried him away 'Preattiroug” 
Priſoner into the City, had not Titws ſent Men to defend him; and whilſt ther © 
fought, Foſeph was carried away, ſcarcely knowing what was done. The Seditious 
with loud Cries rejoiced, as having (lain him whoſe Death they chiefly defired ; and fo 
they reported within the City. Hereupon the People were moſt forrowful, verily be- 

C lieving him to beflain, by whoſe Intercefſtion they had confidence of Favour from the 
Romans, 

When Foſeph's Mother, who was 1n Priſon, heard this, (he ſaid to thoſe of Jotapata, 
that were her Keepers, that (he had no hope ever to ſee her Son again; and with ma- 
ny Tears lamenting to her Maidens, Is this the benefit (faid ſhe) of my having born a 
Son, that I ſhall not bury him, by whom I hoped to have been buried my ſelf ? 
But this falſe Report did not long grieve her, nor comfort the Thieves; for Joſeph was 314; rec 
quickly healed of his Wound, and recovered ; and ſhewing himſelf, he cried out to vererh of his 
them, That e're long they ſhould find he ſhould be revenged on them for his Wound : 
And he ceaſed not to exhort the People to remain faithful to the Romans. But the 

D Seditious, ſeeing him alive, were aſtoniſhed, and the People conceived good hope. 

Many ( preſent neceſlity urging them) leapt over the Wall, and fled to the Romans 5 wany that fled 

divers with Stones going forth under pretence to fight with the Romans, yielded from Famme 

themſelves : But they had worſe Fortune there than within the City 3 being now more 3,100 me 
harmed by plenty of Viftuals which they found among the Romans, than with the ſpeedy Dearh 

Famine they ſuffered in the City : for being become by Famine all {wollen, as though none "Me 

they had the Droply, upon the ſudden filling of their empty Bodies, they burſt ; and | 

fo all died, fave only thoſe who being wary, did, by little and little, accultom their 

Bodies to Food which they had long wanted. Yet they who thus eſcaped, fell into 

another grievous Misfortune : for one of the Jews thar fled to the Romans, was found 

among(t the Syrians, gathering Gold (out of his own Dung) which he had ſwallowed, 

as is before (aid, for that the Seditious did ſearch all, and take that they could find 

from them : and there was very great ſtore of Gold in the City, ſo chat that was fold 

for twelve Atticks, which before was worth twenty five. This Device being diſcovered 

in one, preſently a Report was ſpread all over the whole Camp, that the Jews that 

fled from the City, came full of Gold. Whereupon the Arabians and Syrians ript up 

the Bellies of their poor Suppliants, to fee if they could find any Gold or Silver within

them. And I am perſwaded that there was no greater Calamity befel the Jews than this, 22» jews it- 


for in one Night the Bellies of two thouſand Jews were ript up. Titws hearing of this vere i 
Cruclty, reſolved to cauſe the Authors hereof to be compaſſed round with Horſemen, Treas difples- 
F and (lain with Darts ; and he had done it, had not the multitude of Offenders much ed with this 
exceeded that of the Jews that were ſo murdered. Wherefore, he called together £49 
the Leaders of theſe Auxiliary Troops, and the Roman Caprains, (for ſome of the 
Romans alſo had committed this Fault) and ſaid to them in anger, Is it polhble that 
any among(t your Souldiers are ſo barbarous, to commit ſuch horrid Ads for uncertain 
221in, and are not aſhamed to enrich themſelvesafterſoexecrable a manner? What, (hall 
the Arabians in theſe Wars againſt Strangers do what they pleaſe, and preſently 
cauſe the Infamy of their vile Fats to redound to the Romans, by committing ſuch 
Murders, and exerciſing ſuch Cruelty againſt the Jews? (tor now all that bear Army 
under him, were defamed with this vile Report). He declared to ther, That ſuch as 
G hereafter were found in that Guilt, ſhould be put ro death. Alſo he commanded his 


own Legions to make enquiry who were ſuſpeted among(t them for this matter.

= 5.2 , many of the Gifts that had been otter'd to Godin the Temple,and of the ſacred Veſlels 
our of the appointed for Divine Service, as Cups, Plates, Tables, and the Cruets of Gold that 
Temple. Augufins and his Wife had ſent thither. Thus a Jew robbed and ſpoiled the Tem- 
ple of thoſe Tokens of Reſpe&t, vvherewith the Roman Emperors and other Nations 

had honoured it ; and he had the boldneſsto affirm to his Aſſociates, that vvithout fear 

* they might uſe the Holy Things of the Temple, ſeeing they fought for God and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dared to ſhare amongſt them the Holy Wine and Oil, vvhich 

the Prieſts kept for Divine Sacrifice 1n the inner part of the Temple. I vvill not ceaſe 


to ſpeak that vvhich Grief compelleth me : I verily think,that had the Romans forborn 


to have puniſhed ſo great Criminals, either the Earth vvould have ſwallowed the City L 


up, or ſome Deluge have drowned it, or elſe the Thunder and Lightning vvhich con- 
(famed Sodom, vvould have light upon it; for the People of the City vvere far more im- 
pions than the Sodomites. In brief, their Wickedneſs and Impiety vvere the cauſe that 
the vyhole Nation vvas extinguiſhed. What need I recount every particular Miſery ? 
Manne#s the Son of Lazarw, flying to T#ae out of the Gate that vvas committed to his 
cuſtody, and yielding himſelf to him, related to T3tw, that from the time that the Ro- 


man Army encamped near the City, from the fourteenth day of April, until the firſt of 


July,were carried out of that Gate he kept, an hundred and fifteen thouſand eight hun- 
dred and fourſcore dead Bodies z and nevertheleſs, he had reckoned only thoſe, the 


number of whom he was obliged to know by reaſon of a publick Diſtribution,of which M 


he had the charge. For others were buried by their Parents ; and this was their burial, 
to carry them our of the City, and there let them lie. And certain Noblemen flying 
600000 dead to Titws after him, reported that there were dead in the City fix hundred thouſand 
Carcaſtes cat poor People, which were caft out of the Gates z and that the others that died were in- 
ty. numerable : and that when ſa many died that they were not able to bury them, that 
then they gathered the Bodies together in the greateſt Houſes adjoining, and there 
ſhut them up. And that a Buſhel of Corn was fold for a Talent, which is fix hundred 
Crowns: and that ſince the City was compaſied with a Wall by the Beliegers, they could 


Cow-dung and NOt go Out to gather any more Herbs, ſo that many were driven to that neceſlity, that 


Dirt gathered they raked Sinks and Privies to find old Dung-of Oxen to eat ; andeven the Dung that N

the fone Food, Was loathſom to behold, was their Meat. The Romans hearing this, were moved to 


compaſlion 3 yet the Seditious within the'Gity, who beheld this miſerable Sight, were 
nothing moved, nor repented, but ſuffered them to be brought to this Calamity : for 
their Hearts were ſo blinded by God, that they perceiv'd not the Precipice into which 
they were going tofall, with all this miſerable City.

Nutizity 71 ſhortly themſelves thould increaſe the number of thoſe, whom they trampled on with 
Fir rautelevde {© creat inbumanity. After having ina Dome(tick War embru'd their hands in the 
wing wp Blood of thoſe of their own Nation, they thought of nothing but imploying them 
Ciry, hidbous againſt the Romans IN a Foreign'War 53 wherein they {remed to'reproach God for de- 
to behold, Jaying to punch them, ſince it was no longer hope of overcommg, but deſpair, which 
in{pir'd them with this boldneſs. The Romans, though much troubled to get Wood 
to build withal, yetin oae and twenty days fnilh'd.thew Mounrs, having cut down all 
9:4eza Defart, the Woods near the City for nincty Furlongs. It was niſcrable to behold that Coun- I 
and deſolie. tpy and Place, formerly all beſet with Trees and Fertile Plants, now lying plain 
like a Dcſart : neither was there any Stranger that betore-time had ſeen Fadea and the 
beautiful Suburbs of Jernſalezwz, who now bcholcing it, could abſtain from Tears, 
and not lament ſo woful a Change. For this War extinguiſhed utterly all figns of 
B-auty : neither could one coming ſuddenly, know the Place which he well knew be- 
fc. 

T,- Jews and When the Mounts were finiſhed, both the Romans and the Jews greatly feared : 
mm 1 the Jews, for that except they were deſtroyed, their Cny would be preſently taken ; 
T9 theRomans, for that if theſe were overthrown, they knew not how to ere&t more, 
wanting, matter : and now their Bodies were wearicd with labour, and their Minds dif- x 
couraged with many Incommodities. But the Romans were more grieved at the Ca- 
lamity of the City, than the Citizens within 3 for the Jews, notwithſtanding theſe 
kf rics, did nevertheleſs ſtoutly defend the Walls 3 but the Courage of the Romans 
The Romans f:11.cl when they ſaw that the Jews Policy made their Mounts unprofitable ; that the 
fear — ſtrength of the Wall reſiſted the Engines, that the Jews Boldnefs overcame their 
To * "" Strength in Fight ; and eſpecially, ſceing that the Jews having endured ſuch Calami- 
| ty, Famine and Miſery, were ſtill more couragious than before : ſo that they deemed 
their Strength not poſitble to be overcome 3 and that their Miruus were 1avincible, be- 
ing bardned and encouraged by Miſery. What would they do (ay they) if For- 
tune were favourable to them,(fince even now ſhe is contrary to them ? All that ſhe does 1, 
to abate their Courage, ſervesonly to confirm them 1n their Reſolutivns. Wherefore 
the Romans made a ſtronger Watch about their Mounts. But John's Followers, who 
were in the Caſtle Antonia, fearing what might enſue if the Wall were battered, endea- 
voured to prevent it what" they could, before the Rams were ſet up z and taking Fire- 
The Jews with brands in their hands, they aſſaulted the Mount 3 but deceived with a vain Hope, they 
FO = were forcd to retreat. For, firſt of all, they ſeemed to diſagree among themiclves ; fo 
mans Encines. that they came from their Walls one after another in little Parties, and by conſequence 
ſoftly and fearfully, and briefly, not after the manner of the Jews, but with lefs Cou- 
The Valour & rage than they were wont. On the other (ide, they found the Romans better prepared, 
ous wor and more couragious than of late, who ſo defended their Mounts with their Bodies and M 
Weapons, that 1t was not poſlible for the Jews to come and tirethem and every one 
was fully determined not to ſhrink out of his place till he was (lain. For beſides that, 
if this Work were deſtroyed,they had no hope left to build more, they all accounted it 
a ſhame, that their Vertue ſhould be overcome by ſurprize; or their Valour by raſhneſs 
and temerity, or their Skill by a multitude, or the Romans by the Jews. Allo they 
had Engines to caſt Darts at them as they came down their Walls. And when any 
one of the Jews that was (lain, fell down, he hindred them that followed ; and the 
ws danger of him that went before, terrified thoſe that came after. They alſo that raſhly 
tire, arguing 2adventured within the ſhot of a Dart, either were terrified with the Diſcipline, and 
one another of multitude of their Enemies, or elſe wounded with their Darts; and fo they all retired, N 

Cowardice. gne accuſing another of Cowardlinef, having atchieved nothing, 
The Aſſaulr of The firit day of July the City was aflaulted : and the Jews being now retired, the 
ur of Pu Romans {ct up their Rams, notwithſtanding that they were aflaulted from Antonia 
with Stones, Fire and Sword, and whatſoever their Enemies in that Extremity could 
find. For though the Jews had great confidence in their Walls, that they could not 
be battered, yet would they not permit the Romans to place their Rams againſt them. 
And the Romans being perſwaded that the Jews ſo laboured, becauſe they knew 
their Wall to be weak, and leſt Antonia by the breach of the Wall ſhould be burt ; the 
Romans reſolutely and undauntedly (notwithſtandiugthat many Darts were caſt at them 
from off the Walls ) perſiſted to beat the Walls with their Rams, But when they ſaw O 
that their Rams, though unceſiantly playing, could make no breach, they reſolved to

I be _ | 
confeſs it is a hardy Attempt to aſcend the Wall : yet it is a glorious Death to die in ſuch a 
Fight, and eſpecially it becometh thoſe that are deſirous to win Honour 5 and that they 
that firſt adventure valiantly to do it, ſhall not go away unrewarded, And firſt let Tie patient 
this move you, which terrifieth others,to wit, the patient Mind of the Jews, and their Conſtan- fy Foe 
cy in Adverſity. For it is a ſhame for the Roman Souldiers, who in time of Peace exerciſe Conſtancy in 
themſelves in Warlike Feats, and are accuſtomed in time of War to get the Vidory, now to *forrunes. 
be overcome by the Jews, and that at the end of the War, we having alſo God to help us : for 
all our harms proceed from the Tews Deſparation ;, and their Deſtru@ion and Calamity by God's 
Favour, and your Valour is every day promoted. For what elſe 1s batokened by therr Seditior 
among themſelves, their Famine, the Fall of their Walls without our Exgines to batter them, 
and the Siege it ſelf, but the Wrath of God towards them, and tis Favour tow.irds ns & 

Wherefore it is unſcemly for you either to give place to your Inferiours, or to negle@d God's Fa- 
vour and Purtherance, Is it not a ſhame that the Jews, who, were thty conquered, would The Wrath of 
ſuſtain no great Reproach, as being accuſtomed to ſerve and obey others, ſhould fo valiantly 399 a8ainſt

contemn Death, leſt they ſhould hereafter ſuffer or endure the like 5 and many times hulal,; 4d- gymans Fur- 
venture, and make Excurſions even amongſt the midſt of us, not out of hope r0 overcome us, therance. 
but only to ſhew their Valour 5 and that we who have conquered almoſt the E i-th and Sea. to 
whom it is an Infamy not to be vi@orions, lie idle, never make valiant Aſſmits upon our Fne- 
mies, but being thus armed, exped till Fortune and Famine deliver them into our Hands 2 
eſpecially, ſeeing that by undergoing a little Danger, all will be ours.

Julian, a Centurion, born in ' Bithyniz, of good Parentage, who was 
the moſt valiant, dextrous, and ſtrongeſt Man that | knew.in.all this War. © This 
Julzen ſeeing the Romans to have the worlt, as he was ſtanding by Tites m Antonia, he 
preſently leapt down; and all alone charged the Jews who bad the Victory, and made 
them'retire into the Inner Temple,and the whole qultitude fled,” deeming him, by his 
Force and Courage; not to. have'been a Man.

So that all the void ſpace pay 
about the Temple was filled with dead Bodies like a Burying-place, and the Temple 

it elf reſembled a Cittadel 3 and they now with their Weapons, having their Hands im- 

brued with the Blood of their Country-men, preſumed to cuter into the SanGtuary, 

where none ought to come : and they became fo injurious againſt their own Laws, 

that what Indignation the Jews ought to have conceived againſt the Roman:, if they 

had fo profaned the holy Places, the ſame they cauſed the Romans to have againlt them 

for doing the like. For there was not one among(t the Roman Souldiers, that did no: 

with Reverence behould the Temple, and adore it, and that did not heartily wiſh that the 

Thieves would repent themſelves before tt was too late. Moreover, Titzs pitying thc 

Seditious, once again ſpoke to Fobrr, and his Adherents, ſaying 5 O ye improns People, Titus Sprechy

man © What Rage then is it which carries you, wicked Wretches, to pollute the '[emple with 

the Blood, not only of Strargers, but of your Country-men 2 I call my Country Gods to witneſs, 

and Him who ſometime dwelt in this Place (I ſay, ſometime, for now I am perſwaded there __ 
is none ;,) I call alſo my Army to witneſs, and proteſt to the Jews that are with me, and to fpiche k -: 
your ſelves, That I have no ſhare in this Proſanation : but th:t if your Army will depart Jews, ſtrives 
this holy Place, that then no Roman fhall come into the SanGuary, nor commit any thing of Ac 
contumely of them, but I will preſerve this famons Temple for you againſt gour Wills, ; 


CHAP FT. 
Another &ſſault given by the Romans to the Jews who defended the Temple. 


Itw having ſpoken thus, and cauſed Foſeph to tell them in Hebrew what he ſaid 
to them, the Seditious thinking that the ſame procceded not of good-will, but 
of Fear, began to be more proud thereupon. Then Tits, ſeeing they neither pitied 
themſelves, nor the Temple, determined again to uſe Force, though very loth fo to 
do; yet could he not bring all his Army againſt them, the Room was fo little. Tits choſe 
Wherefore out of every Company he made choice of thirty of the ſtrongeſt among —_— 
them, and over every thouſand he appointed a Tribune, and made Cerealis their Cap- nel fo 
tain or General, commanding him at the ninth hour of the Night to aſſault the Guard and able ro. 
of the Enemy. Alſo he himſelf would have gone with them 3 but his Friends, and the — = 
E Captains about him, confidering the great Danger he might fall into, would not per- ſieged. 
mit him : but repreſented to him, that he might do more good by ſtaying in Antonia, 
and encouraging the Souldiers that fought, than it he {ſhould go and endanger himſelf: 
* for every Man being in the view of the Prince, would fight more couragiouſly. Titzs 
was herewith perſwaded, and told the Souldiers, that the only cauſe he went not with 
them, was this, that he ſtayed behind to view and judg of every one's Valour, to the 
intent that none that behaved himſelf valiantly might go away unrewarded, nor any 
Coward eſcape unpuniſhed ; but that he himſelf might be a Beholder of every Man's 
Vertue, Having thus ſpoken, he commanded the Aſſault to be given. 
Then he went up a Watch-Tower in Antonia, from whence he beheld what was Titss behold 
F done. But they whom Ts ſent, did not find the Guards aflcep, as they hoped ; but ”-_ & 
. . - . ow 1n Anton 
with a great ſhout they received the Romans that came againſt them : and at this ghar his Sout- 
noiſe they awaked their Fellows, who came in whole Companies to afliſt them, and diers perfor. 
made a Sally upon their Enemies. So the Romans ſuſtained the Violence of their firſt 
Companies : but the ſecond that came, fell upon their own Fellows, and ufcd 
them like Enemies : for no Man could know one another's Voice for the noiſe, neither 
could one ſee another, by reaſon it was night: And moreover, ſome were blinded with 
Fury, ſome with Anger, ſome with Fear 3 fo that every one {truck him that met him, 
without any reſpec. The Romans received ſmall damage thereby, becauſe thar 
they were defended with their Shields, and remembred one another's Watch-word. 
G Burt the Jews fell on every (ide, ſhewing themſelves raſh as well in the Charge as 1o 
their Rallyingz ſo that many times  * of them took the other to be his Enemy, _ 
rr3 "at 
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ALS fallng upon thoie that rallied, as though they had been Romans, aflaulting them in 
= ——- on the dark, Briefly, more were wounded by their Fellows than by their Enemies, 
aftr Clrifl's will, day breaking, every one knew his Companion 3 and then falling into Ranks, they 
Naticity 72+ buck themſelves to their Darts and Arrows. Neither part gave back, nor was 
> wearicd with Labour : but many Romans, together and apart, did, in the view of the 
Prince, ſhew their Courage, every Man accounting that Day the beginning of his Pre- 
ferment, if he behaved himſelf valiantly. The Jews fought ſtoutly, both for that they 
fcared their own imminent Danger, if they were overcome, and the DeſtruCtion of the 
Temple; and Fehr ſtanding by, encouraged them to fight 3 ſome with Blows, and 
others with Threatnings. They fought almoſt all with handy-blows ; yet Fortune often 

changed : for neither part had either far to fly, or any ſpace to follow thoſe that fled. i

and amongſt the Jews, theſe that follow : Judas the Son of Merton ; Simon the Son 
of Joſizs 5 and Facob and Simon, Idumeans 3 this, the Son of Cathla, but Jaceb, the 
Son of Soſa : thele were of Simon's Company.

22 another againſtthe Gallery on the North-ſide,between thetwo Porches : andother two, 
one again{t the Porch of the Weſt-lide of the outward Temple ; and another againſt the 
North-Porch. $o with much toil and labour they finiſh'd this Work, fetching Wood to 
build it with 100 Furlongs off. And many times they were endamaged by Ambuſhes, 
not being weary by reaſon of their Confidence : and the Jews deſpairing of themſelves 
every hour, more and more were encouraged. For many of the Horſemen going to get 

The Jews ſur- either Wood or Hay, while they were aboutit, took the Bridles from off their Horſes, and L 


Lake Lu 1 permitted them to feed till they had ended their buſineſs 3 and preſently the Jews ifſu- 


ing, out in Troops upon them, took them away. 

Tits (ccing that this fell out, deemed (as indeed it was) that his Mens Horſes were 
ſtoln rather by their Negligence than their Enemies Valour : wherefore he thought by 
the ſevere Puniſhment of one, to make others look better to their Horſes. And fo he 
put to Death one of the Souldiers that had loſt his Horſe : by whoſe Puniſhment the 
ret of the Souldicrs bring terrified, kept their Horſes better. For after that, when 
they went about any buline(s, they never left their Horſes in the Paſtures, but kept al- 
ways with them. Thus the Romans aſſaulted the Temple, and built their Mounts. The 
Day following certain of the Seditious, who now could get no more Booties in the City, M 
and alſo began to be pinch'd with Hunger, aflaulted the Romans that were placed ro- 
wards Mount Oliver, about the eleventh hour of the Day : for they hoped to take 
them unawares, as being at dinner. But the Romans perceiving their Intent, came out 

of their Places, and reliſted them, who attempted violently to break in upon them over 

the Wall : fo that there was a hot Fight 5 and many other Deeds were done on either 

The Fight of Party, the Romans having both Courage and Skill in warlike Aﬀairs. The Jews wereled 

the Jews and with deſperate Fury : and Neceflity and Shame forced the Romans tofight. For theRo- 

near unto the MANS accounted it a Shame not to overcome the Jews3 and the Jews thought it the only 

Mounc Elo, way tO fave their own Lives, to break down the Wall by force.

The Captive £#tu5 admiring Pedanias his Strength, and puniſhing the Captive for having attempt- 
puniſhed. ed to aſſault the Wall, he haſted to aflail the Temple, and commanded the Workmen 
gry to diſpatch the Mounts. In the mean time, the Jews being ill handled 1n the 
ormer Encounters, which [til] increafing to the overthrow of the Temple, they did, as 
the cuſtom is in a putrified Body, prevent the Plague from going any further, by cut- 
ting cft the corrupted Members. For that part of the Porch that reached from the O 
North tothe Eaſt, joined to Antozia : which they firing, ſeparated twenty Cubits from it, 
having gow with their own Hands begun to caſt Fire into the Koly- place, Twe

And of one Artorius. 


HE Seditious that kept the Temple, were now every day openly in fight engaged The Jews fil

Whereupon many of the Romans 
raſhly purſued the Jews that fled, and with Ladders got into the Galleries.

Porch was burnt unto the Tower which Fohz built during his Wars againſt S7»-0x ; 
and the Jews, after the Romans that were aſcended into it, were conſumed, pulled down 
DP of the relt. The next day the Romans fired the North-Porch, as far as the aforeſaid Ealt- 
red, © Porch, which contained the Corners of the Wall built over the Valley Cedror, fo that 


it was terrible to behold the Valley from thence, by reaſon of the depth.

Titws, to juſtify himſelf before Almighty God, proteſted, That he was not the cauſe 
of this Miſery z having offered the Jews Peace, general Pardon, and Oblivion for al! 
their Offences paſt 3 but they rather choſe War than Peace, Scdition than Onietne(s, 
Famine than Wealth and Plenty, having with their own hands begun to fer on fire the 
Temple, which he had preſerved for them ; - that therefore ſuch like Meat was fit for 
them, and that he would bury this abominable Crime of eating their own Childten in 
the Ruines of their Country z and that he would notin any part of the World, ſuffer the 
Sun to ſhine upon ſuch a City, wherein Mothers eat their own Children 3 and where 
the Fathers were no leſs culpable than the Mothers, becauſe, for all their Miſeries, they 4 $#- & 4 
would not yet ceaſe from Arms. Having thus ſpoken, he conlidered the Deſparation of * ” © 
the Enemies, and that they would not recal themſelves,, who had already endurcd a!l 
ſuch Calamities, which might, if it had been poſhble, have altered their Opinious, ra- 
ther than to have endured the ſame.

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CHAP. IX 


. 


How the Wall was taken, and the Temple burnt. 


HE eighth day of Aug»ſt,two of the Roman Legions having finiſhed their Mounts, 

| beganto place their Rams __ the Ea(t-Galleries without the Temple, having 
fix days together, without intermiſtion, - already beaten the Wall with their [trongelt 
Rams, and nothing prevailed, the Stones being ſo {trong, that the Rams could not move 
them : others of the Romans laboured to dig up the Foundations of the Porch that was 
on the North-(ide ; and after much toil, they only could pull away the outward Stones ; 
but the inner Stones ſtill ſupported the Porch. At laſt the Romans ſeeing they could 
not prevail, by their Javelins and other Inſtruments, ſet up Ladders to aſcend into the 
Galleries. The Jews did not greatly labour to hinder them trom getting up : but when 
they were within the Galleries, then they came and fought with them, and calt ſome 
of them down headlong, forcing them to retire; others they (iew. that ſtood in it; and 
others that were upon the Ladders going down, before they could defend themſelves +, jos 4 
with their Shields, were with Swords ſtricken down 3 they alſo- thruſt down ſome Lad- vercome ct: 
ders full of armed Men. So that there was a great Mallacre of the Romans, who fought Romans, and 
moſt to recover their Enſigns which the Jews had taken from them, eſteeming the loſs gaj;rs, 
thereof a great ſhame unto them. Atlaſt the Jews kept their Enſigns, andfl-w thole that 
bore them and the reſt, terrified with their Deaths, went down again 3 although not 
one of the Romans dicd, who before he was (lain, did not ſome valiant Act. Befides thoſe 
Seditious Perſons, who in the former Battels had ſhew'd themſclves valiant, Eleazer, 
Son to the Brother of S;#:0x, one of the two Tyrants, got great Honour, Then 7s 
perceiving that ke ſpared the Temple of the Jews to his loſs, and with the Death of ts 
Souldiers, commanded Fire tobe put tothe Porchesof the Temple 3 whereupon Ananns Two of 5:

to be done concerning the Temple. ; Some counſellediuo! uſe the right "of War, tor 
Yitws Counſel that the Jews would never live-peaceably whilſt their Temple was ſtanding 5 for all 
concerningehe their Nation, whereſvever living, would aſſemble themſelves thithet at'eertan\ rimes, 
Temple Others perſwaded Titxs to faveir, if fo be the Jewsabandon'd it, and ceaſedfodefendir 
but if they fought for it, then to burn it: for was to be conſidered as i Ciſtle; not a 
Temple : and if any Man were offended hereat,it would not-be imputed tothe Romans, 
or to their General, but to the-Jews, who conftrained them to'ds it 3 and he ſhould not 
offend, they forcing him to fire. - But Titzs affirmed, that although the Jews made ufe 
of their Temple as of a Fortreſs, yet it ſhould not bedeſtroyed : for he would not fo be 
revenged upon inanimate things, neither would:he'ever fire\6 goodly-a Builditig 3 for 
it would redound to the diſhonour of the Romans3 and on the contrary, would be a 
credit unto them: if it were.-left' remaining. - Whereupon Alexander Frond 'and _ 
Cerealis perceiving Ceſar's Mind, became of his Opinion; and fo he diſmiſſed the [, 
Council, and commanded the Souldiers and Captains to reſt, that they might be 
the more able to fight when need required: and preſently he appomted cer- 
tain choſen Men to make the Ways even, and eaſy for the Army to paſs by the 
Ruines, commanding them to quench the fire 5 and that day the Jews being fearful 
and weary, made no refiltance. The day following, taking heart, and aſſembling to- 
gcther, they aſſaulted the Guard that ſtood without the Temple, the ſecond hour of the 
day. The Romans valiantly received their firſt Aſſault, defending themſelves with their 
Shields, as though they had had a Wall before them; yet they could not long have born 
the Shock, for that they were fewer in number than their Enemres, and not ſo deſperate, 
had not Ceſar, (beholding the Fight from Antonia) came with certain choſen Horſe- M 
z7ir4s wich his Men before they retired, to fuccour them. Whoſe Force the Jews not ſuſtaining, but the

Hen a certain Souldier, who expe&ed no Command, nor feared to do ſo execrable 4 Souldier, 
a Fac, moved with ſome divine Fury, and lifted up by one of his Fellows, took (7 wii, 
in his Hand a flaming Fire-brand, and caſt it into the golden Window, which entred in- burned the 
to the Buildings on the North-part of the Temple, and the Flame preſently aroſez which 7%%* 
cauſed a great Cry amongſt the Jews, expreſſing their Calamity 3 and every one haſted 
B to extinguiſh the Fire ; neither accounted of their Lives nor Forces, if they loſt that for 
which they had fought ſo long. News hereof was preſently brought by one who 
came from the Fight to Titrs, who then was reſting in his Tent, and he preſently aroſe 
and run to the Temple to hinder the Fire, and all the Captains after him 5 whereupon 
the Souldiers followed in great confuſion, and there aroſe a great Cry and Tumult inthe 
Army, being diſordered. Ceſar both with his Voice and Hand made a Sign to the Soul- 
diers that were fighting, to quench the Fire. But they did not hear him, there was ſo 
great a noiſe 3 neither did they perceive the Sign he made untothem with his Hand, be- 
cauſe ſome were diſtracted with Fear, others with Anger : and the Souldiers iſſued 
in, not reſtrained either by Commands or Threatnings, but every one went whither 
C his Fury carried him : and thronging together at the entrance, many preſſed one ano- 
ther to Death 3 and many being amongſt the ery Ruines of the Galleries, periſhed as The burning 
miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came to the Temple, every one feign- ®7.5* Tint: 
ed not to hear Geſar's Command, and ſo exhorted his Fellows that were before him to terin the 2m 
fire the Temple, The Seditious now had no hope to withſtand them, but cither fled, or ?'* 
were ſlain: and many unarmed and unable People, whereſoever they were found, were 
{lain : fo that about the Atar were an innumerable Company of dead Bodies heaped 
together, and their Blood flowed down the Temple-Stairsz and their Bodies were rowled 
down. Ceſar, ſeeing he could not reſtrain the Fury of the Souldiers, and that the Fire en- 
creaſed, entred into the SanQtuary with his chief Officers, and beheld all the holy Thiogs 
D there, and found its Magnificence and Riches far ſurpaſling all Report which-Strangers 
had given of it, and equal to that of the Jews themſelves. The Flame not having yet 7ru griveri 
pierced into the inner Part of the Temple, nor conſumed the Houſes and Rooms about to fave the in- 
it, he deemed that 2s yet it might be preſerved 3 wherefore himſelf went, and intreat- v4 7424. 
ed the Souldiers to exringuiſh the Fire, and commanded LZiberalis, the Centurion of his 
Guard, to beat thoſe with a Truncheon that would not be obedient, and to drive them 
away. But their Fury, and the Hatred they bare againſt the Jews, rendred them deaf to 
Ceſar's Commands, and regardleſs of Puniſhment 3 many were carried on with the hope 
of ſome Booty, thinking that all the Temple within was full of Money, becauſe they faw 
the Gates covered with Plates of Gold. Moreover, a certain Souldier, when Ceſar ſought 
to quench the Flame, fired the Poſts about the doors : and preſently the Flame appear- 
E ing within, Ceſar and the Captains departed out ; and ſo every one ſtood looking up- 
on it, and no Man ſought to extinguiſh it. Thus the Temple was burnt againſt T71#4 his 
Will. And although every Man will judg it a lamentable caſe, in tuch a Buildmg, fur- 
paſſing all that ever was ſeen or heard of, both for Greatnels, Workmanſhip, Cottlinels, 
and Plenty of all things z yet in this we may comfort our {c]ves, that Providence had 
ſo determined. For neither living Creatures, nor Places, nor Buildings, can avoid tow thiany 
their Deſtiny. One may alſo admire the exact and juſt Revolution of time, tor it was Years miere 
now deſtroyed in the ſame Month, and on the fame day that the Buub3loniars firlt de- the firſt build- 
ſtroyed it. And from that time that Sulo#ron began the firſt Trzzp/e, unio the De- ingof the Tem- 
ſtruction of the ſecond Temple, which happened the ſecond Year of Veſpaſtaz's Reign, nem" ag y” 
were a thouſand, a hundred and thirty Years, ſeven Months, and fifteen Days 5 and thedeſtrudion 
from the Building of the latter Temple, which Haggai caufed to be built in the ſecond vader 7H 
Year of the Retgn of King Cyzrw, unto the Deſtruction thereof, were fix hundred thirty 
nine Years, and five and forty Days. 
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A horrible Slaughter continued in the Temple, of the Priefls, the 
Treaſure- Houſe, and the Porch. 


Hen the Temple was thus conſumed with Fire 3 whatſoever the Souldiers found 

there, they carried away, and put all to the Sword that were in it, which were an 

inhnte number : they ſhewed pity neither to old Age nor Infants : but old, young, 

Prieſts and common People, all were ſlain without reſpett, and all forts of Perſons x 

talted the Calamity of War, whether they reſiſted, or intreated for Mercy. And now 

the Flame increafing, grieved even thoſe that were yielding up the Ghott : and by rea- 

The Cry and fon of the heighth of the Hill, and the Building together, one would have thought the 
— |. whole City had been on Fire. Then a moſt lamentable Cry was raiſed betweenthe Ro- 
Jews. man Legions, and the Seditiousnow invironed with Fire and Sword, and the People that 
were taken in the higher part of the City, and had fled to the Romans, lamenting their 

Calamity. They of the City anſwered the Cries and Tears of thoſe in the Hill, and many

For one would have judged the Hill whereon the Temple was fituate, to have 
filled wichFire been burnt up by the Roots, it was ſo all over fire: yet the great quantity of Bloodſhed 
and Blood. ſ:cmd to contend with the Fire. Many that were (lain, were covered with thoſe that 
{ſlew them, and all the Ground was overſpread with dead Bodies ; fo that the Souldiers 

run upon the dead Bodies to purſue thoſe that fled. Art laſt the Thieves baving driven 

the Romans without the Temple, ran into the City; and the reſt of the People that were 

leſt, fled into the outward Porch. And many of the Prieſts uſed Spits of the Temple in- 

ſtead of Darts, and threw their Seats made of Lead, inſtead of Stones, againſt the Ro- 

mans 3 at laſt nothing at all prevailing, and the Fire falling upon them, they got to the 

Wall, which was eight Cubits broad, and there ſtayed a while. Yet two of the principal L

The Romans thought it in vain to ſpare the Buildings about the Temple, ſeeing the 
Temple was already conſumed, and fo they ſet fire on them all, the Porches, Gall: : 1cs, 
and Gates, two only excepted, one on the Eaſt-fide, and the other on the South-1:de 3 
both which afterward they razed to the ground. They alſo pur Fire to the Treaſury, 
which was full of an incredible quantity of Riches, as well 10 Money 2s 15 rich Clo- 
thing, and other things of great price, and indeed all the Jew: Treaſure ; for rhe richeſt M 
of the City had brought all their Wealth thither. There came into the Porch that was 
left ſtanding, many Men, Women and Children, to the number of fix thouſand : And 
! Six thouſand before Ceſar and the Captains determined any thing what ſhould be done with them, 
SCP the furious Souldiers fired the Porch wherein they were, and fo they all periſhed in 
Fire. the Flames,fave a few,who leaping down to avoid the Fire, were {lain in the fall ; ſo that 
not one eſcaped of all that multitude. A certain falſe Prophet was cauſc of their Deaths, 
who the ſame day preached in the City, and commanded them to go into the Temple, 
where he aſſured them they ſhould that Day receive the Effe&s of Succour from God 3 
Falſe Prophers for many falſe Prophets were then ſuborned by the T yrants, to perſwade them to ex- 
_— pet God's Help, thereby to hinder them from flying to the Romans, and to cauſe the N 
Souldiers to fight more valiantly to defend their City. Men cofily believe, and are cre- 
dulous in Adverſity ; ſo that if any deceitful Perfon promiſc Deliverance out of Cala- 
mity, he that ſuffereth Miſery becomes full of Hope thereupon.

Let us omit that by Nero's negligence you became forgetful of your duty,and like fome 
Member in the Body broken or ſhrunk, you being ſtill tumultuous, at laſt were taken in agreat- 
er offence, and were encouraged withimmoderate dejires to hope for unlawful liberty. M; 
B Father came into your Country,not to puniſh you for your Revolt againſt Ceſtins, but by good 
counſel and gentleneſs to reduce you te good order. And whereas if he had come to deſtrey your 
Nation,he ought firſt to have cur down the very Root, to have come to this City and deſtroyed 
it with the Inhabitants : He rather choſe firſt to enter Galilee, and the places adjoyning, 
that in the mean time you might repent you, and conſider of your Eſtate. But this his mercy 
towards you was held for cowardlineſs and weakneſs in him, and by our long-ſuffering you were 
emboldned againſt us: And when Nero was dead, you did as treacherous ſubjefts are wont to 
do, and took occaſion by our civil difſention to revolt from us : And whilſt my Father and 7 
were gone into Ag, pt, you prepared your ſelves for a Har againſt us : neither were you aſha- 
med to oppoſe us, when my Father was declared Emperour, wbom notwithſtanding you had 
C found moſt gentle Captains unto you. At laſt when the Empire fell to us, and all things be- 
ing now quieted, all Nationswith gifts _—_— came tocongratulate us behold again, the 
Fews ſhewed themſelves our Enemies, and you ſent an Embaſſydor beyond Euphrates,only to 
get aid toyour Rebellion : Tou wall d and fortified your Towns anew, and falling into fattions a- 
mong your ſelves, at laſt you came to a Civil War : All which none but the moſt vile people 
in the World would have committed. Wherefore being commanded by my Father, who was 
now urged thereunto, 1 came againſt this City with a heavy Charge ; yet did I rejoyce when 
I heard that the People defired Peace. Before Texerciſed Hoſtility againſt you, I exhorted 
you to Peace: After the War was begun, 1 defiſted a while from uſing ſeverity ; I ſpared all 
thoſe that of their own accord fled to me, and kept my Promiſe to them,pitying thoſe that 
D were Captives. { puniſhed only thoſe that drew you into this War ; and till forced ſo to do, I 
ſet not the Rams againſt your Walls ; but always reſtrained my Souldiers ſo much defrrous of 
your Blood. As often as I overcame you, ſo often did I exhort you to Peace, as though IT had 
been vanquiſhed. Again, when I approached the Temple, I(willingly omitting the Law of 
Arms ) requeſted you to ſpare both it and the holy things ; offering you leave to depart, 
and promiſing you ſafety, or licenſing you to fight another time in another place, if ſo you 
thought good. All theſe my Offers you refuſed, and with your own Hands fired your Temple. 
And now you wicked wretches dare to preſent your ſelves before me in Arms. What thing 
can you now preſerve ſo excellent, as that which us already periſhed 2 What pardon can you 
expecb, ſeeing your Temple is deſtroyed 2 Nay even now you ſtand Armed, not ſo much as 
E counterfeiting ſubmiſſion at the laſt caſt. O wretches, with what hope ? 1s not your People 
dead? Is not your Temple deſtroyed, and your City now in my Hands, yea, and your lives 
too 2 And can you imagine after this to end them by an honourable Death : Twill ngt ſtrive Tit grants

To this they anſwered, That they could not yield themſelves to him,though he gave them 4 way wand 


his word, having vowed the contrary, but they requeſted Licence to depart with their Wives (eyes. 
and Children into the Deſart, and leave the City to the Romans, Titus was greatly en-

Yet Joſeph in this extremity laboured to fave the Re- 
TheJewsre- liques of the City, much inveighing againſt their cruelty, and earneſtly exhorting them 
fuſe to ſubmit to ſave themſelves : But he nothing profited by all this, being only derided for his 1a- L 
themſelvest© Hour ; For neither would they yield to the Romans for their Oaths fake, nor were they 


= _— able to fight with the Romans, being now as it were beſieged round by them ; yet their 


unableto wage accuſtomed Murthers encouraged them to more. 
war with Thus diſperſed all over the City, they lurked in the Ruines, lying in wait for thoſe 
that ſought to flee to the Romans ; many of them were taken and ſlain ; for Famine 
had ſoweakned them that they could not flie: And any death was more elegible than 
Famine. So that many fled to the Romans, having no promiſe, nor hope to be ſpared by 
them ; and feared not to expoſe themſelves to the fury of the Seditious, who never cea- 
| ſed from Murther. And now there was no place in the whole City void, but was fill'd 
The Tyrants With dead Bodies, who either periſhed by Famine or Cruelty. But the Tyrants and M 
uttermoſt  faCtious Thieves placed their laſt refuge in the Vaults, where they hoped, wharſoever 
+ fad hapned, to hide themſelves that they could not be found, and ſo, after the City was de- 
 ſtroyed, to eſcape ; which was only their vain fancy : For they could neither be hid 
linked from God, nor the Romans : Yet at that time they truſted in thoſe Caves,from whence 
laughter n they fired the City more than the Romans, and cruelly murdered thoſe, that having 
the Vaults. eſcaped the flames, fled into ſecret places, and ſpoiled them : Alſo if inany place they 
found any Meat, though all bloody, yet they took it and cat it ; and now they fell to 
fight one with another about the ſpoil they got. And I deubt not, but it they had not 
been prevented by the deſtruction of the City, their cruelty would have been ſuch, that 

they would have eaten the bodies of dead men.

Itus perceiving that"the higher part of theCity could not be won without Mounts, 
being ſituate in a Soil, round about which were high and deep Precipices, on the 
twentieth day of Augs/t he ſet all his Souldiers on work: and the carrying of Wood for 
char purpoſe was very painful, all Trees within 100 furlongs off the City being alrea- 
B dy cut down, and uſed in the former Work, as is before-ſaid. So the four Legions rai- 
ſed a Mount on the Weſt-ſide of the City ; and the Auxiliaries made a Mcunt againſt 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which $:mon, during his War with John, had built. 
About this time the Captains of the /4#mzans aſſembling together, deliberated to yield The14umeans 
themſelves, and ſent five of their Company to 7 us, beſeeching him to receive them to —_— wad 
Mercy : and he hoping that the Tyrant would yield after them, who were the greateſt bout their ſub- 
part of his Army, with much difficulty granted them Life, and fo ſent them back to Pilion. 
their fellows. Bur Simon having, notice of their deſign, preſently ſlew thoſe five that 
were ſent to 7irus ; and taking the Captains (the chiet of whom was James the Son of 
Soſa) he put them in Priſon, and carctully watcht the /4umezans, who now having no 
C chiet Commanders, knew not what to do. But the Guard could not hinder them from 
fleeing ; for although many of them were killed, yer divers fled and eſcaped, and were 
all received by the Romans; 7:rus's Courteſie being ſuch, that he remembred not his 
tormer Orders to the contrary. And now the Souldiers abſtained from Murthers, and 
minded only the getring of Wealth; the common People they fold with their Wives 
and Children for a ſmall price ; many being expoſed to fale, and few jcoming to 
buy them. Titus having publiſhed that none ſhould fly unto him withour their Fami- 
lies, yet now received thoſe alſo that -came alone, appointing ſome to enquire who had 
deſerved puniſhment, and to inflict it on them. So an infinite number was ſold ; and 
more than 40000 of the People were ſaved, whom the Emperour diſmiſſed, and permit- Forty thou- 
D ted to go whither they pleaſed. : _ LA; 
At the ſame timea certain Prieſt, Jeſus the Son of Thebathus,was promiſed pardon on Teſu a Prieſt 
condition he would deliver certain holy things belonging to the Temple : and ſo he "591 ot The- 
came and brought out of a Wall two Candleſticks, like'to thoſe that were in the Temple, _—_ 
Tables, Goblets, Cups, all made of folid and maſſie Gold: alfo the Veil and the Orna- 
ments of the Prieſt, ſome precions Stones, and many Veſltls made for Sacrifice. More- 
over, the Keeper of the Holy Treaſure, called Phizehas,brought forth the Garments, and Phinebas, the 
all things that belonged to the Prieſts, and much Purple and. Scarlet, which were laid up Jer &t 
in ſtore, to make Tapeſtry or Hangings, among Whitli-alfo was ſome Cinamon,Caftia, rh 
and many other odoriferous things, whereof were compounded ſweet Odours to be of- 
E fered to God. He alſo delivered him much Wealth of 'other-Men's;' and'much facred 
Treaſure: for which although he was taken by force, yet he was pardoned, as thoſe

At evening 
they ceaſed from killing, but all night long the fire encreaſed : and fo in the morning, 
which was the eighth of Seprember,all was ſet on fire; the City in the time of the Siege 
having endured more miſery and calamity, than ever it received joy and happineſs from 
the time of the firſt foundation, notwithſtanding that the ſame had been fo great, that 
ali Cities might juſtly envy it ; and it no wiſe deſerved to be ſo oppreſſed with fuch 
miſery,ſave only for that it foſtered and bred ſuch impious perſons as wrought the qver-

HE number of all the Captives that were taken during the whole time of the, . 
War, was 97000 ; and the number of all that died and were ſlain during the ng 
Siege, was 110000, molt of them Fews by Nation, but not natives of Fudaa. For and fuch as di- 
being aſſembled together from all parts to the Feaſt of unleavened bread, on a ſudden - —_— 
they were involved in the War; and firſt of all a Plague tell among them by reafon of city. IR 
the ſtraitneſs of the place,and immediately after, Famine, worſe than it. That the Ci- 
ty was capable of ſo many men, it is evident; for Ce/t;us deſirous to fignifte the flouriſh- 
ing eſtate, and ſtrength of Jeruſalem to Nero, who contemned our Nation, requeſted 
the High-Pricſts, that if poſſible they could, they ſhould number all the People in their 
City : and upon the Feaſt of Zaffer, when they killed Offerings from the ninth hour of 
the day until the eleventh (and to eat a Lamb not fewer than ten perfons were aſſem- 
bled ; for it is not lawful to feaſt alone, yea, many times twenty are in a Company) 
they numbred two hundred fifty ſix thouſand five hundred Oblations, or Lambs to be 
killed ; fo that if we reckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to two Mil- 
lionsſeven hundred thoufand Men, all purified, whole and found : for it was not lawful 
for any that were Lepers, or had a flux of ſeed, nor tor Women that had the monthly 
Terms, to cat of that Sacrifice; nor yet for any Stranger that came thither for Reli- 
g10n's ſake. 
So this great multitude was aſſembled together from other places,and was there by the 
D Providence of God ſhut np as it were in a Priſon. And the City _ filled with men 
of War, was beſieged ; fo that the number of thoſe that were ſlain furpaſſed all that 
ever periſhed, either by any Plague ſent from God, or by the means of men ; they were The Reman: 
partly openly ſlain, partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching the Vaults, and open- _—_— wo 
ing theSepulchres, ſpared none they met with. There alſo were found more than two yautts, find 
thouſand, whereof ſome flew themſelves with their own hands, others were kill'd by much treaſure. 
others, the reſt periſhed by Famine. The ſtink of dead bodies was fo great, that 
many minding to ſearch the forefaid places, and being entred into them, were forced 
to retire : yet others tor lucre ſake treading on the dead Carcaſes, ſearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults ; and 
covetouſneſs omitted no way to gain.

Albrief Hiſtory of the City of Jeruſalem, 


"T © Rus was Jeruſalem taken in the ſecond year of Yeſpaſian's Reign on the eighth day 
1 of September. It had been formerly five times taken, and was now tinally deſtroy- 
Firſt, Aſocheus King of Egypt; aſter him, Antiochus - then Pompey; and after 
them, Zerod with Sofius took the City, and yet deſtroyed it not : Bur before them Na- 
buchodonoſor King of Babylon deſtroyed it, when he had enjoyed the fame, a thouſand L 
three hundred and threeſcore years, eight months and fix days after it was firſt buil:. 
He that firſt built it, was one of the Princes of the Canaazzzes, furnamed the Juſt, by 
reaſon of his Piety. He firſt conſecrated this City to God, by building a Temple to 
him, and changed the Name Solyma, into that of Jeruſalem : But David the King of 
the Jews having driven out the Canaanires, gave it to his own People to be inhabited: 
and after four hundred threeſcore and four years and three months, it was deſtroyed 
by the Baby/onians. From King David, who was the firſt Jew that reigned there, till 
the time that 7itzs deſtroyed it, werea thouſand one hundred ſeventy and nine years; 
and from the time that it was firſt erected, until it was by him deſtroyed were two 
thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, K 
nor the Fame thereof, row ſpread all over the World, nor the Glory of Religion did any 
thing profit or Hinder it from being deſtroyed. Such was theend of the Siege of Feru- 
falem. When there was none left to kill, nor any thing remaining for the Souldiers to get 
to exerciſe their outrage againſt (for they would have ſpared nothing that they could 
ſpoil) Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the City and Temple, leaving only ſtand- 
in Towers, that were more beautiful and ſtrong than the reſt, to wit, Phaſelus, 
Hippicos, and Mariamme ; and the Wall that was on the Welſt-{ide ; meaning there to 
keep a Garriſon, and that they thould be Monuments of the Valour of the Romans, 
who had maſtered a City ſo well fortified as by theſe it appearcd to have been. All 
the reſt of the City they ſo plained, that thoſe who had not ſeen it before could not 
believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end of their madneſs, who were 
always given to Sedition in Jeruſalem, a moſt beautiful City and tamous amongſt all 
Nations. 


CHAP, XIX. 
How the Souldiers were rewarded. 


Zſar determined to leave the tenth Legion for a Garriſon in Jeruſalem, with ſome 
Troops of Horſe, and other Companies of Foot : and all Wars being now ended, 
he purpoſed to give ſolemn praiſe to the whole Army for their valiant Acts, and to re- 
ward the moſt Courageous for their deſerts. Wherefore placing a great Tribunal in 
the midſt before the Camp, and ſtanding up in it with the chiet Officers about him, 
from whence the whole Army might hear him,he gave them hearty thanks that of their 
good will towards him, they had patiently abode with him during thoſe Wars ; prai- 
ſing them for their loyalty during all the time, and that in many ations they had ſhew- 
ed themfelves valiant, and by their valour had enlarged the Dominions of their Coun- N 
try : likewiſe that they had now given all Nations to underſtand, that neither the mul- 
titude of Enemies, nor ſtrong holds, nor greatneſs of Cities, nor the raſhneſs or barba- 
rous cruelty of their Adverſaries could ever reſiſt the Forces of the Romans, or eſcape 
their hands; notwithitanding that in many things fortune favoured them: adding, that 
it was glorious for them to have ended this War that had continued fo long; which was 
all they hoped for at their coming;and eſpecially that his Father and himſelt,whom they 
had elected ro be the Rowan Emperors,wereapproved and embraced by all men,all ſtand- 
ing to their appointment, and acknowledging themſelves beholding to them that elected 
them, Moreover,that he admired them and loved them all,tor that they had ſhewed them- 
{clves valiant and courageous : and that he would now recompence thoſe with honours, O 
and due rewards,who had behaved themſelves moſt valiantly,moſthazarded __

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A and affeted worthy deeds ; and whoſoever had been forwarder than the reſt, ſhould (SALAD 
have reward according to his deſert ; and that he would be more careful in honouring ;x4714 ON 
thoſe that had been his Companions in that War, thanin puniſhingicheir offences ; then after cheNarr. 
preſently he willed thenr to whom it appertained, to nominate thoſe who had valiant- 3779 ©, 
ly behaved themſelves in this War, and had pertormed any worthy exploit : Which = Yn 
being done, he called them by their names and praiſed them, in ſuch fort as teſtifi'd 
that he was no leſs affketed with their Glory than with his own,he Crowned them with 
Crowns of Gold, and put Chains of Gold about their necks, and gave them Spears Tieus's largeſs 
pointed with Gold, and Silver Medals ; he alſo diſtributed to every one of them Gold 972 his Sour 
and Silver money, rich Garments, and other things of value which were part of the 

B booty ; and thus having rewarded every one according to his merit, he deſcended 
with great applauſe from the Tribunal : All the Army making vows tor his proſperity, 
and went to offer Sacrifices for the Victory. He cauſed a great multitude of Oxen to Firus's Sacri- 
be Sacrificed, and diſtributed the fleſh to his Army ; and during three days he feaſted _ tis 
all his principal Officers, after which hediſmiſſed all the Troops to the places deſign'd ” 
for them, appointing the tenth Legion to keep Jeruſalem, and not ſending it back to 
Euphrates, where before it was. He alſo remov'd the twelith Legion out of Syria, The twaſthty 
remembring that under Cef7ius his Government they had fled from the Jews, being be- _— _ 
fore at Raphanzas ; which he ſent into Malta that is ſituate by Euphrates, in the con- ji gave place 
fines of Armenia and Cappadocia ; the other two he kept with himſelt, as ſufficient to to the Fews.

CHAP. XXL 
Of the Calamity of the Fews at Antioch. 


T the fame time the Jews who livd at Antioch were in great miſery , for the 
whole City was incited againſt them, both for ſome new Crimes laid to their 
charge, and for certain offences before committed ; which neceſſarily I muſt recount 
We Nation of before I proceed. The Nation of the Jews was mixed amongſt almoſt all Nations of the 
the Jews in- World ; and eſpecially amongſt the Syrians, by reaſon of their vicinity ; and many of 
— them were at Antiochia, becauſe it was a great City : And the Kings that ſucceeded 
ple ot the Antiochus permitted them freely toinhabit there,and to injoy all the liberticsof the City. 
World. For Antiochus, ſirnamed Epiphanes, deſtroyed Jeruſalem and ſacked the Temple ; but L 
his Succeſlors reſtored all the Braſs veſſels that were taken fromthe Temple,to the Jews, 
A number of to be uſed in their Synagogue at Axtioch, and permitted them to have the ſame liber- 
ſews in Antt- ties in the City, that the Greeks enjoyed; and the other Kings alſo of latter times uſed 
" them after the like fort : So that their number greatly encreaſed, and they enlarged 
their Temple, and enriched it with ſundry offerings,and oftentimes gain'd ſome Pagans 
to beof their Religion ; and fo rendred them alſo a part of their Nation. © Now a- 
bout the time that the War broke out, and Yeſpafian arrived in Syria, the Jews begun 
AJew called to be generally hated of all men: And oneof them named Artiochus, of conſiderable 
Antiochns, s Parentage, whoſe Father was chief of all the Jews in Antioch, at ſuch timeas thePeo- 
Cn ple of Antioch were aſſembled in the Theatre, came in amongſt them, and accuſed M 
miſery in 4n- his own Fatber, and the reſt of the Jews to have conſpired together to burn the Ci 
eroch. in the night time; and he nam'd ſome other Stranger-Jews to them,as Conſpirators with 
the reſt. The People hearing this, could not repreſs their rage, but preſently cauſed _ 
thoſe that were accuſed, to be burnt in the Theatre ; and made great ſpeed to ſet up- 


on all the Jews, hoping that by ſpeedy diſpatch they might preſerve their Country, 
Antiochusyer- which otherwiſe was like to periſh. Antiochus, to enrage them the more, offer'd to 
acious to bis facrifice according to the cuſtom of the Pagans ; thereby as it were aſſuring the Anri- 
Anzuchus for- 0chians, that he hated the Jews and their cuſtoms ; moving them alfo to compel 
biddeth to all the reſt of the Jews, to do the like, and whoſoever refuſed fo to do, were to 
— 2 " be judged Traitors. The Antiochians followed his counſel : But few Jews would N 
| obey ; and they that denied to facrifice , were ſlain, Then Antiochus receiving a 
party of Souldiers from the Roman Governors, became moſt cruel againſt his Coun- 

try-men, and would not permit them to keep holy the Seventh day ; but init obliged 

them to doall labour and buſineſs, that they were accuſtomed to doupon any other 

day, and he fo urged them hereto, that within ſhort time the Seventh day was not 

only violated among them of Antioch, but alſo in other Places and Cities round about. 

Anotaer cal Lhe Jews at Antioch having endured this Perſecution, fell into another as 
+, ©" great calamity, whereof I intend to ſpeak. It hapned that the fourſquare Marker and 
the publick Places, where all Writings and Regiſters were kept, as alſo the King's 

Houſe, were burnt : And the fire ſo encreaſed, that with much ado it was hindred O 


trom firipg the whole City. Of this fat Antiochus accuſed the Jews, thereby incit- 


ing 
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A ting the Artiochians againſt them z and it was not hard for him to believe his Calumni- An 
ations, although they had not hated them before, by reaſon of that which lately paſt : ata - 
ſo that now they almoſt perſwaded themſelves, that they had ſeen the Jews put Fire to fv Chills 
the Houſes; and ſo in a great Raye ail of them ſet upon thoſe that were accuſed. Where- CV : 
fore Collega the Lieutenant-Governour, had much ado to pacify the People, notwith- 
ſtanding that he requeſted them to permit him to inform Ceſar of all that was paſt. For 
Veſpaſian had already ſent Ceſenniwus Portus to be Governour of Syria, but he was not as 
yet arrived there. Then Co/lega making diligent Enquiry of the matter, found out the 
Truth ; and not one of the Jews accuſed by Arntiochws, was prov'd guilty : for certain A fort of wick-

them, deliring to ſee his Arrival, whoſe coming they ſo heartily wiſhed for; The Se- 
nate remembring what Calamities had befaln the City in the change of Princes, defi- 
red to receive their Emperor honourably for his Old Age, and Martial Renown, whole 
Preſence alone would be to his Subjeas advantage and ſafety. And the vulgar fort al- 
{o troubled before with Civil Wars, long expected his. Artival, aſſuring themſelves 
D thereby to have an end of their Calamity, and to recover again their wonted Afﬀuence: 
Eſpecially he was expected by the Souldiers, who knowing his Skill in Martial Afﬀeairs, 
by that which himſelf had already done, and finding their other Emperors ignorant 
and unskilful, much wiſhed his coming 3 in hope thereby to be delivered from the Dil: 
grace wherein they lived, and to be both honoured and preſerved from Danger. The . L- he Romans 
Nobility ſeeing him ſo beloved of all Men, could no longer wait his coming, but went eee with 
and met him at ſome diſtance from the City, and accompanied him 3. and no Man ſtayed Yea.

the Multitude of the People being ſuch, that he could ſcarcely get intothe Palace ; he

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The Exploits of Domitian againſt the Germans and French. 


Ome time before Veſpaſian went to Alexandria and whillt Titus belieged the City 
of Jeruſalem, a great part of Germany was revolted, with whom the French that 
The Cauſes of bordered upon them, were confederated, renouncing their Allegiance, 1n bope to free 
the revolt of themſelves trom the Yoke and Government of the Romans. The firſt Motive that cau- 
=- TOs ſed the Germans to revolt, and to war againſt the Romans, was their Timerity and raſh 
from che Ro- Nature, prone to fight, having but very little ho of Succeſs, together with the hatred 
_ of the Romans, who they knew alone could by force bring them into Subjection 3 and 
they were chiefly thereunto encouraged by the preſent opportunity, For ſeeing the 
Empire greatly afflicted with Civil Wars, by reaſon of the often changing of Emperors, 
and knowing that all the World under their Dominion was now 1n lufpence, they 
thought that by reaſon of their Troubles and Civil Wars, fit opportunity was offered 
them to recover their Freedom 3 and they were hereunto perſwaded by Caſſz#s and (vi- 
lis, two of the moſt potent amongſt them, who long before deſired Alteration, and now 
finding opportunity, ſhewed what Minds they bare.  Whereupon taking Courage, they 
made trial what the common People thought of this Point, and the greateſt part of 
Cereatis com- them manifeſtly condeſcended hereunto, and perhaps the reſt were not unwilling, * At K 
pellech che this time, as it were by God's Providence, Veſpaſtar ſent Letters to Pctilins Cereals, 
.” (who before had been Governour of Germany) and declared him Conſul, command- 
h ing him to go into Britain, and take the Rule of the Country. He forthwith obeyed 
V-ſpaſian's Command : and hearing that the Germans had revolted, he went againſt 
them, they having now levied an Army, and gave them a great Overthrow, killing 
many of them, and forcing them to return to theit Obedience to the Romans. Not- 
withſtanding, if he had not come thither, not long after they had afſuredly been pu- 
Donitizw, Ti- niſhed for their Offence, For'ſo ſoon as News of their Rebellion was brought to Rome, 
*4's Brotlit. Ceſar Domitianus, Veſpaſian's Son (who although very young, underſtood Matters of 
War beyond his Age) hearing of it, and being led by the Courage which was heredi- L 
tary to him, undertook the Expedition to go and conquer them: The Barbarians ter- 
riked with the Report of his coming, ſubmitted to him, thereby gaining this, that with- 
out bloodſhed they were brought under SubjeGtion as before. And all things in Gallia 
being well diſpoſed of, ſo that it was not eaſy for them, although they would, to rebel 
any more, Domitiun returned again to Rowe, having gained great Credit to his Age 

and Country, | oo | 
The Scythian At the ſame time alſo the Scythians rebelled 5 and aſſembling in great Multitudes, 
kebellion 2- paſſed over the River Jſter, and with great Violence and Cruelty coming unexpetted, 
gainſ che Re» fo many Roman Gariſons, whom they found in ſtrong Holds : and Forteins Agrippa 
Lieutenant- General, who had been Conſul, meeting them, gave them Battel, and was M 
flain: which done, they went all over the Countries adjoining, waſting, robbing, 
and ſpoiling them. - When Veſpaſten heard thereof, and how Mafia was all waſted, he 
ſent RRubrins Gallus to chaſtiſe them 3 he having flaia many of them in fight, forced 
the relt to retire into their own Country. This General having thus ended that War, 
provided to prevent them if hereafter they attempted the like : for he built far ſtronger 
Forts than were before 3 ſo that the Enemy could paſs no way out of their own Coun- 
- try; by which Means the Wars in Meſza were quickly ended.

When the Antiochians underſtood that 77s was coming 
to their City, they could not contain themſelves within their Walls for joy, but all 
went out to meet him; and not only Men, but alſo Women and Children expeted 
his coming thirty Furlongs oft ; and when he approached ncar them, they holding up 
their Hands to him, ſaluted him with great joy ; and having received many Courteties 
from him, they returned with him ; and amongſt other acclamations, they often be- 
« ſought him to baniſh the Jews out of their City. But 7ztus returned no Anſwer, ma- 
king as though he heard not what they requeſted. Yet the ers doubtful what hc ago oy 
would do, and what his intent was, were all in exceeding great tear. 7itzs tarried not © 
at Antioch ; but paſſed from thence to Zeugma towards Euphrates, where the Ambatl1- 
dors of Yologeſus King of the Parthians came to him,and preſented him a Golden Crown

Before the Porch was raiſed a Tribunal, and in it were pla- 
ced Seats of Ivory, on which they aſcending fate down, and preſently all the Souldiers 
with a loud Voice ſhouted forth their Praiſes. The Emperours were unarmed, and 
cloathed in Silk, and crowned with Lawrel. Yeſpaſran having received their praiſes, 
as they offered ſtill to ſpeak more in his commendations,he beckoned with his hand, and 
made a ſign to them to be ſilent; which done, he roſe up, and covering the greateſt 
part of his Head with his Garment, he made the accuſtomed Prayersand Vows ; and 
Titus alſo did the like. Then Yeſpa/ian ſpoke to them all in general, but in few words; 
and fo diſmiſſed the Souldiers to go to dinner, which, according to the cuſtom, the Em- [ 
perour was to provide for them; himſelfdeparted from them to the triumphant Gate, ſo 
called for that all Triumphs _— that way ; and after they had eat there, they put 
on Triumphant Robes, and offered Sacrifices to the Gods, whoſe Images were placed by 
the Gate, and ſo went in Triumphallalong the places deſigned for publick Shews, to the 
end that all People might have a better view of their Magnificence. But the SpeCtacles 
there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coſtlineſs, cannot be deſcribed ſuffi- 
ciently, being excellent in all things, which any Man could deviſe, both Workmanfhip, 
Riches, Variety, and Novelty. For almoſt all things that ever were in any place a- 
mongſt Men that lived in Felicity, either Rich or Glorious, and pleafant to behold, all 
were that day ſhewed and ſeen in this Triumph, as a Teſtimony of the Grandeur of K 
the Roman Empire. For there was ſuch ſtore of Works of Gold, Silver, and Ivory, that 
one would not havedeemed them to have been made only tor the pomp of that day, bur 
to have been ſo plentiful, as if they had flowed all about the City ; ſome carried fine Ta- 
peſtry made of all ſortsof Purple, & curiouſly wrought with Pictures & Babylonian work; 
and there was ſo many Gems and precious Stones, ſome ſet in Crowns of Gold,ſome in o- 
ther works, that it appeared that without reaſon we judged them to be rare and ſcarce. 
Moreover,the Pictures of their Gods were carried with them, which were admirable both 
for greatneſsand workmanſhip,andall of precious matter. Moreover divers ſorts of living 


. Creatures were there to be ſeen, all adorned with ſomeattire agreeing and alludingunto

their Nature. There was alſo an infinite multitude of Men in Purple Garments wrought 
with Gold,whocarricd all theſe things ; and all thoſethat were deſigned to ſerve for this 
Pomp, were attired in ſuch Garments, than which nothing could be more Glorious. 
Even the Captives were not without gorgeous attire ; but the variety and beauty of the 
Garments made the Sadneſs of their Countenances leſs remarkable. The Pageants, 
that were born in the Triumph,were of admirable bigneſs, ſo that the People that beheld 
them, wondred how it was poſſible that Men ſhould carry them ; for many were built 
with three or four Loſts one above another, ſurpaſſing all that can be imagined for work 
and coſt; ſome of them being hang 'd about with Tapeſtry of Gold; and all things an- 
nexcd unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or Ivory : 
Wherein was curiouſly repreſented the manner of War, and all Stratagems, and Arts of M 
fighting, that could be deviſed; ſome in one part of the Pageant, ſome in another. 
There might one have beheld moſt fertile and fortunate Countries deſtroyed ; whole 
Troops of Enemies ſlain, ſome flying, others taken Priſoners; ſtrong and huge Walls 
battered down with Rams; Caſtles and Fortreſles deſtroyed ; great and populous Ci- 
tics aſſaulted, and a whole Army entring the Breach; all places filled with maſſacred 
Men; and how thoſe that were not able to fight, yielding themſelves, asked Mercy ; 
the Temples ſet on Fire; and after all elſe was waſted, the Houſes thrown down upon 
their Owner's Heads; and aRiver not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places, and to 
ſerve forthe uſeof Man and Cattel to drink, but carrying Streams of Blood to quench 
part of the Flames, which conſumed the City to Aſhes; all which the Jewsin their War N 
endured. Theſe things were ſo artificially repreſented to the view of thoſe that had not 
feenrhem, as though they were now a-doing. Upon every Pageant ſtood the Gover- 
nour of the City, repreſenting the manner how it was taken. After all theſe followed 
many Ships ; and in every place were carried the Spoils taken in War ; amongſt which 
thoſe that were taken in the Temple of Fers/alem were moſt remarkable ; for there ' 
was a Golden Table weighing many Talents, and likewiſe a Golden Candleſtick, the 
uſe whereot was now not ſuch as we were wont to put it to; for in the midſt of the 
flem thereof was fixed a Baſe, and out of it proceeded many falſe branches, tramed 
like a three-forked ſpear,every one being at the top made like a Lamp,which were ſeven 
in number, thewing the honour of the ſeventh day, which is called the Sabbath amongit O 
the Jews. After all this was carried the Jews Law, which was the laſt of ail the 
ſpoils. Then followed fome that carricd ſeveral Images of Victory, all made of Gold 
k and 
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A and Ivory. Afterwards came Yeſpaſtan, followed by 7itus, and Domitian accompanied 
them gallantly adorned, and mounted on an excellent Horſe, and fo they went all 
to the Templetoff Jupiter Capitolinus, and there was the end of all this Pomp. Here 


they made ſome ſtay. 


Forit was an ancient Cuſtom of their Country, to repoſe themſelves there, till lomo VR.

How Herodium and Machzron were taken þy Baſlus. 


D 
ſar ſent Lucius Baſſus into Judea to be Lieutenant-General there, who receiving, 
the Army of Cerealis Yetilianus, took the Caſtle and Garriſon of Ferodium by 


compoſition. After this, gathering together all his Troops which were diſperſed in 
divers places of the Country with the Tenth Legion he purpoſed to War againſt 
Macheron; for he thought it neceſſary to deſtroy that Caſtle, left its ſtrength might 
move many to rebel ; for by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, they that were in it 
had great aſſurance of ſafety ; and thoſe that ſought to aſſault it, were in great 
danger: For it was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high, and which made 
E it almoſt inexpugnable ; and Nature had ſo deviſed, that it was hard to come to it 
being environed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and very difficult to 
paſs over ; for that which is on the Welt part is threeſcore Furlongs large, and endeth 
at the Lake Aſphalrites; on which fide Mache@ron hath a very high Proſpe& ; and 
it is environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth ; whereby 
it is impoſſible to win the Caſtle; but that Valley which is on the Faſt fide, 
is at leaſt a hundred Cubits deep, and endeth upon a Mountain near Macheron. 
Alexander King, of the Jews ſceing the Nature of the place, there built a Caſtle, which 
afterward Gabinius in the War againſt Ari/tobulus deſtroyed. But Herod when he 


was King, judged this place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence againſt the 7erod enviro- 
F . Neighbouring Arabianrs: For it was aptly ſituate upon a Mountain, whence one

might behold their Borders. Wheretore making a large Wall, he built a City there great wall 


in the place that enters into the Caſtle ; he alſo compatled the very top thereof with and Tower. 


another Wall, and in the corner he placed Towers that were fixty Cubits high ; and 
in the very mid(ſt of all he built a Palace for largeneſs and beauty admirable; and he 
made many Ciſterns to receive Water in convenient places, which ferved the People ,,, Left 


abundantly, ſtriving as it were with Nature, that the Places which ſhe had made gore of ar- 
ſtrong, he by Art might make yet inexpugnable.

It 
HowBaaras is ig alſo gathered another way without danger, after this manner: They dig all round 
fas w_ abour it, ſo that they leavea very little of the Root covered with Earth, and then they 
on how to dig tye a Dog to it, who ſtriving to follow his Maſter, who makes as though he would go 
the Roots. away, calily pulleth up the Root ; and the Dog preſently dicth, as it were in his ſtead 
thot ſceketh to get it ; but aſterward none that handleth it or taketh it, need to ſtand 
in fear thereof. This Herb notwithſtanding all this danger is diligently ſought out for 
the Virtue it hath. For it driveth away Devils (which are the Souls of wicked Men) 
out of Mens 3odics, 1t it be applyed unto them ; whereas otherwiſe it they had no 
Te Bui; help, thele Devils poſleſling their Bodies would kill them. Our of that place alſo do 
ſpring, certain hot Waters, very diftcrent in taſte one from another ; for fome are bit- 
ter, ſome ſweet; there arc alſo ſources of cold Waters, one near another in a Plain ; 
but which is moſt admirable, there is a Cave hard by, not very deep, environed with 
an eminent Rock above, from which there ſtands out as it were two Duggs or Paps 
hard by one another, and out of one of them tloweth very cold Water, out of the o- 
ther very het ; which mingled together make a pleaſant bath, and ſcrveto cure many 
Diſcaſcs, and eſpecially all pains of the ſinews. In the fame place alſo are Mincs of 
Sulphur and Alum. 


Bafjus having viewed this place on every fide, reſolved to beſiege it ; and he en- 
deavourcd to fill up the Valley that was on the Eaſt fide, and ſo make a way to it ; 
which he began to do, haſtning to raiſe a very high Mount in order to batter the

itrong in hand parts. Fortune and opportunity ſometime cauſed one fide to be Vidtors, ſometime 
PE n another ; for the Jews got the beſt, when they could aſſault the Romans unawares, 
we mee and the Rowans overcame, when they were aware of the Fews coming, and 'armed 
themſelves. But the Siege was not ended by theſe Skirmiſhes ; at length a Chance 
beſel, which obliged the Jews to yield the Caſlle. 


Amongſt thoſe that were beſieged was one Eleazar a young Man, very hardy and M 
bold in any enterprize, and who oftentimes made excurſions, and ſought to hin- 
der the Romazs work, whom always in every fight he greatly endammaged, and by 
his Valour, and acventurous Courage, gave thoſe that were his Fellows opportunity 
to aſſault the Remans, and to fly again and retire in fafety, himſelf being always 
the laſt that ſo retired, It happened one day, that the fight being ended, and both 
parts ſeperated, he as it were contemning all Men, and thinking that none of his 
Encmies durlt undertake to Combate with him, ſtayed without the Gate, ſpeaking 
to thoſe that were upon the Wall, and giving great attention to them. Then one 
Kufus an Egyprian, one of the *Roman Army, ſpying this opportunity ran upon him 
ſo ſuddenly, that he unawares took him all unarmed as he was, and they upon 
the Walls ſtood amazed, whilſt Rufus led him into the Roman Camp ; then the 
General of the Romans cauſed him to be led into a place, where they in the City 
might ſee him, and there to have all his Cloaths taken oft, and to be whipped ; 

: the mis{ortunc of this young Man greatly diſcouraged the Jews, fo that all the 
Sher «1, City was melted into Tears tor the Calamity of this one Man. Baſſus ſeeing this 
the jews '5 Contrived this device againſt them in order to move them to compaſſion, ſo that for 
"2g tiem- to fave him they ſhould yield their Caſtle : Which fell out as he deſired. He 
FOOD preſently commanded a Croſs to be erected, as though he would preſently have 
crucified Fleazar : Which ſight greatly moved them in the Caſtle to ſorrow ; where-

B gave him intelligence thereof ; ather envying that their Country-men ſhould eſcape, 
or elſe fearing that Baſſus would puniſh them tor their flight ; yet for all this, the moſt 
valiant of thoſe that fled, who got out before the reſt, eſcaped, the reſt were ſlain, to 
the numberof one thouſand ſeven hundred men ; the Women and Children were made 1799 Jews 
Bond-ſlaves. And Baſſus thinking it meet to keep his Promiſe to them of the Caſtle, oy _ 
permitted them ſafely to depart, and reſtored Eleazar to them. |

N the fourth year of Yeſpaſian's Reign, it happened that A»7iochus King of Comagena 
with all his Family,fell into great misfortune upon this occafion, Ceſernius Petus

of Syria ac- Known) ſent Letters to Ce@ſar,declaring to him that Anziochus was determined to revolt 

cafeth Antio- from the Romans, together with his Son Epiphanes ; that he had made a League with 
np I the King of the Parthians; and that therzfore it was neceſſary to prevent themin time, 
> leſt if they firſt began to revolt openly, they might trouble all the Roman Empire with 
War.C ſar did not negle&tthis News, for that the nearneſs of both the King's Countries 
one to another ſeemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented ; for Samoſata 
the greateſt City of Comagena is ſituate upon Euphrates, and fo might both eaſily receive 
the Parthians, and be a Strong-hold for them; and alſo there they might eaſily paſs 
over the River. Wheretore Ye/pa/ian ſent Word to Petus, Thar he permitted him todo 
what he thought expedient ; and he forthwith, Antzochus thinking nothing, ſuddenly 
entred into Comagera With the ſixth Legion, and certain other Companies of Foot, and 
ſome Troops of Horſe, accompanied with Ari/tobulus King of Chaicis, and Sohemus King 
of Emeſa, who came to alſiſt him. They entred the Country without any fight ; for 

Antiochus is none of the Inhabitants offered to reſiſt. Autzochus though ſurprized with this unexpeCt- 

ſuddenly inva- ed News, yet did not ſo much as think of any War againſt the Romans; but determined 

_— Cr to leave the whole Kingdom in that State that then it was in, and with his Wife and 

Children to depart from thence, hoping hereby to clear himſelt to the Romans, from 
that which they ſuſpeRXed of him; and going almoſt a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
the Citv into a Plain, there he encamped. Petus ſent Men to Samoſata to take it, as they 
cafily did, and were left to keep the City, whilſt he with the reſt of the Soldiers purpoſe 
to go againſt Art iochus : But the King, though by neceſſity urged thereto, yet would 
not fight againſt the Romans; but bewailing his misfortune, endured paticntly all what- 
{oever : But his two Sons being luſty ſtrong young Men, andskilful in Martial Afairs, 
could nor eaſily. abſtain ſrom Fight in this their diſtreſs. Wherefore they had recourſe 
to their Forces,and ina great fight that endured a whole day, they ſhewed their Valour,

CHAP. XXAVIIL 
cw Maſlada, a very ſtrong Caſtle, was taken, 


B Aſſus dying in Jude, Flavius Sylva ſucceeded in his place ; who percciving that all 

the Country elſe were Conquered fave one only Caſtle, he with all the Forces lie 

could make wentagainſt it. This Caſtle is called Maſfſada. The Captain of the Sicari- 
ans, named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ſtrong and valiant Man, of the 
Tribe of JFudeh, who perſwaded a great many Fews, as 1s beforeſaid, not to enroll them- 

C ſelves when Cyrenzus was Cenſor, and fent to Tax Judea. For at that time the Sicari- 

ans had conſpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 

like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houſes, affirming 

that they nothing differed from Strangers, who betrayed the liberty of their Country, 

rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the Ro- 

mans {1de. But this was only an excuſe to hide their Avarice and injurious Dealing, as 

the proof made manifeſt; for they themſelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ro- 

mans, and their enterpriſes againſt the Romans were worſe than the reſt ; and when 

their firſt forged pretence was known and confuted, they raged more than before a- 

gairft thoſe that upbraided them with it. 

For at that time the Jews abounded with all manner of Iniquity, fo that none was The time a- 
ieft uncommitted; yea, though one endeavoured toinvent ſome new Villainies,yet could TP"E We Jews 
: : ich was 
he deviſe none that was not then practiſed : All laboured with this malady, both in par- moſt fruitful 
ticular, and in common ; and every one ſtrove with other to ſurpaſs his Fellow in Im- in all manner 
piety againſt God, and injuſtice towards his Neighbour. The Mighty vexed the weaker * Pty: 
ſort ; and the meaner ſort deſtroyed the Potentates, and took their riches away from 

them; thoſe gaped afrer Rule and Dominion, theſeafter Miſchief. 

The Sicarians were the firſt that were ſo cruel and injurious againſt their Neighbours: 7,1 6:/cala. 
for not provoked thereunto,cither by Deed or Word, they ſlew and injuredall Men with- 

out cauſe; but in compariſon of John they were very moderate. For he did not only 

E lay all that counſelled that which was good and profitable, as his greateſt Enemies, 
eſpecially the Citizens ; but alſo he many ways injured his: Country, like one who 
impiouſly contemned God himſelf ; for he did cat forbidden Meats, and violated the 
purity of his Country's Cuſtoms; ſo that it was no wonder to ſee him obſerve no Juſtice 
nor Fidelity towards Men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. Again, what 
Viilainies did Simen Grora leave undone? Or what injury did he abſtain from offering Simon Son ct 
to their Bodies,who had choſen him for their Ruler? What did Kindred and Friendſhip ©'*: 
then avail any, Man? V8, it occaſioned them to be more cruelly uſed, and more ty- 
rannouſly butchered, than otherwiſe: For they thought it a pitiful Offence to abuſe 
Strangers, but a Glory to exerciſe Cruelty upon their moſt familiar Friends,

The ſituation This done, Sylva attempted the Caſtle ; wherein it was requiſite for him to uſe both 
of Maſſada. art and labour, by reaſon of the ſtrength of the Caſtle, which is thus ſituate. It is in- 
vironed round with a hugeRock very highon every ſide; and the Valley underneath is 
ſo deep, that one can ſcarce ſee the bottom, all rocky and inacceſſible to all Animals; 
ſaving only that in two places there 1s a difficult paſſage to it, one from the Lake 4/- 
The jy phaltires towards the Eaſt, and the cafieſt of the two on the Welt ſide ; the firſt is cal- 
Dy th ledaSnake; taking its Nameof the ſtrairneſs and crooked turnings ; for the Rock that 
Snake. is eminent, ſeemeth as it werebroken in ſunder, and by little and little often returneth 
again into it ſelf, and is by degrees extended in length, fo that he that goeth that way, 
can make nq haſte, but muſt ſtep with one Foot firſt upon them, and the other upon ano- 
ther, and muſt ſtand upon one Foot while he removeth the other, and he that falleth is 
ſure tobe killed in the fall ; for there is ſuch a hollow place on either fide between the 1 
Rocks, that it is able to terrific the boldeſt Man alive. When one hath gone thirty Fur- 
longs by this Way, one comes tathe top of the Hill, which isnot ſteep, but hath a Plain 
upon it. Joxatbax the High-Prieſt was the firſt that built a Caſtle in this place,and called 
it Maſſada; and Herad atter him beſtawed great labour and coſt in fortifying it,for hein- 
vironed it witha Wall of ſeven Furlongs circuit, a!l of white Stone, twelve Cubits high, 
and eight Cuhbits broad ; and placed in it twenty ſeven Towers that were fifty Cubits 
high,by which Men paſſed into the Houſes that were round about the Wall within. 
The top more T he King appointed the top af the Hill far Tillage, becauſe it was a more fertile and fat 
fruitful and Soil than any ground elſe, ſothat if at any time they within the Caſtle wanted Proviſion, 
og" aa yet they might not be famiſhed, having this ground to furniſh them. He alfo built in x 
| this place a Palace for himſelf, the way to which was on the Weſt fide within the 
H-rosp> Caſtle Wall, whole proſpect was towards the North ; and he invironed the ſame with a 
ace. © very ſtrong Wall, and in the corners thereof be built four very firm Towers threeſcore 
Cubits high, and very ſumpevous within, having divers Rooms, Galleries, and Baths, 
ena | in every place with Pillars, every ane of which was one only ſtone : The 
Walls thereof were of ſolid Stone of divers colours ; and to every Houſe, and in the top 
of the Hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certain Ciſterns out of rhe Rock to 
hold Water; ſothat by this means Water was as plentiful, as though they had had Foun- 
tains within the Caſtle. There was a way to the Caftle under ground from the King's 
Palace, whichthey that were without could not perceive; but the Way above ground \ 
was inacceſſible ; for as we have already faid, by the Way on the Eaſt ſide no Man could 
paſs, and as for that ov the Weſt, it was ſtop'd yupwith.a Tower built in the ſtrait there- 
A Tower to Of, diſtant a thouſand Cubits from. the-Caſtle, by which ir was impoſſible to paſs; andit 
the Welt ſide. was, not cafje to get it by force ; and the more leiſurely one went, the greater was the 
danger. Thus was this Fortreſs ſtrengthened both by Art and Natrre. 
Great ſtoreof The Proviſion withig the Caſtle was. admirable for the plenty thereof; for there was 
Proviſion in Corn ſufficient for many years, befides, Wine and: Oil, and all forts of Pulſe, and grear 
hm quantity of Dates. All whigh E/zazar, having deceittully obtained the Caftle with his 
Sicarians, found: there; which Proviſion. was all as ſound:and as freſh, as though it had 
newly been laid; up. in. ſtore; notwithſtanding, that from. the time- it was-placed there,

made a Tower thrceſcore Cubits high, all plated about with Iron. | 
From hence the Romans with many ſhot from their Engines drove the Jews from off 
the Caſtle Walls, not ſuffering them to lift up their Heads. And Sylva having made a SY 
mighty Ram, cauſed the Wall ro be continually battered therewith; but it could ſcarce- rs c/o 
ly make abreach in it ; and the Szcarians quickly prevented it,by building another Wall ;;-:- p.m 
within, which could not be broken with the Ram, becauſe it was yet ſoft, and fo broke 4-4 by S: + 
the force thereof ; for they faw'd Timber in pieces, and as it were made two rails; and ** 
thenfilled tke ſpace between the two rails with Earth, and with other planks they kept 
the Earth from falling down, fo that they made a Work like the Wall of a Houſe; which 
for that it yielded to the blows of the Ram {being ſoft Earth) the Ram could not pre- 
vail againſt it, but rather made it more ſtrong than Etefore by ramming the Earth to- 
octher, 
Sy/va perceiving this, Judged that he might ſooner deſtroy the Wall with Fire, than 
with his Engine, and ſo he commanded the Soldiers to caſt upon it many burning Fire- _ 
brands; and the Fire quickly took hold of the Wall, becauſe it was for the molt part ner pore 
built with Wood ; and eaſily alſo pierced through it, by reaſon it was not cloſe wrought the Walls, 
together ; and there was a great flame- 
Atthe very beginning ot the Fire the North Wind greatly annoyed the Romaxs ; for 
the Fire blowing turiouſly from above againſt them, it drove ſo extreamly upon them, 
that they were in great deſpair, fearing their Engines would be burnt ; bur preſently TRE 7 
the Wind changing and blowing from the South, (as it were by God's Providence,) it jp the flame, 
turned the Fire again upon the Wall, fo that all of it, even to the foundation thereof, turneth it on 
was wholly ſet on Fire. The Romans thus afliſted by God, returned again into their ** omans: 
Camp joytully, purpoſing the next Morning betimes to give the aſlault, and that Night 
E to place ſtronger Watches, leſt any of the Enemies ſhould eſcape. But Eleazar was 
- far from thinking to flie; neither would he permit any one of his Company to think of 
it. Burt ſeeing now the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way elſe to fave himſelf, 
conſidering likewiſe what the Remans would do unto their Wives and Children if they 
ſhould take them, he deliberated of ail their deaths, which he in that extremity judg- 
ed to be the beſt way they could take. And ſo heaſſembled the mott valiant of all his 
Companions, and exhorted them all thereunto, atter this manner. 

Generous Jews, we long ago rejolved with our ſelves to ſerve neither the Romans, nor any  , _ © 
other ſave only God; for he alone is the true and juſt Lord of all Men. Behold, the time is e"_ OM 
now come,that requireth you to ſhew your reſolute minds : Let us not therefore diſhonour our companions. 

F ſelves,and be(ide our Slavery, ſuffer alſo intolerable torments,if we be taken alive by the Ro- 
mans. For we were the firſt that revolted from them, and now the laft that War againſt is 
them, Aud 1 verily think that God hath given us this benefit, that we may die well inour t«th God's 
ownliberty, which he denied to others, who were overcome contrary to all expetlation. He _ Þ be $ 
are certain to be conquered as ſoon as it is day-light ; but to die valiantly withour deareſ} 0 —_

conſidered, that God who was ſometimes favourable to the Nation of the Jews, had now 
G condemned it to perdition ; for had he yer been favourable to us, or had he yet been but 
lighily offended with us, he would not have permitted ſo many Men to have periſhed, and 
have delivered his [loly City into the hands of the Enemies to be conſumed with Fire, 
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RAS Weonly amongft all our Nation have hoped to live in liberty, as though we had no ways H 
trap dry offended the Divine Majeſty, or been guilty of any Offence, who indeed taught others int 
after the Na- quity. So you ſee hew we are puniſhed for longing after vain hope,being brought into greater 
ere y s extremity than we expected. Neither hath our C aft te, by Nature inexpugnatle, any thing 
SL profited us to our preſervation; but we having (tore of Victuals and Arms, and all other 
neceſſaries, have loſt all _— of ſafety, God himſelf manifestly taking it frem us.

Eleazar having thus ſpoken, they that were preſent did not all accord with him; for 
ſome joyfully haſted to execute his advice, thinking it a Glorious Death. But others 
moved with compaſſion toward their Wives and Families, were ſomething backward, 
or elſe abhorred to kill themſelves, and looking one upon another with Tears, ſhew'd K 
their diſagreement from that which El/eazar adviſed. Which when E/eazar perceiv'd, 
and that his Counſel through fear was defeated ; fearing alſo that they who courageouf- 
ly had at firſt accorded thereunto, would be withdrawn by the Tears of others, he did 
not ſo end his exhortation; bur ſtanding up, he begun with a vehement diſcourſe to 
ſpeak to them of the immortality of the Soul, and fixing his Eyes upon thoſe that wepr 
with a great exclamation, ſaid,

In this manner they periſhed with a belief that they left not one Perſon alive to fall 
into the Roman's hands ; but a certain old Woman, and another who was Eleazar's Cou- M 
ſin, (who in Learning and Wiſdom ſurpaſſed all other Women) and five Children hid 
themſelves in a Cave, wherein Water was reſerved to drink, whilſt the reſt were buſi- 
ed in this Maſſacrez;the flain were in number nine hundred and fixty, accounting Women 
PRC and Children. This calamity hapned the fifteenth day of April. In the morning the 
expect the Romans expecting that the Jews would encounter them, made Bridges from their 
fight, Mounts to the Walls, and fo aſſaulted the Walls; and fecing none of the Enemies ap- 
pear, but all the Walls on fire, and a profound filence in every place, they could not 
conjecture what was the cauſe of it ; and at laſt they made a cry at once, as though 
they had been beating the Walls with a Ram, thereby to ſee if they could make any E- 
nemies come out.

Fter that the Caſtle of Maſſada was thus taken, the General of the Romans leav- The Murtner- ; | 
£\ inga Garriſon there, went to Cearea, becauſe there was no Enemy left in all the (6m Aj 
Country. But not only J«dea was deſtroyed through the continuance of the War, but 
many of that Nation, though far diſtant from ir, taſted of its Troubles ; for it fo fell 

B out, that afterwards many Jews periſhed in Egypt at Alexandria. Thoſe Sicarians 
who had eſcaped thither, were not content to be fafe and free from danger, but there 
alſo they attemptedalteration,and to recover their Liberty againſt the Romans,eſteeming 
themſelves nothing inferiour to them, and that only God was their Lord. And ſome 
of the Nobler Race of the Jews, ſeeking to withſtand this Enterprize, were by theſe 
Sicarians {lain ; which was no ſooner done, but they incited the People to revolt. 

The better ſort of the Jews ſeeing rhis,and that they could not repreſs them without The er ai- 
danger;they aſſembled all the Jews together, and declared to them the temerity of theſe _ po ſ 
Sicarians, accuſing them as the Authors of all the Miſery that had befallen the Jews, the Marthes-- 
and that if they thought it ſufficient to force them to fly, yet they were not certain of «+. 

G their Lives; becauſe the deſign being known to the Romans, they would puniſh them 
for it, though no partakers ot their wickedneſs. Wherefore they admoniſhed the mul. 
titude to beware, leſt they drew themſelves into the ſame danger wherein the S7carians 
were, and to provide for their own Safety, by delivering fuch Pcople to the Romans. 

The Jews were perſuaded by theſe Speeches ; and foreſeeing the danger that mighte|n- 
ſue, they furiouſly aſſaulted the Sicarians, and took of them fix hundred ; and thortly 
after, thoſe who fled into Egypt and Zhebes, were taken,and brought back again;whoſe 
hard-hearted obſtinacy was ſo great, that none can without admiration hear of it. For F

T that time Zupus was Governour of Alexandria, and with all ſpeed by Letters 
gave Czſ/ar Notice of theſe Troubles. The Emperor, ſeeing that it was necet- 
fary to beware of the Jews, who were naturally inclined to Sedition and Unquietnefs, 
fearing alſo that they would once again gather themſelves together, and cauſe ſome to 
joyn with them, he commanded Lupus to deſtroy the Temple,which they had in the Ci- 
ty 0n70n,which was built,and ſo named upon this occaſion ; 0»tas the Son of Simon,one 0Onia:, 
F of the High-Prieſts, being driven out of Jeruſalem, when 4ntiochus King of Syria war- ©1999» © | 
red again the Jews, he came to Alexandriaand was courteoully entertained by Pto- _=—_ fee @ 
lomeus,who was then alſo Enemy to Antiochus, affirming, that he woulddraw into his Tewpl- 
Country the People of the Jews, if he would agree tg that which he required.

CINE, Golden Chain ; and he environed all the Temple with a Wall made of Brick, and the 
Gates he made of Stone ; and the King granted to it great Revenues of Money and 
Ground, to the intent that the Prieſts might have plenty of all Things which they 
required, 

"bo Onias did not this with a good Conſcience, but for that he was at variance with 
the Jews of Jeruſalem, who had forced him tofly ; and he perſuaded himſelf that by 
the buildingof this Temple,he might withdraw all Men from 7ers/alem thither ; and 
of this there was a Prophecy nine hundred and ſeventy years before, and 7/azas had 
foretold that a certain Few ſhould build a Temple in Egypr. 

+ a Temple was built, and Lupus having received the Emperor's Letters, 
he Jews out Went to the Temple, and taking away certain Gitts from it, he {hut it up; and after 
f the Tewple him Paulinus, who ſucceeded in his ſtead, left not one Gift there ; (forhe threatned the 

Prieſts, if they did not bring forth all,) and permitted not any that came thither to 
facrifice, to come near it ; but ſhutting up the Gate. thereof, he left no ſign of Divine 
Service there ; and from the time it was built, till the time it was ſhut up, were three 
hundred thirty and three years.

Hence it cometh to paſs, that in their Books they ca- 
D vil, and reprove one another, and make noConſcience to maintain and write Contra- 
ditions about one and the ſame thing. 
But it may be faid, that I ſhould oblige my ſelf to a fruitleſs Labour, if I ſhould go 
about to inform thoſe who are better experienced than my ſelf, in how many points 
Helicanus differeth from Acu{ilaus touching the Genealogies; in how many places 4- 
cuſilaus hath correted Herodotus ; or how Ephorus hath proved that Helicanus was a 
Liar in the greater part of that which he hath recited. Ephorus hath been reproved by 
Timeus; andin general, all have taxed Ferodotus, Neither hath 7:meus vouchfated to 
accord with Antzochus, or Philiſtas, or Callias, in the Hiſtories of Sici/y. Neither do 
thoſe who have writ the Hiſtories of Athezs and Argos, agree better together. 
E What need I reckon up the differences amongſt thoſe, who in particular have treated 
of Cities, or of leſs Matters, fince in the Relation of the Per/tan War, and the Exploits 13,c,.114e, 
performed therein, thoſe of greateſt Authority are moſt at odds? Zhucydides is accu- writ a moſt 


ſed by ſome for a Liar in divers places, notwithſtanding that he ſeemeth to have writ- mm _y 


ten the Hiſtory of his Time moſt exactly. But the Cauſes of this diſcord aredivers, as The Cauſes of 
they who ſhall narrowly pry into them,ſhall find. For my own part, thoſe two which I diſcord among 


thall here ſet down, in my opinion are of greateſt weight. | the Fews. 

The firſt, and in my judgment the chieteſt is, that amongſt the Greeks, from the be- 
ginning, they have not been induſtrious to keep publick Regiſters of ſuch Matters as 
happened in any time or place; which hath occaſioned them to err, and given thoſe a 
F privilege to lye,who afterwards went about to write any thing of ſuch Matters as were 
acted long fince. Neither are only other People of Greece to be accuſed of negligence 
for not making account of ſuch Regiſters ; but amongſt the Athenians alſo (who glory 
in the Antiquity of their Country, and whoare mot exerciſed in Sciences) there isno 
mention of them. For it is faid, that the moſt ancient and publick Writings which they 
have, are thoſe Capital Laws which were ſet down by their Law-maker Draco, who 
lived bur a little time before Pi/fiftratus the Tyrant. 

Whar need we ſpeak of the Arcadians, who vaunt themſelves of their Antiquity ? for 
who knows not that they have learned the uſe of Letters long after thoſe betore-menti: 
oned 2 Whereas therefore there was not any Writing publiſhed before that time, which 
G Might inſtruct thoſe that would {earn,or reprehend thoſe that diſguis'd the Truth ; from 
thence it is, that ſo many Differences have happened amongſt Hiſtorians.

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Another cauſe A ſecond cauſe is, for that they, who addicted themſelves to compoſe Hiſtories, did H 
CEN WS, not buſie themſelves about the inquiſition of the Truth ( notwithſtanding that all of 

by theGrecian thera ordinarily promiſed no leſs) but they laboured to ſhew how eloquent they were, 
Hiſtoriogra#= and fixed their whole ſtudy thereon, as the only means whereby they hoped to obtain 
ow reputation above others. 

Some of them therefore applied their Style to Fables; others by flattering Praiſes, 
thought to curry Favour with Kings and Cities. The reſt employed their Studies toac- 
cuſe and calumniate the Works of other Writers, in hope to build their own repurati- 
on upon theRuine of others. 

The Sign of a _ IN effect, they have followed that courſe in _— their Hiſtory, that was every 

true Hiſtory, Way diflerent from the true nature thereof. For the aſſured ſign of a perfe&t and true 1 
Hiſtory is, when all men accord in ſetting down the fame thing ; whereas theſe Writers 
haye endeavoured to make men believe that they were the trueſt of all the reſt, becauſe 
they contradicted them. We ought indeed to grant the Superiority to the Greciaxs in 
all that concerneth Eloquence, and the Ornament of Language, but not in that which 
appertaineth to Antiquity, or Truth of Hiſtory, and eſpecially in what concerneth the 
Truth of ancient Hiſtory, and what hath paſſed in every Country. 

Wherefore, as the Egyptians and Babylonians long fince uſed all diligence in writing, 
becauſe their Prieſts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moſt curioufly treat of all ſuch 
Matters ; the fame alſodid the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonians, and the Phenicians 
alſo (inhabitingamongſt the Greeks )taught them to uſe Regiſters, both concerning pub- 8 
lick and private Aﬀairs ; which becauſe all men confeſs, I will omit to ſpeak of. 

I let paſs alſo to recount what care our Nation hath had of this Point, (no doubt 
greater than thoſe Nations above-mentioned had) charging our High-Prieſts and Pro- 
phets to execute this Office; which Cuſtom hath been obſerved even until this Age,and 
(if T may preſume ſo far) will be obſerved in all ſucceeding Ages, as by my enſuing diſ- 
courſe I will endeavour to make manifeſt. For our Nation did not only depute this Of- 
fice to the moſt vertuous and religious men amongſt them in the beginning,and to ſuch 
as were conſecrated to the Service of God ; but they alſo provided to preſerve the Line 
and Deſcent of Prieſts from all impurity, and from being intermingled with others, For 
no man amongſt us can be a Prieſt, who is not born of a Woman deſcended from the 
ſame Line. Neither in this caſe is any reſpe& made either of Riches or Honours; but 7, 
the party who claimeth the Dignity of Prieſthood, muſt by many Witneſſes prove his 
Genealogy, and that he is deſcended from Prieſts. 

A Cuſtom — This Cuſtom is not only of force in Judea, but whereſoever elſe anyof our Nation 

which the inhabit ; as in Egypt and Babylon, and in any other place, where continually the Prieſts. 

he pad in their Marriages have this reſpe,not to marry with any Woman that is not of their 
own Line,and they ſend to Ferzſalem the NaWe and Pedigree of the woman whom they 
have married,and all the Teſtimony hereof which they can deduce from her Anceſtors. 

Now if War moleſt our Nation ( as often it hath in the time of Avt7ochus ſirnamed 
Epiphanes, of Pompeythe Great, Q#intilius Varus, and eſpecially in this our Age,) then 
thoſe Prieſts whoſurvive, make new Genealogies and Pedigrees out of the ancient Re- M 

giſters, for thoſe that remain of the Sacerdotal Race. And they marry none that have 
The Pricfts > been Captives,for fearthey may have had commerce with ſtrangers. What more evident 
mo xe eve- coken can there be of the Prieſt's Integrity, than that every Prieſt, during the revolution 
ry one regi- of two thouſand years, is regiſtred, together with rhe Names of their Fathers? and if any 
ftred, withtt® one do erre or falſifie any of the things before-ſaid,he is then interdidted from the Altar, 
Fathers ; and and from exerciſing any Prieſtly Function. So that in the Writings of ſuch men, all 
this Cuſtom things muſt of neceſfity be true, and as they ought to be; for that neither all men are 
= permitted to write,nor yet any diſſonance and diſagreement is found intheir Writings. 
For ſuch things as paſt in ancient times beyond the Memory of Men, were only writ- 
ten by our Prophets,who had the knowledge thereof by inſpiration from God himſelf: N 
but other things of later time are only recorded by thoſe who lived in the Age,where- 
in the things they writ of were done. 

The Books amongſt us, containing the Hiſtories of all Ages, are neither infinite, nor 
one repugnant to another ; for all our Chronicle is contained in 22 Books, to which 

M48 Books it 1s impiety to deny Credit. : 

boly wit, Five of theſe Books were written by Moſes, comprehending Genealogies, and the 
beginning of Mankind, with fuch notable Events as happened even from the beginning 
of the World till his Death ; which is little leſs than three thouſand years. 

Aſter the Death of Mo/es,till the time wherein Arzaxerxes lived, who was King ofthe O 

Per/ans,and Son to Xerxes, every one of the Prophets of our Nation wrote the Hiſtory

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A of his time wherein he lived, fo that of theſe men's Writings we have thirteen Books :

the four other Books, which make up the Number already mentioned, are known to 
contain holy Hymns made to the Praiſe of God, and wholeſome Precepts for Man's 
Liſe and Converſation. All things which from Artaxerxes until our time have hapned, 
are alſo fet down in writing ; yet the Books wherein they are regiſtred, do not deſerve 
fo much Credit as the former of ancient times ; for that there was no certain ſucceſſion 
of Prophets inthat Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the former Works, we give as 
great Credit 2s to things which we our felves write ; and notwithſtanding they have 
been ſo long written, yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either to altor or to blot 
out any thing therein contained. For all Jews, even from their Cradle,do believe rheſe 
Books to be Sacred and Divine, and therefore give all Credit poſſible unto them; yea, 
and would willingly ſuffer Death, rather than do the contrary. 


Many Captives of our Nation have been cruelly tormented, and divers ways put tO The Jews arid 
death in open Theatres, only for that they would not commit any thing either in Grec:ans are 


word or deed againſt their Laws, nor violate the Writings of their Fore-fathers. Now 27pared to- 
who amongſt the Greeks did ever ſuſtain rhe like 2 Nay, they are fo far from doing it, ANOY 

that none can be found among them, who would fufter any loſs in his Goods or For- 

tunes, to preſerve all the Writings of their Nation from deſtruction ; and the reaſon 

hereof is, becauſe every one eſteemeth the verity of their Hiſtories to depend upon the 

Will of the Writer. And this they do alſo concerning their moſt ancient Hiſtorians ; 

and not without cauſe : for they every day fee men of their own times writing Hiſto- 

ries of Matters long beſore paſt in former Ages, wherein neither themſelves were pre- Some others 
ſent, neither yet do they vouchſafe to credit the Writings of ſuch as were then Eye- Fw...” 
witneſſes thereof ; yea, ſome among them have divulged Hiſtories of ſuch things, as of of the Few. 

late befell our Nation, when themſclves never have been in the place where ſuch Mat- 

ters paſt as they writ of, nor have lived in any Neighbour-place, where chey might 

have probable Report how Matters paſt, but only compiling a tew broken Stories, they 

moſt impudently arrogate to their patch'd Stuff the Name of a Hiſtory. 

I my ſelf have compoſed a moſt true Hiſtory of the laſt War, and of every particular 79*# was 
thing there done, as well I might, having been preſentin all thoſe Afﬀairs. For I was OI 
Captain of the Ga/i/eans amongſt our Nation, ſo long as any reſiſtance could be made the Fews. 
againſt the Romans ; and then 1t fo fell out, that 1 was taken by the Romans, and being 
Priſoner to 77tus and Yeſpa/ran, they cauſed me to be an Eye-witneſs of all things that 
paſt. Firſt, in Bonds and Fetters, and afterward freed from them, I was brought from 
Alexandria with Titus, when he went to the Siege of Jeruſalem. So that nothing could 
then paſs whereof I had not notice : For beholding the Roman Army, I committed to 
writing all things with all poſſible diligence. My ſelf did only manage all Matters dif- 


cloſed to the Romans by ſuch as yielded themſelves ; for that I only did perfetly under- Saha 


ſtand them. Laſtly, Being at Rome, and having leiſure, after all buſineſs was paſt, I 5 Hiſtory of 
uſed the help of ſome Friends ( for the skill of the Greek Tongue ) and fo I publiſhed a the Fews wars 
E Hiſtory of all that had hapned in the foreſaid War ; which Hiſtory of mine is fo true, *"$ at Keme 


that I fear not to call Yeſpaftan and 7;tw the chiet Commanders in that War to witneſs 

for them. 1 firſt gave a Copy of that Book to them, and afterwards to many noble Ro- 

mans, Who alſo were preſent in the War. I fold alſo many of them to our own Nation, 

to ſuch as underſtood the Greet Language, amongſt whom were Julius, Archelaus, Some do de. 
Herod, a Man of great vertue, and the moſt worthy King 4grippa, who do all teſtifie, rogate from 
that my Hiſtory containeth nothing but Truth; and who would not have been ſilent, Fol ep v's Ht 
if either for Ignorance or Flattery I had changed or omitted any Particular. Yet not- " 
withſtanding all this, ſome ill diſpoſed Perfons endeavour todiſcredit my Hiſtory, as 
though they were diſputing pro and contra ameng(t Children in Schools,never confider- 
ing that he who promiſeth other men a true Relation of things paſt, muſt either be pri- 
vy to them by his own knowledge, as having been preſent in the Afﬀairs, or elſe have 
that which he ſpeaketh from other Mens Mouths, by report of thoſe who know them : 
both which | have done. For I gathered my other Books of Antiquity out of holy Scrt- 
pture, being my felt a Prieſt, andskilful in our Law ; and the Hiſtory of our War { have 
written, my felf being an Agent in many Matters therein contained, and 2n Eye- 
witneſs of the reſt; ſo that nothing was faid or done whereot I had not notice. How 
then canany one excuſe chem from Impudency and Malice, who labour againſt me to 
prove my Relation falſe? Perhaps they alledge, that they have read the Commentaries 
of Veſpaftan and 7irus; yet for all this, they were not preſent in any Action, repug- 


G nant to that which my Hiſtory recounterh.

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Thus(as I thought neceſſary) I have made a digreſſion,to ſhew how they are able to 
perform their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſe to ſet down the truth in 
writing. I have alſo ſufficiently (as I think) demonſtrated,that the regiſtring ot things 
is more ancient amongſt other Nations, than amongſt the Greeks. I will now firſt of all 
diſpute againſt thoſe, who labour to prove our Nation of no Antiquity, becauſe (as they 
ſay) no Gree Writer maketh any mention of it. This done, I will bring terth proof 
and teſtimony of the Antiquity thereof out of other Writers; and fo I will thew that 
their Malice, who ſeek to diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore, our Nation neither in- 
habiteth a Country bordering upon the Sea, nor are we delighted in Merchandiſe, nor 
for this cauſe wearied with Pilgrimages from place to place : But our Cities lie far from 
the Sea, in a molt fertile Soil, which we cultivate with all induſtry ; and our whole 
endeavours are how to get food for our Children, and to keep our Country-Laws, and 
to leave to our Poſterity the knowledge of Piety ; in which Work we think all our 
Age ought to be employed. Beſide all this, we have a Form of living, different from 
all other Nations. All which concurring together, we had no need to traffick with 
the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Phenicians do, who give themſelves to Bargaining 
and Merchandiſe, only for the covetouſneſs of Money. Neither were our Anceſtors 
delighted in Theits and Robberies; nor did our Fathers make war upon any Nation, 
tor deſire of larger pollzflions: notwithſtandingour Country was furniſhed with many 
thouſands of ſtrong warlike Men. Wherefore the Pheznicians failing to the Greeks, to 
traffick with them, they were thus made known to them ; and by them the Egyprians, 
and all other Nations, failing upon the Seas, brought Merchandiſe into Greece. The 
Medes allo and Per/ians were known to them, alter ſuch time as they reigned over A/a, 
and the Per/ians brought War even into Zurope. 

Moreover the Greeks knew the 7hracians, becauſe they were their Neighbours; and 
the Scyzhians, by failing to Pontus ;. and finally, all that were diſpoſed to write, knew 
all th2 Nations bordering either upon the Eaſtern or Weſtern Seas ; but ſuch as 
dwelt far from the Sea-coaſt, were long time unknown ; as alſo appears in Europe - 
For neither Zhacydides, nor Herodotus, nor any other of that time,make any mention of 
Rome ; notwithſtanding that ſolong fince it was mighty, and made ſo great Wars ; be- 
cauſe it was but lately that the Greeks heard of it. Yea, their moſt exa&t Writers, and 
particularly Zphorus, were ſo ignorant of the French and Spaniards, that they thought 
the Spaniards to be a People only denominated from one City, wherein they inha- 
bited ; whereas the whole World now knoweth them to inhabit a vaſt Country, and 
a great part of the Weſtern World. Likewiſe the faid Greek Writers relate the Man- 
ners of the foreſaid People to be ſuch, as neither are, nor were ever uſed among them. 
And the only cauſe why they were ignorant of the Truth, was the diſtance ot place; 
and thefe Writers would ſeem to tell ſomething, which others of former time had not 
ipoken of, No marvel therefore though our Nation was unknown, and noneof them 
in their Writings made any mention ot. us, being both fo tar trom the Sca, and living 
aiter a diierent manner. 

Suppoſe therefore I ſhould deny the Greeks to be of any Antiquity ; and to prove my 
Aflertion,thould conclude their Nation to be modern, becauſe our Hiſtories make no 
mention of tier ; would they not laugh at this Reaſon,and uſe the Teſtimony of their 
Neighbour-Nations to provetlieir Antiquity 2 I therefore may argue in like manner, and 
ulethe Teſlimony of the Egyptians and Phenicians, whoſe Records the Greeks cannot

they eipectally of 7yre; which I cannot juſtly fay of the Chaldees, who having been 
Princes over our Nation, and becauſe of their Affinity and Alliance with our Country- 
men, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Fews. When I have proved 
what I now averr, and refelPd the ſlanderous Reports againſt us, I will then alſo thew 
who amoneg(t the Greeks have ſpoken of us, that ſo the Greeks may alſo be deprived of 
this ſhitt and refuge,to excuſe their malicious Lyes falſly forged againſt our Nation. And 
firſt of all, I will begin with the Writingsof the Zgyprians, who,as they well know, do 
nothing at all tavour us. Aazerhon, an Feyptian born, skilful in the Greek Tongue, as 
by his Works appears (for he writ in Gree+) compiling a Hiſtory of the Cuſtoms and 
Religion of lus Fore-Fathers, collected (as himfelf reporterh) out of the Egyprian holy 
Writings, often reprehendeth X#erodotus of Falſhood, through ignorancein the Afﬀairs of 
the Egyptians, "This Aanethor, in his ſecond Book of the Egyptian Culloms, faith thus ; 
( 1 will tet down his own Words, becauſe I uſe them as a Witneſs.) Ie have a King 
( faith he) mumed Timcus, iz whoſe Reign God being angry with us, contrary to all ex- 
pectarion, an ohjcure People took roarage, came from the Eaſt, and pitching their Tents 
#8 
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A inour Country, over-ran it, and no man reſited them; and committing our Princes to 
bonds,they burnt our Cities,and deſtroyed the Temples of our Gods,and behaverthemjc/we; 
moſt cruelly againſt the Tahabitants, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the reſt, 
with their Wives aad Children : Finally,they choſe a ling of their own, and gave him the 
Government of ovr Country ; his Name was Saltis, who coming, to Memphis,maade the higher 
and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holds,and fortifying cer- 
tain places in the Faſt: And weighing with himſelf that the Allyrians were more potent 
than he, ane would in procability mvuade his Country, he found out in this Province an 14- 
cient City called Saite, fit for his purpoſe,as being ſituate on the Eaſt-(ide of the River Bu- 
baſtis, which by an ancient Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed i: 

B with vaſt Walls, and put a Gariſon in it of two hundred thouſand armed Men. Saltis mad: 
this incarhon in harveſt time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and be 
a rerrour untoother people; and after he had reigned nineteen years, he died. 

After him ſucceeded another King, called Bzon, who reigned four and forty years : 
next to him, Aphinas, who reigned thirty ſix years and ſeven months : then 4phojis, 
who reigned threeſcore and one. years ; and then /andas, who reigned fifty years and 
one month: after them alſo reigned 4/;s nine and forty years and two months ; and 
theſe ſix were the firſt Kings amongſt them, ever deſtroying and warring upon the E- 
Zyptians, and labouring to extinguiſh their Race. This Nation was called Hicſos, which 
tignifieth King's Shepherds : For /Zic in the ſacred Tongue,fignifieth a King, and Sos, xz; 5 

C a Shepherd, or Shepherds,according to the common ſpeech; and Hicſos is a compound herds, 
Word. Some fay theſe People were Arabzans; but in other Copies | find that F7icſos is 
not interpreted King's Shepherds , but Shepherds that were Captives : For Hic, and 
Hacalſo, when it is pronounced, dothin the Egyptian Tongue ſignifie a Captive ; and 
this latter expoſition ſeemecth to me to be the trueſt, tor it is more agreeable with the 
Hiſtory. Wherefore Manerhon reporteth theſe forefaid Kings and Shepherds to have ru- 
led Fzypt five hundred and eleven years ; and after theſe, the King of Thebes, and the 
King, of the reſidue of Fgypr, uniting their Forces, invaded the faid Shepherds, had 
great and long Wars with them and that the ſaid Shepherds were overcome by the King 
Alisfragumthoſis, that then they loſt all Egypt which had been in theirpower, and that 

D they were ſhut up in a place called varus, containing ten thouſand Acres of ground, 
wr Page Manethon reporteth, theſe Shepherds environed round about with a huge Wall, 
to theend that their whole Proviſion might be within their Fortifications,and the Prey, 
which they got, ina condition to be defended. That 7hemojis, Son of the faid Alisfra- 
gumthoſis endeavoured by force to ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beſieged them with 
480000 Men : That at laſt deſpairing to take them by force, he capitulated with 
them that they ſhould fafely depart out of Egypt whither they would ; and that they 
upon theſe Conditions , together with all their Families and Goods, and Cattel, de- 
parted out of Fgypt into the Wilderneſs, and ſo into Syr/a, teing in number two 
hundred and forty thouſand, and that fearing the puiſſance of the Aſrians, who at 

E that time reigned in 4/ia, they builded a City 1n the Country now called Fudea, which 
they made ſo large, that it might receive them all; and this City they called Feruſa- 
lem. Further, the faid Manerhon, in another Book of the Egyptian Afﬀairs faith, That 
in the holy Writings, he findeth the foreſaid Shepherds called Captives ; Wherein he 
faith true : For our Anceſtors were wont to feed Cartel, and fo leading a Paſtoral Life, 
were called Shepherds; neither are they unjuſtly called Captives ; for our Fore-father 
Joſeph told the King of Egypt that he was a Captive; and long time alter, called his 
Brethren into Egyp?, by the King's Command : But we will hereafter examine this point 
more ſtraitly. TI will now cite the Teſtimony of the Fgvyptians concerning this Point, 
and relate the Words of Manerhon touching the time when this befell, who faith as fol- 

F loweth. : ; 

After that the Nation of Shepherds were departed out of Egypt unto Feruſalem,King 
Themoſis:who drave them out of the Land, reigned twenty five years and four months, 
and then died : And his Son Chebrox ſucceeded him, who reigned thirteen years, and 
after him Amenophis twenty years and ſeven months; next, his Siſter Ameſſes one and 
twenty years ps nige months ; then reigned Mephios twelve years and nine months, 
and Mephamuthoſis twenty five years and ten montns, "4 hemoſrs nine years and eight 
months, Amenophis thirty years and ten months, Ores thirty fix years and five months, 
after him, his Daughter Achemcheres twelve years and one month, and the Brother of 

Kathotis nine years, Achencheres twelye years and five months, another Achencheres 

G twelve years and three months, Armais four years and one month, Armefts one year 
and four months, Arme/eſmiamis ghreefcore and fix vears and two months, Amenophis

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-:befi: King nineteen years and fix Months. Moreover, that Sezhofrs having prepar'd a huge Army H 
en 46 "* both of Foot and Horſe, and a Navy at Sea, leſt the Government of Egypz unto his Bro- 
-1rmais Go- ther Armais, inveſting him with Sovercign Authority, only he torbad him to wear the 
vemor 0th Crown, and to opprels the Queen, who was Mother to his Children, commanding him 
= alfoto abftain fromhis Concubines. After which Se:ho/rs himfelt went to Cyprus and 
Phenicia, againſt the Aſſyrians and Medes, and ſubdued them, partly by the Sword, 
partly by the tear of his Power and Greatneſs; and being tranſported with his Succefs, 
he advanced againit the Eaſtern Country,anddeſtroyed with Fire and Sword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place; and ſpending much time in theſe Wars, his Brother Ar= 
mais, whom he lett in Fgypr,did without fear commit all that he forbad him to do ; for 
he oppreſſed the Queen violently,and daily lay with the reſt of the King's Concubines, I 
and being counſelled by his Friends, he put a Crown upon his Head, and rebelled a- 
gainſt his Brother; of which, he who was then Chief of the Eg yptians holy Cuſtoms, 
ſent Letters unto Sezhoſts, containing all that had happened, and how Armas had rebel- 
led againſt him : That Sezhofis returning to Pelufta, recovered his own Kingdom, and 
ray" by his Narme it was called Egypt 3 for Manethon writeth, that this Sethoſrs was named 
ms Name.

a Templein a hundred forty three years and eight Months betore the Zyrians ereted Carthage. So 
4 —_— -ng they have regiſtred the building of our Temple ; for Ziramus King of the 7yrians, was 
3 montksbe- our King So/omon's Friend,obliged to him for his Father's fake, who for this cauſe alſo, of 
fore the T» his own Liberality gave Solomon a hundred and twenty Talents of Gold, towards the 
age. building of the Temple, cut down the noble Wood called Libanus, and beſtowed upon 
The Friend-- him, to make the Roof of the Temple ; for which Bounty So/omon returned him many 
kept ooh great Preſents,and among the reſt, a Country of Galz/ee,named Zabulon : But Solomon's 
King Solomon, Wiſdom was the chief Cauſe of this King's Friendſhip towards him: For they ſent Pro- 
aun of blems one to the other to be anſwered,and So/omos in his Anſwersappeared moſt witty, M 
ramuand 25 alſo he did in many things elſe ; and even until this Day, many of the Epiſtles ſenr 
one to another, are kept among the 7yrians. But not depending wholly upon the 
Authority of the 7yrians, I will prove by the Teſtimony of Dzus, ( a man, who by 
common Conſent hath faithfully written the Phenician Hiſtory, ) who writerh as fol- 
loweth. 
After the death of Abibalus, Hiramus, his Son reigned in his ſtead,who encreaſed the 
number of his Eaſtern Cities, and inlarged Jeruſalem , he alſo joyned the Temple of 
Jupiter Olympius, ſituate in an Ifland, unto it, (filling up the Water with Earth ) and 
adorned it with Gold. 
Aiter this, aſcending into Lzbaxus,he cut downthe Wood to build Temples ; and the N 
King of Jeruſalem, named Solomon, ſent unto him certain Riddles to be expounded, and 
he again the like unto him, covenanting together, that he who could not tell the mean- 
ing of one another's Riddles, ſhould pay unto the other a ſum of Money, and that Z7;- 
ramus, confeſſing he could not expound Solomon's Riddles, did pay unto him much Mo- 
ney* 
Laſtly, That one Abdemonas a Tyrian, did expound the faid Riddles, and writ more 
unto Solomon, which, it Solomon could not interpret, he ſhould pay unto Hircanus a 
Sum of Money ; and this Teſtimony Di«s beareth us concerning the forefaid matter.

rus : But thag to Hercales, in the Month of Peritius, and the other, to .{/fartas, when 
he with an Army went againſt the 7yrians, who paid him no Tribute ; and when he 
had ſubdued them, he returned again. 

At this time lived Abdemonus, a Servant unto the King, whoſe buſineſs it was to ex- 
pound the Parables, which King So/omen of Feruſalem, tient unto King Hiramus : And 
how long it was from this King s time till the building of Carthage, we may thus cal- 
culate. After the Death of Z:ramus, his Son Beleaſtartus ſucceeded him, lived forty 
and three years, and reigned ſeven ; after him, his Son Abdaſtartus, who lived twenty 
years, and reigned nine , but this King was treachcrouſly ſlain by the four Sons ot his 
Nuric, the cldeſt of which reigned twelve years. Next ſucceeded A/tarrzs, the Sor 
of Beleaſtartus, who lived fitty and four years, and reigned twelve ; after him his Bro- 
ther A/tarimus, who lived fifty and four years, and governed nine ; then he was {Jain 
of his Brother Phe/letes, who reigned eight months, and lived fifty years, and was 
ſlain by a Prieſt of 4ftarta, named /thobalus, who lived threeſcore and eight, and reign- 
ed thirty two years ; he was ſuccceded by his Son Badezorus, who lived torty five years, 
C and reigned fix years ; to him ſucceeded his Son ettinus, who lived thirty two years, 
and reigned nine: Aﬀter him, Pigmalion, who lived fifty ſix years, and reigned 
forty ; in the ſeventh year of whoſe Reign, his Siſter Dido builded a City in Africa, 
and named it Carthage ; fo that from the time of King /7iramus, unto the building of 
Carthage, is by this computation a hundred fifty five years, and two Months ; and 
foraſmuch as the Temple of Jeruſalem was built in the twelfth year of /7/ramas his 
Reign, the computation of the time ſince that year, until the building of Carthage, is 
a hundred forty three years and eight Months. What need we more belide this Teſti- 
mony of the Phenicians 2 The truth is now ſufficiently made manifeſt ; for our Ance- 
ſtors muſt needs have come into this Country we inhabit, before ſuch time as they built 
Da Temple init, as I have alſo prov'd in my Books of Antiquity, collected out of our 
Holy Scripture.

Arabia, exating more of them than ever any King of Babylon or Chaldea had done 
before his time. And the words of Bero/us muſt needs be to this efte&t ; Nabulaſſares his 
F Father hearing that his Subſtitute in Egypr,Celoſyria,and Phenicia,had rebelled, he him- 
ſelf not being able to take ſuch pains, commitred his Aﬀairs unto his Son Nabuchodonr- 
ſor, gave him a part of his Army ( for that he was in the Flower of his Age) and ſent 
him againſt him: Na#«chodonoſor fighting with rhe ſaid Subſlitute , overthrew him, 
and ſubdued the Country, which of old belonged 'unto them ; and at the ſame time, 
his Father Nabslaſſarus fell ſick in Babylon, and died, having reigned twenty nine

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years. But Nabachedonoſor.long after underſtanding his Father's Death, diſpoſed of 


Egypt and other Provinces as he thought gocd, and raking the Caprives of Judea, Phe-

ſo have acceſs unto the City, he invironed the inner City with three ſeveral Walls, and 
the outmoſt City likewiſe, the Walls whereof were made of Brick ; but the Walls of 
the inner City were of Brick and Bitumen. This done, he builded moſt ſumptuous 
Gates, which miglit havebecome Temples : And morcover, near unto his Father's Pa- 
lace he builded another far greater, and more coſtly than they ; the Beauty and Coſtli- 
neſs whereof were hard,and perhaps tedious, to expreſs : Yet this we will lay, and it is 
conſiderable, that this rich and incredibly beautitul Palace was builded in fifteen days : 
in it he erected Rocks of Stone like Mountains beſet with all ſorts of Trees; he made 
a famous Mount, and ſupported it with Pillars ; for his Wite, having been brought up 
in the Country of the Medes, deſired to have a Proſpect intothe Fields and Mountains, 


putation after this manner.In the Reign of King /thobalus, Nabuchodonoſor beſieged 7yre 
thirteen years ; after whom Baal reigned ten years , next him Judges were appointed ; 
to wit, they that follow Zcnibalus, the Son of Balachus, judged two Months ; Chelbi, 
the Son of Abdzus ten Months ; Abbarus the High-Prieſt, three Months; Mytomus and 
Geraſtus, Sons of Abdilimos judged ſix years ; after whom Balatorus reigned one year; 
and after his Death, the Zyrians called Merbalus from Babylon, and made him King ; 
and he reigned four years , and he thendying, they ſent alſo to Babylon for his Bro- 
ther /romus,who reigned twenty years; in whoſe Reign Cyr«s obtained the Perſian Em- 
pire ; ſo that this whole Time is fifty four years and three Months ; for Nabuchodono- 
ſor began to beſiege Zyre in the ſeventh year of his Reign, and in the fourteenth year 
of King /romus his Reign Cyrus was made Emperor of Fer/:a,

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A Wherefore both the Cha/dean and 7yrian Hiſtoriographers agree with us concerning oy Chaidee: 

Jens 
nifeſt, and without all controverſie. And that which is already alledged ro this end, j:ws Hitors 
may be ſufficient for them, who are not purpoſely contentious : To fatisite, therctore, 
ſuch as believe the Writings of other Nations of little or no Authority, and will give 
credit to nothing but what is tranſmitted from the Greeks, I thall produce Teſtimony 
from ſuch of them as have been acquainted, and writ of our Laws.

an eminent and exact Hiſtorian, who in his firſt Book of Pythagoras gives us an account, writings and 
That a Crotonzan called Ca/liphon (a great friend of Pythagoras). being dead, his Soul ac- - = way 
companied Pythagoras night and day, inculcating and purſuing him with Inſlrattions, DG 
and among the reſt, That he would be careful how he paſſed by a place where his Als 
had ſtumbled ; That he would drink none but pure Water, and that he would be cau- 
rious of ſpeaking ill of any Body, following therein the Cuſtoms of the Greeks and 
Thracians : And what that Author ſaid is molt true, for it is certain, a great part of his 
Philoſophy was deduc'd from the Laws of the Fews. 

Our Nation in times paſt was well known to divers Cities, ſothat many of them do 

now obſerve our Cuſtoms, and others eſteem them worth the imitarion,as 7heophraſtus 7,,,phra0u. 
C doth witneſs in his Book, intituled De Legzbus : for he faith that the Zyrian Laws forbid Corban the 

to ſwear by any ſtrange God, and amongſt theſe prohibited Oaths, he reckoneth the Gift of God., 

Oath called Corban, which is uſed only amongſt the Fews, and in our Language ſigni- 

tieth the Gift of God.

It is evident (as I think) that he ſpeakerh of the Fews : for the Mountains of Solymus 
are in our Country,and that Lake alſo called Aſphaltites,which is thegreateſt and vaſteſt 4/pbatirerthe 
of all Lakes that are in Syria; And that the Jews were not known only of the Greeks, Luke.

As I went (faith he) to the Red Sea, a certain Jew, one of the Horſemen that condut- 
ed us, uamed Moſollamus, a Courageous man, and one who excelled all Archers ciſe, 53:1) 
Greeks and other Nations ; This Jew (every one baſting on forward of his Journey, and 
being will d by a Soorhſayer to ſtand) asked, for what cauſe the multitude ſtayed and went 
not forward: Preſently the Soothſayer ſhewed him a Bird, which he diligently viewed, 
and told the Jew that if that Bird did ſtand ftill in the place, then it was expedient for 
them to ſtand,and if the Bird did mount up and fly,that then they ought to march on forward; 
but if it flew towards the place from whence they came, that then it was wiſdom ro retire, 
The Jew hereat was ſilent, yet drawing his Bow he ſhot an Arrow and killed the Bird ; 


But he taking 


not having the foreſight to preſerve her ſelf from this Death, is able to diretl us in the 
ſucceſs of our journey 2 Had this Bird foreknown future Events, ſhe would have eſchewed 
this place for dread that Moſollamus a Jew ſhould have ſtracken her with an Arrow. 

But we will now leave the teſtimony of ZXecatzw, for every one that liſts may read 


his Book, and there underſtand it more at large. 


I will not omit the Teſtimony of Agatarchides, a man of no evil in his own opinion, Agatarchides 


yet indeed one who hath uſed detraftion to our Nation. 


This man ſpeaking of Srra- 


tonice, how leaving her husband Demetrius, ſhe came into Syria, and how Seleucus 
would not marry her as ſhe hoped (who having an Army at Babylon, warred againſt 
Antioch, and had taken the City) and that ſhe fled into Seleucia, whereas ſhe might 
have made a ſpeedier eſcape by water (but was forewarned to the contrary in a fleep) 
and that ſhe was there taken and died, Sr. Agatarchides, having uſed this Preface, and 
inveighed againſt S:ratonice's Superſtition, uſeth an Example of our Nation on this man- 
ner : The People that are called Jews, inhabit a moſt ſtrong City, which they call Jeruſa- 
lem ; theſe People are wont to reſt upon the ſeventh day, and do xeither bear Arms, nor Tye eps 
till their Grounds, nor any other bufmeſs on that day, but their cuſtom is to remain in their Sabbath. 

Temple, and there with ſtretched out arms continue in prayer till night, And ſo upon a 
time, they perſevering in that foolery, whilſt they ſhould have defended their City, Pto- 
lomazus Lagus entred it with a great Army, and greatly tyrannized over them, in- 
ſtruiting them by experience that the ſolemnity appeinted by their Law, was prejudicial 
unto them. Such like Churches as this did teach them and all Nations elſe to fly unto 
dreams, which their Law teacheth, neither conſidering that humane policy cannot prevail 
againſt that which mu#t neceſſarily happen. Agatarchidesthoughtthis which he reports 
of us to be ridiculous; but they rhat weighit with inditterency, ſhall perceive that it is 
greater commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer their Country and Safety to be 


loſt and endamaged, than to violate the Laws of God.

Nation, not for that they knew us not, but for envy. 


For Ferom Writ a Book of the 


Succeſlors in the ſame time that Hecatzus lived, and being a friend to King Antigonus, 
and Preſident of Syria, never mentioneth us in all his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding he was 
brought up almoſt in our Country ; whereas Hecateus writ an intire Book of us; ſo 
diftereat are the minds of Men : for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from ſpeaking the truth: yet 
the Hiſtories of the Chaldzans, Egyptians and Phenicians, may tufttce to prove our An- 
tiquity, together with the Greek Writers : for beſides thoſe before-menrioned, 7heo- 
phraſtus allo, Theodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Euemeus, Conon, Zepyrion, 
and many others, no dpubt (for I have not peruſed all men's Books) have manifeſtly te- 
ſtified of us. For many of the aforefaid men were blinded with Errors, as not having 
read our holy Scriptures ; yet they all jointly teſtifie our Antiquity, for which I now 
alledge them. Truly Demetrius Phalerius, Philon the elder, and Eupolemus did not 
much erre from thetruth, aud therefore reaſorr it is they ſhould be born withal : tor they 


were not ſo skilful as to teach our Writings with ſo much curioſity. 


Being come thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one point more, whereof I made The 1-& part,

mention in the beginning of this Book, to wit, that I declare rhe detraCtions and ſlan- aganit certain 
derous reports of divers concerning our Nation to be falſe and void of truth; and I will 
uſe the Teſtimony of thoſe Writers who record, that the lying Hiſtoriographers, at ſuch 
tire as they committed to writing the foreſaid detrattions, did alſo even againſt them- 
ſelves regiſter ſuch like ſlanders, as they did againſt us. And I doubt not but that all 
thoſe, who are converſant in Hiſtories, can teſtifie, that the like hath been done by molt 
Writers upon private hatred, or ſuch like reſpetts : For ſome of the Gentiles have at- 
tempted ro detace the honour and reputation of the moſt renowned Cities,and to deiame 
the manners of their Inhabitants. Tlrus did ZTheopompas to Athens, and Poiycrates to

; =6m0g = their departure from thence, and they have had many cauſes of malice and envy urging 
them hereto : And chiefly for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, I 
and fo departing to their own Country were made happy and fortunate. 

Secondly, thediverſity of our two Religions made greatdiſcord and variance amongſt 
us,our Religion ſo tar excelling theirs in piety, as the divine Efſence GOD excelleth 

Tix Ezyptians unreaſonable Creatures : {for they commonly worſhip ſuch brute beaſts tor gods, and 

Ivolatry. every one worſhippeth divers kinds: )vain and fooliſh men,who fromthe beginning have 
been accuſtomed to ſuch ſottiſh opinions, as would not permit them to imitate us in our 
divine Religion, and conformable to Reaſon : and yet ſeeing many favour and follow 
our Religion, they were hereby incited to ſuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 
feared not to falſifie their own ancient Records, not conſidering that in ſo doing they 
were led through a blind paſſion, to write againſt themſelves. Moreover, I will prove K 
all 1 have ſpoken to be true, by one man's words, whom a little before (being a famous 
Hiſtoriographer) we have produced as a witneſs of our Antiquity. 

Mworethon an — Manethon therefore (who contefſeth himſelt to have gathered the Fgyptian Hiſtory 

F2yprran Hi- gut of their holy Writings) having by way of Pretace recounted how our Predeceſſours 

Roriographer. MC iNtO Feypt with many thouſands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 
conſeſſerh, that loſing all their Poſſeſſions in Egypt, they got the Country which is now 
called Jewry, and in it builded a City named Feru/alem, and a Temple; and thus far 
he ſollowetlr ancient Writers. And then uſurping to himſelf authority to lie, pro- 
teſting that he will inſert into his Hiſtory certain reports divulged amongſt the common 
people, he reports things of the Jews altogether incredible, intending to mix with our L 

Manerhon'sfa- Nation the Lepers of the Egyptians, and other ſick people of other Countries, who 


bulous reports (25 he ſaith) being abominable to, the Fgyprtians, fled to us ; affirming alſo that they 


i P' had a King named Amenophis, which being a feigned name, he durſt not preſume to 
ſpeak determinately of the time of his Reign; though he ſpeaketh exactly of the Reign 
of all other Kings. Hereupon alſo he adds certain Fables, torgetting himſelf that he 
reported the Shepherds departure out of Egypt to Jeruſalem, to have been almoſt five 
hundred and eighteen years before his time: For it was in the fourth year of the Reign 
of Thermoſis, when they departed out of Egypr, and his Succeſlors continued in theGo- 
vernment three hundred and ninety three years, till the time of the two Brethren Se- 
thou and Hermeus, the firſt of which was called Egyptzan, the other Danaus, who ſup- M 
planted Sethon, and reigned alone fitty nine years, after whom his eldeſt Son Ramſes 
reign'd threeſcore and fix years. Having therefore confeſſed our Anceſtors to have 
departed out of Egypt ſo many years before ; at length he addeth Amenophis to the 
number of their Kings. He tells us that the faid Prince (as Oras one of his Prede- 
ceſlours had done before) had an ardent deſire to have a ſight of the Gods, and that a 
Prieſt of their Law named Amenophis (as he was) and Son of Papius, whoſe wiſdom 
in predition was ſo admirable, that he ſeem'd to be inſpir'd, told him his deſire ſhould 
be accomplithed, if he would driveout of his Kingdom all ſuch as were leprous, and any 
other way infected. The King according to his directions aflembled of them to the 
number of eighty thouſand, and ſent them with other Egyptians to work in the Quar- N 
ries on the Eaſt-fide of the Nz/e, among whom there were certain Prieſts who were 
likewiſe intected. 

Maxethon adds, That the Prieſt Amenophis, apprehending leſt the Gods ſhould puniſh 
him for having given the King that Counſel, and the King for having followed it fo 
ſtrictly, and finding by divination that to recompence the ſufferings of thoſe poor peo- 
ple,tney would conquer and govern in Egypt for the ſpace of thirteen years, he was atraid 
to tell it to the King himlſelt, but having committed his Revelation ro writing, he kill'd 
himſelf to the great terrour of the King, 

This done, he ſpeaks as followeth : So the King being requeſted for their quierneſs 
and detence to aflign them a City to inhabit, appointed unto them a deſolate place O 
called Avaris, which had beenthe Shepherds City (this City the ancient Divines call

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A 7Triphon) tut they, having got the poſſeſſion of this place fit for Rebellion, made choice 
of one of the Prieſts of Zeliopolis to be their Captain, whoſe name was Oſarfphus, and Or fiphrs 
bound themſelves with an Oath to obey him in all things : and he preſently made a 599 ot 4 
Law, That they ſhould neither worſhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor abſtain from 
thoſe Beaſts, which the Fgyptians count holy, and that they ſhould marry with none 
but fuch as they judged to be their Friends, and of their own perſuaſion, 

Having ordained this and many things elfe contrary to the Religion of the Fgyp- 
tians, he commanded them to build a Wall abour the City, to fortifie it well, and pre- 
Having taken ſome others of the Prieſt- 
hood into his Cabal, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Jeruſalem to the Shepherds, which were 
driven out of Egypt by King Themufts, to inform them of what had paſſed, and requeſt 
them to a Confederacy, and that uniting their forces, they might jointly make War Thy War cf

Army, and advanced to Avaris with 200000 men. 

That Amenophis, King of Egypt, hearing of their Invaſion, and remembring what 
Amenophis the Son of the Prieſt Papius had lett in writing, was in great fear, and pre- 
ſently aſſembling together the people of Egypr, and conſulting with the Princes of his 


Country, he ſent away all the holy Beaſts, and all that the Prieſts eſteemed, giving 


them eſpecial charge to hide their Idols : He put his Son Sezhox {who alſo by his Fa- 
ther Rampſes was called Rhameſſes) and but five years old, into the cuſtody of a Friend 
of his; and then with three hundred thouſand fighting men, he marched againſt his 
Enemies, but would not fight with them, leſt he ſhould fight againſt the pleaſure of the 
Gods ; and ſo he retired himſelf to Memphzs; and taking Apzs and the reit of the 


Egyptian Gods along with him, he, and his Troops of Fgyprians took Ship, and fledinto The r:ypricy 
Zthiopia. That the King of #£th1opia having a great honour for him, received him very King fled into 
nobly, aſſigning his People Towns and Villages for their reſidence and ſubſiſtence du- 
ring their thirteen years exile, keeping conſtant Guards upon his Frontiers, for the

much more miſchief, than thoſe who had invited them. - That there was nothing of 


cruelty or impiety that they ſcrupled or omitted. That not contcnting themſelves 
with the demoliihment and burning of Towns, they added Sacrilege to their fins, brake 
their Idols in pieces, flew their conſecrated Cattel, forced the Prieſts and Prophets to 
kill their own Beaſts, and drave them naked out of their Country when they had done. 
To which he adds, That they had for their Law-giver aPrieſt of /Ze/zopolis call'd Oſar- 


fiph, from Ojiris, which was the God that was worſhipped in that City, and that that oſa-/iphus was 
Prieſt having chang'd his Religion, chang d likewiſe his Name , and called himſfelt 


Moſes.

Thus the Egyptians report of the Fews, and many things elſe, which for brevity 


fake I omit. Manerhon further writeth, that alterward Amenophis the King came 
with a great power out of A#£thiopia, and his Son Rampſes with him accompanied with 
a great Army; and that joining Battel with the Shepherds and polluted perſons, he 
gave them an overthrow, and purſued them unto the Borders of Syr;a. And this is 
Manethon's report ; but foraſmuch as he writeth old wives tales, dotages, and lies, I Manerhon's 
will by manifeſt reaſon convince him, firſt diſtinguiſhing that whereot | am to ſpeak; lies are con 
hereafter. He of his own accord granteth and confefſeth, that our Anceſtors at firſt "_ 

were not Egyptians, but Strangers that came thither trom another place, and con- 
quered the Country, and again departed from thence. I will now out of his own

writings endeavour to ſhew, that the weak people of Egypt were not mixed with us, 


and that Moſes, who indeed was our Conductor out of Egypt, and lived many ages 


before, was no Leper. 


He therefore firſt of all ſetteth down a ridiculous cauſe of this fore-mentioned ficti- 
on, which was, that King Amenophis was defirous to fee the Gods: What Gods do you 
think? He could already ſce the Ox, the Goat, the Crocodile, and the Monkey, but 
the God of Heaven how could he ſce > And why had Amernophis this deſire 2 Forſooth 
becauſe a certain King one of his Predeceflors had ſeen them ; he theretore knowing by 
him what things they were, and how he came to the fight of them, needed no new 
device to accompliſh his deſire: But perhaps the foreſaid Prophet was a man of great 

G wiſdom, by whom the King had confidence to attain his defire; it ſo be he had been,how 
Chanceth it that he was ſo unwiſe not to perceive, that it was an impotlible thing to fa-

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tisfic the King's defire ? for that which he promiſed was not brought to paſs. Or what 
reaſon moved himto think that the Gods were inviſible, becauſe of the Leproſic and 
Infirmity of the people? The Gods are offended with Men's Impieties, not with the de- 
{ets of their bodies. And how was it poſlible that at one inſtant fo many thouſand 
Lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together ? Or wherein did not the King 
obey the Prophet ? He commanded that the Lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be exiled 
the Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, but ſent them to hew 
Stones, as though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe the Country 
from Lepers. Laſtly,he faith, that the Prophet tore-ſeeing that Fgypr was to ſuffer, and 
ſearing the wrath of the Gods, killed himſelf, and lett his mind im a Book written unt»y 
the King. How chanced it then that the Prophet did not at firſt foreſce his own death, 
and fo oppoſe himſelf to the King's deſire to ſee the Gods ? Or wheretore did he fear 
ſuch Calamities as were not to fall in his life 2 Or what great miſery hanged

head, which might worthily cauſe him to kill himſelt to prevent it ? But ler us hear tha: 
which followeth, more ſottiſh than all the reſt, 

The King (faith he) hearing this, and ſtricken with fear, did not however expel 
thoſe Lepers he ought to have cxiled, but at their requelt gave them (as he faith) 
a City, wherein before-time the Shepherds did inhabit, called 4vari; whereinto 
being come, they made a Prieſt of ZZeliopolis their Prigce, who deviſed Laws for 
them : commanding them neither to adore the Gods, nor to 2voſtain from offering vio- 
lence to ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Egyptians are facred, but that they ſhould kill and IK 
ſpoil all things, that they ſhould marry with none but ſuch as were their Con{ederates, 
that he bound the people with an Oath to keep thoſe Laws, and that they fortified 1va- 
15s to fight againſt the King. Adding moreover, that he ſent to Jeruſalem for help, 
promiſing to yield 4varis unto them, being a place ſometime poſſeſſed by their An- 
ceſtors,- and that they from that place leading their Forces, might eaſily ſubdue all E- 
egypt : he then faith, that the Fgyptian King Amenophiscame againſt them with 30000; 
and yet,for that he would not ſtrive againſt ths Decree of the Gods, hefled into A#cthiopia, 
and carried with him 4:5 and other Holy Beaſts, and that the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem 
coming down invaded the Land,fired the Towns and Ciries, flew their Nobles, uſed all 
ſorts of Cruelty pollible, and that the Prieſts name, who made Laws and Statutes for I, 
them to live under, was one of 77eliopolis, Oſarſiphus by name, deriving the ſame from 
Ofris, the God of Heliopolis : and that this man, changing his name, was afterward 
called Moſes. 

Moreover, that 4menophis, having lived in baniſhment thirty years, came with a 
ſtrong power out of X7hiopia, and fighting with the Shepherds and polluted, he flew 
many of them, and put the reſt to flight, purſuing them unto the Borders of Syria. 
Manethon remembreth not,that here again he telleth a very unlikely tale : for although 
the Lepers and impotent perſons were offended with the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones ; yet it is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the King's hands 
afterwards, to wit, a City to dwell in, that then they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lers. Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtill continued towards him, - they rather thould have 
attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear triends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed to War againſt 
theſe Men, yet would they not have been fo 1umpiousas to have rebelled againſt the Gods, 
and to have violated the Laws wherein they were brought up. 

We have therefore cauſe to thank Manerhon, in thar he cleareth us, and affirmeth 

n Country-men (yea a Prieſt) to be Authors of this Impiety, and that by Oath 
they bound themſelves fo ro do. What can be more extravagant than to ſay thar nei- 
ther any of their Countrey-men nor Kinſmen rebelled with them, but that the poor 
diſtreſſed people were glad to ſend to Jeruſalem for ſuccour? But what ſociety or friend- N 
ſhip had they with the people of Feraſalem, of whom they came to demand help 
Why, they were more their Enemies than the reſt of their Country-men, and were 
all of quite different manners from us. They of Jeruſalem (as he faith} preſently 
did as they were willed to do,in hope that,according as they were promiſed, they might 
ſubdue Fgypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 
ven by force 2 Had they lived in poverty or miſery, perhaps they might have been 
induced to have done it: but feeing they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and poſ- 
ſeſſed a goodly tertile ſoil tar better than Egypt, what might move them thereto 2 
What reaſon had they, at rhe requeſt of their ancient Enemies (and they allo fo diſcaſ- 
ed, as they of Jeruſaleza could not abide their own friends among them that had the O 
like Diſeaſes) ro thruſt rhemſelves into danger ? they could not torcknow rhe King?s 
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A intent to fly; as tor Mize:hon himſelt he faith,he met them at Pelufta with 300009 men, 
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merly, and had to that purpoſe obliged themſelves by Oath > And that 1: 
that ſome years after Amenophis repell'd the Jernſalem-Confederates, and Lepers, flew 
many of them, drove them out of thoſe parts, and purſued them to the very borders of 
Syria; as if Egypt was a Country fo cafily conquer'd, or that thoſe who were then in 
poſſeſſion meerly by Conqueſt, would not (upon the firſt alarm of Amenop/is', march 
have block'd up the paſſages, and fecured the Avenues on that ſide towards /Eth1ope, 
which they might eaſily have done, and drawn together what forces they had pleaſed 
to deſend them ? And is it not as improbable when he ſays, that that Prince made not 
only a great ſlaughter among them, but purſued them with his whole Army (croſs the 
Deſart) to the very frontiers of Syria? Whereas it is notoriouſly known that Defart is 
ſo dry, that there being no Water to be found in the whole tra, it is almoſt impolii- 
ble foran intire Army to march through it, though there was no Enemy to give them 
impediment. To conclude therefore, our Nation neither came of the #gy, 
Manethon conſeſleth, neither was mingled with the diſeaſed of that Country : for it is 
probable, that many of thoſe ſick people periſhed in the Stone-works, many in the great 
fight and battel, and the reſt of them in the flight. 
which he ſpeaks of M-/es. 

The Egyptians do all agree that this man was a divine perſon, and one to be admi- 
red, and they commit great Impiety in labouring to challenge him for their Country- 
man, faying, that he was a Prieſt of /7e/z9polis, baniſhed with the reſt for leprolic. ing My/es. 
For he is recorded to have lived five hundred and eighteen years before this time, and 
to have guided our Azce/tors out of Egzypt,into that Country wherein we now inhabit : 
and his own words teſtifie his body to have beenclean from that Diſeaſe of Leprofie : for 1 fe has al 
he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and to live Leper. 
apart by themſelves ; To be cloathed in different Garments, and declared that whoſo- 
ever touched them, or came under the ſame roof with them, ſhould be accounted 
And if a Leper happened to be cured of that Diſeaſe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanſings, and baths of fortunate waters, and all his hair ſhould be 
{ſhaved off; and that then after many and ſundry Sacrifices, he ſhould be admitted into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been viſited with that infetion and calamity him- 
ſelf, he would ſurely have been more gentle, and merciful to fach as ſhould have been 
afflicted with that Diſeaſe 

He did not only make theſe ſevere Laws againſt Lepers, but he alſo interdicted all 
that wanted any joint or parcel of the body from being Prieſts, or exerciſing any Ol- 
fice at the Altar: yea, healſo appointed, that if any Prieſt ſhould have any of theſe de- 
fes betide him after he was a Prieſt, thatthen he ſhould be deprived of the Dignity. 
How can it then be probable, that to his own prejudice and diſcredit he would have 
enacted ſuch Laws? And as to what he fays about changing his name 0 
Moſes, it is as incredible as the reſt, there being no Analogy between them, the name of 
Moſes importing preſervation from the Water ; for Moy among the Zgyptians ſignifies 
Water : and now I ſuppoſe I have made it apparent, that Manethon, whilſt he kept him- 
ſelf to the writings of the Ancients, did not err much : but when he left them, he ſor- 
ſook the truth, and fell upon ridiculous ſtories, which he either invented himſclt. 
I now think it not amiſs to examine a little 
rhe words of Cheremon, who profeſiing himſelf to write the Zeyprian Hiſtory, ma- AgaintChcre- 
keth mention of the ſame King Amenophis his Son Rhamſes, as Manethon doth, and 22 the Hitto 
reporteth that the Goddels Z{s appeared to Amenophis in his ſleep, checking him tor 
that her Temple was deſtroyed, and that Phiririphantes, a holy Scribe, told the King, 
that if he would expel all polluted and unclean perſons out of Zgypr,that then he ſhould 
not beany more terrified with theſe night-viſions. 1 
ſearch for all ſickand diſcaſcd perſons, he baniſhed them out of his Land, to the num- 
ber of 250002. And that rheir Captains were called Aofes and Joſeph, holy Scribes, 
alſo that theſe Zgyprians names were ſo, that Moſes was named 7:i/ithes ; and Feſeph, 
bus: and that they came to Pe/u/rm, where they found 330 
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Amenophis, whom he would not permit to come into Zgypt : alſo they all entring into H 
a league together, ſuddenly invaded Egypt, and Amenophis not abiding the brunt fled 
into Z£hiopia, leaving his wite great with child, who hiding her felt in Caves and 

Me*nes Son Dens, did bring fortha child whom they called Meſſexes, who afterward drove the Jews 

of Amenophs. ;nto Syria, being, in number 200000, and thisdone, he recalled his Father Amenophis 
out of Aithiopia. And thus Cheremon faith. 

But Iimagine, that which I have already faid, to be ſufficient to declare the vanity 
of both theſe Writers. For if that which they report were true, it were impollible that 
they ſhould ſo much differ : but they labour to deviſe lies, and write nothing agreeable 

Manethon's to other men's writings. For Manethon feigneth, that the cauſe of the banithment of 
ry the Lepers,was the King's deſire to ſee the Gous; and Chearemon faith, that it was for I 
compared to- that //rs after appeared unto him in his ſleep. /Zanethon allo faith, that Amenophis gave 
gether, the King that counſel ſo to cleanſe the Country ; and Chzremon faith, that he that coun- 
ſclled the King was called Phiritiphantes.

Manethon reports them 80000, the other 250000. Manethon ſays theſe Lepers were 
ſent diretly to the Quarries to work there in the ſquaring ot Stone, and that after- 
wards Avaris was given them for a Quarter, where having begun their War, they ſent 
Ambaſladors to Jer»ſalem to get that City into Contederacy. Cheremon tells us on the 
other {ide that when they were forced out of Fgypr, they found at Pelufiam 380000 
men whom Amezephis had repulſed , that joining with them they returned again into 
Egypt, and compelled 4menophis to iy into /thiopia, But that which is molt obſcr- g 
vable,is, that an Author,that was ſo exact in ric ſtory of the apparition of //75,ſhould for- 
get to let us know trom whence this great Army of 380000 did come, whether they were 
Egyptians, or Strangers , and for what reaſon Amenophis retuſed to admit them.

G/ermms every Age-containing atleaſta hundred and ſeventy years. Rameſſes alſo, Amenophis's 
Hiſtory. Son, according to Manethox's Hiſtory, being a young man fled into /Z7hiopia, and was 
baniſhed with bis Father, and afterwards aitiſted him in the Wars: Whereas Chzremon 
reporteth that he was born in a Cave alter his Father's departure, and that he getting 
the victory, did drive the Jews into Syr/a, who were in number two hundred thouland. x 
O felicity in lying! for he neither told what Nation thoſe three hundred and fourſcore 
thouſand were : nor yet how a hundred and fourſcore thouſand of them periſhed, nei- 
ther were they ſlain in the fight, or fled unto Rameſſes : and which is moſt to be admi- 
red, one cannot gather out ot his words whom he calleth Jews, or whether he attribute 
this his rame unto the two hundred and fifty thouſand Lepers, or unto the three hun- 
dred and fourſcore thouſand which were at Peluſtum. 

Bur it is folly to oppoſe my ſelf againſt them, who have {ufficiently contradicted 

themſclves : for had orher men controlled their Writings, they had been the more to 
.yimachus is be born withal. Lyſanachus was another of the ſame ſtamp, and one that not only ſe- 
_— tor conds but {urpatles them in their Lics , infomuch that we need no more than the M 
BO extravagance of his Story to prove his hatred to our Nation. He tells us that in the 
according to Reign ot Bocchor King of Fgypr, the Jews that were leprous or otherwiſe inſeted, re- 
Lon * ſorted in ſuch numbers to the Temples to beg the Charity of the people, that they com- 
and leprous mMunicated their diſtempers to the Egyprians. Bocchor conſulted the Oracle of Ammon, 
Fews were to 3nd received this anſwer, that he ſhould purific the Temples, and ſend into the Defarr 
be conveiphie? 21l thoſe ſick and infectious people, upon whom the Sun could thine no longer without 
derneſs, and regret, and that by ſo doing the Earth ſhould recover its primitive fertility. Thar 
ealt into the hereupon the faid Prince by advice of his Prieſts aſſembled all thoſe diſeaſed per- 
ſons, delivered them into the hands of certain Soldiers, who lapp'd fome of them in 
lead, and threw them into the Sea, conducting the reſt into the Wilderneſs,and leaving N 
them there to be deſtroyed by Famine. That in that diſtreſs the poor people con- 
ſulted together, made great fires, kept ſtrong Guards all night,and faſted very folemnly 
thereby to make their Gods more propitious ; and that a certain perſon called 7/oſes 
adviſed them to remove the next day, and march on till they found better Quarters ; 
to truſt no man ; to give no man good Counſel that asked them; to ruine the Tem- 
ples and Altars where-ever they came; and that this Counſel having been approved, 
they paſſed the Wilderneſs, and after much trouble and frequent diſtreſles, arrived in a 
Country that was inhabited, where they gave the firſt inſtances of their cruelty by 
abuling the Natives, and robbing their Temples; in which courſe they continued, till 
tiey came at length to J«ea, where they built a City, and called it Jero/z/a (which is 
as much as to fav, the ſpoil of holy things :} but that growing aſterwards more potent,

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A they changed that name (as too infamous) and called it Jeruſalem, and themſelves In- 
habitants of Jeruſalem.

Or 
how cameit to paſs, the King having drowned ſo many of them in the Sea, and left 
the reſt in the Wilderneſs, that ſtill ſo many ſhould be left > How did they paſs the 
Wilderneſs, and get the Country we now inhabit, and build a City and a Temple fa- 
mous through all parts of the Wotld 2 Thou ſhould'ſt not only have told the name of 
our Law-maker, but alſo what Countrey-man he was, and of what Parents, and what 
moved him in his journey to make ſuch Laws againſt the Gods, and againſt men. For 
if they were Egyptians, they would not fo eaſily have forgotten the Religion, wherein 
they were brought up: or of what place elſe ſoever they were, they had fome Laws 
or other, which they had been accuſtomed to keep. If they had vowed to have born 
no good will uatothem by whom they were driven out of their Country, they had fome 
juſt occaſion ſo to do : But to undertake War againſt all the World, and deprive them- 
ſelves of all friendſhip and help of mortal men, doth notſhew their ſotriſhneſs to much, 
as the fooliſhneſs of him who belies them, who moſt impudently afftirmerh, thar their 
City took the name of Church-ſpoiling, and afterward changed it. For what cauſe for- 
ſooth did they change the name thereof? Marry for that the former name was ignomi- 
nious to their poſterity. But theGentleman underſtood not, that Jeru/a/em ſignificth 
otherwiſe in Hebrew, than in Greek. And therefore what ſhould I ſtand to inveigh 
againſt a lie ſo impudently told? But this Book having been long enough, I will begin 
another, in which I ſhall endeavour to acquaint my felt of what I have undertaken.

Hrice honoured and beloved Epaphroditus, T have in my former Books, 
ſo far forth as I was warranted by truth, proved the Antiquity of our 
Nation out of the Writings of the Phenicians, Chaldees, and Egyptians : 
And for the further Confirmation thereof, I have produced the Teſtimo- 
ny of divers Greek Authors. Furthermore, I have oppoſed my ſelf againſt 
Manethon, and Cheremon, and divers others. Ir remains now that I convince thoſe 
who defied me more particularly, and give an anſwer to Appior, though indeed Iam L 
ſcarce ſatisfied that he deſerves it. For as touching part of what he hath written, it 
ſeemeth to be one and the fame with that which the reſt have written ; And as touch- 
\pp1on wrote ing the reſt, it is very cold and barren. The greateſt part thereof is ſtuffed with fol- 
fomething lies and detraCtion, and betrayeth his ignorance, ſhewing him to be a Man both looſe 
7ery coldly. {in condition, and turbulent in his life. And foraſmuch as divers men are ſo weak in 
their judgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be won by theſe follics, than to be 
wrought-upon by that which is written with better conſideration, vainly doting on 
detractions; and growing diſcontent to give car to other men's well deſerved praiſes : 
I have thought it neceſſary to examine his Labours, the rather, for that he hath writ- 
ten againſt us, as if he intended to accuſe us before a Tribunal, and convict us by pub- 
lick Trial. For I ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for the moſt part of men, to hug 
and take pleaſure, though perhaps he that beginneth to blame another Man, is himſelf 
convicted and found guilty of thoſe defaults, which he imputeth and objeReth againſt 
his Adverfary. 

The Diſcourſe of this Appos is fo difficult and perplexed, that 'tis no caſie matter to 
underſtand what he means : For troubled and confus'd with the incoherencies of his 
ſtories, ſometimes he relates the departure of our Anceſtors out of Egype according to 
the deſcription of thoſe, whom I have confuted before. Sometimes he calumniates the 
Fews of Alexandria, and ſometimes condemns the Ceremonies of our Temple, and our 
whole Doctrine and Religion. 

Now that our Predeceſſors have not taken their Original out of Fzypr, neither have 
been driven from thence for any infirmiry, or deformity of their Bodies, or for any 
Wound, Ulcer, or Pollution, I ſuppoſe that I have not only ſufficiently proved, bur 
alſo produced far more Arguments than was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report 

Appion con- and repeat that which 42pon alledgeth : For in the Third Book of his Fgyprian Hiſto- 
_ 6.4 ry, he writes thus : s/es, as I have heard it from moſt ancient Fgyprians, was born 
Oe at Heliopols, and being inſtructed in the faſhions of his Country, fuch Prayers as were 
wont to be faid in open placesand abroad, he cauſed to be faid in private within the 
City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould rurn themſelves towards the riſing Sun, 

{tor ſuch is the (vation of the City Z/e/epolis )and inſtead of Obeliſques or Pyramides, O 
ue ereced certan Pillars, under which there were certain ingraven Baſons, on which 
the 
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the ſhadow hapning to fall {the place wherein they ſrood being uncovered and in open 
air) they obſerved the fame courſe, that the Sun doth in the Firmament, Sce here what 
eloquence this learned man uſed, 

Now this lie of his needeth no words to refute it, fecing it 1s clearly refelled by ihe 4,.,, 
cfteas. For when Moſes firſt built that Tabernacle in honour of God, he lad no fuck ten + 
intent, nor faſhioned any ſuch form, neither ordained his Succetſors to do the like - NE 
And after this, when as So/omon builded the Temple in Jeraſalem, he never thought of iv 
any ſuch curioſity as Appion forgeth. He faith that he hath been informed by thoſe of t-1. 
Antiquity, that Moſes was a Heliopoiitan: for you mult underſtand that 47piou him- 
ſelf was young, and believed the relation of the aged fort of his acquaintauce, whic'y 
converſed familiarly with him; yer cannot this learned Grammarian julititic, where /Z-- 
mer was born, neither from what Country Py:hagoras came, although in reſpect, thev 
lived but yeſterday : And as touching Moſes, who lived ſo many ages, and (o grcat a 
number of years before them, he decideth rhe matter fo cafily, and giveth credit tothe 
reports of Antiquity ſo ſlightly, that it appearcth oſt maniieſt, that he is but a liar. 
As touching the time wherein he faith that ſes led away the Blind, Leprous, and 
Lame, this diligent Author accordeth very willingly with that which he himfelt hath 
faid. For Manerhon ſaith, that the Jews departed out ot Egypt about the Reign of 7þe- The compu- 
moſis, 396 years before Danaus fled out of Greece.

Now hath he purpoſely made mention of Carthage in this piace, as an infallible ar- 
gument of the truth of his Allegation, not conſidering that he draweth an argument 
againſt himſelf, by which himſelf may be convinced. For, it we may give credit to 
the Phenician Chroniclers as touching this Colony , it appeareth by them, that 
King #7iram lived more than 150 years before the foundation of Carthage, The

How impro- 
bable is it that x10000 men ſhould at one time be infected with the ſame Diſeaſe 2 And 
if they were made up of blind, and lame, and other Infirmities ( as he affirms in 
another place ) how could they have been able to have marched one day in a De- 
fart > Or how could they have been able to have fought, much leſs ſubdued the Na- 
tions that oppoſed them ? Can it be naturally believed of ſo great a multitude > Or 
can it without great abſurdity be imputed to accident? Yet Appion affirms, that theſe 
110000 men arrived all of them in Judea; and that Moſes being yet upon the Mount 
Sizai (which in thoſe parts parts Egyp? and Arabia) he continued there privately 
forty days; and when he came down, he delivered thoſe Laws to the Jews which are 
{till obſerv'd: Upon which I would be refolued in two things ; How it was poſſible for A4ppior's 
ſo great a number of men to croſs ſo vaſt a Deſart in ſix days? And how hecould ſubfift fcion of the

No marvel then, though he term them Fgyprians,wliom he hated and railed againſt ; for 
if he had not bcen perſuaded that the Zgyprians were wicked baſe people, he would ne- 
ver have denied himſelf to be their Country-man : For ſuch as proudly boaſt of their 
famous Country, eſteem it a credit to bear the denomination thereof, and reprehend 
ſuch, as without juſt cauſe make themſelves of their Nation. Wherefore the Egyptians 
are one of theſe two ways aftefted towards us Fews, either they claim us to be their 
Country-men, as glorying in us and their Country ; or elſe they and their Country be-

Ge Ros ſume to write the contrary, then he was partial and not to be believed, and if he was E 


ignorant hereof, he was then unlearned and as incredible on the other ſide. 


The like ignorance alſo diſcovereth he, where he wondereth that the Jews in 4lex- 
andria were called Alexandrians. For anentire Colony, though of different Nations, 
do all bear the name of their founder ; and, that I may ſhun prolixity,the Jews of Ax- 
tioch are called Antrochians ; Seleucus the Founder having made them alſo Citizens: the 
like may be faid of the Jews of Epheſus, and of the other of 7onia, who by the Kings 


Gifts enjoy the ſame privileges with the reſt of the Cirizens, 


The Romans alſo ot their Clemency have granted tlie name of their Nation, which 


is no ſmall gift, not only to private perſons, but to great Nations in general. 


To be {hort, the ancient Span/ards, the 7yrrhenes and Sabines are called Romans; or 
it Appion will take away this denomination of the City wherein men inhabit, let him 
ceaſe to call himſelt an .4/exandrian ; tor he being born in the heart ot Egypr, can in 
no wiſe be an Alexazdrian it rhe privilege of the City be taken away from him, as he 


would have it from us. 
And the Lordsof the whole World, the Romans, have amongſt all other Nations on- 
ly prohibited the Fgyprians from having the privileges of any City : and fo this Gentle- 
man being himſelt incapable ot Dignity, endeavoureth likewiſe to hinder them jrom it 
who have true right unto it. 
Alexander. For Alexander labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choice 
of us for want of People to furniſh the ſame withal; but for that he beſtowed rhe liberty 
thcreof upon us as a reward and teſtimony of our vertue and fidelity, endeavouring 
indced to honour and credit our Nation thereby : For Hecatzus reporteth that Alex- 
ander, tor the Jews good ſervice and fidelity, beſtowed upon them the Country of S$a- 
maria, and freed them from paying tribute for it. 

The fame good affection towards the Fews of Alexandria, Ptolomeus Lagus continued 
aſtcr hiro,for he delivered iato their hands the ſtrong holds of Egypr,C judging that their 
valour and fidelity would keep them) and intending to make himlelf Lord of Cyrene 
and other places in Libya, he ſent certain Jews to inhabit the fame. 

2 Pro/omeus, = Atter him Prolomeus Philade!phus did not only relcale and ſer tree all Captives of our 
#:uadeiphus. Nation in his Countrey, but allo Gd many times remit their payments of money, and 
(Which 
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A ( which was the principal point of all ) he deſired to be inſtrufted in our Laws and holy 
Scriptures, and for this cauſe ſent unto us, requeſting that we would ſend him fone x4. ;.,..+, 
learned men to interpret them unto him; and that this might be pertormed with more Interpreters 
diligence, he committed the care hereof to Demetrius Phalereus, Andreas and Ariſteus, 
Demetrius being the only mirrour of learning in his Age, and the other two Eſquires 
of his own Body : neither would he ever have deſired to have been inſtructed in our 
Laws and Cuſtoms, if he had deſpiſed us, and not rather admired us. But Appion knew 
that almoſt all the Macedonian Kings, his Succeflors in order, did peculiarly aftect our 
Nation. 

For Ptolomeus the third, which was alſo called Exergetes, conquering Syria by force, z proomes 

B did no ſacrifice unto the gods of Ezypt for his Victory, but came to Feruſalem, and Eergerer. 
there after our manner ſacrificed unto our God, and to him dedicated gifts worthy of 
ſuch a Victory. 

Ptolemeus alſo, firnamed Philometor, and his Wife Cleopatra, committed the Rule of |, _ 
his whole Kingdom unto the Fews, and Onias and Dofitheas, both Jews, were Generals | $rermntg 
of his Army, from whoſe credit 4ppion detracts; whereas he rather ought to have ad- 
mired them,and have thanked them for delivering Aexandria,whereof he maketh him- 
iclt a Citizen. 

For when there was Rebellion in Cleopatra s Kingdom, and all was in peril to be 
deſtroyed, theſe two men delivered A/exandria from Civil War : But Appzon faith, that 
after this Oias cameand brought a little Army into the City, at ſuch time as 7ermus 
the Roman Embaſladour was there preſent. True it is, and that Fact.of his was moſt 
juſt. 

For Ptolomeus Phyſcon after thedeath of his Father Ptolomens Philometor, coming out ,,,, 
of Cyrene, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra andthe Kings Sons, to the end that Phyſeon ceaſed 
he ( contrary to all juſtice ) might poſſeſs the Kingdom : and this was the cauſe why to perſecure 
Onias took Armes againſt him in Cleopatra's behalf, not forfaking his fidelity unto *I*%*: 
Kings in the time of neceſſity : yet God himſelf did manifeſtly witneſs his juſtice in 
this ation: For when Ptolomeus Phyſcon preſumed to tight againſt Onias his Army,and 
took all the Jews, their Wives and children that were in the City, and bound them, 
1 and ſtripping them naked caſt them before Elephants tobe deſtroyed (and tothe intent 
that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the ſaid Beaſts drunken) 
all which fell out contrary to his expectation : For the Elephants forſaking the Jews 
which were caw before them, fell upon Ptolomeus his friends that ſtood by, and flew 
many of them: which done, there appeared unto Pto/omeus a molt horrible Viſion for- 
bidding him to harm the Jews ; and his chiefeſt and beſt beloved Concubine alſo 
C whom ſome call 7thaca, others FHerene )came unto him, and beſought him to abſtain 
trom ſuch Impiety : whereupon he being ſorry, did penance for that he had already 
committed, and that which he thought to commit: So that the Jews of Alexandria 
celebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeſtly deliver them ; 
yet Appion ( who ſpeaketh well of no man ) accuſeth the Jews of impicty for bear- 
ing Arms againſt Phyſcon, whercas indeed he ought rather to have commended them 
for it. 

But Appicn extolleth Cleopatra the laſt Queen of Alexandria, only for that ſhe was of cloparrs 
unjuſt and ingrateful unto us ; when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whom thelait Queen 
all Impiety and wickedneſs reigned, both concerning her own kindred and her husband's * #4414 
who loved her, and alſo generally againſt all the Romans, and the Emperours his Bene- 

{2tors. She kill'd her own ſiſter Ar/ence in the Femple, who had not any ways of- 
lended her, ſhe alfo treacherouſly flew her own brother, and deſtroyed her Anceſtors 
tr. gods and ſepulchres3 and receiving the Kingdom from the firſt-Cz/ar's gift, ſhe in- 
crareiully rebelled againſt his ſon and Succeſſor: and infeting 4ntony with her poy- 
{oned drinks and amorous inchantments, ſhe made him rebel againſt his Country, and 
to be unconſtant unto his own friends, depriving ſome of Kingly dignity, and com- 
pelling others to be inſtruments of her impiety. 

What elſe ſhall we ſay of her, who in the Battel by Sea forced' A»tonius her own hus- —_ pr, 
band { who alfo: had many children by her ) to yield himſelf, the Empire and Army Cleoparre, 
unto her, and become one of her followers? Laſtly, when Alexandria was taken by 
Cz/ar, ſhe was fo cruelly minded,that not remembring her own eſtate, ſhe accounted 
it her ſafety with her own hand'to kill the Jews, that ſhe might be cruel and perfi- 

G dious to every body. | | |

crees, andi{the Writings of Augaif7us Czſar, wherein our Deſerts are teſtiived. Thete 
Letters 4Appion ought to have read, and to have examined all TeſtiWonies of vs, which 
were left firſt by A/exander,and then by all the Pro/omzes,and what the Senate of Kowe 
decreed, and the mighty Emperours. And it ſo be Germanzcus could not get Corn to 
ſuffice all the Inhabitants of 4/exandria,rhat was a token of ſcarcity and dearth,and nor 
the Jews fault. For what all Emperours thought of the A/exandrian Fews, it is mani- 
teſt enough ; for the Jews want of Corn was not only letr unſupplied, bur alfo the 
Ti.c Jeir: nave want of other Alexandrians. But they have always kept that wherewith the ancient 


ar yt a Princes did put them in truſt, to wit, the kceping of the River and whole Country,as 7 
Frinces. not being thought unfit for their purpoſes.

n. card nature? Yet our Nation ſeemeth one and the fame. If therefore amongſt you Egypti- 
ans,fuch difference of Opinions be, why doſt thou ſo marvel at this, that we in aſtrange 
The diſcord of Place, to wit, at Alexandria, do conſtantly perſevere in our Religion ? Bur he faith, that 
the Jews and | WE are the cauſe of all Sedition ; which ſuppoſe he ſpeak true of the Fews of Alexan- K 
_  _ dria, yet are not all Jews in all places the cauſe of Sedition; for we are known to be 
ligioa. peaceable amongſt our ſelves. Bur indeed as every one may perceive, the People, like 
Appion himſelf, are Authors of Sedition in Alexandria. For whilſt the Gree{s and Mace- 
donians held Alexandria, they and we lived peaceably together,and they permitted us 
The cauſe of quietly to uſe our own Solemnitics , but when the number of Fgyptians encreaſed, by 
their diicord: confuſion of time, Scdition alſo by their means encreaſed ; but our Nation remained 
Appion's iti» Unmixed. They therefore were Authors of thoſe troubles,not having the Government 
Of! _ of the Macedonians, nor the Wiſdom of the Greeks: but uſing their Egyptians msnners, 
= / bes Bhd renewing their old hatred againſt us, and that wherewithal they hit us in the teeth, 
of Sedition at befalleth them ; for moſt of them not haviag the privileges of the City themſelves, call 1. 
CR ® us ſtrangers that have them. For none of the ancient Kings beſtowed the liberty of 
"  thkeCity upon the Zgyprians ; neither have any of the Emperors of Rome beſtowed 
the privilege. But A/exander hirnſelf brought us into the City ; the Kings after him 
increaſed our privileges ; and it hath pleaſed the Roman Emperors to ratific and con- 
firm them. 
Bur Appics upbraids us for not erecting Statues to the Emperors ; as though the 
Emperors knew not hereof, or that they needed Appon to ſpeak for them : whereas 
The K-»nz he ſhould rather admire the Roman Magnanimity and Modeſty, who compel not their 
—gnmnty Suhjcdtsto violate their ancient Laws and Religion, but content themſelves with ſuch 
Jews, Honours as the Giver may with Piety and Equity give them ; for they account nor of 14 
forced Honours, which come of compultion. 
The Greeks, and divers others think it not amiſs to erect Statues; for they delight to 
have the Piftures of their Anceſtors, Wives, and Children, and ſome of their beloved 
Servants alſo : What marvel then if they accord to yield the like honour to Princes and 
Emperors?

A»d this (quoth he) was 
manifeftly known at ſuch time as Antiochus Epiphanes ſpozled that Temple ; who found 
that Aſſes Head, being of Maſſie Gold, and of great walue. |

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This Fable is not only full of all tragical cruelty, but alſo mingled with cruel im- H 
pudency ; yet for all this, the firſt deviſers hereof do not free Antzochus from Sacrilege, 
as they hoped hereby to do, who write it purpoſely to flatter him. For that which 
they report of the Greek foundin a Bed,did not move him to come and ſack our Tem- 
ple, he not knowing of it before he came and found it ſo(as they fay.) Antiochus there- 
fore was moſt impious ,and not aſliſted by God's favour in that enterprize, (wharlſoe- 
ver thoſe Lyers mutter)as it is cafe to learn by the Fat he committed. For wedonot ; 
only differ from the Greeks in Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyprians, and 
other Nations,; and what Nation in the world is there, that ſometime doth nov travel 
thyough our Country ? Is it then probable that we only renew that Conſpiracy againſt 
ray Greeks 2 Or how is it poſſible that ſo many thouſand people-as are of our own Nati- { 
on, ſhould all eat of the Entrails of one Man, as Appon reporteth > Or why did'lie not 
name this Man,whoſoever he was? Or why did not rhe King carry him with Trumpets 
before him into his Country 2 ſeeing thar in ſo doing, he might have been eſteemed 
full of Piery, and a great favourer of the Greeks, and greatly ſtrengthen himſelf againſt 
the hatred of the Fews, by their aid? But I omit to ſpeak more of thus ; for inſenſible 
people void of. all reaſon, muſt not be reprchended in Words, but by. Deeds ; 'for all 
men that have ſeen the building'of the Temple, can teſtifie what it was, and the unde- 
hob ook filed purity thereof. For it conſiſted of four Portico's, or Apartments, each of which, 
vle & Porches. BY our Laws belonged to ſeveral Perſons: Into the firſt, Strangers, and all people were

' come,attired with a Stole proper to him only;yea,we are in allthingsſo careful of Piety, 
that our Prieſts are appointed their certain hours when to-enter into the Temple. 
Forin the Morning, when the Temple was opened, the Prieſts rhat were to facrifice, 
entred into the Temple ; and at Noon again when it was ſhut ;: yea, it wasnotlawful to

tive thouſand they are to finuſh their waiting, they deliver up unto their Succeſſors the Keys of the 
—_ Temple, and all Veſſels belonging thereto, in the full number that they received thern ; 
and nothing is brought into the Temple, pertaining either to Meat or Drink, which 
are forbidden to be offered at our Altar ; thoſe things only excepted whereof we make 
our Sacrifice. What then ſhall we fay of Appzon, who examining nothing of all theſe M 
hath raiſed ſuch incredible Reports of us > How ignominious a thing is it for a Gram- 
marian, not to be able to deliver the Truth ofa Hiſtory ? Well, he knew the Piety uſed 
in our Temple, but he purpoſely omitted it 3 yet could he remember a feigned Tale 
of the Sacrificing of the Greek, his dainty Fare, and hidden Food, that all men that 
would paſſed through our Temple ;-whereas the moſt Noble among our whole Nation 
are not permitted to-come there, except they be Prieſts. 
This therefore is great impicty, and a voluntary forged Lye, to ſeduce them that 
will not ſearch-into the Truth. For they have attempted to ſlander us by thoſe impie- 
hoon Ten ties before mentioned.” And again, like one full of all piety, he derideth the vanity of 
2608 of Zibb. © theſe. Fables, and :reporteth, that at ſuch time as the Fews for a-long time together N 
dus. warred againſt the: /t{umeanvs, Zabidus departing out of a City of Idumea,where Apollo 
was worſhipped,cameunto the Jews,promiſing ro deliver unto them' Apo//o,the Doreans 
God, and bring him unto their Temple, if fo be that all of them would there aſſemble 
themſelves together ; and that afterwards Zabidus making a wooden Engine, and put- 
ting himſelf into.it, he cauſed three rows of Candles to be ſtuck about it, which made 
it at-a diſtance appear like a Comet, to the great amazement of the Fews, who being 
- tetrified and aſtoniſhed at the Viſion, gave Zabidus opportunity to paſs into the Tem- 
ple, to-poſleſs himſelf of the Aſſes golden Head, and convey it to Dora. Wherefare we 
may fay that Zppion leadeth an Aſs, to wit, himſelf with Fooleries and Lycs; for he na- 
meth Places that are not, and fetteth down Cities to himſelf unknown ; for /dumea is @ 
a Province near unto us, and bordering upon Gara ; and there is no City in it called

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A Dora; but in Phenicia, near unto the Hill Carme/us, there is a City of: that Name ; ©ora is aCity

yet nothing conſonant to Appion's Slanders; for it is four days Journcy from ;q not of 1 
Judea, duma3. 


Why therefore doth he fo rathly accuſe us for not worſhipping the Gods of other 
Nations, ſeeing ( as he faith ) our Predeceffors did fo eaſily believe that Apollo would 
come unto them, and that he walked upon the earth with Stars about his back? Per- 
haps indeed they had never before ſeen a Candle or Lamp, themſelves having fo many: 
or isit likely, that he walking thus quite through our Country, where ſo many thouſand 
men are, no one of them all met im? Did he in the time of War find the Towns 
and Villages by which he paſt, without any Watch-men 2 Well, to paſs the reſt ; The 


B Gates of our Temple were threeſcore cubits high, twenty cubits broad, all covered with The Gates 
Gold; yca, almoſt all of clean Gold, and theſe Gates every day were ſhut by two x Fmp:*, 


hurdred Men ; and it was too impious a thing to leave them open. Is it then credi- 
ble that this Candle-bearer could eafily open them, who alone was judged to have the 
Alle's head ? So that now it remaineth doubtful whether Za4idus did bring back a- 
gain the Aſle's Head, or elſe Approx took it of him, and brought it again to cur Tem- 
ple, that there Antiochus might find it, and ſo Appion might have another occafion of 


Lying. He alſo belyeth us concerning the Oath which he faith we Jews do take , Appion's Lys 
{wearing by the God of Heaven, and Earth, and Sea, never to favour any Stranger, concemning 


and eſpecially the Greeks. This Lyar might better have ſaid, not to favour any Stran- 
C &er, and eſpecially the Egyprians; and to his former Lyes and theſe ſhould have better 
correſponded, if our Anceſtors had been expelled (by their Predeceflors) out of Fgypr, 
not for their wickedneſ(s,but for their calamity. But we are fo far trom the Greeks, that 
we ſcarcely ever think of them: fo that no man can ſay, that there is any Enmity be- 
tween us and the Greeks. But contrariwife, many of them have embraced onr Reli- 
gion, and ſome of them therein perſevered : others again have forſaken it ; yet none 
of them will fay, that he heard this Qath ſpoken of among us: but it ſhould ſeem that 
only Appion heard of it, in that he himſelf forged it. Truly. his Wiſdom and great 
Providence is worthy to be admired ( as ſhall hereafter appear - ). for lic ,. to prove

theſe his Lyes to be true, faith, That it is a certain teſtimony, that the Laws weobſerve PP rurks a 


q are moſt unjuſt, and that we worſhip not God as we ought to do, in that welare ſub-.7ews wit! 
je& to divers Nations, and our City endured many Calamities: Whereas, tonching Cptivity. 


themſelves, they are of a City that flouriſheth in abſolute Authority, accuſtomed to 
govern from the foundation thereof, and not to ſerve the Romans.” In. effe&t, who'can 
reſiſt their Valour ? Truly no man but Appion would ever have flouted us herewith, 
ſeeing that few Cities ſo-flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought into ſubjeftion ;- for many Nations-are ſubject! to: others > :only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of ſuch as.rule Farope and Ara, for that (as they 
ſay ) the Gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved, by entring into the Bodies of 
Beaſts. Yet have-, they- not indeed had one days; liberty fince-the beginaing df 
the World , neither under the Government of their.own Princes, - nor under Stran- 
ers. SOELLUNC EY 
, I will nos ſtand to reckon how often the P-7/ans have waſted their City, deſtro;- 
ed their Temples, and flain their ſuppoſed Gods. For it is not. decent that E-ſhould- 
imitate hereia Appzon's fooliſhneſs; neither am. :. calling to memory what befel] the 
Athenians and Lacedemonians ; the laſt of which are recorded to have been moſt va- 
liant, and the.firſtto have been moſt "devout and religious : Neither will I reckon up 
thoie moſt godly: Kings, amongſt. wham Creſus was one, who, notwithſtanding tel! 
into great Calamities. Moreover, I will not recount how the Caſtle of 4thens was ſet 
on fire,and the Temples of Epheſus and De/phos likewile,and many others.There is now 


one-Appion, anew accuſer of the Jews,,. who upbraideth them. with their Calamities,. 


' forgetung the Mylery that hath befalten his Country-men the Egyptians ; but he was 
blinded with the Fable:ot Se/o/tris (whom he faith to have been King of Egypr.) We 


could report and boaſt of our Kings, David and So/omon, who ſubdued many Nations Davids and 
Solomon's 
Pos er. 


unto them ;. but. it,js not fit here ta jpeak,of them. But Appion was jgnorant of that 
which, all the World knoweth, ro wit, that the /gypride have ſeryed firſt the Per/tans , 
and, afterwards the Macedonians, and that as Bond-flaves ; whereas we remaining in 


free Liberty, reigned:over all the Cities about us 120 years, .even'funto the time of 


Pompey the Great; and when all the-other Kings were {ubdued: by the Romans, only 
our Kings,for their fidelity and friendſhip towards them, were dear unto them. O, but 
this ſticketh upon 4ppiox's Stomach, That we have not had any famous Men of our 
Nation, who have invented Arts and Sciences, and been excellent in wiſdom, ſuch as S- 
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eng admired, Appion puts himſelf into the number of theſe famous Men ; and faith, That 


Alexandria is bletſed and happy, that hath deſerved to have {uch a Citizen as heis; and 
creat reaſon that he ſhould teſtifie that of himſelf, which all Men elle perceive in him, 
to wit, that he is an impudent deceitful Fellow, both of corrupt Liie and Manners. So 
that the Alexandrians had juſt cauſe to be ſorry that they ever had any better opinion 
of him. But that our Nation had Men equal at leaſt unto thoſe whom he mentioneth, 
all Men know that pleaſe to read the Book of our Antiquity. The reſt that his Accu- 
ſation containeth, it is not amiſs to let paſs without anſwer ; ſor that it rather impeach- 
cth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us; for he doth complain of us for 
Sacrificing ordinary Beaſts, and abſtaining irom Swines-Fleſh ; and laughed at our 
Why the Jews Circumcifion. Touching the Sacrificing of Beaſts, we do as all Nations elſe do ; 
- Sacrince and Apron, inveighing againſt our Sacrilicing , theweth himſelf to be an Foyptian ; 
Beaſts, and do for were he either a Grecian or a Macedonian, he would not be herewith offended ; for 
not eat Swines both Greeks and Macedonians do vow to Sacrifice Hecatombs to their Gods, and ufe 
Fleſh, Prieſts in their Banquets; and yet for all this, the World is not deſolate ot living crea- 
tures, as Appion teareth. 

But were all Men ſo'mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be defolate of Men, and 
filled. with crucl Beaſts, which they (ſuppoſing th:m to be Gods) do diligently nou- 
rith. If any Man ſhall ask of 4ppion, whom of a!l rhe Z#2yp:ians he judged to bea wiſe 
Man, and moſt religious towards their Gods? no doubt he weuld anſwer, the Prieſts. 

For, they fay, that their firſt Kings in the beginning gave them theſe t'14 v Command- 
Pr het ments in charge ; firſt to ſeek Wiſdom ; and next, to weritup rae Gods; they alſo are 
comciſed, and all of -rhem circumciſed, and abſtain from Swines Fleſh , and- no other Egyptian Sacri- 
x - Swines ficeth with them'unto their Gods. Appion therefore was ſurely blind, when, inſtead of 
ans detracting us, he fpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains. For the 
Feyptiaus.do not only-uſe thoſe Cuſtoms which Appzon in us difalloweth; but alſo do 
teach others to circumciſe themſelves as Herodotus reporteth. So that verily think, 
that Hppion was juſtly puniſhed: for-blaſpheming his Country-Laws and Religion, For 
_ deal to circumciſe » himſelf, to avoid a great Diſeaſe, he was hereby nothing

neſs at all. | 
Þ will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converſation in general, and 
in particular: For if my Judgment be any thing , our Laws are moſt forcible, both M 
to Piety, and to all Humanity in general ; as alſo to Juſtice, Pains-taking, and Con- 
tempt of. Death. I only requeſt this Favour of the Reader, that he- will not with a 
prejudicate or malicious Opinion, peruſe theſe Writings ; for I- do not write this as 
a Praiſe and vain Olttentation of our Nation, but-as a juſt Apology, 'retuting the ſlan- 
derous Reports thax'ſome have uſed: againſt us. | 
Wherein 4po- Apollonius doth not continually inveigh againſt us as 4ppiox doth; but only hereand

to all theſe by him reported -; both that we have obeyed our Laws, and lived in all

Which 
Leing fo, it is the Duty of a good Law-maker tro make choice of that which is bet, 
and moſt convenient for them, who are to- obey their Laws, and to fatisfie them as 
much as may be, in proving their Laws to be good and right, and both in Wealth and 
Wo, Calamity and Felicity, to remain- in- them, never changing nor altering them. 1 
therefore averr, That our Law-maker is more ancient than any Law-maker mentioned. ,,. __..

Adverfaries own Confcſſions) ſhewed himſelf botha good Prince, and Counſellor un- 
to his People; for making Laws to direct and govern Mens Lives, he per- 
—_ them voluntarily to embrace them, and firmly to perſiſt in them with all 
Wiſdom. | 
And firſt of all, let us conſider the Works of his Greatneſs : For he undertaking 7 
the Condutt of many Thouſand of our Fore-fathers out of Egypt into our own 1 
Country , delivered them from many Calamities, almoſt impoſſible to be avoid. if 
ed: For they being to paſs through a Place wherein was no Water , and a very 
ſandy Ground , being alſo to war , and preſerve their Wives and Children, and 
Goods from the variable Event of Wars, he in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a moſt 
Wiſe and Prudent Counſellor, and a true Patron and Guide unto them all. For _) 
he made the Multitude ſo to depend upon him, that he might perſwade them off 
to what he pleaſed ; and yet in none of all theſe, did he ufutþ any Authority d 
over them ; and in that Time and Place wherein all Men of Authority aſſume 
D Power unto themſelves, and exerciſe Tyranny , at ſuch time as the People do of- FW 
tentimes offend, and live in' all manner of -Impiety ; at the fame, he being in Au- 4 
thority, did 'contrariwiſe uſe all Lenity and Mildneſs, to the intent that he might 
be a Pattern of Vertue and Juſtice to all the reſt, giving all thoſe that willingly tol- 
lowed him, moſt aſſured Safety, uſing in' all Accidents moſt ſtrange Works. For which 


cauſe he rightly deemed God to be his Captain and Counſellor : And firſt examining on A

God , he that compareth all their Laws together, may eafily know ; tor now oc- f 
caſion is offered to ſpeak of them : There are therefore an infinite Company . of is 
Nations, and Laws amongſt Men, and ſome Nations are ruled by Monarchs, others, i | 
by the common Conſent of the People. But our Law-maker doing neither of 
theſe, did, as one ſhould fay, therein declare his Common-wealth to be Divine, chiefly 
. aſſigning all Power and Principality over-us to'God, cauſing all Men to fix their. -* 
Minds and-Copitations'vn him, as the only Giver and Author of all Goodneſs, gi- 
ving them to underſtand, That whatſoever in their Neceſitty they intreat him for, he 
heareth their Prayers, and underſtandeth what every ' Man doth in private; yea, his 
very Cogiratrons; and that he is One, Unbegorten, and in all Times Immutable and 
Erernal; differing in a moſt excellent Shape from all Mortal Creatures : And this we Toe Gy 
knew'; but we' are altogether ignorant what God is,” as: touching his Subſtance and hw Bow 
Eſſence. wy FRAY IAN cerning God, 
And thus the wiſeſt Greeks that ever were, judged of ' God, who how learned they 
were ( he giving the Ground of all their Knowledge ) T now omit to rehearſe: And 
that theſe Things afore rehearſed , are beſt and moſt agreeable to the Nature and 
Magnificence of God , many do witneſs; as Pythagoras , 4naxagoras , and Pla- 
to 
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to, and aſter them the Szoicks , and aimoſt all other Plulofopliers have ſo thought #7 
oi the Divine Nature. But they delivering this their Philoſopliy in ſhort Speech . 
durſt not publiſh the truth of rheir Dotrine among the People already ſeized np- 
on by ſuperſtitious Opinions. But our Law-makers Works and Words {v agreed , 
that he ſatisfied at large all his People,, and they that were to be born of them, anc 
their Succeſlors, inſpiring, as it were, a certain Conſtancy into them. to perſevere in 
the fame, Nill referring the Czuſe of his Laws to their own Profit and Commodity, 
For he did not affirm the Worſhip of God-only to be part of Vertue; but he aſi;gn- 
ed other part thereof to Wit, Fortitude, Juſtice , and mutual Concord of all his 
Citizens. For all our Actions , Speeches, and what elſe foever , are all referred 
to Divine Picty. Which he left not touched , without any more 'D1iſcourie of it, | 
For theſe two are the Methods of all Diſcipline and Morality, whereot one frameth 
and direteth the Speech , the other, the Manners and Actions; which. being, ſo, 
other Law-makers were indeed wiſe in Advice and Counſel, and yet they made 
choice of one of theſe Methods, and left the other; for the ZLacedemonrars wero 
inſtructed in Manners, and not in Words ; as alſo they of Crete were ; but the 4- 
thenians, and almoſt all the Greeks, were. directed and trained up by the Laws in 
every thing they were to do; yet never.could they put their written Laws in pra- 
tice. But our Law maker very induſtriouſly did conjoyn both theſe together ; for 
he neither omitted the training them up in Manners and good Exerciſcs, neither did 
he ſurceaſe to leave them written Laws. K 


And firſt of all, making his entrance from the very Meats, and prelcribing to every 
one a convenient-Diet, he lett no man liberty amongſt us to dire himſelt in the leaſt 
matter concerning his Meat ; but he by Laws defined, both from what Meats we 
were to abſtain, and what to cat, and what ought to be our ordinary Diet ; as alſo, 
when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from Work ; ſo that we, as it. were, un+ 
der the Government of a Father or Maſter, might neither fin willingly, nor for igno-. 
rance ; for he did not appoint puniſhment for them that were ignorant of it, but by 
Law enafted a moſt neceffary and mild Chaſtiſement for the voluntary Offenders ; 
and for this Cauſe he did not only will, .that we ſhould once, or twice, or oftner hear x 
the Laws, but that once every Week, we all, omitting other Buſineſs, ſhould come 
to hear the Laws, and ſo learn them perfe&ly; which things all other Law-ma- 
kers, as it is well known, omitted: All which laudable Cuſtoms all other Law-makers 
have neglected ;. and the moſt part of men are fo far from living according to their 
own Laws, that, they are altogether ignorant of them; and having offended their 
Laws through ignorance, they then learn. by other mens means, that they havemade 
breach of their Laws; vea, the chiefeſt and moſt eminent men amongſt them, do 
profeſs herein, that they. are ignorant, caufing .thoſe that are learned and $kilful in 
their Laws, to fit as it werc in Commiſſion with them, to direct them. +. 

Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our Laws, can anſwer as rea-, ,, 
dily, as he can tell his own Name ; for every one of us. learning them, as it werc, fo 


ſoon as we come to the uſe of Reaſon, we have them, as it were, written-and printed

- Amongſt us no Man ſhall hear-any diffrent. Speeches and Opinions ; concerning. 
God ; whereas, amongſt all other Nations:u is, niolt frequent and ordinary : for, a+. 
mongſt them, not only , every one of the common People doth ſpeak his Pleaſure jn, 
this Point ; but divers Philoſophers alſo. preſume to :do it, ſome of them with thei; 
blaſphemous Speeches altogether deſtroying the Nature oi God, and.others, with the, 
like impudency denying him to have, apy care of Men; neither is there, any difles; 
rence amongſt us.of Aﬀarrs pertaining to,Man's Life ; butall Men with. us follow one: 
common expreſs Labour, and we all joyntly affirm th: Son of God, and tir he hath 
care of humane Afﬀairs, and all our Actions and Exeraifes : yea, any one may learn 
of our Women and Children , that all Things whixz%cyc: arc to be reduced to 
Piety.

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A Hence it growerh that ſome detract our Nation, for that amongſt us were no men 
inventers oft new Matters and Arts. To whom we will thus anſwer ; That other Nati- 
ons account it a Glory not to perſiſt in any thing tint their Fore-fathers uſed, and hold 
them of moſt account who can belt tranſgreſs their Fore-tather's wiſdom. But we con+ 
trariwiſe do account it the chicfeſt point of Wildom and Vertue, neither to donor 
think any thing contrary to that which our Anceſtors have decreed ; which is a token 
that our Law was eſtabliſhed by as good advice as was poſſible. For thoſe Laws that in 
all points are not as they ought to be;arc often by experience found faulty. But among(t 
us who believe, that our Law was firſteſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty 
God, nothing is pious and vertuous which may any wiſe impugn the fame. For who 
B can take away any tittle thereof, or add better in their ſtead 2 Or, who is he that can 
transferr and carry us from the obſervance of them,and ordain tor us better Laws to go- 
vern our Common-wealth ? or what Law can be more juſt and better, than that which 
the Wiſdom of God (who is Lord of all things) hath eſtabliſhed ? He firlt of all-permit- 
ted the diſpoſing of all principal affairs to the Prieſts in general, and moſt wiſely conſti- 
tuted a High-Prieſt as their Head ; neither were they choſen to this Dignity by our 
Law-maker, who either excelled in Nobility of Birth, or Riches , but he appointed ſuch 
to ſacrifice unto God, who were known to excel others in Wiſdom and Santtity;theſe do 
both keep our Laws,and obſerve all other things belonging to their Office, with all in- 
tegrity ; for our Prieſts are appointed Overſeers of all things, and to judge all Strifes 
C and Controverſies, and to puniſh Offenders. 

What Monarchy then or Kingdom can be more holy than this 2 Or how can God

be better honoured than amongſt us, where all People are prepared to Piety, and the people are to 


Prieſts commanded ſo to rule and govern the Common-wealth, asit they were celebra- 
ting ſome Feſtivity ? 

And whereas other Nations are weary of celebrating their Myſteries ( which they 
term Sacrifices ) in a few days ; we wittr joy, pleaſure, and immutable wills, do cele- 
brate our Sacrifices continually without intermiſſion. It reſteth now that I ſet down 
our Precepts and Laws, as Arguments of that which I have ſaid. 


The firſt is of God ; of whom our Law ſaith, God comprehendeth all things ; he is Of God,and of 


D moſt perfe&, moſt bleſſed, he is ſufficient both for himſelf and all things elſe; he is the 
beginning, midſt, and ending, famous among(t all things for his Works and Benefits, 
more maniſeſt than, any thing elſe; but his ſhape and greatneſs is tous unſpeakable, 
all Matters (how precious ſoever )being compared with his excellent Beauty,arenothing 
worth; and all Art , compared with his Invention, is un-artificial; we can neither ſce, 
conceive, nor imagine any thing like him.

Our Conformity is pleaſing to him, and with that our 
Priefts do conſtantly adore him, and he amongſt them hath the firſt place,whoby birth 
is the chicieſt: He it is who firſt ſacrificeth to God, ſeeth the Laws obſerved, judgeth 
Controverſies, and puniſheth: thoſe that are convicted by the Law , whoſoever diſo- 
beyeth him; ſhall be puniſhed as one that rebels againſt God himſelf : He offereth $a- 
crifices, not of Gluttony or Drunkenneſs ; for God is not pleaſed with ſuch Sacrifices, 
but rather injured, and fuperfluous expences are thereby made. HIEET 

But God loveth' them-that are temperate, and orderly, and of good behaviour, and 
eſpecially requireth in us that Sacrificeiand inviolable Chaſtity. In our Sacrifices offer'd 
for our common Good, we firſt of all pray. in common, and then every one for him- 
ſelf, becauſe we are all fellows,and he that delighteth herein more than in his own life, 
is molt acceptable to God. | 

We pray and vow unto God, not requeſting Riches of him ; for he of his own accord

Man and Wife, done to the intent to get Children. But that men ſhould abuſe one ano- H 


ther againſt nature, it altogether difalloweth, and puniſheth ſuch Offenders with death. 
It commanderh us to marry, not reſpecting the Dowry, neither muſt we take Women 
violently and by force, nor allure them by deceitful perſwaſtons;but that we rather ob- 
tain the good-will of the Parent,and uſe ordinary means to perſwade. It alſo appointeth, 
that the Woman ſhall be in all things inferiour to the Man, neither is ſhe to obey in 
committing wickedneſs, but as one under Government : For it is God that gave Man 
this Authority. . With her the Husband only may lawfully accompany, and it is abo- 
mination for her to make trial of another Man ; and whoſo attempteth this, can no 
ways avoid Death ; the like penalty attendeth him, if he offer violence toa Virgin 


eſpouſed unto anorher Man ; or if by perſwaſions he overcome a married Woman, or | 


other that hath Children ; and all this our Law commandeth: It hath alſo interdicted 
all women from concealing their Children being born;or otherwiſe to.deſtroy them;tor 
ſo the ſhouid be a Child-killer, deſtroy Souls, and Mankind : Whoſo therefore. uſeth car- 
nal Copulation and Corruption, is unclean by our Laws, and Women after lawful Co- 
pulation,muſt wath themſelves, judging that a part of their Soul was by this Act defi- 
led, and ſhe being puffed up, was wounded in her Body, and therefore our Law ordain- 
ed water of Purification for them. Neither is it lawful for them'to feaſt and banquet at 
their Child-birth, whereby an occaſion of Drunkenneis may grow ; but that their be- 
ginning ſhould be temperate : They are likewiſe commanded to train up their Children 
in Learning, that they may learn the Law, and Actions of their: Fore-fathers, and 1mi- 
tate them; that ſo being trained up in the Law, they may nor fin nor tranſgreſs them 
by Ignorance. 

Our Law hath alſo provided for the Purial of the Dead, that our Funerals ſhould nei- 
ther be pompous,nor our Sepulchres gorgeous, commanding every Houſhold to perform 
all Neceſlaries touching the Burial ot their dead, permitting all men at any onesdeath 
to aſſemble themſelves togerher, and bewail the dead: It alfo commandeth every one 
{ yea, even the dead Man's own Family ) to purifie themſelves after the Burial, and to 
go afar off, as ſzeming to be unclean. 

It alſo appointeth puniſhment for them that have committed Murther, either wil- 
fully, or againſt their will. 

It bindeth every Man to obey his Parents next after God, and commandeth that 
thoſe Children that do not . ſhew themſelves grateful unto them, or in-any thing do 
grieve them, that they ſhould be ſtoned to death : It alſo commandeth all young Men 
to reverence old Men, becauſe Gods Elder to us all. 


It permitteth not Friends to conceal any Impiety ; for God is not their Friend who 


doth not diſcloſe them : And- if Friends fall out that do know one anothers Secrets; yet 
they are commanded not to bewray them. - 

If any Judge take a Bribe, he is to be puniſhed with death for omitting Juſtice, and 
aſſiſting the guilty. No man muſt take any thing away that he himſelf placed not ; 


and no Man muſt take that which is not his own. Noman for knding muſt take uſu- M 


ry ; and many ſuch like things our Law commanderh,concerning cauſe of Communion 
between us and others. | 

It is alſo notamiſs to recount how our Law-maker provided for the entertaining of 
Strangers amongſt us: For he ſeemeth fo to have provided, that to our knowledge we 
neither corrupt our own Laws,nor deny to impart them to others ; but he entertaineth 
all liberally that will come and live under our Laws, judging the community of man's 
Lite not ſo much to conſiſt-in the Nation whereof we come, as in the unity ot our 
minds and converſation. He forbiddeth. others that are ſtrangers, and come not with 
that intent,to be admitted tro our -Solemnities ; yet he commanded us to exhibit unto 


them all other thi ngs neceſſary ; and that we ſhould give unto all Men fire, water,meat, N 


and bury them being dead. He hath alſo-moſt mildly determined how we ought to deal 
with our: Enemies, that we neither deſtroy their Country with Fire,nor cut down their 
Fruit-trees. «1 q: at 

We arealſo forbidden to rob and ſpoil thoſe that are ſlain in- fight, and deal injuri- 
ouſly with our Captives, and eſpecially if they be Women: yea, heſo endeavoured to 
teach us Humanity and Mildneſs,..that he: provided, that-we uſe even unreaſonable 
Beaſts courteouſly, and only employ them to ſerve our lawful need, and no further; for 
he forbiddeth us to kill any tame' thing bred in houſes, and that we ſhould not kill the 
old Birds and their young together;and becauſe many wild Beaſts, enemies to Mankind,

I ſhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make it manifeſt ; for many of 
our Fore-fathers, only for that they refuſed to ſpeak againſt our Laws, or otherwiſe 
than our Laws permitted, have moſt manfully and conſtantly endured all torments and 
death it ſelf. 

If our Nation were unknown to all the world, and that this our voluntary obſervation 
of our Laws,were not manifeſt toall the people,it any man ſhould reportuntothe Greeks, 
that either he had read this which I have declared, or elſe that he had found People in a 
ſtrange Land, ſuch as we be, having ſo pious and honeſt opinions concerning God, and 
who had for many ages perſevered therein; I doubt not but they would all admire and 
wonder hereat, conſidering the great mutability amongſt themſelves. 

To be ſhort, thereare ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, whohave lately written : 
of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as though they had written things T* <ontinu- 
tabulous,and altogether impoſſible. And (to ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers, who Lawsamongit 
have written of this Argument) that divine P/aro amongſt the Greeks, a Man, who in the 7ews. 


honeſt Life, vertuous Speech, and ſound Philoſophy, excelled all others, this Man is cnn ky 


D almoſt continually ſcofted at by them, who in their own conceit are skilful in civil af- Greek. 


m7 


fairs, and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whoſoever conſidereth his Writings 
with diligence, ſhall often and eaſily find matter agreeable with moſt Mens Manners; 
yea, this Plato himſelf conleſſeth, that he darenot, by reaſon of the common people's 
1gnorance, ſet down the true opinion of God. 

Bur many think P/azo's words full of vanity and licentiouſneſs,and admire Lycargus, j jy, the 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſolong time perſevered in his Laws. Ir is theretore Law-maker 2- 
an evident demonſtration of Vertue to remain in their Laws.But if thoſe who ſo admire 7978/t the 

: "op i þ : . : " L acedemont» 

the Lacedemonians do compare them with us,and the time during the which their Laws Mm. 
were in force, withthe time of our Commonwealth, they ſhall find that ours hath 
continued more than two thouſand years. They hall alſo find that the Lacedemonians 
did only perteQly obſerve their Laws, during ſuch time as they were in proſperity and 
liberty, and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindtul of their 
Laws. 

But we, who have felt many thouſand Miſhaps, by reaſon of the often change of 
Princes in 4/ta, have not in theſe our laſt miſeries and evils forſaken our Law. Neither 
can any man fay,that liberty and licentiouſnelſs of Lite is the cauſe why weſo diligently 
obſerve them,ſcting that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proof, that they tie usto more "EY 
{tric Lile and laborious, than thoſe of the Lacedemonians did them : For they neither ener 
tilled the Earti,nor uſed any handy-craft; but ceaſing from all labours and pains-raking, with the L<- 


x lived in their City, tat, and in fair liking, having both their meat, and all other neceſſa- —— 


ries provided and prepared for them by others,and eſteemed that only their felicity to do 
and endure any thing, ſo that they might prevail againſt thoſe againſt whom they en- 
terprized Wars : And that they failed alſo herein, I omit to rehearſe. For not only one 
or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting their 
own Laws, vielded themſelves to their Enemies. And can any one tell ot ( I fay not 
manyJbut of one or two of us that ever was treacherous to his own Laws,or that feared 
to die for them? I mean not a common death, ſuch as Soldiers are ſubjeCt unto ; but 
ſuch a dearh as is effected by all torments and tortures that can be deviſed. Which 1 
think thoſe that prevail againſt us, impoſed upon us, not for hatred, but that they de- 


G ſired to ſee ſo admirable a matter; and to ſee we being but Men, and ſuch who eſteem- 


ed itthe greateſt impiety poſſible to do it, could be compelled by them to ſpeak or do 
any

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The (1:74 Dy thing contrary toour Laws. Yer it is no wonder that we for our Law do die with H 

Laws of the fach conſtancy, rather than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 

lews. dure that which we account a trifle, to wit, labour and ſimple fare, abſiinence from our 
Wives,and obſervation of our days of reſt,and we are always careful that when we fight 
againſt our Enemies, we obſerve our Laws concerning our Meats, And thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them. 

Let now Lyfmachus or Molonus paſs, and all ſuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophiſters, deccivers of young men, and detraCcters of our Nation, as though we 
were the: wickedeſt people living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other 

Nations: for it is our Cuſtom to keep and obſerve our own, not to detract others; yea 
_ po and our Law-maker openly prohibited us from blaſpheming ſuch, as other Nations | 
and blaſpheme hold for gods, only for the name of God attributed unto them : yet may we not leave 
"4 only the Objections of our accuſers unanſwered, ſeeing that which we are to ſpeak againſt 
Godimputed #EmM is not our own device, but many before us have ſpoken it. Who then of all the 
unto them. Wiſe Greeks will not condemn the moſt famous Poets, and eſpecially the Law-makers, 
Thenumber of WP9 at firſt brought and ſettled ſuch vain opinions of the gods among the common peo- 
gods. amongſt Ple? aſhirming the number of them to be as many as they thought good, and that they 
the Gentiles were born at divers times, allotring to every one his proper place,as unto other living 
"0 Creatures: ſome to be under the Earth, others in the Sea, and the ancienteſt amongſt 
them in Hell, fettered and bound - and thoſe whom they place in Heaven,in wordsthey 
do term him a father,but in deeds they ſhew him to be a Tyrant; and for this cauſe they kK 
The Fable of report that his Wife, his brother, and his daughter, whom they affirm to have been born 
Fupiter and of his Brain, confpired againſt him to bind him and hang him, as they report bimalſo 
ws to have dealt by his father. Againſt theſe vanities all excellent and wiſe men do wor- 
thily inveigh,who beſide this already rehearſed in derifion add, how ſame of the gods 
are young, ſome are old, fome infants, others are gods of Arts and Sciences, and one 
is a Smith, another a Weaver, another a Pilgrim , and at variance with mortal men, 
others delight in Muſick, others in Shooting: Moreover that they are at variance one 
With another amongſt themſelves, and thatthey fall our one with another in mens behalf, 
and that not only one of them layeth violent hands upon the other, but that alfo they 
are wounded by mortal men, and forrow, and grieve for the wounds ; and:that which L 
is moſt abominable of all, do uſe carnal Copulation with mankind, and that moſt un- 
decently, that their unbridled Juſt is extended both to men and women. Then that 
Jurrter, their chief god, whom they call father, contemned and drowned certain women, whom 
he himſelf had deceived and gotten with child, and that he could not deliver the Chil- 
dren born of theſe Women trom calamity, for that deſtiny had obliged him, nor ſee 
their deaths without tears. 
This is all good ſtuff, asalfo is that which followeth, to wit, Adulterics committed in 
Heaven fo openly and impudently among the gods, that ſome profeſs themſelves toenvy 
their tellow gods and goddeſles tied together in fuch filthineſs. And what ſhould the 
reſt of them do, when as their King, the moſt ancient amongſt them, could not refrain M 
his luſtful licentiouſneſs and debauchery ? Moreover, Some of them became ſervants 
unto men, fome built houſes for money, and others became Shepherds, others like ma- 
lefactors were chained in Hell. What man then, that ever was accounted wiſe, would 
not bluſh at theſe tollics, and reprove the inventors hcreot, and the toolith believers al- 
ſo? Others made them ſubject to terrour and fear, and madneſs, and fuch ſimplicity, 
as that they might be deceived,and all other naughty paſlions to be found inthe nature 
of their gods, and have perſwaded whole Cities to offer ſacrifice to the molt noble a- 
mongſ{tthem, And they are1n great perplexity, thinking that ſome of the gods are the 
givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and fo ſeek to pleaſe them 
with giſts.as they would do wicked men; and they are verily perſwaded, that they Ny 
ſhall ſuſtain great damage by their means, except they do daily pacific their wrath 
by frequent gutts. 
Whats the What is the cauſe of this ſhameful ignorance, and erroneous iniquity concerning 
—_ LI God? Truly Iam perſwaded, For that their firſt Law-makers were themſelves herein 
cerrung God, to ſeek, and ignorant of the nature of God, or elſe that they did not faithfully deliver 
unto their Common: wealth,ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point ; but as 
though it had been a thing of leaſt moment, did willfully let ir paſs, giving licence too 
Poets, and permitting them to deifie and make gods whom they pleaſed, and that the 
Orators ſhould write of the Common: wealths any and tell what they likedoi {trange 
gods. 
. Moxeover, the Painters and Image-makers amongſt the Greeks'had a great hand in 


mak.ng 
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A makingof Gods,it being lawful for them every one to frame what ſhape he liſt,and how ON. 2p, 
he liſt, ſome of Earth, others of Colours; and the chiefeſt God-makers amongſt them (6 muriruce 
as Ivory and” Gold to make their God of ; a true argument of their mutable No- of Gods. 
velty. 

And then the ancient Gods, whom at firſt they honoured and reverenced,as much as 
they could poſſibly deviſe, being now withered with Age, are out of Credit, and other 
Youngſters poſſeſs their Places and Honours ; their Temples alſo, ſome are deſolate, 
others newly erected, as Men pleaſe. Whereas contrariwiſe, they ought moſt conſtant- 
ly to keep their opinion of God, and his Religion. 

Apollonius Molon was one of theſe proud Fools ; but thoſe Grecians that followed the 
B true Philoſophy, were not ignorant of what I have faid of the Nature and Eſſence of 
God, but agreed with us in our Opinions, and laughed at theſe ridiculous Fictions. 
Which Plato well ſeeing, affirmeth, that Poets are not to be permitted in a Common» p14, gecreed 
wealth, and ſendeth Zomer away very honourably, crowned and anointed, leſt that he that no Poet 
with his Fables ſhould deſtroy ordeprave the true opinion of God: For Plato, of all o- P2uid ; 4a 
thers eſpecially imitated our Law-maker,as he did herein alſo,commanding his Citizens, Common- 
that all of them ſhould pertely learn his Laws, and that for no caſualty any ſtrange wealth. 
foreign Cuſtom ſhould be admitted into their City ; but that their Common-wealth 
ſhould be pure, and they perſiſt in the obſervation of their Laws. But Apolonius Mo- 
lon, not reſpeQting this, inveigheth againſt us, for not receiving into our Society Men 
C of ſtrange Opinions in Religion , whereas not only we doſo, but commonly all Greeks, 
yea, and themoſt prudentamongſt them. 

The: Lacedemonians expelled all Strangers, and did not permit their Citizens to tra- x; x ,ced-- 
vel into other Countries, fearing that both ways their Laws might be corrupted. They monians did 


therefore are to be ſpokenagainſt rather than we,ſeeing they neither admit Strangers to <xP*! all Fran 


converſe with them, nor to inhabit amongſt them, nor impart their Religion unto ** 

them ; but we,though not deſirous to learn the Religion of other Nations, yet do we 

not deny to impart ours to Strangers, who deſire to embrace it : which, if I be not de- 

ceived, 1s a token of magnanimity and clemency in us: But this ſhall ſuffice concern- 

ing the Lacedemontans. 

D Apollonius was ignorant how matters ſtood with the Athenians, who boaſt that their The Acheni- 
City was free toall Nations; but they did moſt ſeverely, and without all mercy puniſh 4» Manners. 
thoſe that did but ſpeak any word againſt their God. For what was the cauſe of Socra- 

tes his Death 2 He neither betrayed the City to Enemies, nor deflroyed their Tem- 

ples, but only ſwore by a ſtrange Oath, which, as he ſaid, (whether in jeſt or in earneſt) 


a Devil taught him,and for this offence, he was put to death by drinking Hemlock ; his 


Accuſers alledging, that he corrupted young men, and contemned the Laws and Religi- tizen of 4- 
on of his Country. And this Socrates ſuſtained being a Citizen of Athens. ebens. 
Anaxagoras Was of Clazomenia,and for that he affirmed the Sun, which the Arhenzans 
worſhipped for God, tobe a fiery Stone,he was by the Sentence of ſome few condemned 
E to die. They alſo proclaimed, That whoſoever would kill Diagoras of Melus, ſhould be 
rewarded with a Talent for his labour, only for that this D:agoras was faid to deride A Talent is 
their Myſteries : Protagoras alſo had been by them taken, and put to death, had he not $5» Crowne. 
eſcaped, only for that they ſuppoſed him to have written certain doubts of the Atheni- 
an Gods. And what wonder 1s it that they uſed their Men at this rate, when they pra- 
Ctiſed theſame cruelty upon their Women, one of their She-Prieſts being pur to death 
for worſhipping a ſtrange God ; their Laws appointing, that whoever brought a ſtrange 
God into their City ,ſhould be puniſhedwith deathzlr is therefore evident,that they who 
enacted ſuch ſtrait Laws, believed not the Gods of other Nations ; for had they 
 Sattovod in them, they would not have deprived themſelves of the Benefit of many 
Gods. 


ANA1Xagor as: 


The very Scythians (who delighted in Manſlaughter ſo much, that they very little The Scy-hians 


diflered from brute Beaſts )yet did they think themſelves bound to maintain their own 

Laws, as belt, ſo that they flew Anacharfis, a famous Greek, that came untothem, only 

for that he ſeemed to attribute too much unto the Grecian Gods; yea, thou maiſt find 

many among the Per/iazs, who for this cauſe have been tortured. And it is evident that 
Apollonius approved the Perſian Laws ; for when the Greeks admired their Fortitude The Perſians 
and Concord of Opinions concerning God, I mean, the fortitude they ſhewed at the 5 
burning of their Temples,this Apo//onzus in all things imitated the Per/tans,violating o- 

ther mens wives,and putting out their Children's Eyes; whereas our Laws adjudge him 

G to death that uſerh beaſts ſo unreaſonably : And neither the fear and rerrour of Poten- 

tates, nor the ſavour of them whom all men reverence, could ever cauſe us to forſake 
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or abandon theſe Laws : neither do we exerciſe fortitude, to deprive other men of their H 
goods and fortunes by War ; but to keep our own Laws;and we who patiently put up 
all other injury ; yet if any mando in our Religion provoke us, we preſently ſeek re- 
venge, not reſpeting our own ability ; yea, though thereby we work our ownutter ru- 
ine and calamity. What therefore ſhould move us to imitate the Law's of other Nati- 
ons, when they that made thoſe Laws ( yea, even the Law-makers themſelves ) did 
tranſgreſs them ? Or how can rhe Lacedemonians avoid reproach tor theirinhoſpitality, 
and negletting Marriage? or the Fl;ans and Thebans, tor accompanying with men con- 
trary to the Law of Nature, which Fact,moſt ſhameful,they deemed good and neceſſary 2 
Yea, not content to do fo themſelves, rhey alſo afcrivedthe like unto their Gods, to be 
done by them (which the Greeks alſo now of late have done) and for this cauſe they x 
retuſed to marrv with their own Women ; judging their ſatistaction to be contrary to 
the preſcript of Nature : But I will ſpeak no more of puniſhment ; neither how. great 
Maletactors thoſe firſt Law-makers freed from puniſhment, being bribed with Money, 
and how unjuſt they were in. the Laws appertaining to Wedlock. It is long to examine 
what great occaſions of Impiety they gave: For many have already long ago forſaken 
their Laws ; which cannot be faid ol vs, who, for our Laws have ſuffered lofs of our 
Cities, Fortunes, and Lives, we keeping and perſiſting in our Laws evenunto death ; 
and it any Jewbe in a ſtrange Country, where there is a Tyrant King, yet doth not he 
ſo tear him,thar he would tor his Command in any jot tranſgreſs our Laws.It therefore 
we do valorouſly endure thus much for our Laws, all men muſt needs grant our Laws 
to be very good : But if they fay we ſutter all theſe Calamities to maintain wicked 
or naughty Laws, what puniſhment are they not worthy of, who, having ( as they 
ſay ) better Laws than we , do fo eaſily forſake them; whereas we do maintain ours 
even with our Lives? But ſeeing the Antiquity of Laws 1s the greateſt Argument to 
prove their goodneſs, I will fer down of what Antiquity our. Laws are, together 
with our Law-maker's Opinion of the Deity ; it theretore any one compare our Laws 
with the Laws of all Nations, he ſhall find ' that ours are .of more Antiquity than 
theirs by many Ages. For our Laws eſtabliſhed amongſt us, have been imitated of all 
other Nations : For though the firſt Greeks did pretendedly obferve their own Laws, 
yer all rheir Philoſophers did imitate ours, and our Opinions of God,and taught others 
the ſame Mannersand Converſation ; yea, the common people did long fince imitate 
our Piety, Neither is there any Nation, either Greek or Barbarian, who have not after 
iome manner obſerved a Sabbath as we do, and Faſting-days, and Lamps, all which 
they learned of us; yea, many do alſo obſerve our Cuſtoms concerning their Meats,and 
our unity and concord, wherein we excell all other Nations, our community alſo, and 
induſtry in Arts and Labours,and ſufferance for our Laws.And which is moſt to be ad- 
mired,our Law,not having any to force us to obſerve it,hath ſo obliged our hearts, that 
as God is of all the world honoured without compulſion, ſo are our Laws amongſt us, 
without any violence or force : And whoſoever doth diligently conſider his own Nati- 
on and Family, ſhall find that which I have reported to be true. I will now generally 
reprehend the voluntary malice of all men; for eicher they mean,that we having theſe 
200d Laws, do yet little eſteem them, and follow worſe ; or it they do not ſo mean, let 
them hold rheir malicious Tongue from any further calumniation. Forl do not take up- 
on me the detence of this Cale, for that I bear any hatred to any man ; but for that I 
and all the Jews do honour and reverence our Law-maker, and believe that whatſoever 
he prophefied, proceeded from God ; yca, although our felves did not know the | 
goodnels of our Laws, yet the maltitude of them that imitate them, were a ſuſhcient 
Motive to induce us thereunto. But I have at large,and with all fincerity diſcourſed of 
our Lawsand Common-wealth, in my Books of our Antiquity. And now again I have 
made mention ot them,neither in contumely of other Nations,nor in praiſe,ot our own; 
but only to reprove ſuch as have moſt maliciouſly and impudently belyed us,contrary 
to the known truth: And [| think I have already fully performed that which | have 
promiled : For I have thewed our Nation (contrary to their affirmations) to be moſt an- 
cient, Which I have proved by the teſtimony of many ancient Writers; who, in their 
Works have mentioned us. 

Our Adverfaries affirm us to have come of Fgyptians : I have ſhewed that our Fore- 
fathers came into Egypt out of ſome other place. They alledge that we were expell'd 


Fzypt, tor that we were inic&ted with Diſeaſes : I have proved that our Predeceflors 
came from thence to their own Country by means of their own Prowelſs and Force, of 
their own accord. Orhkers labour to detame our Law-maker, as a wicked perſon,whoſe O 
Vertu many of ancient timcs, and fo long time as hath becn ſince him, do witneſs. 
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It is not needful to ſpeak more largely of our Laws ; for they by themſelves appear 
pious and good, and ſuch as do not invite or incite us to the hatred of other Nations, 
but rather ro Communion and Friendſhip, being both enemies to Iniquity, and Coem- 
manders of Juſtice, Baniſhers of Luxuriouſneſs, and Teachers of Frugality and Labour, 
forbidding all Wars enterprized for Avarice, and preparing the People to ſhew Fortt- 
tude in them, and for them, inflicting, inevitable puniſhment upon their Tranſgreſlors, 
not eaſily to be deceived by gloſing Speeches, and executing in Action all that they 
in Word command ; yet amongſt us the execution of them, ana obſervation is more 
ready than the Words of them. 


I therefore confidently affirm, That we do teach more pious and vertuous Manners The Origin - 
B than other Nations do. For what can be better than inviolate Piety 2 Whar more juſt dug Jews 


than to obey the Law 2 What more profitable and commodious, than to be at Unity 
and Peace amongſt our ſelves? and neither to forſake one another in calamity, nor in- 
jure one another in Proſperity ; to contemn and deſpiſe Death in time of War, and in 
Peace to labour, and till our Grounds, and to uſe otherArts and Works, and always to 
think and believe, that God beholdeth all our Actions, and ruleth and diſpoſeth all 
Things 2 If theſe be either written or obſerved by any one before this time, we are 
then to thank them, as being their Scholars ; but if they were never extant before, 
then we are known to be the firſtAuthors and Inventersof them. Let therefore Appion 
and Molos periſh, and all others that with them are convicted of lying, and ſlandering 
C us. This Book is written to thee, Zpaphroditus, who lovelſt the Truth ; and to others; 
who by thee will, or are deſirous to know the ſame. 
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MARCEUS, The Maccabetian Ruler of the Re- 
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Have not grudged, Vertuous Father,to Dedicate anto thee a days Labour , where- 
in I have perujed, and what in me lieth,amended the Book which Joſeph writ of 
the ſeven Maccabees Brethren; and would it had lain in my power more abun- 
dantly to have anſwered your expetlation : I bave now ( for that 1 counted the 
Greels Copy ,) by the Latin conjettured the Greek, and altered ſome things; yet 
but very few. Joſeph doth not falſly boaſt himſelf to have attained to the excellency of the K 
Greek 7ongue ; and this Book will ſufficiently witneſs the ſame, wherein he ſhewed great 
Varicty and Emphaſis, inſomuch as he ſeemeth to have handled that famous Work with 
eloquent Style, and the Ornament of Diſcourſe. St. Jerom, for this cauſe, entituleth thi 
Book, Great Eloquence; Suidas, erxgemw na ; out of them both we amend the corrupted 
Stile, and call it 2} aSTuwexzmeE ANUS , that is, The Rule of Reaſon: For the 
Scope of this Book tendeth all to prove, that Reaſon is of no force in Man, except it 
Lear Sovereignty over ail inordinate Appetites. This is moſt evidently proved by the 
Books of the Maccabees in the Scripture ; which Books the Jews did not receive a; 
Canonical ; yet do they account it among their Sacred Writ. 1 cannot but congratulate 
this worthy College ( which , though famous for many other things, yet is more 
happy ) for that it is ſo bleſſed as to enjoy ſo worthy and unſpeakable a Treaſure : Or ra- [. 
ther all Colonia Agrippina, that happy and fortunate City: yet in nothing more happy, 
than for that it alone doth ia her Boſom ſhrine ſo many, ſo ſacred, and excellent Pledges of 
Piety- yet ſhoald it be more happy, if it could expreſs their Vertues, whoſe ſacred Re- 
licks it fo religiouſly keepeth,and imitate their Manners whoſe Bodies itpoſſeſſeth ; to wit, 
if in ſincerity of Religion,it imitated the piety of three Kings,and the ſacred Purity of the 
eleven Virgins ; if it reſembled the mo$t valiant young Men, the Maccabees,and the in- 
vincible Courage of that Woman, whoſe valorous Conſtancy no Miſery could conquer. And 
this beſt portion and part of her Felicity this worthy City might beſtow upon her ſelf, yea, 
and Houble the ſame. Do thou go forward in that which thou haſt in hand, ro wit, in M 
/preading the Praiſe of thoſe Martyrs, making that wertuous Example more commenda- 
tle, Js. your City more famous.

torical and pleaſing Stile, but rather after our own Country-faſhion, thereby 

to exhort our Nation to Patience in their Calamities.But firſt of all,it is neceſ- wt. ba 
ſay to ſpeak ſomething of Reaſon,and aſſign unto it the Power and Virtue to dominion = 
deliberate. For he who hath once tully determined to ſuffer all Miſery for our Patfions. 


D God's fake, is in my opinion, already a Martyr: It is therefore great Merit to have fo 


determined , and therefore ( as above-ſaid ) Reaſon governeth our inferiour Paſſions ; 
and though Deſtiny deny us opportunity to ſuffer, yet have we ſuffered all in purpo- 
ſing to ſuffer all. 

Whoſo therefore will renounce the World, and aſpire only to Celeſtial things, muſt 
exerciſe Sobricty , baniſh Gluttony , Laſciviouſnels, and all other ſuch Vices as 
may poſleſs and captivate the Mind : He mult likewiſe mount up to the top 'of Ver- 
tue's Tower, that from thence he may reſiſt and impugn the Vices of his Body, Grief 
and Fear, 

There are many Examples of the valiant Soldiers of God, which I could produce ; 
but the brave Perſons deſcended from one ſingle Woman (not at one,but ſeveral births) 
may ſuffice. 

And firſt I will ſpeak of F/cazar and ſeven Brethren, and relate what Tortures and 
Torments their Mother endured ; yet cannot Man, but only God determine who a- Intel 
mongſt them was firſt, and who laſt in this noble Agony. They therefore, being thren and thei 
all of one opinion, —_— one another more in Mind than in Body, duly confider- Mother- 
ed the frailty of this Life, and neither delighted in the Flatteries of the world, nor the 
alluring Enchantments thereof. They valued not Torments, Fetters, nor any other ſort 
of Tortures impoſed upon them: To return,they reſolved upon patience, and to endure 
whatſoever the Judge's Cruelty could devife. I will therefore praife the fortitude of 
theſe Brethren, or. rather with alk truth rehearſe the noble Conflicts of theſe holy Men :; 
and ſetting all Adulation apart, proſecute with a bare Hiſtorical Narration, the manner 
of their Martyrdom. 

But before I begin to declare the Death of theſe brave Men, I will a little treat of 
Reaſon, which, as 1 have affirmed, is no ſmall Motive to Martyrdom. Reafon it is that . 
maketh us obſerve Faſts and Abſtinence ; Reaſon makes us deſpiſe Money ; by it we The deſcripti- 
are taught not to account of Dignities and Honours, which all Men generally aim at ;  _ 
yea, Reaſon's gift it is, that wedo reſiſt the heat of luſtful Deſires. Hence cometh it, 
that having once overcome ſuch things as the Fleth delights in, we find our ſelves a lit- 
tle able to reſiſt, we alſo learn no deſpiſe Pains and Torments, and by degrees reſolve 
G to ſuffer all things that ſhall be impoſed upon us. 

Which that it may more plainly appear, let 2 ſearch out the cauſe of this order, and 
| ZZ 3 we 
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we ſhall find Wiſdom to be the Cauſe hereof. For no man can determine and diſtin- 
guiſh Good from Evil,that is not endued with Wiſdom; this Wiſdom 15 alwavs accompa- 
nied with Juſtice, and Juſtice is ſtill joyned with Vertue; and Vertue and Tempe- 
rancecannot be ſeparared ; fo that this Wiſdom conlſiſteriz upon four parts. 

33ricf and pain * Beſides theſe, there are two Things that either do cauſe or hinder Paſſion, to wit, 

cauſe or hinder Pain and Pleaſure; one of which we do always reluſe,and the other we do always defire ; 

Palion.. yet wherePleafure ariſcth, and is preſently by Reafon's Rule put away,the Mind is there 
ſtrengthened,and Pain compared with Glory,is through hope of a greater Reward con- 
temned before it come ; and being come, our Mind is aſhamed-not to ſuffer that which 
betore it was reſolved to do. 

Reaſonreſem- Reaſon theretore is the guide of all our Actions, and by it we deſpiſe Torments, and } 

as gg deteſt Vice;likea skilful husbandman,it pruneth and cutteth away ſupertluous branches, 
and killeth the heat of all corrupt and hurtful humours, only leaving that which may 
ſome way be profitable to us. | ; 

Thus Reaſon corre&ts our Paſſion, encourages us to ſuffkcr, and ſupports us in our 

Sufterings. Who is not deſirous to eat the Fleth of wild Beaſts and Fiſh2s? And who 
luſteth not to cat of feathered Fowls? Nay, do not the dainty Diſhes either from Sea or 
Land invite us to cat them > What then cauſerh us to abſtain from them 2 What makes 
us all defire them, and yet none of us cat them? Even Reafon, by which the Mind 
15 taught to overcome it ſelf in delightful Objets and Pleaſure, rhat when occaſion of 
Martyrdom is offered, ſetting aſide all Vanities, we will not tor a little Pleaſure torget KR 
our accuſtomed Vertue. 

ar m{tance of By reaſon it was that Foſeph (to his great praiſe) maſter'd his Concupiſcence, and 

Foſepb sCha- ſuffered not himſelf to beovercome by his Luſt, which was but too incident to his age : 

7 Reaſon ſo worketh with ſound advice, and mature counſel,that it again recovereth Joſt 
triendſhip, gaineth new, and ſuffereth cruelty to be committed. Ot this we have alfo 
the example of Moſes, who had he not had juſt occaſion to-be angry againſt Darhan 
and Abiram ; Reaſon ( no doubt ) would have cauſed him to have ſmothered his.Paſ- 
fion, Did not our Father Jacob with great vehemency reprove'his Sons Simeon and 

&. Levi, who without reaſon had uſed ſuch cruelty ; faying, Curſed be your anger 2 Which 
anger had it been bridled with Reaſon, neither had they been curſed, nor the other LL 
had periſhed. For this cauſe, God, the Maker of Mankind, when he faſhioned us and 
our Manners, having finiſhed the Lineaments of our Body, he placed the -Mind in it, 
torule it with certain concomitant Precepts, to wit, Temperance, purſuance of that 
which is good, cleaving to Juſtice ; by which Rules we might be able to bridle our 
Paijions, and obſerve the Precepts of God. 

But ſome will ack me, why we commit wickedneſs, ſeeing that Reaſon ruleth our 
Paſſion ? But it is ridiculous to think that Reaſon hath ſo perfect a dominion ; for Rea- 
ſon's Rule cannot hinder the appetite from defire ; but only correct it fo far, that it ſuf- 
ter with patience the loſs or abſtinence from ſuch thingsas it deſired. For example fake, 
Reaſon cannot hinder thee from being angry ; but it can ſo work, that thou commit no M 
Impiety whea thou art angry; in like manner,it cannot hinderthee from deſiring filthy 
Pleaſure, yet can it cauſe thee not to yield unto it. 
An inftarce os Reaton therefore cannot eradicate Vice, but only bridle it. Witneſs 1n this the ex- 

David's thirit. 8MPle of holy David, who fighting againſt Strangers with great ſucceſs, and being ar 
Evening weary and faint, retiring into his Tent, that was guarded by Soldiers,he found 
them all at meat; yet himſelf being thirſty, would not drink, notwithſtanding Water 

: Sa», 2. 13, Was hard by, becauſe his Religion diſſuaded him ; for he had vowed not to drink, but 
troma Fountain inthe Camp of the Enemy. | 

Whilſt thus his Thirſt encreaſed, three luſty young Men armed themſclves, and 
taking with them a Veſſel, they went unto their Enemies Camp, and affaulted the N 
Watchmen, who, for fear of death, fled ; and fo they paſt through the Camp, till ſuch 
time as they came where the Water was, and filling their Pot, they brought it to the 
Davin bis King: But holy David fo bridled his Appetite, that hisReafon quenched hisDefire, and | 
thirſt refuſed ſhewed an excellent Token of Patience; teaching how the fear of God was to be pre-: 
todrink the ferred before all —_ : For taking the Water he had ſo much withed for, and which 
4-day th ſuch danger,he preſently poured it on the ground,asa facriticeto 
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defireg, © Þad been gotten wi 
God, chuling rather to die for thirſt, than to offend the divine Majeſty ; yer Reaſon 
is not ſo forcible, that it is able without due conſideration, to repreſs the inordinate 
Motions of the Mind, and mitigate the Grief of the Body. Bur it is now time to _ 
come to our Hiſtory ; yet is not this former Diſcourſe to be thought impertinent, for O 
that it is ſomewhat previous to the Matter enſuing. Such was the Wiſdom and Fidelity 
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A of our Fore-fathers, that Seleucas King of A/t2, enriched our Prieſts, and being a man 

of another Religion, aſcribed all his Actions and worthy Deeds to the Religion and $#ercus and 
Faith of our Anceſtors. But wicked Mens Madnefs could not herewith be fatisied. For 7 
one Simon, hating the High- Prieſt Oxas, and finding no ways or means to be revenged g;,,,, , 7.4 
of him in his own Country, went unto Apo/onins, Governor of Syria, Phenicia, and tor tohis = 
Cilicia, and before him, in a publick Aſſembly declared, that he could help the King ©2*="*3- 

to an infinite Treaſure ; for ( faith he ) there is hidden jn Jeruſalem an infinite deal of 

Gold and Silver, which by right belongeth unto King Seleucus. 

Apollonius hearing this, praiſed and commended $:mor, and confiſcated the Gold Apolonins = 
and Silver to the Treafure-houſe of Se/eucrs; and having Authority trom the King, BY — 
to get it , he levied an Army, and fo accompanied with Simor ,. came unto our an army to 
Country , purpoſing , it any viclence were oftered, to uſe the defence of his Soldi- 75 4/3/en 
ers. 

When the Treaſure-houſe of our Temple was now a ſacking, Oz/as wept bitterly, 
and faid, that it was a heavy ſight to them, to whom this Treaſure was committed, to 
ſeeit, or any part of it taken away. But Apo/oniss, neither reſpeCting the Tears and In- 
treaties of the old Men , Women, nor Children , preſſed into the Temple, they all 
praying God to puniſh him, and to defend their Temple. Being now with a great 
Guard of armed Men entred into the holy Temple, there appeared certain Angels on Arg-ls upon | 
Horſeback, with weapons in their hands, and ſhining with a fizry flame about them, ws "e 
and they daunted the courage of this Infidel 4po/onzus,who preſently icll down flat up- brigntnel? 
on his face, and lying ſo a great while, at laſt he came a little to himſelf; and riſing 
up, heleaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Templz, not being able to ſtand alone, 
he was fo terrified with the Viſion he had ſeen. When by degrees he recolle&ted, and 
found ſome little hope of recovery, he ſtretched both his hands towards Heaven, and 
deſpairing to obtain pardon by his own Prayers for his offence committed, he beſought 
the Hebrews (whoſe Temple he came to ſpoil) to make interceſſion for him ; himlelf 
with Tears craving pardon for his offence,and not only acknowledging his fault, but 
confeſling himſelf to have deſerved Death, and all puniſhment pollible. Hcly Onias 04a; by 
ſceing this, and fearing alſo, that if Apo/onius ſhould then die, the Hebrews would be proyer obtair: 
ſuſpeted to have made him away, made Prayers to God for him, and obtained his © {920m 
Enemies Life. Apo/onius preſently haſted to Seleucus, to let him underſtand what had 
hapned ; but when he came, he found Se/eucus dead, and Antiochus reigning in his ,,.:44,; ti; 
ſtead, a man of tyrannous Nature, who bare an ancient grudge to On:as the High- rage againtt 
Prieſt ; and therefore made Jaſon his Brother High-Prieſt in his ſtead, Fafor promiting ** {4% 
Autiochus, in recompence, to pay him 3660 Talents of Silver every year. 

Jaſon being made High-Prieſt, and Chief amongſt all tlie Nation of the Fews, pre- 
ſently forced all the People to impiety, and to forſake their Religion ; ſo that to build 
Baths, he hindred the defence and compleating of the Temple, and many of our Nati- 
on conſpired with him in this Iniquity. But hereat God was preſently wroth, and being 
diſpleaſed, it was not needful to ſeek foreign Enemies; for Anriochus himſelf was in- 
cited againſt them; who warring againſt Pro/omeas King of Egyprt,had heard itreported, 
that the Jews eſteem'd him to be dead, yet was he very nobly entertained: by the Inha- 
bitants of Jeruſalem; and preſently after the fight, he made an Edict, that whoſo among 
the Jews refuſed to offer Sacrifice to the Gods, thould preſently die upon the Wheel. 

But the godly-minded of our Nation did little eſteem rhis Edi&t; yea, the Women 
circumciſing their Infants (. as our Law requireth ) did afterwards caſt themſelves 

down headlong, to the end that they might ſo obtain a preſent Death without longer 

delay. 

p WER perceiving that the ſeverity of his Edit could not compel the Febrews 

to forſake their Religion, but that men voluntarily did chuſe Death ; he ſitting in an 

eminent place from whence all the Fews might behold him, calling all of them toge- 

ther, cauſed Swines Fleſh to be ſacrificed upon the Altar, and to be offered to every 

Febrew to eat, 

Amongſt'this whole Multitude aſſembled from all places, was one E{eazar, a Prieſt, p1.azar i; 


well inſtructed in Learning, and the Fear of GOD, a man aged inreſpect of his years, brought untc 


S Antiochus. 


of a very reverend countenance, one that was known to all men, and famous tor his 7,10 


Vertue. To this Man A4ntiachus ſaid thus : 


Be adviſed by me,holy old man, eſchew thoſe torments prepar'd for ſuch as are obſtinate, Antiochnss , 
preſerve thy reverend age,and caſt not away yeur life,take the Sacrifice,a ad e at of the ſw ines exhortation to 


Eleazar. 


fleſh: for it is contrary to all wiſdom and diſcretion to follow the Jews opinion, and refuſe 
” that meat whick Nattre kath as well ordained for Mankind as any other. We are withank- 


ful 
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full for God's benefits, when we contemn his Graces,and make differexce where Nature hat/: 7 
made none; or what reaſon is there to ſheiv that this Beaſt is more abominalle than others : 
Fither all Beaſts are to be eaten, or elſe all to beeſchewed ; it is Superſtition and Folly to 
bar our ſelves from any thing by a Law, when we have noother for it, but our Will. Set 
apart thoſe vain and ſottiſh Opinions, and at leaſt in this venerable Age change thy Opi- 
nion. And though your Laws are ſtridly to be obſerved, yet will they excuſe thee, ſeeing 
thou doſt not fin voluntarily, but by compulſion. 

Eleazar was permitted to ſpeak, -and replied to Antiochus, who exhorted and preſſed 
him to the breach of his Laws. We, Antiochus, do not follow Vann report, but obſerve the 
wcrity of Religion which our Fatbers kept, and fear of Torments cannot-make us embrace 
another Religion, and forſake our own ; yea, ſuppoſe our Religion aelivered to us by our [ 
Fathers, ha no firm grounds, yet would I not be compelled by Torments to forſake it. Do 
not efteem it a ſmall matter to eat impure meat, and taſte of that which 1s ſacrificed to I- 
dols, for it is profane to touch things that are profane.Our Law condemneth your Philoſophy, 
wherein he is moſt ignorant that thinketh himſelf moſt wiſe. 

Vie are taught toembrace Sobriety, to ſubdue our inordinate appetites,to keep our bodies 
chaſte,to ſuffer with patience whatſoever for God's ſake 15inflitied upon us, and not to den 
the Truth,fuftice,Piety,or God, who alone is true ; and therefore 7 refuſe this profane Meat, 
well knowing what 7 ought to eat, as warranted therein by the Precept of the Almighty God, 
whoſe Laws I have learned to obey, and eſchew all Meats ſacrificed to Idols,and embrace 
with all vigour that which is expedient for the Soul:and it is no leſs than Tyranny to compel 
a man to that which his Religion forbids, and to command that which is contrary to Juſtice. 

Do what thou wilt, deſpiſe us as you pleaſe, it ſhall be returned upon your own head, and 
you ſhall be as deſpicable your ſelf, as others are to you. I will perſiſt in the holy ſteps of my 
Forefathers ; though with tyrannous hands you pluck out mine Eyes, and ripup my Bowels 
with a Knife, thou ſhalt never conquer me. Twill die ſecure, and patient in the Love of 
God ; neither flatter thy ſelf for that I am aged, and that my Body is now feeble : If need 
bte,that I mu#t be ſacrificed for God's ſake, thou ſhalt findme in the vigour and reſolution 
ef a young Man. Prepare then your Fire, and get ready your Racks ; thou ſhalt find me more 
conſtant in my torments,than before I come to them. 

O ſacred Religion! Twill never violate thee, the foundation of my ſalvation,the defence T1, 
of the Believer, the grounds of Faith ; never will T lift up my hands contrary to thy Pre- 
cepts; never will I believe any thing to be juſt, which is repugnant to that which thou 
ha#t taught me : I will not loſe the merit of fo many years,nor relinquiſh the Faith I have 
hitherto embraced. The chaſte, pure, and devout Company of Fathers fhall receive me into 
their number, where T ſhall not fear (0 impious K ing) thy threats. But thou ha#t changed 
the name of King to Tyrant ; yet thou ſhalt never alledge againſt me, my deed, my conſent, 
my word, | | 

Whilſt Fleazar,full of conſtancy and liberty,ſpake thus, the Soldiers that ſtood there- 
about haled him to be tortured,and ſtripping him naked, they hang'd him up,and whip- 
ped him;and whilſt on either fide he was beaten, a Crier with an impious voice ſtill 14 
cried unto him, Obey the King's Pleaſure and Command. But worthy Fleazar was not 0+ 
vercome by Torment, but ſuffered all with great patience, and lifting up his venerable 
Eyes to Heaven ; he knew in whom he believed, and towhom he facriticed his Soul ; 
aiter which, obſerving his Fleſh to be wounded, and cut on each fide of his Body, and 
the Blood guſhing out in great abundance, he admired his own patience, and thanked 
God, who was the Author thereof. At laſt, his Body being unable to hang longer upon 
the Rack, he fell down flat upon his face, till glorifying God, as he did before his 
Fall. Then one of the Soldiers, to gratifie the King, like a mad-man ſpurned and trod 
upon him to increaſe his Torments. But Fleazar, ſtrong in Body and Mind, like a 
right Champion of the true GOD, never ſhrunk at thoſe pains ; but rhe good old 
Man by patience overcame the Cruelty of his Torturers, and put his very Torturers 
into admiration of his Conſtancy. Then the King's Officers coming unto him, faid ; 

How long, Eleazar, wilt thou negtett the King 's commands,and refuſe to free thy ſelf from 
torments ? Fat Swine s fieſh,and thou redeemeſt thy ſelf from all thouendureſt. Elcazar,al- 
though in the height of his tortures, he had been filent, could not, without anſwering, 
endure to hear fo profane counſel;but as tormented with this ſpeech, he cried ont,He Sons 
of the Hebrews are not ſo effeminate,as to forſake the way of our Salvation, wherein we've 
walk'd even until -our old age, neither are we taught for the avoiding of torment, which will 
not long continue,to give others example & occaſion toſin.1t is but a while that this life can 
 taſtifo that welnſe but a ſmall moment for that whichis eternal. Far then be it from me topro- O 
ng the ſmall remainder of my life by ſopuſtlanimous gn attion,or expoſe my felf by my cowar- 
K ice 
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A dice to the contempt of the World, you year ſelf would deſpiſe me, and uporard my it 
conſtuncy : Let us die therefore courageouſly and our Souls take their flight 11to Abra- 
ham s Boſom. 

T he Soldicrs ſeeing his Conſtancy, by the King's Command caſt him into the Fire, 
and pourcd ſtinking and Joathſom Liquors into his Noltrils;which the reverend old man 
moſt paticatly ſuffered, rill at length he was conſumed with the flame ; when te tound 
hinelt departing, and giving up the Ghoſt, he ſpake alter this manner, liſting up his 
dazlcd Eyes to Heaven : 

Thou art Fle (O God from whom Life and Salvation proceedeth; behold I die for 6h- Elexzar's ii 
ſerving thy Laws, be merciful to this thy Nation, and donor forſare them whom thou tas? champ _— 

B hitherto protected as in thy Boſom, and under the jradow of thy Wings; let my death put 

an end to all our Miſery, and pacifie thy Wrath againſt owr whole Nation for their offences ; 

receive me for them all, and beſtow them all upon me. And amidlt rhele Speeches he jov- 

fully expired. 

Ic is moſt true therefore, which we at firſt affirmed, that Reaſon regulates our Pa(lj- 
ons, and diſpoſeth us to ſutter cheartully, which once we having determined and retolv- 
cd the anguiſh of ovr ſuffering is abated, and our reſolution and conſtancy confirmed. 

It theretore Reaſon and rite Inleriour Powers be at variance, we mull ſubjectthem to gem; ve 
Reaſon, if we will make a pertect Victory. With this Guide our Father F/eazar was ctory. 
moſt falely direed, neither to yield,or fink undcr his pains,nor give place to unlawful 

C cnticements and allurements ; he ſaved the Ship of his Body trom the thipwrack that 

might ariſe by the tempeſtuous ſtorms of Vanity, and ſuffered not himſelf by con- 

trary Winds to be driven from the right courſe ; yea, though it was toſſed upon the 

Waves of Tyranny, yet did it remain ſound and unbroken, and keeping a direct courſe, 

arrived in the Haven of Salvation. Never any man did fcek ſo valiantly to detend his 

Ciry from an Enemy, as this holy old Man did his Soul, who, among{t Stripes, Croſles, 

and Flames, was ſtill the fame Man. For as the topot a high Rock itandeth fale, and 4 Similitude 

reſiſteth the Wave without any damage unto it {elf ; even ſo did the Rock of Rea- (Ruan 

ſon in this Man beat back the Rage of thoſe tempeſtuous Waves that daſhed againſt 

his Body , not permitting them-'to break in, and pierce the Celeſtial and Divine 
D Power of the Soul. 

O happy old Man, more blefſed than all of thy Age! O Prieſt, more ſacred than all Fleazar's 
other Prieſts! who didit not pollute thy facred Lips with profane Meats; Impiety found Praile. 
no entrance that way, from whence ſo many Prayers to God had proceeded. The Ty- 
rant's Cruelty could not prevail againſt thee : Thou therefore art made an example for 
all Prizſts of Godto imitate. Such a one behoved it a Prieſt to be, more ſtrong than tor- 
ments, more able to ſuffer than the torturers to inflict puniſhment, more forcible than 
Princes Commands ; yea,and more potent than the Fire, wherein thou didſt perith ; and 
finally, thou waſt ordain'd to be crowned with the Laurel of Martyrdom for thy ſufter- 
ance. Thou haſt ſurpaſſed all Antiquity, thou ſhalt be an Example to all Peſterity. 

E, It then feeble old Age, wherein all ſirength and heat of Body was extinguiſhed, grown 
unfit for Torments {as being already broken with Age ) could by the ſtrength of Rea- 
{on endure ſo many Miſerics, who dare deny Reaſon to be the chiet Cauſe of our ſut- 
{crance? We have ſeen the higheſt Cruelty hath been overcome by a firm determina- 
tion to perſiſt in the Service and Fear of God; yet many affirm, that every Man, who 
11ath the uſe of Reaſon,is not able to undergo ſuch Agonies ; but their Aflertion is vain, 
and of no force : For moſt evident it is, that he only is overcome by pain, whom 
Wiſdom hath not armed with Patience. And no marvel if he who raſhly enterprizeth 
ſo weighty a Matter, and without due conſideration, do at laſt forſake and repent him- 
iclfof that which he fo unadviſcdly undertook. But if we with due adviceand delibera- 
tion arm our ſelves, it 1s not an eafie matter to remove us by any Misfortune from our 
determination, when we foreſee and pre-conſider the Diſtreſles that may befall us,when 
they do happen, we are not fo much ſurprized or diſmayed, becauſe we expected 
them beforc. 

He therefore that is wiſe, is reſolute, and able to conquer his Paſſions ; for that he ,,,;,.;,, 
doth well deliberate, and when he cometh to trial, can put his Determination 1in exe- cauleth (even 
cation, Neither is the Wiſdom of this old man ſo much to be admired, ſceing Chil- _ young 
dren, and as it were,Infants,havedeſerved the ſame Commendations,and wrought aito- on bod 
niſkment in their tormenters ; for the indignation and cruelty of Antiochus ( though their Mother 
overcome by the wiſdom of this old Man) was but the more increaſed, and therefore? pre: as 
G by wicked counſel, he cauſed ſeven young Gentlemen of the Hebrews to be brought 2 ac 5. 

wto Antioch, out of their Caſtle So{ivdrum, who being tender in years, and as he 

thought 
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thongh weak and unable to ſuffer torments, his hope was, that either by Perſuaſions, H 
or Terrors, or Tortures, he might force them to renounce their Relon. He rhere- 
fore commanded theſe Seven, together with their Mother Sa/omans, who now grew - 
ancient, to be brought before him: So they, according to his Command, were brought, 
being, very graceſul in their Perſons, and every way worthy of ſo vertuous a Mother ; 
yea, they reſembled Angels, their Faces ſhining like the clear Light of the Sun ; their 
Eyes ſparkled in moſt comely and decent manner, as teſtifying , that they ſurpaſſed 
in Vertue all other of humane Race and Condition. The Mother was deſcended of 
moſt Vertuous and Noble Parentage, and ſoſhe her ſelfhad continued and lived ; but 
that excellent Feature of Body, and Nobility of Blood, was much dignified by her Ver- 
tae and Fortitude, in which ſhe paficd all that could be ſaid in her commendation. 1 
The Tyrant beholding them and their Mother together, with a counterfeit Smile, he 
accoſted the Children in this manner. 
Tie Kinz'ses- [ wiſh your good ( O admirable young men; for ſo both your Beauty of Body, and 
ny ro News Noble Parentage, perſuade me ; ) do not therefore, like mad Men, refiſt my Command ; 
thren. avoid not only Torments, but Death alſo: For IT defire not only to exalt you unto honour ; 
but alſo to encreaſe your Riches and Poſſeſſrons.; contemu the ſuperſtitious and ſuperfluous 
Belief of your own Countr men,and embrace our Religiow ; which if you refuſe to do ( asT 
hope you will not ) I will deviſe ſuch Torments, as that I may by a lingring and painful 
Death be able to conſume you. 

And to terrifie them the more, he commanded the Inſtruments of their Torments 
to be preſented unto their view. And accordingly Wheels, Rods, Hooks, Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Gridirons, were brought torth ; and Engines to torment the Fin- 
gers and Hands ; Gauntlets, Awls, Bellows, Brazen Pots, and Frying-Pans ; for theſe 
are the Names which we find. That which I term Bellows, was a thin Plate of Iron 
to kindle or blow the Fire with, like a Fan ; and far morehorrible Devices of Torments 
were ſhewed unto them, too long to rehearſe ; whereof they having had a ſight, A4yti- 
ochus aid ; 

Conſent unto me, O prudent young Men ; for if that I command you to commit a Sin; 
yet do not you offend in doing it, ſeeing you commit it only upon compulſion.But the young 

The young Youths inflamed with a divine Spirit, and Senſe, contemned ſo many kinds of Tor- 1, 
mens Conttan- ments, and deſpiſed the Tyrant's Threats and Flatteries ; and theirConſtancy (for they 
" oave him no juſt occaſion ) put the Tyrant into a great Rage. 

By this it is evident, how much Reaſon is Maſter over Paſſion;for if any flothful man 
not before trained up to it,ſhould of a ſudden come to ſuclf a puſh, at the very ſight of 
ſuch Torments, his Mind would be troubled, and his Countenance appalled, his Legs 
under him would have trembled, and he with fear have been contounded ; fo that he 
would preſently have retrated, and profeſſed himſelf unable to bear up againſt ſo ma- 
ny, and fo grievous Torments; ſaying : 

My ſelf being unwiſe, what ſhould I kave made choice of > Whether to endure theſe Tor- 
ments, or accept of their promiſed Benefits? Whether I ſhould have been moved to pity M 
mine own Age, or to compaſſionate my Mother; God would not have denied pardon for this 
deed, 1 being forced thereunto : and by doing it, though againſt my will, T ſhall get the 
{Cing's Favour, 

But where Reaſon and Advice taketh place,and hath well trained the mind to perfetion, 
the other conſequently followeth: As by the example of theſe Brethren I will declare,who as 

OR it were,all with one voice denied to eatghe ſacrificed Swines Fleſh,as they were command- 

OY 0 ed.Wherefore( ſaid they) O Tyrant,doſt thou perſecute us that are innocent:We both deſire 

ply to Aut.0- and wiſh ro die, and will, until ſuch time as Death expelſeth Life, firmly keep that which 

CBS. God commanded, and Moſes taught us. And thou, Tyrant, do not ſeek to ſeduce us by pre- 
tending Love towards us ; thou lover of injuſtice, maſter of cruelty, deviſer of iniquity, the yy 
pardon which thou doſt offer, is to us more painful than puniſhment ; we contemn death, and 
efteem not thy words, as being by our late Maſter Eleazar taught to deſpiſe them. Why then 
doſt thou ſuppoſe ſuch puſillanimity to be in us young Men, ſeeing of late thou foundeſt ſuch 
courage in an old man 2 We follow him : thou canſt not try and know our Minds, except by 
rearing our Bodies, thou ſearch them out : We will ſafely and ſecurely ſuffer for our God 
any thing, and leaving this Earth, we ſhall be entertained into Heaven; and thou, for ſo 
ryrannizing moſt cruelly «pon innocent Souls, ſhalt be reſerved to eternal Fire. 

The Tyrant enraged, that he could neither prevail by fair Promiſes, nor by Threat- 
— z Nnings, cauſed them to be bearen with Bull's Pizzles ; and firſt of all he commanded 
Maccabeus to Maccabens, the eldeſt of the ſeven Brethren, ro be ſtript, and ſtretch'd out upon a O 
be racked. Rack, and his hands to be bound behind him, and then to be moſt cruelly beaten , 


who 
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A who wearicd his Tormenters by his ſuffering ( fo great the force of Vertae is ) inſuch 
manner that rhey deſired more to leave beating him; than he requeſted they ſhould 
leave, This done, he was put upon a Wheel, and a Weight hanged ar lis icer, and fo 
{trerched round about it, that his Sinews and Entrails brake, and his pains encreafed ; 
yet being overcome with pain, lis mouth was not for all this ſtopped, or hindred from 
calling upon God, who beheld all ; and reproving the Tyrant for deviſing thoſe Tor- 
ments tor the Innocent, he took (trength, and is faid to have cried our atcer this man. 
ner; 

Bloody Tyrant, who perſecuteſt the Majeſty of God ; I whom thou thus tormenteſt, am no 
Witch, nor one who have murthered and killed another man ; but one who dies for Juſtice, 

B obſerving the Law, and for Charity. 

Then when the Torturers (overcome with compaſſion) perſwaded him to ſubmit to 
the King's plealure, he anſwered : 

O ye wicked Miniſters of Tyranny| Tour Wheels are not ſo ſharp axd cruel, that [ 
thereby will be forced to forſake Heaven, whereon my Mind is fixed : Tear my Fleſh ; yea, 
if you ſo pleaſe, roaſt it at the Fire ; torture and torment each parcel of my Body with [e- 
veral Cruelty ; you ſhall for all this find your ſelves unable to force us young Men to 
Impiety. 

As he thus ſpake, a Fire was kindled, and he, as he was upon the Wheel racked, 
was ſo thrown into the Fire ; and thus he was by Flames and Torments ſo burned,that 

C his Bowels appeared ; his Mind nothing moved, when his Fleſh yielded to the Tortures, 

 Whoamidſt his pangs,cried thus unto his Brethen : O beloved Brethren, learn of me an 
example of vertue ; confider the ſtrength of an invincible courage ; contemn and deſpiſe 
the alluring Baits of this world, and rather obey God than this Tyrant ; who can, if he 
pleaſe, humble the proud and mighty, and exalt the lowly and dejedted. 

As thus he ſpake, he was taken out of the Flame, and flaid alive ; his Tongue was 
pulled out of his Mouth, and he put into a Frying-Pan ; and fo he departcd out of this 
Life, to the great admiration of all that beheld him, and the Joy of his Brethren and 7; q4 5x 
Mother ; and went before them to Heaven, there to prepare a Kingdom for himſelf the eldett b:0- 
and them. tier. 

D After him, the ſecond Brother, called 4ber, was haled by the Soldiers ; and before The ſecond 
the Tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauſed all thoſe Torments to be brother 
ſhewed him, thereby to terrific him ; but he nothing thereat moved, and denying to 2" 
eat of that foreſaid Sacrifice, his Hands were bound with Iron Chains, and he being 
hanged up by them, the Skin of his Body was flaid off from the Crown of his Head un- 
to his Knees ; ſo that the Entrails in his Breaſt appeared naked, yet in ſuch manner, as 
he might abide greater Torments: For he was calt before a crudl Libard thirſting moſt 
extremely after Blood, to the intent that he might devour with his Teeth the reſt of 
his Body 3 but the Beaſt ſmelling of him, ( no doubr by the great Handy-Work of 
Almighty God ) forgot his Cruelty, and turning away his Face , did no hurt to thc 

E Martyr. 


But hereat the T'yrant's Rage increaſed; and the Martyrby ſuftering ſuch Torments, 
was made more conſtant ; crying aloud : 

O how pleaſant is that death unto megwhich is cauſed by all ſorts of torments for God's 
fake ! yea,ſo much the more pleaſant, for that I aſſuredly hope to find reward for it im 
heaven.Let theſe torments inflitted upou me (O Tyrant ) ſatrsfie thy Cruelty;for my pain is 
act by thy tortures increaſed, but rather my pleaſure, as thou ſhalt find ty my patience in 
t11S Agony ; more willing am 1 ro ſuffer than thou to puniſh'; yet my pain in ſuffering, 1s 
leſs than thine by inflitting the ſame upon me. 1 am tormented for Vertue, and obſerving 
the Law ; and the Jusfice of God ſhall baniſh thee from thy Regal Seat : Thou by torment- 

p ig art tormented, aud almoſt conſumed ; thy wrath and fury being almo(t ſpent upon me 
in vain, thou ſhalt not eſcape the day of Judgment ; eternal Torments are there prepared 
for thee,which neither thy profane Mind is able to endure,nor thy great Fower to decline, 
thy (inful Soul berg condemned to eternal Puniſhments. Thus, remaining conſtant in his 
Faith, and animatci by his Brother's Example, he departed to Heaven. 

Then AZach:r,the third Son,was brought ; whom all Men now pitied for the death of deb 
his two Brethren; and many exhorted him by his Brothers examples to deſiſt from his third broches 
Opinion, and ſo avoid puniſhment : But he being angry hereat, replied; One Father is brought. 
begot us, one Mother bare us, one Maſter inſtruited us, we are all of one Mind, and a!l 
like affected ; do therefore no longer prolong the rime in vain, 1 came hither to ſuffer, 

G and not to ſpeak : uſe all your Tyranny poſſible againſt this Body ; for you have no power ar 
all over my Soul, 
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The Tyrant hereat moved to ſee this third nothing relent by his Erother's death,de- H 
viſed more cruelty than humane Wit alone could invent. Wherefore he commanded a 
Globe to be brought, and tied the holy Martyr about it in ſuch fort, that all his Bones 
were ſet out of joint,and diſplaced ; whereat the holy Martyr was nothing diſmay'd. 
The Skinalſo of his Head and Face was pull'd off, and then he was put on the Wheel ; 
but he could not be rack'd any worſe, for that his Bones were all diſplaced,and did hang 
one ſeparated from another in moſt pitiful manner; and when the blood iſſued from 
him abundantly, he was deprived of the uſe of his hands and feet ; bur perceiving his 
Lifeto be ſpent, he ſpake thus, and died ; We, 0 Zyrant, end+re this Torment for the love 
of God, and thou the Author of ſuch unjuſt cruelty, ſhalt ſuffer everlaſting Pain. 

Then his Tongue being cut out of his Mouth, he was put into a frying-Pan, and fo [ 
amidſt thoſe Torments yielded up the Ghoſt. 


Fade the 4th, Next after, followed Judas, the fourth Brother, whom all the People perſuaded and 
rother , 18 


entreated to obey the King; but he contemning their prayers and exhortations, faid 
thus with all conſtancy : Tour fire ſhall neither ſeparate nor ſever me from the Law of God, 
nor from my Brethren,who inſtead of this mortal life, enjoy life everlaſting. 1 denounce un- 
to thee,0 Tyrant,deſtruftion and overthrow ; but to ſuch as believe, ſalvation : make trial 
of me therefore, thou cruel wretch, and ſee if God will forſake me, who hath with open and 
ftretched out Arms received my three Brethren, which are gone before me, and whom the 
Womb of ſo holy a Mother at ſeveral times brought forth unto Glory. 

The cruel Tyrant hearing this, was much moved, and from his Chair leap'd down x 
to torment this Martyr himſelf, and in his fury commanded his Tongue to be cut forth ; 
but he hereat not terrified, faid to Antiochus, 

This Cruelty will nothing avail thee, neither ſhalt thou hereby, Tyrant,as thou ſuppoſeſt, 
conquer me. Our God needs not by voice to be awakened,but rather by ſecret cogitation to be 
prayed untoto help his Servants ; he provideth for them that hold their peace,and heareth 
the prayers of ſuch as do call upon him, if they deſerve to be heard, and only requireth pu- 
rity of Soul. For our God knoweth all things before we ask, and before we our ſelves enter 
into cogitation thereof , he underſtandeth our neceſſity: cut out my tongue, thou canſt not 
cut out my mind while my life remaineth.Thoſe Prayers which by it I have uttered to Al- 
mighty God, have taught it to ſuffer ; would God thou wouldſt ſo ſanitifie all parts of my L 
Body, by puniſhing them ; for thou therein inflitteft puniſhment on thy ſelf, and reward 
upon me ; and think not that thou ſhalt thus eſcape long unpuniſhed. | 

When he had thus ſpoken, his Tongue was cut out of his Mouth,and he bound to a 
Stake, and there he was beaten with Ropes ends ; and he did patiently endure this, 
notwithſtanding the colour of his Face became dead and wan.Being looſed from thence, 
he was put upon the Wheel ; and then praying for his Country- men, he by death went 
unto the reſt of his Brethren. 

Then Achas, the fifth Brother, before he was haled to Torments, ſpake in this man- 
ner ? Behold(thou Tyrant )Icome to be puniſhed before thou commandſt me ; hope not there» 
fore any jot to alter his mind, who,as thou ſeeft deſireth to be tormented. The Blood of my M 
four innocent Brethren,which thou haſt ſhed, hath condemned thee to Fell-fire : I am to 
make them up the number of five, that by it thy pains may be encreaſed. Tell me ( bloody 
wretch) for what offence by us committed, doit thou thus puniſh us > For what impiety doſt 
thou ſo perſecute us 2 What villainy have we committed 2 what wickedneſs 2 what naughti- 
neſs have we attempted 2 This is all that thou canſt alledge againſt us, that we honour God 

our Creator, and live juſtly in obedience of his Laws, and therefore do not eſteem thy pu» 
niſhments; but they are to us Honour and Salvation, and not Puniſhment ; we ſhall be 
greatly rewarded by God, if no part of us be left free from torment. 

Whilſt thus he ſpake,his Executioners,by the King's command,took him,and caſt him 
intoa brazen pot,and he was preſt down in it,hishead to his feer ; and atrerward he ſuf> N 
fered all other trorments, which his brethren had endured ; yet not amazed hereat, he 
ſuddenly ſtarted up,and thus bitterly inveighed againſt the Tyrant: Crzel Tyrant, how 
great benefits doit thou againſt thy will beſtow upon us! Tea, the more thou art incenſed 
againſt us, the more acceptable to God ſhalt thou make us: Tea, I ſhould be ſorry if thou 
ſhewedſt Mercy upon me. This ſhort affliction gaineth us Life everlaſting ; if this tempo= 
ral Death ſhould not betide me, everlaſting Life could not befall me.And thus he finiſh'a 
his Agony, and died. 

Then the tormenters laid hands upon the ſixth Brother,who was call'd Areth,to whom 
the Tyrant made offer either of honour or puniſhment; but he diſdaining his offer,faid , 
Although (Tyrant) T be younger in years than my martyr d Brethren, yet my conſtancy 
of Blind to theirs is uot inferiour ; for we were all nouriſh'd up together, all together in- 
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A ftrutied, and we will all die together in the fear of God. Faſten therefore your torments, 
and that time which thouwouldeſt ſpend in exhorting me, ſpend it in deviſing tortures for me. 
Antiochus hereat confounded commanded him to be bound to a Pillar with his head Fy 
je valour ©: 


hanging down, in ſuch wiſe as the defluxion of humours might cauſe ach:and this done 


alſo commanded him, as he hung, to be pricked with awls, that ſo the heat might 
pierce into the holes they made in his fleſh. Whilſt thus he was tormentcd,mucl; blood 
like froth gathered about his head and face, and he then ſpake in this manner. O moZ/z 
fight! O valiant War | Oſtrife between piety and impiety\ Theſe men have paſt their 4 
gonies, whoſe Crown of Martyrdom is the puniſhment of their perſecutors: 1 do moſt wil-

Six of the Brethren being now dead by diverſity of torments, only one of the ſeven 
remained alive with his mother, named Facob, younger in years ( but not in con- 


ſtancy of mind} than the reſt of his brethren. He preſenting himſelf before the Ty- 
rant, moved him to compaſſion, both for that he was left alone, and the laſt of his 


brethren, and alſo that he was'to periſh : wherefore he called the child unto him, and avs the o 
venta brothe:

ſaid thus unto him, hoping to win him by fair ſpeeches: By thy brethrens calamity thou ni."

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into a place where no inſtruments of torments were, and taking him by the hand, he 


now well haft learned, what is prepared for thee, if thou diſobey me : deliver thy ſelf 
therefore from theſe torments, and I will give thee what honour my kingdom can afford: 
thou ſhalt be a Magiſtrate, and General of my Army, and one of my Counſellors. 

But perceiving himſelf not to prevail, he cauſed the young man's mother to be called 
unto him: who coming and ſtanding, near her ſon, the Tyrant faid thus unto her ; 
Where are now, O worthy woman, all thy Children? Beholdof ſuch a uumber,if thou pleaſe, 
the deſtiny affords thee one : adviſe therefore thy Child , and mollifie bis ob5tinate mind 
by wholſom counſel. 

The mother having heard what the King faid , made her reverence to the King * 
which done, that the King might not underſtand her, the ſpake in Hebrew to her Child 
as followerh : 

Pity thy mother © ſon,and comfort thy ſorrowful mother who bare thee nine months in my 
womb,and gave thee ſuck three years,and with great induſtry have brought thee up to this 
age. [ pray thee dear ſon, confider the Heaven and Earth, and all that in them is, and 
know, that God created them all of uothing, who alſo of nothing created mankind. Fear 

aw0t this Ethnick's pains and torments,but imitate thy brethren, and contemu death, that 
in the day of mercy I may receive thee and thy brethren again in Heaven. 

As his mother thus admoniſhed him, he in the Hebrew tongue requeſted to be un- 
bound,for that he had a ſecret to diſcloſe to the King: who being unfettered he preſent- 
ly ran to the torments prepared: for there was a Frying-panred hot, that was prepared 
for ſuch as were to ſufter : unto the which the Child coming, remembring his brethren, 
and beholding alſo the King he faid unto him : Crael tyrant, [now know thee not only to 
have been cruel againſt my brethren, but even cruelty it ſelf. Wretch that thou art, who 
gave thee this purple ? and who exalted thee to this Kingdom and dignity? even he, whom 
thou iu us doſt perſecute, whoſe ſervants and worſhippers thou killeſt and tormenteſt, for 
which thy wickedneſs thy ſelf ſhall ſuffer eternal fire and torments which ſball have no eud. 
Thou art of higher dignity and authority in this world than other men, yet be that made o« 
ther men, made thee alſo of the ſame nature that they are : for all men are born and muſt die 
alike. He that kills another, ſheweth that he himſelf may be killed: thou teareſt and tarment« 
eſt thy own pitture and image invain: thou in thy fury killeſt him,whom not long fince God tte- 
ated like thy ſelf,and according to the ſame law thou thinkſt all lawful, which thy Kingly 
power can command : thou pulle$t out our tongues, and teareſt our bodies with fleſh-hooks, 
and conſumeſt with fire: but they,who have already ſuffered this, have received everlaſt= 
ing, joy for their reward; and thou ſhalt anſwer for ail the puniſhments inflitedupoi them. 
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Think not that Texpedt any favour at thy hands; I will follow my brethren,and remain con- 14 
tant in our Law. The Tyrant hearing this was wroth, and cauſed him tobe tormented : 
but his mother in his torment comforted him, and with her kind hands held his head, 
when with violence of the tortures blood iſſued out of his mouth, noſe and privy parts, 
the tormentors not ceaſing till life in him was almoſt ſpent: but they { by God's ap- 
pointment } gave over, and ſo he took ſtrength again to endure more, than any of his 
brethren had done ; at laſt, his Hands and Arms being cut off, he lifted up his Eyes to 
Heaven, and cryed, O Adonai, O Sabaor, be merciful unto me, and receive me into 
'the company of my brethren, let thy wrath now ceaſe, and grant th?m mercy, who by 
us do make intercellion to thee, 

Having faid thus,his tongue bcing pulled out, heof his ownaccord went intothe ficry 
Frying pan, and fo to the great admiration of Antiochus died. = 

Behold how evident it is, that reaſon can rule our affection's,ſecing that Children here- 
by ſhewed more conſtancy, than the Tyrant could ſhew cruelty. For it was reaſon's 
force, that wrought in them that determination to ſuffer all torments, rather than ro 
forſake the way of Salvation. 

Theſe conſtant young men do fitly reſemble inexpugnable Towers, and them, who 
aſter a great tempeſt and ſhipwrack do fately enter the harbour of Salvation , who 
guiding their courſe amidſt rhe boyſterous waves, at laſt obtain the wiſhed ſhore, For 
every one of them ſtrengthened the other by advice and good counſel, and none of 
them was ſo effeminate as to decline his Martyrdom. None uſed delay herein, but one x; 
followeth anothers example. Let us therefore die for our Law, and jmitate the three 
Children, whom the Aſſyrians fury condemned to the fiery Furnace, whoſe patience 
ſpread their ſame even unto Heaven. = 

Whilſt thus one of them exhorted the other, it came to pals, that none of them of- 
fended, but each one reſolute in hisReligion, took example of the vertue, courage and 
conſtancy of their fore-father /ſaac, who underſtanding that it was God's will, that he 
ſhould be Sacrificed, refaſed not to ſubmit his body to his fathers Sword. Let us( faid 
they ) yield our Souls to him, of whom we received both Soul and Body: It is a ſmall 
mattcr for us to ſuffcr loſs of theſe members, ſeeing that we ſhall in lieu of them re- 
cave everlaſting bliſs. 4braham, Tſaac, and Facob do joylully expect us, as Co-heirs of x 
their Kingdom: let us glorifie that womb, wherein we were for ten months ſpace: * 
let none of us be more coward than the other, nor none of us degenerate from the o- 
ther. We that were all begotten of one father, and ſucked of one milk, muſt in all 
things reſemble one another: we had one teacher, and one law inviolate. And in 
this golden bond of concord were theſe brethren linked together, and none of them 
mourned to {ce the other tormented, but all rejoyced at the others death. O Children, 
whoſe dignity ſurpaſleth the Royalty of Kings and Princes, whoſe glory and vertue is 
unſpeakable ! None of you were terrified with. fear, but you fo haſlened to your deaths, 
as though you had been to go to bliſs and felicity : you weretruly brethren, who even 
by death were linked together. God hath greatly in you magnified our Nation, and in M 
you ſhewed us all an example of fortitude: whom therefore [ think he cauſed to be fo 
many in number, as were the days, wherein he created the World, fo that theſe ſeven 
brethren may reſemble the ſeven days wherein all things were made. And why ſhould 
we ſo admire this fortitude in theſe young men, when a woman armed her ſelf with 
contempt of death > Who indeed is not to be called a mother, but :o be honoured with 
a highertitle than humane frailty can afford, who bare into this World ſo many triumphs. 

For the mother ſecing her children dead, was with a kind and godly zeal inflamed 
alſo to ſutter : and no marvel, ſeeing that the very brute beaſts, it they perceive vio- 
lence offered to their young,do expoſe themſelves to perils intheir defence, and protect 
them with their wings, teeth, and tallons; yea, and every one, that is any way able to xg 
make reſiſtance, oppoſeth her ſelf ro the Enemy fo defend her young. And not only 
brute Beaſts do this, but even Bees do defend their young, and their honey, threat- 
ning their Stings to them that offer to raſt thereof, and more eſteeming the good of 
their young than their own lives. But this zealous mother direted by the Spirit of God, 
and the dictates of reaſon, incouraged her children to die, and being to dic after them 
choſe rather to be a ſpeCtator of their death than otherwiſe. 

When all her family had ſuffered, the as the laſt and glory of them all came 
to execution deſpiſing the T'yrants threats, offering her motherly breaſt to thoſe 
torments, which her children had ſuffered. O bleſſed ſtock, and bleſſed increaſe of 
the {elf fame womb! Why ſhould I not affirm, that in all lineaments and feature of O 
rhe body you are l:ke your mother? and it this bea commendation in them, that beſide 
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A features of the body receive nothing of their mother, I will ſay more of you, that you 
arelike your mother in Fortitude, Vertupe, and Religion; and that you ſo in all things 
reſemble her, that youare every way equal unto her, fave only herein,that ſhe with 
her Eyes beheld the immanity of your torments, and was a{terward as conſtant in her 
own Martyrdom,as you in yours. She therefore herein excelled you, that ſhe tuftered fe- The mother 
ven torments before ſhe came to ſuffer in herſown perſon, and feared in every one of them {"#ereth fe- 
leſt ſhe ſhould be overcome. But O thou example of all women, I cannot tel, whether nat ne 
thou bareſt theſe Children in thy womb, or createdſt them, who covldit with dry Eyes tormented 
look upon them, whilſt they were torn in pieccs : Yea, I fay little, aitirming that rhou 
patiently didſt behold thoſe ſights; for even thou thy ſelt didft exhort them thereunto; 
B thou rejoycedſt to ſee 6ne of them torn in picces with Fleſh-hooks, the other to be rack- 
ed upon the Wheel, the third to be bound and beaten : thou joytully admired(t the 0- 
thers burning,and exhorted(ſt the reſt not to be terrified herewith ; and alchough,whillt 
thou beheld'{t their torments,thy grief was greater, than that which thou hadft in child- 
birth, yet didſt thou bear a lightſome and chearſul countenance, as though it had been 
one triumphing. While they were a killing, thou didſt laugh, and fecing, only one 
of all thy children left hereat thou didſt nothing relent. Can I deſcribe how every one 
periſhed, ſeeing thou their mother didft laugh at thcir deaths, and when their ſinews 
were cut in two, their heads flaid, their tongues pulled forth by the Roots, their hands 
. broken, their bodies in the fire, and caſt upon Iron plates red-hot, and upon Wheels, 
C and their ribs pulled in ſunder, and many other torments for which we want names ? 
Never was any Swan, which { if you will believeantiquity ) Sings ſweeteſt before her 
death, comparable to the Funeral notes of thy dying children. 
And you,bleſſed ofspring,were not overcome by rhat Syren's enchantments, but to 
honour God ſcrupled not to leave your mother without children: And ſhe being as 
pious and brave on her ſide, choſe rather to want you for a time, than to incur ererna! 
damnation, wiſhing rather that the bodies of her children ſhonld be tormented, than 
their Souls. Well the knew, that nothing was more frail and infirm that our bodies ; 
which, though perſecution be wanting, are often killed with Agaes, and other Maladies: 
Who is ignorant, that ſhipwrack is incident to Sailers, difaſters to them that travel, ſud- 
D den death to thoſe that live at caſe? ſudden caſualty by fire, and by the hands of Thieves, 
and a thouſand other ways to diſpatch our lives? Seeing then that our mortal bodies 
are ſubject to ſo many miſeries to bring us to ourend, who would not make choice of a 
quick diſpatch, whereby weloſe goods of this World and gain life everlaſting > O thou 
moſt reverend of all women, the credit of thy Nation, and honour of our Religion, 
who, like the Ark of Nee, didt perſiſt inviolate amongſt ſuch ſtormy Waves ! for as the , ;._-;. 1 
Ark withſtood the forceof the deluge, and being built ſtrongly with firm boards, did from the De- 
not ſuffer any thing within it to periſh: ſo thou ſufferedſt not the Tyrant to overcome !u8e- 
the holy Ghoſt, which thou hadſt received in thy heart. 
Behold of what force and efficacy Reaſon is! which oftentimes maketh men inferiour 
E to women. For neither was Danze/ fo tortured at the ſight of the Lions, nor the three 
children with the fiery Furnace, as this woman was uflted at the death of all her 
Children, before ſhe came to her own Agony. What would another woman and mo- 
ther have done in this Caſe, but wept, and with pitiful lamentatipns have cryed ? Ak 
wretch that I am! moſt unhappy and miſerable of all that breath! who therefore bare 
ſo many children into this World, that their ſeveral deaths might be ſo many ſeveral gc- 
caſions of my grief and ſorrow : ſhe would have commemorated her frequent labours and 
thepains ſhe endured in her ten Months bearing them, ſhe would have bewailed her ill 
fortune, who brought forth her ſons to ſo many deaths anddangers, ſhe would have re- 
counted the milk wherewith ſhe fed them,and their meat ſhe had prepared for them,the 
F pains ſhe had taken with them, how ſhehad carried them in her Arms,and ſung to them, 
and taught tnem to ſpeak; her cares, her watchings, het fear, leaſt any miſ-hap ſhould 
betide them ; and with weeping tears would have faid, Shall I never be a Grandmo- 
ther, and embrace your children, whoa white ago wasa fruitful mother my ſelf, but 
am now deprived of you all? If this day I die, I have none to bury me. But this hand- 
maid of God forgot all theſe complaints, that another mother would have made and 
with an Adamantine ſence more impenetrable than the never«yielding Rocks, did 
neither forſake her children in their torments,nor in their death,but rather compelled 
them to periſh, and never forrowed thereat. For being apprehended, together with 
her ſeven ſons, ſhe conſidering E/2azar's .Martyrdom,did thus exhort them in the He- 
brew tongue. | ; 
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"OPT EON O my moſt dear and loving children, fee us haſten to that Martyrdom: wich way make ws a H

CAIUS CALIGULA. 


The PREFACE of ®hilb, upon the blindneſs of man, and the in- 
comprehenſible Grandeur and Majeſty of God. 


O W long ſhall we confound old Age and Infancy, and te as imprudent at 
fixty, as at fixteen 2 For what greater imprudence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a ſettled and certain thing, when there is nothing 
more inconſtant,and to confider this Nature( which is immutable ) as ſut- 

jed to continual changes ? Ts it not to invert the order of things, and 
ſhuffle them together like Counters? to fix our Eyes upon uncertain things, 

as if they were more firm and durable than thoſe which were certain?The reaſon of this Er- 


ror proceeds from this,that preſent objefs do more eaſily afjedt men of ordinary underſtan- 


ding,than objeds that are more remote ; and moſt mgn do allow more credit to their Senſes 


( though deceitful ) than to the refleftions of their mind ; becauſe nothing is more eaſy, 
than to ſuffer our ſelves to be taken with what is preſented toour Eyes whereas there muſt 
be Argumentation and Reaſon to comprehend things that are future and inviſible. Not but 
that the Eye of the Soul is as quick and piercing,as the Eye of the Bodybut ſome people dazle 

it by their intemperance,and others by their ſtupidity, which is the greateſt fault of all. 
Somany extraordinary events happening in our age inforces a belief that there is a pro- 
vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of vertuous men, who have recourſe 
to him in their neceſſities, and more eſpecially of thoſe whe are conſecrated to his ſervice. 
They are as it were the partage and propriety of this Supream Soveraign, whoſe Empire 
has no end. To theſe people the Chaldeans gave the name of Iiraclites, which is as much 
as to ſay, Seers of God, and certainly it is an happineſs preferrable to all the Treaſures 
of the Earth: For if the preſence of thoſe, whoſe age renders them venerable to us ( as 
our Maſters, Superiours, and Parents ) imprints ſo great a reſpet in us, that it many 
times corredts our Enormities, and diſpoſes us to vertue; How great an advantage, aud 
incouragment is it to us to elevate our minds above all created things, and accuſtom our 
ſelves to the contemplation of God, who is not only uncreated, but infinitely good, infinitely 
beautiful, infinitely happy, or ( to ſpeak more properly ) whoſe goodneſs ſurpaſſes all good- 
neſs, whoſe beauty ſurpaſſes all beauty, and whoſe happineſs ſurpaſſes all happineſs, and 
yer this is but a weak and imperfett explication of his Grandeur : for how can words be able 
zo deſcribe him, who is ſe tranſcendantly above every thing, that after our mind has ad- 
vanced it ſelf as high towards him, as is poſſible, by the attributes which ir has given him, 
as by ſo many ſtairs, yet it is forced back again without being able to approach or under- 
Ftand him 2 for he is ſo vaſtly incomprehenſible, that, if every Creature of the Creation was 
changed into ſo many Tongues, they could not expreſs that ſovereign power, by which he 
created all things; that Royal conduit meriting an Eternal Monarch, and by which he 
preſerves the World, aud that juſt diſtribution of rewards and puniſhments, which are dif- 
penſed with ſo much equity and wiſdom, that our chaſtiſements may be put into the number of 
his Mercies ond Bleſſings, not only as they are part of his juſtice,but as they are many timgs 
ſerviceable to the converſion of fiuners, or at leaſt as they reſtrain aud binder them from 
cont i1ing in their Crimes for fear of thoſe pains, which they ſee inflifted apon others.

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CHAP I. 


The incredible Felicity of the firſt ſeven Months of the Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula. 


He Emperour Caius Caligula is an eminent Example of what I have faid: Never was 
there ſeen a greater Tranquility,than that which was enjoy d by all the Provinces 
both by Seca and Land, when he was advanced tothe Empire after the Deathof 7 iberius : 
B The Eaſt, the Weſt, the North and South were all in profound Peace : The Greeks had 
no difference with the Barbarians: The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly and ir: 
good intelligence together. So great a felicity ſeemed to be incredible ; and it could 
not be ſufficiently admired, that ſo young a Prince mounting the throne ſhould be 
attended with ſo much proſperity, that his deſires could not exceed his injoyments : 
His Riches were immenſe, his Forces both by Land and Sea great and formidable, his 
Revenues prodigious, flowing into his Exchequer ( as from an inexhauſtible Stream ) 
from all parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to the Rhize, and the 
Euphrates ; the firſt ſeparating it from Germany and other wild Nations, and the 
other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people no leſs 
C barbarous than the Germans. So that it might be ſaid, from the riſing to the {ctting of 
the Son, not only upon the continent, but in the //ſes, and even in the parts on the 
other ſide of the Sea, all was in peace and felicity : The people of Rome, all 7taly, and 
all the Provinces both in Exrope and 4/a lived in a perpetual feaſt - For it was never 
ſeen before under the Reign of any of their Emperours, thar every man by the bleſſing 
of God injoy'd his eſtate in that quietneſs, and bare fo great a ſhare in the publick feli- 
city, that there was nothing wariting to his defires. In all the Towns there was no- 
thing to be ſeen but Altars, and Victims, and Sacrifices, and Prieſts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head. All places were full of Chearfulneſs, * 
Feaſting, Playing, Muſick, Running of Horſes, Banqueting, Dancing to the Flute, and 
nt. the Harp and all other Divertiſements imaginable. No difference to be diſcerned in 
the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Common Perſons, or Perſons of Quality, 
Maſters and Servants, or Creditor and Debtor. The felicity of that time was equal to 
all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoſt credible, what the Poets 
had faid formerly in their fables of the age of Sarary. And in this manner they paſſed 
ſeven compleat Months. |

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CHAP. II.

Y The Emperour Caius, having Reigned but ſeven Months, fell deſperately ill: The great con- 
cerument which” all the Provinces expreſſed for it, and their incredible joy at his re- 
covery. . 


He next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ficknefs; for having 

leſt his old way of living ſoberly and temperately , which preſerves people 'in 

health, and was the way he took, whilſt 7:þer;us was alive, he plunged himſelf into In- 

» temperance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, eat to exceſs, bath'd unſeaſonably, 

cram'd himſelf, till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had diſgor- 

x ged, crammed himſelf again : He gave himſelf up wholly to women, and to pleaſures 

more unnaturally criminal; in ſhort he abandoned himſelf to all other diſorders that 

were moſt likely to alter that Temperament and Harmony of body and mind, which 

Temperance maintains in healthand vigour; whereas Intemperance weakens it, and ex- 
poſes it to Diſtempers, that are moſt commonly mortal. 

It was then about the beginning of Autumn, whichis the laſt Seaſon in the year that is 
proper for Navigation, and the time in which thoſe, who traffick in foreign parts, re- 
turn home. By this means the news of his'ſickneſs was in a moment- carried all over 
the World, and changed their joy into ſadneſs. The Towns, and the houſes were ge- 
nerally full of mourning and affliction ; and the Emperours fickneſs became the diſtem- 
per of all the Provinces; and theirs was the greateſt, becauſe his infirmity was only in 
his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to lofe with their peace the injoy- 
ment of all thoſe good things, which were concomitant with it ; and having obſerved 

the 
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the dcath of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calanities, H 


that are the conſequents of War,they could not ſee any thung lo likely to exempt them, 
as the health of their Prince. | | 

His ſickneſs beginning to abate, the News was immediately ſpread abroad, and car- 
ried joy tothe very ends of the Earth ; For nothing is more nimble than fame; anc. c- 
very body expected the news of his recovery with incredible patience ; and when it ar- 
rived every body believed himſelf recovered with him, and reſtored to his former telict- 
ty. It is not remembred, that any joy was ever ſo general, all people ſeeming to have paſ- 
ſed.as it were in a Moment, from a ſavage and raſtick, to a ſoft and a ſociable lite ; trom 
Defarts to Towns ; from Diſorder to Order; and all by their happineſs in being under 
the conduCt of a bountiful and legitimate Prince. 


CHAP. II. 


The Emperor Caius abandons himſelf to all forts of Debauchery,and with horrid ingratitude, 
and terrible cruelty obliges young Tiberius, the Emperor's Grand: ſon, to kill himſelf, 


UT it was quickly diſcernable, that the Spirit of manis blind in its imaginati- K 


ons; that he is ignorant of what is moſt for his advantage, and that he takes the 
ſhadow many times for the ſubſtance. For this Prince, who was confider'd as an admi- 
rable Benefactor, and one whoſe Munificence and Favours were fpread all over Earopz 
and 4/ia, became a Monſter for cruelty, or to ſpeak more properly, he diſcovered that 
humour,which rhough born with him,he had difſembled tillthat time. The Emperour 
Tiberius had by his fon Druſus ( who died before him ) this young Tiberius : and by 
his Nephew Germanicus he had Catus Caligula,whomhe preferred to 7iberius in the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Empire upon condition, that he ſhould acknowledge the greatneſs of the 
benefit by the manner of his comportment with his Grand-chuld : But Caius, inſtead of 
being concerned for having received that by Adoption, which belonged to young 7:be- 
rius by Succeſſion, prov d ingratefull, and carried it to thar exceſs ot Inhumanity, that 
not contented to have defeated him of his Empire, he cauſed him to be put to death 
upon pretence of practices againſt him; as if a perſon of his age had been capable of fo 
great a deſign; but many people are of opinion, that it young 7iberius had had ſome 
tew years more over his head, his Grand-father would doubtleſs have made him his 
Succeſſor, and laid aſide Cazus, of whom he began already to be jealous. 
And this was the way which Caizs took toexecute his dcteſtable Reſolution upon a 
perſon, with whom in juſtice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty. He cauſed the 
young Tiberius to appear before him, aſſembled his friends, and told them, Ilove 77+ 


L 


berius, not only as my Kinſman, but as my Brother, and Iwiſh with all my heart,it was M 


in my power to take him preſently as a partner into the Government, that I might 
thereby fulfil the laſt Will and Teſtament of his Grand-father : But you tee the tender- 
neſs of his years, and that he is fitter to have a Governour, than to be a Governour 
himſelf, Were it not for that, what joy, what eaſe would it be to me to have diſcharged 
my ſelf of part of ſo great a burden, as it is to manage and condut fo many ſeveral 
Nations 2 Seeing then the affeftion which I bear him obliges me to it, I think good to 
declare to you, that I am refolved to ſerve and take care of him, not only as a Gover- 
nour, bur as a father ; by which name I defirehe may call me, and 1thall calt him Son 
tor the future. 

When Caius by this Artifice had deluded all that were preſent, and by his counter- 
teit Adoptionratherrobb'd,than conferr'd upon the poor Prince that part of the Empire, 
to which he nught lawtully have pretended, there was nothing left,that might obſtruct 
his falling into that Snare, which he had laid for him : for the Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abſolute power over their children, and then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he was eſtabliſhed, left no man in a Capacity to queſtion any 
thing he did. So that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treated hin 
accordingly without reſpeC to his age, or any confideration, that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes of ſucceeding him in the Government : for after his 
farher Dr»ſus was dead, the Emperour took him into his tuition, and uſed him rather 
like his fon than his Grand-child.

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A It is reported, that Cains commanded him to kill himſelf in the preſence of ſeveral 
Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ſtrictly to give him any aſſiſtance, becauſe 
( forſooth ) it was not decent, that the deſcendents of an Emperour ſhould die by any 
inferiour hands : For he would needs paſs for a {tri obſerver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing ſo great 
2 Crime, without the leaſt compunCtion or remorſe for making a Stalking-Horlſe of the 
truth by ſo ſtrange an hypocriſie. | 

The poor Prince, who had never ſeen any murders before, nor been accuſtomed-to 
thoſe counterfeit Combats, in which young Princes are uſually exerciſed in time of 
Peace, preſented his Throat to the perſon who ſtood next him; bur he and all the reſt 

B refuſing to diſpatch him, he took the Dagger himſelf, ask'd them where he was to 
ſtrike, and they in their great Civility having inſtructed him, he ſtabb'd himſelf imme- 
diately, and that with many blows, till by a lamentable and unmercitul compulſion he 
had murder'd himſelt.

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CHAP. IV. 


C Caius puts to death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he was oblig'd 
both for his life and his Empire. | 


HEN Caius had finiſhed that buſineſs, which of all his affairs was of the 
greateſt importance, there being no body left that could pretend to the Em- 
pire, or to whom any turbulent perſons could in prudence apply, he turn'd his indig- 
nation upon Macro, reſolving, that he alſo ſhould fcel the effects of his Cruelty and In- 
&ratitude. 
x This Macro had not only ſerv d him faithfully ſince his advancement to the Throne, 
( which would have been no extraordinary thing, becauſe Princes who are fortunate 
D {hall never want flatterers) but he had been a great means, that 7:ber;us had choſen 
him for his Succeſſor : For beſides that there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetration than 7iberius,the experience, which his years had given him, gave him fo 
largean inſight into the ſecreteſt Cogitations: of man, that he began to be jealous of 
Caius : he ſuſpeſted him an Enemy in his heart to the whole family of the Claudsi; and 
that if he had any natural affeCtion at all, it was only for his Relations by the mothers 
ſide, ſo that 7:berius began to be apprehenſive for his Grand-child, if he ſhould leave 
him a Minor. Again he looked upon Caius as uncapable of the Government of fo 
great on Empire, by reaſon of the weakneſs and levity of his parts, which ſeem'd ra- 
- * ther inclining to folly than otherwiſe : ſo little Solidiry was there to be obſerved either 
E in his words or his actions : But there was no Stone that Macro left unturned to dif- 
cuſs theſe ſuſpicions ; and eſpecially his apprehenſion for his Grand-child. He aſ- 
ſured the Emperour, that Cazus had an extreme reſpect for him, and fo great an affeai- 
on for his Couſin, that he would willingly leave the Empire to him,and that it was no» 
thing but his retention and modeſty,that made people think him weak in his intelletu- 
als. When Macro found theſe Reaſons would-not work, he feared not to 'offter himſelf 
in Caution: and the Emperour had no reaſon to ſuſpe& his Sincerity after the Teſtimo- 
ny, Which he had given of it not only in difcovering, but defeating the Conſpiracy of 
Sejanus. In ſhort, he was always commending Cazws, ( if it may becalled commend- 
ing to undertake his juſtification againſt all uncertain ſurmifes, and undetermined ac- 
- cuiations ) and carried himſelt ſo rowards him, that, if Caius had been his Brother or 
his fon, he could not have done more : Several have attributed the Cauſe to the re- 
ſpeQs, which Caius always ſhew'd to Macro, but more tothe good offices of his Wife, 
who for ſome private Reaſons was always crying him up, and magnifying him to her 
Husband, .and every one knows the influence of women, eſpecially if they be immo- 
deſt, tor then no Art nor Flattery can eſcape them, that may conceal their 'tranſgreſ- 
ſions trom their Husband. Macro, being ignorant of fome paſſages in his Houſe, inter- 
preted theſe artifices for affeCtion,and the greateſt of his Enemies paſſed in his'thoughts 
tor the trueſt of his friends. That he had preſerved Caius in fo many dangers, and 
could not imagine, that he would ever-be-ingrareful, gave him the confidence to ad- 
G moniſh him with great liberty upon an apprehenfion;that he would either ruin bitnſe}f; 
or be corrupted by other people. He was like a goot workman , jealous of 'his own 
manutacture, and could not endure it ſhould be fpoil'd. Cazus falling aſleep one oy

at the Table, Macro was bold to wake and admonith him, that it was ncither decent nor H 
ſecure ; for he inthat condition might eaſily be ſlain. When Caius was looking upon his 
Dancers or Mimicks with ſuch extraordinary pleaſure and attention, that he could not 
contain from imitating their Geſtures ; when not contenting himſelf to ſmile, or be 
pleaſ'd, he brake out into a loud Laughter among the Comedians or Buffoons; or when 
he ſung or play'd among the Muſicians, he jogg'd him Gently, it he was within reach, 
to the end he might give over, and told him in his Ear, what no dody elſe durit have 
venturd to have ſaid. 

Tau are not, Sir, to abandon your ſelf to the pleaſures of your ſenſe like other men, but 
are rather to ſurpaſs them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranſcend them in dig- 
nity and extrattion. How ſtrange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be un- 
able to moderate himſelf in ſuch ſlight and contemptible things 2 The great honour, that 
invirons you, obliges you to do nothing unſuitable to the Majeſty of ſo great aud ſo redoubs 
ted an Emperour : When you are in the Theatre, or Circus, or in the place of any publick 
exerciſe, you are not to conſider the ſhaw or ſpettacle ſo much, as the pains ayd care, which 
thoſe perſons, who preſent it, have taken to doit to your content ; and are toargue thus with 

your ſelf; If theſe perſons have taken ſo much pains in things that are uſeleſs to the life 
of man, and only ſerviceable to the pleaſures of the ſpectators, that thereby they may merit 
their applauſes and acclamation, what is there incumbent upon a Prince, who profeſses an 
art infinitely more eſtimable? Do you not know,that there is nothing equal togoverning well, K 
ſeeing it cauſes plenty inall places —_— of Cult ivation,and ſecures Navigation, Ly which 
all the Provinces have Commerce,and communicate their reſpettzve Commodities? Envy and 
Jealoufre, to fruſtrate this happy Communication, have like poiſon infetted ſome perſoas,and 
ſome Towns : But fince your Auguſt Family bas been advanced to the Sovereignty and Su- 
pream poxer which extends it ſelf as well over the Seas as Lands of the whale Earth, it 
has repelled theſe monſters inte the moſt recluſe and obſcure Solitudes. To you alone it i 
that this ſupreme Authority is committed, Providence has plac d you, as a judicious Pilot, 
to manage the Helm. It is your office to look to the good condudt of this incomparable veſſel 
fraughted with the wellfare of all mankind; and as ſo noble an office 15 above all eſtimation, 
You. ought uot to take pleaſure in any thing ſo much, as in rendring ſo many Nations,as arg 
under your dominion, bappy by your benefits; 'Tis true they may be oblig'd by | particular 
perſons, but it is from their Prince only they are to expett this excellent condutt, by which 
he ſhowers down his bounty upon them with full hands, reſerving only ſuch things, as in 
prudence are necefſary for the remedying of ſuch accidents, as cannot be foreſeen. 

Thus it was, that rhis unfortunate Counſellor adyis'd Caius with deſign to have 
made him better ; But his wicked nature. turned his remedies into poiſon, made a 
moek of his counſel,and became much worſe zin ſo much as, when Macro came towards 
him one time, he ſaid to thoſe who were then about him; Do you fee rhat impertiutnt 
Schoolmatter, that ridiculous Pedagogue ? be would take upon. him to give inſtructions, not 
. enly to a child, but to aperſan wiſer than himſelf. He prates, as if a ſubje&'was to cons M 
mand an Emperour, and au Empereur, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, and he 
believes himſelf excellent in that ſcience. But [would fain know, where be learned it. For 
my part,] was brought up to it from my C radle, receiving continual inſtruttions from my 
Father, Brathers,Uncles, Couſins,Grand:-father, Great-Grand-father, and many other great 
Princes, from whom 1 am deſcended both by the father and mother, without ſo much as 
mentioning the ſeeds of vertue, which Nature ming/es with the blood of thoſe, ſhe deſigns 
ſhall command: For by the ſame reaſon as children are obſerved to reſembletheir Parents, 
not. ouly in the lingaments of their face, aud.the qualities of their mind, but in their very 
geſtures, inclinations and attions, by the ſame reaſon thoſe, who proceed from a Race. acr 
cuſtomed to dominion, do receive with their exiftence a diſpoſition, that makes them ca» 
gable of all the impreſſions neceſſary for the formation of. a great Prince. I therefore may 
1s that, when my mother carried me int her womb, and even before Iwas brought into the 

orld, 7 was inſtrufled in the art of Governing, and yet a private perſon, whoſe thoughts 
have nothing in them that is noble and ſublime, has the confidence. to give me Counſel in 
the Conduit and Regiment .of my Empire, which to him #5. an impenetrable my(tery. 

In this, manner Caius cangeiv'd gvery day more and mare averſion to Macro, en- 
deavouring to charge him with, falſe crimes, but ſuch as might at leaſt carry in them 
ſome appearance of truth; and.of this fort he believed he had found. one by theſe 
words, wluch fell from Macro upon a time. | FE. = 
'. The Emperour is of my waking, and has no leſs abligat ion'to:me, than to thoſe who brought 
himiutothe World. Three, times by my prayers and contrivances have 1 refcutd him from 
the ſury of Irberias, who woald bave put him to death ; and when Tiberius, who would have 
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A put him to death; and when Tiberius died, 7 caus'd him to be declared Emperour by the 
Guards, which were under my Command, remonſtrat ing and inculcating to them, that the 
only way to reed the Empire entire,was fo pay obedience but 19 one perſon. 

Many pcople approved this diſcourſe in Macro, as knowing it was true, ang not yet 
underſtanding the inconſtancy and difſimulation of Caius : But not many days aiter 
the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put to death ; which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Cazus afforded to the fidelity of his ſervant, for having ſecur'd 
him againſt death, and advanc'd him to the Empire. Some ſay, Macro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wite did the ſame, though it was more than ſuſpected Ca- 
2s had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconſtant than love, by reaſon 
B of the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the aftecion is irregular ? 
Nay fo inſatiable was the cruclty of Cazs, that he put to deati the whole family of 
Macro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive.

GHAT V. 


Caius cauſed his Father ia Law Marcus Syllanus to be fl.:;r for giving him 
wiſe Counſel : and the Murder of him was followed by the Execution 
of ſeveral others. 


HEN this perfidious Prince had in this manner quitted himſelf of his Compe- 
titor in the Empire, and of a perſona to whom he ought both his authority 
and lite, there was a third defign that remained to be executed, to the per- 

petration of which he imploy'd h1s utmolt addreſs. His father-in-Law Marcus Sy/lamus 
{ who was a perſon of great Generoſity, and of illuſtrious extra&tion ) after the death 
of his daughter who died very young ) continued to Cazzs the afteAtion of an own fa- 
ther rather than of a father-in-Law, belicving that, though the Princels was dead, he 
could not but have the ſame ſentiments for him. Upon this ſcore he ſpake ro him 
1) With great liberty about the meaſures, which he was to take by his ations to anſwer 
the hopes which were conceived of him: But Cazus, being fo vain an Opiniaſter, that 
inſtead of owning or mending his faults, hetlattered himſelt with a Fancy, that he was 
excellent in all kinds of vertucs, and look'd upon thoſe as his Enemies, who gave him 
o00d counſcl,he perverted the good counſel of Sy//anus, reputedit an info)-nce,grew in- 
iupportable towards him, and could not endure any longer to have him a1 impediment 
to the irregularity of his paſſions. After this he baniſh'd as well out of his thoughts as 
his heart the remembrance of his wite,and by more than barbarous Cruelty cauſed him 
to be put to death for Treaſon, from whom ſhe had received life, and who ought to 
have been reſpeacd by him as an own father. The noiſe of this murder, which was 
followed by the exccution of ſeveral others the moſt conſiderable in the Empire, was 
ſpread all over the World : every body ſpake of it with horrour, bur in private, their 
ſear obſtructing the publication of their reſentment. Nevertheleſs the people being eafily 
deluded, and not without difficulty to be perſwaded that a Prince, who had appeared 
lo ood and fo gentle, ſhould beſo ſuddenly changed. It was faid in his excuſe, That, 
as tothe deathof the young Tiberius,the Soveraign power could not admit of a Partner: That 
he was only prevented by Caius ; for if his age woald have permitted, he would have trea- 
ted him in the ſame manner : That it was perhaps by the Providence of God, and for the 
benefit of the whole World, that Tiberius /oft his life, to ſecure the Empire from Civil 
and Foreign Wars, which would have divided in fattions by the ſeveral great perſons, 
who would have eſpouſed the intereſt both of the one and the other: That nothing is more 
q deſirable than peace: That peace cannot ſublſt but by good condutt in the Provinces ; and 
that a Province cannot be well goavernd, unleſs the Government be in a ſingle perſon whoſe 
authority maintains al! things in quict and repeſe : That, as to Macro, he was grown ſo 
ſawcy and proud, that in appearance he had quite forgot that excellent direftion of the 
Oracle at Delphos, Noſce teiplum, which is a thing ſo necefSary, that with the knowledge 
of ones ſelf one cannot fail to be happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is not attained : 
hat it was inſupportable for Macro to ſet himſelf up above the Emperour, as if it was 
not bis office to command, and the ſubjects to obey: In this manner it was that the ignorant 
eithcr out of flattery or folly interpreted the wholſome counſels of Macro : and as for Syl- 
(r Janus, it was faid, that it was ridiculous in him to pretend to as much power over his ſons 
is Law,as a father has ever own his ſon, {ering thoſe fathers, whoare but Citizens, do ſub- 
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wit without trouble to their own Children, when they are advanced to auy dignity or of< 
fice, and that it was imprudently done in him to imagine, that, being but his father-in- 
Law, he ſhould have a right to interpoſe in pablick affairs, without conſidering that his 
alliance with the Emperour was extinguiſhed by the death of his Daughter, Marriages 
being but outward ligaments, which, though they joyn Families together at preſent, yet 
they are broken upon the earth of either of the parties. 

This was the diſcourſe, which was uſed in ſome of their aſſemblies to excuſe the 
Emperour's cruelty, for there having been none of his predeceſlors, of whoſe meekneſs 
and bounty they had conccived a better opinion, they could not ( as [ have faid ) ima- 
gine he ſhould be ſo changed in a Moment. 


CHAP VL 


Caius requires the veneration of one of the Gods. 


Heſe horridandcriminal aQtions paſſed in the mind of Caius for to many victories, 
obrain'd againſt the moſt conſiderable perſons of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luſtre of the Imperial Family in the blood of his Couſin young 7 iberius 
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whom he ought in juſtice to have taken into the partnerſhip of the Government, His 
aboiminable inhumanity had exaſperated the Senate by the death of Sy//axus his father-in- 
Law, who was one of their greateſt ornaments: and his horrible ingratitude had taken 
away the life of Macro, a perſon of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom he was 
oblig'd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he wasadvanc'd. 

Having perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durit oppoſe himſelf againſt his pleaſure, he ought not to be ſatisfied with the. 
greateſt honours, that could be conferr'd upon man; but that he mjght expect and 
challenge what was given to the Gads;and it is reported, that to perſwade himſelf to fo 
{trange an extravagance,his argument was thus : 

As thaſe, who condutt and have the care of Eerds of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sbeep, 
&r Decr, are neither Oxen, nor Sheep, nor Deer themſelves, but men of a nature infi- 
nitely more exccilent than the nature of thoſe animals : ſo they, who have the command o 
all the men and Creatures in the World,ought to te confidered as more excellent than men, 
aud recerve reverence like Gods. 

Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldneſs to pub- 
liſh it, he came by degrees to the effeCts : He began firſt to deſire to be reverenced as 
one of the demy-Gods, ſuch as Bacchus, Flercules, Caſtor and Pollus, Tryphon, Am 
phiarus, Amphilccas, and others ; but he laugh'd at their Oracles and Ceremonies, and 
raviſh'd them from them, that they might be attributed to himſelf. 

He changed his habit and dreſs like a player. Sometimes to perſonate Fercules he M 
wore 2 Lion's skin about his ſhoulders, and a Club in his hand: ſometimes he wore a 
Hat like Ca{tor and Pollux ; and ſometimes in imitation of Bacchus he wore the skin of 
2 young Hind. But in this point hediftered from thoſe pretended Deities, that, where- 
as they were contented with their reſpeQive and particular Ceremonies without en- 
vying What was conterr d upon the reſt,he required them all, that he might be accoun- 
ted above them. 

Neverthicleſs, that which contracted the great throng of ſpectators, was not that he 
had three bodies like Gerzon, Lut Lecauſe he ones himſelf into as many difterent 
ſhapes as Prozeus; who, as Homer deſcribes, changed himſelf into ſeveral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. 

But, Cas, this vain reſemblance with theſe Demy-Gods was not the thing,youought 
to have affeRted; vou were rather to have imitated their ations and vertue. /ercules by 
his glorious labours delivered both Land and Sea from ſuch Monſters, as troubled the 
repoſe of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firſt that planted the Vine, brought a liquor 
into the World fo pleafant ard comfortable Loth to the body and mind of man, that 
ir made them forget their forrows, exhilarated and fortified their hearts in ſuch man- 
ner, thar the effects of ir are {till ſeen in che dances and feſtivities, not only of the moſt 
civiliz'd, Lut of the moſt barbarous Nations. As to Caftor and Pollux, the two Sons 
of Jupiter, is it not faid, that one of them being immortal and the other mortal, he, 
who had the advantage of immortality, not being able to think rhat his brother ſhould 6G 
dic, would nceds equa! and debaſe himſcl! co the conduica of his Brother by commu» 
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nicating tohim part of his immortality, and in ſome meaſure ſubjecting himſclf to death; 
which was the greateſt expretſion of kindneſs that could be imagined. Theſe Hero's 
then, who were the admiration of their own Ages, and are fii!l the wonder of ours, 
were not adored and reverencd as Gods, but for their benefits and good actions 
to Man. But, Caius, what have you done in imitation, that may incourage you to 
{uch an exaction? To begin with Ca/tor and Po!/ax, have you imitated the perfet 
Friendſhip, that was between thoſe two Brothers, and made them fo glorious ? You 
without compaſſion to the youth and tenderneſs of him, who ought to have been to you 
as a Brother, and with whom you were in juſtice obliged to have ſhar'd the whole Em- 
pire, you (I ſay) have cruelly embrued your Hands in his Blood, and ſent his Siſters 
into Exile, to reign with the more ſecurity and quiet your felt. Have you imitated 
Bacchus, and diftuſed an univerſal joy and cheerfulneis over the whole Earth by any 
admirable invention? You, who being to be conſidered no otherwiſe but as a public; 
Plague, have found out nothing but new inventions to turn that joy into ſorrow, that 
cheariulneſs into ſadneſs, and make People's lives a burden: You, who in recompence 
of the infinite Wealthand Advantages, which flow in to you dayly from all parts of the 
World, do with your inſatiable Avarice cruſh and deprets your People with the w eight 
of ſo many new Tributes and [mpolitions, that you inforce them to abominate your horri- 
bleinhumanity. Do you imitate ZZerca/es in the nobleneſs of his ations, and in the difti- 
culty of his Labours to introduce and eſtabliſh Peace, to diſtribute Juſtice and reſtore 
Plenty both at Land and at Sea > You, whoon the contrary being molt lazy and feartul 
of your Sex, have baniſhed all Order, and Quier, and Happinels, to introduce Diſor- 
der, and Trouble, and all kind of Miſery in their places. Is it then by theſe meaſures 
you think to paſs for a Demi-God ? And do you deſire to be immortal, that you may 
continue theſe afflictions eternally? Is it not more rational on the other ſide to believe, 
that, if you were really one of the Gods, the odiouſneſs of your condutt would degrade 
you, and tumble you down again intothe degree of a Man, ſeeing Vice is as efficacious 
to make People mortal, as Vertue to immortalize? Forbear then to compareyour ſelfto 
Caſtorand Pollux,who were ſo much celebrated for their Brotherly Love, after you have 
been ſo cruel as to have murdered your own Brother ; and do not preiend to the Ho- 
nours, Which are given to Hercules and Bacchus, who ſignalized themielves by their 
Good Deeds, whulſt your Crimes and Iniquities are ſufficient to render them uſeleſs. 


CHAP. VII. 


The folly increaſmg every day, he exatled the Fonour of a God, and imitated Mercury 
Apollo, and Mars. 


TD UT the arrogance of Caius reſted not there; he thought it beneath him to be 

honoured as a Demi-god, and therefore pretended to be equal with the Gods. 
Art firſt he would paſs for Mercury, and habited himſelt like him, wearing a Caducew 
in his Hand, and winged Buskins upon his Legs. To repreſent 4po/lo, he appeared 
another time with a Crown upon his Head gliſtering with Rays, a ood at his Back, 
with Arrows in his Left Hand, and with his Right Hand diftributing Largefles among 
the People, to ſhew that his Bounty was greater than his ExaCtion. 

After that he inſtituted Sacred Dances, in which Songs were ſung in praiſe of this 
New God, whobefore, whilſt he perſonated Bacchus, contented himſelt with the Names 
of Evius, Ligus, and Ziber. Many times alſo, when he repreſented Mars, he arm'd 
himſelf with a Head-picce, a Cuiraſle, and a Buckler, ſhowing himſelf publickly witha 
naked Sword in his Hand, accompanied with Bravo's and Zettors ready for any Mur- 
ders that he ſhould command them,andalitoimitate the fury of that Deity, who breath'd 
nothing but Slaughter and Blood. So extraordinary a Spectacle fill'd with aſtoniſhment 
the Minds of his People, who could not ſufficiently admire, that he ſhould pretend 
to any reſemblance with thoſe, having nothing of their Virtue or good Qualities to re- 
commend him, and that he ſhould affect to take upon him the Marks of that Good, 


which they had procured to Mankind. For what elſe is ſignified by the Winged Buſ- 


kins of Mercury, but that he was an Embaſlador of the Gods, and an Interpreter of 
their Wills, the Greek Name implying no otherwiſe, but that he was the Meſienger of 
happy News, which he conveyed with expedition ? And not only a God, but a Man 
would with great difficulty be perſwaded to be the Meſſenger of bad. The Gadwceus, 
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What did it import, but that he was the Stickler and Mediator in Treaties, and all mat- H 
ters of Peace ; ſecing Men alſo uſed the fame upon the ike occaſions, and otherwiſe 
there would have been no end of the ill conſequences of War? But that Ca/w put on 
his winged Brodequins upon his Ankles, was it to publiſh and ſpread abroad through all 
the Provinces the noiſe of his Crimes, which ought rather to have been buried 1n per- 
pcrual Oblivion? And why ſhould he give himſelt ſo much trouble, when without ſtir- 
ring ſrom his place, he committed ſuch an infinite number of Impieties, which ſtream- 
ing inceſſantly from that detcſtable ſource, overflow'd the whole World, and was a 
more pernicious Deluge rhan the former 2 And why ſhould he carry a Cadace, when 
there was nothing to be found either in his Words or Actions, that had the leaſt ap- 
pearance or tendency to Peace : But on the contrary, there was not a Province or 'Town [ 
in all Greece or Barbary, in which he was not the occaſion of Diviſion and Troubles ? 
Let our pretended Mercury then quit that Name, which is ſo unſuitable for him. 

And as to Apo/o, In what was it that he could pretend to reſemble him ? Was it in 
the glittering ofhis Crown, as if the Sun and the Day were more proper for the com- 
miſhon of Evil, than Darkneſs and Night ? There are none but actions that are vir- 
tuous, and worthy of praiſe, that are fit tor theDay ; whulſt ations that are wicked and 
ſcandalous ought to look out the thickeſt and moſt private obſcurities in Dens and 
Caves. 

This counterfeit 4Apo/o has no leſs overturned and perverted the Order of Phyſick : 
For, whereas the true Apo//o invented whollome and falutiferous Remedies for the Cure K 
of Maladies, this made uſe of nothing but ſuch Poiſons as were mortal and deſtructive. 
His infatiable Avarice animated him principally againſt the greateſt and moſt opnlent 
Perſons of /raly,' becauſe among them there was more Gold and Silver to be found, than 
in all the reſt of the World ; and had not God Almighty delivered it, there had not 
been a place in the whole Empire, that his Avarice would not have pillaged, ruined, 
and deſtroyed. 

Apollo was celebrated likewiſe not only for his excellency in Phyſick, but for his Pre- 
ditions, which by his Oracles he communicated for the good of Mankind, that they 
might not fink under thoſe Cilamities which hung over their Heads. But the Oracles 
of Caius extended no further, than to the foretelling to the moſt Illuſtrious, and beſt 
qualified Perſons, Confiſcation, Exile and Death; the only favours, that were to be 
expected from his Oppreſſion, Injuſtice, and Tyranny. What ſimilitude was there then 
betwixt theſe two Apo/o's? And what ſhame was it, that Songs ſhould be ſung equally 
in commendation of them both, as if it were a leſs crime to attribute-to a vicious Man 
the Honours, which were due only toa God, than to counterfeit Money, which carries 
but the Image of a Prince? 

But nothing was more ſtrange, thanto ſee a Man, whoſe Mind and Body were fo no- 
toriouſly effeminate, arrogate to himſelf the Force and Courage of Mars, and delude the 
Spectators by changing his Habit as frequently as a Player upon a Stage. For in what 
was it thathe might be faid to reſemble not only the fabulous Mars, which is but a fiQti- 
on, but the true one (if there was ſuch a one) which he deſired to reſemble, that has 
a Courage pom and beneficent, always ready to relieve the oppreſſed (as the Greek 
word ſignifies) a Courage, that by juſt and lawful Wars was ſtill followed with a happy 
and an honourable Peace. For Mars hath two Names, one implying and repreſent- 
ing him a lover of ſuch Peace, as conduces to the tranquility of the Publick ; and the 


other deſcribing him, as a lover of War, which cannot be accompanied but with Ca- 
lamity and Contuſton. 
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CHAP. VIII. 


Caius takes a prejudice againſt the Jews, becauſe they winld not, like other People, 
Rewerence him as a God. 


Suppoſe I have clearly demonſtrated, that Caizs had bur little reſemblance with thc 

Demi-gods, and lefs with the Gods rhcmfelves. Never Prince had more wicked 
inclinations. He embraced blindly and with an immoderate vehemence whatever came 
into his mind ; his ambition was little better than madneſs ; his obſtinacy was invincible, 
and his irregular defires had no bounds in the Abuſes and Outrages which he commit- 
ted by his Power. 

The Jews (formerly happy enoug]) tclt rhe deplorable effects of it ; for he looked 
upon them as the only Perſons capable of oppoſing his Deſigns, in reſpect that from 
their Infancy they had learned from their Parents by a conſtant Tradition (and it had 
been inculcated and confirmed to them by their Sacred Law's) not to acknowiedge any 
but the true God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth: For all other Nations, though 
groaning under the burthen of his Tyrannical Domination, in flattery complied with 
his deſire, and by that means augmented his preſumption and vanity. 

Several Romans were not aſhamed likewiſe to proſtitute and diſhonour the Literty of 
their City by introducing into /taly the ſame baſe conformity and ſubmiſſion, which 
the Barbarians uſed in their puſillanimous Adorations. But he knew that the Jews, on 
thecontrary, rather than conſent to the leaſt violenceor intrenchment upon their Laws, 
ran to death asto immortality. For asa Stone cannot be taken out of a Building, but 
by little and little the whole Fabrick will run toruine ; it is the ſame in matter of Reli- 
g10n, to the deſtruction of which nothing could contribute more, .than ſuch an impious 
and audacious enterprize, as the pretending tochange a mortal Man into an immortal 
God, which is far more difficult, than that God ſhould be changed intoa Man; beſides 
that it would open a door to horrible infidelity, and dreadful ingratitude towards God 
Almighty, whoſe infinite Goodneſs is perpetually ſprinkling and diſpenſing his Mercies 
and Favours upon all Creatures. 

This was the occafion of that cruel War made upon our Nation ; and what greater 
misfortune can befall any Servants than to have their Maſter their Enemy ? But the Sub- 
jects of Emperors are Servants; and whereas the moderation of the Princes, which go- 
verned before Caius, made their Dominion gentle and pleaſing to all People, his Go- 
vernment was inſupportable. Mercy was a Virtue unknown to him; and fo far was he 
from any remorſe, that he made it his boaſt, when he trampled upon the Laws and 
aboliſhed them, to make room for his own Violence and Tyranny. But the principal 
Object of his Fury were the Jews ; it did not fatisfie him to uſe them as Servants, bur 
he treated them as Slaves, and as the moſt vile and abject of Slaves: So that ir may 
with too much verity be affirmed, 7hat they had in him, inſtead of a kind and indul- 
gent Maſter, a cruel and unmerciful Tyrant.

CHAP. IX 


The ancient Inhabitants of Alexandria take occaſion of Caius's animoſity to the Jews, to do 
them all imaginable miſchief : They demoliſh moſt of their Oratories, and ere( Statues 

; of Caius in their places; {udignities that were never prattiſed under Auguftus or 
Tiberius. 7he Praiſes of Auguſtus, 


HEN the Pique, which this Emperour had againſt the Jews, came firſt to the 
knowledge ot the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had had always a mortal 

and inveterate Quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have a fairer op- 
portunity to revenge themſelves; and therefore, as if they had received Orders to that 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Fews in Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fury, They tell upon them with irreſiſtable violence, forced 
their Houſes, turned their Families out of doors, fack'd, plundered, and carried away all 
the beſt of their Goods, and that not 1n the night like Thieves, who were feartul of 
puniſhment, but art noon day, expoſing and ſhewing what they had taken to every body 
2 they 
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by a deteſtable aſſociation in that impious action, ſharing their plunger in the Warker 


totheir violence, 

But what is it to have brought ſuch People to indigence as were rich arc tpleng;,2 
before ; to have forced them from their Houſes, and expoſed them Ike Vagabonds x; 
all the injuries of the Air? Theſe inhumane A/exandrians drove the Jews with their 
Wives and Children from all parts of the Town to coopthem up like Beaſts in focloſe 9 
place, that not having given them liberty to bring any thing with them,they doubted nor 
but that they would die either with hunger, or the infection of the Air; free refpirati- 
on being ſo neceſſary to the Life of Man, by reaſon of the heat of the Bowels, thar it is 
like adding Fuel to Fire, inſtead of freſh and cool Air to refrigerate the Lungs, to give 
them nothing but the hot ſtifling Air ofa great throng ot People crowded together ina 
Preſs. 

In this extremity theſe poor People, at leaſt to take Breath, diſperſed themſelves, 
ſome into the Defarts, ſome along the Sea-coaſt, and others into the Sepulchres; and 
if in any place of the faid Town any of the Jews appeared, as not knowing what had 
paſſed, the Alexandrians knocked them down, or lamed them with Stones, or with 
Cudgels, and handled them in the ſame manner as they did thoſe who had eſcaped out 
ofthar little place, where they had throng'd fo great a multitude. 

Theſe cruel Perſecutors upon the Banks of the River way-laid the Jewiſh Merchants, K 
who traffiqued to Alexandria,they robbd them of their Goods,and burnt the Merchants 
alive; ſome in fires made of the wood of their own Veſſels; others in the middle of the 
City, and that in a way more cruel than the other; becaule their fire, being made ofa 
greener and more moiſt wood, choak'd them withthe ſmoak, as well as tormented them 
withits flames; others they drew with Cords through the Streetsand Market-places with 
ſuch fury and indignation, that, their death being unable to ſatistie their rage, they trod 
their dead Bodies under their feet, and tore them into ſo many pieces, that had any body 
been ſo well diſpoſed as to have buried them, he would not have found any thing re- 
maining that nright have exerciſed his Charity. 

When they perceived the Governour of the Province (who in a moment might have 
appeaſed a greater Commotion)) did not only connive, but incourage it, by pretending 
to be ignorant; they grew more infolent and audacious; they eflembled in Troops, 
ran in great throngs to the Oratories of rhe Jews, (which were many in all the Quarters 
of the Town) cut down the Trees that were about them; demoliſhed ſome of themut- 
terly, burned others, and the flames of them conſumed ſeveral of the neighbouring Hou- 
ſes, by which alſo the gilt Bucklers, Statues, and Inſcriptions, which rhe Roman Empe- 
rours had ſet up in honour of the Courage or Virtue of ſeveral ofthe Jews, which ought 
to have been reverenced, were burned and conſumed. 

In ſhort, Nothing was able to reſtrain their madneſs ; for inſtead of apprekending 
puniſhment or Correction, they underſtood the hatred which Caius had conceived M 
20ainſt the Jews, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, than to have them treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. 

Again, to cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubvert our Laws without fear, rhey ſet up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demolith by reaſon of the great 
number of Jews which gave themoppoſition; and that, which they erected in the prin- 
cipal of all the Oratories, was placed in a Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Braſs, in 
which they were fo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caſt, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 


'and as wasreported, made antiently tor Queen C/eopatra, the laſtof that Name: Which N 


action of theirs ought rather to haye offended Caius than otherwiſe; for ſeeing he affet- 
ed ſuch extraordinary honours, though the Rorſes had been new, yet having been made 
tor a Woman, they were unworthy of him; and though they were ſet up in tavour of 
him,yet they were too much ſpoiled and imperfect to give himfatisfaCtion. Beſides they 
thought they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
augment the number of thoſe which were dedicated to him; which nevertheleſs rhey did 
nor ſo much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation. And of this there needs no 
better proot,than that tor three hundred years together, during the reignof ten of their 
Kings, they never conſecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave that Title to ſome of them. And O 
it 15 no wonder, that, though they knew they were bur Men, they ſhould honour rheir 


Princes 
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fo the Emperonr CAIBES CA RY” uULA, 


A Princes like Gods, ſeeing they paid the fame adoration to Dogs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles, and ſeveral other amphibious Creatures, infomuch as all Ezypt is full of 
Temples, Altars, and Groves conſecrated to their Honour. 

But as they were the greateſt Flatterecs in the World,and conſidered the Fortune more 
thanthe perſonof any Prince,they will anſwer perhaps, 7hat the Roman Emperors being 
more puiſſant and de than their own Kings, it was but juſtice to give them more 
FElonour. What an{wer can be more ridiculous? For why then did they not give the ſame 
Honour to Tiberius, to whom Cazus was obliged forhis Empire, ſince that Prince reigned 
three and twenty years with ſuch prudence and felicity, that he preſerved to his dying 
day, not only the Greek Provinces,but the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the enjoy- 
ment of all things? Was it that in his Birth he was inferiour to Caizs ? He excell'd him 
on both ſides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning 
was leſs > What Perſon in his time was wiſer or more eloquent ? Was it that his-years 
were not ſo many, and by conſequence his Experience not ſo great > What Emperor 
cver ended his days ina happier old Age? And even in his Youth was nor his capacity 
and judgment wonderful ; which is not commonly acquired but by number of years ? 
yet you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary Honour. 

What ſhall I ſay likewiſe of that ineſtimable Prince, who ſeemed by the Eminence of 
his Vertues, jto be raiſed above the condition of Men ; and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, andthe felicity oſhis Reign, was the firſt who merited the Glorious Name 
of Auguſtus,and having received it himſelf trom no Body, tranſmitted it to his Poſterity? 
The Sea was in oppoſitionagainſt the Land,and the Land againſt the Sea. Furope was 
in Arms againſt Aa, and Afra againſt Europe, All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maſter, and it may be faid, that the whole Race of 
Mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruel War kindled at the fame time in 
all parts of the World ; when in ſo horriblea Tempeſt this great Prince took the Rud- 
der into his own hand, reſtored Peace to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade, 
civiliz'd the Manners of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelm'd as it were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs, that they might have paſs'd for Free States, main- 
tain'd Peace, encouraged Juſtice, and forbore not unceſlantly to pour out his Favours 
upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his days. 

This incomparable Emperour had Egypr under his Dominion for three and forty 
years together; yet you never paid him that honour which you have done toCazus; you 
{et not up his Statues in the Oratories of the Fews, though never Prince deſerved fo 
much reverence as he,not only as he was the Foundation of the Auguſt Imperial Family; 
But as ke was the Uniter of that Sovereign Power, which was divided before, and uſed ir 
witk ſuch moderation, that thereby he procured the publick Felicity, there being,nothing 
more certain than that ſaying of the Antients, The Government by many is moſt dangerous 
in reſpett of the miſchiefs which do follow their diverſity of Fudgment. The Example like- 
wiſe of other People ought to have obliged you; for in all other places they paid him 
Divine Henour, and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are not to be 
ſeen (either Antient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly in Alexandria - 
For what other is comparable ro that, which upon his account bears the Name of 
Sebaſtian,built near the Port, and in ſuch eſteem with Mariners and Sea-men ? Ir is 
ſo ſpacious and lofty, it 1s viſible afar off. It is full of excellent Pictures, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver and Gold, that have been offered by great 
Perſons; norhing is more Magnificent than its: Portico's, its Choire, its Gallerzes, its Li- 
brary, and its Grove, In fo general a Concourſe of People, could any Man of ſenſe ſay, 
That this was not topay Auguſtus all the honour that was due to him, except putting up his 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews? No without doubt: But that which hindred it 
then was, that they underſtood that incomparable Prince took as much pleaſure to fce 
every Body live regularly,and according tothe Laws of their Gountry, as h2 did care to 
have the Roman Laws put in execution ; and if he received any honours extraordinary 
irom the blindneſs of his adorers, it was not that he approved it himſelf, but rhat he 

thought it might conduce toelevateiand enhance the Grandure and Majetty of the Em- 
pire. For what can bea greater inſtance of his Moderation, and that he would nor fut- 
ter himſelf to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their reſpects, 
than that he would never admit the Title either of a God ora Maſter? And indeed not 
only rejected that tlattery, but exprefled great approbation of rhe horror and deteſtation 
ot thoſe which declare for ſuch things? Otherwiſe how could he have permitted that the 
G Jews(rhe greateſt part of whom have been enfranchiſed byſuch Mattersas had takenthem 
Prifoners in the Wars) ſhould be allowed to poſſeſs in Rome ſo great a part of the Ciry 
Bbbb as 
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as lies beyond the Tier? He was not ignorant that they had their Oratories, where H 
they met ſor their Devotions, eſpecially on their Sabbath day ; That they raiſed their 
Tenths to fend them to 7eruſa/cm, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo: Yet 
he did not Baniſh thei from Rome; and he was fo far from aboliſhing their Religion, 
or ſubverting their Laws and their Cuſtoms,that he gave rich Preſents to our Temple, 
and ordained, that every day Sacrifice ſhould be made to God Almighty, which is ob- 
ſerved to this day, and will be obſerved for ever, and remain an eternal Mark of the 
Vertue of that incomparable Emperour. | 

He ordered likewiſe that the Jews.thould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 
Money and Corn,which were made among the People in certain Months; and it it hap- 
pened thoſe Diſtributions were made upon their Sabbath-day,at which tinieit is not per- I 
mitted among them todoor receive any thing, eſpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage, he took care that their Portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day ; 
which made the Jews ſo conſiderable among other Nations, that, though naturally they 
had no kindneſs for them, yet they durſt not moleſt them 1n the exerciſe of their Re- 
I1g10n. 

*And-7;berius treated them in the fame ſort, though Sejanus did what he could by his 
Calumnies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, becauſe he knew they could nor be 
brought to joyn in his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter. And this Prince 
ſent afterwards toall the Governors of Provinces, that, except ſome few wio had? been 
medling in that Plot, all the reſt of the Fews ſhould be well treated, and not obliged to K 
change any thing of their Cuſtoms; becauſe they were naturally peaceable, and had no- 
thing either in their Laws or Manners contrary or inconſiſtent with the Tranquillity of 
the Empire. 


CHAP. X 


Caius beivg already inraged againſt the Jews of Alexandria, was much exaſperated by 
an Egyptian called Helico, 'who had been formerly a Slave, but was then in very L 
great favour. 


A17S having paſſed to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
believe himſelfa God, he tound no People either among the Greeks or Barbarians 
more ready than the A/exandrians to humour him in his extravagant imagination: For 
there are no People more ſubtile, more hypocritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confuſion and Trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And-ſo little is their re- 
{pee for the Name of God,that they make no difficulty to attribute it to /bs,, and ſeveral 
other Creatures. And as they are very prodigal of that Honour, they do eaſily delude 
ſuch as are not acquainted with that impiety in the Egyprians,whereas it is impoſſible to M 
do ſo with thoſe, who do know and deteſt it. 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, tuppoſed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becauſe. they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the Forma- 
lity and Acclamations, wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpects to- 
wards their Gods ; beſides, he conſidered the Sacrileges they had committed upon onr 
Oratories, as a great teſtimony of cheir Zeal; and. there were no Poems or Hiſtories 
that he could read with ſo much delight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſent 
him upon that Subject. 

Thaofe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what-ever lik'd or diſpleaſed 
him, contributed much to that humour ; for moſt of them were Egyptians, and unfortu- N 
nate Slaves, brought up from their Infancy in that abominable errour, which prompted 
tem to pay Divine Worſhip ta Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked Fellow called Zelico, who by his ill practices had wrought himſelf 
into the Court. He had ſore ſmattering of Letters, and he, whoſe Slave he was firſt, 
and had taught him his knowledge, preſented him to: 7;berius : But that Prince hadne- 
ver any great eſteem for him, by reaſon that the manner, in which he had been educated 
in his youth, had rendred him grave and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every thing that: 
was not ſerious. When after. his death Caius ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
Creature obſerving that there was nothing diſloJate or voluptuous,to which Cazss was not 

inclined, faid thus to himſelf: Now 7s the time, Helico, that muſt needs be favourable to O

your deſigns; be ſure you do not neglett toimprove it to your advantage: Tou have a: Maſter 


as 
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to the Emperor CAlUS CallGULA, 841 
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A as you would defire your ſelf. Ton have acceſs, and are acceptalle ro him; your wit 1s 
piyalle enough; yea have a faculty ia Dreling; and thoſe tricis and inventions which are 
ſoapt ro di poſe Fi eople to mirth, ar? Jour excellence and clement ; you are verſed ia the 
Liberal and all other Sciences z You! ao not onl y know how to pleaſe by your flatteries, but 
ty expreſſions, whoſe cunning (the more dangerous by how much it is more ſecret and occult ) 
excites ſuſpicion and indizuation againſt them, whom you have a dejign to prejudice, when 
your Mater is in an humour to hear you; and that he is ready almoſt always to ds, ſo 
much is he diſpoſed to hear any thing of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble your 
ſelf mach for ſubjef, for with that the Jews will abundantly ſupply you, 2you have no more 

| todo but todeclaim againſt their Laws and their Cuſtoms, and that you have learned from 

5 your Infancy, not only from particalar Perſons, but from moſt of the Tuhabirants of Ale- 
xandria, Let ws ſee then what you can do. 

Theſe things running in /7e/:co's head, he ſtirred not from Cazzs cither night or day ; 
and inthe times of his private relaxations and divertitements, he lett no opportunity of 
incenſing him againſt the Jews by his forgeries and ſuggeſtions ; which were the more 
eftetual by being ſlyly and wittily delivered; for he would not proteſs himſelf their 
Enemy, but ated cunningly and ſubtilly ; by which means he did them more miſchict 
than it he had openly declared himſelf. 

When the Embaſladors of the Inhabitants of A4/exa»dria, who had acted fo cruelly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wretched Man was ferviceable to them, they gave 

C him not only Money, but hopes of procuring him great Honours, as ſoon as the Empe- 
ror ſhould come to Alexandria, where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddenly be; 
and on the other ſide there was nothing but he promiſed thers, ſo much did he hugs 
himſelf in the hopes of receiving thoſe great Honours in the preſence of the Embaila- 
dors, who would not fail to repair toſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to 
pay their Complements to ſo great a Prince. 

Having no knowledge that we had an Enemy fo dangerous and conſiderable as 7 7c- 
lico, we aimed only to defend our felves againſt fuch as were profeſied : Bur when we 
tound it we applyed all our Intereſt and Induſtry to ſweeten and take him off: No 
Man did, or could do us more miſchief than he; for he was one at all Games,at all Re- 

D creations, Feafts, and Debaucheries with Caius ; his Office of firſt Gentleman of the 
Bed-Chamber (which was one of the beſt places about the - Court) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when-cver he defired, and his Maſter took great pleaſure in hear- 
ing-him: He laid aſide all other deſigns, and intended nothing ſo earneſtly, as to ruine 
us by his Calamnies and Scandals, which he did with fo much artifice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of Caius, 


rather than malice to us, that he made ſuchan impreſſion againſt us in the Emperour's 
mind,as we could never extinguiſh. 


CHAP. XI. 


The Jews of Alexandria appoint an Embaſſy to Caius ro repreſent their Sufferings; in 


which Embaſſy Philo i chief. Caius receives them kind!y in appearance, but Philo 
found he was not to be truſted. 


. Fter we had tried all our skill to make ZZelzco our Friend, finding it was but labour 

{. in vain, becauſe he was-ſo inſolent and proud no Bedy durſt come near him, and 
not knowing beſides whether it was from any perſonal or particular ſpleen againſt us, 
that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperor to our Deſtruttion, we concluded to 

F ſteer another Courſe, and reſolved to prefent a Petition to the Emperour, which ſhould 
contain in ſhort what we had remonſtrated:not long before to King Agrippa, when he 
was at Alexandria, in his paſſage to Syria, to take poſleflion of that Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hercupon we departed for Rome, iecure, as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
had a mortaller Enemy. He received us in the field of Mars, as he was coming out of 
his Mother's Gardens ; his Countenance was pleaſant and chearful, his Words obliging, 
he made a ſign with his hand that hewould be our Friend, and ſent us Word afterward 
by.the Maſter.of the Ceremonies called Zomus, that he would hear our buſineſs at lei- 
ſure: Inſorhuch as there was not one of thoſe who were preſent, nor indeed one of 
G our whole Nation (unleſs of more than ordinary fagacity) that believcd not our Em- 
baſſy would ficceed to our deſires, and every Body came and Complemented usthere- 


upon: 
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npon : But my age and experience in Mundane Aﬀairs giving me a farther proſpect 
and penetration, that which tranſported orher People became ſuſpeted by me; tor 1 
realcned thus with my felt : 

How comes it to paſs that Embaſſadors being here from all Quarters of the World, we 
ſhould be the only perſons, to whom the Emperour ſhould vouchſafe to ſend word, that he 
would give us Audience 2 For, do's not he know, that being Jews we ſhould think our ſelves 
happy to be treated like other People 2 Can we without folly expett favour extraordinary 
from a young Prince of another Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for 
the Alexandrians than for us, and makes ſuch haſte to determine our buſineſs in obligation 
tothem? I wiſh ro God that, inſtead of being an equal Arbitrator, his ſentence be not Ar- 
bitrary,and that he does not prove himſelf our Enemy and their Protettor.

GRHAT AS. 


Philo and his Collegues diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governour of 
Syria to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem. 


\ \ ] Hilſt theſe thoughts were in my head, and gave me no quiet either night or 
day, another misfortune that could not be foreſeen, and portended not on- K 
ly the deſtruction of a part, but of the whole Nation of the Fews, fell out to accom- 
pliſhmy trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Pateo/i; to which place being 
retired along the River for diverſion, he entertain'd himſelf in the Houſes of Pleaſure, 
which are numerous, and very Magnificent, not thinking in the leaſt of our Aﬀair, 
though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready, expecting every 
hour, when he thould have decided our Controverſie; when on a ſuddain a certain 
Perſon came to us, with his Eyes ſtaring, his Breath ſpent, and an univerſal diſcom- 
poſure in his Looks ; he took ſome of us aſide, and faid, Z7ave ye not heard the terrible 
News? He would have proceeded, but his Tezrs came fo faſt upon him, that they 
{tifled his Words ſo ſtrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poſlible for him to go 
on. One may cafily conceive our aſtoniſhment and ſurprize. We conjur d him to tell us 
the cauſe of his affliction, ſeeing it was nothing in appearauce but for weeping before us ; 
and if the occaſion was worthy of ſo many tears, it was but juit (being accuitomed to ſor- 
rows as we had been) that we fhould conſent,and add our Compaſſion to his. He made anew 
effort, and told us with more ſighs than words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed; for 
the Emperour has ordered his Statue to be ſet up in the Santluary, and to give the Name 
of Jupiter to it as an Inſcription. The unexpectcdneſs of the News made us almoſt im- 
movable, and it was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately re- 
tired, and ſhut our ſelves up in ovr Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruction of our 
Nation, and forrow being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us tofay? M 
Having in this manner exposd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found ſome redreſs for our Sufferings, we mer up- 
on the Land witha Tempeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at Sca, becauſe 
they are Natural, and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a Man, 
who had nothing Humane bur his Shape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 
Change and Trouble, and who ſeeing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of the Empire, he ſuffered himſelt tobe carried away without any reſtraint to all 
Licentiouſneſs and Tyranny ; which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſe not capable ot any viſible remedy. For who durſt be fo bold as to repreſent to 
him, that it was not conſiſtent with his duty to violate the fanQtity of the moſt 4ugy/? N 
Zemple in the World? Or could one —_ ; Without the loſs of his Life, have remon- 
ſtrated againſt ſo greatan impiety ? ' 

Let us die then ( ſaid we among our ſelves) ſeeing nothing can be more honourable, than 
to lay down our Lives in defence of our Laws. But our Death not being able to produce 
any good effett, and being Embaſſadors as we are, may it not be to augment the aſflition 
of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to Juch of our own Nation, as have no friendſhip 
for us, to ſay, that to delrver our ſelves from ſome preſent inconvenience, we deſerted 
rhe 1atereſt of the Publick? Though the leſſer Intereſts 'are always to give place ro the 
greater, and Private to Publick. For in the ſubverſion of Government, ail the Laws, 
by which its Grandeur and Confiſtence was maintained, do for the moſt part ſuffer the ſame O 
{ate, and are aboliſhed with it. 

May 
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to the Emperouy CAIUS CALIGULA;, 


A May it not be imputed to us likewiſe as acr:me toabandon the Jews in Alexandria, by 
abandoning an affair in which their Safety or Ruize 75 involved, and the Safety or Ruine 
of our whole Nation, andleave them in fear, that a Prince of his Violence and Craelty will 
entirely deſtroy them ? 

If it be 0bjedted, Thar ſeeing which way focver we refolve, no {uccels is to be ex- 
peed ; why ſhould not we think of retiring in fatery ? I A»ſwer, 

That to do ſo, we muſt have either no hearts, or no knowledge in our divine Laws. God 
perhaps will make uſe of this opportunity as a tryal of our Vertues, and to ſee how we are 
diſpoſed to comport under afflitiion : Rather, inſtead of placing our ſafely in the uncertain 
ſuccours of Man, letus put our whole confidence in God with a firm Faith, that he will aſſiſt 

B wu, as he has aſſiſted formerly our Fore-farhers, when their Perils were (in appearance ) 
beyond all Remedy. Thus it wa; we endeavour to comfort our ſelves under ſo great and uns 
expedtted a Calamity, flattering our ſelves with hopes of ſeeing happier times. 

When we had remained filent for a time, we faid to him, who brought us the firſt 
il News, //hy do you content your ſelf, by having thrown an unhappy word among us, to 
have kindled an univerſal troulle in our minds, which as a finzle Spark will grow to a 
Flame, and do not tell us, what it is that hath tranſported the Emperour to ſo extruva- 
gant a reſolution ? 

Every body knows (replied the Perſon) that he would be reverenced as a God; and be- 
cauſe he is perſwaded, that the Jews are the only Perſons,vho will not acknowledge him for 

C ſuch, he believes he cannot any way afflitt and puniſh them more, than by diſhonouring the 
Majeſty, and profaning the ſanttity of their Temple, which be knows is the moſt beautiful 
in the World, decorated and enriched with the Preſents of ſo many Ages, which no doubt, 
but his boldneſs and impiety will tempt him to ſeize. 

Capito, a Commiſſioner for the receipt of the Tributes in Jadea, has irritated him like- 
wiſe againſt us by Letters whichhe has writ.This Capito baving little or no Fortune before 
he was ſent into this Province, and having feathered his Neſt well by his exattion ince he 
came, he has a mind toprevent by his Calumnies the juſt Complaints, which he apprehended 
the Jews would make againſt him, and he has made aſe of the occaſion aforeſaid. 

Jamnia zs one of the moſt populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are Jews, ex- 

D cept ſome few Strangers, who(unhappily for us Jare come thither to acquaint themſelves with 

the neighbouring Provinces. Their averſion for our Manners and Cuſtoms is ſo great, that 
they ceaſe not to do us all the miſchief that they are able to do; and underſtanding that 
Caius was inflamed with an idle paſſion to be worſhipped as a God, and that on that account 
he had conceived a mortal hatred againſt us, they thought they could never hope for a fairer 
opportunity to deſtroy us, Wherefore they eretted an Altar of Brick «pon no other deſign, 
but becauſe they were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors to be violated 
in that manner ; and their Malice and Cunning has had the effeft which was intended. For 
the Jews having pull'd down their Altar, they who ſet it up, made complaint immediately 
to Capito, who was the Contriver of the Plot, on purpoſe to ruine their Fellow Citizens, 
E This wicked Man, tranſported as it were to have ſucceeded ſo far, failed not to write to 
Caius, exaggerating every thing, and adding much to the truth, to provoke him the more. 
The violent and pn Aber: Emperour no ſooner had the news, but he commanded, that in- 
ſtead of an Altar of Brick, they ſhould ſet up a Statue of him as big as a Celoſlus, which 
was tobe gilt over withGold, and placed in the Temple of Jeruſalem ; in which reſolution 
he had two principal Ceuncellors, Helico that notorious Buffoon, and Apelles the famous 
Cometlian, who (as ts reported) having proſtituted himſelf, and expoſed his beauty for 
Money when he was young, was now got upon the Theatre in his old age, and the modeſty of 
that profeſſion every Man knows. By theſe excellent qualities theſe two excellent Perſons 
were got: to be of Caius's Counſel. With the one he conſulted in matters of Railery and 
F Wit; and with the other how ſuch a Speech was to be pronounced upon the Stage, not ſo 
much as couceraing himſelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire. Helico, being 
an Fgyptian, bit us like an Aſp ; and Apelles being of Aſcalon was no kinder than he. 
Every word, that this Perſon ſpoke, was like a Dagger at our Hearts ; but theſe two 
wicked Councellors were not long without their Reward ; for Cazus cauſed A4pellcs to 
be clapt in Irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin out his puniſhment ; and Claudius ſucceeding Cazzs 1n 
the Empire, he put /#e/ico to death for other conſiderable Reaſons. 
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CH AP. XNIIL 


Petronius his great trouble about executing the Order which he had recei ved from Caius, 
to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, becauſe he was ſenſible of the injuſtice 
of it, and foreſaw the ill Conſequences. | 


Sy 17)$ wrote then that his Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem-

ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He |! 


commanded Petronius Governour of Syria, to take half the Army, which was diſpoſed 
along the Euphrates to defend thoſe Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaſt, 
and to cauſe them toattend the Statue; not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
its Conſecration, but to cut thoſe Jews in pieces, who ſhould have the boldneſs to op- 
poſe him. Is it ſo then, moſt cruel Prince, that, fore-ſeeing theſe poor People will ſoon- 
er expoſe?themſelves to death, than ſuffer the violation or their Laws, and the propha- 
nation of their Temple,jyou declare War againſt them, and ſend a formidable Army to 


conſecrate your Statue by the Blood of ſo many innocent Victims, without ſparing ei- 
ther Women or Men? 


This Order gave Petrox:us much trouble, by reafon that on the one fide he knew K 


Caius could not endure the leaſt delay in his obedience, and on the other fide he faw 
the execution of his Commands very difficult, becauſe the Jews would ſuftera thoufand 
deaths, rather than ſuffer any violation of their Religion : For, though all other People 
are tender of their Laws, yet it comes far ſhort of the bigottry. of the Fews, who lookup- 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himſelf ; they were brought up in it from their youth; 
they have it engraven in their hearts; they forbear not to admire it; they receive into 
the number of their Citizens fuch Strangers as embrace it ; look upon thoſe as Enemies 
who deſpiſe it ; and have fo great a horrour for every thing that contradicts it, that 
there is neither Grandeur, nor Fortune, nor any Temporal Felicity able to tempt them 
to violate it: Noris there any greater evidence of their Reſpe& and Veneration for their 
Temple, than that it is certain geath forany of them rodare to enter into the Sanctuary; 
but for there!t entrance is free to all thoſe of their Nation, of what Province ſoever. 
Petronius revolving theſe things in his mind, found the Enterprize fo difficult, that he 
made no haft to put it in execution ; and the more he conſidered this affair, the morehe 
was perſwaded not to touch upon our Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
liged bim to alter nothing therein, as becauſe of rhe danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgment of God, but from the Reſiſtance of the Fews, who by thar 
action would be driven to deſpair. He conſidered likewife the numerouſneſs of that Na- 
tion, Which is not like the reſt crowded up in one Province, but diſperſed in fo great 


numbers almoſt quite over the World, both upon the Continent and in the IHlands,that M 


they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend, that aſſembling together from all parts they ſhould kindle a War, that could not 
eaſily be extinguiſhed, ſeeing they were already very ſtrong in Fadea, no leſs Politick 
than Valiant, and ready to die with their Swords in their Hands, with invincible Cou- 
rage, rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers ſo excellently Juſt, though their 
Enemies would needs have them to be Barbarous. 

This wiſe Governor was apprehenſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Euphrates,in Babylonand thoſe Provinces ; for he knew for certain, as havin 
ſeen it with his Eyes, that they ſent every year to the Temple, under the Title of Fir//- 


how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompted by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he believed, and not without reaſon, that as ſoon as the Jews ſhould have notice of the 
Conſfecration of this Statue, they would put themſelves inſtantly into the Field, and 
block him up on every fide. 

Fheſe thoughts derained him for ſome time; but ir put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he conſidered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juſtice than his Will; who could notendure to be dif-obeyed, let his Commands 
Le never ſo unequal, and whoſe Pride and Preſumption tranſported him to that exceſs of 
jolly,that cauſing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs paſs fora God : So that 


trazts, the Money which they called Z7o/y; without conſidering the danger of the ways, N 


he could neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without manifeſt dan- O 


ger of his Lite; only there was this difterence, he might fave it perhaps in the War, 
where 
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to the Emperor CAIUS CALIGULA. 
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where the events areuncertain ; whereas it was impoſllible to eſcape, it he refuſed Obe- 
dience to his unmerciful Prince. 


CHAT AST. 


Petronius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but ſlowly. Ze endeavoured in 
vain to perſwade the Jews to receive it. The Jews forſake the Towns and the Country 


to wait upon him, and beg of him not to execute an Order, that would be more inſup- 


portable to them than death, but to give them leave to ſend their Deputies to the Em- 
peror. 


HE Roman Officers, who with Petronius had the greateſt charge in the affairs of 
Syria, were all for a War; becauſe, knowing the fury of Caius, they doubted not, 
but, if they declin'd it, hewould diſcharge his indignation upon them,in confidence that 
they muſt needs be acceſſary in this diſobedience. But by good Fortune it hapned, that 
they had time to deliberate,whilſt the Statue was making ; for there was none ſent out 
of 7taly, which, I ſuppoſe, God in his Mercy fo ordered for the fafety of his People, as 
alſo that there was no direQion to take the handſomeſt and beſt wrought that could 
be found in Syrza, for without that the War had broke out ſo ſuddenly, that no remedy 
could have been found for ſogreat a miſchief. 

Petroniushaving concluded to have a Statue made,cauſed the ableſt Statuaries in Phez- 
»icia to be ſent for, furniſhed them with Materials, and appointed Sydonto be the place, 
as the moſt proper for ſuch a buſineſs. Having done fo, he ſent for the Chief Prieſts and 
Magiſtrates of the Jews,declared tothem the Emperor's Command, and exhorted them 
to ſubmit, and not run themſelves into Calamity and Troubles which would be other- 
wiſe unavoidable ; for the greateſt part of the Army in Syria had Orders to proceed 
with Fire and Sword in caſe of diſobedience : And Petronius did not doubt, but if he 
could have prevailed with them, they could have perſwaded the reſt of the People, bur 
he found himſelf miſtaken ; for this diſcourſe went ſo near them, that after for a while 
they had ſtood ſtill as immoveable,they brake out into Riversof Tears, tore their Beards 
and their Hair, and cry'dout witha voice interrupted with ſighs, Zave we then lived to 
this hour, to ſee what our Anceſtors never beheld? But how can we poſſibly ſee it, who 
will chooſe rather to loſe our Eyes and our Life,than be Spatlators of ſo horrible an impiety 2 

This report being ſpread abroad in Jeruſalem and in all Jadea, the Fews left their 
Houſes and Fields, as it had been by conſent, and repaired to Phenicia to wait upon 
Petronius. Their innumerable multitude made thoſe People believe, who were igno- 
rant, how populous a Country Judea was ; that it was a great Army marching againſt 
Petronius, of which they gave him immediate advice; but they had no other Arms 
than their ſighs and their crys ; which fill'd the Air with fuch a noiſe, that it ceaſed 
not, when they laid them by, and had recourſe to their Prayers, which the exceſs of 
their ſorrow put into their Mouths. They were diſtributed into fix Claſſes, three on 
the one ſide, the Antient, the Young Men, and the Children ; and three on the other, 
the old Women, the young Women, and the Maidens. 

When they were brought in to Petronius (who was placed higher than the reſt)they 
threw themſelves before him upon the ground, beating their Breaſts, and ſobbing out 
ſo many ſighs, that nothing could be more pitiful ; and though Petroz:us commanded 
them to rite and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded : At length they ap- 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads,their Eyes ſwimming with tears, and their Hands 
behind their Backs,asit they had been going to Execution ; and he,who was Spokeſman 
for them all,delivered himſelf to Petronius in theſe Tertns. Sir, To remove all pretence 
of accuſing us of any evil dejign, we are come not only without Arms, but without any in- 
tention of making uſe of our Hands, which are the Arms, that Nature has given to all 
Mankind, and do therefore preſent our ſelves before you to be treated as you pleaſe, We 
have left our Houſes deſtitute, and brought our Wives and our Children along with us, to 
the end we may join their inſtances with our own, and by your mediation ſupplicate the Em- 
peror either to preſerve or extinguiſh us all together. We are naturally lovers of Peace, 
and are the more impetuouſly inclined to it, becauſe our greateſt pleaſure being to bring up 

our Children in our own way, there is nothing, that conduces more to it. When Caius was 
advanced to the Empire, and we underſtood it by his Letters to Vitellius (who was then 
Governoar in Jeruſalem, and in whoſe place you have ſucceeded) we gave him a 7, eſtimony 
of our joy, and ſignified it by publiſhing, the good neu through the reſt of the Cities, Onr 


Temple 
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Temple was the firſt place, where $ acrifice was offered for the happineſs of his Reign; Would H - 


it be just that it ſhould be the only place, where that Religion ſhould be aboliſhed, which 
had been obſerved there inall Ages > We will leave our [Touſes, our Goods, and our Poſ- 
ſeſſions to your Mercy ; all we beg is that nothing be introduced into our Temple, but that 
it may remain in the ſame condition, as it was left to us by our Fathers. If you will not 
grant us that favour, take away our lives, which we can loſe with much more ſatisfaction, 
than behold the violation of our Bleſſed Laws. We are informed, that great Forces are 
preparing to fall upon and conſtrain us, in caſe we oppoſe our ſelves against this Order ; 
Et we are not ſo imprudent as to refift our Mafter; We will ſooner die, than entertain 
any ſuch wicked deſign : He may kill us, and cut us in pieces, if he pleaſes, without any ſuch 
anger ; we intend nothing of defence ; we will be rather our own Prieſts, and when we 
have facrificedour Wives, and our Children, and Relations, we will ſhed our own Blood 
and mingle it with theirs, and expire in petitioning, God Almighty, that he would not im- 
pute it to us as a Crime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of reſpett to the Emperor on the 
one fide nor for non-obſervance of our Laws on the other. But before we are reduced to that 
extremity, our humble requeſt to you, Sir, is, That you would wvouchſafe us but ſome time, till 
we can make our Addreſſes to the Emperour : *Tis poſſible we may obtain from him, that he 
will not intrench upon the Wor ſhip, which we conceive due only to God, nor diſturb us in the 
exerciſe of our Religion, and put us into a worſe condition, than other Nations, to whom 
he has indulg'd their ancient Liberties and Cuſtoms, and confirmed the Decrees of Au- 
guſtus and Tiberius his Predeceſſors, who were ſo far from condemning our Condutt, or 
reprehending our manners, that they entirely approved them. 1t maybe he may be molli- 
fied by our Addreſſes: The anger of Princes is not Immortal, nor are their Wills always 
the ſame. It is only by Surmiſes and Calumnies that the Emperour is exaſperated again(# 
us. Permit us (if you pleaſe) to juſtifie our ſelves, and inform him of the Truth, And 
what could be more ſevere, than that we ſhould be condemned without being heard 2 If we 
can obtain nothing from him, who will hinder him then from what he would do now? But do 
not, Sir, we beſeech you, by refuſing us the only hopes which remain to ſo great a multitude, 
obſtruft our application, ſeeing we beg it out of a true ſentiment of Fiety, and not any Tn- 
tereſt, unleſs it be ſaid (as i true) that no /ntereſt is ſo great, as that which reſpeds

CHAP. XV. 
Petronius affeted with the Condition and Humility of the Jews, and telieving it unſafe 
to run them into deſpair, writes to Caius in ſuch a manner as might gain time. Caius 


reſents it highly, but diſſembles it in his Anſwer to Petronius. 


T7 [S Diſcourſe was accompanied with ſo many Sighs and Tears, that it wrought 


compaſſion in all that heard it, and particularly in Petronius, who was naturally M 


mogerate, and merciful. For the requeſt made to him in the Name of the whole Na- 
tin of the Fews ſeem'd not unreaſonable, and nothing could be more deplorable, than 
the condition into which they were brought. 

Petronius propoſed and debared the buſineſs with his Council, and was much pleaſed 
to find thoſe Perſons, who were molt bitter and inveterate againſt them before, come a- 
bout and grow more gentle and mild, and others not afraid to declare, how much they 
were concerned for the extreme affliction of thar People ; ſo that though he was not 
ignorant of the Cruelry of Caius, and that he never forgave any Man, yet he ſeem'd to 
act by the motion of that Spirit, which the Piety of our Religion infuſes: Whether it 


wasthat,being a learned Man, he had had ſome ſmattering of it before ; whether he had N 


g2ind it ſince his Governments in 4/24 and Syrza (in which Countries there are great 
numbersof Jews) whether it was his own Natural Propenſity, that inclin'd him to what 
was reaſonable and juſt; or, whether it was becauſe God does give uſually good inclina- 
tions togreat Men, both for their own benefit and the advantage of the Publick ; which 
of theſe it was, I cannot determine, but ſo it was at that time. The reſult was, that the 
Statuaries ſhould not be preſſed ; but that Orders ſhould be given them to imploy the 
utmoſt of their skill, and make the Statue ſo accurately, that it might paſs for a Maſtere 
PIECE. 

Pieces, which are a ſhort time in doing, area ſhort time in decaying ; whereas ſuch, 
25 are made with more deliberation, laſt longer by far, and are eſteemed through ſeveral O 
Ages. 


Fetronius 
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to the Emperor CAIUs CALIGULA, 


A. Petronius did not incourage the Fews to fend their Deputies towards the Emperor, 

becauſe he thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 

young Prince ; yet he did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 

both on the one fide and the other. However, he wrote a Letter to Caius (without 

mentioning the Application which the Jews had made to him) imputing the Cauſe of 
the Delay on the Conſecration of the Statute to the Artiſts, who being to make it cv- 
cellent had required more time, that it might bedone more ſuitable tothe dignity of t!12 
Perſon it was deſignd to repreſent. He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Caius might comply, becauſe Harveſt was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
hend that the Jews (being made deſperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 
B lation of their Laws) might burn their own Corn and deſtroy all their Fruit, which 
would be the more inconvenient, becauſe he was aſſured that Caiws was upon a Voyage 
to Alexandria ; for it was not likely that he would expoſe himiell wholiy to the dan- 
gers of the Sea, with ſo great a Train, but rather ſteer his Courſe along the Shore ot 
Afra and Syria, where he might embark and diſ-embark as he pleaſed, and have tiic 
benefit of his Long-boats (of which he had 200 in his Fleet) to ſupply it with Provi- 
ſions and Forage, which was requiſite to be prepared in great quantities in all the Towns 
in Syrza, but eſpecially the Ports, by reaſon of the vaſt Numbers which attended htm 
as well from /zaly as from all other parts of the World. 

It was not doubted but this Letter would have been kindly received by Caius, and 
C that he would have approved of the delay, not in conſideration of the Fews, but tor the 
convenience of making ſuch proviſion of Victuals, and therefore it was written and 
diſpatched. But the Choler of this Prince was ſo infiamed at the reading of it, that 
_ Eyes ſparkled with fury, and clapping his Hands together in a great tranſport, he 
aid, 

Flow Petronius! Fave not you yet learned to obey your Emperor 2 Tour great Ewploy- 
ments have puffed you up with Pride, and it ſeems you know nothing of Caws but his 
Name; but you ſhall know him better hereafter by your proper experience. Ton have more 
conſideration of the Laws of the Jews (who are my mortal Enemies ) than for wy Come 
mands who am your Prince. Tou apprehend their great numbers, as if you had not an 4r- 
D my as great and terrible to the King of Parthia and rhe whole Ea? ; yet your compaſſion 
for that pitiful Nation is ſtronger than your defire to pleaſe and obey me. Tou pretend 
(forſooth) the neceſſity of making proviſion for my paſſage to Alexandria ; as if 7 could not 
be accommodated from the neighbouring Provinces,and as if the plenty of other Countries 
were not able to ſupply the ſterility of Judea. 

But why do I protraft and ſpend time in unprofitable Words: *Tis by the death of this 
impudent Fellow that I muſt convince him of the greatneſs of his fault, aud that mine Aus 
ger never ceaſes, though my Threatnings may. 

This furious Prince returned an Anfwer to Petronizs ; but being fearful of provok- 
ing ſuch of his Governors as were capable of raiſing Rebellion, and particularly thoſe 
E who commanded ſuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Fxphrates,and wio 
had the command of ſuch Armies as that which was then in Syria, he dillembled his 
Choler; applauded the diſcretion and prudence of Perroxzus ; only adviſed him, Ly il.c 


by, not to protraCt the Conſecration of his Statue any longer, for feeing, Harveii was 


Over, there could be no conſiderable reaſon to delerr it. 
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CHAP. AXAVL 


#ivg Agrippa comes to Rome, and being told by Caius that he would have his Statue 
erefted in the Temple of Jeruſalem, he falls into a Swound ; having recolleded hinz- 
ſelf, he writes a Letter to Caius, 


OT long aſter King Agzrippa arrived at the Emperor's Court, knowing nothing 
ofthe Letter from Petronius, nor of the Anſwer which Caius had returned ; when 
Aezrippa came to pay his duty to the Emperor, he eaſily diſcovered by the manner 
ot his reception that he was highly offended. He conſidered with himſelf whether I 
he had done any thing that might diſguſt him; but remembring nothing of that,he con- 
cluded (as was true) that his Paſſion was againſt Some-body elſe. Nevertheleſs obſer- 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not in his Countenance, but when he caſt 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it to him; but he forbore, leaſt by animprudentcuriofity he ſhould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed upon cther People, upon himſelt. 

No Man ſeeing farther into People's thoughts than Caius, he quickly perceived that 
Agrippa was diſturbed,and told him ; 7 will tell you what you are ſo defirous to underſtand: 
Tou know me too well to be ignorant,that I ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than with ry Tongue : 
Theſe honeſt Men of your Nation are the only People who diſdain to acknowledge me for a K 
God; and do ſeem to run themſelves deſperately into ruine &y refuſing their obedience to an 
Order that I have given for the ſetting up a Statue of Jupiter in their Temple. They have 
met together from all the Cities and Countries to preſent a Petition, which in effett is no- 
thing but to teſtifie their contempt and diſ>reſpett tomy Commands. 

He would have proceeded, but Agrippa was ſurprized with ſo violent a ſorrow, that 
he fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who 
were about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued inſenſible 
for a conſiderable time, 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that Cazus had con- 
ceived againſt our Nation. Zf Agrippa (faid he) who has always had an affettion for me, 
and has been obliged to me by ſo many Favours, has ſo great a Paſſion for the Laws of 
his Country, that he is not able to endure that I ſhould croſs them, or ſo much as mention 
it to him, without hatred to his Life, what am I to expett from the reſt of the Jews, who 
are not obliged by any Conſiderations of me toabandon their Sentiments ? 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agripps remain'd in fuch aſtoniſhment, 
that he could not recolle& himſelf; at length, about evening he began to lift up his 
Head; and opening his Eyes with much trouble, he caſt them upon the People who 
were about him, but knew no body, and having done ſo he fainted again, but with 
ſomething more freedom of Breath. Not long after he opened his-Eyes again,and com- 
ing a little to himſelf, Where am 7 (laid he) with the Emperoar 2 and is he preſent M 

Take courage, Sir, (ſaid ſome about him) Ton are in your own Lodgings, and the Em- 
perour is not preſent. Tou have ſlept enough, awake now if you pleaſe, and try if you 
know us. Here are none but your Friends and your Servants, whom you love, and I am 
ſure they love you beyond their own Lives. 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recollefted himſelf, and found by their Counte- 
nances what an impreſſion his Malady had made in their Hearts. The Phyſicians cauſed 
the greateſt part of thoſe who were preſent to withdraw, that they might apply their 
Remedy, and give him to eat with more convenience. Upon their preſenting him 
ſomething to cat, he told them, 

Trouble me not with your Delicates ; in the afflition T am in, it is ſufficient to keep me N 
from ſtarving ; and indeed T ſhould not perſiade my ſelf to eat at all, had I not ſome hopes 
of being able to aſſiſt my Country-men in ſo unfortunate an extremity. 

Thete words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceſſary, 
for the ſuſtenance of his Life, and would not ſuffer them to mingle one drop of Wine 
withthe Water which he drank. After which he told them, 7 have now received what 
{ could not have refuſed without deſtruttion to my Body. There remains nothing, but that 
T imploy the utmoſt of my endeavours with the Emperor to divert the Storm that impends : 
and thereupon calling for Materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperor.

I Reſpetts aud awe for your Majefty deters me from preſenting my ſelf before 
& you. Tour Luſtre amazes me, your Conminat ions affright me: A Letter 
will better expreſs my humble requeſt, than 7 could do it by Word of Mouth. Tou knou 
(Great Sir) that Nature has engraven in every Man's Heart aa ardent affection for his 
Country, and a ſingular veneration fer the Laws which have been derived to him from 
his Anceſtors, as you have ſufficiently tefified by your Aﬀetion to the one, and by the 
B great care your Majef;y takes to have the other obſerved. The ſame inclination is ſo na- 
turally and ſo ſtrongly radicated in all ſubjets, that there is ſcarce a People, to whom 
their Laws do not ſeem juſt (though in effett they be otherwiſe ) and the cauſe is, for that 
they judge commonly more by Reſpect than by Reaſon. 

Tou are not ignorant, Sir, that I am by Nation a Jew, and tors in Jerulalem, where 
that Bleſſed Temple of neo that is dedicated more particularly to the Honour of Al- 
mighty God. My Predeceſſors have been Kings of that Happy Country: Some of them 
have been Chief Priefts, and exulted more in that Diguity, than the Crown; being, per- 
ſwaded, that as God was above Men, ſo the Prieſthood was above the Throne; Divine 
Things being the Objett of the one, and but Humane Things of the other. 

GC Finding my ſelf (Great Sir) obliged by ſe many Ligaments to this Nation, this In- 
tereſt, and this Temple, I could not refuſe them my Interceſſion to your Majeſty: Let 
me therefore with all humility beg, that you would not permit my poor Country-men to 
leſſen their Zeal and Allegiance to you, of which no People in Europe or Alia have always 
given greater teſtimony for your Auguſt Imperial Family, i» what-ever their Religion 
and Laws would diſpenſe with. They have not only made Vows and Sacrifices for the pro- 
ſperity of your Empire w_ Publick Feaſts and Solemnities, but every day. Which 
ſhews that it was not only by bare Words, and falſe Oftentations, but by real Effeits, pro- 
eg from the ſincerity of their Hearts, that they ſignified their affettion to your Pre- 
eceſſors. 
D As to that Sacred City, in which 7 had the Fappineſs to be born, I may ſay it is not 
to be conſidered only as the Metropolis of Judea, = it is the Capital City of ſeveral 6+ 
ther Provinces, by reaſon of the many Colonies with which it has peopled Egypt, Phaenicia, 
the upper and lower Syria, Pamphilia, Cilicia, ſeveral other parts of Alia, as far as Bi- 
thynia, and a great way on the other fide of the Sea. | 

In Europe, it hath furniſhed with Colonies, Theſſaly, Beotia, Macedonia, . Etolia, 
Athens, Argos, Corinth, with the greateſt part of Peloponneſus, beſides the moFt cele- 
brated Iſles, as Eubea, Cyprus, ad Candia. 

What fhall T ſay likewiſe of the Countries beyond the Euphrates, i» which (unleſs it 
be part of the Province of Babylon, and ſome other Governments) moſt of the Cities that 
E are ſeated in fruitful Countries are inhabited by the Jews? So that if the Country, in 

which I had the honor to be born, may find favour in your Eyes, you will not (Great Sir) 
oblige one ſingle Town, but a vaſt number of Cities inall places of the World ; and it would 
be a thing ſuitable to your Grandeur and Fortune, to have all People participate of your 
Favours to them ; for there is no part of the Earth in which your Glory will not be pro- 
claimed, nor any Perſon living that will refuſe you thoſe Praiſes and Acknowledgments 
that will be due to you. 

At the requeſt of ſome of your private Friends you have given whole Cities the Freedom 
of Rome, and thereby advanced them before others, to whom they were formerly infe- 
riour ; in which you obliged (no leſs than the Towns) the Perſous by whoſe interceſſion 

F you granted that Honour. | 

1 can ſay without vanity, that ameng all the Princes, who pay ebedience to your Ma- 
jeſty, there are very few who precede me in Dignity, but none who ſurpaſſes (1 may ſay 
equals me) in” point of affetion to your Majeſty, both as I am born your Subjett, and ob- 
liged by many expreſs and particular favours. I dare not be ſo confident as to veg the 
freedom of Rome for my Country-men, to exempt them from Tributes, or give them 1n- 
franchiſement : I requeſt, Sir, only a favour that will be no charge or inconvenience to 
your Majeſty, but a great benefit to them; and there i none ſo great a benefit tothe Sub- 
Jed, as the favour of their Prince. 

Jeruſalem had the firf# News of your bappy ſucceſſion to the Empire, and publiſhed 

GO it immediately through all the neighbouring Provinces. Since then Jeruſalem was 
the firſt City in the Faſt, that proclaimed you Emperoar, may not fhe with reaſon yp 
Cecc z or 
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*'or ſome particular Grace, at leaff not to be put into aworſe condition than any of her H 


Neighbours 2 

/ /aving ſpoken for my Nation and Conntry-men, it remains that I do now with all humi- 
ity ſupplicate you for our Temple, being conſecrated to God Almighty, and his Majeſty is- 
babiting it. We have never admitted any [mage or Statue there, becauſe Painters and 
Sculptors repreſent only ſuch Deities as are viſible, and the God which we worſhip being in- 
wifible, our Anceſtors have thought, that they could not without impiety undertake any 
{uch repreſentation. 

Agrippa your Grandfather had a reſped for this Temple : Auguſtus ordered by Letters 
expreſs that the Firſt-Fruits ſhould be brought thither from all parts, and that not a day 
ſhould paſs but Sacrifices ſhould be made. 

The Empreſs your Great-Grandmother had it in the ſame Veneration. There was nej- 
ther Greek nor Barbarian, nor Prince (how great ſoever his Pique was to us) nor Sedi- 
tron, nor War, no Captivity, nor other of the greateſt Deſolations that could happen to 
any People, that could ever prevail with us to admit an Image into our Temple; for even 
our greateft Enemies have born a reverence for this place, becauſe it was conſecrated to 


the Creator of the Univerſe, PR of thoſe dreadful Fudgments, which they knew had 


befallen thoſe Perſons, whohad had the boldneſs to violate it ; of which, without inſtancing 
in Foreign Examples, I ſhall recount ſuch as are Dome#tick to your Majeſty. 
When Marcus Agrippa, your Grandfather, in favour to King Herod my Grandfather, 


condeſcended to vijfit Judea, and coaſt along the Shore to Jeruſalem, he was ſo taken with K 


the Magnificence of the Temple, with its Ornaments, the diverſity'of the Orders of the 
Prieſts, with their wveſtments, and particularly with the Flabit of the Chief- Prieſt, with 
the jonny of their Sacrifices, and the Devotion of thoſe who aſhFted ; that he could not 
fortear teſtifying his admiration. He took ſo much pleaſure in the contemplation of theſe 
things, that there was not a day paſt, whilſt he remained at Jeruſalem, but he wifited 
them all, offered magnificent Preſents, and granted to the Inhabitants of that great City 
all that they could defire but exemption from Taxes. 

Herod paid him all the Honour he could deviſe, and having received much greater 
from him, attended him in Perſon to the Sea fide, the People flocking from all parts 
to throw Boughs aud Flowers in his way, accompanying him with a thouſand Bene- 
aiftions. 

[s it not, Sir, a thing known all the World over, that the Emperour Tiberius, your 
great Uncle, during the 23 years of his Reign, had the ſame reſpeit for our Temple, not 
ſuffering any Body to make the leaſt alteration in the Orders obſerved there > pon 
which account (though otherwiſe I was a great Sufferer by him) 7 cannot contain from 
recounting an attion that redounded much te his Honour, and I know you take delight in 
hearing the Truth. Pilate the then Governour of Judea conſecrated to him in the Palace 
of Herod at Jeruſalem certain gilt Bucklers, not ſo much in Honour to him, as hatred to 
our Nation. There was no Image engraven upon the Bucklers, nor no Inſcription, bat the 


Name of him who dedicated them, and the Name of him to whom they were dedicared. M 


Nevertheleſs the People tumultuated in ſuch manner, that they imployed the four Sons 
of the King, the other Princes of the Blood, and the moſt conſiderable Perſons of our 
Nation to perſwade Pilate 70 caufe the Bucklers to be removed, by reaſon it was contrary 
ro the Cuſtoms of their Anceſtors, which Cuſtoms neither Kings nor Emperours hadever 
infring d before 5 and ſeeing: Pilate (who was of a violent -and obſtinate Nature) did 
ſeem to refuſe them, they cryed out, Havea care of troubling rhe Peace which we enjoy: 
Have a care how you provoke us to Revolt, and to War: *Tis not by the violation of 
our Laws that the Emperour isto be honoured ; you muſt find another pretence to co- 
lour ſo unjuſt an Enterprize, and fo inſfupportable to us; for this magnanimous Prince 


is tar from intrenching upon our Cuſtoms: If you have any Commillion to that pur- N 


poſe,any Letter,or other Order,to authorize you in what you do, let us ſee it, and we 
will depute Perſons to wait upon him with our humble Remonſtrances. Theſe word's 
exaſperated Pilate, yet gave him much trouble; for he feared, that, if they ſent their 
Deputies, they would inform the Emperor of his Exattions, Injuſtices, and horrible 
Cruelties, by which he had afflited many innocent Perſons, and put as many to death. 

In ſo great ananxiety Pilate, notwithſtanding his Paſſion and Severity, knew not what 
way tofteer. Fe durſt not take away the Bucklers, becauſe they had been conſecrated ; 
and if he durſt have ventured upon that, he coutd not frame himſelf to comply with the 
People, and beſides he muſt obey the command of Tiberius.

A. Thoſe who interceded for the Jews perceiving, that though he difembled it what 12 


could, yet he repented of what he had done,writ a Letier to Tiberius with great inſtance 
and reſpect ; and there needs no farther proof of its ejfects, than tat after he had jignified 
his diſpleaſure to Pilate iu his immediate Anſwer, he ſent to him b1s Commands to 3 exmg ue 
the Bucklers to the Temple at Cxiarea, which was built in Z7enour to Auguttus, and it 
was done accordingly ; by which invention all due reſpect was paid to the Eqperour, with- 
out any invaſion of our Laws. Thoſe Bucklers had no Image upon them, aad yet n0w our 
Controverſie is about a Starue : Tivſe* Bucklers were. placed only in the Paluce cf 
the Governour ; and this. Statue mut be ſet up in the Sardtuary, a place ſo Holy, 
that there is only the Figh-Prieft permitted to enter, and that. enly, oue time in 


B the year (after a Solemn Faſt) to burn Perfumes in [Honour ta God, aud by:his humtle 


Prayers to implore bis Bleſſing on our whole Nation for the xext year. If any.other, mot 
cnly of the Cemmonalty, but of the Prieſts (nor excepting him who is next 20 be Hin he 
Priet ) preſumes to enter ; 0r if the High-Prieft himſelf exters it above once a year, or 
more times that wery Day in which be has liberty to enter, than what 3s-allowed by run 
Law, it will coſt him his Life ; nothing can ſave him; ſo peremptory has.our, great! Laws 
giver been in his Orders for the reverencing this Holy, Place, aud for the making it jus 
acceſſible. Tou are not then to doubt, Great Sir, but your Statue ſhall be no ſooner erected, 
but ſeveral of the Prieſts will rather kill themſelves, their Wives, and their Children, 
than be Spettators of ſuch violence to their Laws. 


C Thus it was that Tiberius atted upon this occaſion; and as to that Prince (the haps 


pieſt that ever govern'd the Empire) your moft excellent Predeccſſor (who, having given 
Peace to the whole World, deſerved for his Vertue and great Exploits the Glorious Name 
of Auguſtus) when he underſtood, that we admitted nut into our Temple any viſible I- 
mage, as being improper to repreſent an inviſible God, he admired the Piety and Knows 
ledge of our Nation, beiug learned himfelf, and accuſtomed to paſs the greateſt part of 
his time at Meals in diſcourſe of Philoſophical points, that he had been taught by the 
greateſt Maſters, and in the Converſation of learned Men, which he kept conſtantly bout 
him, that his Mind might receive its repaſlt as well as his Body, 

I could in(tance in ſeveral other things evincing his kindueſs to our Nation, but I ſhaft 


D content my ſelf with two. 


Being informed that there was a neglett in bringing in our Firſt- Fruits, he ſent to 
the Governours of the Provinces in Alia, to permit only the Jews to aſſemble together, be- 
cauſe their Meetings were not like the Bacchanals, 20 drink and debauch, and contrive a- 
gainſt the Peace of the Pullick; but Academies of Virtue, where People were inſtruted 
to love Juſtice and Temperance; axd as to their Firſt-Fruits, which were ſeat anzually to 
Jeruſalem, they were imployed only to offer Sacrifices to God in the Temple. Wherefore 
this great Prince expreſly forbad EVery Body for moleſting the Jews iz what related to 
their Meetings and Firſt-Fruits. /f theſe were not the very words, 1 am ſure it was the

ſence, as your Majeſty may know by one of the Letters of C. Norbanus Flaccus, of which 


E I have brought you a Copy. 


C. Norbanus Flaccus to the Magiſtrates of Epheſus, Greeting. The Emperour has 
writ to me, thatin all places under my Government,where there are any Jews, I ſhould 
permit them to aſſemble according to their ancient Cuſtoms, and to raiſe Money to bc 
{ent to Jeruſalem : I do adviſe and require, that you give them no interruption. 

Doth not the favour and affettion of Auguſtus to the Jews appear clearly hereby, ſee- 
ing he permits the Jews to aſſemble peblickly to collett their FirSt-Fruits, and perform 
other actions of Piety and Devotion ? | 

7 will give you another proof, and that no leſs conſiderable. He commanded that a Bul! 
and a Ram ſhould be offered every day at his charge in Honour to our God, which is 06+ 

F [erved to this day without any diſcontinuance z yet he knew that there was no Image per- 
mitted either within the Temple or without ; and no Perſon ſurpaſſing him ia knowledge, 
he thought it but reaſonable, that there ſhould be a Temple peculiarly dedicated to the 71- 
viſible God, in which there ſhould be no Image, and where Men might utter their Prayers 
and Devotions with confidence of relief- 
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The Empreſs Julia, your MajeSt ies Great-Grand- Mother, imitating the Picty of her 
incomparable Husband, adorned our Temple with ſeveral ineſtimable Veſſels of Gold, with- 
out any Image ingraved upon them, becauſe, though Women do not eaſily comprehend jnvi- 
fible things, yet ber Wit and Inclinat ion to great matters had ſo elevated her in that (© 
in other things) above the pitch of her Sex, that ſhe underſtood intellettaal things as 


U well as ſenſible ; and ſhe was perſwaded that the latter were bat Types and Shadows of tie 


former, | 
Cece 1 Since 
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Since then you have ſo many pregnant Examples at home of the great affettion of your H 
Predeceſſors to us : Continue, I beſeech you, what they, from whom your Perſon and Suc- 
cc/ſron is derived, have ſo carefully preſerved. 

They are Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to an Emperour ; They 
are great Princes, to a great Prince; They are Grand-fathers and Grand-mothers, to a 
Grandechild ; Several to one ſingle Perſon ; all of them —_— as it were in theſe 
terms; Do not you abeliſh what we have eſtabliſhed, and what has bee always obſerved 
but conſider, that though the ſubverſion of this Order may poſſibly produce no ill effetts im- 
mediately, yet the uncertainty of future Events ought to make the moſt hardy to fear, if 
they have not wholly renounced the fear of their Creator. 

Should 1 go about to recount all my Olligations to your Majeſty, the day would fail 1 
me before I had finiſhed; and yet it troables me to paſs them over too ſoon ; But ſo great 
benefits will publiſh themſelves. Tou have beat off my Irons, but thoſe Irons incumbred 
but part of my Body,and the pain, that Tnow ſuffer, oppreſſes my Soul. Tou have delivered 
me from the apprehenſion of Death, and afterwards reviv'd me, when a greater apprehen- 
fron had put me intoſuch a ſtate, that Twas look'd upon as dead. Preſerve then, I beſeech 
you, that Life, that you have reſtored, and would not doubtleſs have reſtored to have pro- 
long'd my misfortunes. | 

Tour Majefty has advanced me to the greateſt Fonour, that can be aſpired; you have 
given me a Kingdom, and added to that Kingdom Trachonitis and Galilee. After ſuch 
extraordinary Favours, do not, I beſeech you, refuſe me another ſo neceſſary, that the K 
not granting of that will make the other unprofitable ; and when you have raiſed me to 
fo Glorious, fo Hluſtrious a Condition, do not humble me down again into Darkneſs aud 
Sorrow. 

I do not beg of you to continue me in that high ſphere, where your favour has plac'd 
me. All that Theg is, That you would not interfere with the Laws of my Country ; and 
if vou deny me that, what will my Country-men, what will the whole World think of my 
Intereſt with you? Will not they have reaſon to believe, that I have either betray d my 
Country, or loſt the Flonour of your Favour, which are two the greateſt Evils that 7 
dread > Nevertheleſs I muſt of neceſſity fall into one of them, ſeeing I muſt either be Co- 
wardly or perfidionus in deſerting an Intereſt, that ought to be ſo ; he to me; or elſe 7, 
muſt have lof# my Tatereſt in your kindneſs, if, imploring your Mercy for the preſer- 
vation of the Temple and my Country, you ſhould not think fit to uſe me with the ſame 
fawour, that former Emperours have ſhown to all ſuch, as they did Honour with their 
kindneſs. 

If 1 be ſo unfortunate as to be pleaſing to you no longer, do not caſt me into Bonds, 
as Tiberius did, but put me immediately to Death; for wby ſhould I defire to live 
having loſt your Majeſty's favour, in which only I repos'd my greatest Confidence and 
Hopes ? 
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CHAP. XVIL 


Caius was wrought upon by Agrippa's Letter, and ſeat to Petronius 10 do mthing is 
the Temple at Jeruſalem. But he repented preſently, and cauſed a Statue to be made 
in Rome, which he ordered to be ſent privately to Jeruſalem at the ſame time when he 
Should go to Alexandria, where he likewiſe reſolved to be acknowledged for a God. The 
Injuſtice and Cruelty of that Prince. 


B ww HEN King Agrippa had ſeal'd and diſpatch'd this Letter to Caius, he expedct- 

cd the ſucceſs with all imaginable impatience, as judging, that not only 
the Conſervation, or Ruine, of JFudea was at Stake, but the Intereſt of the whole Na- 
tion of the Jews ſpread abroad over the whole Earth. | 

This Letter produceth great agitation in the Mind of Caius. He could not with pati- 

ence behold his Pleaſure diſputed, and yet he could not but be touched with the Reaſons 
and importunity of Agrippa. He blam'd hisafteftion for them, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durſt withſtand the Conſecration of his Statue ; and yet he could not but ap- 
prove the ſincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the Nobleneſs and Generoſity of 
his Mind. At length his kindneſs for Agrippa prevailed againſt his Choler ; he was 
mollified by degrees, returned him a favourable Anſwer, and granted him the higheſt 
of all Favours, that he would deſiſt from the aforeſaid Conſecration. After which he 
writ to Petronius to make no farther alteration in the Temple ; but he blended his 
Grace with ſuch ſevere Conditions, as gave them always occaſion to tremble; for he 
added this Clauſe to his Letter, But if in any other Town beſide Jeruſalem any Body thinks 
fit toerett any Statue or Altar to me or mine, and any one be found ſo audacious as to op- 
poſe it, it is our pleaſure , that he be puniſhed upon the place, or ſent Priſoner to us. 

Was not this to revoke or cancel his favour at the fame time when he granted it, ſceing 
thoſe words could not be conſidered, but as Seeds of Commotion and War ? For who 
doubted but thoſe People, who were Enemies to the Jews, would fill their Provinces 
with Sacrilege, and ſuch Marks of Honour, as are due only to God (and that rather 
to deſtroy our Nation, than to oblige Caius) and then the Jews not being able to ſuffer 
ſuch an outrage upon their Laws, Caius, to puniſh their reſiſtance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue tobe ſetup and conſecrated in the Temple ? Nevertheleſs, by the ma- 
nifeſt protection of God, none of the People adjacent to Judea gave them this occaſion 
of trouble, though there was ſo much cauſe to apprehend it. But ſome will ſay, M/hat 
advantage had they by it 2 for though others ſare ſtill, Caius himſelf did not : For he im- 
mediately repented of the favour which he had granted, re-aſſum'd his old reſolution, 
and taking nonotice of the Statue that was making at S740 (leaſt it ſhould beger a re- 
volt) he gave order for a new one to be made of gilt Braſs in Rowe, with diretions that 
it ſhould be ſent privately by Sea, and without notice ſct up in the Temple of Feruſa- 
lem, when he went himſelf into Fgypr. 

He omitted no Order in the preparation for his Voyage to Mexandrin, fo great was 
his deſire to ſee it ; and fo firm his reſolution to continue therein ſome time, becauſe no 
other place ſeem'd to him ſo convenient for the execution of his ridiculousdefign of be- 
ing owned for a God, out of an opinion he had, that the example of that great City (by 
reaſon of its ſituation, and the reſort thither from all parts of the World) might induce 
other Towns leſs conſiderable to give him the ſame Divine Honour, as he was aflur'd 
of in Alexandria. Beſides, he was of folight and inconſtant a Nature, he never did anv 
good thing, but he repented of it immediately, and found out ſome way to revokeit, and 
make things very much worſe than before; and of this I ſhall give you ſome proof. 

Having ſet certain Priſoners at liberty one day, he cauſed rhem about an hour after 
to be Clapt up again without any hopes of ever being diſcharged any more, though 
they had committed nothing in the interim, that might move his difpleatire. | 

Another time he ſent others into exile, who had committed nothing =t all, and he 
looked upon that ſenteniceas a favour, becauſe they, knowing his horrible inhumanity, 
expected, ind had prepared themſelves for Death. Accordingly they were ſent into 
the Iſlands, where they were put to plough and cultivate the Earth, and they took 
their misfortune paticritly. But on a ſudden though they had given no new provoca- 
tion, he ſent Souldiers, and put them all to the Sword, which was a great ail Ction 

G to ſeveral great Families in Rome. 
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If he gave Money at any time to any Body, he would be fure to have it again, not H 
by way of Loan, or upon condition to pay them Intereſt, but by way of Authority and 
Violence ; and the poor People, were not only glad to reſtore it, but they ſcap d well, 
if it did not coſt them all their own, whether it was their Patrimony, or acquired by 
their own Induftry and Labour. S 

Thoſe who thought themlelves higheſt in his favour, he ruin d under pretence of af- 
ſection ; obliging them to ſuch excetjive expences in vain Featting and Entertainments, 
that ſome one ſingle Treat was ſo magnificent and ſumptuous, that it was fuſficient 
to undo a Man utterlv, and ſorced him to borrow, that he was never able to pay ; upon 
which ſcore ſome Perſons were aftraid of his Friendſhip, becauſe it was not only uſeleſs, 
but dangerous; and to be eſteemed rather a ſnare, than an advantage. 

This was the humour of Caizs, who hating no Nation like the Zews, no Natian felt 
ſo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexana7/: to ſequeſter their Oratories, 
and fill them with Statues, and no Man durſt oppoſe fo gr: ir a Vieicroc, There was 
now only the Temple at Jeruſalem unviolated ; and to compicar his Impiety, he would 
needs raviſh that from God, and impropriate it to himſelf, with this Title,

What do you intend, moſt preſumptuous and infatuated Prince? You are but a Man, 
and would uſurp upon God. 'Tis not enough for you to have dominion over ſo many 
People, that there is ſcarce a Nation or Climate, to which your Empire does not extend ! 
But you will not ſuffer in the whole World one ſingle Place to be appropriated to God 
Almighty, in which it may be Jawful with ſincere Piety to pay him that Devotion, 
which is due to his Divine Majeſty. 

Are theſe the great hopes whiciz the World conceived of your Reign? Or do you 
not know, that this courſe is no lets, than to draw upon your felt and your whole Em- 
pirea deluge of all imaginable milchiets ? 


CHAP. XVIII 


With what auſterity Caius treated Philo, and the other Embaſſadors from Alexandria, 
and kow he would not be perſwaded to hear what they could ſay. 


UT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſy. The day appointed 
for our Audicnce being come, we were no ſooner introduced, but we could eaſily M 
perceive by Iis Men and his Geſture, that Cazus was rather become a Party than a 
Judge. For it he would have acted like a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with his Coun- 
{el in an affair of that importance, wherein all the Privileges were in queſtion, that for 
four hundred years together had been enjoyed by fo great a multitude of Jews, as lived 
in Alexandria, without the leaſt intrenchment or moleſtation. He ought to have heard 
both-ſides, debated the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced a 
juſt and equitable arreſt. But, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juſtice, the 
pitileſs Tyrant, bending his brows upon us with a furious Brutality, cauſed the In- 
tendants of the Gardens of Mecenas and Zamia (which are near both the Town and 
his Palace) to be called to him (for he had been retired thither for his recreation three N 
or four days.) He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartments, 
which opened into thoſe Gardens, for he was diſpoſed to walk and gave Order that we 
ſhould follow. 

We threw our ſelves down at his fect, and faluted him with the Titles of Emperour 
and Auguſt. The manner in which he received our Salutation was ſuch, that we quick- 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in our Embaſly, but the ſafety 
of our Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of ſmile; 4re not you 
the declared Enemies of the gods > Are not you they, who, when others acknowledge my Di- 
winity, do refuſe and deſpiſe me 2 

And faying ſo, he lifted up his hands gowards Heaven uttering ſuch expreſſions, that 
i heard with too much horror to repeat themagain. O

A Our Adverſaries obſerving it, and concluding that they had gain'd their Cauſe, could 
not conceal their exceſs of Joy, and there was not. one of all the Attributes, wherewith 
God himſelf is honoured, but they gaveto him. 

There was a Perſon named //dorus, a great and dangerous Calumniator, who, per- 
ceiving Caius to be infinitely well pleaſed with his Flarteries and Cajolements, faid to 
him, Sr, Fox would abhor theſe People much more, aud thoſe who ſent them, did you know 
their malice againlt you.” They are the only People,who refuſe to offer Sacrifice for your ſafe- 
ty; and generally the whole Nation is guilty of the ſame ſtubbornneſs. At which words 
we were not able to contain, but cryed out, that it was falſe, for we facrified Hecatombs 
to that purpoſe ; and having waſh d our Alrars with the Blood of our Viftims, we did not 

B: devour the Fleſh our ſelves like ſeveral other Nations, but Lurned all together in that 
Sacred Fire, and this we have done more than once or twice, for we did it three times, 
Firſt, upon your advancement to the Throne : Next, when you recovered of your great fit 
of Sickneſs, which was an affliction to the whole World: And the Third time, when we made 
it our ſolemn Prayer toGod Almighty to-give you ſucceſs in your Enterpriſes in Germany. 

'Tis true (the furious Emperour replyed) you offered Sacrifices, but it was to another, 
vot tome; \and therefore, What honour did I receive by it ? 

We could perceive at thoſe horrid Words our Blood to freeze in our Veins. In the 
mean time Cazws paſſed from one apartment to another, finding fault where any thing 
was amiſs, and giving order how it ſhould be mended. We followed him, joſtled 

C and derided by our Adverfaries, who abus'd and mock'd us, like Mimicks on a Stage ; 
and indeed our whole negotiation might have paſſed for a Comedy, having nothing in 
it but appearance of Truth. Forhe, who ought to have been our Judge, was our Ac- 
cuſer ; and our own Party animated him againſt us. Having him therefore for an Ene- 
my, and ſuch an Enemy, what could we do but be ſilent? And being ſilent is a kind of 
defence, eſpecially where nothing can be faid, that would have been pleaſing to him, 
and the fear of his violenceupon our Laws had ſhut up our Mouths. 

. When he had given direction about his Buildings, he demanded ſeriouſly, and with 
greatgravity of us? Why we were ſo ſcrupulous in eating of Hogs Fleſh? Upon which our 
Adverfaries (to Cajole him with their Flatteries) fell out into ſo immoderate and un- 

D. decenta laughter, that ſome of the Prince's Officers, which were about him, could ſcarce 

brook ſo great a dif-reſpet ; and it wasſo much the greater, by how much his kumour 
was ſuch, there was not any but his Privado's and Intimates, that could without dan- 
ger take the liberty upon them of but ſailing in his preſence. 
Wereplyed moſt humbly to the Emperour, 7hat the Cuſtoms of People were different, 
and that as among us there were ſome things ferbidden, ſo there were others prohibited to 
other Nations. And one of our Company inſtancing in thoſe who eat no Lamb, the 
Emperour laugh'd and reply'd, 7hey have no reaſon, for the Fleſh is not good. Theſe Rai- 
leries augmented our trouble very much; but at lengrh, in ſome kind of heat he asked 
us, upon what grounds we founded our Freedom 2 We began to lay before him our 
E- grounds, and he toreſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, and that we had many 
more to corroborate them, he roſe up on a ſudden, and ran into a great Chamber, 
cauſing his Servants to ſhut the Windows, whoſe Glaſs was contrived fo as to let in 
the Light, but keep out the Wind; and was as clear as Cryital. We followed, and he 
came to us again, and demanded of us very moderately, what we had more to fay ? 
We would have gone on with our Reaſons ; but inſtead of hearing them, he ran again 
in great ſpeed into another Hall, where he had commanded ſeveral Ancient Pictures to 
be brought for him to ſee ; ſo that finding our ſelves fo often interrupted in our Aﬀairs, 
and in ſuch different manner, ſuppoſing we were to expect nothing but death, we ad- 
dreſſed our felves in our extremity to the true, for prote&ionagainſt the counterteit 

F' God ; and it pleaſed him to have compaſſion on us, and by his infinite Goodneſs to mo- 
derate the fury of Caius, who commanded usto withdraw, and went away himfelf, on- 
ly faying to thoſe who were next him, Zheſe People are not ſo bad, as unfortunate and 
beſotted not tobelieve me to be of Divine Nature. 

In this manner we departed not only from his Judgment, but from his Theatre, and 
Prifon, for what was it but a Theatre, where we were laughed at and derided 2 Andthe 
rigors of a Priſon are they comparable to the torments we endured from ſo many Blaſ- 
phemies againſt God, and ſo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againſt us? Be- 
cauſe ours (forſooth)) was the only Nation, that obſtructed his being owned for a 
God. ; 

G Upon this wedeſiſted, and reſpited fora while, not out of love to our Lives, for could 
- ourdearh1 have been ſerviceableto the conſervation ofour Laws.we would have embrac'd 
il

it with joy, as conducting us to a happy Eternity. But becauſe befides this it would H 
have been deſtructive to our Laws, and offenſive to thoſe who ſent us, toraſmuch as 
the management of ſuch things are uſually judged by their ſucceſs, we. comforted our 
{elves in ſome meaſure, that we had eſcaped ſuch a danger, yet not without continuing 
in great apprehenſions, what judgment the Emperour would give. For how could 
he be informed of the Equity of our Cauſe, when he vouchfafed not ſo much as to hear 
us: And what could be more cruel, than to ſee the ſafety of our whole Nation depend 
upon the manner, after which we five (who were Embaſladors ) ſhould be treated? 
For if Caius ſhould declare in favour of the Alexandriazs, what other Town would let 
the Jews live in quiet? What other Town would forbear them ? What other would not 
deſtroy their Oratories ? What other would not refuſe them the Exerciſe otrheir Religt- x 
on? So that the Abolition of all their Privileges, and the entire Ruine of the whole 
Nation were before us, and the thoughts of them overwhelmed us with ſorrow ; and 
the more, becauſe we could fee no reſort nor refuge fromour miſeries : For thoſe who 
betore ſeemed to favour our Afﬀairs, began now to deſpair, of our ſafety, and retired, not 
daring to aſſiſt us any farther,though we ſent to importunethem ; fo little expectation 
had they of Bountv, or Juſtice, from a Man, who would make himſelf a Gog.
